THE BLACKS IN NEW ZEALAND 
Pioneer shipment of polled cattle in 1863 when the ship T. E. 
Milledge delivered six cows and five bulls to Hon. M. Holmes of 

Castle Rock from Ballindalloch, Tillyfour and the Mains of Kelly. 


NCTE ON THE ORIGIN OF AFRICAN CATTLE 


Zebu cattle were introduced into ancient Egypt from the Somali 
coast or Syria from the XII Dynasty (2000-1788 B.C.) on, and are 
represented in wall paintings in tombs of the 15th century B.C. 


MASHONA CATTLE 

Migrating tribes brought these cattle down the East Coast of 
Africa until they were established in Rhodesia and to the South 
into Natal and Transkei. 


SOUTH AFRICA - ABERDEEN-ANGUS BEFORE 1900 
In 1917 the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Breeders’ Society of South 
Africa was formed to take care of the breed in the Union 
and Rhodesia. In 1918 the British Society issued 292 export 

certificates. 


PREHISTORIC PITS OF INYANGA 
The vast area of stone ruins in Inyanga, once thought to be 
“slave pits” are now considered to have been for the protection 
of cattle. 


ANGUS-ZUCHT UND HALTUNG IN DEUTSCHLAND 
The first Aberdeen-Angus arrived in Germany in 1928 and when 
East Prussia was lost to the Russians in 1945 the biggest part 
of the German breeding herd was lost.

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Our Story Begins 
With The Founding 
Of The Journal In 


FRED HAHNE 
(1877-1952) 


The late Fred Hahne, founder of this breed publication, stated 
in the first issue, “. . . it will be our aim at all times to give the 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle the most loyal and honest sup- 
port in every way that may come to our attention ... we want to 
see more and better Aberdeen-Angus cattle grown, and we will do 
our share to find and create a ready market for the right sort of 
animals...” 

He founded the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and kept it going 
during the years it was a financial liability. Shortly after the 
Journal was established the recession following World War I 
wiped out values generally. The partial recovery of the late 20’s 
was followed by the depression and drought years of the 30’s. 
During this period he established Strathmore Farms and took over 
the Harrison & Ryan herd, which had previously absorbed the 
Escher & Ryan and W. A. McHenry herds. This famous herd was 
held intact until improving conditions resulted in the sale of the 
members of this herd to the late Judge S. C. Fullerton, owner of 
Sunbeam Farms, Miami, Oklahoma and L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, whose herds live on to this day. 


Without his decision to found the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
we would not now be presenting to you this “Golden Anniversary 
Edition” to tell the story of the progress of our breed,and something 
about the pioneer herds that are still actively engaged in the pro- 
duction of and the promotion of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. We owe 
much to these pioneers and their descendants. 


R. H. Hahne, Sr. 
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“HE WORKED among us not for self 
glory but for the betterment of agri- 
culture and the sound promotion of 
Angus cattle. It was my privilege to 
work with Fred Hahne as _§ associate 
editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal for 
four years, to prepare for him many 
articles on Angus pedigrees. Efforts in 
behalf of the paper and the breed were 
never criticized but always appreciated. 
In the years of our connection my entire 
time was not devoted to this work and 
financial conditions in the country and 
of the Angus Journal were not good. 
They grew worse. There would have been 
few among us who would have held the 
line, but the tougher times grew the firm- 
er became the set of Fred’s jaw. He set 
tight. He would work for ads, he would 
make up copy. He never wavered. Money 
which he made from catalogs went for 
the support of the Angus Journal. He 
knew how to work. He had the will and 
the courage. The tide turned and again 
came a crisis to the Angus breed. A 
crisis few knew little about. One of the 
greatest of all foundation herds was be- 
ing sent to the four-winds because there 
was not money available to hold the herd 
together. Fred Hahne purchased it and 
established Strathmore Farms and prov- 
ed himself a breeder. The main portion 
of the herd was later disposed of because 
he was publisher of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal, but it was a great piece of work 
undertaken and completed to the point 
where others were glad to carry on. I 
was president of the National Block and 
Bridle Club when the Iowa State College 
chapter selected Mr. Hahne as an honor- 
ary member because of his fine work and 
his unselfish devotion for the good of the 
club and when the boys presented him 
with an honorary key he showed deep 
emotion of appreciation. He thought 
deeply but seldom expressed himself 
verbally. 


“Fred Hahne loved his home and 
flowers. He has contributed more to the 
promotion and to the widespread public- 
ity of the Angus breed than anyone in its 
annals. He was a typesetter who became 
a master printer. He was a_ master 
printer who became a master craftsman 
and a master craftsman who became a 
master publisher and then a_ master 
builder.” J. C. Holbert, President, Iowa 
Beef Producers Association. (From the 
August 1952 Herd Reference Edition.) 

Fred Hahne founded the Fred Hahne 
Printing Company in 1902 and in 1919 
produced the first edition of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. The August issue of 
1952 was the 33rd Anniversary of the 
founding of the breed publication, and 
also the Golden Anniversary of the 
printing company. In this Anniversary 
issue we reproduced also the telegram 
Nelson G. Kraschel had sent our office 
when he heard of Dad Hahne’s death. . . 
“The passing of Fred Hahne brings to a 
close the most important career in Angus 
circles. He, more than any other man, 
provided the inspiration that held the line 
against the forces of destruction when it 
was most needed. When men who stood 
to profit far more were losing hope, Fred 
Hahne drove forward in building the 
finest type of agricultural journalism in 
America. No road was too long for his 
famous Ford. Money that was sorely 
needed for personal and family use was 
spent without reserve to improve the 
Journal and to help promote the sale of 
Angus cattle. Thousands of breeders who 
today are enjoying Angus prosperity do 
not know how much they are indebted to 
Fred Hahne’s long life of hard work and 
personal sacrifice.” 

Mr. Otto V. Battles wrote an article 
for the same issue entitled, “Fred Hahne 
was my Friend”. Following is an ex- 
cerpt from Mr. Battle’s article. . . “I first 
became acquainted with Mr. Hahne at the 
time he began to seriously consider the 
establishment of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. This was shortly after I had 
entered into a partnership arrangement 
with Mr. Chester A. Congdon of Duluth, 
Minnesota with the intention of develop- 
ing one of the best and one of the largest 
herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on the 
American continent. And naturally I was 
vitally interested in seeing that the 
breed was given the publicity which its 
superiority in the beef field justified, for 
which the publication proposed by Mr. 
Hahne would be ideal. For that reason, 
when Mr. Hahne introduced himself to 
me one evening in the lobby of the old 
LaSalle Hotel in Chicago and told me he 
would like to discuss with me the prob- 
ability of the success of a publication 
devoted exclusively to the interests of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and of his re- 
ceiving the wholehearted cooperation 
of the breeders and the National Associa- 
tion of which, at the time, I was a 


director, he found not only a willing but 
also an enthusiastic listener. I remember 
how we spent long hours that night 
discussing the matter and I recall how 
Fred finally said in his determined way, 
‘I am going to start this publication and 
I am going to call it the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal.’ And all who knew Fred 
Hahne will agree that when he made up 
his mind to do a thing no obstacle could 
be placed in his way which he could not 
surmount. And thus it was with the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal. I believe its 
present publishers would say, if you 
were to ask them, that although the first 
few months were difficult the Journal 
really prospered from the beginning and 
rapidly gained popularity and prestige 
amongst breeders. As a matter of fact, 
its growth was phenomenal for a breed 
publication devoted entirely to a com- 
paratively new breed of livestock such as 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed was in those 
days. The Journal of those early days 
was, to be sure, not the great and in- 
fluential magazine it is today because the 
breeders who could support it were few 
in number and mostly poor. But they 
were both loyal and proud of their new 
and vital spokesman and Fred Hahne 
spared himself no effort nor avoided any 
personal sacrifice to make the Journal 
the powerful instrument of breed promo- 
tion which it proved to be from the very 
first issue.” 

Mr. Battles then went into details re- 
garding the division of our association 
over abolishing the proxy system of 
electing directors to the Association 
Board... “I seriously discussed the 
situation with Fred Hahne, who, up to 
that time, had kept his _ publication 
neutral. It was in the early days of the 
Journal and I am sure Mr. Hahne must 
have been operating on _ extremely 


limited capital. It was, therefore, readily 
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understandable that he would hesitate to 
imperil the life of the Journal by taking 
sides in a quarrel, the outcome of which 
was extremely uncertain. After becoming 
convinced, however, that our side was in 
the right and that we had only the best 
interests of the breed at heart, even 
though at that time it looked as though 
we had only a slim chance of winning our 
objective, Fred Hahne threw the pages 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal open to 
the advocates of reform and put his own 
powerful editorial policy back of our 
action. And I am convinced to this day 
that without the wholehearted support 
of Fred Hahne at that time our cause 
would have been lost and the reforms 
which started a new era of progress and 
prosperity for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
would have been gravely retarded if not 
made altogether impossible. And that is 
one great debt, as one who was in the 
thick of this contest, which was finally 
concluded by a Supreme Court decision, 
feels the Aberdeen-Angus breed owes to 
the courage, loyalty and right thinking 
of Fred Hahne at the most crucial time 
in the breed’s American history. To take 
the step that he did under the circum- 
stances required a brand of courage 


which is possessed by only those of the 
calibre of the late Fred Hahne.” 


It was in 1902 the late Fred Hahne 
founded the printing company that still 
bears only his name, and in 1919 pro- 
duced the first issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal. And, in the fall of 1930 
he purchased the entire Harrison and 
Ryan breeding herd and brought them to 
Webster City, Iowa and _ established 
Strathmore Farms. No reasons have ever 
been given to breeders of Angus cattle 
why Dad Hahne chose this name for his 
farm, but as a student of the history of 
Angus cattle it well could have been his 
knowledge of the winnings of the Glamis 
herd, founded in 1879 by the Earl of 
Strathmore, with the foundation cattle 
coming from the Mulben, Ballindalloch 
and Drumin sales. During 1895 to 1904 
the Glamis herd was represented eight 
times in the yearling heifer class at the 
Highland Society’s shows and succeeded 
in that period in gaining seven first 
prizes, and from 1896 to 1904 the Glamis 
herd was represented at the Birmingham 
Fat Stock Show six times, and in that 
period won the championship and every 
other possible prize four times and the 
cup in class, and for best Scot six times, 
and won the championship four times, 
reserve seven times. In like manner, dur- 
ing the same period at the Smithfield Fat 
Stock Show, representatives were ex-

hibited seven times and won the cham- 
pionship four times, reserve once, breed 
cup six times, and first in class seven 
times, besides winning outright the only 
challenge cup presented by the late Queen 
Victoria. The above successes were all 
the more remarkable, as in only one in- 
stance, in 1904, was there more than 
one animal put into training for these 
shows in one year. 

One of the good young bulls produced 
at Strathmore Farms that was kept in 
the herd bull battery was The Earl of 
Strathmore, named after the Earl of 
Strathmore, who owned the Glamis herd. 

We could go on at lengths regarding 
the late Fred Hahne’s love of livestock, 
his home, family, flowers and the many 
animals he owned during his lifetime—as 
well as his activity in civic affairs and 
service to his church and fraternal or- 
ganizations — instead we dedicate this 
“GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY JOUR- 
NAL” to his memory, realizing that 
without his decision to establish the 
“Journal” in 1919 this particular edi- 
tion telling the history of our breed 
around the World would never have gone 
to press or reached the multitude of 
friends we have served during the past 
I'ifty Years.

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more general shortage of food stuffs, a more persistant 
demand for increased production, or a higher range of 
prices for the necessities of life. Beef has been a staple 
food products since history began and will continue to be 
a prime necessity until the last line of history is written. 
We marvel at the high prices paid for land today and the 
feverish scramble of so many farmers to secure, at the increased 
prices, lands which they did not covet when they could be had for a 
third or a fourth of their present value. The value of land is de- 
termined by the price for which its product may be exchanged. I 
feel safe in asserting that the true standard for estimating its value 
is the amount and cost of prime beef into which its grains and 
grasses may be converted. To avoid the mistakes of the Eastern 
farmers in depleting the fertility of the soil by constant “graining,” 
the modern farmer has resorted to the raising of stock and the ro- 
tation of crops. To succeed in conserving the fertility of the soil, 
the farmer of today must convert the products of the farm into 
beef, milk and pork on his farm. 


The breeds and strains of cattle and hogs produced are matters 
of the greatest importance. Before adopting any line of production 
each farmer should carefully consider his own inclinations and cap- 
abilities as well as the capabilities of his lands and the require- 
ments of the markets. Every man of good judgment wishes to es- 
tablish a business.that will be permanent. This should be the spec- 
ial aim of the breeder of registered stock. Every one recognizes 
the correctness of the truism, “scrub cattle have no place on high 
priced lands.” It costs little, if any, more to raise pure bred than 
it does to raise grad cattle. A pure bred male is a necessity on 
every modern stock farm. Whether the herd of cattle or swine be 
large or small, pure breds will pay best. Assuming that the pro- 
gressive young farmer has adopted the production of pure bred 
cattle as a business, his ambition should be to establish a reputation 
for himself and his herd, that will be a prime asset and a guaran- 
tee of future success. The great captains of industry take pride in 
establishing, maintaining and transmitting to their posterity a rep- 
utation for excellence, efficiency and probity. 

No other business is more honorable or important or depends 
more on reputation for success than that of the registered stock 
producer. The prevailing prices demanded for pure bred stock 
should not deter the prospective stock raiser from purchasing reg- 
istered cattle for his foundation. The opinion that high prices will 
prevail for years to come is predicated on the foresight and ability 
of the captains of finance. The national debt is enormous and it 
will be better to pay that debt with the cheap dollar of the present 
era than with dear money that must prevail with low wages and low 
prices. Hence, high prices will be the rule for years to come. 

While not disparaging the other breeds of beef cattle, it seems 
to me that the Aberdeen-Angus is the ideal one for Iowa farmers. 
The success of the “Doddies” in the prize ring and on the block 
proves their superiority as beef cattle over all other breeds. Their 
early maturing qualities, their popularity with buyers and their 
positive superiority in the feed lot should be determining factors in 
favor of the Angus for farmers every where. A few weeks ago I 
was traveling with a young Irish clergyman who recently came to 
Iowa from his native country. On noticing some Angus cattle he 
remarked, “Every farmer in Ireland prefers the blacks for feeders. 
They make the best gains and are the most profitable cattle they 
can place on their farms.”

American Agriculture Demands a Live Stock Farmer 
Who Makes His Farm a Home.--By J. C. White. 


There is one feature of stock raising that I have tried to im- 
press on farmers of my acquaintance during the past quarter of a 
century; beef cattie shouid never be permitted to lose their calf’ 
flesh. Besides the loss of bloom, it will cost many times less to keep 
the flesh on an animal by proper care and feed than it will to re- 
piace it after it has once been lost. A small herd properly fed and 
cared for will pay better than a large herd of half starved cattle.

_ It is the experience of the writer that comparatively few Amer- 
icans of today think or speak of the Farm as a permanent and dc- 
sirable home. A few weeks ago, with four other men, I was mo- 
toring through central Iowa. We had remarked the splendid con- 
dition and prosperous appearance of the country. Needing water 
for the radiator of the auto, we turned into farm yard and asked 
the young man we saw there if we could get some water. He re- 
plied in the affirmative and asked us to draw nearer to the barn 
which he entered and turning a switch started an electric engine 
with which they pumped the water supply for the farm. He told us 
his father had purchased the farm some two years previously and 
had made it a model home. The house was steam heated. An elec- 
tric plant supplied light and power for house and barn machinery. 
Tractors were used and for marketing produce while two automo- 
biles and fine graveled roads enabled them to travel with speed and 
comfort. The family consisted of the parents, four boys and two 
girls. Three of the boys and one of the girls had graduated from 
college. The other two children were still in school. The cost of 
the one-hundred-sixty-acre farm with its modern improvements— 
making a model home—was almost sixty thousand dollars: 

After we left the farm one of the professional men of our party 
told us of a professional acquaintance who with his wife—a child- 
less society woman—occupied a city home which had cost-him over 
one hundred thousand dollars. A lucrative professional practice 


barely enabled him to keep up his house and pay living experises.: 
On the quarter-section farm was an elegant modern homme while the: 


products of the farm supplied ample means for the sustenance and 


educated the family as well as a reasonable provision for the fut-: 


ure. 

The desirability of the farm as a permanent home should be 
forcibly impressed upon every American citizen.. The achievements 
of the American people have attracted world wide attention. Out 
on the farm, close to nature—and not in the tenement or flat—will 
man find his natural habitat. It should be the wish of every lover 
of his country and of humanity that in a comparatively short time 
the typical American family should consist of a progressive agricul- 
turalist, a rosy-cheeked wife and a numerous, sturdy and cultured 
progeny, living in a modern home located on a well equipped Amér- 
ican live stock farm.

but I could not admire the examples 
there. They impressed me as being a disgrace to 
the bovine family. 

Four years after my first glimpse of a black 
poll, my good old father, who guessed I was a 
long way from believing in the Aberdeen-Angus 
supremacy, made me a gift of the history of the 
breed by MacDonald and Sinclair, published in 
the year 1882, a book which had been given to him 
by Mr. Robertson Grant, the pioneer breeder. 

After reading that notable work, I thought I 
would investigate the doings of the breed, an un- 
usual determination, as I was at that time very 
young, ignorant and a strong believer in Short 
Horn invincibility. My first practical experience 
with cattle I bought under the name of “Polled_ 
Angus” was most disheartening. I took 85 yearling steers from a 
very rich estanciero who advertised that he had the best of every- 
thing. 
i took the animals to a very nice pasture near Buenos Aires. 
Some of the steers had a bit of red about their legs and ears and the 
remainder were all black polled very wild and champion obstacle 
jumpers besides possessing a wonderful love for travelling, which 
caused me no end of trouble with my neighbors. 

Mr. Kingsland, who was an extensive buyer of fat cattle at 
that time, saw the steers on two occasions with four months inter- 
val. The first time he inspected the lot, he said: “The camp is 
superior and they will pick up and be ripe when I come again.” 
On his second visit he was surprised when he found that they had 
not improved. He said then that people might mistake them for 
Angus crosses, but after viewing them twice he could guarantee 
that they were nothing of the sort. I then was determined not to 
touch anything black in the future, when an old friend, a cattle 
dealer, visited me and seeing the brand on the steers, which he 
knew, and hearing me give the Aberdeen-Angus no credit except 
for exploring the district at my expense, discovered the reason. He 
remarked that the steers had about as much Polled Angus blood as 
he had in his veins. “Why”, he said, “the mothers were all black 
criolla cows, which could never be driven to the corral without the 
assistance of an army of dogs, and the bulls were the worst kind 
of scrub Red Polls in existence. : i 

When I had the good fortune and pleasure of parting with the 
adulterated specimens, losing money, I took special care, for my 
reputation, to make the buyer understand that I was not the breed- 
er of those black criollas without horns and that I would denounce 
him as a swindler if I heard he attached to his purchase the names 
of Polled Angus. He resold them later on under the name of 
mochos (doddied), but mocho meant for many polled Angus. What 
the third dealer called them I do not know, but suspect he thought 
that he had no reason for not referring to them as Polled Angus. 

That scandalous fraud if not unveiled in time would no doubt 
have spoiled the good merits of the breed in my estimation. To 
the unsrupulous inventor of that horrible cross we owe a great deal 
of the bad reputation the breed carried in those days. 

When I started my Aberdeen-Angus herd, a typical beast of 
the breed was almost unknown in the country. Anything black 
ee took immediately the name of the World’s premier 
cattle. 
Some of the earliest cattle dealers had done very little benefit 
to the breed by importing bad tempered, inferior bulls which were 
bought by estancieros who owned bad camps and worse natured 
cows, producing a product which was sufficient to create difficulties 
for establishing the breed out here. 

Within the last ten years some tip-top bulls have been import- 
ed by the most progressive farmers who have been witnesses of the 
breeds success at the fat stock shows of Great Britain and North 
America. 

At present the country possesses over 2,000 head of pedigreed 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and above 300,000 grades. The triumph of 
Mr. Brown’s steers at our Palermo Fat Stock Show in the year 
1911 has been a powerful and practical way of teaching of the 
Argentine estancieros the value of the “Blacks” and has induced 
some of the most important Short Horn men in the Argentine cattle 
world to breed them, men such as Mr. Pedro Estanguet and Felix de

It is just thirty-one years ago since the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany brought the first Aberdeen-Angus cattle into Alberta. Since 
— the Angus “Doddie” has steadily worked his way to the 

ront. 

_.For many years grass was plentiful and little attention was 
paid to the class of cattle raised, as bones and horns brought as 
much money as did beef when sold on the hoof. With the advent 
of the homesteader and the wheat craze, which broke out about 
1906, the range was cut off. Thousands of range cattle were 
shipped out of the country and slaughtered. Soon after this, how- 
ever, prices advanced and the farmers began to stock up again. 
Small herds of pure bred cattle were established throughout the 
province. The Short Horn perhaps led the way among the small 
farmers and homesteaders. And the whiteface became popular on 
the range in the south. 

Soon, however, the open range idea began to vanish and it be- 
came evident that winter feeding must be resorted to. It was then 
the doddie came to his own, and since that time progress has been 
rapid. Alberta stands second of Canadian provinces in point of 
numbers of Aberdeen-Angus. The Aberdeen-Angus grades have 
been cleaning up the highest honors at our biggest shows. Boys’ 
and Girls’ clubs are asking for Aberdeen-Angus calves to feed. 
While nothing approaching a boom has struck Alberta, there is an 
increasing demand for good Aberdeen-Angus bulls throughout the 
province. 

The Calgary Fair has just opened, bigger and better than ever. 
The war-time lull has passed away; we are at peace again. The 
new grandstand is just completed, and the new cattle barn and 
judging ring are being used for the first time. It has a ring 40 by 
70 feet, seating accommodations for 1,800 people, and when com- 
plete will provide stabling for 1,000 cattle under one roof. This 
year, however, only part of the stock are housed there. 

The exhibits of Aberdeen-Angus is one of the best ever seen 
in the west. One American herd, that of L. R. Kershaw, of Okla- 
homa, is here.

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A MESSAGE FROM THE HOMELAND 


By James R. Barclay, Secretary, Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle Society, Scotland. 


OU ask me for a short message of greeting from the Old 

Country on the occasion of the publication of the first 
number of “The Aberdeen-Angus Journal”. Right 
heartily do I send it, though painfully aware that it 
should have fallen to a more eloquent pen than mine in 
order fittingly to frame this greeting from the Breeders 
in the old homeland to the Breeders on the great conti- 
nent of the West. . 

When last I penned you a special message, I wrote on the day 
when the armed forces of America threw in their lot with the Allies 
in the cause of civilization and national freedom. And now as I 
write these lines the bells of Bon-Accord are pealing out the glad- 
some tidings that at the historic Palace at Versailles the Peace 
Treaty has been signed, and the Great War brought to an end. 

Peace! What a glorious sound the word now has! What a 
depth of meaning and what an entirely new meaning it has com- 
pared with what it had four years and 328 days ago! Scarred and 
almost shattered, the nations of the earth turn from the din and 
turmoil of battle to gather up again the broken threads of peace- 
ful industry, and it is to the oldest and greatest of our industries 
that we look for the healing hand of help that will bind up the 
sores and bring the true comforts of a lasting peace. 

There is no standing still in peaceful pursuit. In this realm 
there are battles to fight and victories to win, and just because the 
battles will be stiffer the prizes to be gained will be the richer re- 
ward. To the great brotherhood of Aberdeen-Angus breeders a 
noble heritage has been handed down. Forty years ago, off on the 
battle plains of France, when beset on every side by strong and 
keen competitors, the blackskins from near by the city from which 
I write raised the standard of beef supremacy, and the assaults on 
that banner by every beef breed of the world, has only served to 
make it flutter more gaily over every beef producing country in 
the Old World and the New, and where the fighting has been fierc- 
est, in the great arenas of Smithfield and Chicago, the victories 
have been the most pronounced. 

I do not know the extent of these victories: That our Breed’s 
championships are more numerous than those of all other breeds 
combined; or that practical meat experts and retail butchers ac- 
knowledge through the medium of Dollardom that, for beef pur- 

oses, there is no breed to compare with the cattle which were 
fended down to us by Hugh Watson, Keillor; Wm. McCombie, Tilly- 
four; Sir George Macpherson Grant, Ballindalloch, and that small 
coterie of early improvers, who if less in the limelight, added noble 
contributions to the beginnings of our breed’s illustrous history. 
It is to this heritage that present-day breeders must remain true. 
It is to the enriching of that heritage that now, under the blessing 
of international peace, breeders must set themselves. They have 
a greater work to do in the future than has been accomplished in 
the past, brilliant as the record is. And to attain that end all the 
material at hand must be made use of. There must be no selection 
of the so called aristccrats of the breed to the neglect of those 
grand old families which we are tempted to term “plebeian”. Both 
in the Old Country and in the Now there is too great a 
tendency to whittle down the breed to a few families, 
or lines of breeding, to the exclusion of just that very 
material which we cught to regard as re-invigorating 
sources and upbuilding agencies. Never forget Inky 
and what she introduced into the breed. 

Already I fear I have more than exhausted the 
space you allotted me. And yct there are a few things 
more I should like to say in my message. We, too, are 
starting a periodical, denoted to the interests of the 
breed, and have given it the name, “The Aberdeen-An- 
sus Review.” We hope it may form a sort of connective 
link between the interests of the breed in the Old 
Homeland; in your country which has provided the 
Breed’s History with some of its most notable chapters. 
not forgetting these magnificent record making sales 
of Mr. Donohoe’s, Mr. Escher’s, and Escher & Ryan’s, 
the news of which has just come to hand; in those other 
countries where the interests of the breed from apace— 
South Africa, New Zealand, Australia, South America. 
At the present time South Africa is by far our best 
market in this country, and South America makes a 
good second. 

It is some little time now since your country has 
figured to any extent in our export list. In my mess- 
age, too, I must tell your breeders that in the Old 
Homeland of the brecd they will find that, in the years 
of warfare, our resources have been carefully husband- 
ed, and that with the re-opening of trade and in the out-

look for that material which is to help forward the future fortunes 
of the breed, our herds in the native land of the world’s greatest 
beef breed are neither devastated nor deficient, but are stronger 
than ever to take their part in the up-building of the stocks of the 
world. We look forward to the Aberdeen-Angus breed taking their 
full share in the great mission that lies before our cattle breeds, 
and we anticipate, too, that breeders on both sides of the Atlantic 
may get into closer touch with each other, and combine in every 
possible way for the general advancement of the breed. 

I ag be — if I express my candid opinion and say that 
I think breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle have hitherto been 
rather inclined to act too independently of each other. Individual 
effort is always to be commended, but I do not think breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle stick closely enough together when the 
general advance of the breed is the issue. Just as the breed is a 
far greater thing than the herd, so it should be for every breeder 
to do a little missionary work on behalf of the breed. Do not leave 
too much of the spade work to be done by the officials, for however 
active and enthusiastic they may be, there are avenues of usefulness 
which present themselves to individual breeders which cannot be 
reached by the officials. 

In a few days after I write this we will hold the fortieth annual 
meeting of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society. The reports to be 
submitted are of a most encouraging nature but membership goes 
up slowly, but I do envy you your magnificent roll of over five 
thousand members. Our field is limited and, with so many other 
breeds, competition is keen. But ‘yet our next volume of the Herd 
Book will be the largest that ever we have published. And what 
we are even better pleased with is the fact that during the past 
twelve months our exports, although confined to South Africa and 
South America, are larger than we have experienced in any former 
year. 

And so the year of Victory finds us looking forward with hope 
to the new era of prosperity for our breed, not the local breed of 
Angus and Buchan, but the enlarged and developed breed which, 
with the passage of time has gone out from this north-eastern 
corner of Scotland to take a place of honour on the continents of 
America, both North and South, in South Africa from the Cape to 
the Zambesi, in New Zealand, in Australia, and in those far off 
— of the sea which yield their contribution to the feeding of the 
nations.

Now in every store 
in the land a child can buy a list of goods about as well as a sea- 
soned bargain hunter as far as the staples and standard wares are 
concerned. 

Not twenty years ago, it was considered “smart” to be able 
to beat a man in a horse trade or in the selling of any kind of live 
stock. The pure bred business, as it developed naturally offered an 
attractive line for these sharpers in spite of its necessity for being 
“strictly on the square” if it were to succeed. “Ringers in show and 
sale; lost calves that were not discovered for months after they were 
born; “plugged” sales in which mythical bids were plucked out of 
the air or from mysterious telegrams and letters to compel the 
“suckers” to pay long prices for animals that would not sell on 
their merits; crooked tuberculin tests; fixed-up pedigrees; non- 
breeders, and all the others crooks and twists of the business have 
largely had their run in the pure bred business. Yet, in spite of 
this new era in which every farmer is no longer a “boob” from 
being isolated from the business world, there is still a linger‘ng of 
the “old order.” The old order dies hard, but it is certainly dead in 
spite of a few last spasmodic lashings of the tail that won’t be 
still till the sun goes down.

ROMMEL’S RIGHT ON THIS EXPORT SITUATION 


George M. Rommel, chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, has presented some facts on our 


export future that are a good thing at this time. The Hereford 
people have been talking and writing along visionary lines of “land- 
ing Herefords in Europe 90 days after peace is signed,” or some- 
thing of that line. Maybe they will, but it’s our guess that any . 
live stock that goes from the U. S. to Europe will be dairy or dual 
purpose cattle, and not very high class at that. Possibly the Gov- 
ernments of Belgium, France, Serbia, Roumania or Greece might 
buy a small herd to experiment with, but if they do, they’ll probably 
et them nearer home and from the “tight little isle.” The things 
or the U. S. Aberdeen-Angus men to do is to “saw wood” here at 
home, filling up our great stretches of still virgin cattle territory 
as the tick is chased out and the scrub bull is put on the toboggan. 
At the same time, we can keep our finger on the pulse of Latin 
America and give their breeders what they want, all they want of. 
it, and only what they want, and be building up something for the 
future that is marked by decades and centuries instead of by months 
and years. : 
Then at our front door—or maybe you prefer to call it the back 
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door as a tribute to the Canadians—there is 
Mexico that must get over her revolutionary 
jags one of these days and back to cattle. If 
our breed is the best for the South, as events 
are proving, it ought also to be the best for 
Mexico. Northern Mexico was once a great 
cattle empire, an extension of the cattle em- 
pire of Texas, Arizona and New Mexico. 
That cattle empire will be rebuilt soon. Then 
there is the Canadian West, where our pure 
bred bulls have already made a deep impres- 
sion through the McGregor importations and 
lesser deals. All straws in the Canadian 
breezes show a movement towards live stock 
to put their agriculture on a permanent pay- 
ing basis that crop failures cannot ruin. 
Certainly, Chief Rommel did a service in 
puncturing these rainbow bubles of Euro- 
pean demands for our beef cattle.

Why a Breed Paper 

“The time is ripe.” That seems to be the 
concensus of opinion everywhere among 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders. It is not, as 
“Jim Jams” hints in the Gazette, to get re- 
venge upon that great champion of the pure- 
bred live stock interests that this publication 
is launched at this time. Neither is it to be 
an organ of a political faction, or of the “big 
fellow” as opposed to the “little fellow.” In 
fact, it is going to be the editors’ hope that 
in the first year’s numbers he will be able to 
print something about or by every one of the 
nearly 5,000 members of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus' Breeders’ Association. 
While that’s a pretty big order with only 
twenty-four numbers to appear and the mod- 
est size of thirty-two pages for the initial 
number, it is a goal towards which we shall 
strive. At any rate, “for and by Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders and Feeders” is going to be 
our motto, and we suspect that as far as 
contributions go, the little fellow will have a 
big edge in the writing of this paper. .The 
big fellows are so modest an editor can rare- 
ly get them to take five minutes and write 
for publication. 

We have held back enthusiastic promoters 
of an Aberdeen-Angus paper for months and 
months. feeling that our membership was 
not large enough to support a paper; that we 
could not afford to pledge the Association to 
finance or back would-be publishers who 
were not able to stand on their own feet; 
and not wishing to take from estaviished 
farm papers with extensive field forces sup- 
port from our breeders in advertising that 
they needed and that helped keep the breed 
in a position of kindly consideration by both 
editorial and advertising forces of those pa- 

ers. 

On the other hand, both the other beer 
breeds, three of the dairy breeds, and prac- 
tically all of the breeds of hogs have their 
breed organs. That a breed publication is 
THE thing, no one can even start an argu- 
ment in the negative. There are too many 
examples of their need—yes, necessity—be- 
fore us. The power of the breed press in 
advancing the interests of those breeds 
which have entered the “Fourth Estate” is 
incaluable. And of all breeds, the Aberdeen-- 
Angus probably needs it more tnan any oth- 


er. 

The big stumbling block of Aberdeen-An- 
gus interests has always been lack of CO- 
OPERATION in this country. So widely 
and thinly scattered have our breeders been 
that only a handful have known what was 
going on among the breeders. While in cer- 
tain sections of the Corn Belt; notably in 
Iowa, parts of Missouri, Illinois, Indiana 
and localities of other states, the breeders 
have been numerous enough to see each 
other and know the news and the results of 
shows and sales, the great bulk of the breed- 
ers have been afloat on ar unchartered sea. 
Ordinarily, each Aberd-e .-Angus man has 
been surrounded by a half dozen or so 
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erdeen-Angus don’t sell,” “The Aberdeen-

Dinsmore Advises Insuring Show Herds to Get Reduced Railway Rates: 


Secretary Wayne Dinsmore of the National Society of Pure Bred Record Associations, an or- 
vanization made up of all the pure bred live stock recording associations of standing in the 
United States, in a recent bulletin, points out that insurance of show stock is the logical way to 
take advantage of the “joker” in the ruling for low railroad rates on show stock this season. 


“The joker in the rules is the stipulation that the animals will be carried at the reduced 
rating only when carriers’ liability is limited to certain specific valuations; to-wit, $150 
on horses, $75 on bulls, etec., on down the line. This will make it necessary for shippers 
to either run their own risk of loss or carry insuance on exhibition stock in some of the 
regular insurance companies, but it will be far cheaper to insure exhibition animals and 
thereby take advantage of the reduced rates than to pay full freight rates going and re

Short Horn, Holstein or Hereford breeders. 
In this position of ignorance of his own 
breed’s efforts and successes, 2 has fought 
an up-hill fight; frequently a losing fight. 
His knowledge of the breed has come from a 
few sale reports, odd news note or. two in 
four or five of the leading corn Belt farm 
papers and three or four letters from the

Herds Hit the Trail, Survived the Deep Snows of 
Fort Saskatchewan Country and Proved Them- 
selves Equal to These Most Severe Conditions. 


west with his herd, founded in 
Ontario some ten years earlier 
since that date. New herds 
sprung up in all parts of Al- 
berta, from the foot-hills in the 
south to beyond the peace in 
the north, from Lloydminster 
on the east to the Rockies on 


the Province, the C. P. R. to 

Edmonton, then overland by trail to. Athabasca. 
on a scow to Lessor Stave Lake, then over trail to the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. farm some fifteen miles southwest of Spirit river. Nearly 
400 miles by trail from Edmonton. 

The herd remained there for a few years but later became the 
property of Gunn & Bremmer of the same district and soon lost it’s 
identity as a pure bred herd, owing to the difficulty in getting pure 
bred bulls. The introduction of the Dod- 
dies into the North country left a black 
mark of improvement on the range cattle 
of the district and polled descendants of 
those sturdy blacks still attract attention 
of the cattle buyers of the North. 

In the winter of ’91-’92 Messrs. Gor- 
don, Cummings and Hardisty imported 
fifty-four females and four bulls of very 
choice quality from Scotland and estab- 
lished a ranch near Calgary where they 
remained for a short time and then they 
were moved north to Fort Saskatchewan, 
where they were turned out to shift for 
themselves in a winter of deep snows. 
Some of them died but the majority 
proved themselves equal to the severe 
conditions and came through in fair shape 
and were sold to M. McGregor of Mani- 
toba, becoming the foundation of Cana- 
da’s foremost herd, “Glenearock. While 
Alberta lost an opportunity then, many 
animals of superior quality have since come to the Province from 
that herd. Two herds started and to some extent became lost to Al- 
berta. Who’s next? Chas. Ellett used Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
since 791 but I believe did not own a registered cow until about 
1900, although his herd was black early in the nineties. Honor- 
able R. H. Pope, of Cookshire, P. A., shipped a carload of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus to his 
sons near Carbon, Al- 
ta, in 1897, and there 
established a herd which

the west and the official cir- 
cular of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Ass’n. shows Alberta to be 
Canada’s foremost Province so far as Angus cattle are concerned, 
registering 927 in 1919. Ontario second with 767. Manitoba third 
with 643. Alberta leads in number of transfers as well. At the two 
larger exhibitions it used to be a walk away for the herds of the 
East and South but that condition has passed away and the herds 
of A. E. Noad, A. E. and E. S. Clemens, C. H. Richardson, T. Hen- 
derson & Sons and others get their share 
of the prizes and in the fat classes. Day, 
Henderson, Cameron, Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm and others have been right 
on the job. In fact it is not an: unusual 
thing to see two or three blacks at the top 
end of a line of a dozen or so at the Ed- 
monton Fat Stock Show. The Doddies 
stood 1, 2, 3 in a class of 69 and at the 
last spring show they stood 1, 2, 3, 5, 
in a class of 9. ; 

The last Provincial Fat Stock Show 
the blacks won. Reserve, Grand Cham- 
pion, the champion carcass and sold the 
highest priced beef. The D. E. Black 
& Co. shield offered for the best beef 
animal of the show, has been won twice 
by Angus and once by another breed. 

In closing let me quote from a let- 
ter received from an old cattle man, 


now a member of the Senate. He says: Chas. Ellett 
“T have sold cattle all along from 
Manitoba to B. C.,. Canada, and from Fargo, North Dakota, 


to Washington Territory, United States. We have proven them 
to be the most uniform on the ranges, as they have proven 
themselves in Scotland. Out of hundreds and hundreds we reared 
we have never reared one that was not fit for export. No other 
breed on the top of God’s Green Earth can match it. I have bred 
Herefords and _ Short- 
horns and_ imported 
them. Beautiful cattle, 
but they can’t produce 


now numbers about 60, 
head. Hon. M. 
Cochrane also shipped 
pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus to Alberta in the 
early days. I do not 
know who deserves the 
credit of the oldest herd 
now in existence, but in 
any case these pioneers 
started something 
worth while, for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus  Doddie 
made firm friends 
wherever he went. 
Butchers and _ buyers 
picked the black polled 
steers wherever they 
found them, perhaps for 
more than one reason. 
They said they dressed 
out better and made 
better beef, but in those 
days steers were “lump- 
ed” instead of being 
weighed and the butch- 
er knew how the “little 
Angus” would weigh. 


It pays to weigh the 
black ones. 

In 1906 Lew Hutch- 
inson’ of Duhamel, 
started his herd and the

To the Members of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association: Be- 
cause of the unusual condi- 
tion of the business and fi- 
nancial affairs of the Asso- 
ciation at this time, I feel it 
my duty to place before every 
member a brief summary of 
the facts your Board of Direc- i 
tors faced at the postponed meeting, held at Chicago on January 
22, 1921, and to acquaint you with the steps taken to meet this 
emergency. 

In 1918 a campaign of publicity and field -work was begun, 
which has gradually grown to such proportions that in 1920 four 
fieldmen were employed at an expense of nearly $21,000 and a 
publicity department was maintained, involving the expenditure of 
over $24,000. rk : 

I felt that while much good had come from the work of these 
two departments, the results obtained were insufficient to justify 
their cost, because of the fact that the receipts of the Association 
during our last fiscal year fell so far short of the expenditures as 
to threaten the complete wiping out of the surplus fund which had 
been gradually built up during a period of over thirty-five years. 
In fact, by reason of the expense of this work, the surplus funds 
of the Association have been reduced from nearly $90,000 on hand 
November 1, 1918, to approximately $38,000 on December 31, 1920; 
and the last two months of 1920 actually have showed a deficit 
of over $20,000. 

With the net liquid assets of the Association reduced by over 
$50,000 in the last three ‘years to about $38,000, it seemed to me, 
and to a majority of the directors present, that some immediate 
and drastic changes were necessary to preserve what was left of 
our surplus fund. I disliked very much to increase any of the fees, 
but a motion to raise 
the registration fees to 
$2.50 for each anima! 
under a year to mem- 
bers, from and after 
March 1, 1921, carried 
over my protest. 

It was plain, how- 
ever, that this addition- 
al income could provide 
for but a very small 
portion of the deficit, 
and a motion to do 
away with all fieldmen 
and employ Dr. Lowe 
and Dr. Suelke to de- 
vote their time and ef- 
forts to extension work 
for the good of the Ab- 
berdeen- Angus breed 
carried. Such work 
will include calf club 
organization, assisting 
in the organizing of

Fuller details have now come to hand 
regarding the great exhibition held in the 
Milner Park, Johannesburg, from 12th to 
17th April last. The show appears to have 
been a success in every respect. There 
was an attendance of 5,534 on the opening 
day, and fully 80,000 people paid for admis- 
sion during the five days the show was 
open, not including the many thousands who 
had complementary and exhibitors’ tickets. 
Scotch-bred stock appear to have been prom- 
inent winners in many of the cattle and pig 
classes. 

Aberdeen-Angus—There was a splendid 
turnout of very fine animals in the various 
classes. Mr. W. Drysdale, Fairholme, Mooi 
River, won the aged bull class with his five- 
year-old Newcome Laddie, bred by Lord 
Penrhyn and purchased for Mr. Drysdale at 
the Darlington Royal Show. This bull was 
the winner of many prizes in this country, 
including the Royal and other shows. Pres- 
ter John, a Scotch-bred animal well known 
in this country, was placed second. This bull 
was bred at Bleaton and sired by Prince of 
Bleaton. 

The three-year-old class was won by 
Capt. H. C. Phillips with the fine thick bull, 
Village Editor, bred by Mr. Arch White, 
Inverquharity. Second in this class was 
awarded to Cedara of Dalmeny, out of Ed- 
ith of Dalmeny, exported to Mr. A. Drysdale 
some years ago. 

In the two-year-old class Mr. Madore was 
first with a fine young bull sired by Pres- 
ter John, out of Demora Vine VI of Skilly- 
marno. The second prize was awarded to 
Mr. W. Drysdale with Evenos of Fairholme, 
sired by Fred Frisky, out of New Pride III 
of Noss. 

Mr. Madore won the aged cow class with 
Demora Vine, bred by the late Mr. Charles 
Penny of Skillymarno. Heifers calved after 
lst July, 1921, were headed by a beauty in 
Queen of Fairholm, bred by Mr. W. Drys- 
dale and sired by Fred Frisky, out of Queen 
VI of Noss, bred by the exhibitor. This heif- 
er was ultimately awarded the gold medal 
for the best South African bred cow or heifer 
in the show. 

Village Editor, already referred to, was 
awarded gold and silver medals offered by 
the breed societies and a handsome trophy 
gifted by Sir Peter Mackie, Bart., for the 
championship of the breed. The female 
championship was awarded to Mr. Madore 
with Demora Vine. Many other animals 
figuring in the prize-list were bred from im- 
ported stock.—The Farming News,

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I was interested in your editorial as to ob- 
jections to Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
West. Living as I do in western Nebraska 
in the edge of the cattle country where the 
Whiteface is supreme I realize the pressure 
that is brought to bear against the black 
cattle. Anyway I have sold three bulls with- 
in the last month to help make some black 
spots along the Platte valley. Two going to 
Robert Hoatson, of Hershey, Nebraska, and 
one to Franklin Christenson, of Maxwell. 

It is very common with me to have cows 
bring two calves within ten or eleven months 
and I have one cow that lacked fcur days of 
twenty months in which she produced three 
calves. As to bulls (referring to their abil- 
ity to care for themselves) a neighbor to 
our place in the hills where we pasture in 
the summer, has a Shorthorn bull, a big fel- 
low; a year avo last summer he came across 
the hay canyon, a half mile, and got into 
our pasture. Well he went home directly 
with the licking of his sweet young life and 
he has not been back since. 

I have never had any blue roan calves in 
my herd. It seems to me that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders and perhaps the Association 
have sadly neglected the only real cattle 
country in America, the great West, and 
have let the other breeds beat them to it. I 
think it is time we did a little waking up.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I have just returned from the Denver 
Show where I had the pleasure of selling the 
third highest priced load of feeder cattle in 
the auction of 260 cars. There were 40 head 
of steer calves in the load and most of them 
were purebred, averaging about 475 in 
weight. 

I was given only 3rd place by the judges 
but the calves that the judges gave first sold 
for $8.£0 while mine sold for $12.50. There 
is very little incentive for any of us to show 
at any of the feeder shows as the Aberdeen- 
Angus Association seems to be the only one 
that is so tight or so poor that they can’t af- 
ford to offer a few Aberdeen-Angus specials 
while both the Hereford and Shorthorn As- 
socia‘ions offer hundreds of dollars in the 
aggregate. At the same time your publica- 
tion and Secretary Gray are urging all Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders not to lose an oppor- 
tunity of advancing the interests of the breed 
in every way possible. It seems to me that 
the present plan of the association is ultra 
conservative and very short sighted. Of 
course the high price is the main thing but 
a few special prizes offered for Aberdeen- 
Angus would encourage a great many breed- 
ers to show and the few of us who do have 
the nerve to go up against the dozens of 
Hereford and Shorthorn leads to be found at 
every show would not feel quite so lonely.

The West Virginia Animal Husbandry 

Farm. 
By V. H. Hardman, ’23. 

The live stock farm contains three hun- 
dred and twenty-four acres of rolling West 
Virginia land and is located three miles north 
of Morgantown. A hard surfaced road leads 
from the farm to the town. 

When the state purchased the farm it was 
in a very run down condition, but by appli- 
cation of the best methods of cultivation and 


management it is gradually becoming more 
productive. The pasture land is now in fine 
bluegrass sod and on the cultivated parts 
all the roughage and a portion of the grain, 
fed to the animals, are raised. 

The buildings on the farm are: one large 
horse barn, a modern beef cattle barn, to 
which a new wing was added last spring, and 
a central hog barn. A new farm cottage is 
now under construction and the old one has 
been moved across the road and two new 
rooms have been added. The old wooden 
stave silo, at the cow barn, has been replaced 
by a new tile silo. 

Small herds of the three leading beef 
breeds are maintained. There are ten Here- 
ford females, including cows and calves. The 
Hereford herd is headed by Ronald Perfec- 
tion, sired by a half brother of Perfection 
Fairfax and out of a “Beau Donald’ cow. 

Seven females and a bull comprise the 
Shorthorn herd. Among these is Tcuch-Me- 
Not, first prize winner at several state fairs 
and fourth in her class at the International. 
The bull is Gainford Standard, sired by Mar- 
quis Again; dam, Village Violet. He was 
purchased from H. D. Bowers, Elmwood, III. 
Four of the cows and the bull are straight 
Scotch. At present there is for sale a 
straight Scatch bull calf sired by Gainford 
Standard and out of Red Lady Cumberland. 

There are six Aberdeen-Angus females 
headed by Bertram’s Blackbird C, sired by 
Blackcap Bertram, an Jnternational grand 
champion, and out of a Blackbird dam. The 
bull was bred by L. B. Canum, Aledo, III, 
and was bought from H. A. Thompson, Cort- 
land, Indiana. 

The aim, as the herds increase and funds 
are available, is to discard inferior individ- 
uals and add better ones until high class 
herds are developed.

The Iowa Register the leading daily pub- 
lished in the state presented on its special 
farm page of November 2d the following 
story of how the famous Rosemere herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was started and 
where. In this story is encouragement for 
the lad of today who has that degree of de- 
termination to do things. When a lad makes 
up his mind to become a successful breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle he can do it and 
we have here the evidence. What Mr. Bat- 
tles has accomplished others may also do. 
The story was featured under dashing head 
lines and was accompanied by a splendid 
picture of the winning herd from the Cong- 
don & Battles show herd. It would seem 
that breeders generally are missing a great 
opportunity to advance the breed by miss- 
ing out on state and local publicity. Scarce- 
ly a publication but that would be delight- 
ed to use stories about the founding and 
progress of beef cattle herds. The Iowa 
paper was delighted to present this sketch 
concerning the rise of one of her sons. The 
story was written from Maquoketa, Iowa, 
where the Congdon & Battle show herd that 
made the Canadian circuit and the Eastern 
states circuit has been resting up for the 
finals at Chicago. 

“When Otto V. Battles had a vision, more 
than twenty years ago, of the possibilities 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle even he probably 
was not optimistic enough to see the future 
which was in store for his small beginning. 
Today, he, together with his partner, Ches- 
ter Congdon of Yakima, Wash., have a herd 
of 500 of these black beauties on their Yak- 
ima ranch, this being the second largest 
herd of the breed in the country. More 
than that, the herd has never failed to place 
lower than second in its entries in all stock 
shows. 

“Fourteen head of this herd are now be- 
ing conditioned on the original home of the 
herd, Rosemere farm, at the edge of Maquo- 
keta, for the big International stock show 
in Chicago next month. These animals left 
their Washington home in June, and have 
toured the Canadian circuit of fairs, includ- 
ing the big national fair at Toronto, Can., 
and have also showed at United States fairs, 
including the ones at Trenton, N. J., and 
Springfield, Mass., and closing with the 
Sesquicentennial at Philadelphia. 

“Another group of the Yakima herd made 
the western circuit of fairs in this country, 
and still a third has showed at the Territor- 
ial fair at Honolulu, Hawaii. The group 
that have appeared in the Pacific coast 
fairs will also be brought back for the In- 
ternational show. 

“When Otto Battles was 16 he persuaded 
his mother to buy two pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cows. These were exhibited in the 
Jackson county fair, and won first and sec- 
ond prizes. In 1905 the Rosemere herd 
made its first appearance. For that year 
and 1906, it confined its showing to county 
and district fairs, where it was always suc- 
cessful, and by this time Mr. Battles was 
quite an enthusiastic breeder, and though 
a young man, he made up his mind to breed 
a line of animals second to none. He has 
been breeding the Rosemere line since that 
time. 

“Do the cattle like to travel? They seem 
not to mind it very much if they are com- 
fortable, but they hate hot weather that is 
humid, and the herdsman finds it quite dif- 
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attles was a Kid 


ficult to keep their skins smooth and glossy, 
according to Jimmy Gibbons, who is in 
charge of the herd. They sometimes find 
water that they don’t like, and occasionally 
there is too much excitement around them, 
but in the main, they take it pretty well. 
The animals here are aristocrats, and show 
it in every move. They stand, and pose, 
and walk, all the time as though they were 
in the showing.”

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Sam H. Hit! Retires 


Divides Doddie Herd detween Son and Son-in-Law 


After more than twenty-eight years of successful breeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Southwest Texas, in the vicinity of San 
Angelo, Sam H. Hill, a native Texan retires and divides his cattle 
holdings between his son Will H. Hill and his son-in-law, H. P. Mal- 
loy, both of Tierra Alta. Old timers and readers of the Journal 
who have had the pleasure of knowing the elder Hill will receive 
this news with a degree of sorrow for they will dislike to know that 
this once so active character is to retire from 
active service. On the other hand all will be 
pleased to know that he is dividing his herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and placing them in the 
hands of these two younger men who are not 
by a long way unacquainted with the business. 

Sam Houston Hill was born on the tenth 
day of July, 1859, in Travis county, Texas, and 
has continuously resided within the state. His 
three score years and ten have furnished op- 
portunity to witness the transformation of 
Texas after a fashion enjoyed by few men of 
today. A cowboy for fair, having herded cat- 
tle and sheep on free range within eight miles 
of Austin the capitol of the state. During the 
years of 1882 and 1883 Mr. Hill served as dep- 
uty inspector of Travis county and inspected 
the south Texas trail herds as they crossed the 
county on their way north to Missouri, Kansas 
and Indian Territory. In 1901 he purchased 
his first registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
which were turned over to the management of 
his son, Will H. Hill, who was in active charge 
until September 1st, 1929, when Mr. Hill di- 
vided his cattle, sheep and goats equally ac- 
cording to values between the two gentlemen 
mentioned. ea 

Sam Hill as he has been familiarly known 
throughout the southwest has run cattle and 
sheep over a period of fifty-two years, and for 
more than thirty years has 
maintained a big herd of 
goats. Mr. Hill has been 
active in the development 
of his state and its indus- 
tries, served for some time 
as a director of the Central 
National Bank at San An- 
gelo, helped organize the 
Wool Growers Central Stor- 
age Company of which he 
was first vice president for 
years. This company is re- 
ported to handle more wool 
than any other warehouse 
in the state. He was once 
president of the Hill Com- 
mission Company and at a 
time represented the Drov- 
ers National Bank of Kan- 
sas City. Mr. Hill says the 
success he has made as a 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, sheep and goats has 
been due the ability of his 
son Will to handle the busi- 
ness. Sam Hill has done 
his bit, he has made two 
herds grow where only one 
grew before. 

Mr. Malloy who is also 
a native Texan was born in Palestine county and graduated from 
the Texas A. & M. College in John C. Burns’ class in 1916. Since 
that time he has been associated with pure bred cattle with the ex- 
ception of the time spent in the army. Following his graduation 
Mr. Malloy was identified with a herd of pure bred Shorthorn cat- 
tle, and later had experience with a pure bred herd of Herefords. 
With this wide experience and his familiarity with the Hill Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle he expects to maintain the high standard of the

Tells Own Story in Delightful Manner 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: Your 
good letter asking me for a writeup of my 
experience in the breeding of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle as well as a photo of myself was 
much appreciated. I laid it away awaiting 
an opportunity to procure a snap shot that 
might prove suitable, and 
here it is together with a 
few remarks that I am 
making at random. 

I was born on my fath- 
er’s stock ranch in Texas 
in 1850 at a time when the 
wild prairies of Texas 
were covered with the 
world famous Longhorn 
cattle. They were mixed 
cattle of all colors. The 
country was wide open 
and free range abounded 
for everyone. There were 
no fences to be seen ex- 
cept the old time ranch 
corrals, or pens arranged 
for convenience. There 
were no packing houses, 
no railroads, no_ banks. 
The cattleman and his hir- 
ed cow boys on the range 
were happy and contented, 
with no place to spend 
their earnings. 

Along in the 70’s the 
cattle breeders and raisers 
began to weed out the 
scrub bulls and gradually 
introduced into their re- 
spective herds a_ better 
grade of sires. The Dur- 
ham (Shorthorn first was introduced. Later 
came the Herefords, stately and beautiful. 
Blood lines were improved from year to 
year until this country breeds as good as 
the best. 


I bred as my choice the Whitefaces (Here- 
fords) until 1905, at which time I bought 
the Junior Champion Aberdeen-Angus heif- 
er calf shown at the Fort Worth Fat Stock 
Show. She was owned and exhibited by 
George Elliott, of Midlen, Texas. In 1908 
I purchased ten cows from the veteran Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeder, J. N. Rushing, of 
Baird, Texas. I bought my first bull from 
Hugh W. Elliott, of Estill, Missouri. This 
was Luke Broadhead 107420 by Luckiness 
ne by Black Knight of Estill, bred by Mr. 
Elliott. 


The next herd bull was Sam Houston 
165495 by Oplin Toiler 140698 by Toilet of 
Meadow Brook 115633, junior champion at 
Chicago, he by Quick Step 61870. Then 
came Pride of Pioneer 2d 302227, a grand- 
son of Ben Hur of Lone Dell 161156, by 
the International grand champion Erwin C. 
136625, by Black Woodlawn 42088. This 
‘bull was succeeded by Muskogee 122d 293- 
815, by Elmland Even 212435 by Ben Hur of 
Lone Dell 161156. Next came Mosellan of 
Tierra Alta 221931 by Eraman 159961 by 
Kloman 135617, International grand cham- 
pion and sire of Playman, also International 
grand champion.

9th 292566, famous Rosemere sire. The 
grandam is Blackcap of Rosemere 17th 320- 
388 by the International grand champion 
Oakville Quiet Lad 109220. This bull was 
bred by H. O. Harrison, of Woodland, Cali- 

fornia, and I purchased 
3 him from Harrison & Ry- 
an, of Iowa. He is a great 
breeder and his calves are 
all of fine quality and 
show type. 

I am glad the world is 
large enough for all 
breeds of cattle. Let ev- 
ery breeder select the 
breed of his fancy. The 
Aberdeen-Angus is good 
enough for me. The past 
winter was _ unusually 
warm and pleasant—a lit- 
tle ice three times. 

In the way of natures 
time—everything is love- 
ly. But, the financial de- 
pression the world over is 
hitting even grand old 
Texas. It is very incon- 
venient. Foreign nations 
went crazed for blood and 
conquest. We Americans 
went crazed on extrava- 
gance in spending, buying 
on credit, issuing time cer- 
tificates, voting bonds. 
Nations, States and Muni- 
cipalities impoverishing 
our posterity by the pow- 
er of credit. The whirl- 
wind of extravagance had to be checked un- 
til we could have time to think, whither are 
we drifting, and become sane in the inter- 
ests of family, friends and government. But 
it pinches me along with many hundreds 
of millions of people. 

I would be delighted to meet you, Secre- 
tary W. H. Tomhave, Earl Ryan and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Kraschel and other breed- 
ers at the next great South Western Fat 
Stock Show at Fort Worth. A few years 
back I enjoyed being with you gentlemen at 
Fort Worth show. 

The Journal comes regularly to my ad- 
dress. I read every thing from cover to 
cover including the advertising. In check- 
ing the advertisements I draw on my herd 
books to see how the different herd bulls 
are bred and to note whether the breeder 
is breeding up hill or down. Blood lines 
and proper mating is the secret of climbing 
to the top round in the breeding ladder. 
Never have I bought a bull to head my herd 
of cows unless he was a close descendant of 
a sire at the top round in the show ring and 
they must be proven sires by their produce. 
After first cost it is as easy to breed high 
class cattle as to breed dung-hills. Yours 
very truly, Koss Barry, East Bosque Ranch, 
Meridian, Texas.

To the Editor: 

_I see by the new premium lists that the 
directors of the Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion have recalled their rule prohibiting 
bulls over three years old from showing. 
Just who could argue them into going back 
to the middle ages, I do not pretend to 
know, but any argument that a bull has 
to wait until he is four or five years old 
to round out into perfect form is a mess 
when we all agree that we want the perfect 
breeding animal to be of the same age as 
the pertect modern baby beef and few ani- 
mals that are perfect then will be winners 
at four and five years old. (All honor to 
them if they are), but they really have no 
business to be. They should be at home 
doing something more important for the 
breed and multiplying their good qualities 
in their sons and daughters if they are dom- 
inant enough to do so. 

You always hear a lot of such grand old 
champions’ good sons and daughters. You 
never hear anything about the poor ones 
which may be legion. Nor do you, perhaps, 
realize that they took the advertising away 
from a younger bull which was near perfect 
in his conformation at the correct age. If 
like breeds like, which is the preferable bull 
—the bull that is near perfect as a more or 
less baby beef, or the bull that has to wait 
until he is five or six years old till he 
rounds out? Of course he is a magnificent 
creature then, and judges naturally favor 
him, with the argument that—‘“he has gone 
out and done it”—or—‘the younger bull 
may not be so good at his age’”—when the 
very opposite argument should be used. The 
judge should ask himself: I wonder what 


.this beautiful piece of bologna was like 


when he was at the market age, the baby 
beef age. And he should say to himself: 
The younger bull is the bull that has gone 
out and done it. The older bull was prob- 
ably a lanky rough specimen at the same 
baby beef age. 

The Hereford men have cut the aged bull 
classification to September 1st. This is 
one time at least, I think, it would pay us 
to follow the example of the Hereford men. 
Cutting out the barren cows we used to 
see win championships isn’t enough. Let’s 
cut down on the bologna oraments as well. 
It’s for the good of the breed and the logi- 
cal thing to do—strive for the perfect 
breeding animal at the age we try to make 
the perfect steer.

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What a Judge Seeks 


By Kenneth McGregor 


When judging a class of Aberdeen An- 
gus cattle, I always think it well to look 
the whole class over in a general way first. 
This is done by walking the length of the 
full line of cattle, and view them in a gen- 
eral way from the rear; then come back 
along the front of this line of cattle and 
get a general view from the front. In this 
way a judge is able in a general way to 
not only pick out what looks to be the top 
animals, but also to form an opinion, not 
only of the type and thickness of the cattle 
in the ring, but by going up the front side of 
the class, he is able to see the bad heads 
and the good heads. 

With this general view in mind, and if 
there is room to do so in the ring, the 
next thing I would do is to walk the class of 
cattle. In this way, the judge is able to geta 
view of each animal from a distance, and 
can quite accurately pick out the top ani- 
mals from the standpoint of type, depth of 
body, lines, and character. He can then 
line them up in about the order they look 
to him to be the best. Then when they are 
lined up from this first walk, he can go 
into detail by feeling the animals and sort- 
ing them out more carefully from this 
standpoint. Then as a final check up, if he 
walks them again, stops them while walk- 
ing to get a good side view, he can pretty 
accurately place the class to suit himself 
at least. 

In placing a class of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, type is very important. This means 
that the animal must be short-legged, pro- 
portionately short coupled, with a good 
short, broad head, and with an evenness 
throughout. If you have this short-legged 
early developing type, you have half the 
battle won. So for that reason, type should 
be looked for first when judging an animal. 

Presuming you have type, you, of course, 
look further. You want an animal with 
style and character and carriage. In the 
case of the female, she should look like a 
female, be feminine in her character, and 
not be staggy. This means a nice clean-cut 
typical Aberdeen-Angus head, clean-cut 
throat, with a neck feminine, but short and 
neatly attached to the shoulder. This is a 
point a good many people overlook. You 
see females being put up that are beefy, 
but have a plain, sluggish or staggy ap- 
pearance to them that spoil them if you are 
looking for a real aristocrat in the Aber- 
deen-Angus family. We’ve got to have 
some class to pure bred cattle. 

The shoulder of an Aberdeen - Angus 
should be examined when judging. It wants 
to have enough width on top to make it the 
opposite from the pointed dairy shoulder. 
I like to be able to lay the flat of my hand 
on the top of the shoulder and feel not only 
breadth, but also meat. The side of the 
shoulder should be laid in neatly and be 
covered with meat and the front of the 
shoulder and the shoulder vein also well 
meated and the point of the shoulder well 
laid in. When viewing the animal from the 
front, she should show plenty of width be- 
tween the front legs, giving her chest capa- 
city as well as thickness. When looking at 
the shoulder from the rear, the shoulder 
should be laid in on the sides so that there 
is an evenness all the way along the sides 
of the animal, and the shoulder laid in even 
with the heart girth. If you put a cane 
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along the side of an animal from the shoul- 
ders to the rear end, it should touch all the 
way along. In that way you have an even 
sided, smooth shouldered animal. 

The lines of an animal both top and bot- 
tom are important. A smooth level topped 
animal is important. A weak backed one 
is bad, and should be avoided. A smooth 
thick meated, straight backed animal is 
what you are looking for. The same ap- 
plies to the under line. The chest of the 
animal should be full enough so it will give 
the straight appearance to the under line 
from the front to the rear. Very often an 
under line is made uneven because the ani- 
mal pinches up in the fore rib, or cuts up 
in the rear flank. The straighter the under 
line, the better, and to see this properly 
you should get far enough away from the 
animal to get the proper focus, and you 
will easily see then from the side view how 
the top and bottom line looks for straight- 
ness. 

Depth of the animal is important, but 
the trouble is that often when you get ex- 
tra depth, you get it by sacrificing spring 
of rib. In other words, to get the extra 
depth, the rib often seems to flatten out. 
It is well to get and look for an animal 
with depth in proportion to length of body 
and other qualities. However, I would never 
forgive an animal with a flat rib, because 
she had extra depth. After all, extra depth 
usually gives you an extra amownt of cheap 
cuts on the lower part of the body; while 
extra thickness and spring of rib gives you 
that much more of the higher priced cuts 
along the back and ribs of the animal. 
However, in judging an animal look for 
enough depth of body to make the animal 
in proportion, and get enough depth of 
body to give it constitution and feeding 
qualities, but look out and don’t pick an 
animal with a long, flat rib. 

When viewing the animal for depth, and 
for straightness of lines, also look at the 
same time from the side view for the way 
their legs are set under them. Often you 
will get an animal too much hooked or 
crooked in its hind legs. This is a disfig- 
urement, and should be discounted. Their 
legs should be set under them squarely and 
firmly, one at each corner. There is, of 
course, such a thing as getting the hind 
legs too straight, which gives danger of 
the hock of the animal breaking forward. 
There has to be a certain amount of hook« 
to the hock to give strength, but get all 
bi a things in proportion to the rest of tha 

y. 

We come now to view the animal in de- 
tail from the rear. If you get behind the 
animal and look along its top and sides 
from the rear, you will see if the ribs are 
well sprung, if the crops are filled behind 
the shoulders with plenty of muscle, you 
can feel the width of the loin and make 
sure it is wide in proportion with the hip 
bones. You feel the hips of the animal and 
make sure these are laid in smoothly, even 
with the loin, and covered with meat. In 
other words, look for an animal the op- 
posite to one that has hip bones that you 
could hang your hat on. Then feel your 
loin for depth of muscle. You want a good 
thick loined animal, and one that is strong 
as well as thick right across its loin. Then 
from the hooks back to the tail head, you 


want an amimal long, level, and smooth, 
carrying the same width if possible at the 
pin bones as it has over the hips and loins. 
The whole rump wants to be well filled 
from the hips back, and long. A short rump- 
ed or droopy rumped animal is the opposite, 
and should be avoided. Then, of course, the 
animal wants to be well filled in its quarter 
and as deep and well rounded as is possible 
to get. This is a place we never seem to get 
our animals good enough, and should be 
carefully checked. 

By this time we have pretty carefully 


‘looked over our animals. While we have 


been looking, we have, of course, been feel- 
ing the animal to see if it has a nice, soft, 
pliable hide, with nice silky soft hair. This 
quality is important, as it usually indicates 
the same fine quality in the grain of the 
meat. In addition, a soft hided smooth ani- 
mal is usually a better feeder than a thick 
tight hided animal. In this feeling of the 
hide, we should also be feeling for an ani- 
with a smooth, even covering, free from 
rolls or bumps. You also want a close rib- 
bed animal, and one thickly covered over 
the ribs. An open ribbed animal is usually 
bare in its covering over the ribs and rough 
in its covering over the ribs. Right here 
I might mention that I like an animal not 
only closely coupled to look at, but when 
you feel them, good and short from its last 
rib to its hip, you can take this into account 
when you are feeling the animal. 

The biggest mistake a man makes in 
judging an animal is often done when he 
gets too close to the animal, and gets fiddl- 
ing around with details and overlooks the 
general outline of the animal and type of 
the animal which he can only see accurately 
from a distance. Get your opinion of the 
general outline and type of the animal by 
viewing the animal from a distance first, 
where you get the whole animal within your 
focus; then when you get this in your mind, 
go up to the animal and feel for quality, 
covering, and smoothness and other things 
as outlined above. 

I remember when I was in college we 
were told that when looking at an animal, 
just imagine its legs were cut off at the 
body, and its head off the shoulder, and 
then get a perfect cylinder with as few 
bumps or depressions as you can which 


might go to spoil this perfect cylinder. If ‘ 


you get an animal that is a perfect cylinder 
set on short legs with a fine clean cut head, 
clean cut throat, and a short stylish neck, 
you would have what would nearly be a 
perfect animal. It is well, however, to note 
that nature will never let us produce a per- 
fect animal. All we can look for is one 
with as few faults and as many good points 
as possible. Never, however, forgetting 
that besides thickness, smoothness, and 
short legs, we must get some class and 
= as indicated by the head and 
neck.

Both Mr. Laflin and the calf seem to think 
this is necessary before Lafelmere ventures 
forth into the competitive world of fat 
steers. 

No, the University does not own Lafel- 
mere, and neither does Laflin. Who his 
owner might be is the purpose of this story. 
Just now he has no owner and he will not 
have any until after his “fling” upon the 
show circuit and his carcass has been turned 
to cash. It is a sad future for the calf but 
how better could he serve his state than 
by creating a fund designed to help 
outstanding animal husbandry students 
through their college course? Well, what 
is the story? 

The calf was a gift by L. E. Laflin, of 
Crab Orchard, Nebraska, to the University 
of Nebraska for the creation of a student 
loan fund. The Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment agrees to feed and show him at next 
season’s shows. If the calf should win a 
championship or when the season has been 
completed, he shall be sold. The fund thus 
created will then be drawn upon for loans 
granted to worthy students majoring in 
Animal Husbandry at the University. As 
soon as possible following graduation the 
student repays this loan and it is again 
available to help other deserving boys with 
their education. 

How valuable a contribution is this calf 
from L. E. Laflin? It cannot be estimated 
in terms of dollars and cents. One ac- 
quainted with college students and their 
problems knows that twenty, thirty, forty, 
tifty, or in some cases one hundred dollars 
makes the difference between a degree or 
being forced to quit when they are with- 
in but a few months of their goal. Few 
that are torced to quit at that time ever 
make it back to finish the job. This de- 
gree of course does not mean everything 
in itself but not having it closes forever 
many doors of opportunity where success 
is but a matter of time. The lack of that 
necessary few dollars is often “the straw 
that broke the camel’s back” by being the 
climax of discouragement that prevents the 
student from making further attempts at 
an education. The statements just made 
come from experience of the past, not spec- 
ulation. Another fund that. has been in 
existence some fifteen or more years leaves 
a record book full of instances where the 
above has been prevented. Letters are 
numerous from onetime borrowers follow- 
ing graduation stating that the loan grant- 
ed to them made it possible to go on. Most 
significant also is the fact that among 
these borrowers can be counted many of 
the now outstanding leaders in the agri- 
cultural field. 

Since few students have mortgageable 
property or other security for loans you 
ask what is the percentage of unpaid ac- 
counts. Experience of this department with 
two loan funds, one at nearly $1,500 and 
listing dozens of borrowers, is to date zero. 
All have been straight character loans but 
those students selected for loan grants have 
in most all cases paid in full as soon as 
possible. It is the usual thing to have a 
loan granted at this season and repaid in 
time to help another student by the begin- 
ning of the fall term. In all our experience 
only one loan has been hard to collect. 

Knowing the sacrifices and privations 
many students encounter in getting an ed-

ucation makes us at the University value 
highly the gift made by Mr. Laflin. We, 
therefore, would not attempt to put a dol- 
lar value upon this calf. Who is there that 
can predict how far a little. help from the 
cash value of Lafelmere will go toward the 
development of a future leader in Ameri- 
can agriculture? Better still, the help of 
this calf goes on and on helping first one 
and then another.

1941 Eastern States Sale 


It isn’t frequent that lack of a bit of news 
from the Eastern States section makes it 
necessary for yours truly to comment on 
some one or another Eastern States promo- 
tion in order to fill the space reserved for 
editorial matter concerning the different 
states that together make up the section as 
we have classified it. 

However, that lack of news, reports of 
sales, announcements of purchases or what 
have you, does not bother us too greatly, 
right now. Solely and certainly, because 
we are interested in the kind of sale that 
Eastern States breeders are going to stage 
in May of 1941, we are happy to have the 
opportunity to mention just a few things 
concerning that sale. 

It isn’t but a few years ago that we at- 
tended our first Aberdeen-Angus sale in the 
East. We recall well the day, or we should 
state the day before. Snow was both fall- 
ing and drifting, winds were not the kind 
that would be expected to abate, and road 
conditions were fast becoming hazardous. 
We had arrived on Saturday, and the sale 
was to be held on the following Monday. 
Frank Richards of the Chicago Daily Dro- 
vers Journal was then manager of. Bethel 
Farm, and the present manager, 
Fletcher, was the cattle superintendent. The 
sale was to be held at Bethel Farm. A few 
other breeders in Dutchess county werg con- 
signing cattle, that is'a few of the cattle. 
Mr. Richards was more than a little bit wor- 
ried about the weather conditions. Yet, all 
day Sunday, prospective buyers seemed to 
drift in, a few stayed, others went over to 
Briarcliff to see what was in the barns and 
to see that great herd. The sale day ar- 
rived, with the wind losing its velocity, the 
clouds. being dispersed and the sun shining 
forth as a day in May. It is a bit interest- 
ing to go.back three} or is it four years, 
now. Yet, our idea was to bring to mind the 
feeling that the consignors to that sale had 
before the event started. We have seen the 
same expression on the faces of many a 
breeder as the sale gets under way, a feel- 
ing of apprehension, not necessarily fear 
that the cattle will not sell, but a state of 
the mind that seems to say that the cattle 
will not bring a fair price, that too, too 
many bargains are bound to occur and that 
an auction is a bit too early for the locality. 
Generally and there’s little if any difference 
in the location of the sale these apprehen- 
sions or mild fears are without reason, for 
the average sale is a success, because the 
average sale offers enough of the better 
kind of breeding cattle to attract a buying 
crowd. The 1941 Eastern States Sale will 
attract a buying crowd. Will Eastern States 
breeders, in their respective consignments, 
really make an effort to satisfy the demand 
that will be theirs on Monday May 12th?

As an interesting sidelight,- we might 
mention an instance that occurred at a sale 
last fall. A rather well known breeder was 
present. He was listed as a special guest. 
He proved to be a buyer. One of his re- 
marks made to me was most significant. 
That remark was something to the effect 
that the time of sale made little difference 
in the selling price of an animal. To me 
his remark was a general statement of fact. 
That important fact, that top cattle bring 
their worth when offered. - And not, that 
top cattle must be offered as a sale starts 
to sell for their worth. Rather, many a good 
animal would bring far more later in a sale 
than at the start before prices have been 
somewhat established. Again, we quote a 
breeder-buyer. A top heifer was purchased 
at the start of a sale at what was consider- 
ed a good price. The demand, which exist- 
ed that day, kept prices either equal to or 
above that selling price, and the purchaser 
later stated that he had bought a bargain 
despite the fact that he had topped the sale. 
Yes, it’s true top cattle will bring their 
worth, when offered. 

Again we ask, and we direct our question 
to the consignors to the 1941 Eastern States 
Sale, will Eastern States 1941 Sale offer as 
many top cattle as the crowd demands? It 
isn’t our business to question the consignors 
as to their offerings, nor to go out of our 
way to seek better consignments of cattle, 
unless we do have the best interests of the 
breed in mind. The Journal is, and breeders 
in every section of the country should be 
happy that the present demand exists, that 
the present prices for breeding stock pre- 
vails. That price is adequate to assure a 
breeder a good profit. 


The first sale at Ithaca, New York, which 
we have attended was held in May of 1937. 
Before and especially, since that date, we 
have attended many an Aberdeen-Angus 
auction. We know of no one sale where 
consignors were more pessimistic. There 
was hardly a visitor in sight, and a buyer 
was not even expected to attend. This was 
at eleven in the morning and the sale was 
scheduled to start at one. To be right 
truthful, we were becoming a bit perturbed 
ourselves. Shortly after eleven, however, 
we met a chap who was a bit interested in 
securing a few cattle at a price, that is a 
price that was not too high. Other buyers 
seemed to arrive soon after that time.’ The 
sale was called at one p. m., and the cattle 
were both quickly and nicely sold. Colonel 
A. W. Thompson of Lincoln, Nebraska sold 
that sale and has sold the Eastern States 
Annual Sale since. The average made that 
day was highly satisfactory to the breeders 
and to those of us interested in seeing the 
breed make strides in the eastern section 
of the country. 


That first consignment of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle offered at 
Ithaca sold for the most money, when we 
consider the type, the breeding and the 
quality offered. The 1941 sale can and 
should be better than the 1940 event proved 
to be, and we mean the average selling price 
and the average animal offered. Eastern. 
State breeders have the cattle to offer, and

The Journal is definitely interested in the 
offering to be sold at Ithaca. It is interest- 
ed in the general average of the sale, in the 
corresponding profits that individual breed- 
ers may be able to mark up in their books 
after the sale. But the Journal is much 
more interested in the promotional value 
that a top sale will bring about for the 
breed and for the breeders. 

Because of that, we urge every consignor 
to do his share toward that promotion. 
Each year, at every sale we attend, the sec- 
tion of the country seems not to matter, we 
note the lack of interest in the less desirable 
cattle, the correspondingly low price at 
which those animals always sell, and the 
idea of the consignors of those animals that 
they failed to get a decent break in the 
sale. We mention this to try to secure from 
these consignors cattle of sufficient merit 
to prove attractive to the buyers, to try to 
bring to them the necessity of feed and 
careful development in an animal to help 
make it a more salable product. If sales al! 
over the nation averaged two hundred dol- 
lars there would be many one hundred dol- 
lar cattle offered. If the same saies with 
more of the better cattle sold at three hund- 
red dollars on the average there would still 
be many of the lower price cattle offered. 
What a difference to the consignor if every 
sale offering was such that no animal sold 
for less than two hundred, or two hundred 
twenty-five. That could be attained if every 
consignor to an auction sale would give 
enought, attention to his consignment, if 
every consignor believed enough in the 
worth of his cattle to feed them sufficient 
that they would appear in an attractive and 
readily salable condition.

head of bulls, some very good ones, some av- 
erage and others’ suitable for crossing on 
dairy cattle. To many breeders, this may be 
unimportant, yet is of real value. The aver- 
age Indiana breeder doesn’t expect a great 
price for his young bulls. He is satisfied 
with an average return for cattle that he 
has bred and developed. To get bulls of 
our breed into the hands of the small dairy 
operator, to get bulls into the hands of the 
man running a few gows along with his 
grain and corn farming is definitely a step 
toward more and more black calves. Indiana 
is a state where much of the soil is so rich 
that to use it strictly for grazing would be 
out of the question. As a feed yard for 
steers, that’s a different matter, and thou- 
sands of steers are fed out annually on In- 
diana farms. Major. W. A. Rafferty of 
Greenacre Farms at Morocco, president of 
the Indiana association and sale manager, 
feeds hundreds of cattle each year. In fact 
he operates a commercial herd as well as 
the registered herd, and still buys several 
carloads of steers to feed. The Indiana sale 
is promoting these smaller commercial herds 
by affording the owners of them an oppor- 
tunity to buy good Aberdeen-Angus bulls at 
a nominal figure. Last year, Indiana breed- 
ers’ bulls went to all sections of the state, 
and credit must be given the Morocco Major 
for that, for he went after that business and 
got it.

Indiana Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association 
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Historical Sketches 


This particular Sketch has to do with some of the herds 
that have exerted a lasting influence on the Aberdeen- 
Angus Breed as found in America today. The author 
gets back to the American Fat Stock Show at Chicago 
in 1888, when the 1,515 pound Aberdeen-Angus Steer 
Dot brought this then new breed in America into the 
limelight by being made the Grand Champion Single 
Steer—in other words the opening gun in a long pro- 
cession of achievements for the Breed in America.

NE of the earliest examples that we have in the United States 

of an Aberdeen-Angus herd being founded and subsequently 
successfully operated by practical dirt farmers was the herd that 
was established in 1882 by Estill & Elliott, two successful farmers 
of Howard County, Missouri. Such good judgment was used in the 
selection of the foundation animals and in subsequent matings that 
the blood of this herd, even to this day, is found in some of the 
breed’s show winners and many of its best breeding animals. 

The first public auction of any consequence, at least, of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in America, was held by Geary Brothers in Chi- 
cago on September 20, 1882. It was at this sale that Estill & EI- 
liott made their first important purchase of a foundation female. 
She was the beautiful two year old imported Blue Ribbon 3101 and 
her purchase price, $1550.00, was the highest paid in the auction. 
Bred by John Hannoy at Gravenwood where the Blackbirds of Cors- 
kie were developed, she had the distinction of being a member of 
this already highly prized family. 

A number of other fine females were acquired by Estill & El- 
liott in this auction sale including the Rose of Advie cow Muscatel 
588. She was also bred by Mr. Hannoy. 

'n April of 1883, we find Estill & Elliott again prominent 
amongst the bidders at an auction sale. This was the Geary-Whit- 
field sale and it also was held at Chicago. The Ballindalloch bred 
bu!l, Bushranger, by the great Young Viscount 181, and out of 
Blackbird of Corskie 2d 733, was purchased at this auction. 

Bushranger was a bull of more than ordinary merit. He had 
many of the qcualities which are deemed highly essential in our 
modern Aberdeen-Angus conformation. He was of the short- 
legged, early maturing type, and his head and finish were a credit 
to the world famous Ballindalloch breeding establishment which 
produced him and which was even then recognized as excelling in

these two important qualities. 

There is plenty of evidence 
that Bushranger proved to be as 
good a sire as his fine breeding 
and individuality indicated. One 
proof of this was “Dot” who was 
grand champion at the Ameri- 
can Fat Stock Show at Chicago 
in 1888. 

Early in their breeding op- 
erations Estill & Elliott recog- 
nized the importance of employ- 
ing expert cattlemen. Such well- 
known fitters as John McLach- 
lan and several of his brothers 
were associated with the herd at 
intervals. Aleck McLachlan fit- 
ted the champions Dot, Heather 
Lad 2d, Abbess of Turlington, 
and others. 

The steer Dot by the great 
sire, Bushranger, must have 
been a very remarkable animal. 
In studying the drawing of him by Lou Burk, a famous live stock 
artist of that time, one is impressed by the compactness of build of 
this early champion. In fact, his conformation compares favorably 
with our ultra baby beef type of today. Another interesting thing 
about this likeness of Dot is the amount of white it shows. Evi- 
dently more white was tolerated in those days than now, but, most 
well informed, breeders of today recognize that white on the under- 
line is not particularly objectionable. The picture of Dot to which 
I refer shows him to have had considerable white above the under- 
line however, and I suspect that he may have gotten his name from 
the quite conspicuous white spot just back of the right hook. 


Although bred by Wallace Estill, Dot was shown at the Chicago 
Show by John G. Imboden first as a yearling in 1887 and the next 
year as a two year old, when he weighed 1515 pounds. It was at 
this time that he won for the Aberdeen-Angus the grand champion- 
ship of the Chicago Show, making him the first champion of the 
Breed at Chicago. This Show should not be confused with our 
present Chicago International Show. It was known as the Amer- 
ican Fat Stock Show, and it is my understanding, that it was limit- 
ed to Fat Stock. Be that as it may, it was undoubtedly the most 
important show of that day and it opened the way for an early 
triumph in interbreed competition for America’s newest beef breed, 
the Aberdeen-Angus. 


From the accounts that we have of Dot’s winnings, it is 
clear that he was very much like our present day Aberdeen-Angus. 
It is related that he was ripe as a yearling but that he came back 
after twelve months more of hard feeding without a lump or a 
patch on him, quite in contrast to some of his competitors of the 
other breeds. 

His championship was awarded by two butcher judges and that 
they made no mistake was evident when the carcass was seen upon 
the hooks. His fat had not been put on in layers. It was well de- 
veloped throughout the lean, a characteristic which is known as 
marbling, and which approaches perfection only in the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. Dot also made the very good dressing of 69 per cent. 

In 1883 Estill & Elliott imported seventy Aberdeen-Angus from 
Scotland, amongst them being the great cow, Lady Teazle 3088, 
who had a close kinship to the dam of the champion steer, Black 
Prince of Turlington. This importation also included Landseer 2016 
who was used extensively in the herd with very good results. When 
a division of the herd was made this good bull went to Mr. Estill. 
The seventy head were personally selected in Scotland by Mr. Hugh 
Elliott. Twenty-seven of these animals were sold at auction in the 
fall of 1883 for $12,420.00, an average of $474.50 per head. 

The following year another importation was made. This was 
composed entirely of bulls and included the great bull, Wellington 
8413. At the time of his purchase he was in service in a grade herd 
and the fact that he later became the sire of a number 
of champions, I think speaks very highly for the ability 
of the one who selected him,in discerning potential breed- 
ing possibilities. In 1886 the Estill & Elliott partnership 
was dissolved, after which time, each partner continued 
to operate successfully as individuals. In my last His- 
torical Sketch it was related how in the Turlington dis- 
persion sale in 1892, a number of the best animals of that 
great herd, including the famous cow, Abbess of Turling- 
ton, were acquired by Mr. Wallace Estill. 

It was through Mr. Estill and W. A. McHenry that 
the constructive work done by Mr. Harvey in his Turling- 
ton herd was continued. It has been largely through the 
efforts of such master breeders that our breed has reach- 
ed its present superior position amongst the beef breeds 
of America.

Condensed from Barclay and Keith’s “The Aberdeen-Angus 


Breed: A History” and information from E. J. Gillanders 


IT IS PERHAPS only when one con- 
siders the total ascendancy of Aberdeen- 
Angus beef cattle in such a vast stretch 
of country as the U. S. A. that one be- 
gins to appreciate fully the magnitude 
of the breed’s impact on beef production 
in all beef-raising countries throughout 
the world. 

From modest beginnings in the North- 
east of Scotland not much more than a 
century ago, the breed’s rapid expansion 
to its current pinnacle of popularity has 
been nothing less than phenomenal. 


Aberdeen-Angus may not win all the 
championships at every major fat stock 
show in every great beef-raising country 
every year, but throughout the world 
since the turn of the century they have 
carried off, year in year out, more than 
75% of the principal awards. Since 
the close of the Second World War, in 
particular, the breed that has held the 
headlines has been the Aberdeen-Angus. 

In the British Isles it has dominated 
the fat stock shows and by its excellence 
on the commercial level has compelled 
even obtuse officialdom to give a grudg- 
ing assent to the value of quality. For 
instance, at the most recent series of fat 
stock shows in 1966 (all shows were 
cancelled in 1967 owing to an oubreak 
of Foot and Mouth Disease in England) 
the breed completely “swept the board.” 
In Scotland, pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus 
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and J. E. B. Winter of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society 


were supmere champion and reserve and 
butchers’ cattle champion and reserve at 
the Scottish National Fat Stock Show in 
Edinburgh, and all but one of the 22 
inter-breed awards were won by Aber- 
deen-Angus or Aberdeen-Angus cross- 
breds. In England, the Edinburgh, cham- 
pion repeated her success at the Royal 
Smithfield Show in London with a cross- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus steer reserve while 
both the carcass champion and reserve 
were pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus and all 
but six of the 24 inter-breed awards went 
to Aberdeen-Angus or Aberdeen-Angus 
cross-breds. 

In the columns of this magazine, there 
is no need to elucidate on the success 
of the breed in North America. The 
spiralling registrations figures recorded 
by the American Angus Association year 
after year speak for themselves and 
provide ample testimony of the breed’s 
amazing expansion and the esteem in 
which it is held by beef producers and 
meat packers alike. If further proof 
is sought one has only to look as far as 
the International Livestock Exposition at 
Chicago, where, in 1967, Aberdeen-An- 
gus won all the inter-breed awards for 
the 20th time—no other breed has ever 
won all the inter-breed awards at this 
event in any one year. Indeed, since the 
Chicago show was first held in 1900 
only three steers that were not pure- 
bred Angus have been made grand cham- 


pion and of these three, two were Angus 
cross-breds. 


Wherever one looks in the world 
parallels to these successes can be drawn. 
In the Argentine, despite a late start 
and despite bleak economic periods from 
time to time, the breed has established 
record after record and at the last official 
census taken in 1960, the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed accounted for 42.8% of the 
cattle population compared with 7.1% in 
1937, only 23 years earlier. In New Zea- 
land, the breed dominates the beef mar- 
ket, and is responsible for four-fifths of 
the genuine beef production in the coun- 
try. 

In Australia, where beef-producing 
capacity is tested by an ingenious variety 
of competitions, the breed has more suc- 
cesses than all the rest of the breeds 
put together. In South Africa and 
Rhodesia, the breed’s peculiar faculty 
of holding the championship honours in 
the fat stock world is as emphatically 
manifest as in the British Isles, 


IN THE BEGINNING... 

How did it all begin? The story of 
the rise and progress of the breed has no 
parallel in the annals of cattle breeding 
—so local was the origin of the breed; 
so comparatively late was the start made 
towards improvement; so rapid was the 
progress made and so complete was the 
conquest achieved. 
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The breed was evolved during the 19th 
century from the hardy black polled 
cattle which roamed North-east Scotland. 
Black polled cattle have been known and 
their presence mentioned in these local- 
ities from the earliest times of which 
printed or pictorial record exists. Latin 
charters of the 12th century and local 
annals of the 15th century indicate that 
the raw materials used in the develop- 
ment of the modern breed were present 
in the cattle which populated the area 
many hundreds of years ago. 

In 1800, cattle still made the weary 
pilgrimage to the markets of the south 
on foot. Oxen were still the principal 
means of motive power on the farm. 
North-east Scotland had yet to earn its 
unsurpassable reputation as a cattle feed- 
ing area. Walking ability and the tough- 
ness to survive must have been the 
qualities most desired in cattle, 

Dramatically the picture changed: 
steam navigation came to Aberdeen har- 
bour, soon to be followed by rail trans- 
port. Bone meal was discovered as an 
invaluable fertiliser, enabling turnips to 
be grown. For the first time cattle 
could be fed rather than starved during 
the winter months, The Industrial Rev- 
olution and a rising population not only 
increased the consumption of beef, but 
demanded a_ better quality product. 
Droving declined. These tremendous in- 
dustrial and social changes inaugurated 
the modern era, and it was during the 
next quarter century that the whole 
system of cattle production in the North 
and North-east of Scotland began to 
alter in character. The stage was set 
for the evolution of a distinct breed of 
cattle which could match up to the chal- 
lenging commercial requirements of the 
day. The Aberdeen-Angus breed was 
born. 

Although many took part in the evolu- 
tion of the breed, to three men must go 
the greatest credit for moulding together 
valuable characteristics from the hetero- 
geneous cattle which provided their pot- 
ter’s clay. The great trio who worked 
on these materials were Hugh Watson 
of Keillor (1780-1865), William Mc- 
Combie of Tillyfour (1805-1880), and Sir 
George Macpherson-Grant, Bart., of Bal- 
lindalloch Castle (1839-1907). 


WATSON OF KEILLOR 

While the fixation of specific breeds 
of cattle in England began about 1742, it 
was not until the 19th century was a few 
years old that the movement in any 
volume reached Scotland, although the 
oldest of the Aberdeen-Angus tribes can 
be traced back to 1750. But while the 
work of the two English horned beef 
breeds has had the good fortune to be 
observed by history, there is no reason 
to suppose that the native cattle breeds 
of Scotland were being utterly neglected 
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by those who took their livelihood out of 
them. 

If it was not until 1808 that Hugh 
Watson took the farm upon which his 
epoch-making breeding experiments were 
to be conducted, the trade in Scottish 
lean cattle with England was already 
producing men like the “stately William- 
sons” of St. John’s Wells and William 
McCombie’s father and _ grand-father, 
whose refusal to purchase anything but 
the best commercial cattle was effecting 
a steady and substantial improvement in 
the quality of the stock bred on the 
farms of that area. 

There has for long been argument as to 
whether it was Aberdeen or Angus that 
was the cradle of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. The true answer seems to be that 
the breed was born twins and had two 
cradles, one in Aberdeen and one in An- 


gus. 

Hugh Watson was born on 4th October, 
1789, at Bannatyne, Newtyle, in the 
county of Angus. After a session or two 
at Edinburgh University, he became 
tenant at the age of 18 of the farm of 
Keillor and soon established himself not 
only as a redoubtable stockman and later 
judge but as a substantial yeoman farmer 
with a “bit of blood” for the races. He 
was an intimate acquaintance of Sir 
Walter Scott and he would form one of 
those tremendous parties given by an- 
other breed pioneer, Lord Panmure, which 
lasted for as long ag thirty-six hours. 

Unfortunately, very little is known 
about the breeding methods which Hugh 
Watson followed. Although the herd was 
in being for 53 years, only 23 bulls and 
22 females from Keillor are recorded in 
the Herd Book. Watson “vowed he would 
never make known the pedigrees of his 
cattle” and Mrs. Watson was more in- 
dignant still for shortly before the herd’s 
dispersal, taking the record books, “she 
burned every one of then, unknown to 
anyone at the time.” 

We do know that Watson studied and 
adopted the selective and _ breeding 
methods of the Colling brothers with 
Beef Shorthorns but even their methods 
themselves are matters of speculation. 
However, it is probable that Watson had 
a type of animal in mind and bred to this 
type by mating the animals that most 
nearly approached to it, in-breeding in 
order to fix the main characteristics de- 
sired for the ideal. 

Whatever his precise system, it justi- 
fied itself in the cattle he bred from his 
foundation stock. 

“Mr. Watson deserves to be put in the 
front rank,” declared William McCombie, 
“ .... we all look up to him as the 
first great improver.... there is no 
herd in the country which is not indebted 
to the Keillor blood.” 

In this last sentence, Mr. McCombie 
points to a unique feature of the Keillor 
herd that, while it furnished innumerable 


cattle to other herds it was itself almost 
completely self-contained. Apart from a 
bull he got from his father in 1808, an- 
other he bought the same year which he 
called TARNITY JOCK, and PRESI- 
DENT 38RD (246) which was sold at the 
Keillor dispersal in 1861, Watson appears 
to have used only sires of his own breed- 
ing. It is believed for nearly 50 years 
he never used a bull but from his own 
herd and that his pure stock were mostly 
descended from the celebrated prima cow 
of the breed, OLD GRANNIE. Hugh 
Watson got six cows of his father’s “best 
and blackest” to start off the herd and 
he bought ten more heifers at a local 
Fair. We hear of no other purchases 
of females by him. Never has a herd been 
so self-sufficient. 

It was the bull, TARNITY JOCK, 
mated with the original foundation fe- 
males and their descendants to produce 
bulls such as OLD JOCK (No, 1 Bull 
in the Herd Book), GREY-BREASTED 
JOCK, YOUNG JOCK, and BLACK 
JOCK, that drove so much vigour and 
breeding into so many herds—which gave 
the breed that essential start. In some 
respects greater than his bulls were his 
cows — the ineffable, BEAUTY, the 
grand-dam of ERICA; the ageless OLD 
GRANNIE (NO. 1 female in the Herd 
Book), the ancestress of PRIDE OF 
ABERDEEN; BEAUTY OF TILLY- 
FOUR 2ND (bred at Keillor), mother of 
RUTH OF TILLYFOUR, of JILT and 
MISS WATSON; and several more—all 
founders of the great families of the 
breed, most of which are still in existence 
to the present day. 

Watson appreciated the shop-window 
value of the showring, blazing the trail 
for the breed at the Royal Highland and 
Smithfield Shows in 1929, and, along with 
McCombie, Macpherson-Grant and other 
contemporaries, seeking even wider fields 
of conquest at the great International 
Exhibitions in France in the middle of 
the last Century. It would indeed be 
impossible to assess the impetus which 
the breed received as a result of the 
successive victories registered by the 
breed at the French exhibitions, not so 
much in France itself or even in Europe, 
but throughout the great continent of the 
West where these victories echoed and 
re-echoed and opened up a new field for 
the breed which has since become ifs 
most extensive home and where some of 
its greatest victories have been won. 

Three public sales were held from the 
Keillor herd, in 1848, 1853, and in 1861, 
the last being the dispersion. 


McCOMBIE OF TILLYFOUR 

Whilst the men in Angus were making 
their great and indispensable contribution 
to the foundation of the breed, a similar 
development was taking place in Aber- 
deenshire. Whilst the work in Aberdeen-

shire was less important, it nonetheless 
provided excellent raw material for Wil- 
liam McCombie of Tillyfour to work up- 
on. 

It is perfectly true that without Wat- 
son, McCombie might never have been 
more than a first-class fattener; it is 
equally true that without Macpherson- 
Grant to carry on the work, all the 
labour and genius expended at Tillyfour 
might have gone for nought. Yet it can 
hardly be questioned that of the three 
great men to whom every modern Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder pays homage, Wil- 
liam McCombie was the greatest, and 
the one without whose skill and courage 
and knowledge the breed could never 
have reached its present standard of 
quality and breeders their modern geneti- 
cal technique, 

William McCombie’s ancestors had for 
long been farmers and graziers in Aber- 
deenshire. His grand-father seems to

have been the first to add cattle-dealing 
to his farming and his father, Charles 
McCombie, became one of the largest 
dealers in the kingdom, droving cattle 
from all over the North to the markets 
in the South, At one Michaelmas Tryst 
at Falkirk alone he sold 1,500 head of 
cattle, and he made his bargains so 
shrewdly that he was able to purchase 
Tillyfour, in the parish of Tough, near 
Alford, in Aberdeenshire, along with 
several contiguous farms. Charles Mc- 
Combie had no desire that his family 
should follow in his footsteps and in 1819 
William was sent to Aberdeen University. 
By 1821, however, he was at home with 
his father, apprenticed to the lean cattle 
trade, learning the tasks of the farm 
and finding his way about the cattle fairs. 

The strict discipline of selecting cattle 
that had to sell at a profit after long 
journeys taught him not only the salient 
points of a good beast, but also which 
kinds of good beast should be encouraged.

The result was that when he came to 
breed for improvement of the cattle race, 
he did so with an eye to the strictly 
utilitarian qualities. He discarded horned 
beasts for polls; he refused to adopt the 
Shorthorn because hardiness was there- 
by lost; and he concentrated upon those 
tribes of black polls that were the best 
butcher’s cattle. 

Gradually McCombie found that “the 
business of dealing in north-country cat- 
tle became worthless. I bade Falkirk 
adieu and turned my attention entirely to 
the rearing and fattening of cattle at 
home.” When he leased Tillyfour from 
his father in 1824, he found it in an un- 
improved state; when he died, Tillyfour 
was in a high condition of cultivation, 
heavily stocked with first-class cattle 
and a model of good husbandry attract- 
ing visits by eminent agriculturalists 
from all over the world. 

“T resolved that I would endeavour to 


a 


improve our native breed.” That was 
McCombie’s vow in early youth. His 
whole life was dedicated to the fulfil- 
ment of this pledge. The herd at Tilly- 
four was started in 1830 and while, as 
already indicated, there was then in 
Aberdeenshire a supply of good black 
polled cattle, it was upon Hugh Watson’s 
work mainly that McCombie depended 
and improved. In his 1850 catalogue, 
three females were bred at Keillor, three 
at Balwyllo, three at Ardovie, two at 
Balgavies, and eight home-bred. In ad- 
dition, there was one Keillor-bred bull 
and two home-bred. 

Eight females were retained after 1850, 
of which only four were to matter 
seriously in Aberdeen-Angus history. 
These were JEAN ANN (206) and her 
daughter YOUNG JEAN ANN (144); 
QUEEN MOTHER (348) and her daugh- 
ter LOLA MONTES (208). Both the 
younger cows were bred at Tillyfour and 
an appreciation of their pedigrees re-

veals McCombie’s breeding toundation. 
Both the younger cows were sired by 
MONARCH (44), bred at Ardestie in 
Angus by one of the earliest pioneers, 
William Fullerton, and both their dams 
were out of QUEEN OF ARDOVIE (29), 
MONARCH, in turn, and the two dams 
were all sired by PANMURE (51), one 
of the great early bulls of the breed. 
All McCombie’s foundation cows were 
tested in the show-yard and acquitted 
themselves creditably. Concentration on 
PANMURE and QUEEN OF ARDOVIE 
blood to begin with, followed by the use 
of the early unrelated bull, HANTON, 
undoubtedly enabled, McCombie to pur- 
sue with safety a long course of inter- 
mittent inbreeding. HANTON was a 
grand-son of OLD JOCK, with PAN- 
MURE as a great-grand-sire. He never 
allowed the system of inbreeding to get 
out of hand, believing that while it had 
some advantages and could be pursued 
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for a time to develop type, it had many 
disadvantages. 

Whatever course he chose to pursue in 
breeding, McCombie never lost sight of 
pedigree, “Pedigree is of the most vital 
importance. We ought always to prefer 
a bull of high pedigree with fair sym- 
metry and quality to another bull though 
much superior in appearance, but of 
questionable pedigree ...I have paid 
dearly for my experience in the matter. 
If use shows a bull to be satisfactory, 
money should be no temptation; he must 
not be sold... The breeder ought to 
be always buying and selling and in- 
corporating different strains together.” 

By his own acknowledgement, Mc- 
Combie laid the foundation of his real 
herd by the purchase at the Fullerton 
sale of 1844 of theyearling heifer 
QUEEN MOTHER (348). Among her 
daughters, as previously mentioned, was 
LOLA MONTES, which mated to AN- 
GUS (45) gave birth to CHARLOTTE 
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(203), the dam of PRIDE OF ABER- 
DEEN, founder-female of one of the two 
most numerous and most highly-prized 
families of the breed. There is no doubt 
that the greatest feat accomplished by 
McCombie as a breeder of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle was his building up of the 
PRIDE OF ABERDEEN family. Great 
as was the contribution made to the breed 
by QUEEN MOTHER through the vari- 
ous lines of breeding which trace to her, 
her outstanding descendants are un- 
doubtedly those which come from her dis- 
tinguished great-grand-daughter PRIDE 
OF ABERDEEN and the strains into 
which her breeding branched out. PRIDE 
OF ABERDEEN had five heifer calves 
and most of the names are very familiar 
to students of Aberdeen-Angus pedigrees 
—PRIDE OF ABERDEEN 2ND and 3RD 
(by BLACK PRINCE OF TILLYFOUR); 
4th (by PRESIDENT 4TH); 5th (by 
BRIGHT) and 7th (by DERBY). 

Many other families were evolved at 
Tillyfour or from Tillyfour-bred animals, 
which played an important part in the 
building up of the breed. 

But McCombie was not only a great 
breeder of cattle; he was also a breeder 
of great cattle. It would be impossible 
to deal with the remarkable record which 
he set up in the show-yards of Britain 
from that time in 1832 when he initiated 
his long list of successes at the local 
show at Alford. Probably the record he 
set up has no equal. He brought ad- 
ditional lustre to the breed by partici- 
pating in the various French and Inter- 
national Exhibitions and the brilliant 
results achieved opened up new and limit- 
less fields for the breed. 

McCombie found a purely local breed; 
he left a breed known and _ valued 
throughout the greatest of the cattle 
countries of the world. “I determined 
that I would improve our native cattle.” 
How well he had carried out his self- 
imposed task; how great the monument 
he left to its successful accomplishment. 


In his “Cattle and Cattle Breeders” 
no fewer than 17 pages are taken up by 
the list of premiums won by the Tilly- 
four herd and that was prior to 1875,

when the herd had still five years of its 
history to run, years which were to see 
the crowning successes of all, when the 
cattle championship of the world, ag in- 
terpreted by the French International 
Exhibitions, was to round off the un- 
paralleled show-yard career of the great 
deliverer and emancipator of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. 


SIR GEORGE MACPHERSON-GRANT, 
BALLINDALLOCH 

Born in 1839, Sir George Macpherson- 
Grant was only 11 years old when he 
succeeded to the title and thus to the 
Ballindalloch Estate in 1850. 

Although the “Ballindalloch era” may 
be said to have had its commencement in 
the purchase of ERICA (843) at the 
Kinnaird sale in 1861, the roots of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding at Ballindalloch go 
back very much further than that. In 
“Cattle and Cattle Breeders” McCombie 
remarks that “perhaps the Ballindalloch 
herd of polled cattle is the oldest in the 
North. It has been the talk of the coun- 
try since my earliest recollection and was 
then superior to all other stock.” There 
is certainly evidence associating Balindal- 
loch with the very beginnings of sys- 
tematic breeding. 

The consummate skill and judgment 
which Sir George displayed in building 
up his herd, ably seconded as these were 
by his brother, Mr. Campbell Macpher- 
son-Grant, were recognised throughout 
the whole cattle-breeding world. He built 
up a structure that was unique of its 
kind, and the beneficial influences of 
which were felt wherever the breeding of 
good cattle was valued. 

Of the eight females entered from 
Ballindalloch in the first volume of the 
Herd Book, few links with the present- 
day are to be found. In the second vol- 
ume, issued in 1872, other and better 
known names appear, notably MISS 
BURGESS, founder-female of the family 
of that name. 


Born in 1861, the birth of MISS BUR- 
GESS pales into comparative insignifi- 
cance alongside the other great event of 
that year at Ballindalloch—the addition 
of the cow ERICA, purchased for 50 
gns., at the Kinnaird sale. Let those 
who revel in figures and computations 
try to estimate the cumulative increment 
of the capital invested that day in 1861! 
Volumes might be written of ERICA 
whose prolific family during the past 
Century has been so liberally worked in- 
to the whole fabric of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed that a history of her de- 
scendants would be almost equivalent to 
a history of every herd. Between 1862 
and 1872 at Ballindalloch, ERICA had 
eight calves, four of which were bulls, 
including the great breeding bull, EL- 
CHO. Her four daughters were ERICA 
2ND (1284) by CHIEFTAIN; EISA 
(977) and ENCHANTRESS (981) both 
by TROJAN, and ELLA (1205) by 
KILDONAN. 

There were thus from a very early date 
three recognised branches of the ERICA 
family—the CHIEFTAIN ERICAS, the 
KILDONAN ERICAS and the TROJAN 
ERICAS. The latter branch was retained 
at Ballindalloch and carefully bred for a 
series of years to the best bulls in use 
there. It was not until about 1886 that 
members of this branch of the family 
were allowed to go in any numbers on 
the public market. 

Another celebrated family at Ballindal- 
loch was that descended from JILT (973), 
purchased from McCombie, who had 
earlier purchased her dam, BEAUTY OF 
TILLYFOUR 2ND, from Watson. Sired 
by BLACK PRINCE OF TILLYFOUR, 
JILT produced nine calves including the 
trio of great bulls JURYMAN (404), 
JUDGE ((1150) and JUSTICE (1462), 
the latter two finishing their careers in 
the herd of Mr. J. S. Goodwin, Beloit, 
Kansas. 

The two great branches of the leading 
Tillyfour family PRIDES OF ABER- 
DEEN were also closely associated with 
the Ballindalloch herd—the PRIDES OF

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MULBEN and the KINDNESS PRIDES, 
as well as the GEORGINAS, LADY 
FANNYS and many others. 

What a wealth of names spring to 
memory in recording some of the animals 
at Ballindalloch which form links in the 
weaving and strengthening of the chain 
of Ballindalloch breeding. The great 
TROJAN, acquired from Tillyfour in 
1864, the great triumvirate of JILTS— 
JURYMAN, JUDGE and JUSTICE; 
ELCHIES, to testify to the potency of 
ERICA blood in breeding; ELCHO, the 
great heifer-getter; YOUNG VISCOUNT 
—“the best bull ever bred’; ILIAD the 
great bull-getter; PRINCE INCA, 
PRINCE ILIAD, and PRINCE ITO, an- 
other great and historic triumvirate. And 
the great cows—EDELWEISS, EBB- 
TIDE OF BALLINDALLOCH, ECHI- 
VERIA, EVOLENA, EVOLUTION OF 
BALLINDALLOCH, PRIDE OF WHITE- 
ASSEN, ELIQUA ECILA, EVENING 
ECHO. 

The show ring testified to the leading 
place of Ballindalloch stock; the sale ring 
provided many a proof of the esteem in 
which the stock were held. The place 
Sir George Macpherson-Grant occupied 
as a successful exhibitor and as such as 
a valuable propagandist for the breed 
is writ large and bold in the show-yard 
history, proclaiming in unmistakable 
terms the brilliance of the Ballindalloch 
era. The heritage he gave to the world 
is rich beyond reckoning. 

The effective careers of Watson, Mc- 
Combie and Macpherson-Grant extended 
to a half century or more. Watson 
brought the strains together and initiated 
the policy of propaganda by showing; 
McCombie strengthened these strains by 
probably the most masterly scheme of 
mating ever attempted with cattle and 
improved upon Watson’s’ show-yard 
career; Macpherson-Grant, while retain- 
ing the strength and power created by 
McCombie, added elegance and refine- 
ment and gave definition to the great 
families through which the breed has been

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maintained from generation to gene- 
ration. McCombie bought from Watson, 
Macpherson-Grant from McCombie, all 
three insolubly bound together in their 
work. Moreover they never forgot that 
while they were concentrating on pedi- 
gree, they were breeding for beef, and 
females were added to the herd, the last 
they had made beef. 


J. ERNEST KERR, OF 
HARVIESTOUN .... 

The next stage in the gradual develop- 
ment of the Aberdeen-Angus breed brings 
us right up to the present decade. By 
common consent the chief heir to the 
classic glory of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed as it descended from Keillor to 
Tillyfour and from Tillyfour to Ballindal- 
loch was the Harviestoun herd founded 
by J. Ernest Kerr in 1898 and dispersed 
following the owner’s death in 1960. None 
of the great geneticists in any breed has 
controlled for so long the destines of a 
herd founded by himself. 

At the time of its dispersal, the herd 
traced back to only six families. The 
policy in building up the herd was to 
buy a few good, well-bred females along 
with indifferent ones to make up num- 
bers and then cull the latter as the good 
ones increased. After 1908, only three 
femaels were added to the herd, the last 
in 1928. 

The herd’s foundation females included 
the Ballindalloch-bred EUGOLA; ETHNE 
from Aldbar, JUANA ERICA from Sea- 
field; BUXOM MAID and BLOOMING 
MAID 2ND both from Ardoch; and ER- 
RATA of SELABY. Of the six men- 
tioned, there is no doubt that the most 
famous is JUANA ERICA, founder-fe- 
male of the branch of the ERICA family 
of that name. Purchased at Perth in 
1905 for 135 gns.—the top price for fe- 
males that day—JUANA ERICA had an 
unbeaten show-yard career, being su- 
preme champion at the Royal Highland 
in 1906, at the Royal English in 1907 and 
twice at the Royal Dublin.

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The same year at Perth, Mr, Kerr 
found in the champion from Ballindalloch 
PRINCE OF THE WASSAIL (2375) the 
key that unlocked the door to triumph. 
He cost 300 gns. and few bulls have left 
a sharper impress on the breed. 

To PRINCE OF THE WASSAIL, 
JUANA ERICA produced JUANITA 
ERICA (42632); JUANISTA ERICA 
(44037); JUANIRA ERICA (50999) and 
JUANANA ERICA (54635). It is not 
possible here to relate all the success of 
JUANA ERICA’s offspring. For many 
years, Mr. Kerr retained all the females 
of the family in his own herd, but after 
the first World War he sold JUANIVA 
ERICA to Kinermony and it was only on 
that herd’s dispersal that several of the 
family came on the market. 

The family now ranks fourth in the list 
of families by numbers and its successes 
are legion, providing the champions and 
top-priced bulls at Perth on many oc- 
casions. Beyond all question, the family 
has been the most fashionable, popular 
and successful in the breed in the British 
Isles during the past sixty years. 

It would be imposzible to enumerate 
all the successes of the Harviestoun herd 
but, through such great sires as PRINCE 
OF THE WASSAIL; ELECT OF BAL- 
LINDALLOCH; the Perth champion, 
JASON OF BALLINDALLOCH; EURI- 
PUS OF BALLINDALLOCH; EN- 
THRALLER OF LETHEN; GUARDIAN 
OF CANDACRAIG; JIPSEY ERIC; 
EROS OF DERCULICH; EQUIPMENT 
OF THE LAWS; EVERSHOT OF BY- 
WELL; EIRAKIN OF DALMENY; 
EURIPIDES OF BALFRON (sire of 3 
champions and 2 reserves at Perth); 
JANRIC OF DALMENY (3 Perth cham- 
pions in its first three crops of calves), 
the Harviestoun tally at Perth was 7 su- 
preme champions, 3 reserve champions, 
2 second reserve champions; top average 
four times, record price twice and count- 
less group awards. 


ENGLAND... 

From these small beginnings in the 
early 19th Century, the breed expanded 
rapidly, to Ireland, as early as 1843, and 
to England in the early 1870’s. 


NEWHOUSE EDWIN ELRICK, bred and ex- 
hibited by R. M. Adam & Son, supreme champion 
at Perth, 1968, and sold for 6,000 gns. 
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Although steers and heifers of Aber- 
deen-Angus type from Scotland were 
regularly winning major awards at the 
Smithfield Show in the mid-1800’s it 
was not until 1874, 12 years after the 
publication of the first Herd Book, that 
the foundation of the first pedigree herd 
in England was recorded. This herd was 
owned by Mr. J. C. Wood of Felcourt, 
East Grinstead, Sussex. It is perhaps 
a moot point which country should claim 
the first herd in England, but for the 
record Felcourt is in fact in Surrey. 
However, later in 1874, the Duke of Rich- 
mond & Gordon bought two cows at the 
Westertown Sale and sent them to his 
estate at Goodwood, in Sussex, Four 
years later Mr. J. H. Bridges, who owned 
the Fedderate estate in Aberdeenshire, 
recorded the first entries from his herd 
at Langshott in Horley, Surrey. 
Difficulties were encountered in fur- 
thering the breed’s popularity in England 


and among these was the reluctance of 
the Royal Agricultural Society to admit 
the breed full recognition at its show. 
By the 1880’s, however, many difficulties 
were overcome and from then on the 
growth in the number of herds was very 
marked. 

The potential in the Aberdeen-Angus 
was naturally seen by stockmen in the 
great rearing counties of Northumber- 
land and Yorkshire, and among their 
numbers was Dr. Clement Stephenson, a 
Veterinary Surgeon, by profession, but 
also, for good measure, a farmer as well. 
He occupied Balliol College Farm, Long 
Benton, near Newcastle, which was owned 
by Oxford University. His eminence in 
his profession made him one of the most 
respected figures in his native Northum- 
berland and the North of England, but 
in a remarkably short time, following 
the foundation of his herd in December, 
1880, his skill as a breeder was known 
in many beef producing countries of the

world, He enjoyed a wide export trade 
and his “Benton” stock travelled to 
America, Canada, Argentina, Australia, 
Tasmania, India, Russia and Honolulu. 
He was also a notable exhibitor at fat- 
stock shows and achieved many successes 
at Norwich, Birmingham, and Smithfield 
Shows. 

Regular draft sales of the BENTON 
Herd were held and due to his many “con- 
verts” to the breed the cattle were in 
great demand. It did the herd credit 
that among the leading purchasers were 
Ballindalloch and Dalmore. 

Dr. Stephenson is quoted ag saying, 
“Altogether I think that Aberdeen-An- 
gus are the most satisfactory cattle that 
any man could breed.” Thousands of 
breeders have echoed these words over 
the years! 

His lamentable death in 1918 brought 
about the herd’s dispersal, but his con- 
tribution to the breed was boundless.

soon achieved considerable proportions 
in numbers but the breeding programme 
nevertheless was carried out with metic- 
ulous care and forethought. Champions 
at the Royal Show and other principal 
English Shows were bred in remarkable 
regularity and in 1910 “J. J.” won his 
first Smithfield Championship, which was 
to be quickly followed by another in 1914, 

Possibly the greatest animal ever bred 
at Maisemore was EVE 38RD OF MAISE- 
MORE, (64328) which in 1920 was 1st 
prize yearling at the Royal Show, ist 
and Champion Female at the Royal and 
1st and Reserve Champion at Smithfield 
in 1921. She went on to be ist and 
Champion Cow and Reserve Breed Cham- 
pion at the Royal in 1923, and Champion 
at the Royal Counties. In 1924 and 1925 
she was again Champion at the Royal, 
and although only 2nd in her class in 
1926, she came back in great glory in 
1927 to be Champion for the third time.

The 1880’s and 1890’s also saw the 
foundation of such noted herds as Haynes 
Park (Beds.) Preston Bissett (Bucks.) 
Horsted (Sussex), New Southgate (Lon- 
don) and Skegby (Notts.), in the Mid- 
lands and South of England, but 1897 
saw the foundation of the herd which was 
to become the bastion of the breed for 
so long—Maisemore—synonymous with 
the name of its owner, Mr. J. J. Cridlan. 
Through his connections with the meat 
trade and Smithfield Show, where, in 
1867 he saw William McCombie’s BLACK 
PRINCE carry off the honours, he be- 
came convinced of the supremacy of the 
Aberdeen-Angus in beef production. So 
at Maisemore Park, on the western bank 
of the River Severn, within sight of the 
ancient city of Gloucester, he commenced 
to gather his foundation animals. Most 


came from Scotland, two of the most 
notable of which were EVERGREEN 
2ND (21835) and a MULBEN PRIDE, 
The herd 


PRIDE OF DIDO (24222). 


storm. She produced 25 calves. 


The herd continued its many fatstock 
and summer show successes right up to 
“J. J.’s” death in 1938, by which time 
the herd had accumulated no less than 
400 first prizes. 

“J. J.’s” son, John Lionel Cridlan took 
over Maisemore on his father’s death 
and he had the same enthusiasm for the 
breed and worked indefatigably for it 
during the period of the second world 
war. Although he did not have the good 
fortune to win the Championship at 
Smithfield—he was Reserve Champion 
in 1949, he was several times Champion 
at Norwich and Birmingham. On “J. 
L.’s” death in 1951, the herd name 
MAISEMORE was granted to his son 
John J. Cridlan, who, with his father, 
had founded the FELDEN herd, with 
MAISEMORE stock in 1932. The Smith- 
field tradition is still carried on and in 
1956 and 1963 the herd won the Carcase 
Championship. 
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During the period following the ces- 
sation of hostilities in 1918 and up to the 
present time many herds have been 
founded in England and Wales. Naturally 
over such a spread of time a number 
have been dispersed, whilst others 
through the desirable family situation 
of succession, are still in being. 

Changing demands and_ conditions 
cause departure from tradition but it is 
noteworthy that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed through the skill of its present day 
breeders, and no less in England and 
Wales, than in Scotland, are providing 
animals from which the commercial feed- 
er can produce profitable quality beef 
cattle. In the show yards the continuing 
success of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cat- 
tle and fattened steers and heifers, and 
indeed in carcase competition, prove the 
breeders’ ability to keep abreast with 
present day requirements in type whilst 
still retaining the quality of flesh for 
which the breed is so famous, 

In the greater part of England and 
Wales where much of the beef is pro- 
duced as a by-product of the dairy herd, 
the Aberdeen-Angus has proved its 
ability to cross successfully with dairy 
cows. The British Friesian numerically 
is the largest breed in the country and 
the Aberdeen-Angus x Friesian animal 
makes up into a very useful, profitable 
beast which satisfies the butchers who 
cater for the masses whose demand is 
for lean meat. 

The popularity of Aberdeen-Angus for 
use with the Friesian heifer to facilitate 
easy calving, (which will ultimately re- 
flect in an improved milk yield) is also 
a feature of modern dairy farming prac- 
tice in the U. K. 

Beef recording, performance and prog- 
eny Testing techniques are gaining the 
interest of commercial farmers and 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are showing a 
lively appreciation of these “aids.” The 
pioneers of the breed who themselves 
were forward looking in their respective 
generations, no doubt would approve the 
vigilance of their present day successors. 


IRELAND... 

Although much of the background has 
faded, it is known that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed was introduced into Ireland 
very early; indeed the first Irish herds 
were established within a couple of dec- 
ades of the establishment of the pioneer 
herd in Scotland. ; 

There were at least two active breeders 
in Ireland in 18483—G, D. H. Kirkaldy, 
Hearnsbrook and Thomas Seymore, Bally- 
more Castle. There may have been others 
for in Volume I of the Herd Book both 
Lord Talbot de Malahide and Lord Lur- 
gan had entries of their own breeding. 
Indeed, Lord Talbot is recorded as a 
prize-winner at the Concours Agricole 
Universal at Paris in 1856, which in- 
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dicates that these early Irish breeders 
were taking a keen interest in their job. 

Ireland’s early start with Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle must have come as a result 
of the publicity campaign pursued by 
Hugh Watson, who, being interested in 
horses, as well as cattle, frequently 
visited Ireland and gauged its possibilities 
as a market for his black polls. He 
showed GREYBREASTED JOCK (2) at 
Belfast in 1843, and won first prize, 
selling him thereafter to Kirkaldy for 
100 gns. In 1847, he showed OLD JOCK 
(1) at Londonderry and won first prize. 

The breed’s continuity in Ireland was 
maintained by S. E. Collis, in Co. Kerry, 
followed by William Owen of Blessing- 
ton; W. J, Cotton, Humphreystown; and 
Fletcher Moore of Manor Kilbride. One 
herd that almost succeeded in forging the 
links between past and present was that 
of Lisard, established in 1887 by E. More 
O’Ferrall and carried on by his widow 
and from 1922 by his son Gerald, who dis- 
persed in 1951, 

As in most countries outside its native 
Scotland, the breed had to fight much 
prejudice in Ireland, and those who 
adopted it did so in the face of obstacles 
and discouragement that only a race of 
cattle with the qualities of the Aberdeen- 
Angus could surmount. The great in- 


dustry in Ireland has been and is the 
production of store cattle and into a 
background dominated for generations 
by the Shorthorn, the Aberdeen-Angus 
has fitted perfectly. The breed ex- 
perienced a steady expansion which in 
the late 1950’s reached massive pro- 
portions, the number of breeders in Ire- 
land being three times what it was just 
before the outbreak of war. 

This increase in support has been sub- 
stantially promoted by the skill and 
courage of Irish Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers as demonstrated at shows and sales 
throughout the country. As far back as 
1898, an Aberdeen-Angus bull was the 
best bull of any breed at the Royal 
Dublin Show and two years later the same 
laurel was awarded. 

In 1905, JIM OF DEVLIN (20691), 
champion the previous year at both the 
Royal Ulster and the Royal Dublin, was 
breed champion at the Royal Highland 
in Scotland. In 1919, the great PERIN- 
THIAN (44320), bred at Lisnabreeny, 
near Belfast, won the championship at 
Dublin and sold for 610 gns.; in the fol- 
lowing year he was acquired for U.S. A. 
at 6,000 gns., the then record-price for 
a British-bred bull of any breed, a record 
which, as far as the Aberdeen-Angus 
went, stood for a quarter of a century. 


THE ABERDEEN-ANGUS CATTLE SOCIETY ... 


While the breed itself provides the 
real flesh and bone of the history of the 
breed, we must retrace 
our steps to bring in 
an aspect of the breed 
which is bound up 
inseparably with the 
story — the Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Society, 
incorporated in 1879 
with the objects of the 
preservation of the 
records of the breed 
President of the and the fostering of 
Society. its interest. 

So far as can be traced, it was while 
presiding at a luncheon held in connection 
with the Tillyfour sale of 1878 that the 
Marquis of Huntly first proposed publicly 
the formation of a Society. The proposal 
was taken up by Sir George Macpherson- 
Grant who issued an invitation asking 
breeders to attend a meeting to discuss 
the matter at the 1879 Highland Show. 
The day was the 30th July. The Chair- 
man was the Marquis of Huntly and, 
after Sir George had made a statement 
regarding the position of the breed, the 
meeting unanimously agreed to the for- 
mation of a Society to be known as the 
Polled Cattle Society. A Committee was 
set up under the convership of Sir 
George to draw up a constitution and at 
a general meeting of breeders held on

12th September this was approved. A 
Council was appointed with the Marquis 
of Huntly, President and Sir George and 
William McCombie, Vice-Presidents, and 
Mr. Alexander Ramsay, secretary and 
editor. 

The first meeting of the first Council 
took place on 5th December, of the same 
year and amongst the first life Governors 
to be appointed were the Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon, Marquis of Huntly, 
Earl of Strathmore, Earl of Fife, Mar- 
quis of Aberdeen, Lord Tweedmouth, Sir 
William Gordon Cumming, Mr. Garden A. 
Duff, and Mr. Campbell Macpherson- 
Grant. 


The first annual general meeting was 
held on 16th January 1880, and at a 
meeting of the Society in July of that 
year it was reported that the membership 
consisted of 15 Life Governors, 42 Life 
Members and 16 Annual Members, a 
total of 73. 


This is perhaps an opportune time to 
bring in the Herd Book, the acquistion of 
which was one of the first tasks of the 
new Society, A great deal of preliminary 
work has been done in preparing the 
ground for the Society and by the time 
of its formation, five volumes of the 
Herd Book, covering a period of 17 years, 
had made their appearance. It must 
have been arduous work collecting and 
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In its long history, the Breed Society has had only five secretaries: 
Alex. Keith (1944-1955); Hugh R. Neilson (1955-1963) and James M. Jardine. 


verifying the entries of these early 
volumes without any organised body 
through which the work could be of- 
ficially done. 

Inauspicious may have been the cireum- 
stances in which the first Volume of the 
Herd Book made its appearance but still, 
as we glance backwards, there stands out 
prominently the far reaching results of 
the work accomplished by its first editor, 
Edward Ravenscroft. At this far-off 
distance we can scarcely grasp the full 
significance of the appearance of such 
a work as he presented in May, 1862, to 
the little band of workers who had 
gathered around him. Nor is it easy to 
appreciate the immense difficulties of the 
task to which he set himself, often 
hindered or discouraged by those who 
were most to benefit from the results 
of his work. And think of the earlier 
disappointment that must have been his 
when the work of these years spent in 
bringing together the material for the 
official foundation of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed was brought to nought in con- 
sequence of a fire which in 1851 took 
place in the Museum of the Highland 
and Agricultural Society in Edinburg 
destroying those materials. 

Following the publication of the first 
volume, the copyright was acquired by 
Mr. Ramsey, editor of the Banffshire 
Journal, who produced four volumes be-

fore being appointed Secretary of the 
new Society and transferring the copy- 
right for a fee of £350—which was mod- 
erate in comparison to a £5,000 copyright 
fee paid for the Shorthorn Herd Book 
about the same time. 

In the first volume of the Herd Book 
there were only 83 owners, recording the 
pedigree of 228 bulls and 744 females. 

Year by year the membership of the 
Society continued to grow not by any big 
augmentations, but by tens, dozens and 
twenties each year, until in 1901 it was 
found that the membership was 507 and 
had thus outgrown by seven the limit 
stated in the Constitution, The limit 
was then increased to 1,000 and further 
increases were later to take place, to 
2,000 in 1949 and to the present limit of 
5,000 in 1955. The Membership reached 
a peak of 2970 in 1960 but has now 
levelled out at around the 2,000 mark. 

But for the institution of the Herd 
Book, much of the years of careful, 
patient and earnest work by the band of 
early pioneers whose names are now 
honoured words wherever Angus cattle 
are bred, must have been lost. Since the 
first Volume of the Herd Book made its 
appearance it has been steadily followed, 
one volume appearing regularly each year 
since 1884. As from 1887, no animal 
could be entered unless sire and dam 
were registered. To date, 91 volumes

have been published and the pedigrees of 
112,599 males and 214,202 females have 
been recorded, Annual registrations num- 
ber some 5,000 although in Volume 84 
9676 animals were entered. 

It is interesting to recall that less than 
a century ago the total number of An- 
gus registered was a mere 1,200. Today 
all over the world, something like 300,000 
are registered annually. 

There were many matters in which the 
early Society had to fight for recognition 
for the breed. They had first to ensure 
that only animals entered or eligible for 
entry in the Herd Book should be allowed 
to compete at the leading shows, a point 
agreed with the Highland Show in 1883. 
From time to time, there were reported 
to the Council telling outward marks of 
breed progress such as the formation of 
the Irish Aberdeen-Angus Association 
and the English Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Breeders Association and one can imagine 
with what interest there was examined in 
1886 the first Volume of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Herd Book. There came, 
too, as cheering remarks of progress 
made, intimation of the formation of the 
various overseas Aberdeen-Angus Cat- 
tle Societies in their far-flung distri- 
bution eloquent of the marvelous de- 
velopment of the breed. The original 
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name of the Society, as has been stated, 
was The Polled Cattle Society, a name 
changed to its present title in 1907. 

It was a matter for great gratification 
when at the Council Meeting in July, 
1881, it was intimated that Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria had graciously consented 
to become patroness of the Society and 
since then the reigning Monarch has 
honoured the Society by taking the posi- 
tion of Patron. After the death of King 
George VI in 1952, Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth The Queen Mother, herself now 


a breeder in her own right, agreed to 
continue as Patroness. 

The original office of the Society was 
in Banff, but in 1919, with expanding 
interests and greater development, it was 
considered expedient to move the head- 
quarters to Aberdeen. The present of- 
fices were acquired in 1955. During its 
long history the Society was never un- 
til later years in affluent circumstances; 
at the first annual general meeting a 
balance of £87.8.7. was reported, Now 
the Society’s assets exceed £50,000 and it 


is no longer necessary to hold a raffle 
of a couple of Shetland ponies to get 
the wherewithal for any special effort 
such as were granted many years ago 
by a kind donor! 

During its long history, the Society 
has been served by only five secretaries, 
Dr. Alexander Ramsay (1879-1909): Mr. 
James R. Barclay (1909-1944): Mr. Alex- 
ander Keith (1944-1955): Mr. Hugh R. 
Neilson (1955-63) and Mr. James M. 
Jardine, who took over the helm in 1964. 


carried out in the street. 


No history of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed would be complete without mention, 
albeit briefly, of the Perth bull sales— 
the most important event in the calander 
of all Angus cattlemen. This event is 
the mecca for the breed during the first 
week in February of each year and breed- 
ers from all over the world make the 
annual pilgrimage to witness the selling 
of the cream of British bloodstock by 
Perth auctioneers, Messrs. Macdonald, 
Fraser and Co. Ltd, 

From its inception the Perth Sale has 
gradually expanded in size, authority and 
importance until it is now regarded as

the greatest show and sale of pedigree 
cattle in the world. In the last few years, 
as a result of the great numbers of ani- 
mals forward, the soaring averages and 
the very high prices, the sale has become 
the keystone of the financial arch of the 
breed. Some 600 bulls from breeders all 
over the British Isles are normally en- 
tered for sale. The esteem in which the 
event is held by these interested in the 
breed in both the Old World and the New 
is shown by the impressive list of trophies 
which are open to competition at the 
show. 

The first Perth sale was held in 1865

but the first sale of which we have record 
was that of 1886 when 72 bulls sold to 
a top of 45 gns., to average £21.14.3. It 
would be impossible to present a complete 
record of the sale but a few milestones in 
the history of the event might be of in- 
terest. 

Perth is the centre of the breed’s export 
market and each year many thousands of 
pounds are spent on cattle for overseas. 
Within the present century, a bid from an 
overseas buyer at Perth was a fairly re- 
markable event but now it is common- 
place and overseas breeders continue to 
return to Perth — the fountainhead — 
for replacement breeding stock. No better 
example of repeat customers can be 
given than the fact that no fewer than 
eight of the last 18 Perth champions have 
gone to breeders in the U.S.A. Since the 
first official export certificate was issued 
in 1888 — there were many exports be- 
fore then — more than 10,500 cattle have 
been exported from Britain and today the 
export books record the addresses of pur- 
chasers from 45 different countries. 

What of the future? Just how is the 
breed facing up to the challenging com- 
mercial requirements of the present day, 
to the more exacting demands of the fu- 
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ture, and to the tough and increasingly 
competitive, but possibly lucrative, export 
opportunities for commercial stock which 
are opening up every day in the new and 
developing countries of the world? 
During the past few years, despite sev- 
eral high prices at Perth, the breed, in 
common with the beef industry as a 
whole, has gone through a period of mild 
depression caused mainly by shortages of 
beef which has greatly reduced the pre- 
mium for quality. It has been a period of 
re-assessment. It is now realised that 
the demand of the future may not be the 
same as that of the past. Market re- 
quirements have been studied more close- 
ly. Breeding policies have been re-ap- 
praised. Size, coupled of course, with 
other desirable characteristics, is now all- 
important. There are now very real in- 


be 


dications that the breed is again on the 
upward swing. 

On the export front, breeders are mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to develop and ex- 
tend outlets. In addition to the tradi- 
tional markets of U. S, A., Argentina and 
New Zealand, breeders are casting a fur- 
tive eye at Europe — particularly in view 
of Britain’s possible entry into the Com- 
mon Market, Contrary to general belief, 
Europeans, with growing affluence, seem 
to have acquired a taste for quality beef 
and the potential would appear to be con- 
siderable. Already cattle have gone from 
Britain to Italy and Denmark and further 
shipments are in the pipeline to these, 
and other, countries. 

At home, rapid strides have been made 
by the Aberdeen-Angus breed during the 
past decade in promoting the use of mod- 
ern techniques to assist both breeders and 
buyers in the selection of seed stock and 
in assessing the profitability of their beef 
enterprises. The traditional gulf between 
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the breeder and the “boffin” is rapidly 
narrowing, each realising that the other 
has something to offer towards the im- 
provement of our beef cattle. The tra- 
ditional rule of thumb methods of the 
breeder are being merged with the meas- 
urements and records of the scientist, nu- 
tritionist and statistician, in a happy 
marriage of progress and achievement. 

Probably nowhere in Britain is the bond 
between practical and theory more pro- 
nounced than within the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. Indeed, the Society pioneered a 
great deal of work in the field of per- 
formance and progeny testing, beef re- 
cording and in the use of ultra-sonic 
equipment for the measurement of beef 
cattle. 

As long ago as 1958, the Society 
launched a performance and progeny test

of Aberdeen-Angus bulls in conjunction 
with the North of Scotland College of Ag- 
riculture. The results of this test con- 
firmed American findings that liveweight 
gain was a highly heritable factor in beef 
cattle and opened avenues for further re- 
search. Ever since this time, the Society 
has been keen to see the establishment of 
a permanent Bull Performance Testing 
Centre for Aberdeen-Angus bulls, and fol- 
lowing an approach by the Society to the 
Beef Recording Association with pro- 
posals and financial backing, a centre has 
recently been built at the North College’s 
MacRobert Experimental Farm, near 
Aberdeen. The centre has facilities for 
the testing of 30 Aberdeen-Angus bulls at 
a time, with two intakes per year. 

The Society was also early in the field 
of beef recording, launching a pilot 
scheme, again in conjunction with the Col- 
lege, in the Northeast of Scotland in 1961 
and following this up with a similar 
scheme in the Reading area in 1962. Both 


these schemes provided useful informa- 
tion for the establishment of the Beef 
Recording Association, which the Society 
was active in promoting. The weighing 
services initiated by the Society were con- 
tinued until taken over by the B. R, A. in 
1964. This body has, of course, greatly 
extended the service to most parts of the 
country and weight records are now 
available for a large percentage of the 
bulls sold at the Society’s official sales at 
Perth and at other centres. 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders have _ not 
gone overboard on liveweight gain, how- 
ever. They appreciate the necessity of 
weight records as an aid to management 
but, at the same time, they realise that 
the experienced eye of the stockman will 
always be required to select the type of 
cattle to produce the maximum weight of 


beef on the most expensive cuts. 

Following on the bull performance and 
progeny test, the Society has recently in- 
augurated a feed conversion test in con- 
junction with the college. In these days of 
tighter and tighter profit margins, tra- 
ditional breed loyalties tend to go by the 
board, Only cattle with the maximum 
profit potential are required. It is with 
this in mind that the test is being con- 
ducted. 

The test is designed to compare the 
comparative feed conversion efficiency of 
early and late maturing breeds when they 
utilise diets of three qualities. These 
three qualities of diet are being achieved 
by feeding a restricted quantity of swedes 
together with silage ad lib to groups of 
animals receiving 0, 6 or 12 lbs. barley/- 
day. A total of 72 animals, 36 Aberdeen- 
Angus x Friesian, the progeny of sires 
of an early maturing breed and 36 
Friesian x Friesian, the progeny of sires 
of a late maturing breed, are involved

in the experiment. In addition, 24 Aber- 
deen-Angus x Beef Shorthorn suckled 
calves have been added to the experiment. 
These range from three-quarters Beef 
Shorthorn to three-quarters Aberdeen- 
Angus, i.e., they are either after an 
Aberdeen-Angus or a Beef Shorthorn bull 
and out of Beef Shorthorn x Aberdeen- 
Angus cows. 

Animals in the test will be slaughtered 
as soon as they attain the required degree 
of finish and minimum liveweight for 
subsidy, As each animal is slaughtered, 
one side will be dissected into lean, fat 
and bone in order to assess the meat 
qualtiy and profitability of each breed 
and cross. 

This experiment is, in fact, the first to 
be conducted in a new £5,300 experi- 
mental calf house which was presented by 
the Society two years ago to further the 
work of the North College. The Aber- 
deen-Angus breed is noted for its ability 
to convert inexpensive home-grown feed 
into top quality beef and it is hoped that 
this experiment will provide factual evi- 
dence of the breed’s economic capabilities. 


On this point, it is worthy of note that 
in a grassland trial conducted by the 
college at the MacRobert Experimental 
Farm last summer, Abereden-Angus cross 
steers started at an average weight of 
500 lbs., and paddock grazed at 2 animals 
per acre from May 5 to September 27, 
recorded a daily liveweight gain of 2.4 
Ibs. to give a mean liveweight gain per 
acre of 695 lbs. In addition, 101 cwt. per 
acre of surplus grass was cut for silage. 
Surely this must answer the call for in- 
creased beef production, whether it be 
beef for age or beef per acre! 

As in all other spheres of industry, 
rapid changes are taking place in agri- 
culture, particularly as far as livestock is 
concerned. Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
everywhere must move with the times, 
and be equal to the challenge of the

The following pages tell how our breed has migrated into all 
parts of the World. There are stories related to the exotic and 
native cattle of Africa as well as the Origin of African Cattle, 


Claiming no relationship between our own breed and those of 
Africa we felt you would be interested in a brief history concerning 
domesticated cattle dating back to pre-Biblical times. 
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THE FIRST Angus Cattle were im- 
ported in 1822 after Captain Patrick 
Wood of “Dennistoun” came to Tasmania 
to take up land in 1821. He returned to 
Seotland to bring out a shipment of 
sheep, horses and cattle and amongst the 
latter, the so-called black ‘Fifeshire” 
cattle which possibly were the same 
breed as the Aberdeen-Angus which at 
that time had not been named. 

In 1858 four bulls, one of these, it was 
claimed, won a championship in Paris, 
were imported for ‘““Dennistoun” from the 
herd of William McCombie of Tillyfour, 
Scotland. About 1883 and again in 1890, 
bulls were imported from New Zealand. 


QUEENSLAND 

The first importation into Queensland 
took place in 1840 when Mr. E. E. Dal- 
rymple imported Angus cattle into Aus- 
tralia and took them to Darling Downs. 
These animals, with some beef Short- 
horns for Canning Downs, were reputed 
to be the first purebred cattle to go into 
Queensland. 

The foundation herd of Mr. Dalrymple, 
- comprising one bull and a number of 
cows, was soon dispersed and the dis- 
tinction of establishing the breed in 
Queensland must go to William Hogarth, 
who in 1882 purchased a portion of the 
Tillyfour lot imported by Dougherty and 
started an Angus stud at Balgownie, 
Pittsworth, Queensland. From time _ to 
time importations from Scotland and 
from New Zealand were added to the 
Balgownie stud. 


VICTORIA 

The breed was first established in Vic- 
toria in 1870 when Mr. J. G. Dougherty, 
a Melbourne stock and station agent, im- 
ported a few Angus for resale. It is be- 
lieved this first consignment consisted 
of two bulls and six cows from Tillyfour 
as well as two bulls from other studs.

Melbourne, purchased the Tillyfour draft 
for £1200 while one of the other bulls 
was bought by a Victorian farmer for 
£200 at auction. The progeny of this lat- 
ter bull were often seen at the Melbourne 
fat cattle markets where they created 
keen buying competition at all times. 


NEW SOUTH WALES 

The breed was first introduced into 
New South Wales by George Loder of 
Abbey Green, Singleton, a noted Here- 
ford breeder who bought some Angus 
from Mr. Dougherty of Melbourne. This 
draft was sent to Singleton with half of 
it going to George Sparkes of Rosebery 
on the Richmond River and the remain- 
der going to Richard Dines of Merriwa. 

About this time, William Hogarth had 
started his Angus stud and visited New 
Zealand where he bought the famous 
“Black Leg”, a champion bred by Wil- 
liam McCombie of Tillyfour. He also pur- 
chased a number of cows and on _ the 
death of George Dines, Hogarth pur- 
chased the purebred females from Mer- 
riwa and also secured the best of those 
owned by Mr. Sparkes of Rosebery. 


been formed and before our breed was named. 


Hogarth was an enthlusiastic admirer 
of the “Doddies” and he purchased four 
black bullocks at Merriwa to fatten them 
for the Brisbane Royal National Show. 
One died but the other three were shown 
in the fat cattle section and won a first 
prize with an average dressed weight of 
1140 pounds. 

Both South Australia and Western 
Australia lagged behind in introducing 
their first Angus cattle. However, the 
Hon. John Lewis of Adelaide had a herd 
and probably a stud as well before 1910. 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA 

The first recorded stud of the Angus 
breed in South Australia was owned by 
Mr. A. L. Dunn of Waratah, Ash- 
bourne. It was founded on_ purchases 
from Mr. P. Sutherland of Thologolong, 
near Wodonga, Victoria in 1920. 


WESTERN AUSTRALIA 

In Western Australia, the breed was 
established in 1891 by the father of John 
Muir of Beeside, Manjimup, an_ early 
Scottish colonist. 

Adam Elder of Teviotdale, Moulyinning 
brought out Angus from Scotland _be- 
tween 1911 and 1916 and formed a new 
stud in 1922 with a registered sire bred 
by Sutherland and Sutherland of 
Victoria. From these small numbers, 
Angus have spread right up the long 
west coast of Austrialia into the big cat- 
tle country in the Kimderleys. 


ASSOCIATION FOUNDED 

It was May 9, 1919 that the Angus 
Society of Australia was founded in 
Queensland. The purpose of the Society 
was to preserve the pedigrees of pure 
Angus cattle, preserve the interest in the 
breed in Australia and to popularise it 
throughout the Australian Common- 
wealth. 

The first moves towards the formation 
of the Society were made by the Hon. 
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J. C. White of Edinglassie, Muswellbrook 
(New South Wales) and Mr. G. C. Clark 
of East Talgai, Ellenthorpe (Queens- 
land). 

These two gentlemen were fortunate 
enough to secure the services of the then 
secretary of the Hereford Society, Mr. R. 
S. Maynard, who undertook to collect all 
available data for the first Angus Herd 
Book which appeared in Brisbane in 1922. 
This volume contained particulars of 65 
numbered bulls and 313 numbered cows 
which were directly related to stock im- 
ported from Scotland or New Zealand. 

Volume I included an Appendix “A” to 
provide for the entry of cows at the dis- 
cretion of a committee comprising the 
Hon. J. C. White, Messrs. G. C. Clark, W. 
M. Charles and S. Tulloch Scott 

The number of members included in 
this Herd Book was a modest fourteen 
and this total has increased to 965 mem- 
bers registered at the beginning of 1968.

In 1927 the late Mr. A. J. Tanner, a 
well known figure in the stud _ stock 
world in Australia and later overseas, 
accepted the position as Secretary of the 
Society and one of his early moves was 
to open up negotiations with the Scottish 
Society for the importation of stock. As 
a result, a consignment from Scotland 
was landed in Sydney and disposed of by 
auction at most gratifying prices. 

A top figure of 825 guineas was paid 
by Mr. N. L. Forster of Abington, Armi- 
date, for Banker of Castlecraig and a 
similar amount was paid by F. J. White 
and Sons of Bald Blair, Guyra, for 


Beauty of Balfron. The influence of these 
sires is still very much in evidence and 
most of the present day Australian show 
winners go back to these sires. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY EDITION 


The importance of this first importa- 
tion from the Society viewpoint cannot 
be over-estimated as since then the breed 
started to make real progress in Aus- 
tralia, 

The shipment was accompanied by Mr. 
R. L. Grant, a well known Scottish breed- 
er and judge, who did excellent work in 
visiting many of the studs and giving 
good solid advice. 

Following this importation came a 
visit by Mr. J. R. Barclay, the then 
Secretary of the Scottish Aberdeen- 
Angus Society. Mr. Barclay was noted 
for the wonderful work he did for the 
breed all over the world. Again in 1930, 
he made a second trip accompanied by 
Mr. Grant, who judged the Angus stock 
at the Royal Easter Show in Sydney. 
These visits helped to give the breed and 
the Society a tremendous uplift in Aus- 
tralia. 

Among the outstanding studs appear- 
ing in Volume I was Edinglassie, found- 
ed by White Bros. with the purchase of 
the complete Tucka Tucka stud, which 
traced back to two bulls and six cows 
imported in 1888 by Mr. J. R. Smith. 

The East Talgai stud was founded in 
Queensland in 1915 with the purchase of 
the bull, Bonnie Dundee and five cows, 
all bred by Mr. A. S. G. Carlyon, Hawkes 
Bay, New Zealand. 

Another well known stud of that per- 
iod was Abington, founded and owned 
by Mr. N. L. Forster of Armidale and 
dating back to 1918 when ten heifers of 
the Trojan Erica family, all going back 
to Eclypta (imp., were obtained from 
Mr. H. B. Williams. 

The Bald Blair stud, the oldest stud in 
Australia still exhibiting at metropolitan 
shows, was founded in 1908. This stud 
is owned by the Bald Blair Pastoral Co., 
of Guyra and managed by Mr. Richard 
H. White, current President of the Soc- 
iety. Bald Blair became prominent after 
the introduction of the Twinkle family 
and the introduction of progeny of 
Beauty of Balfron (imp.). Thereafter it 
enjoyed a wonderful reputation in the 
show and sale ring and provided consis- 
tent foundation material for a _ large 
number of Australian studs. 

Bontharambo, presently owned by S. S. 
Docker of Wangaratta, Victoria, was 
founded about 1920. Angus cattle had 
been bred by this family many years 
prior to this date and the late Mr. H. S. 
Docker built up his stud to the same 
high standard as Bald Blair and also 
provided foundation Angus for a large 
number of herds in the Commonwealth. 

In 1925, Volume II of the Herd Book 
was published while the Appendix “A” 
was dropped following a revision of the 
rules and regulations of the Society. 
Membership at that time numbered only 
13 members but this number was increas- 
ed to 17 in 1928 when Volume III was 
published while Col. H. F. White of Bald 


Blair, the present patron of the Society, 
was President. 

From then on at intervals of about two 
years, Herd Books were published reg- 
ularly and the latest Volume 22, now 
coming off the press, contains a list of 
about 965 members and registrations of 
1054 bulls and 3213 females. 

In 1956 the Council of the Society con- 
stituted its own office and engaged an 
independent secretary and staff. 

The first independent secretary to be 
appointed was Mr. Harold N. Sarina, 
while the Society’s headquarters became 
established at 7 Macquarie Place, 
Sydney. 

During 1960, a Breed Promotion 
Scheme was launched and a Council 
Breed Promotion Committee in each state 
of the Commonwealth was established. 

In following years, there were regular 
exports made to countries such as New 
Guinea, New Caledonia, the Philippines, 
Japan and Malaysia. 

Breed promotion at home was also well 
attended to, particularly since 1956 when 
the first New South Wales Angus Reg- 
ional show and sale was established at 
Tamworth. 

Northern New South Wales district 
breeders, including Mrs. M. J. Sanderson, 
Ba!d Blair Pastoral Co., Wallah Pastoral 
Co. Pty. Ltd., and H. G. Munro, held the 
first combined stud and commercial sale 
at Tamworth and this sale proved a great 
success. 

This country fixture was followed by 
similar moves in other parts of the state 
and interstate and the Society today con- 
ducts regular Angus shows and sales at 
Tamworth, Wagga and Blayney in New 
South Wales, at Oakey and Goondiwindi 
in Queensland and at Wodonga in Vic- 
toria.

THE tremendous success of the 
New Zealand Aberdeen Angus 
Cattle Breeders’ Association in less 
than half a century’s operations is 
due in part to the enthusiasm of 
New Zealand breeders, and the un- 
doubted virtues of the breed they 
represent. 


In its relatively short life the 
association has emerged through 
two world wars, a world depression, 
and has coped with marketing 
problems, and the task of building 
up bloodlines 12,000 miles away 
from the recognised main sources 


of supply. 


Despite setbacks, and strong com- 
petition from competing breeds, 
the association has not faltered. 


It was in the closing stages of the 
First World War that the first moves 
were made toward the establishment of 
an Aberdeen-Angus breed society in New 
Zealand. 


Meeting Called 


The move came from two prominent 
Hawke’s Bay farmers, Messrs. John A. 
MacFarlane and Bernard Chambers, who 
wrote to known breeders and invited 
them to attend a meeting at the Show- 
grounds in Palmerston North on June 20, 
1917. 


At this meeting a provisional commit- 
tee consisting of Messrs. J. A. Mac- 
Farlane, B. Chambers, F. Armstrong, W. 
Stainton and H. B. Williams was ap- 
pointed to canvass for members and to 
draw up rules on the lines of those of 
the New Zealand Hereford Cattle Breed- 
ers’ Association. 
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Enthusiasm of Breeders 
Brings Dramatic Growth 
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Association headquarters at Hastings 


This provisional committee held a 
further meeting in Hastings a few 
months later when 21 members of the 
new breed society were elected and a 
decision was made to publish the first 
herd book. 


These were the first 21 members en- 
rolled by the provisional organising 
committee of what was soon to become 
the New Zealand Aberdeen Angus Cattle 
Breeders’ Association.

The committee set the annual sub- 
scription at 21/- plus a £2/2/- entrance 
fee to provide the nucleus of a fund for 
advertising and other expenses. 


At a general meeting in October, 1917, 
before incorporation, the new associ- 
ation was set on course when the follow- 
ing officers were elected: President, Mr. 
F, Armstrong; vice-president, Mr. John 
A. MacFarlane; council, Messrs. Cham- 
bers, Cresswell, G. A. Galpin, Lowes, 
Stainton and H. B. Williams, 


The association was registered under 
the Incorporated Societies Act on June 
18, 1918. Included in the list of mem- 
bers were four Australian breeders. 
These members subsequently resigned 
and joined up with the Australian Society 
when it was formed. 


It was decided to reprint all the 
records of Aberdeen-Angus cattle con- 
tained in the Herd Books Volumes 1 to 
10, and as this was rather a costly item 
for the association in its infancy it was 
necessary to go to the bank for assist- 
ance, This was obtained by a guarantee 
being given by two members, and 
showed their confidence in the formation 
of the association. It is pleasing to note 
that this guarantee was cancelled on 
February 20, 1924, as it was no longer 
required.

which decided to form the 
association. 


A committee was set up to go into 
the pedigrees of all cattle offered for 
entry and a large number of animals 
that had not been entered previously, 
and their progeny, were able to be en- 
tered where a sufficient complete record 
had been kept, enabling the committee 
to trace the pedigrees and the animals 
to which they belonged. The _ publica- 
tion of the first Herd Book for the 
association was undertaken by Mr. O. B. 
Pemberton, of Christchurch, who edited 
the combined herd books containing the 
pedigrees of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
This book, Volume 11, was_ published 
in 1918, and contained the pedigrees of 
341 bulls and 1,458 cows. The following 
year Volume 12 was published, and con- 
tained the pedigrees of 506 bulls and 
593 cows. These two volumes were ex- 


ceptionally large, owing to applications 
for entry of unregistered animals passing 
the test of the committee, Volume 12 
was the last volume in which these ani- 
mals would be accepted, and, after that

date, to enable an animal to be entered 
in the Herd Book, both dam and sire had 
to be already entered in the Herd Book. 

The first secretary was Mr. John A, 
Fraser, Hastings, who had done much of 
the preliminary administrative work to 
establish the association. 


First Report 


At the end of the first year’s oper- 
ations it was reported that the association 
had ended the year with 58 members, 
that receipts had totalled £262/13/- and 
payments totalling £125/8/- had left a 
balance of £137/6/-. 


“From the number of sales and new 
breeders springing up all over the coun- 
try, I venture to predict a brilliant future 
for the Aberdeen-Angus breed, and, I 
trust, for our association,” the president 
commented in his report. . 


The growing pains of a new breed

of the president’s report: “We regret 
that the herd book is not ready for this 
meeting. The number of entries is un- 
precedented. Members must remem- 
ber that this year’s herd book will con- 
tain two years’ calving, and, in addition, 
several members have apparently cleaned 
up their past remissness, Mr. H. B. 
Williams forwarding no less than over 
400 entries while I myself am respon- 
sible for over 150. The total number 
of entries, over 2,300, is most satisfac- 
tory.” 


Those interested in values of the day 
for top cattle can glean some informa- 
tion from this early report for it is 
recorded that when the Gladbrook Estate 
offered 160 cattle, they realised over 
£14,000, one bull bringing 510 gns. and 
a cow 375 gns. 

Although the society’s annual sale was 
later to become firmly established in 
Dannevirke, the first annual sale was 
held in July, 1919, in Hastings. It was

described as a “pronounced success.” A 
sale was also held in Masterton, but 
there was apparently at that sale only 
a demand for herd cattle, and although 
the yarding was of a good standard, no 
very heavy prices were realised. 


Breeders were beginning to show more 
than a passing interest in the prospect 
of improving their herds with imported 
blood, and in 1920 W. A. MacFarlane, 
Ellingham Brothers and Donald Grant 
were congratulated on their importation 
of four bulls and three heifers from 
Britain. 

The early 1920’s were not entirely a 
happy time for the farming community, 
and, as the society’s president, Mr. J. W. 
Ellingham, reported in 1922, “The past 
year has been anything but a cheerful 
one... At the same time I am quite 
assured that the Poll Angus has probably 
suffered less during the slump than any 
other breed.” 


Mr. Ellingham also recorded that there 
was a move to establish royal shows in

New Zealand, and that such a move had 
the hearty approval and should carry the 
support of all members. 


The slump was sharp but short-lived, 
and next year the president was able to 
report that market prices, especially for 
Aberdeen-Angus, were rising sharply. It 
was at this annual meeting—in 1923— 
that the first recommendation was made 
to establish Dannevirke as the centre cf 
the annual breed sale. 


This idea was taken up, and at the 
first sale there, on October 14, 1924, an 
entry of 14 head brought an average 
price of 37% gns. 


In the following year one of the note- 
worthy events for the breed was the 
disposal sale of Mr. John MacFarlane’s 
Ben Lomond herd. This was regarded 
as an unqualified success, realising 
£10,553. The two-year bulls averaged 
46 gns., the yearlings 35 gns. while the 
female stock averaged 23 gns. In the 
same year, however, the association was 
still struggling to establish its Danne-

virke sale, and at one stage it seemed 
that lack of entries would force its 
abandonment. However, 33 lots came for- 
ward, and two-year bulls averaged 54 


gns. 


In retrospect, the enthusiasm of early 
breeders to popularise the Aberdeen- 
Angus was remarkable. Their efforts 
took many forms, and included even 
essay competitions for pupils attending 
agricultural secondary schools. 


And so the years drifted by until the 
early 1930’s, when, in common with other 
sections of the community, breeders 
again felt the chill wind of depression. 


Mr. W. A. MacFarlane, Hastings, who 
occupied the presidential chair in 1931, 
put it this way: “All of us farmers have 
been through such troublous times dur- 
ing the past 12 months, and we in 
Hawke’s Bay have had to stand up 
against not only poor prices and heavy 
taxes—as have all you other members 
...tI1 feel sure prices will become 
stablised at a satisfactory figure and

prosperous times will once more be with 
us,” 


By 1933 the effects of the slump had 
shown themselves in many ways... 
in resignations from breeders who had 
disposed of their herds, in reduced 
revenue to the association, but overall 
the breed continued to make progress, 
and this to a large degree encouraged 
the society’s officers to retain their hope 
and optimism for the future. 


By 1935 Mr. L. A. P. Sherriff, who 
was president at that time, was impress- 
ing on members the future for the breed 
in the chilled beef market. 


“All available information indicates 
that in the near future practically all the 
beef exported will be chilled. It cannot 
be too strongly emphasised that London 
reports insist on the cattle being young, 
of good quality, and not too heavy, 650 
Ibs. being the ideal weight,” he said. 


In this season the well-known Wai- 
terenui and Omarunui herds held im- 
portant sales, the former of 340 head 
bringing an average of 35 gns. Aus- 
tralian buyers were present as these sales, 
and took quite a number of cattle. 


New Zealand breeders, intent on intro- 
ducing new bloodlines, found Govern- 
ment quarantine regulations cumber- 
some and time-consuming, but, despite 
this, a few breeders considered the im- 
portations worthwhile, even if the ani- 
mals had to come via Tasmania and 
spend 60 days in quarantine there. 


An interesting development was the 
importation of 10 American bulls, which 
sold at a special sale in Auckland for 
an average of 385 gns.

As New Zealand emerged from the 
slump, breeders catered for the growing 
interest in Aberdeen-Angus by making 
the first moves towards establishing a 
female sale at Dannevirke and holding 
a South Island sale. Membership began 
to show annual increases and by 1939 
had reached a new peak of 168. How- 
ever, war conditions were undoubtedly 
going to provide a check to growth. 


But by 1946 the society was again 
in a sound position to work for the breed 
in the post-war era. The herd book in 
that year recorded pedigrees of 604 bulls, 
2,007 cows and 724 transfers. 


By 1952 the president, Mr. Jasper 
Herrick, was able to report a member- 
ship of 270, and to record also the arrival 
of 10 bulls and 11 females from the 
United Kingdom, forerunners of some 
notable importations which were to do 
much to establish the Aberdeen-Angus 
as the top beef breed during the boom 
time of the 50’s. 


Aerial topdressing was coming into its 
own about that period, and this import- 
ant agricultural development, too, had 
an undoubted influence upon the demand 
for beef cattle. 


But breeders still had their problems, 
and for a time prospects of a bumper 
beef market in the United Kingdom were 
shattered by the tremendous importa- 
tions into the United Kingdom of Argen- 
tine beef. 


As Mr. Herrick reported to members 
in 1956: “This caused turmoil in the in- 
dustry.” 


It is a far cry from stock breeding to 
real estate, but in 1958 the incoming

president at the end of that year, Mr. 
J. L. Tylee, recorded the purchase of the 
society’s fine headquarters building in 
Hastings as one of the greatest steps 
taken by the association. 


And so, in the 1960’s, the association 
continued to progress, and at the 1962 
annual meeting Mr. Tylee wag able to 
report a membership of 646, herd book 
registrations made up of 728 bulls and 
4,345 cows, the export for the first time 
in the society’s history of cattle to the 
United States, and a shipment of cattle 
to Japan, 


It was a heartening report for the 
breed’s Centennial year. 


More Than 35 Years 
With Association 


Secretary of the New Zealand Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Breeders’ Association, 
Mr. Stan Esam, is no stranger to the 
job. 

He was first introduced to it as a 
young man 35 years or more ago, and 
minutes of business conducted then are 
recorded in his handwriting. 

At that time Mr. Esam was with the 
firm of John A. Fraser, the Hastings 
public accountants whose principal, Mr. 
Fraser, was the association’s secretary. 

Later Mr. Esam worked in Fiji and 
Malaya, and when he returned to New 
Zealand after the war he entered into 
partnership with Mr. F, H. Corbin, the 
then secretary of the association.

THE pioneer settlers of New Zealand had 
no doubt been interested in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in the Homeland, and re- 
alised how admirably suitable this coun- 
try would be for the “Blacks.” Much of 
the country at the time the early settlers 
arrived was in a very rough state, but, 
knowing the hardy nature of the cattle 
and their natural inherent properties, 
they decided to establish the breed here. 


Land Company Shipment 

Mr. W. Acton-Adams, of Christchurch, 
wrote the following in Vol. 1 of the New 
Zealand Herd Book: 


“To the enterprise and judgment of the 
managers of the New Zealand and 
Australian Land Company* we owe the 
first introduction of polled Angus stock 
into New Zealand. The first shipment 
was made by the above company in 1863, 
when the following stock were brought 


* Another early account of the first 
shipment varies in detail. A writer in 
the “New Zealand Farmer Stock and 
Station Journal” of October, 1918, said: 
“The New Zealand stock of polled cattle 
had its beginnings in the sixties — in 
1863, to be exact. In that year the ship 
T. E. Milledge brought to the order of 
the Hon, M. Holmes, of Castle Rock, 
six cows and five bulls from the famous 
herds of Ballindalloch, Tillyfour and 
Mains of Kelly. In the strenuous hap- 
penings of the Maori war and gold field 
discoveries this historical event passed 
unnoticed, and now it is almost forgot- 
ten that the first polled Angus importa- 
tion was made for Holmes and Co. — 
afterwards merged into the New Zealand 
and Australian Land Co. This 1863 
purchase, however, was not only the 
foundation of the famous Castle Rock 
herd, but was the earliest importation of 
stud cattle of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
into the Dominion.” 


+The company’s herd was first kept 
at Edendale, Southland, and afterwards 
at Totara, near Oamaru, and contained 
about 60 females.

Pioneer Shipments Went to 


out: The bull Southesk II, who, on his 
arrival in New Zealand, was renamed 
Druid; also the imported bulls 69 and 
70, whose pedigrees were lost. These 
two bulls were bred by Mr. W. McCombie, 
Tillyfour, Scotland, and Druid by the 
Earl of Southesk, Kinnaird Castle, Scot- 
land. The following cows were also 
brought out at the same time: Minerva, 
Sunbeam, Megdodds and Milledge all 
bred by Mr. W. McCombie, Tillyfour, but 
unfortunately all their pedigrees were 
lost through changes in management. 


Sir John Roberts 


“The first object of the company was 
to improve their ordinary grade stock’, 
but this shipment proved so successful 
that the same company made a second 
shipment in 1875, comprising the bulls 
Robin Hood and Blackleg and the cows 
Nancy of East Mains, Sweet Grapes and 
Tillyfour Lass. Robin Hood and Nancy 
of East Mains were bred by the Earl 
of Airlie, and the other three at Tilly- 
four. Robin Hood and Nancy were both 
prize-takers at the Highland Show in 
1875, so that it will be seen that nothing 
but the very best was being imported 
right from the start. 

“This company made a third shipment 
in 1883 of two bulls and one heifer, 
Queenly, of the Pride of Aberdeen family. 
The two bulls were Solomon, bred by 
the Earl of Southesk, and Solomon II, 


Otago and Southland 


bred by Mr. R. C. Auld, Brigend, White- 
house, Scotland. The New Zealand Agri- 
cultural Company made a very valuable 
shipment of Doddies in 1882, comprising 
five extra well-bred bulls and ten well- 
bred cows. This very highly-bred herd 
was established at Waimea, Gore, South- 
land. The bulls of this shipment com- 
prised: Waterside Eric, bred by H. D. 
Adamson, Balquharn, Scotland. This bull 
was sired by the champion bull Knight 
of the Shire, with direct lineage from 
Mr, Watson’s famous Keillor herd, and 
counting among his grandsires Cupbearer 
59 and Old Jock I, all takers of first 
prizes at the Highland Society’s show. 
Old Jock I, who came from the real old 
Keillor Doddies, took first prize in 1884 
at the Highland Society’s show, and is 
justly regarded as the grandfather of the 
breed. Baron Formatine, bred by Mr. 
John Grant, Methlick, Scotland; Knight 
of Fyvie, bred by Captain Gordon, Fyvie, 
Scotland; Cannie Chiel 1st of Waimea, 
bred by Mr. J. Craighead, Thomastown, 
Scotland; and Young Eric of Waimea, 
bred by Mr. George Bean, Balgwhain, 
Mains, Pitcable, Scotland. The cows 
comprised Bella 2nd, Bella 5th of Grey- 
ston, and Bella 1st of Waimea (all bred 
by Mr. J. Reid, Greyston, Alford, Scot- 
land), Mabel 3rd (bred by Mr. John 
Grant, Methlick, Scotland), Waterside 
Milkmaid (bred by Mr, G. Bean, Bal- 
guhain Mains, Pitcable, Scotland), Joan 
of Thomaston, Lily 4th, Lily 5th of 
Thomaston, Lily 1st of Waimea, and 
Victoria 1st of Waimea (all bred by 
Mr. John Craighead, junr., Thomaston, 
Scotland). It is interesting to note that 
both the bull Baron Formatine and the 
cow Mabel 3rd have exactly the same 
strain of blood as Pride of Aberdeen 
9th, who, with her yearling calf and two- 
year-old, brought £1,148/5/- at Mr. 
Auld’s sale in 1883. It is also worth 
mentioning that the cow Bella 2nd of 
Greystone won at the Royal Northern 
Agricutural Society’s show at Aberdeen 
in 1881 and took second prize at the 
Highland Show at Stirling the same 
year. From these two principal herds 
other smaller purebred herds were 
started in New Zealand, including the 
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Tarndale herd founded by Mr. W. 
Acton-Adams, The Hon. Matthew 
Holmes, Castlerock, Southland, started 
his stud from these two herds. He also 
imported two bulls direct from Scotland 
in 1886. These two bulls were Glen- 
barry and Knight of the Thistle, both 
purchased at Mr. W. McCombie’s dis- 
persal sale. The great Gladbrook Stud 
was also founded from the New Zea- 
land and Australian Company’s herd at 
Totara.” 


Gladbrook’s Influence 

We asked Mr. J. E. Downes Roberts, 
grandson of the founder of Gladbrook, 
to tell us of its early history. To quote 
him: 

“The first Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
brought to Gladbrook Station, Otago, 
were cattle brought by my grandfather, 
Sir John Roberts, from the New Zea- 
land and Australian Land Company in 
1873. 


Tragic Setback 

“These cattle did not thrive very well 
under ideal conditions and they are 
believed to have been the first cattle 
tested for T, B. in New Zealand. On 
being tested, all of them reacted to the 
tuberculin test and the cattle were 
slaughtered, with one exception, a heifer 
called Sweet Briar No. 187, by Knight 
of Fyvie, No. 2191, who was a daughter 
of the imported cow Sweet Grapes No. 
53 by Bismark No. 428. 

“Sweet Grapes was only three gener- 
ations away from the famous Vine of 
Tillyfour, who was one of the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle taken to the French Ex- 
hibition from Scotland. 

“This was a big blow to my grand- 
father, being a Scot and a lifetime lover 
of Aberdeen-Angus. However, he de- 
cided to take his manager, John Elliot, 
also a Scot, home to Scotland, and they 
engaged William Robertson, a Scottish 
Speyside Aberdeen-Angus herdsman. Be- 
tween them they selected and bought 
Eclypta No. 12597, Quetta No. 16750 and 
Merry Maiden of Byres No. 17601. 
Eclypta 1st of the now world-famous 
Ballindalloch Erica family was the first 
of that family exported from Scotland. 
Quetta, who belonged to the Mayflower 
family and was the grandam of Flower 
sold to Mr. J. A, MacFarlane, Hawke’s 
Bay, and from which he founded the 
famous Flower strain in Hawke’s Bay. 
Merry Maiden of Byres was also a May- 
flower of Advie. 

“Kathleen ‘2d of Drummuir was bred 
by Major L. D. Gordon, Keith, Scotland, 
who is, incidentally, the grandfather of 
the present owner of the herd, Kindness 
Kathleen 2d was a member of the Kind- 
ness family that is still so popular. 

“Jolliement, No. 19940, bred by Lord 
Tweedsmouth, Guisachan, Beuly, was by 
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the then famous Aberdeen-Angus bull 
Field Marshal of Guischan, and was a 
member of the Queen Mother family, 
who are still called the Queen Mother 
family. 


Cattle for Marainanga 

“The above were the nucleus of the 
Gladbrook Aberdeen-Angus herd. 

“The cattle sent to the Marainanga 
Stud, established in 1891, where Akitio 
is today, were then owned by my grand- 
father, in partnership with Mr. Handy- 
side. 

“The three families from this ship- 
ment were Vivacous No, 18069, a member 
of the Vine of Tillyfour family, Cellan- 
dine of Drummuir, No. 17741, of the 
Corskie family, and Rosella of Advie, 
bred by Mr. John Grant, of Advie Mains, 
Strathspey. 

“By the time these cattle arrived in 
New Zealand Vivacous had a heifer calf 
born on the quarantine island in Lyttelton 
Harbour on March 1, 1893, that was 
subsequently named Quail, Another heifer 
calf was born to Cellandine on the Shaw 
Savill ship Maori on November 20, 1898. 
These two calves went with their mothers 
to Marainanga Station. 


Mr. I. S. Handyside 


“Then in 1905 two more heifers were 
purchased for Gladbrook. These were 
Kindness of Ballintomb, No. 36735. In 
passing, it is worth mentioning the 
fact that Kindness was at the time one 
of the best of the Kindness Pride family 
and had three Highland Society cham- 
pion bulls at the top of her pedigree, 
namely Justice, Elchies and Clansman. 
The second heifer purchased was Pearl 
2d of Ballintomb, of the Pride of Mulben 
family. Pearl 2d was by the famous 
Ballindalloch bull Eloff. At the same 
time, Ermine of Pitpointie, No. 36613, 
Ericia, by Judge of Morlich, and Ericia, 
by Navigator, were purchased for Marai- 
nanga. These two cows’ progeny are 
still to be seen at Akitio, 


“The first two bulls for Gladbrook 
that were imported at the same time as 
these original cows, 1892, were Baron 
Arradoul and Lancer of Advie, and like- 
wise the first two that went to Marai- 
nanga were Jove, bred by Lord Tweeds- 
mouth, and Hansard of Byres, bred by 
Byres Farm, Scotland. 

“Then in 1900 the bulls Fashion’s 
Price and Protector of Auchterarder went 
to Marainanga. At a later date B. B. B., 
bred at the Burn Brechin, Scotland, also 
went to Marainanga, and Ralph of Cares- 
ton, bred at Gordonstown Castle, Brechin, 
who had bred so well in the Gladbrook 
herd, was shipped to Marainanga. 

“The early bulls used at Gladbrook 
were Baron Arradoul, Lancer of Advie, 
Mistral, bred at Glamis Castle; Fashion’s 
Price, Ralph of Careston and Eblis of 
Ballindalloch. The latter two bulls are 
reputed to have done more good to the 
Gladbrook herd than any others.” 

Mr. Roberts’ account of the early 
years explains how the breed became 
established in the North Island, With 
the parallel development of Marainanga 
and Gladbrook there were, in fact, two 
dominant herds to spread their influence 
to other parts of the country, especially 
the Hawke’s Bay area. 

A contemporary account records the 
enthusiasm Mr. Handyside felt for the 
breed. “He declares that for breaking in 
rough country there is nothing to equal 
them. They are remarkably good doers. 
They can stand weather extremes, and 
they can climb. Added to this, they 
are particularly fine butchers’ cattle, 
killing out well. Finally, on certain 
types of country they are easily the 
most economical mediums for the pro- 
duction of beef that can be adopted. 
When he first took charge of Marai- 
nanga, said Mr. Handyside, the cattle 
(Shorthorn) were absolutely wild, but 
with the tying-up of the young polled 
calves his Aberdeen-Angus herd were 
remarkably docile, notwithstanding the 
wide range they enjoyed—so much so 
that the freezing works people would 
send only one man for a drove of 100 
head.” 

In 1908 the great Marainanga herd 
came under the hammer, a number of 
the best of the cattle being purchased 
by Mr, F. Armstrong, Akitio; Mr. A. S. 
G. Carlyon, Gwavas; and Mr. H. B. 
Williams, Turihaua, Gisborne. 

The Gwavas herd wag established in 
1888 by the late Mr, A. S. G. Carlyon, 
who purchased two females and a bull 
from the Totara Estate. Their progeny 
were entered in the Stud Book, so that 
the late Mr. Carlyon was the first to 
register Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
North Island. Mr. Carlyon imported his 
first bull in 1908, when he landed King 
of Standon. This was an xnusually 
well-bred Lady Ida bull, and he left some 
very fine stock behind him. Darwin of 
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Claverdon was the next bull to be brought 
out, and he landed in 1911. Both these 
two bulls won many championships at the 
North Island shows. In 1913 Mr. Carlyon 
sent 15 heifers down to the South Island, 
where they laid the foundation of the 
Mount Royal Stud. In 1914 Mr, Carlyon 
imported three well-bred heifers from 
Scotland—Eunice of Harviestoun (bred 
by Mr. J. E. Kerr, Harviestoun), Elga 
4th (bred by Mr. D. P. Elliott, Nisbet 
Hill, Duns), and Pure Pride of Dalmeny 
(bred by the Earl of Rosebery, Dalmeny 
House, Edinburgh). The last-named heifer 
was for many years champion at the 
Hawke’s Bay show. Pure Pride of Dal- 
meny was the dam of the great Prince 
Charlie of Gwavas, a bull that in its day 
won more championships than any other 
bull in the Dominion. 

The Turihaua Stud of Mr, H. B. Wil- 
liams was founded in 1906 by the pur- 
chase of 33 females from the Gladbrook 
Stud. A few years later another 10 were 
added, also from Gladbrook. Then, when 
the Marainanga Stud was dispersed in 
1908, some of the best stock were added 
to the Turihaua herd, and again when 
Gladbrook was dispersed Mr. Williams 
added some fine animals to his herd. 
Quite a number of herds in Australia 
have been founded from the Turihaua 
herd. 

The Akitio Stud was founded by Mr. 
F. Armstrong in 1908 with stock pur- 
chased at the Marainanga dispersal sale, 
when he was fortunate to secure some 
of the best cattle, including the imported 
cows Ericia and Ermine of Pitpointie, 
and the imported bull B. B. B. These 
three animals were prize-takers at the 
Perth Show and Sale in 1905, At inter- 
vals, when sires were required, Mr. Arm- 
strong went to Gladbrook, Mount Royal 
and Gwavas. 

Another stud which imported some 
valuable stock into New Zealand was 
that of the John Douglas Trustees, Mount 
Royal, Palmerston North. In 1910 they 
imported the bull Bengal Light (bred by 
Mr. W. Whyte, Kerriemuir), and the two 
cows Dear Dianna and Gipsy Rose Bloom 
(both bred by Mr. Whyte). 

The Ben Lomond Stud was founded 
by Mr, J. A. MacFarlane in 1904 by the 
purchase of several females from Glad- 
brook, Included in this lot was the after- 
wards famous cow Flower, who won 13 
championships, and was only beaten once 
—and then by a young cow from Gwavas. 
Flower was the dam of the champion 
cow Helen of Ben Lomond, who proved 
such a good breeding cow. Mr. Mac- 
Farlane in 1914 began the Waiterenui 
Stud by the purchase of several high- 
class cattle at the first Gwavas reduction 
sale.

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AFRICAN CATTLE are divided into two main groups: 
humpless and humped. The humpless cattle are sub-divided 
into longhorn and shorthorn, while the humped cattle are 
classed into zebu proper and zebu crossbred types. 

Humpless longhorn cattle occur in the southwest of West 
Africa (N’Dama) and in the Chad region (Kuri). Formerly 
they were ubiquitous in North Africa and Ethiopia, and in 
the mountains and oases of the Sahara Hamitic pastoralists 
had evolved a type with gigantic horns. Longhorn cattle 
were originally introduced into Egypt from south-west Asia 
in the second half of the 5th millennium B. C.; from Egypt 
they spread to the west and south. During the period of the 
early Hamitic cattle breeders, the wild North African urus 
(Bos primigenius opisthonomus) may occassionally have 
been incorporated into domestic longhorn herds. The origi- 
nal domestication of longhorn cattle took place in south- 
west Asia, probably in the vicinity of Mesopotamia. The 
wild parent stock was furnished by the Asiatic urus (Bos 
primigenius namadicus). 

Humpless shorthorn (brachyceros) cattle occur in the 
northern half of Africa in a narrow belt skirting the Sahara 
desert. They were bred in Egypt, with a vanishing offshoot 
in the Nuba mountains of the Sudan, and extend from Libya 
through the Atlas countries to Morocco. In West Africa 
they are found mainly in the coastal regions from Gambia to 
the Cameroons, with a recent offshoot in the western ex- 
tension of the Congo. Shorthorn cattle were introduced into 
Egypt from south-west Asia in the 2nd millennium B. C. 
The original type appears to have been evolved through se- 
lection from domesticated longhorn cattle in Elam during the 
4th millennium B. C., 

Both zebu proper and zebu crossbred types are classed 
according to hump situation into cervico-thoracic-humped 
(neck-humped) and thoracic-humped (chest-humped) stocks. 

Cervico-thoracic-humped zebu cattle are known only from 
records from ancient Egypt, Mesopotamia, Iran, Baluchistan 
and India. They were introduced into ancient Egypt from 
the Somali coast or Syria from the XII Dynasty (c.2000-1788 
B. C.) on, and are represented in wall paintings in tombs of 
the 15th century B. C. This zebu type has not survived in a 
pure form into recent times. 

Thoracic-humped zebu cattle are distributed over a wide 
area in East and West Africa, namely from the Sudan south 
to the Zambezi river, and from Chad west to Mauritania. 
Only a single record of this zebu type is known from ancient 
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Egypt (XVIII Dynasty — 1570-1345 B. C.). Subsequently 
thoracic-humped zebu cattle were introduced from south- 
west Asia into East Africa where they appear in rock draw- 
ings in Ethiopia and the Horn of Africa in the 4th century 
A. D, and later. 

All recent cervico-thoracic-humped cattle of Africa are of 
mixed racial stock. To these the term “sanga” is applied. 
Sanga breeds are either long-horned or giant-horned. They 
are found, along with thoracic-humped zebu cattle, in East 
Africa, from Northern Ethiopia and the southern Sudan to 
Zambia. Before the introduction of European breeds into 
South Africa, the sanga was the only type of cattle south 
of the Zambezi river. In Rhodesia three different sanga 
types were formerly recognised:—1) Kalanga or Mashona; 
2) Matabele; 3) Ngwato, Mangwato or Amabowe. At the 
present time the three recognised types are the Mashona, 
Mangoni and Tuli cattle. The cervico-thoracic-humped 
Africander cattle of South Africa also belong to the sanga 
group. 

The sanga type has been evolved from a mixture of 
cervico-thoracic-humped or thoracic-humped zebus and hump- 
less cattle distinguished by either long or gigantic horns. 
Its evolution probably began in Ethiopia or Uganda after 
the introduction of cervico-thoracic-humped zebu cattle from 
southern Arabia during the 2nd millennium B. C. and con- 
tinued with the later importations of thoracic-humped zebu 
cattle and their rapid extension in East Africa until recent 
times, It cannot be ascertained whether the zebu breeds 
involved in the evolution of the various sanga breeds were 
cervico-thoracic- or thoracic-humped, because in the cross- 
bred progeny of humpless and thoracic-humped parent stocks 
the hump may be either cervico-thoracic or thoracic in situa- 
tion. 

The thoracic-humped zebu crossbred type is represented by 
the Fulani cattle of West Africa, which extend from Northern 
Nigeria to Senegal. With the exception of one giant-horned 
breed (Red Bororo), the Fulani cattle are long-horned. They 
are derived from a mixture of thoracic-humped zebu and 
humpless long-horned or giant-horned cattle. 

It is suggested that cervico-thoracic-humped zebu cattle 
were evolved in the semi-arid steppe on the eastern fringe 
of the Great Salt desert of Iran in the 4th millennium B. C. 
From here they were introduced into northern Baluchistan 
and the Indus valley in the east and Egypt in the west. 
Thoracic-humped zebu cattle were probably developed in the 
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same region during the 3rd millennium B. C. All anatomical 
and physiological peculiarities of the zebu type are attributed 
to artificial selection from domesticated humpless longhorn 
cattle in a hot and semi-arid environment. In particular, the 
thoracic zebu hump is believed to have been evolved from 
the cervico-thoracic hump, and the latter from the high 
crest of the bull of a humpless longhorn breed. 


The indigenous cattle population of Rhodesia was reduced 
by the outbreak of rinderpest in 1896 from approximately 
half a million to twenty-five thousand head, and the rem- 
nants were extensively crossed with Africander cattle and 
European breeds. The three types of indigenous cattle found 
in Rhodesia at the present time are derived from a relatively 
small number of typical specimens of African-owned stock. 


The Mashona cattle were selected from the herds of the 
Mashona in the area bordered on the north by the Zambezi 
valley, on the east by the Rhodesian-Mozambique border, on 
the south by the Limpopo valley and Devuli river, and on 
the west by the Shangani river. The breeding area of the 
Mashona extends eastwards over the Mozambique border 
into a small tsetse-free area south-west of Tete, and includes 
also several parts of Matabeleland, particularly the Matopo 
Hills. Mashona cattle are very similar to those of the 
Tonga of Zambia. Until the early years of this century, the 
true Mashona had much longer and heavier horns than the 
recent type among which polled animals are also quite com- 
mon. 

The Mangoni, formerly called Inkone, were selected from 
colour-sided descendants of Zansi cattle, one of the compon- 
ents of the Matabele herds. The latter originate from a blend 
of many stocks and are a mixture of many breeds, the 
enumeration of which reflects the history of the Matabele 
nation. Having broken away from the Zulu in Natal in 1817 
during Chaka’s regime, the Matabele settled first in the 
Transvaal, but later, owing to the arrival of the Boers, 
moved farther north into that portion of Rhodesia now known 
as Matabeleland, overpowering the indigenous Mashona 
tribes. On their way to Rhodesia they acquired cattle in the 
Eastern Transvaal, southern Bechuanaland and the northern 
parts of Bechuanaland. The following breeds contributed to 
the make-up of the Matabele cattle: — 1) Zansi cattle which 
came with the Matabele from the south and may have been 
of Zulu stock; 2) Boer cattle captured by the Matabele on 
their way north; 3) Ngwato (Amabowe) and Ngami (Bata- 
wana) cattle captured from the Bamangwato and Batawana 
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tribes in Bechuanaland; 4) Mashona cat- 
tle; 5) Barotse cattle; 6) Govuvu (Ka- 
vuvu) or Kwavovu cattle, small, hardy, 
black- or red-coloured animals of Tonga 
descent, raided from the ‘Mashukolumb- 
we tribe across the Zambezi river; 7) 
Africander cattle and various European 
breeds introduced into the Matabele 
herds, 

The name Amabowe was formerly ap- 
plied to cattle of Ngwato (Mangwato) 
Set_wana type in the south-western part 
of Matabeleland, in the south and west 
of Gwanda district, in the southern end 
of Bulalima-Mangwi, and across the bor- 
der to the south of Tuli, that is the main 
Bamangwato territory in the most eas- 
terly corner of Bechuanaland and the ad- 
jacent border area of the Northern 
Transvaal. Cattle of the original large 
and heavy-boned Amabowe sanga type, 
furnished with long  wide-spreading 
horns, are now very rare. Typically 
these had long strong legs and made 
heavy, powerful trek-oxen of great en- 
durance, commonly of red, red-and-white 
or golden-brown coat colour. ‘They 
reached full maturity only at the age of 
eight or nine years. Some years ago a 
herd of Amabowe cattle was coliected 
in the Tuli area, and these cattle are 
now called Tuli. They were selected for 
golden-brown colour and absence of 
horns. 

The sanga cattle, from which the re- 
cent Mashona, Mangoni and Tuli breeds 
are derived, reached Rhodesia in the 
course ot the southward migration of 
the early Bantu. The Bantu were 
settled cattle folk and hoe-cultivators, 
— nomand only when compelled to seek 
new pasture grounds for their animals. 
Their racial evolution from a mixture of 
Negro and Hamitic elements, and the 
evolution of their cultural pattern from 
a combination of agricultural and pas- 
toral elements occurred in central East 
Africa (Uganda). This must have hap- 
pened some time before their arrival in 
Rhodesia, that is not later than the mid- 
dle of the 1st millennium A. D. On the 
other hand, it could not have occurred 
very much earlier since not a single 
trace of negroid peoples appears archae- 
ologically anywhere in the vast region 
of East Africa from western Ethiopia 
and the Horn south to the Cape of Good 
Hope, until well after the time of Christ. 


The Africander cattle originate from 
the cattle of the Hottentots which the 
early Dutch settlers encountered at the 
Cape. Theories of their descent from 
red Devon cattle or from crossbreds of 
imported Indian zebus and Bantu or 
Portuguese and African humpless long- 
horn cattle or from cattle introduced by 
Europeans from the vicinity of Lake 
Tanganyika are without foundation. The 
red colour of the Africander is attributed 
to its prevalence among the Hottentot

cattle, the taste of the early European 
breeders and transport riders and its 
suitability in a _ sub-tropical climate. 
Prior to the establishment of the Afri- 
cander Cattle Breeders’ Society and the 
acceptance of a Standard of Excellence 
in 1912 (which was subsequently amend- 
ed in accordance with changing economic 
requirements), the Africander breed dis- 
played considerable variation in type and 
colour. 

The Hottentots are believed to origi- 
nate from a mixture of Hamitic pas- 
toralists and Bushman hunters and 
gatherers in the lake district of East 
Africa. For a prolonged period Rhodesia 
was occupied by a pastoral stone age 
people who were Hottentots proper or 
nearly pure Hottentots. They buried cat- 
tle in a ceremonial way that resembled the 
animal burials in Egypt during the neo- 
lithic age. These people were driven 


from their homes by Bantu tribes from 
the north, who practised agriculture and 
knew the use of iron, It is probable that 
the ancestors of the Hottentots, at any 
rate the pastorai Caucasoid component 
of their ancestors, on their southward 
migration crossed the upper waters of 
the Zambesi shortly prior to the first 
Bantu invasions early in the second half 
of the 1st millennium A. D. The pas- 
toral economy and culture which the 
Hottentots received from the Hamitic 
part of their ancestors must have been 
evolved in East Africa and carried south 
before the equatorial Bantu advanced 
into Uganda and thence entered upon 
their southward expansion in the first 
half of the 1st millennium A. D. Before 
thoracic-humped zebu cattle penetrated 
into the major part of East Africa, the 
cervico-thoracic-humped sanga type, to 
which the Hottentot cattle belonged, 
was ubiquitous in this area, 


MASHONA CATTLE 


WHEN THE PIONEERS came to 
Rhodesia they found both the main eth- 
nic groups to be substantial owners of 
cattle, which were in fact one of the 
main causes of friction between them. 
The most tangible symbol of wealth and 
affluence in a primitive economy, they 
were the chief objective of a never end- 
ing series of inter-tribal wars. 

Both the Manguni cattle of the Ndebele 
in the West and the smaller beasts of 
the various Chishona tribes in the North 
and East of the country were, it is be- 
lieved, of common ancestry, classified as 
Sanga types. These originated some- 
where in the North of the African Con- 
tinent as a result of crossbreeding be- 
tween the humpless, long-horned Ham- 
itic cattle which we know existed in 
Egypt as long ago as the days of the 
Pharaohs, and the lateral horned, heavily 
humped Zebu beasts which had their 
origins on the continent of Asia. 


Migrating tribes brought these cattle 
down the East Coast of Africa until they 
were eventually established in these 
parts and even well to the South into 
what is now Natal and the Transkei. 


Over the centuries and through the 
course of their migrations these animals 
developed certain characteristics through 
the process of natural selection, which 
enabled them to survive in the adverse 
environment within which they found 
themselves. Part of this environment 
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was of course the standard of manage- 
ment imposed on them by their owners. 


This process of natural development 
resulted in an active, small-framed, fine- 
boned animal with a short, glossy coat, 
neat and strong feet, extremely hard 
teeth, a resistance to many diseases and 
the ability to thrive on a nutritional 
plane which varied considerably through 
the years and was characteristically low 
in protein. In addition to these qualities, 
the animals were extremely docile and 
the cow’s milk was rich in solids and fat. 


Confined mainly to the high-veld by 
the omnipotent tsetse fly, the indige- 
nous herds were severely depleted by the 
Rinderpest epizooty of 1895 so that at 
the turn of the century it was estimated 
that there were less than 50,000 Tribal 
cattle in Rhodesia. 


The early European farmers, although 
they brought some beasts with them, re- 
lied mainly on the use of indigenous 
cows for the foundation of their herds. 
Bulls of the Afrikaner and the various 
British beef breeds were introduced in 
order to “improve” the native stock. 
Unfortunately their use was, in most 
cases, completely haphazard and _ indis- 
criminate and the result was invariably 
an ill-assorted, unadapted, uneconomic 
genetic mess. Sad to say, this process 
has been going on ever since and in 
every district one will find scores of 
optimistic farmers hopefully experi- 
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menting with new ways of “breeding 
themselves out of trouble.” 


While the European farmers were 
happily engaged in the cross-breeding 
game, equally well-intentioned adminis- 
trators in the Tribal Areas were also 
bent on improving the native stock by 
introducing exotic bulls. To make mat- 
ters worse each individual seemed to 
favour a different breed with the result 
that the familiar “London Mixture” soon 
evolved. Providentially certain wily 
chiefs, instinctively appreciating the vir- 
tues of their hardy cattle, resisted the 
use of the Government bulls, and caused 
some of their own bulls to be hidden 
away in the fastnesses of the kopjes. In 
spite of the surreptitious services of 
these secret sires, however, a very major 
infusion of exotic blood took place, much 
to the detriment of the tribal herds. 


Fortunately, just prior to the start of 
the Second World War, two men became 
obsessed with a mission to save the in- 
digenous cattle of Mashonaland from ex- 
tinction. They were the late Mr. F, B. 
Willoughby of the S. R. Department of 
Forestry and subsequently of Ellerton 
Farm, Salisbury South, and Mr. E. A. B. 
McLeod (at the time a Native Commis- 
sioner) but now of Ballymore Farm, 
Mashaba, 


Willoughby and McLeod spent long 
hours at dip tanks and gathering places 
of cattle especially in the more isolated 
reserves, searching for animals not 
showing signs of exotic blood but at the 
same time conforming to the standards 
of the breed they wished to re-establish. 
Gradually they each built up the nucleus 
of a herd, including a number of natural- 
ly polled bulls, which have subsequently 
had a remarkably strong influence on 
the breed. 


These two dedicated men, subject to 
scorn, ridicule and obstructive opposi- 
tion, gradually managed to win others

over to acknowledge the importance of 
their work. Among some of their ear- 
liest supporters were technical officers 
of the old S. R. Department of Native 
Affairs, and continued encouragement 
and support on the part of numerous 
Government officials has played an im- 
portant part in the development of the 
breed. By 1950 there was sufficient en- 
thusiasm to found The Rhodesian Indige- 
nous Cattle Society, which in 1959 be- 
came known as The Mashona Cattle 
Society. 

By now official Government policy 
had at last changed and the need to pre- 
serve the characteristics of adapted In- 
digenous cattle was finally recognised. 
Breeding stations were established at 
various centres and the Society was 
pleased to offer these its utmost support 
and collaboration. At last the Mashona 
Breed appeared to have won universal 
recognition and many new friends. In 
1959 it was officially recognised by the 
Livestock Improvement Committee. In 
the same year a pure-bred steer was ad- 
judged the reserve champion carcase in 
the block test at the Salisbury Show, 
and a Mashona cow became the supreme 
champion female at Fort Victoria. 

Inexorably however the pendulum of 
prejudice has again swung away from 
the indigenous animal. The last few 
years have seen a tremendous boom in 
favour of the European beef breeds, par- 
ticularly as a result of the possibilities 
opened up by the new feeding methods 
and the demand for crossbred steers. 
The lessons of the past forgotten, 
Rhodesia seems to be off on another 
crossbreeding spree. 

This endless quest for the super breed 
arises from the fact that the first cross 
between two completely unrelated breeds 
results in progeny which are strikingly 
superior in uniformity, conformation, 
growth and performance to the indigen- 
ous stock. Let there be no doubt that

the successes of the exotic beef bulls in 
Rhodesia have been due to the fact that 
there have been indigenous cows with 
which to cross them. The trouble is that 
further crossing does not result in the 
same dramatic improvement in off- 
spring. In fact, unless there is a sub- 
stantial improvement in nutritional man- 
agement, progressive degeneration auto- 
matically follows. 


We have numerous examples, particu- 
larly in the more favoured parts of this 
country, where by the establishment of 
greatly improved conditions of manage- 
ment and nutrition, high grade and even 
pedigree herds of the European breeds 
are being run successfully, but the basic 
problem of the cattle industry is still to 
produce livestock which are able to make 
the maximum economic use of the 
natural vegetation. 


The alternative to striving for im- 
provement by upgrading with exotic 
blood is to apply genetic selection to the 
indigenous stock based on efficiency of 
performance within the limitations of 
the environment under which the ani- 
mals are expected to exist. It is the 
policy of The Mashona Cattle Society to 
effect the improvement of the breed by 
this very method and our rules and 
method of registration are designed to 
achieve these aims. 


The registration policy of this Society 
can be claimed to be the most enlight- 
ened and progressive of any in Southern 
Africa, based as it is on a combination 
of visual inspection, progeny inspection

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and performance testing. It is now ob- 
ligatory for breeders to be registered 
with the Government Beef Recording 
Scheme and in addition all the top se- 
lection of weaner bulls are now sent to 
Makoholi Research Station for perform- 
ance testing in feeding trials. The best 
of these are then used for stud breeding. 


The registration system itself requires 
each animal to pass a preliminary ex- 
amination prior to being used for breed- 
ing and a final inspection together with 
its progeny, at a later date. A bull has 
to pass his final registration on an en- 
tire season’s calf crop from a herd of 
registered cows, while a cow for final 
registration must appear together with 
two consecutive calves. This will indi- 
cate her breeding and mothering poten- 
tial and will also ensure her fertility. 

It is already apparent that by the 
strict application of this system consid- 
erable progress has been made in im- 
proving the economic potential of the 
breed. Leading breeders will soon be in 
a position to offer animals with a “built 
in guarantee” as a further step towards 
winning the Mashona Cattle their right- 
ful place in our expanding industry. 


The Mashona cow is without peer as 
a breeding animal under range condi- 
tions in the high and medium rainfall 
sourveld regions of Rhodesia. She is 
small framed and fine boned, with a 
much lower maintenance requirement 
than any other breed. She has hard, 
closely spaced teeth, set in a relatively 
wide muzzle; she has well sprung ribs 
and a deep, roomy barrel; her legs are 
short and strong. All these help to 
make her an efficient forager and ex- 
periments seem to indicate that either 
she has an abnormally low protein re- 
quirement or else she has an inherent 
ability to make better use of the natural 
herbage than other breeds of cattle. 

After weaning she will winter well, 
with the minimum of pampering, she 
will gain condition rapidly in the Spring, 
drop an early calf and make maximum 
use of the Summer grass. Though not a 
heavy milker, her milk is rich and her 
calf, although small at birth, makes 
rapid growth. 180 day weights of 350- 
400 lbs. are common. 

Her fertility is legendary and as she 
is also long lived, her production poten- 
tial is prodigious. In the Society’s regis- 


ter cows have been recorded with as 
many as 12 and even 14 calves in a life- 
time, Finally she is an excellent mother 
and being docile and placid she schools 
her calf to adopt these same traits. 

Many people believe that the best role 
of the Mashona cow is to rear a cross- 
bred calf, and although her ability to do 
this is well known, the pure bred steers 
can be equally impressive. Mashona 
males are very strongly muscled, the loin 
and rump being particularly well de- 
veloped so that even if the carcase is 
lacking in weight it has excellent con- 
formation and finish, with fine grained, 
well marbled meat. 

While cold dressed weights of up to 
600 Ibs. have been achieved, 342 year 
olds finished off the veld normally aver- 
age the 500 Ib. mark. Over the next 
few years, as the superior bulls from 
the performance testing scheme begin to 
influence the breed, the increased ability 
of the Mashona to compete in the feed 
lots will be of considerable interest not 
only to members of this Society but to 
cattlemen generally, for who knows, our 
old quest for the super breed might 
finally be ended?

IMPORTATIONS to Southern Africa 
started before the turn of the century 
and despite all the hazards a consider- 
able number of animals were imported. 
In 1918, for example, export certificates 
were issued by the British Society for 
292 animals. Undoubtedly, the free 
transportation of pedigree stock to South 
Africa, a service provided by the Union 
Castle Company, but now discontinued, 
was a great incentive to the would-be 
importers. In 1917, the Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle Breeders’ Society of South Africa 
was formed to take care of the breed 
both in the Union and Rhodesia. 

In a recent article on the breed in 
Rhodesia, one of their leading breeders 
felt that Aberdeen-Angus had not made

the progress here that it should have 
made; as it had not attracted sufficient 
new breeders, either commercial or 
purebred Angus men. 

As has been discussed, the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed has fantastic potential for 
the production of top quality beef, but 
in order to express that potential the 
environment, especially the nutritional 
environment, must be adequate. Until 
recently the general cattle management 
of the area has been low, the national 
calving percentages bearing witness to 
this. Under such conditions it is not 
surprising that exotic beef breeds like 
the Angus have made relatively little 
progress. However, the last few years 
have seen striking developments due 
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ABERDEEN-ANGUS IN RHODESIA 
largely to the help and encouragement 
from their Department of Conservation. 
The low plane of nutrition during the 
winter is no longer the problem that it 
used to be, great strides have been made 
in the feeding of animals for slaughter, 
they have tackled the problem of low 
calving percentages and know more 
about the disease factor and have more 
efficient drugs to counter the diseases. 
In this environment the real potential 
of Aberdeen-Angus will be expressed. 
Mr. K. D. Kirkman, wrote in the first 
volume of the Rhodesian Stockbreeder’ 
Annual, “There are at least three ways 
in which Aberdeen-Angus are likely to 
be used for the production of quality 
steers in this country, viz., purebreeding, 
crossbreeding and new breeds incorpor- 
ating Aberdeen-Angus. In the higher 
rainfall areas where an adequate plane 
of nutrition prevails, the production of 
purebred Angus steers has been carried 
out successfully in the past and un- 
doubtedly will be continued in the fu- 
ture. For those who consider that the 
hybrid vigour produced from a cross- 
breeding programme outweighs the dis- 
advantages entailed in such a system, 
the use of Aberdeen-Angus has a num- 
ber of distinct advantages. These have 
already been considered and can merely 
be summarised here: a quality carcase 
(the Smithfield results are ample evi- 
dence of the ability of the Angus to 
pass on carcase quality to the cross- 
bred progeny), a naturally polled ani- 


aes 


mal, and virtually no calving troubles. - 


For those who like uniformity of colour, 
the black being dominant means that 
Angus crossbred calves are all black 
(there are exceptions, a yellow animal 
crossed with an Angus usually produces 
a dun-coloured animal). 

“In Rhodesia the indigenous animals, 
Bos indicus, provide excellent female 
stock for crossing with exotic bulls like 
the Angus; it is also likely that, follow- 
ing the lead of the United Kingdom, 
Aberdeen-Angus will be crossed more 
and more with dairy animals whose 
progeny are not to be retained in the 
herd. The best known of the new 
breeds incorporating Angus is the 
Brangus-Brahman crossed with Angus. 
At present it is a little premature to try 
to predict the part that new breeds will 
play in the production of Rhodesian 
beef, 

“In 1964, a Rhodesian Aberdeen-Angus 
Club was formed with the general aim 
of fostering the growth of the breed by 
means of bull sales, weaner-feeder sales, 
field days and demonstrations. In Octo- 
ber, 1964, a very successful bull sale was 
held and in May 1966 the first weaner- 
feeder sale was held. With the tremen- 
dous emphasis now being placed on beef 
in this country, the prospects for Aber- 
deen-Angus are very bright.” 
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An area almost twice the size of 
Texas, a preserve for elephants, zebras, 
buffaloes, giraffes, wildebeest, ante- 
lope, kudu, lions and leopards.

of INYANGA 


The vast area of stone ruins of In- 
yanga, once thought to be “slave pits” 
are now considered to have been for the 
protection of cattle. The following ar- 
ticle is by P. S. Garlake, of the Histori- 
cal Monuments Commission, reprinted 
from Volume one of the Rhodesian 
Stockbreeder’s Annual. (overleaf) ...

PITS OF INYANGA 


... were they 


‘Tourists to the Eastern Highlands 
of Rhodesia have all seen or know of 
the district’s most striking and ubiqui- 
tous prehistoric feature — the strange, 
deserted ruins of large, masonry lined 
pits, scattered over the high windswept 
downlands and popularly named “Slave 
Pits”. Visitors may well ponder their 
purpose and origins. They form only 
one part of Rhodesia’s rich heritage 
from the past and, whether correct or 
not, the obvious romantic flavour of the 
name requires explanation. 

Rhodesia’s unwritten past, overshad- 
owed as it is by the unique presence of 
the Zimbabwe ruins, has given rise to 
more controversy and heated argument 
than almost any other facet of her life. 
From the time that Portugese soldiers, 
traders and missionaries first pene- 
trated the country from the Zambezi 
valley in the sixteenth century, Euro- 
peans were spurred and stimulated by 
the thought that here lay the fabled 
Ophir, source of the gold for Solomon’s 
temple. As the Portuguese were disap- 
pointed in their quest for easy riches 
in abundant gold, yet continued to write 
and believe these legends, so also did our 
nineteenth century Rhodesian Pioneers 
rediscover and give new credence to the 
old stories and add new ones to the 
mythology. Many believed that this 
primitive land must once have been the 
land of Punt, visited by ancient Egypt; 
the source of Phoenicia’s trading 
strength; of the ancient Sabaeans of 
Arabia’s riches or their mediaeval Isla- 
mie descendants’ Indian Ocean power. 
Both Portuguese and British found seem- 
ingly abundant “negative” evidence to 
support their theories, Both at the end 
of the sixteenth and at the end of the 
nineteenth centuries the indigenous 


Africans, demoralised, disorganised and 
weak from a series of alien African in- 
vasions and internecine warfare, seemed 
quite incapable of any connection with 
the many ruins of fine, if technically 
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for cattle? 


primitive, workmanship, and often con- 
taining finely worked gold in consider- 
able quantity, or with the extensive but 
long abandoned mine workings. 

The vast area of stone ruins in In- 
yanga, unknown to the Portuguese and 
discovered and _ publicised only some 
years after the Occupation, and long 
after Zimbabwe and kindred sites, re- 
ceived the same romantic treatment. The 
best known theories on their function 
find expression in the name “Slave Pits”. 

Let us now describe in detail the fea- 
tures of these ruins as they can be seen 
today. The high downlands of Inyanga 
contain many important relics other than 
the pits themselves. The slopes of many 
hills are terraced with earth banks, fed 
by water furrows, led down in a gradual 
gradient from the mountain streams. To 
defend the settlements, high walls, often 
loopholed, crown strategic kopjes and 
dominate the pits below. The common- 
est central feature of this country re- 
mains the groups of pits. Their con- 
struction is primitive but very standard- 
ised. Each is 20 feet in diameter and 8 
feet deep, built of rough stone, un- 
dressed but carefully selected to provide 
a close fit and laid without mortar. The 
floors are paved and slope towards a 
square drainhole. The pits are entered 
only from a long curved tunnel, 4 feet 
high and two feet wide, roofed with 
stone slabs. No indication has been 
found that any pit was roofed, In any 
case, this is a thing that would be vir- 
tually impossible given the local re- 
sources of timber and the spans neces- 
sary. A most important feature is the 
artificial platform that surrounds every 
pit. These still contain on their surface 
six or more small stone circles, each 
with a single opening towards the pit, 
some still divided by thin walls of burnt 
clay or daga and with floors of the 
same material. Clearly these are re- 
mains of huts, Smaller circles, paved 
in stone and raised above the ground, 


are identical in construction to present 
day grain bin floors. The largest hut is 
invariably built over the tunnel with a 
small aperture in the floor into the tun- 
nel — poles inserted here would provide 
a means of barring and guarding, from 
the comfort of the hut, the only access 
to the pit. 

In the lower, stonier hill country to 
the west of the downlands evidence of 
human work is even more intense. Every 
kopje and slope is encircled with ter- 
races, now retained behind high walls of 
stone, and cut by trackways lined with 
stone walls. Prominent spurs and kopjes 
are again crowned by massive enclo- 
sures, many of whose features are clear- 
ly defensive. The trackways lead to a 
series of stone walled enclosures. These 
again contain ample evidence of huts 
and grain bins within. Their central fea- 
ture is a circular stone built pit. These 
pits are smaller and shallower than those 
of the downs; their tunnels are above 
the ground, yet still roofed in stone and 
barred now by a horizontal pole running 
in carefully constructed slots. In some 
enclosures, with their high outer walls, 
pits are often absent altogether, Despite 
their differing details, both groups of 
ruins are clearly variations on a common 
basic architectural theme. 

As with the tourist today, the first 
impressions recorded by the earliest ex- 
plorers of Inyanga is not one of quality 
but of quantity, The ruin field extends 
almost unbroken along Rhodesia’s east- 
ern border from Penhaionga to the 
Ruenya river and in the richest areas 
ruined walls and structures are so close 
together that every stone seems to have 
been moved by human hands and incor- 
porated in man’s grandiose designs. The 
extent and intensity of the work im- 
mediately suggest a population of thou- 
sands, a vast and highly organised la- 
bour force under the supervision of 
skilled technicians — a concept clearly 
alien to any indigenous African culture. 
This far more than a detailed study of 
the structures themselves seems to have 
given rise to the theory that the pits 
must have sheltered slaves. 

However, under primitive agriculture, 
the lands of Inyanga could not possibly 
support any large population for any 
length of time. The occupants would 
have had to move every few years as the 
fertility of their lands was exhausted 
and clear new land. It seems most rea- 
sonable to suppose that the builders 
were a small shifting, agricultural popu- 
lation who occupied the same country 
over one or two centuries or more.

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Archaeologically, this hypothesis is sup- 
ported by the complete lack of any large 
accumulations of rubbish at any one site 
and by every evidence that each site was 
occupied only for a short period and all 
were abandoned in an orderly fashion 
with no sign of destruction. 
Archaeological investigations, particu- 
larly those of the Inyanga Research 
Fund in 1950 and 1951, tell us much 
more of the people who built the pits. 
Every indication is that the only people 
responsible were Bantu in culture. Their 
dwelling huts were of pole and daga. 
Their pottery and metalwork differ very 
little in style and not at all in technique 
from modern African handiwork, their 
trade goods — a handful of copper and 
glass beads and one or two shells of In- 
dian Ocean origin — point to a largely 
impoverished culture with almost no 
alien contacts. A study of the seeds 
show that the crops were all those of the 
modern African — rapoko, munga, kaf- 
fireorn, cow peas, possibly pumpkins 
and maize. Grain, to judge by the re- 
mains of grindstones and bin founda- 
tions seen so frequently, was certainly 
the staple diet. All the finds appear 
consistent only with a date between the 
sixteenth and eighteenth centuries, the 
start of which was a period not only of 
great tribal unrest and movement, but 
was coupled with the first Portuguese 
penetration and the break up of the 
Arab East Coast civilization. Such con- 
siderations would account for the choice 
of Inyanga as a place to live, Except as 
a refuge from more powerful and war- 
like people, Inyanga is, when one thinks 
of it, a strange area for primitive people 
to inhabit. It has or had no mineral re- 
sources or covetable trade goods other 
than game products and possibly ivory. 
Its climate, to people with little or no 
control over their environment, would be 
harsh and unpleasant. The _ terrain, 
without massive bush clearance, is dif- 
ficult of access, far from any recog- 
nised trade route and, as the terracing 
alone shows, needs great endeavor be- 
fore agriculture becomes at all feasible. 
Against this background, returning to 
a detailed study of the architectural 
features of the pits, again one sees now 
emphasis on single features taken in 
isolation has produced distorted results. 
Some writers have emphasised the prom- 
inent central position and quality of 
work of the pits and so saw them as 
miniature citadels, last refuge of the 
women and children as the beleaguered 
men fought outside — if such were the 
case they would surely have been a 
complete death trap. Others noticed the 
sophisticated drainage system allowing 
the pits to be completely flushed by 
water — for it is remarkable how all 
tunnel entrances face the uphill slope

and are often approached by furrows or 
sunken catch pits which would lead 
water down the tunnels, into the pits 
and through the drains. Indeed, in a 
few examples, it then ran down further 
channels to, and through, a second pit 
before discharging into small earth 
dams. This suggested that their real 
purpose was for washing crushed gold 
bearing ore, a theory that ignores the 
absence of any such raw material any- 
where nearby. These facts, plus the ab- 
sence of any roofing to the pits do, 
however, effectively dispose of any 
thought that they could have been used 
for either grain storage or human habi- 
tation, Besides which the huts and 
grain bins have already been shown to 
exist beside every pit. 


Taking all the evidence into account, 
we are finally left with only one satis- 
factory explanation. The pits must have 
contained livestock. Pigs, goats, sheep 
and cattle were certainly known to, and 
owned by, the earliest agriculturists 
elsewhere in Rhodesia, Today, the small 
palisaded cattle kraal is an important 
and often a central feature of an African 
village — and such kraals were cer- 
tainly in a similar position in many pre- 
historic African settlements. Today, in- 
deed, the Nuba of the Sudan build stone 
walled pens for pigs in the centre of a 
circle of huts, villages almost identical 
to some of the Inyanga enclosures. The 
warmth and shelter from cold winds and 
driving rain provided by the Inyanga 
pits is very noticeable. Barring devices 
in the entrances of all tunnels provided 
efficient protection from human and 
animal maurauders. Even the problem 
of the removal of manure is probably 
solved by the sophisticated drainage 
system and may even have been turned 
to advantage and used in primitive fer- 
tilisation in the examples where the ef- 
fluent is finally caught and deposited in 
earth drains. Finally, the stone lined 
tracks leading from open grazing 
through the terraces of the lowland 
ruins to the enclosure entrances must, 
almost certainly, have been built to pro- 
tect growing crops from grazing ani- 
mals. 


At the turn of the century, several 
pits were reported to be still occupied 
by “native squatters”, living in huts 
around the pits and sheltering their 
goats and sheep within them. Taking 
the story further back, an extremely old 
Inyanga African in 1924 volunteered a 
traditional version of the origin of the 
pits. “In those days the cattle kraals 
were built in the open, as they are now, 
but when the people found that their 
cattle were being stolen they took coun- 
sel and dug the pits in the ground and 
put their cattle in them; they could do 
this because the cattle of those days 
were very small and had very short 


horns. So they all dug their cattle 
kraals in the ground, and the passage to 
the kraal passed under the floor of the 
hut of the owner. In this passage they 
made a small hole leading up through 
the floor of the hut; this they called 
the ‘Mwanza’ (this word apparently 
means the track along which a field 
mouse runs), A stake was_ passed 
through a hole in the floor so that it 
stood upright in the passage, and on the 
top of the stake was fixed the shaped 
headpiece of a native wooden pillow. 
When the Warozwi came to steal the 
cattle and entered the passage to the 
kraal they shook the stake on which the 
cattle owner (‘Sadanga’) was resting 
his head, and he rose, took his spear and 
killed the robber in the passage.” 


The broad question of the existence of 
a dwarf African cattle, for such they 
would certainly have to be, to enter the 
tiny entrance and tunnels, is one for 
experts other than the archaeologist. 
Certainly brief references to the exist- 
ence of small breeds of cattle occur 
again and again from Rhodesia and else- 
where in Africa, A member of David 
Livingstone’s last expedition describes 
the small cattle of the Batoka in southern 
Zambia in 1860. It is certain that the 
indigenous Shona cattle, whom some 
consider probably a distinctive and an- 
cient breed, were a notably small breed, 
well able and trained to enter the huts 
and kopje caves in which the Shona 
sought refuge at the turn of the century, 
and were sometimes even kept within 
their owners’ huts. Other isolated refer- 
ences to such small beasts have been 
found from Nigeria, Northern Kenya, 
Tanganyika and Bechuanaland. Final 
concrete proof, from original bone re- 
mains, that the pits were indeed used 
for cattle, rather than smaller livestock, 
has unfortunately so far never been 
found. The very few bone fragments 
recovered from archaeological excava- 
tion of Inyanga pits included a fair pro- 
portion of domesticated cattle, in fact 
these have been the only bones of domes- 
ticated beasts, among a large proportion 
of bone of common wild game. There is, 
however, no indication that these cattle 
were of anything but normal size. Thus, 
though the evidence that the pits origi- 
nally sheltered livestock is overwhelm- 
ing and the romances of the early in- 
vestigators are forced to give way to 
more sober interpretations, still the type 
of beast kept in the pits is not conclu- 
sively proven. To this extent, at least, 
the prehistoric pits of Inyanga can be 
said to hold some secret still.

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ey HE FIRST ABERDEEN-ANGUS ar- 
rived in Germany in 1928 when the 
farmer C. Fruchte started using Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls on his model farm in 
Eastprussia as well as on his Family 
farm in Lower Saxony. He sold the 
cross-bred steers to the stockyards in 
Berlin and Ruhr country. When East- 
prussia was lost to the Russians in 1945 
the biggest part of the German Angus 
breeding was lost. 


In 1945 the Angus herd in Lower 
Saxony was started again with imports 
from Scotland and ten years later, in 
1955, the first German Aberdeen-Angus 
Herdbook was published. Five years 
later, in 1960, the German Angus-Breed- 
ing Unit was. divided into separate 
County Units. The old DAAH (German 
Aberdeen-Angus Herdbook) still existed, 
but was reorganized to BDAH (Federal 
Unit of German Aberdeen-Angus Herd- 
book).

MARBLING of the MEAT

RECENTLY a distinguished writer, in 
discussing the subject of “Quality of 
Flesh” in his publication, made the in- 
quiry, “Can anyone account for the supe- 
rior quality of flesh possessed by the 
Aberdeen-Angus?” He merely asked the 
question, made no attempt to answer it, 
and treated the subject in a manner 
which would indicate that he considered 
it one of the unsolvable problems. Later 
a contributor to his paper expressed the 
idea that “the quality of flesh of the 
Aberdeen-Angus is God-given, and there- 
fore not to be accounted for,” which 
opinion apparently met with the approval 
of the distinguished writer. In a general 
way we might claim that everything is 
God-given and that man would be ac- 
corded litle or no credit in any kind of 
development, The history of cattle breed- 
ing, however, reveals that the premier 
characteristics possessed by the improved 
breeds have not come by chance fresh 
from the hand of the Almighty but have 
been impressed there by the work of the 
master breeders through the years. The 
quality of flesh of the Aberdeen-Angus 
has become fixed and inherent by virtue 
of mating through many generations 
selected animals of the desired smooth- 
ness and quality and often, too, by in- 
tensifying the blood of these animals. 
Another celebrated writer and stock- 
man, Dan D. Casement, also failed to 
consult his history, but gave his imagina- 
tion full play in his Breeders Gazette 
article which you recently published in 
The Aberdeen-Angus Journal. In this 
article, Mr. Casement draws upon his 
imagination; he visions a future Interna- 
tional and fondly gazes upon “a load of 
white faces which will distinctly surpass 
in conformation and finish even the best

I sometimes wonder if the 
much vaunted superiority of the Aber- 
deen-Angus in this regard is not an in- 
stance of elevating a fallacy to the dig- 
nity of a fact by constant repetition and 
by complacent acceptance of some one’s 
unscientific assertion.” If Mr. Casement 
had again consulted history, he would 
have known that 24 out of 25 grand 
champion carcasses at the International 
have been awarded to Aberdeen-Angus, 
and that a famous critic, considered an 
expert, severely censured the judge be- 
cause the 25th, or rather the first one, 
I believe it was, did not go to the breed. 
He would also have known that most of 
the carcass prizes throughout the various 
classifications of each International have 
been won by Aberdeen-Angus. “This con- 
stant repetition” by the best judges pro- 
curable at the International removes even 
the suspicion or suggestion that the 
superior quality of flesh of the Aberdeen- 
Angus is a fallacy and places it in the 
realm of scientific facts—the one de- 
cided, determined fact that the competi- 
tion between the breeds has brought out 
at this highly educational show. Had Mr. 
Casement further consulted history, he 
would have found that Macdonald & Sin- 
clair, who have issued reliable, authentic, 
unprejudiced publications on the British 
breeds, have this to say regarding the 
Aberdeen-Angus in a volume published in 
1882: “This superiority over most other 
breeds for the butcher’s purpose lies 
mainly in the excellent quality of beef 
and in the high percentage of dead meat 
to live weight. As a rule the beef of the 
Northern Polls is very well mixed and 
contains a greater proportion of com- 
pact, finely grained flesh and less soft 
fat than most other kinds of beef. Inside 
the carcass is well lined with fat of the 
finest quality, while the density and 
quality of the carcass itself justifies 
fairly enough the claim to premier posi- 


tion among all our leading breeds of 
cattle. In butchers’ phraseology it “dies” 
well and “cuts up” admirably. In all the 
leading fat stock markets of the country 
the breed is held in high estimation and 
as a rule commands the very highest 
prices, in fact, a higher price in com- 
parison to size and live weight than any 
of the other leading breeds.” 


While a few may fail to concede the 
superiority of the flesh of the Aberdeen- 
Angus, all authentic history upon the 
subject serves to prove that this has 
been one of the distinguishing character- 
istics upon which the breed has come to 
its present prestige and popularity. In 
searching for the cause of this superi- 
ority of flesh, the question of climate or 
country has been considered, Great Brit- 
ain has originated and developed our beef 
breeds. A number of years ago we were 
told that the sea breezes which blow and 
the luxuriant grasses which grow, in 
that country were essential to best de- 
velopment in cattle breeding, but this 
fallacy has long since been exploded. Yet 
when we come to ponder the fact that 
the two breeds most famous for their 
quality of flesh, viz., the West Highland 
and Aberdeen-Angus, have both origi- 
nated in Scotland, we might jump to the 
conclusion that there is something indi- 
genous to the soil of this somewhat bleak 
and barren country which contributes 
greatly to quality of flesh. The West 
Highland, on account of his slow matur- 
ing, slow fleshing propensities, has not 
been propagated extensively outside of 
his native heath, but when we find that 
nowhere else in the world has the Aber- 
deen-Angus won so many honors as he 
has at our American shows and nowhere 
else has he proved more profitable and 
popular than he has in our feed lots and 
pastures, on our farms and ranches, we 
must look elsewhere than to clime or 
country for a solution of the problenr of 
his superior quality of flesh. From our 
American corn and grasses he produces 
as choice beef as he does in Scotland on 
his cake, turnips, and straw. The Aber- 
deen-Angus is flourishing today in var- 
ious sections, practically wherever beef 
cattle are maintained throughout the 
world, and their quality of flesh is every- 
where apparent. 


The matter of clime having therefore 
settled itself, we come to discuss. what 
must be considered the most important 
factor contributing to this marbling of 
the meat of the breed. It is the fact that 
from the very inception of it the breed 
has been “in the hands of the most 
skillful breeders who have had in view 
the production of a beef animal that 
would meet the demands of the feeder 
and the requirements of the butcher.” 
Pure bred Aberdeen-Angus breeders have 
been closely in touch with fat stock show 
ideals, fat cattle market requirements, 
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and the type of beast that would prove 
most profitable to the feeder, Because 
he realized the importance of the breed 
in high class meat production, William 
McCombie of Tillyfour came to its rescue 
in the early days when it was threatened 
with extinction. Mr. McCombie is credited 
with being the deliverer of the breed. He 
was not only a great breeder, but one 
of the largest commercial cattle dealers 
of his day. He was also a feeder and ex- 
hibitor of winning steers at leading fat 
stock shows and knew what was de- 
manded in the best type of a butcher’s 
beast. Among other Britishers who have 
achieved distinction as pure bred breeders 
as well as successful feeders we mention 
Jas. Reid at Greystone, Mr. Bruce at 
Burnside, Mr. Stephen at Conglass, Sir 
Wm. Gordon Cumming at Altyre, and 
Earl of Strathmore at Glamis. These were 
all in Scotland, Clement Stephenson at 
Baliol, Newcastle, England, also won 
championships at the leading fat stock 
shows with his productions. 


Chief among the latter day breeders 
of this class is J. J. Cridlan, Maisemore, 
Gloucestershire, England, probably the 
most popular of all the foreign judges 
who have officiated at the International. 
Mr. Gridlan has not only bred and ex- 
hibited great breeding animals at breed- 
ing shows, but champions of the leading 
fat stock shows of Britain. In London, 
the world’s greatest high class beef mar- 
ket, Mr. Cridlan for years furnished ex- 
acting customers with the quality of beef 
they desired and demanded. It was here 
he learned of the superior marbling of 
the meat of the Aberdeen-Angus. When 
but a boy Mr. Cridian caught the in- 
spiration and desire to become a cattle 
breeder, This was by virtue of witnessing 
the triumphs of the all conquering Black 
Prince of Tillyfour at Smithfield, hear- 
ing of his being sent to Windsor and 
tlfe visit of Queen Victoria to Tillyfour 
where an inspection of the doddies caused 
the establishment of the Royal herd at 
Abergeldie. Mr. Cridlan, as we have said, 
caught the inspiration from the achieve- 
ments of Mr. McCombie, but it was his 
experience as a London butcher which 
finally decided him to establish an Aber- 
deen-Angus herd in a Hereford strong- 
hold. 


It was in response to the imperative 
need, the great demand on the London 
and other British markets for an animal 
possessing both thickness and quality of 
flesh that the black and hornless cattle 
of northeastern Scotland began to be im- 
proved. It was this hitherto unheard of 
combination in beef production which 
caused Mr. McCombie to rescue it from 
extinction. The Shorthorns and Here- 
fords have been famed for their sub- 
stance, thickness, lumpiness, patchiness, 
and unevenness. The fat was laid on in 
gobs and lumps, not evenly distributed 
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through the lean of the carcass. The 
conserving, skillful Scotch breeders of the 
Aberdeen-Angus realized the waste at- 
tending the production of such a car- 
cass. They also knew the lack of flavor 
in this carcass as compared with one 
where the fat and lean were evenly dis- 
tributed, and they readily sensed the 
exceeding demand for carcasses of this 
latter mentioned type on the great mar- 
kets of that country, So, by careful se- 
lection of the thickest fleshed and most 
symmetrical, with special attention to 
the evenly distributed flesh of the car- 
cass, the development of the Aberdeen- 
Angus was begun. Later, “a standard of 
excellence” for the breed was estab- 
lished. One of the items included read: 
“Flesh—smooth and even, free from 
lumpiness and patchiness.’”’ While there 
was no official ruling concerning it, 
leading breeders have practiced with ex- 
cellent results the concentration and in- 
tensification of the blood of animals 
noted for their thickness and quality of 
flesh. That mandate regarding the flesh 
being smooth and even, free from lumpi- 
ness and patchiness, has been strictly 
observed by the old country breeders, 
with the result that in nearly half a cen- 
tury of experience with the breed in 
America a patchy animal has rarely been 
seen. The many generations of breed- 
ing back in Scotland, producing animals 
smooth and even in their flesh, marbled 
the meat of the breed and popularized it 
in British fat cattle markets and gave it 
the power to transmit this characteris- 
tic through the succeeding generations 
wherever bred. 


While the other two breeds were stress- 
ing scale and substance, Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders were producing their animals 
thick and securing smoothness in their 
cattle. It was the thickness of choice 
marbled meat and not of tallow and 
lumps which distinguished the Aberdeen- 
Angus. Mr, Cridlan observed on a visit 
to America as Judge at our International: 
“Hereford breeders have been copying 
the hindquarters of the Aberdeen-Angus, 
and as a result your American Herefords 
are far superior to our English cattle 
of this breed.” We are duly cognizant 
of the transformation which has been 
wrought in the form of the modern Here- 
ford, but Mr. Casement and others inter- 
ested must remember that, however 
smooth and symmetrical he may appear 
today, he is only a few generations re- 
moved from mighty lumpy, patchy, 
“guady”, gobby cattle. He cannot be ex- 
pected to show the quality of flesh of the 
Aberdeen-Angus, a breed which for a 
hundred years has had this particular 
feature stressed by skillful hands di- 
rected by wise heads. It requires time 
and persistent, well directed effort to 
impress any particular quality upon a 
breed so that it becomes inherent there. 


American breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle received this goodly heritage of 
quality of flesh from the Scotch. It has 
been duly appreciated and perpetuated 
here. In their efforts to emulate the work 
of their brother breeders across the At- 
lantic, The American Aberdeen-Angus 
Association nearly 40 years ago adopted 
this “Standard of Excellence” to which 
I have referred verbatim as it has come 
down from the Scotch Association and 
including this item on flesh. So far as 
I know, it is the only one of the beef 
breeds which has a “Standard of Excel- 
lence” or which officially issues through 
its association any instructions whatever 
regarding the distribution of the flesh on 
the frame of their animals, It is little 
wonder the Aberdeen-Angus has made 
progress in the superiority of its flesh 
far beyond anything attained by rival 
breeds. 


Practical hands have pushed the Aber- 
deen-Angus in America as they have in 
Britain. Our Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
have had fat stock show and market 
ideals. They have produced both high 
class breeding animals and champion 
fat stock show beasts. Without compil- 
ing a complete list, but with no intention 
of slighting anyone, we could mention 
among these practical producers such 
men as Wallace Estill, B. R. Pierce & Son, 
Chas. Escher & Son, L. H. Kerrick, J. D. 
McGregor, and A. A. Armstrong. The 
various agricultural colleges and a splen- 
did array of high class cattle feeders, 
some of whom breed their own exhibits 
and including J. W. Hubley and E. P. Hall 
of Illinois and C, L. Taggart of Pennsyl- 
vania, are to be greatly credited with 
giving much publicity to the superior 
quality of flesh of the Aberdeen-Angus 
through their magnificent exhibits at the 
International and other shows. 


In closing I wish to say that the Aber- 
deen-Angus is the most satisfactory of 
feeders. When fed out he usually fills in 
where he was lacking when thin, becom- 
ing symmetrical and beautifully finished. 
On the other hand, the breed inclined to 
lump and patch has these superfluities 
exaggerated by feeding, which often 
render the faults more exaggerated than 
before. A Shorthorn breeder, who pos- 
sibly had observed this filling in by the 
“doddie’’, but with no intention of com- 
plimenting the breed, once said to me, 
“The Aberdeen-Angus is the most arti- 
ficial of all breeds of cattle.” Which be- 
ing interpreted merely means that he 
is the greatest of flesh carriers, capable 
of being wonderfully transformed by feed 
from a thin or unfinished condition. Prop- 
erly viewed there is truth in this Short- 
horn man’s statement. It confirms my 
contention that the Aberdeen-Angus is 
man-made—the highest achievement of 
the master breeders in high class beef 
production.—W. C. McGaVock.

1968 National Exposition 


This year all of the Angus shown at the National 
Exposition were owned by Mexican cattlemen. They 
included many cattle that originated in the United 
States. As non-resident members of the Association, 
these breeders may register their purebreds in the 


American Herd Book, 


A HIGHLIGHT of the growing beef 
cattle business in Mexico was the Na- 
tional Livestock Exposition held this year 
(1968) in the capitol of the Republic. 

While most of the beef breeds were 
represented at the national show, it was 
especially rewarding to the Angus en- 
thusiast to see almost one hundred entries 
in their breed’s division. To emphasize 
the increased interest in quality beef 
production in Mexico, one could go back 
only eleven years when representatives 
of the American Angus Association first 
attended the state fair at Toluca south- 
east of Mexico City. 

In all there were only nine head of 
Angus exhibited and these were brought 
to the fair and sold there by breeders 
from the United States. Among the nine 
head were both heifers and bulls, They 
were exhibited by the Tommy Brook 
Ranch, Half Circle JD Ranches, and 
Lloyd Gambrell, Jr., all of Texas. 

Mexico continues as the largest export 
market for U. S. breeding stock. How- 
ever, The Progressive Farmer, in its 
May issue pointed out that adjustments

Association. 
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Mexican ranchers are having to face 
could affect markets that took trade- 
minded stockmen in the southern United 
States years to build. 

Although all signs point to beef short- 
age in Mexico (consumer requirements 
are growing by 5% annually, while beef 
production has gained only 3%), ranch- 
ers are hesitant to expand herds or 
improve breeding quality, the publication 
continues. 

Price is one problem, Under the pres- 
ent system of ceiling prices set by the 
Mexican Secretariat of Industry and 
Commerce, the rancher receives only 
about 25% of the consumer price for 
beef. He gets the same price for low 
quality as for high quality beef. 

Secondly, there is the Agrarian Law 
which states that a livestock producer 
may retain only enough land to support 
500 head of cattle or an equivalent num- 
ber of livestock, But exact acreage is 
not set. Yield of beef varies from 34 
pounds per acre in the semi-arid north 
to 1,000 pounds per acre in cultivated 
regions. 


Mexico has two choices to close the 
expected gap between supply and de- 
mand. First, it could eliminate beef and 
feeder cattle exports and grow beef 
only for the local market. This would 
mean loss of a lucrative export trade 
with the United States. 

Second choice is to continue selling 
feeder cattle to the United States and 
importing frozen meat or fattened cattle 
for domestic needs. 

The President of Mexico is hoping 
to solve some of these problems through 
a National Livestock Council; a livestock 
credit and insurance bureau; an infor- 
mation, publication, and statistics bu- 
reau; and other advisory groups. 


In its effort to improve its livestock 
industry, Mexico should continue to be 
a good market for our registered breed- 
ing stock. How greatly we can expand 
this market in the future years will 
depend largely on what incentives the 
Mexican rancher receives to build up 
his herds and to improve his land and 
herd quality.

TO THE “WESTERNER” Japan 
presents a feeling of bewilderment and 
awe, In eleven or twelve hours you leave 
the familiar hot dog stand and drug store 
to be deposited on the other side of the 
world in a totally different civilization. 
This difference is dwindling but de- 
partures from our customs are immedi- 
ately recognized. For instance, those who 
leave the continental limits of the United 
States with all her security, recognize 
that with the examination of your pass- 
port you are now under different con- 
trols, customs and mores. 


It is possible for the traveller to house, 
feed, and conduct himself in all respects 
similar to New York, Chicago, Albu- 
querque or Dubuque. On the other hand 
the curious might wish to familiarize 
himself with Japanese customs and “do as 
the Romans do.” Excellent hotels are 
available with “western style” rooms the 
equivalent to the best hotels in the United 
States. For the curious the “Ryokan” or 
Japanese Inn prove to be of most in- 
terest and it also serves as an immediate 
introduction to a different way of living. 


Meals following Japanese custom are 
a treat and delicious. After assuming 
a position with legs cramped under you 
(rarely is there room under the table for 
the Westerner to stretch out to ac- 
commodate cramping legs), an array of 
dishes and utensils are placed before you, 
including chopsticks, by a serving girl 
(never a male). After the initial shock 


the visitor finds the chopsticks fairly

easy to operate on all foods except those 
requiring separation or cutting. 

Foods are delicious and are described 
by such names as terriaki (a frenched 
steak), sukiaki (pronounced skiaki, con- 
sisting of all sorts of vegetables wilted 
over charcoal or gas heated hibachis and 
thin sliced beef sauted in sugar and soya 
sauce then dipped in raw egg and grated 
radish after being quickly cooked), suchi 
(raw fish and more flavorable after 
several saki applications), sopa (soy bean 
cake), bamboo shoots, tempura (fishes 
quickly fried in boiling oil), fongues, 
pilafs and curries. 

Japan’s modern day miracle started 
from the conclusion of the war facing 
more difficulties than any other country 
in a similar position giving due consider- 
ation to her size. With the loss of over- 
seas territories, about 6.6 million people 
had to be returned and nursed by the 
homeland. Agriculture and industry had 
to be revamped and the economy rebuilt, 
and most important, foreign markets had 
to be established for without these she 
couldn’t hope to recover. With substantial 
aid from the United States and a land 
reform program giving ownership privi- 
leges to more farmers, plus a sizeable 
force of technically skilled labor, and a 
favorable demand created by the Korean 
War, Japan fantastically rebuilt its 
economy and foreign trade to prewar 
levels by 1952. 


Japan captivates the imagination of 
those who devote a small amount of time 
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Ranch, Mr. Ishihara, son of the President of the 
Suehiro Restaurant Corporation, owners of Suehiro Ranch who supplied the 
cattle, and Lyle V. Springer, representing the American Angus Associa- 


in investigating her vital statistics. With 
a land area approximately the size of the 
state of California, she mothers approxi- 
mately 96 million people with 10 per- 
cent living within the confines of her 


largest city, Tokyo. Tokyo, referred to 
as a city, is a complex of nearly 800 
square miles embracing nine cities, 25 
towns, 14 villages and constitutes a 
Prefecture (state) all her own. The 
chief executive of Tokyo is a full fledged 
governor instead of a major. 


Since 1960, Japan’s gross national 
product has soared from around $45 
billion to an estimated $108 billion. This 
places Japan well behind the United 
States and Russia, but creeping up on 
West Germany. In producing 2,280,000 
in 1966 and pushing for 3 million in 1967, 
Japan is applying pressure on Germany 
for second place in auto production. Japan 
has been the world leader in _ ship- 
building for a decade; and during 1966 
had more orders on their books by double 
than the combined orders of her three 
closest competitors. Japan’s steel mills 
turned out nearly 48 million tons of steel 
and are currently running at the rate 
of 62 million tons. 


With a multi-purposed background the 
Foreign Agricultural Service of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
designed and promulgated the American 
Festival. This promotion which has been 
the United States largest undertaking in 
the Far East concluded its 17 day run 
in April after an estimated 300,000- 
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350,000 people viewing the well organized 
presentation of American foods and ani- 
mal products. The Festival commemo- 
rated Japan’s Meiji Centennial and 100 
years of trade with this country. By the 
end of the first week of the Festival over 
100,000 tradespeople had transacted over 
one million dollars worth of business with 
American representatives of participating 
cooperators. 

The Festival was opened by Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville L, Freeman, along 
with governors of 12 states doing busi- 
ness with Japan and other members of 
the Far East Agriculture Trade Mission.

The exhibit was a sizeable undertaking 
and a credit to the management of Mr. 
John K, McClarren, Director, American 
Festival and his resident director, Mr. 
W. Edd Lemons, assistant agricultural 
attache. This staff was ably assisted 
by Elmer W. Hallowell, Agricultural 
Attache, Tokyo, and his staff including 
Jim Frink, Leon G. Mears and Gordon 
S. Nicks, all assistant attaches in Tokyo. 

Cooperating with Trade Fairs Division 
and the Attache’s office were organi- 
zations sponsoring 17 commodity booths, 
12 state exhibits, 61 commercial stands, 
and a self service super market with over 
2,000 grocery store products. To add 
spice to the show there was a fashion 
show four times daily, a musical revue 
featuring music of the different regions 
of our country; and an American Pano-

rama using some of the most successful 
motion picture techniques pioneered at 
Expo ’67. 

Success stories of the Festival were 
many. Among them a sale of more than 
$500,000 worth of North Carolina soy- 
beans, plus completion of arrangements 
for the sale of $250,000 of the State’s 
products during the next 12 months; 
strong interest in U, S. livestock and 
meats. One group of Japanese importers 
now in the States changed its itinerary 
to visit the beef packing firms in one of 
the exhibiting states. U.S. officials have 
initiated special meetings with 14 meat 
importing firms and the All-Japan Meat 
Council to discuss possibilities of in- 
creasing U. S. meat sales to Japan. A 
large sale of Iowa popcorn, as well as

the major accomplishments. 


During the course of the Festival there 
were eight stores and super markets in 
Tokyo which estimated the sales of U. S. 
foods during the promotion at nearly $1 
million. 


The addition of a livestock display of 
purebred registered breeding animals was 
a first for a trade show of this dimension. 
Two beef breeds including American An- 
gus and one dairy breed, had exhibits of 
five or six animals each in a tent-type 
barn joining the Haroumi Pier building 
which housed the Festival. With a few 
exceptions all spectators viewed the live- 
stock and involved representatives of the 
associations from the United States in 
discussions on the adaptability of our 
breeds to the Far East, 


The Angus exhibit was furnished by 
the Suehiro Restaurant Corporation 
whose enterprising president, Nataro 
Ishihara, has established a breeding herd 
of 200 females purchased in the United 
States. On hand was the leading lady of 
the show, a month-old heifer calf sired 
by O Pyros 416, #4433142, (pictured), 
bred by Oklahoma State University and 
purchased through the Denver National 
Western Angus Bull Sale. 


An attractive booth was provided for 
the breed representatives to hold dis- 
cussions with interested spectators and 
livestock officials, Well over 150,000 
brochures explaining the advantages of 
American beef and dairy cattle were 
passed out. Interest in livestock is con- 
sistent with the over-all recognition 
throughout Japan that to keep pace with 
their ever-increasing demand for beef 
they must import registered breeding 
stock to provide bulls to be used in their 
cross-breeding program using native 
(Wagyu) females. Cross-breeding pic- 


tures of results already obtained through 


cross-breeding were on display in at- 
tractive panels (picture of booth area). 


On hand to take in the Festival were 
numerous state department and service 
personnel. It was immediately noticeable 
that these people recognized a link with 
home while viewing the livestock dis- 
plays. Many farm reared soldiers visited 
and even asked permission to walk in 
among the cattle as if to re-establish a 
connection severed by service obligations. 


One state group sponsored an Ameri- 
can beef tasting session. There were 
representatives present from fifteen meat 
dealers associations, including the presi- 
dent of the All-Japan Meat Dealer’s As- 
sociation. After tasting the portions of 
beef raised and fed in the United States 
their interest in securing carcass quotas 
rose. In some instances this was the first 
opportunity that many of these meat 
experts had had to taste American beef.

ABERDEEN-ANGUS

'T HE PROCESS of improving the native 
forms of cattle, in existence in the 
Argentine since the days of Spanish 
colonization, began in 1823 when John 
Miller imported a pedigreed Shorthorn 
bull from England. 


The characteristics of the Shorthorns 
in the Republic of the Argentine were 
born with this importation and the off- 
spring of this bull, compared to the 
native bulls used until his time, brought 
him a great reputation and his sons 
and his descendants spread throughout 
the land. Thus was born the epoch of 
the Shorthorns in the Republic of Argen- 
tine. Their reign lasted for many years 
until Aberdeen-Angus appeared on the 
scene. As Aberdeen-Angus breed began its 
rise to fame the Shorthorns started 
their decline. 


It is a story that parallels the story 
of beef breeds in the United States for 
Shorthorns were imported from England 
in 1783 and were also extremely popular 
here. For 34 years they had the arena 
to themselves. In 1817 the first Here- 
fords entered and became a real com- 
petitor. It was not until 1873 the first 
Aberdeen-Angus was added to the beef 
family in America, 90 years after the 
Shorthorn’s advent and 56 years after 
the introduction of the Herefords into 
the United States. 


The first “Blacks” were imported into 
the Argentine in 1879, or 55 years after 
the first Shorthorn. The first animals 
were imported by Don Carlos Guerrero 
and the shipment of three animals con- 
sisted of the bull “Virtuso 1626” bred 
by Col. Ferguson; the heifer “Cindar- 
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ella” bred by R. Walker and the heifer 
“Aunt Lee” bred by J. James. These ani- 
mals were entered in volume Six of 
the H. B, I. 


When Don Carlos Guerrero brought 
his Aberdeen-Angus into the Argentine 
his fellow cattlemen were not too impress- 
ed. Fact is they were enthusiastic about 
the Shorthorns and paid little attention 
to the new breed. However, the “Blacks” 
gradually demonstrated their superior- 
ity and on September 18, 1920 a group 
of twenty-seven cattlemen founded the 
Aberdeen-Angus Corporation of the 
Argentine. 


Today the Aberdeen-Angus Corporation 
boasts a larger membership than any 
other beef breed association in the Ar- 
gentine. They have their own building 
at 1181 Larrea Street where they provide 
a variety of services for their members, 
including the publication of their Review. 


In January, 1965 the Scottish Society 
published a special Argentinian Issue 
and noted the phenomenal progress of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the Ar- 
gentine as compared to the other major 
beef breeds. In the year 1920 the Short- 
horn breeders registered 13,658 head and 
in 1964 registered 14,514 head. The Here- 
ford breeders registered 2,219 in 1920 
and in 1964 registered a total of 16,681 
head. In 1920 the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
recorded only 1,721 animals and in 1964 
a total of 32,393 head, almost 200 head 
more than the other two breeds combined. 


It should be noted that for years the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed has_ registered 
more than the other two breeds together 
and the predominance of Aberdeen-An- 
gus in regard to pedigreed animals is 
absolute. 

In the Argentine, more than any other 
cattle country, they make use of what 
is called “pure-cross” animals, There are 
not enough pure pedigree (registered) 
bulls to serve the millions of cows in 
this vast country. The use of the “pure- 
cross” bulls is intensive and the Aber- 
deen-Angus Corporation controls the 
production of these, laying down certain 
regulations and special rules, They con- 
sider a sire as a “pure-cross” only when 
it is a result of five generations in which 
pedigreed bulls have been used exclu- 
sively. With this standard the commercial 
cattlemen use a bull that is not only 
“Black” but has a five generation pedi- 
gree with registered bulls on every sire 
line. 

Cattle are very important to this area. 
The Republic of the Argentine has the cli- 
mate and soil for producing cattle and 
cereals, with the result that these two 
products account for 90 percent of the 
Argentine’s foreign purchasing power. 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle are also very 
important to the country. It is estimated 
that four out of every six bulls used 
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by the farmers are Aberdeen-Angus. The 
reference to the “pure-cross” animals has 
been mentioned because in any reference 
to pedigree bulls there are more of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed than any other 
beef breed and the ratio increases in 
favor of the “Blacks” since the “pure- 
cross” Aberdeen-Angus bulls are more 
numerous than the crosses of the other 
beef breeds. 


The census of the cattle in the Argen- 
tine is not taken as often as might be 
desired, however, in the “Review” they 
showed the cattle population by breeds 
for the years 1937 and 1960, a twenty- 
three year span. 

The census figures showed: 


The Shorthorn breed had a total popu- 
lation of 10,730,712 in 1937 and in 1960 
they numbered 5,850,942, (—4,879,770). 


The Hereford breed had a total popu- 
lation of 713,491 in 1937 and in 1960 had 
increased to 1,576,601. (+863,110). 


The Aberdeen-Angus breed had a total 
population of 912,366 in 1937 and in 1960 
had increased to 7,497,615. (+6,585,249). 


The census of 1960 has proved the 
“Blacks” are in the majority in all the 
provinces most important in the cattle- 
man’s point of view. And, if a census 
were taken today it would undoubtedly 
show a huge superiority for Aberdeen- 
Angus as there has been a big increase 
in the number of farmers turning to 
the Angus breed. 


The principal cattle show held in the 
Argentine takes place on the grounds 
of the Rural Society of the Argentine 
at Palermo. The Palermo show is of 
world-wide importance, comparing to the 
shows at Perth or the International Ex- 
position in Chicago. British brecders 
were usually invited to judge at these 
shows. Among the first to judge at 
Palermo are remembered Mr. Hayter, F. 
W. Van Natta, L. B. Beddie, R. L. Grant, 
A. D. Campbell, W. J. Reid, S. K. Wil- 
liams, W. G. McPherson, A. L. Goodson, 
J. Sinclair, D. M. Allan, J. H. Cridlan 
and others. The first American to judge 
at Palermo was Otto V. Battles. Mr. 
Battles was the first American breeder 
to judge abroad, judging Perth in 1930 
and in 1940 judging Palermo, returning 
in 1943 to judge this show the second 
time. 


Soon after returning to the States 
Mr. Battles wrote a series of articles 
regarding his trip to Palermo and the Ar- 
gentine. In the March, 1941 issue he wrote 
about the pure-cross animals he saw 
on the trip as follows: “I was given a 
fine horse to ride, and, accompanied by 
several others of the party, including 
our host, Senor Zuberbuhler, I started 
to ride over the great pastures, where 
at frequent intervals we came upon 
large droves of cattle, which were 
grouped according to their age or sex 


or whether they were pedigreed or puros 
por cruza. 


“It might be well here to explain 
the requirements for a puros por cruza 
rating. In Argentina there are three 
classes of beef cattle, pedigreed, puros 
por cruza, and general. The general 
herds compare with our commercial 
herds, and, of course, the pedigreed 
herds are the same as our purebred 
herds. But we have nothing that corre- 
sponds with the puros por cruza herds. 
Some of the puros por cruza herds which 
we saw in Argentina compared very 
favorably in quality to the pedigreed 
herds, and the qualifications for a puros 
por cruza rating furnish the reasons 
for this. First, in order to qualify for 
this recognition, the animals must have 
had a certain number of purebred sire 
crosses of the breed they represent. If 
my memory serves me correctly, ten 
such crosses are necessary. (The Rural 
Society regulation is five generations.) 
But we saw some puros por cruza herds 
which represented more than forty pure 
crosses. Another reason for the high 
average quality of these herds is that 
this breeding program is carried on 
under the supervision of the Rural So- 
ciety. And competent judges employed 
by that society inspect the herds at 
regular intervals and discard animals 
which do not measure up to a certain 
standard. Such animals, are relegated 
to the general herd or otherwise disposed 
of. One can readily understand why 
high average quality would result from 
such a procedure. 


“Puros por cruza herds furnish a good 
market for bulls from the pedigreed 
herds, because none but registered sires 
can be used in them. And it is from the 
puros por cruza herds that many of the 
bulls used in the general or commercial 
herds are drawn, I heard some criticism 
of the puros por cruza work on the 
grounds that these herds hindered the 
sale of purebred bulls, but I think that 
the idea is quite generally accepted in 
Argentina as a good one, and that no 
one would like to see it discontinued. At 
least this is true of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. And all of those whom we 
visited maintain the three classes of 
cattle I have menioned, In addition, 
some of them were feeders of steers 
which were purchased elsewhere. And 
sometimes these steers were of mixed 
breeds, just as some of our commer- 
cial feeders feed steers of different 
breeds...” 


Mr. Battles later commented on the 
pastures of Argentina. “. . . Returning 
to Estancia ‘La Celina’, as we explored 
it both on horseback and in motor cars, 
I learned that the 10,067 hectarias 
(25,167 acres) lay within the favored 
breeding and feeding area I have de- 
scribed. And although it was almost 
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entirely devoted to livestock, some corn 
was produced on it. At first it seemed 
strange to me that although a great 
deal of corn is grown in Argentina, so 
little of it is used for fattening livestock. 
After I had seen the luxuriant year- 
round pastures, however, and had a 
chance to observe the quality of the 
beef the pasture grasses produced, I no 
longer wondered why so little grain is fed. 


“The pastures which we found at ‘La 
Celina’ (and they were quite typical of 
others which we saw in Argentina) 
were large and extremely well-fenced. 
They were mostly laid out in great 
squares, with a well, a windmill, and a 
supply tank in each corner, These water 
facilities also furnish water for the 
corresponding corner of the adjoining 
pasture. Strange as it may seem, there 
are hardly any flowing streams in the 
pampas. I was told that in order to 
get the animals in a certain pasture to 
graze its entire area, only one corner 
at a time is supplied with water, and 
when the surface within a reasonable 
distance of this corner is properly eaten 
off, its water supply is cut off and a 
windmill is started pumping in another 
corner toward which the animals natu- 
rally move for grazing. This process 
is continued until the entire pasture 
has been covered or eaten off. By this 
method the same purpose is achieved as 
is brought about by changing animals 
from time to time from one pasture 
to another, for the purpose of alternately 
resting one.” 


Mr. Battles then described the prep- 
aration of the lunch prepared on their 
return from visiting the pastures. 


“After a forenoon in the saddle, we 
had developed healthy appetites, and 
despite the tact that the time slipped 
by unnoticed, because of our deep inter- 
est in what we were doing, we were 
glad to return to the estancia head- 
quarters for luncheon. And what an 
enjoyable luncheon it was! Perhaps I 
can best describe it by giving you a 
general picture of the luncheon and 
dinner menus of Argentina. 


“A special delicacy in Argentina, and 
one which is characteristic of the 
country, is the asada. And whether it 
is served in the estancia garden or as 
the rude meal of the gaucho in the vast 
expanse of the pampa, it is a dish which 
is likely to cause the most temperate 
eater to overindulge. Not every asada 
is alike—it may consist of lamb, or it 
may be veal or beef. I think that the 
most delicious that we tasted during 
our entire stay in Argentina was a beef 
asada with the skin attached. 


“How is the asada prepared? This 
is the way we saw some of them being 
made ready to serve: the carcass was 
impaled on two steel rods whose ends 
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are stuck into the ground at the proper 
angle for a slow fire to do its most 
effective work, The process consumed 
several hours and required the services 
of a skilled asadero or cook. The asadero 
is garbed in the picturesque attire of the 
gaucho, which means that he wears boots 
and the extremely baggy breeches known 
as bombachos, which are held in place 
by a broad leather belt studded with 
hundreds of silver coins of various de- 
nominations. A bright colored shirt, a 
scarf carelessly knotted around the 
throat and a broad, low-crowned hat 
nearly completes the costume, but not 
quite, for there is always the wicked 
looking knife stuck in the belt at the 
back. This knife greatly excited my 
curiosity. Some of them are especially 
decorative by reason of their gold and 
silver mountings. But the gaucho who 
sometimes acts as asadero does not carry 
this long keen-bladed knife for its deco- 
rative effects alone. It is of practical 
use to him in numerous ways, one of 
them being carving an asada. With it 
he cuts rich slices of juicy meat from 
the perfectly roasted carcass, or spears 
a kidney in response to appreciative 
palates. Of course, the knife is also used 
on occasions for defense purposes, but 
very seldom is such use required of it. 


“Red wine is usually served with the 
asada and the bombilla of mate is often 
in evidence. This drink to some extent 
has the effect of a green salad in bal- 
ancing the rich meat diet, and it is a 
very popular beverage of the South 
American countries. 


“As I have before stated, the Argen- 
tines live well. Their tables are replete 
with the most appetizing foods one can 
imagine, and deliciously cooked. An ex- 
ample of a typical Argentine luncheon 
or dinner menu (and I could observe 
but very little difference in the com- 
pleteness of the two meals) would be 
something like this: first, fimbres which 
are hardly hors d’oeuvres, for they con- 
sist of huge slices of ham, or beef, or 
turkey. Then, after you have taken the 
edge off your appetite with fimbres, 
squash, soup, and a plate of puchero, 
the real meal begins—stuffed turkey, 
asada, and lamb chops, followed by a 
variety of rich pastries. We liked the 
Argentine cooking. To me it is quite 
similar to that of our own South. Our 
hosts, particularly while we were at 
the estancias, took pains to serve all 
of the different foods which are charac- 
teristic of the country, and there was 
not one of these dishes which we did 
not thoroughly enjoy.” 


In 1965 Juan C. Larrouy, president 
of the Corporacion Argentina de Aber- 
deen-Angus, had this to say about the 
special market sales sponsored by the 
Corporation. “One of the best propa- 
ganda mediums which has proved effi- 


cacious in spreading the breed in the 
Argentine, has been and is the exclusive 
markets of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The 
Corporation organises them in agreement 
with reputable firms of auctioneers and 
with the co-operation of the cattle breed- 
ers, who send droves of cattle which 
are duly inspected on entering the en- 
closures of the market. An expert rejects 
every animal that does not conform, 
so far as racial characteristics go, to 
the standard of the breed. In that way, 
many breeders who wish to augment 
their stock or start off on developing 
new stock, may acquire at these private 
markets herds that fully exhibit the 
virtues of the Aberdeen-Angus. 

“In the Argentine there are numerous 
farms given over entirely to the breeding 
of Aberdeen-Angus, and actually the 
number increases every day. Since there 
is no obligation to register them in any 
way, their exact number is unknown, 
but it can be safely said they number 
more than 800. 

“Their importance varies: there are 
some with more than 1,500 pedigree 
animals and others that can hardly total 
100. They buy the parent bulls perhaps 
at overseas shows—with Perth holding 
the preference—or maybe privately from 
Scottish or American farms, They also 
buy imported bulls which some business 
people bring every year to the Argentine. 

“Naturally, most of their purchases 
are made at the Palermo Show and at 
the sales which every farm holds annu- 
ally of its production. 

“The quality of the Aberdeen-Angus 
ranch in the Argentine is unsurpassable, 
to judge from the opinion of the experts 
who have visited that country, an opinion 
also shared by all the foreign judges 
who have officiated at Palermo. 

“Such quality is the fruit of the ef- 
forts of the Argentinian cattle breeders 
and of the constant mixing of new blood 
in their herds, through the purchases 
of the finest sires from abroad. 

“At the head of many of those farms 
are men of world renown as far as their 
knowledge of the breed is concerned, 
and many have judges at shows over- 
seas. We recall that these Argentinian 
judges have operated at Perth:—Dr. 
Carlos Guerrero; Ing. Raul E. Firpo; 
Ing. Raul J. Bancalari; and Dr. Augusto 
De’lepian Galli; and Dr. Ezequiel C. 
Tagle.”

MODERN JET AIRCRAFT are a far 
cry from a saddle horse and considerably 
faster than my old Bonanza. Besides, if 
you are lucky to have a row of empty 
seats, a fair night’s sleep is possible. 
Eight hours after leaving New York, we 
were on final approach through the sun 
drenched mists of a beautiful spring 
morning at Copenhagen’s modern air- 
port. 

Denmark, arrayed in all its spring 
finery, was most beautiful. The maritime 
climate, influenced by warm ocean cur- 
rents, provides ideal conditions for grow- 
ing wonderful dense native pastures that 
would be the envy of any cowman. 
Flowers and fruit trees in bloom formed 
multicolored borders for the verdant pas- 
tures and neat fields on the gently roll- 
ing terrain. 

The well tended fields supported good 
crops of wheat, oats, barley and beets 
for sugar, as well as feed and hay. Dan- 
ish agricultural land is expensive and

prices are well in excess of values of our 
best farm land. Cities, roads and even an 
expanding suburbia similar to our own 
contribute to the scarcity of agricultural 
lands and create the necessity of inten- 
sive cultivation with no wasted space. 
Many country roads we traveled were one 
car wide and even their small cars had 
to stop and ease past oncoming vehicles. 
Early domesticators and developers of 
cattle in all of Europe selected for milk, 
work and beef simultaneously. Many 
cattle on the Continent today are dual- 
purpose breeds and a few still work. In 
the early days, transportation of live- 
stock was difficult and breeds tended to 
develop locally. Many breeds that enjoy 
wide distribution today differ in some 
characteristics from region to region. 
The vast grassland areas of the United 
States in early times led to the develop- 
ment of a beef industry which was im- 
possible in European countries because 


of the density of population and the re- 
sulting scarcity of land for pasture. 
Beef was derived largely from older ani- 
mals and from young males not needed 
for work or breeding stock. Dairying 
gradually became the primary purpose 
of cattle in most European countries and 
dairy type cattle predominate today. 
The tremendous postwar industrial ex- 
pansion and spectacular economic re- 
covery of all free European countries 
have recently created a demand for more 
and better quality beef. This demand 
comes from the expanding middle-class 
worker and small businessman who has 
a steady income, is moving to suburbia, 
has an automobile, and wants better food 
and good nutrition for his family. He or 
his wife are the customers of the ever 
increasing number of self-service super- 
markets which in turn make his demands 
felt more quickly by the industry. 
Dairy production has exceeded the de- 
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mand for local consumption and has been 
on an export basis for many years in 
most countries. A slackening export de- 
mand in world trade has created sur- 
pluses and the resulting lower prices of 
milk and milk products have necessitated 
subsidies and price supports. 

The most recent economic adjustments 
affecting agriculture have been brought 
about by the Common Market develop- 
ment. These adjustments accentuate the 
price squeeze on dairy products and re- 
flect the growing demand for more beef 
of better quality. Tourists from beef eat- 
ing countries also accentuate this de- 
mand. a 

Today, most countries of Europe, 
whether or not they are members of 
EEC, are trying to encourage beef pro- 
duction. Incentives are being supplied by 
practically all governments in the form 
of subsidies, technical assistance and 
favorable economic conditions. The kind 
and amount of incentive varies from one 
country to another and we will examine 
a few of them more closely as we com- 
plete our journey from Copenhagen to 
Southern Spain. 

The leading breed of cattle in Den- 
mark is the Danish Red. Some of the 
herds I saw appeared to have been se- 
lected for the dual purpose of milk and 
meat. Other herds were outstanding ex- 
amples of dairy type. One herd owned 
by Mr. Carsten Pedersen of Nivagard 
had production records of which many 
a United States dairyman would be 
proud. Danish Reds are large framed, 
long rumped cattle with plenty of capac- 
ity and a distinctive solid red color, 

Beef production in Denmark, other 
than from dual-purpose and dairy cattle, 
appears to be limited to a few recently 
established herds of Angus, Herefords 
and Shorthorns. Little if any feeding of 
grain is practiced at present, but agri- 
cultural leaders and government agencies 


are now setting up feeding demonstra- 
tions with beef breeds, as well as with 
crossbreds sired by Angus bulls. At least 
some of these trials will use pen-type 
feeding with the cattle running loose 
rather than in stanchions or on neck 
chains as is now commonly practiced. 
Feeding on pasture may also be tried. 
Cattle will most likely be fed to weights 
of 1,000 to 1,100 pounds on a high rough- 
age ration of good quality grass and 
beet-top silage, hay and root crops. 


At least some of the feeding operations 
will be combined with a specialized mar- 
keting campaign stressing quality beef 
at slightly higher prices for primal cuts. 
It appears that such practices could have 
a bright future in Denmark. It will most 
certainly help to focus attention on the 
demand for more beef of better quality. 


The wonderfully hospitable Danes were 
delighted to show me their developing 
suburbs and new roads, but they are 
equally proud of their antiquity. The 
Esrum Inn where we had a most de- 
lightful and tasty Danish lunch is over 
600 years old. It may someday serve 
high quality Angus steaks prepared 
western style over a broiler. 


A Sterling Airlines DC-6 from Copen- 
hagen to Hannover, Germany afforded 
me an hour long panorama of the coun- 
tries with their neat fields and farm- 
steads, their clean, well kept towns and 
new superhighways. Progress and neat- 
ness were evident on every hand. 

The drive from Hannover to Wittingen, 
near the East German border, on a 
bright spring morning was as enjoyable 
as the colorful fields of tulips and good 
crops we passed, Fields of wheat, oats, 
asparagus, beets and hay may have been 
less colorful than those of tulips, but 
could not have been more neat or better 
cared for. 


Mrs. Drogemeier, wife of the Secretary 


of the Angus Association for the north 
of Germany, welcomed me to their lovely 
home in Wittingen and notified her hus- 
band of my arrival. Over refreshments 
and delicious homemade cakes, she con- 
fided that she did most of the work for 
the association while her husband was 
busy as manager of thé local Co-op. 


We were soon off on a tour of Angus 
herds in the Drogemeier’s Mercedes. 
They could not refrain from expressing 
their sorrow and concern for the divided 
families and friends along the border of 
East Germany as we passed close to it. 
It is indeed a tragedy that governments 
cannot be as friendly and understanding 
as the peoples they govern. My own sym- 
pathies went out to the East German 
people living in drab houses in a land 
that was obviously less properous than 
our side of the border, I was careful 
that we did not cross! 


Mr. and Mrs. Carl Hincke met us in 
the yard in front of their farmstead 
home near Ebstorf and treated us to a 
tour of their wonderful native pastures 
where we saw a great herd of Angus 
cows and calves. The herd numbers 100 
females of breeding age and is of out- 
standing quality. In fact, it was the most 
outstanding herd I was to see in all of 
my travels through Europe. The founda- 
tion was secured in Scotland in 1958 with 
the purchase of 30 females and a bull. 
Herd sires have been added occasionally, 
but no more females have been intro- 
duced. 


The herd is confined to the spacious 
barns during the winter season and kept 
well bedded to produce manure for the 
cropland. Their feed consists of beet-top 
silage, grass silage, straw, some beets, 
other root crops and hay. The cattle run 
loose in the area in contrast to the usual 
method of stanchioning or tying. Large, 
well designed creeps are provided in 
each section of the barn where young 
calves have access to good hay and oats. 


Calves begin dropping in January and 
are all on the ground before April 15th. 
This makes them ready and able to con- 
sume all the increased milk flow of their 
dams when they are turned on the won- 
derful lush pastures in late April. The 
three herd sires we saw with the cows 
in the pastures were large, heavily 
muscled bulls of excellent quality and 
their calves attested to their ability as 
good sires.

Association of all Herd Book registry 
organizations in Germany, met us and 
accompanied us to lunch in Luneburg. We 
visited several other Angus and crossbred 
herds in the area. Most breeders ap- 
peared to be closely associated with 
Scottish breeders and breeding, but we 
may yet be able to introduce them to 
some good United States bulls at a fu- 
ture fair in Germany, 

Germany is experiencing the same 
economic trends in agriculture as most 
European countries and is trying to ex- 
pand beef production. Crossbreeding with 
Angus bulls will undoubtedly play an im- 
portant role in their efforts and accom- 
plishments. 

On the flight from Hannover to 
Brussels, I changed planes in the very 
beautiful and functional airport at Am- 
sterdam. It is undoubtedly the most 
modern and beautiful airport I have ever 
seen. 

At the Brussels airport, I was met by 
Mrs. Wykerslooth and treated to a tour 
of part of the beautiful city before we 
picked up her brother, Count Cornet, 
and drove to their mother’s wonderful 
Chalet. The Castle, set in the middle of 
their 2,000 acres of rolling farmland and 
meadows, was built in the 1100’s. It later 
burned and was rebuilt in 1681 on the 
original stone walls and foundations. The 
Countess has contrived to modernize the 
interior into a cozy home where all the 
family gathers during the summer 
months. 

The farm is in top production under 
the care of Count Cornet and abounds 
with excellent crops of wheat, oats, beets 
and well managed timber plots. The na- 
tive pastures are well cared for and pro- 
duce excellent forage which will be ideal 
for grazing the registered Angus herd 
they propose to establish. 

Count Cornet also showed me his 
farm near the Waterloo battlefield where 
Napoleon was defeated in 1815, It, too, 
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young man second from right. Mr. Saverio 
Franceschini, who purchased 26 Angus in the 
United States in 1967, is on the right next to 
his partner, Mr. Giorgio. 


is an ideal farm with great crops and 
top quality pastures. They plan to de- 
velop meadow pastures for Angus on all 
of the steeper slopes and continue to 
crop the excellent fields. A quaiity beef 
marketing program will most likely be 
established in connection with this An- 
gus operation also. 


The demand for more beef of better 
quality is even more evident in Belgium 
than in other countries. New modern 
skyscrapers are mushrooming in Brussels 
and new housing in the suburbs is con- 
tinuing at an ever increasing rate. These 
and other indications of an expanding 
economy and a growing middle-class 
population with regular incomes to spend 
on a better quality diet are evident on 
every hand. 


After two most enjoyable days and 
nights at the Castle and touring the 
beautiful countryside, it was time to con- 
tinue my journey. Not even an old cow- 
puncher could resist a little tourism, how- 
ever, and my wonderful hosts treated 
me to a tour of the Waterloo battlefield 
before I reluctantly bid them farewell. 


In Milan, Italy I was greeted by my 
friend Sr. Franceschini whom I had 
helped select and purchase 25 Angus 
heifers and a bull in the United States 
last year. He most graciously spent a 
great deal of time and effort in showing 
me the agriculture and cattle farms of 
Lombardy and Via Monte provinces in 
Northern Italy. 


Most cattle operations in Italy are 
dairy farms but we visited one large 
feeding establishment that is presently 
finishing between 250 and 300 bulls for 
the slaughter market. As in many Latin 
countries, no castrated males are fed 
for slaughter in Italy. The market pre- 
ference there is for bull beef, I was told. 
Also, the market does not accept much 
fat on its beef. Several operators told 
me privately, however, that the “fat fad” 
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Feeding barn in the province of Viamonte, 
Italy. About one hundred bulls were chained to 
rings in the wall just to the right of the open 
doors. They were being fed for beef. 


was changing and that many Italians 
now prefer the flavor and juiciness that 
some fattening adds to their beef. 

The bulls on feed in open pens were 
gaining slightly more per day than those 
fed inside the main barn and tied by neck 
chains, according to the manager. Most 
of them were of the Limousine breed and 
had been imported as calves from France 
or Switzerland. A few Normandy bulls 
and a limited number of Charolais are 
also included. Gains average about one 
kilogram (2.2 pounds) per day on a ra- 
tion of ground ear corn, silage, roots and 
hay. All of the cattle are weighed regu- 
larly and appeared to te in very thrifty 
condition. Two large Harvestore silos are 
in use and the entire plant is ideally 
maintained and managed. 

The calves weigh between 250 and 300 
kilograms when purchased and are fed 
until they reach about 500 kilograms. 
Those that were ready for market were 
not carrying an excessive cover and 
would have made low choice if they had 
been steers at our markets, 

Agricultural production is profoundly 
influenced by government in most coun- 
tries today and Italy is no exception. In 
response to higher subsidies, it appears 
to me that at least 25% of the tremend- 
ous acreage planted to rice this year is 
in newly constructed paddies. I was told 
that the overall increase in rice acreage 
would be higher than 25% and might 
exceed 35%. I hope the government’s 
plan to increase beef volume and quality 
meets with as much enthusiasm, as An- 
gus will surely be involved on both 
counts. 

Present government plans for beef pro- 
duction include the importation of high 
quality beef sires and assistance to pro- 
ducers who will establish herds to fur- 
nish purebred beef bulls for crossbreed- 
ing and upgrading. It is reported that 
Italy is spending $28,000 per day on 
beef imports and a reduction in this huge 
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outlay is desired to help the balance of 
payments situation. 

It was reported to me on good author- 
ity that there are 6,000,000 acres of 
arable and abandoned farm land in 
the rolling hill areas of Italy that has 
reverted to the government. Several of 
the abandoned farms that I visited could 
be readily adapted to the production of 
good grasses and forage crops for main- 
taining a beef breeding herd. The invest- 
ment required per animal unit could not 
be determined accurately but in some 
areas it appeared to be quite high while 
other reported figures indicated a much 
lower figure. The Italian Minister of 
Agriculture is reported to be seeking 
ways to return many of these areas to 
agricultural production. I can seriously 
recommend grass and Angus cows to him 
as an ideal solution to his problem. They 
would also help reduce the outgo of cash 
for importing beef. 

Lombardy is a very rich agricultural 
province lying almost entirely in the 
valley of the Po River and its tributaries, 
In addition to the great acreages in rice, 
it produces a tremendous amount of 
wheat, corn, alfalfa and grasses. It ap- 
pears to be one of the richest agricultural 
areas of the world and is well farmed. 

Milk and milk products appear to be 
in oversupply in Italy and interest in 
beef production is evident on all sides. 
I may have worked against the beef in- 
terests somewhat during my stay as I 
sure ate up some of the cheese surplus 
and think it the most delicious I have 
ever tasted. 
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Here again a growing population with 
money to buy a higher quality diet surely 
will create an expanding demand for 
quality beef. Italy appears to have more 
land readily available for beef produc- 
tion than many other European countries 
and should make rapid strides in reducing 
costly imports of beef. 


One segment of the Spanish cattle 
business is known and appreciated all 
over the world. Spain is reputed to pro- 
duce the best fighting bulls in the world, 
as well as the best bull fighters. In fact, 
the production of fighting bulls is a 
highly regarded business in this wonder- 
ful country, but I doubt if it is very pro- 
fitable. 


Performance testing of fighting bulls 
is most likely the oldest form of actual 
record keeping on cattle for the purpose 
of selection for improvement. The prac- 
tice certainly outdates the record keep- 
ing on milk and butterfat production. 
Perhaps one of the greatest drawbacks 
to the use of these records is that many 
of the top progeny never survive the test! 
Actually, all young fighting bulls are 
tried by men on horseback to determine 
that they are ferocious and will attack 
when provocation arises, At least one 
breeder of fighting bulls indicated a de- 
sire to establish an Angus herd on his 
ranch. 


Like most European countries, Spain 
has enjoyed a remarkable economic revo- 
lution since the war. The gross national 
product tripled between 1960 and 1967. 
Automobiles in Madrid have tripled in

the past six years and new building and 
housing developments are in evidence on 
all sides, 

Here again, the improved standard of 
living leads to a demand for a better 
diet that includes more beef of higher 
quality. The government has recognized 
this demand and the new four year 
economic development plan is reported to 
contain incentives to encourage and assist 
farmers to meet higher goals for beef 
production. 

Farm population in Spain has dropped 
15% in the past five years in response 
to the need for labor in expanding in- 
dustry. Agriculture is not highly mecha- 
nized but the trend toward mechanization 
must accelerate because of the dwindling 
labor supply. Higher labor costs and 
mechanization will favor beef production. 

Mr, Douglas Crawford, the United 
States Agricultural Attache in Spain, 
and his assistant, Mr. Dale Vining, are 
confident that Spain will become an ex- 
panding market for United States beef 
breeding cattle. They assure me that 
there is sufficient available land that can 
be economically utilized for beef pro- 
duction and that governmental assistance 
will most likely be liberal. 

The main purpose of my visit in Spain 
was to participate in the Feria del 
Campo in Madrid where two Angus bulls 
and six females were on exhibit for thirty 
days. These excellent Angus had been 
purchased from Picket Fence Farm by Sr. 
Jose Guerrero M. for his farm near 
Granada. 

The USDA pavilion at the exposition 
was ideal for showing the five breeds 
flown over for the event and attracted 
throngs of spectators. Many people at- 
tending the fair saw Angus for the first 
time and interest in the Blacks was high. 
Angus breeding cattle will most cer- 
tainly play a part in helping General 
Franco increase beef volume and quality 
under the new four year plan. As a 
matter of fact, he appeared very much 
interested in the Angus on exhibit when 
he toured the pavilion. 


Invitations were issued to interested 
cattlemen and agricultural leaders to at- 
tend special programs held at the pavil- 
ion. Each breed representative had a 
part in such programs, and films and 
other promotional material were used. 
The response to these meetings was ex- 
cellent and the interest in beef cattle 
quite gratifying. 

Sr. Guerrero and I visited his farm at 
Granada, as well as many farms and 
estancias near Seville. The south of 
Spain is strikingly similar to South 
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Texas insofar as climate and vegetation 
are concerned. One difference, of course, 
is the extensive olive groves that occupy 
a great part of the land area. 


Cork oak trees afford abundant shade 
for cattle grazing the excellent improved 
pastures on the beautiful Hacienda de 
Lerena owned by Mr. Francisco Lazo 
Diaz. In addition to shade, these oaks 
yield acorns for feeding hogs. Each nine 
years their bark is split and peeled off to 
be made into corks for wine bottles and 
other purposes. 


Mr. Lazo has an excellent herd of cattle 
of the breed known as Retintas. They 
are big, rangy red cattle with long, 
slender horns and give one the impression 
that they must descend from the same 
foundation as the Longhorns of our 
Southwest. This is probably true as the

first bovines on this continent were 
brought from Spain and were the parent 
stock of the Longhorns. 


Angus bulls will be used by Mr. Lazo 
to cross on part of the Retinta herd, He 
also plans to use Angus bulls on a herd 
of small, black, horned, native cattle that 
have a predominance of fighting blood. 
The results will be carefully and ac- 
curately measured over the scales at 
Estancia de Lerena not far from Seville. 
All calves have been weighed at Lerena 
for several years and Mr. Lazo is to be 
complimented on his foresight and initi- 
ative in keeping and using such records. 

A great part of Spain apparently pro- 
duces no livestock. One can drive for 
hundreds of miles without seeing a cow

or even a fence. Most of the better land 
is cropped intensively and the remainder 
has been in olive groves for centuries. 
Crops include excellent wheat, corn, saf- 
flower, sunflower, garabonza peas and 
alfalfa. 


Of course, grapes for wine comprise 
the main crop in some areas and other 
horticultural production is also encour- 
aged. Wine is served with most meals 
and on any occasion like at roadside rest 
stops or wherever we might serve coffee 
in this country. It is very good, and I 
could easily get into the habit of drink- 
ing it in place of coffee, 


I shall always remember Spain for its 
clean white-walled towns, neatly cropped 
fields and vineyards, its olive groves and 
big cork oaks, as well as for the wonder- 
ful hospitality of the friendly people.

Over 300,000 people paid to see the show during April and May. 
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‘T HE HEADLINE — translated from 
Japanese, says—Angus + Water + 
Grass makes the best meat in the world. 
This inscription was also the headline 
for fifty-thousand American-Angus As- 
sociation brochures printed in Japanese 
and passed out during the International 
Livestock Exposition, April, 1965, in 
Japan. 


The Exposition was held in the Prefec- 
ture (State) of Chiba, which lies across 
the bay from Tokyo. Angus and Here- 
ford Association representatives from the 
United States were there to display the 
merits of American beef and representa- 
tives were also on hand from Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and Scotland. 
In addition to beef cattle, dairy breeds, 
several breeds of swine, sheep and chick- 
ens were on display. 


It was quite a unique set-up and the 
outcome was remarkably successful con-

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sidering the fact that the Japanese had 
no previous experience in sponsoring live- 
stock shows. The show site was the 
Mother Farm. This is a part of a large 
estate which belongs to the sponsor of the 
show, Mr. Maeda, who is chairman of 
“The Nohkei News.” This farm is located 


two and one-half hours from Tokyo by 
train. Long tie-sheds constructed of 
plastic laced to steel framework housed 
the cattle and sheep. Each individual 
animal had a stall which was bedded by 
rice straw placed over an air-mattress 
type cushion about two inches thick.

show sponsor. 
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One side of the building housed the 
American entry of twelve Angus heifers 
and one bull, the Canadian entry of one 
Aberdeen-Angus bull and one heifer, a 
Hereford heifer, the Australian four- 
year-old Beef Shorthorn bull, the British 
entry of an Aberdeen-Angus bull and a 
Hereford heifer. The exhibit was com- 
pleted by entry of Brown Wagyu, the 
native Japanese cattle. 


The exposition area covered approxi- 
mately sixty to seventy acres (expressed 
in Japan as hectares, with a little over 
2% acres per hectare) and looked like a 
modern county fair. In addition to live- 
stock there were industrial exhibits and 
agricultural machinery to go along with 
feed processing equipment and floral dis- 
plays. 

In excess of 300,000 paid admissions 
viewed the month-long show. The crowds 
were made up of farmers, city folks and 
thousands of interested youth groups. 
Chief item of interest was an Angus calf 
born on the boat in transit. After sev- 
eral days of constant attention, he soon 
became the star of the show. Countless 
snapshots were taken and usually the 
calf was prominent in the picture. 


At the conclusion of the show the 
cattle were sold. The market was very 
sound and it was apparent the Japanese 
favored the U. S. “Blacks” over other 
beef cattle on hand for the show. 


In November 1964, the freighter Philip- 
pine Bearer docked in Okinawa with the 
largest shipment of U. S. cattle ever to 
land in the Far East. Aboard were 125 
registered heifers and 25 bulls from 23 
California Angus breeders. Then in Feb- 
ruary another shipment of 75 heifers and 
3 bulls from Missouri and Iowa herds 
landed in the Ryukyu Islands. 


When the first International Livestock 
Show (April 10 to May 10) was planned, 
the U, S. was invited to become one of 
the seven countries to display livestock 
at the exposition. Twelve bred heifers 
and one bull, which will be viewed by an 
estimated 200,000 Japanese agricultural 
people are in Japan through the coopera- 
tion of Angus breeders in Ohio, Iowa, 
Missouri and Oklahoma. 

In 1962, the Japanese government ex- 
tended through the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Foreign Agri- 
cultural Service, an invitation to the 
American Angus Association to send an 
Angus informational team to Japan. A 
similiar invitation came from the govern- 
ment of the Ryukyu Islands which had 
received a gift of four registered Angus 
bulls from King Merritt of Vicksburg, 
Mississippi, for use in experimental 
crossbreeding work. 

Armed with promotional materials and 
slides, James Hartman of the Foreign 
Agricultural Service, Lyle Springer and 
I spent several weeks in Japan and the

Ryukyu Islands. The Angus team told 
of the merits of Angus to Japanese 
farmers, businessmen, educators, pre- 
fectural (state) and central (national) 
government livestock people. Then a 
year later a group of these same people 
came to the U. S. to select foundation 
Angus for the Ryukyu Islands. The 
first three groups of cattle were flown 
to Naha, Okinawa. 


In October, 1963, the Foreign Agricul- 
tural Service decided again to send the 
Angus team back to the Orient with its 
representative, John Ginn. Purpose of 
this mission was to check the interest 
created by the U. S, Angus. The team 
also visited other areas of Japan where 
beef cattle are produced. 


There was little doubt left about how 
the Ryukyuans felt about U. S. Angus. 
Looking to the northeast to their neigh- 
bors in all of Japan, they saw a sleeping 
giant — a beef merchandiser’s dream if 
only he could depend on a faster growing 
source of high quality beef cattle. 


Japanese customarily do not eat a 
great deal of red meat. In fact, the an- 
nual consumption per capita of red meat 
averaged little more than 11 pounds last 
year. Mitsukuni Suzuki, vice-president 
of the Nissin Meat Products Co., Ltd., 
Tokyo, said that the demand for beef 
since World War II had increased tre- 
mendously. In recent years, consumption 
of beef has risen as much as 20 per cent 
per year. He pointed out that the Japa- 
nese generally have been fish-eating 
people. But certain problems in this 
industry have made fish more costly. 
As the income of the young working 
people increases, they want more beef. 


Mr. Suzuki indicated that the average 
housewife might purchase beef at a re- 


tail price of 50 to 75 cents per 100 
grams. But for the preferred ribeye and 
loin which make the best sukiyaki, the 
price might soar as high as two dollars 
per 100 grams. No wonder farmers, 
farm organizations, businessmen, agri- 
culturalists, and both prefectural and 
central government people are taking 
steps to increase livestock production in 
Japan. 


There is full employment in Japan and 
stomachs are full. Some 13 million tons 
of rice are grown annually, This fills a 
major need for food, Japan also depends 
on heavy imports of wheat and other 
food products for improving the diet of 
its people. Teenage sons and daughters 
are taller than their parents in Japan, 
showing improved nutrition. Imports of 
about a half billion dollars worth of 
U. S. farm products annually make 
them one of our best customers. 


Surging industrial growth, improved 
communications, modern transportation 
and international trade are changing the 
face of Japan every day. In Tokyo, 
where there are 10% million of the 
country’s 96 million people, construction 
activity continues around the clock. 
Rushed to completion for the Olympics 
last fall were hotels, restaurants, ex- 
pressways and countless buildings for 
other businesses. 


Let’s take a brief look at Japan from 
the viewpoint of its agriculture. In the 
first place this thriving, bustling nation, 
since it became a democracy in 1946, has 
put most of its economic know-how and 
push into industrial development, It is 
a rugged, mountainous country about the 
size of Montana. With a labor force of 
47 million, about 30 per cent is still 
working on the farm, Arable land ac-

counts for about 15 per cent of the 
country. 

Since the pressure on the land is so 
great, the fields of Japan are cultivated 
intensively. They are handled better 
than many of our gardens. The rice 
fields are graded to level, and each is 
surrounded by dikes. Many upland fields 
are also leveled and made secure by ter- 
racing. Leveling not only facilities work- 
ing, but enables the land to retain all 
natural or artificial fertilizers, making 
possible the continuous growing of such 
heavy-yielding crops as irrigated rice. 

A characteristic feature of Japanese 
agriculture is that two successive crops 
are grown each year on a large part of 
the arable land. Two crops of rice are 
rare, but from 30 to 40 per cent of the

irrigated rice land, except where the 
climate is least favorable on account of 
severe winters, is replanted to winter 
crops, such as wheat and barley. 

The bulk of land area of Japan is 
included in the four main islands of 
Honshu, Shikoku, Kyushu, and Hok- 
kaido, but there are many smaller is- 
lands adjacent to the larger ones. These 
islands are composed primarily of high, 
rugged mountains and contain many 
voleanoes, In the mountain and inter- 
mountain regions are thousands of acres 
of grasslands offering great potential 
for beef cattle production. It is the 
utilization of these grazing areas that 
has interested more and more Japanese 
in improved beef cattle. 


So far livestock production has been

limited even though there is a large 
area of highlands. The main reason is 
the lack of good natural pasture land. 
In many places the native wild grass ap- 
pears coarse and unnutritious. Some 
pasture improvement experiments have 
brought fantastic results, especially on 
the northern island of Hokkaido and also 
on northern Honshu. Other experimental 
work with pastures and improved cattle 
is underway in some of the other pre- 
fectures (states). 


Farmers, livestock specialists, busi- 
nessmen, and both prefectural (state) 
and central government people realize a 
big step must be taken if Japan is to 
produce much of the beef that will be 
needed in the years ahead. While there 
are considerable possibilities for increas- 
ing and improving Japan’s livestock in- 
dustry, there still remains a formidable 
task of improving the vast areas of pas- 
ture and grazing lands. There also is 
great need for the introduction of large 
numbers of improved breeding stock. 


Japanese cattle, which are called 
Wagyu are used as dual purpose ani- 
mals (draft and beef). The need for 
draft animals is diminishing with the 
advent of the small garden-type tractor 
and the small three-wheeled trucks. Ac- 
tually rice farms average around 2.5 
acres in Japan, This modern equipment 
takes the place of the draft animal. 


From 1900 to 1912, an attempt was 
made to improve the Wagyu by the in- 
troduction of several breeds from Europe 
—Brown Swiss, Devon, and others. Re- 
sults were not satisfactory to the Japan- 
ese. Now the Japanese cattle are divided 
into the horned black breed (less than 
two million in recent years), and the 
horned brown breed (less than one-half 
million in recent years) with a small 
number of polled black cattle, Japanese 
shorthorns, and experimental herds of 
other English breeds. 


Early in Japanese agricultural history, 
the Wagyu was primarily used for draft 
purposes. In recent years as the need 
for draft animals became less, growing 
demand on the native cattle was for 
beef. Then Wagyu beef became famous 
under such names as Kobe (a city) beef, 
Omi beef, Matsuzaka beef, ete. Probably 
the preferred animal by the beef market 
is a virgin heifer, three or more years 
of age, fattened on fresh or dried grass, 
wheat bran, barley and some commercial 
feeds such as soybean cake. 


Massaging with rice straw still is prac- 
ticed and is believed by the Japanese to 
increase marbling, Wagyus are usually 
housed in a darkened enclosure adjacent 
to the farmer’s home. No more than 
one or two at a time are fattened. Ac- 
tually the Wagyu beef has very delicate 
marbling and this characteristic is found 
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important in judging quality of the suki- 
yaki that can be prepared. 

Progressive Japanese see a growing 
need for a more efficient, faster matur- 
ing animal. They can also visualize the 
possibilities of utilizing the rough, graz- 
ing areas in the production of feeder cat- 
tle which can be finished on the small 
farms. Their desire to study at close 
range the popular English breeds has 
brought some foundation herds to the 
Far East. 

There are Angus cattle today on Hok- 
kaido, Honshu and Kyushu islands of 
Japan as well as on the Ryukyu Islands, 
their neighbors to the southwest. Japan- 
ese farmers have learned much about the 
blocky, black beef animals with their 
famous reputation for hardiness and the 
production of high quality, marbled beef. 

On the Ryukyu Islands, considerable 
crossbreeding already has proved the 
earlier maturity of Angus and has re- 
sulted in a thicker, deeper, polled black 
beef animal which has been named the 
“Wangus.” When the first Wangus calf 
arrived, it was given the fanfare of 
newspaper and television coverage sel- 
dom equalled for any dignitary in the 
Ryukyans, It may well become the sym- 
bol of a new era of beef production in 
Japan and the Far East. 

First shipments by air were from Mike 
Cochran, Green City, Missouri; Wilbur 
Cole, Bethany, Missouri; Blackpost 
Ranch, Olathe, Kansas, and Kenneth 
Moore, Roxbury, Kansas, Later Al Mat- 
sen, Bickleton, Washington, sold a bull 
to the Hokkaido Prefectural government 
of Japan.

REVOLUTION

‘THE SOUND OF GUNS and the 
marching feet of soldiers are no longer 
audible in Mexico, but there is a revolu- 
tion of some magnitude going on just 
the same. The tremendous agricultural 
and industrial changes currently taking 
place in Mexico can truly be called an 
economic revolution, In the eyes of this 
Gringo observer, they are truly revolu- 
tionary and will benefit the entire popu- 
lation of our sister republic to a greater 
extent than any past revolution ever has. 

Industrialization is the leader of the 
revolutionary changes now sweeping the 
country. New factories, offices, schools, 
roads, dams, transportation networks 
and many other signs of an industrial 
boom are evident to the most casual ob- 
server, Many places that were small, 
sleepy agriculturally oriented towns in 
1950 are thriving industrial cities today. 
Factories have sprung up all around 
many of them and their population and 
per capita income has increased several 
times. 

By providing steady, dependable cash 
income to an ever increasing segment of 
the population, industrial expansion is 
literally changing the habits and desires 
of the people. These changes mark the 
“maturity” of the country and create a 
demand for both consumer-goods and 
agricultural products never before ex- 
perienced in Mexico. 


Agriculture appears to outsiders to be 
slow in grasping the significance of this 
increased demand for more and better 
foods and better refrigeration, process- 
ing and distribution, as well as the ever 
expanding market for high quality pro- 
tein foods like meat and milk. At the 
present time, it would appear that dairy- 
men and poultry producers are doing a 
far better job of supplying this demand 
than are the cattlemen and hog pro- 
ducers. In fact, dairy products could 
soon be in over-plentiful supply if ex- 
pansion in this industry continues at the 
present rate. 


Perhaps the greatest reason under- 


lying the seeming reluctance of cattle- 
men to keep pace with expanding de- 
mand for more high quality beef can be 
found in the insecurity of land tenure 
experienced by owners of the large 
tracts of land necessary for efficient 
beef production in most regions of the 
country. Insecurity of land ownership 
for the rancher with even moderately 
large holding traces to the Agrarian 
Reform policies written into the present 
Constitution. Because of this Constitu- 
tional provision for returning land to the 
people for their own use and livelihood, 
Mexico is in the unique position of mov- 
ing toward more and smaller farms and 
ranches while many other countries are 
being forced by the economics of effi- 
cient production toward fewer and 
larger land units, Land title insecurity 
is occasioned by what amounts to near 
confiscation of portions of ranches for 
distribution to the people, regardless of 
the fact that the size of the remaining 
ranch does not constitute an efficient 
ranching unit on which the owner can 
make a profit. Similarly, the small plots 
in the hands of the people to whom the 
government issues them can never be as 
efficient or as productive as when they 
were part of larger units so necessary 
for efficient beef cattle operations. 
This situation is politically dangerous 
because it deals with rights granted the 
people under their Constitution, For 
this reason, progress in alleviating this 
stumbling block to agricultural and live- 
stock production has been painfully slow. 
Side effects of the Agrarian Program 
have in turn been a severe handicap to 
increased agricultural production and 
expansion. Ranchers who do not have 
clear and permanent titles to their land 
naturally hesitate to make capital ex- 
penditures on improvements that could 
in many cases double their production 
through increased efficiency. The lack 
of such investments adversely affects 
the entire economy of the country by re- 
tarding demand for products and labor 
the rancher would utilize in improving 
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his pastures and livestock. Thus the 
policy appears to constitute an endless 
circle that retards the entire economy of 
the country in general and its agricul- 
tural and cattle production in particular. 
Another side effect of the Agrarian Pro- 
gram is the inability of ranchers to use 
their land as collateral when they need 
credit. No banker would think of loaning 
money on land and run the risk of its 
being taken from the individual at a 
moment’s notice. 


In spite of these handicaps, the ranch- 
ers of Northern Mexico have done a re- 
markably good job of increasing the 
quantity and quality of their cattle for 
the export market in the United States. 
Most of this improvement has come 
about through the importation of good 
quality breeding stock from the United 
States and has been encouraged by the 
price incentive offered on the United 
States Market. 


The domestic market lacks a price in- 
centive capable of stimulating increased 
efficiency of production or the produc- 
tion of better quality beef. Fixed prices 
on both live cattle and beef have not 
kept pace with increases in the cost of 
production in recent years. The result- 
ing cost-price squeeze, coupled with the 
fact that a ten year old ox sells for the 
same price per kilo as the best young 
steer, robs the producer of the advan- 
tage and therefore the desire to produce 
a better quality product. Lacking this 
price inspired incentive, he can hardly be 
criticized for not investing in quality 
herd bulls with the potential to increase 
the beef yield of each calf they sire and 
therefore the efficiency of his produc- 
tion and of the entire beef industry of 
the country. In actual practice, some 
relief is granted the cattleman on this 
score by lack of strict enforcement of 
fixed prices when better quality animals 
are offered and the buyer is willing to 
pay a premium. Such a negative ap- 
proach is hardly conducive to sustained 
improvement in the quality of the beef 
available to the consumers of the coun- 
try and usually benefits the retailer 
more than the cattleman who is the key 
to improved quality in beef. 


Beef production in the Central and 
Southern areas of the country has not 
kept pace with production in the North, 
largely because of this lack of an eco- 
nomic incentive occasioned by the fixed 
price system of marketing in areas too 
far from the border to economically ex- 
port to the United States market, 


At the present time, it is the policy 
of the government to increase both the 
quantity and quality of the beef supply 
in response to the growing demand 
created by expanding industrial growth 
and a growing Gross National Product. 
This policy may be difficult to estab-

lish without the incentive of a quality 
based price differential to make the im- 
provement in breeding stock feasible. 


A simple and easily administered sys- 
tem of beef grading at all major slaugh- 
tering plants would rapidly bring such 
an incentive into its role of automatical- 
ly increasing beef quality. Politically, 
the people of the Republic would not be 
required to pay more for their beef be- 
cause price adjustments could be made 
upward on the top quality carcasses and 
reduced on the lower quality end. All the 
people would eventually benefit from the 
increase in the total beef supply occa- 
sioned by the increased efficiency of pro- 
duction inherent in the better quality 
animals made feasible by the price in- 
centive. At the same time, the producer 
would benefit from the same increased 
efficiency and the resulting relief from 
the price-cost squeeze. 


Agriculture in Mexico is making prog- 
ress in spite of the handicaps noted 
above. It has been my privilege to visit 
Mexico many times during the past 
twenty years and to observe closely the 
tremendous increases in crop and live- 
stock production that have taken place 
during that time. Mechanization has 
been applied to agriculture at an ever 
increasing rate until today much of the 
suitable crop land is cultivated, planted 
and harvested by machines rather than 
by animal power. Large self-propelled 
combines are not uncommon today and 
the tractor is replacing the ox on many 
semi-arid as well as irrigated farms of 
the country. Fertilization has increased 
manyfold in the past few years and is 
now a common practice in most areas 
producing cultivated crops and grain. 
Irrigation has added much to the total 


crop and pasture production of the na- 
tion and increasing amounts of land con- 
tinue to receive life-giving water each 
year. Both public and private lakes of 
all sizes continue to impound more and 
more water for use in providing Mex- 
ico’s rapidly growing population with an 
adequate high quality diet. Land clear- 
ing and better utilization of lands and 
forests now in private hands have also 
contributed to increased production, 


Another significant increase in pro- 
duction and crop efficiency has been at- 
tained through the use of new high 
producing, better adapted varieties. Hy- 
brid maize is making significant gains 
every year with the result that Mexico 
now produces enough to furnish her 
needs for food and has a surplus to uti- 
lize in livestock and poultry feeds. In- 
creased milo maize production is also 
supplementing food production by in- 
creasing the amount of feed available 
for livestock and poultry. Wheat vari- 
eties developed in Mexico are becoming 
increasingly popular throughout the en- 
tire world. 


Modern highways constructed in the 
last decade have added to the ease of 
marketing and distributing food 
throughout the country more efficiently. 
Modern supermarkets have only come 
into being during the last ten or twelve 
years and are adding their contribution 
to the efficiency of food distribution in 
most cities. Supermarkets and other 
modern retail outlets will undoubtedly 
continue to expand in answer to the in- 
creasing demands of a growing segment 
of the population with regular incomes 
derived from industry. 

Population growth in Mexico is esti- 
mated at about three percent per year 
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and agricultural production will be hard 
pressed to expand fast enough to keep 
pace and at the same time supply the 
increasing demand for a more adequate 
higher protein diet. The present fore- 
sighted policy established by the govern- 
ment to expand both crop and livestock 
production will assist greatly in keeping 
the population well fed provided they 
are supported by all segments of agri- 
culture. Much greater support for the 
government’s program to expand food 
production and increase the quality of 
the average diet would result if the re- 
tarding influences mentioned earlier 
could be remedied. 


Many agencies, both private and gov- 
ernmental, in the United States are en- 
deavoring to assist the Mexican people 
and their government in the struggle to 
improve their agricultural and livestock 
industries. Most beef breed associations 
in the United States admit calves pro- 
duced in Mexico from registered parents 
to be registered in their herd books. The 
American Angus Association issues 
memberships to residents of Mexico and 
makes available to them the services of 
their data processing equipment to keep 
herd records and maintain an effective 
program of selection for gainability, 
feed conversion and other traits con-

tributing to the efficiency of beef pro- 
duction. 

Free breed promotional literature in 
both Spanish and English, as well as a 
motion picture and other promotional 
material, is available to any group of 
members. Representatives of the Angus 
Association also attend many fairs and 
meetings in Mexico and assist breeders 
in producing and promoting their prod- 
uct in an effort to improve the beef sup- 
ply of the country. 

Angus numbers are growing in Mex- 
ico as indicated at the 1968 National 
Livestock Exposition in Mexico City. 
About 100 head of Angus breeding cat- 
tle, the largest number for any beef 
breed, were shown by Mexican Angus 
breeders. Mexico was the Angus breed’s 
best foreign customer in 1967 with ex- 
ports numbering 338 head. Since de- 
mand for quality beef is growing rapid- 
ly, continued exports of top quality 
breeding stock can be expected. The 
Mexican Angus Association has an ac- 
tive promotion program, too. 

Perhaps the greatest single opportun- 
ity for the Mexican cattleman to most 
easily and rapidly expand beef produc- 
tion for the entire country lies in the 
area of improving the beef quality of 
future generations of calves through the 
use of improved bulls. Mexico is for- 
tunate to have a fairly adequate supply 
of acclimated bovine females that have 
the potential, when mated to good, 
thick-muscled beef bulls, to produce 
calves that will add to the quantity and 
quality of the nation’s beef supply with- 
out increasing total numbers. Hybrid 
vigor, combined with the added muscling 
and efficiency of gain derived from 
Angus bulls, can add many kilos to 
calves produced from native cows. The 
same hybrid vigor and other factors can 
also favorably influence the calves sired 
by Angus bulls used on predominately 
Zebu-type cows. Crossbreeding, and the 
resultant hybrid vigor, is being used ex- 
tensively by United States cattlemen 
today and will prove even more useful 
and workable in the future improvement 
of the beef industry of Mexico. 

Agriculture in general and the live- 
stock business in particular have a 
bright future in Mexico in spite of pres- 
ent handicaps, Ranchers and farmers of 
the country are accepting the challenge 
to meet the demand for more food, bet- 
ter quality food and a higher level of 
nutrition for the population. The extent 
to which they are able to accomplish 
their goals will depend to some extent 
on removal of the lack of land title se- 
curity, an increased price incentive for 
better quality livestock and the avail- 
ability of adequate credit. If past ac- 
complishments are a guide to their abil- 
ity and willingness to meet the chal- 
lenge, they will most surely not disap- 
point their countrymen.

‘THE SIRE OF THE YEAR contest 
was founded in 1960 and winners are 
announced each year during the National 
Western Stock Show held in Denver, 
Colorado. All sires must be nominated 
to be considered in the Sire of the Year 
contest, Nomination blanks are sent from 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal office on 
request and the completed blanks are to 
be mailed to the Journal office by the 
nominator not later than December 15th 
each year, This allows each nominator 
to select the total score of the best five 
shows, ending the year with the Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition where the 
largest number of points per class are 
awarded. 

The Journal does not keep track of 
any sire’s winnings, It is up to the 
owner to nominate each sire and report 
his score. Briefly, these are the rules: 

1. Sires must be nominated to be 
eligible to win. 

2. There is no entry fee. 

8. Nomination blanks are available 
from the Journal office. 

4, Deadline for nominations is Decem- 
ber Ist. 

5. Show classifications and points 
awarded are listed on the reverse side of 
the nomination blanks. 

6. One blank is required for each 
show and for each sire nominated. 

7. Points are accumulated by: (A) 
Listing the five top scoring sons or 
daughters by each sire in each show. 
(B) Five shows may be counted for the

total points. If more shows are reported 
by the exhibitor or owner of the sire, 
the top five show scores only will be 
used in the final tally. (C) Only the 
shows listed on the back of the nomi- 
nation blank are approved shows for 
the Sire of the Year award. 

8. Limit of one Get and One Junior 
Get per show. 

9. Two and three bull groups have 
been omitted because there is no sire 
requirement on these classes. 

10. This is a contest for sires—not 
exhibitors! The nominator of a sire may 
use winnings of animals not owned by 
him to make his sire’s totals. It is recom- 
mended that sires jointly owned be nomi- 
nated by the joint owners. 

There is no entry fee and sires must 
be nominated to win. Breeders exhibiting 
at approved shows usually send for their 
nomination blanks early each year and 
keep the scores as the show season 
progresses. At the end of each year they 
select the shows where they have the 
most total points and the top five shows 
are used for the total points for each 
sire nominated. 

This is an annual contest designed to 
provide lasting recogniticn to sires of 
top show cattle. Keep in mind that sons 
and daughters of your sire that are ex- 
hibited by others can be used in ac- 
cumulating the best possibile score for 
your sire. 

Since the Journal maintains a list of 
the nominators we ask that requests for 
all nomination blanks be made through 
this office. Do not ask anyone else to 
request the blanks—do this personally 
as the Journal has no responsibility to 
keep scores or suggest where you show. 
We do usually print a list of leading 
contenders for the award each show 
season but with the final show at the

International awarding the largest num- 
ber of points, and with only five shows 
to be used in computing each sire’s score 
for the year the contest is not “in the 
bag” until that final exhibition has been 
held. 

When the contest was first announced 
we planned to have a traveling trophy 
and award a miniature as a permanent 
trophy. However, the interest in this 
contest was so great, we decided to give 
the permanent trophy every year and 
do away with any miniature cup, The 
Sire of the Year Award is a Sterling 
Silver Cup, mounted on an ebony base, 
with a miniature Aberdeen-Angus bull 
on the top. The trophy is approximately 
eighteen inches tall. 

You may wonder why the Journal 
decided to sponsor the “Sire of the Year” 
contest. A survey made by the American 
Angus Association showed that a total 
of 8,869 Angus cattle were exhibited in 
1959 and were paid a total of $103,681.50 
in premium money. However, the total 
premium money offered to Angus show 
herds in 1959 was $312,994.00. 

Exhibitors of Angus cattle collected

less than one-third of all the -money 
available, simply because not enough 
cattle were shown to fill out every class 
to collect all the premium money at each 
fair. 

The “Sire of the Year” contest was 
designed to encourage showing more 
animals and to induce more shows to 
become OPEN ANGUS SHOWS using 
standard classifications so that points 
won at those shows would be eligible 
towards total score needed in competing 
for the annual award. 

The classification of the shows, the 
point system developed for the various 
classes, was established prior to the first 
award related to the 1960 shows. These 
classifications and the point system were 
established following much consultation 
with fieldmen, judges, exhibitors, college 
people and by running test scores on 
several show herds exhibited in 1959. 

The contest was then started in 1960 
and to this date there have been no 
changes in the point valuations for the 
classes according to the classification of 
each show. In 1968 there were eighty- 
eight shows approved in the Journal’s 
contest for sires. To qualify these shows 
had to be OPEN ANGUS SHOWS using 
STANDARD CLASSIFICATIONS. 

The International is the only “AAAAA” 
Show; there are 17 “AAAA” shows; 10 
“AAA” shows; 26 “AA” Shows and 34 
“A” Shows. In 1968 four shows were 
reclassified and advanced. The Colorado 
State Fair at Pueblo was advanced to an 
“AAA” status and the Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition at Portland, the 
Ohio State Fair at Columbus and the 
Western Futurity were advanced to 
“AAAA” Shows.

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’'T HE EDWARDS BROTHERS grew up 
on the farm of Hayston Glamis, Angus 
County, Scotland. This farm is only 
eight miles from Keillor where the first 
Angus herd originated, owned by Hugh 
Watson. The Hayston Angus herd owned 
by James Whyte had been one of the lead- 
ing herds in Britain, and Mr. Whyte had 
been one of the prominent judges for 
many years both at home and abroad. 
The Edwards Brothers’ father was herds- 
man at Hayston for forty-five years so 
it was the boys’ great good fortune to 
have early training in the feeding and 
management of both show and breeding 
cattle. Among the great show and breed- 
ing bulls that headed the herd during 
these years we could mention Jipsey 
Baron, Jim of Delvin, Perinthian, Village 
Editor, and Eclipse of Milford, all cham- 
pions in the old Sod and they all sired 
champions. Perinthian was later exported 
to the United States where he was made 
International grand champion for Dr. 
Huggins. Village Editor was exported to 
South Africa where he was grand cham- 
pion over all breeds at Johannesburg 
where the national show is held in that 
country. Many winners from the Hayston 
herd were also exported to the Argentine, 
Australia and New Zealand. Their fa- 
ther’s first champion bull, Jipsey Baron 
beat the Ballindalloch bull Delamere at 
the Royal Highland show at Inverness 
in 1901. Delamere’s granddaughter Eileen 
Lass and his grandson Evreux of Har- 
viestoun are behind the great string of 
Eileenmere, Bandolier and _ Bardolier 
champions we find in the United States 
and Canada today. The boys were also 
fortunate in being reared only two miles 
from Bridgend and New House of Glamis 
famous for their Birmingham and Smith- 
field champions. These farms were owned 
by the Earl of Strathmore, dad of Queen 
Mother Elizabeth. Princess Margaret was 
born at Glamis Castle a short distance 
from New House. The New House Angus 
herd owned by Bob Adam is one of the 
top herds in Britain today. Billie, the 
older of the five brothers, came to the 
United States in 1906 as herdsman for 
A. C. Binnie, Alta, Iowa. He had worked 
six years at Bridgend and New House 
of Glamis before coming to the States. 
Now’ ‘all the champion bulls and females 
Billie has shown in over fifty years of 
showing cattle would be too numerous 
to mention, we will however name a 
number that have made history. He was 
with Binnie when Eileen Lass was shown 
to the International championship. This 
heifer was sold to P. J. Donohoe who 
later sold her to Otto Battles. Billie 
left Binnies and hired as herdsman to 
Dr. Logan, Hereford breeder of Cameron, 
Missouri. While there the twice Inter- 
national grand champion Scottish Lassie 
was shown. He went to Hartley Stock 
Farm, Page, North Dakota and was 
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there fourteen years. Many champions 
both male and female were shown at 
State Fairs and the International when 
Billie was there. He started the Edellas, 
Elines, Blackeap Bessies, Katinkas and 
Blue Blood Ladys to International fame. 
He left Hartley’s and went to Cremona 
and Ellerslie in Virginia and while there 
the three International champion bulls, 
Glencarnock Eric of Cremona, Wintonier 
4th and Prince Sunbeam 249th, were 
shown. Billie retired shortly after leav- 
ing Ellerslie. 


John came to the United States in 
1911. He was herdsman for two of the 
leading Shorthorn breeders at that time, 
George Sayer and Tom Stauton, He was 
with these two breeders several years 
and showed a number of winners at the 
International. He left Mr. Stauton and 
farmed in the Storm Lake, Iowa area, 
quite successfully until his retirement 
several years ago. 


Dave came out in 1914 and hired to 
Uppermill Farm, Wapello, Iowa, belong- 
ing to Weaver and Garden. They owned 
one of the good Shorthorn herds. He 
joined the U. S. infantry and was in 
France during World War I. Dave came 
back and went as herdsman to the noted 
Shorthorn breeder, Hay Brown at Hay- 
lands, Illinois. He showed many State 
Fair and International winners when he 
was at Uppermill and Haylands. Dave 
left Haylands and went to work for Jim 
Hollinger, Chapman, Kansas. Mr. Hollin- 
ger owned one of the good Angus herds. 
Dave worked there for several years. 
The Hollinger show herd went on the 
early summer circuit thru the winter 
shows. Dave fitted many state fair and 
national champions while in charge of 
the Hollinger show herd. We then find 
Dave as herdsman at Strathmore Farms, 
Webster City, Iowa. This grand herd 
owned by Fred Hahne was headed by 
the two International grand champion 
bulls, Revolution 7 and Revolution 100. 
Dave stayed at Strathmore until the herd

was dispersed. He retired several years 
ago and is now living at Ames, Iowa. 
George came out in 1920 after serving 
with the Seaforth Highlanders thru 
World War 1. He hired to Hartley Stock 
Farm, Page, North Dakota, and showed 
the Hartley cattle at the North Dakota 
State Fair. One of the men watching the 
Angus judging was Dean Kildee of Iowa 
State College. After George received the 
champion ribbon on Black Balzac of 
Page, the bull became very excited, 
pawed the ground and went around in 
circles. Dean Kildee went up to George 
and said “young fellow aren’t you afraid 
of that bull?” George replied with a 
smile, “No sir, he is just playful today.” 
George had all champions that day in- 
cluding the groups. Dean Kildee hired 
George at the International that fall. 
Having fitted a Smithfield champion 
before coming to the United States, 
George was always interested in fitting 
and showing steers. His first six years 
at Ames he showed three champion 
steers and three reserves, also one cham- 
pion carcass over all breeds, and the 
champion group all six years at the 
International. These winnings were all 
won on Angus. In those days all the 
leading colleges and Universities in the 
United States and Canada were showing 
steers. After forty-two years at Iowa 
State, his winnings include four grand 
champion steers, three reserve grand 
champions, twenty breed champions and

thirty-three champion groups. These 
winnings were on all three breeds. All 
four grand champion steers and the 
three reserves and twenty champion 
groups were Angus. George showed the 
first grand champion steer at the Ak- 
Sar-Ben at Omaha and he had the first 
steer to be made champion at both the 
American Royal and International. At 
the Aberdeen- Angus Golden Jubilee 
Anniversary Show at Chicago in 1934, 
George had both grand champion and 
reserve grand champion steers, also the 
grand champion group and champion 
get of sire group. He brought back Toby 
after winning the reserve grand cham- 
pionship in 1950 to the grand champion- 
ship in 1951. These winnings have never 
been approached by one exhibitor in the 
history of the International. Many steer 
calves were sold at the International 
bred by Iowa State to other exhibitors 
that were later made champions at Den- 
ver, Fort Worth, Houston and other 
shows. George retired in 1965 and now 
lives in Des Moines. 

Bob came out in 1930 and hired to 
C. A. Smiths, Chester, West Virginia, 
one of the leading Hereford breeders at 
that time. He was with Mr. Smith several 
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years and fitted and showed many win- 
ners. His big success came when he hired 
to Dan Thornton, Gunnison, Colorado. 
Bob was Herdsman for Mr. Thornton 
five years and during these years his 
winnings at the Western National at 
Denver, world’s largest Hereford show, 
include two champion Hereford bulls, 
three reserve champions, two champion 
heifers and two reserve champions and 
the best ten head four years in suc- 
cession. Only exhibitor to ever sell two 
fifty thousand dollar bulls and the record 
priced female at Denver in 1945, and 
the high selling bull at Denver five years 
in succession. No other exhibitor has 
ever come close to these winnings at 
Denver. Bob left Mr. Thornton and hired 
to John Rice, Sheridan, Wyoming. He 
showed many winners including the Na- 
tional champion heifer at Columbus, Ohio 
when he was with Mr. Rice. His last 
place was at Bear Claw Ranch, Sheridan, 
Wyoming. He was herdsman at Bear 
Claw two years. Bob showed the cham- 
pion bull at seven major shows including 
three in Canada and the champion heifer 
at six shows while herdsman at Bear 
Claw. Because of a back injury Bob 
had to retire and he now lives at Pueblo, 
Colorado.

The Edwards boys showed cattle when 
transportation was by train. The box 
car was their home, some years they 
were on the road six months. The heat 
of the Texas sun to the cold air of Can- 
ada and the change of feed caused many 
problems both in the cars and at the 
Fairs. The long monotonous drag be- 
tween fairs, sometimes from three to 
five days, was usually broke, after the 
cattle were fed and watered, by a song, 
a few tunes on the accordian or a step 
or two of the highland fling, Irish jig 
or sailors’ hornpipe to the amusement of 
their young helpers, usually students. 
The Edwards boys are all full of song 
and dance. 

The cars were usually spotted for 
another fair around midnight and many 
a tired boy went to sleep before loading. 
These men, lantern or flash light in 
hand, in their Scotch brogue, would say 
“grab ye a bite of sleep laddie and I'll 
waaken ye when the cars spotted.” The 
Edwards brothers philosophy is a simple 
one. “Life is plenty short as it is” they 
say. “So we may as well get out of it 
as much as possible. Always have a 
smile for everyone and live a life with 
which you’re satisfied.” 
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IT WAS THE SUMMER of 1947 when 
Freeman Keyes, owner of Reverie Knoll 
Farm, Danville, Kentucky, called a few 
prominent breeders to meet in Lexington, 
Kentucky, where he outlined his dream 
for the All-American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Futurity. 

Those serving on the original board 
of directors were W. M. “Bill” Barton, 
A. H. “Tex” Spitzer, Joe Keefauver, 
Jay P. Walker, Robert Green, J. B. Mc- 
Corkle and Freeman Keyes. Mrs. Frances 
P. Leonard was secretary. 

These few worked many long hours 
to germinate the seed for the first Fu- 
turity Show. They held meetings during 
the following months to work up the 
rules and regulations for the _ initial 
event. Some of these were borrowed 
from the horse racing futurities, for 
the very word means “looking into the 
future” and the idea behind a Futurity 
show was “looking into the future with 
your Angus cattle.” The rules were drawn, 
whereby the sire and dam were nomi- 
nated in the fall prior to the Futurity 
in August. The offspring of these ani- 
mals could then be made eligible to 
compete in the first show of the All- 
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American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Fu- 
turity. The fees set for the initial show 
called for $2.00 per cow and $15.00 per 
bull to be paid in the fall prior to the 
show the following August. In addition, 
calf fees of $2.00 at an early date and 
$3.00 for a later date were necessary 
to keep the calves eligible. 

When the books were closed on the 
initial show they had a total of 318 
bulls and 2988 females nominated. With 
the calf fees, the total nominating and 
eligibility fees amounted to $16,916.53. 
In the meantime the directors had solic- 
ited several individuals and _ business 
firms for contributions and received a 
total of $6,000.00. The American Angus 
Association and the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal each contributed $500.00. Most 
of the expenses of the first Futurity 
were paid by Mr. Keyes so that the net 
prize money was $21,738.66, and only 
six classes were shown with the prize 
money being divided equally among them. 
Within each class the money was allo- 
cated on a percentage basis, 25% to 
the winner, 17% to second place, 12% 
to third place, 10% to fourth place and 
so on down the line to 1% for the twelfth

place. Thus, the six winners at the first 
show received $880.78. 

This proved to be a new era in Aber- 
deen-Angus shows, herds from sixteen 
states competed at the first All-American 
Futurity held on the grass paddock at 
the beautiful Keeneland Race Course, 
Lexington, Kentucky, on August 5th and 
6th, 1948. Two hundred and twenty-seven 
cattle were entered and 164 actually 
shown. There was a team of three judges, 
Kenneth Litton of Virginia, Dean H. H. 
Kildee of Iowa State and Prof. A. E. 
Darlow, Oklahoma A. & M. Two judges 
worked each class and the third acted 
as the referee. This was the first time 
such a system had ever been used in 
the United States. 

The late Fred Hahne, founder of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal called this “the 
greatest piece of promotional work ever 
undertaken in behalf of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed’, and that “undoubtedly 
this will be the greatest exhibition of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle ever 
assembled anywhere in the world... 
the Journal is happy that a group of 
breeders saw fit to inaugurate this pro- 
gram and realizes full well that their 
program will be met with the greatest 
possible success, for after all, what the 
breed needs is an opportunity to show 
its worthiness to the titles already pro- 
claimed. The sponsors of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Futurity are 
experienced, responsible, competent and 
determined to do something worthwhile 
for the breed.” 


1948 


The grand champion of the bull di- 
vision of the first Futurity show was 
Hileenmere 1064th, a son of Eileenmere 
500th, shown by J. Garrett Tolan Farms, 
Pleasant Plains, Illinois. 

The grand champion of the female

show was Pardella M. shown by Arthur 
Witham of Michigan, she by Blackcap 
Grenadier G. R. 10th. 

The Futurity had a final class, Su- 
preme Champion of the Show. This from 
the British shows, with the bull and 
female champions competing. Pardella M 
was named the Supreme Champion. 
Owner Art Witham was congratulated 
by Red Skelton, who entertained the 
crowd at the first banquet, and during 
that evening the purse for the Futurity 
was guaranteed when breeders present 
pledged over $20,000 for the 1949 show. 


1949 


The second year the Futurity was 
again held at Keeneland Race Course, 
August 4, 5 & 6, 1949. The event was 
held on the same green paddock at night 
under flood lights. Mr. Freeman Keyes 
was chairman of the show and the pre- 
mium list was $39,043.48 of this 
$20,540.00 was from nominating and eli- 
gibility fees and the rest personal con- 
tributions. 

Twelve classes were shown and the 
monies allocated on a percentage basis, 
winners receiving between $366.00 and 
$772.63. There were 349 head of cattle 
entered for the show and 288 were actu- 
ally shown, with prize money being won 
by 167 of the cattle exhibited. Forty-five 
breeders exhibited to compete in the 
toughest of American breed shows, under 
the same three man team who had judged 
the first event. 

The senior and grand champion bull 
and Supreme champion of the show was 
Duke of Wayne Knolls 9th, shown by 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold Etling, Marshall- 
ville, Ohio. 

Senior and grand champion female 
was a repeat performance by Pardella M. 
shown by Arthur Witham, Romeo, Michi- 
gan. However, she failed to repeat as 
Supreme champion this year. 

One of the objectives of the Futurity 
was to sponsor a select sale to be the 
highlight of the sale season. The first 
auction sale was held during the 1949 
Futurity with twenty-eight head of cattle 
bringing an average of $1,520.00. The 
future of the show looked most secure 
with the conclusion of the second event. 


1950 


August 3, 4 & 5 at the familiar Keene- 
land Race Course. Robert “Bob” Williams 
of Great Oaks Stock Farm, of Michigan 
was a new director to replace Robert 
E. Green. Freeman Keyes stepped down 
as chairman of the board and the direc- 
tors made him an ex-officio member 
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for his lifetime and voted to give the 
“Freeman Keyes Trophy” each year to 
the current owner of the sire of the best 
bull and best female of the show. Two 
other board members retired, W. M. 
“Bill” Barton and J. B. McCorkle were 
replaced by three new members, Kenneth 
Litton of Round Hill, Virginia; Elliott 
Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa and Dale 
Fletcher of Pine Plains, New York. Jay 
P. Walker, Tulsa, Oklahoma was named 
Chairman of the Board. A full time 
manager and secretary were hired, these 
being Mr. and Mrs. W. B. “Bill” Mc- 
Spadden, Chilhowie, Virginia. 

It was announced that the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
would consider the Futurity one of its 
National Shows, offering it an additional 
$5,000 in premiums for 1951. With the 
Futurity scheduled to return to Kentucky 
in 1951 the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
added $6,000 to the premium list for 
the following year. 

Premiums for the 1950 show were 
$38,260.61. Of this amount $24,654.00 was 
collected in nominating and eligibility 
fees and the balance from contributions 
made by about twenty-five breeders and 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky for beef 
breed shows of National caliber. 

Twelve classes were shown before a 
panel of three judges including Dr. A. 
E. Darlow, Stillwater, Oklahoma; Dean 
H. H. Kildee, Ames, Iowa and Charles 
J. Donohoe, Sybertsville, Pennsylvania. 
There were 407 head entered, 350 were 
paraded before the judges by fifty breed- 
ers. It was the breed’s top show of 
young cattle in America. 

Senior and grand champion bull and 
Supreme champion was Elban Bandolier 
3rd, son of Raonas Bardolier 3rd, ex- 


hibited by El-Jon Farms, Rose Hill, Iowa. 

Grand champion female of the show 
was Evergreen 6th of West Woodlawn, 
shown by Tim and Fern Pierce, Creston, 
Illinois. 

The sale held on Saturday, August 5th 
offered only 24 head and the average 
was $1,292.00 


1951 


This year topped all others in nomina- 
tions with 5920 cows and 458 bulls being 
nominated. The event was moved to the 
Kentucky State Fair Grounds in Louis- 
ville and was held August 2, 3 and 4, 
attracting the largest attendance in Fu- 
turity history. There were 439 head 
entered and 303 shown. The three judges 
were Herman R, Purdy, Columbus, Ohio; 
Dad A. D. Weber, Manhattan, Kansas 
and Wm. A. McGregor, Jr., Worton, 
Maryland. 

The senior bull calf, Black Conquestor, 
was the only entry of Enoch and Bob 
Johnson, Galva, Iowa, winning the grand 
championship and supreme championship 
of the show. 

The female grand champion was Em- 
press of Shadow Isle. Shadow Isle also 
won the Freeman Keyes trophy with 
the get of Prince Barbarian of Sunbeam. 
The members of the get being Prince 
of Shadow Isle 11th and Beulah 2nd of 
Shadow Isle. 

Dan T. Warner, Dayton, Ohio and 
Clifford E. Smith, Frankfort, Kentucky 
were added to the board for 1952. Mr. 
Jay P. Walker agreed to act as chairman 
of the board another year. 

This year the directors set the amount 
of premiums in each class rather than 
figuring them on a _ pecentage basis. 
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First place winners received from $400 
to $600, with money being paid to the 
25th place. 

Again on Saturday afternoon the Fu- 
turity sale was held, setting a new high 
average of $1,635.00 on the thirty-nine 
head that sold. 

It was this year the Futurity emblem 
was designed, depicting the theme and 
purpose of the Futurity. There being 
a herd bull standing to the left and a 
cow standing on the right gazing into 
a crystal ball to see how their offspring 
is doing in the Futurity. 


1952 


August 1st and 2nd, the fifth annual 
Futurity was held again at the Kentucky 
State Fair Grounds. Ninety-nine bulls 
and one hundred and twenty-seven fe- 
males were paraded before the judges, A. 
D. Weber, Manhattan, Kansas; Otto G. 
Nobis, Davenport, Iowa and Don L. Good, 
also of Manhattan. The cattle were com- 
peting for $27,880.00 in prize monies 
which were allocated as in 1951. 

The fees for nominating were altered 
by the Executive committee, cow nomi- 
nations would be $5.00, and the service 
sire $15.00 and yearlings could be kept 
eligible for 1953 by paying $20 each. 
The committee also voted to adopt the 
standard classification as used by the 
National Association on all excepting 
the groups. The first five years the board 
of directors was the governing body, 
now it was decided to call this group 
the Executive Committee, with a board 
of directors made up of one director 
from each state having cattle nominated 


to the previous Futurity. The Executive 
Committee was set up for three year 
terms, with three members to be elected 
or re-elected each year. 

Senior and grand champion bull and 
Supreme champion was Black Bardolier 
of Den-Mor, son of Blackcap Bardolier, 
shown by Great Oaks Stock Farm, 
Rochester, Michigan. 

Ankony Farm had the grand champion 
female, Ankony Blackbird 37th, a sum- 
mer yearling heifer. Ankony also won 
the Freeman Keyes trophy with the 
get of Eileenmere 1032nd, these being 
Ankonian 3255th and Ankony Blackbird 
37th. 

Only nineteen head of cattle were sold 
this year, but the average proved to be 
the highest of any sale at $2533.00 per 
head. 


1953 


Seventy-three herds representing 22 
states and Canada set new records Au- 
gust 6 and 7, with cattle from Florida, 
Texas and Wisconsin competing for the 
first time. Judges were Dale Fletcher, 
Pine Plains, New York; Jack T. Frost, 
Lafayette, Indiana and Don L. Good 
from Manhattan, Kansas. This year the 
cattle were judged back on the grass 
paddock at historic Keeneland Race 
Course, Lexington, Kentucky, setting new 
records for attendance at the judging 
and the banquet. 

Supreme champion was Homeplace Ei- 
leenmere 375th, the senior and grand 
champion bull shown by Penney & James, 
Hamilton, Missouri. 

Shadow Isle Black Jestress 2nd, first 


place senior heifer calf shown by Ralph 
L. Smith Farms, Chillicothe, Missouri 
was junior and grand champion female. 
The Freeman Keyes trophy this year 
was won by Angus Valley Farms, Inc., 
Tulsa, Oklahoma on the get of Black 
Peer 28th of Angus Valley. 

The banquet was held at the Phoenix 
Hotel and taxed the capacity of the 
huge dining room, largest in Lexington. 
Joe Keefauver, Jonesboro, Tennessee was 
named to head the Executive Committee 
as Chairman for the 1954 show. New 
committee members elected were William 
McGregor, Chestertown, Maryland for 
a two-year term; Orin L. James, Hamil- 
ton, Missouri and Joe Lyon of Memphis, 
Tennessee for three-year terms and Bob 
Williams, manager of Great Oaks Stock 
Farm, Rochester, Michigan was_ re- 
elected for a three-year term. 

A successful sale was held on Thursday 
afternoon when thirty-two head sold for 
an $1170.00 average. 


1954 


Again the Futurity was held at Keene- 
land Race Course, ideal weather con- 
ditions helped make this the success 
it was for the seventh annual show drew 
the largest attendance recorded for the 
event. Judges this year were Glen 
Bratcher, Stillwater, Oklahoma; Lee 
Leachman, Rhinebeck, New York and 
P. H. Shearer, Ames, Iowa. They placed 
237 head of cattle competing for 
$23,340.00 in prize monies. 

Supreme champion was the grand 
champion bull, Bardoliermere 32nd, sired 
by Bardoliermere 2nd and exhibited by 
Pennsylvania State College. 

Bonnie Queen RLS, sired by Black 
Peer 79th of Angus Valley was shown 
by Ralph L. Smith Farms, Chillicothe, 
Missouri and was contender for the 
supreme award, she being the grand 
champion female. 

The Freeman Keyes trophy was won 
by J. Garrett Tolan Farms, Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois on the get of Eileenmere 
1100th, the get being Eileenmere 1290th 
and Blackcap Tolan Missie 14th. 

In the sale this year twenty-three 
lots went through the ring for an aver- 
age of $872.17, lowest in the history 
of the event to that date, but higher 
than the sale to come the following year. 

Herdsman’s trophies were awarded to 
the three top herdsmen to be selected 
on the basis of neatness of exhibit, ap- 
pearance of the herdsman and courtesy.

Elliott Brown was 
re-elected to the Executive Committee, 
Floyd Dievert, Lancaster, Kentucky and 
Paul Keesee, Poteau, Oklahoma elected 
to the committee for the first time. 


1955 


Keeneland Race Course again the site 
of the 1955 event which was one of the 
top shows of all time, with 237 head 
of cattle being exhibited. The judges 
being A. E, Darlow, Stillwater, Okla- 
homa; Joe Keefauver, Jonesboro, Ten- 
nessee, and A. D. Weber, Manhattan, 
Kansas. 

The supreme champion was BRP Ei- 
leenmere, the junior and grand champion 
bull shown by Blackpost Ranch, Olathe, 
Kansas. He was awarded a Jeweled 
crown, and secretary Frank Richards of 
the National Association presented the 
owners with a super registration cer- 
tificate, number 2,000,000. This senior 
yearling bull was a son of Homeplace 
Eileenmere 39th by Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 487th. 

Whitney Elba 116th was the senior 
and grand champion female shown by 
C. V. Whitney Farms, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky and Old Westbury, New York. 

In the class for the first time ex- 
hibitors the bull award went to Double 
R Farm of Oglethorpe, Georgia on their 
entry, Shadow Isle Prince Eric 147th; 
and the novice class on heifers was won 
by Eldridge Drury of Galva, Iowa on 
Ethella E of DAF by Black Conquestor, 
the 1951 Futurity Supreme Champion. 

C. V. Whitney Farms won the Freeman 
Keyes trophy on the get of Homeplace 
Eileenmere 210th, the get being Whitney- 
mere 113th and Whitney Elba 116th. 
Whitney Farms took home top money 
of $2,810.00 of the net prize money this 
year totalling $20,240.00.

The Ninth Annual Futurity was held

water, Oklahoma; Dale Fletcher, Pine 
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Plains, New York and Byron Good, 
East Lansing, Michigan. Prize monies 
amounted to ‘$18,890 and forty-eight 
breeders competed. 

Missouri breeders raised $1,350.00 of 
the premiums and Gen. L. J. Sverdrup 
raised $10,500 from the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Ralston Purina Com- 
pany and Monsanto Chemical Company. 
The arena rent took $3,000 this year. 

Homeplace Eileenmere 707th was ju- 
nior yearling champion and went on to 
Supreme champion. He was shown by 
Forest Hills Farm, Mt. Victory, Ohio 
and P. D. Lockwood, Marion, Ohio, This 
was the first time a son of a supreme 
champion “Homeplace Eileenmere 375th” 
was named supreme champion of this 
show. 

Pauline of Great Oaks, shown by Great 
Oaks Stock Farm, Rochester, Michigan 
was grand champion female. First time 
exhibitors class for bulls was won by 
the Forest Hills-Lockwood bull, Home- 
place Eileenmere 707th. Second place 
going to Sugar Loaf Farm, Marion 
Harper & Sons of Staunton, Virginia 
who won first in the female class. 

The Freeman Keyes trophy went to 
J. Garrett Tolan Farms Trust on the get 


. of Eileenmere 1100th, Eileenmere 1489th 


and Tolans Miss Burgess 8rd. 

For the first time in 1956 they used 
the classifications adopted by the Amer- 
ican Angus Association which meant 
there were fourteen regular open classes 
instead of the twelve classed in previous 
years. 

Floyd Dievert, Lancaster, Kentucky 
was elected Chairman for the 1957 Fu- 
turity. Orin L, James, Cameron, Missouri 
and Joe Lyon, Olive Branch, Mississippi 
were re-elected to the Executive com- 
mittee. D. T. Warner became a perma- 
nent member as a past chairman and 
J. B. McCorkle, Smithville, Missouri, one 


of the original board members when 
the event was founded, returned to the 
board. There was no auction sale held 
in conjunction with the St. Louis Fu- 
turity Show. 


1957 


Tenth Annual All-American Futurity 
Show was held October 30 and 31 at 
the Arkansas Livestock Exposition 
ground at Little Rock, Arkansas. The 
Arkansas Aberdeen-Angus Association, 
the Arkansas Livestock Show Associ- 
ation and the City of Little Rock invited 
the Futurity to Little Rock and pledged 
$9,000 in premium money, plus the use 
of Barton Coliseum without charge, The 
net prize fund was $14,005.00. 


One hundred and twenty-three head 
were shown. Several herds did not show 
because of the epidemic of Asiatic flu. 
Herman Purdy of Pennsylvania State 
University could not make the show be- 
cause of illness but Glen Bratcher, Okla- 
homa State University and Elliott Brown 
of Rose Hill, Iowa were the judges and 
placed the cattle shown, 


Supreme champion was the senior 
yearling bull, KB Eileenmere 182d by 
Moles Hill Eileenmere 78th, exhibited by 
Keefauver Brothers, Jonesboro, Tennes- 


see. 

Paulinemere T. 7th, by LEileenmere 
1100th, shown by John J. Tolan, Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois was the junior and grand 
champion female. 

The Freeman Keyes trophy went to 
J. Garrett Tolan Farms on the record set 
by Eileenmere 1100th; this was the third 
time they had won this award and they 
took the trophy home to keep perma- 
nently. 

First time bull exhibitor was won by 
Prairie Point Farm, Mississippi with 
Prairie Point O B 5th, Equen Plantation, 
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Mississippi, won the female class with 
Entelopemere 3d. 

Again a sale was held in conjunction 
with the show and 48 head brought only 
a $500.93 average. 

J. B. McCorkle, Smithville, Missouri 
was elected chairman for 1958. Dave 
Canning, Staunton, Virginia and Kenneth 
Haines, Lexington, Kentucky went on the 
executive committee for one-year terms. 
Floyd Dievert, retiring chairman went on 
the executive committee permanently.

August 6 and 7, 1958 the Futurity 
was back at Keeneland Race Course. 
After the two years in other cities it was 
decided Keeneland would be the per- 
manent home of this Annual Futurity 
Show. Keeneland Race Course, through 
the general manager, W. T. Dishop, most 
graciously allowed the Futurity to use 
their facilities without cost, Since the 
Futurity was to be the opening show of 
the fall circuit it was returned to the 
early August dates. 

First time in the history of the show 
only one judge was used. Prof. Glen 
Bratcher of Oklahoma State University, 
Stillwater was officiating. One hundred 
and seventy-seven head of cattle were 
placed. 

Supreme champion was Whitneymere 
512th, winner of the two-year old bull 
class, the senior and grand championships. 
This animal was jointly owned by C. V. 
Whitney Farm, Lexington, Kentucky and 
Gulfstream and El-Clair Farms of Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida. 

Senior and grand champion female was 
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Sugar Loaf Blackbird 691st shown by 
Marion Harper and Sons, Staunton, Vir- 
ginia. 

C. V. Whitney Farms won the Freeman 
Keyes trophy on the get of Whitneymere, 
these being Whitneymere 512th and Whit- 
ney Eulima 104th. Since the J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms had retired this trophy the 
year before, a new trophy was presented 
at this 1958 event by McCormick Farm, 
Barrington, Illinois. 

Old Home Manor and Heckmeres 
Highlands of Pennsylvania contributed 
$300 for prize monies for the Pennsyl- 
vania Class and the two first time ex- 
hibitors classes were designated to re- 
ceive this money. The bull division was 
won by McCormick Farms of Illinois and 
the female division won by Treasure 
Acres of Iowa. Rowland Stanfield of 
Oklahoma added $1,000 to the prize 
money for this Futurity and the net 
prize money was $12,060.00. 

At the luncheon held in Keeneland’s 
Dining Room a heifer donated by Treas- 
ure Acres, Blairsburg, Iowa, was auc- 
tioned off by “Happy” Chandler, gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. She brought $3,000 
and the money went to the Angus Aux- 
iliary’s scholarship fund, 

J. B. McCorkle was re-elected as chair- 
man for 1959. C. J. Rhodes, Jr., Minter 
City, Mississippi was elected to the com- 
mittee for a one-year term replacing 
Joe Lyon. Dave Canning and Kenneth 
Haines were re-elected for terms expiring 
in 1961 and James P. Keen, Jr., Sharon, 
Connecticut was elected for the first 
time to the board.

The 14th All-American Futurity was 
held August 8 and 9 at Keeneland. 
Only 113 animals were shown, but ex- 
hibitors, twenty-four of them, represented 
ten states and the exhibition was ex- 
ceptionally high in quality. Of the 
twenty-four exhibitors 8 were first time 
exhibitors at the Futurity and they took 
five blue ribbons and three champion- 
ships, including grand champion female.

Supreme champion was Ermitre of 
Blue Sky, first son of Ermitre of Hay- 
mount, and was shown by Sam Barr of 
Kearney, Missouri.

A record crowd of five hundred and 
fifty spectators from thirty-three states, 
Canada and Australia attended the 16th 
Annual All-American Angus Futurity on 
August 6th and 7th at Keeneland Race 
Course. It was the largest crowd for this 
opening show of the fall season to-date 
and the quality of the cattle even better 
than ever. 

Thirty-one exhibitors from 14 states 
led 144 head before Judge Jack Frost 
of Purdue University, Lafayette, Indiana. 

Supreme champion was Beaver Dam 
Ambassador 30th, shown by Garrett An- 
gus Ranch, Longmont, Colorado and San- 
ta Barbara Ranch, Palo, Calfornia. This 
bull was by the high scoring Sire of the 
Year, K. F. Bardolier 4th, and also won 
the grand champion bull trophy donated 
by Mahogany Farms of Michigan as 
well as the Supreme Champion trophy 
provided by the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal. 

Champion female was P. S. Zara 122d, 
owned by Penn State University. She not 
only won her clasg but was junior cham- 
pion and then went on to be grand cham- 
pion female, She a daughter of the Perth 
Supreme Champion Panarama of East- 
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field. Herndon’s Angus Ranch of Okla- 
homa donated the female championship 
trophy. 

Garrett won first place in get-of-sire 
class on the get of K. F. Bardolier 4th and 
Penn State won the junior-get with Key- 
stone Bardoliermere get. The trophies 
for the get-of-sire classes were awarded 
by Heckmeres Highlands and Moody’s 
Angus Sales Service, respectively, 

As the Freeman Keyes trophy had 
been retired, for the second time, at the 
previous year’s show, and since the two 
get-of-sire classes had been added to the 
show’s classification, the Executive Com- 
mittee decided to drop the Freeman Keyes 
trophy and in its place add the Premier 
Exhibitor Award. This trophy to go to 
the exhibitor accumulating the highest 
number of points and in 1936 it was won 
by Penn State. Penn’s herdsman, Gail 
Long, won the Robert W. Williams 
Memorial trophy donated by Richard C. 
Scatterday, Battle Creek, Michigan. 
(Robert Williams, a member of the com- 
mittee since 1950 and chairman in 1955, 
passed away April 3, 1963.) 

The First Time Exhibitor’s Classes 
were eliminated for the 1963 show. The 
Best Ten Head from one state was won 
when Penn State and Heckmeres High- 
lands teamed to win the award for Penn- 
sylvania, second win in a row for that 
state. Kentucky was second place and 
Missouri was third place winner in this 
ten head contest. 

Edward O. Elliott, M. K. Hutts and 
Herman Purdy were re-elected for three- 
year terms on the Executive Committee 
and J. B. McCorkle was re-elected chair- 
man for 1964, 
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A special auction sale was held on 
August 6th and a heifer donated by Blue 
Sky Farm was purchased by King 
Merritt of Mississippi for $6,000.00 and 
this sum was donated to the American 
Angus Auxiliary’s scholarship fund. 


1964 


Beautiful Keeneland was again the 
setting of the 17th Annual Futurity, 
August 4th and 5th. Judge was Jim 
Keen, manager of Mole’s Hill Farm, 
Sharon, Connecticut, who passed judg- 
ment on 162 head compared to 144 the 
year before. Thirty-nine exhibitors pa- 
raded 74 bulls and 88 females on the 
shaded green near the’ grandstand. 
Visitors were from 29 states, Canada 
and Scotland. The bull classes and a few 
female classes were passed the first day 
in temperatures that were almost un- 
bearable. 

Supreme champion was the senior and 
grand champion female, Dor Macs Elluna

1965 


More than 600 visitors attended the 
18th Annual Futurity. They came from 
thirty-four states and Canada to watch 
Judge Lester Leachman, Claverack, New 
York place the cattle from thirty herds, 
with 167 head being shown. 

This year’s show was dedicated to 
Freeman Keyes, Reverie Knoll Farms, 
Danville, Kentucky, whose original idea 
was responsible for this nationally-known 
Futurity. 

The junior, grand and Supreme Cham- 
pion was Lamington Jingo 19th, ex- 
hibited by Lamington Lodge, Whitehouse 
Station, New Jersey, a first time ex- 
hibitor at this show. He was a son of 
Ankonian Jingo 2, the junior champion 
of the 1963 Denver National Western. 
Lamington Lodge had ten head sired by 
the “2d” winning four blues and three red 
ribbons in the individual classes at this 
year’s Futurity. 

Lamington Missie 2 was first prize 
senior yearling heifer, senior and grand 
champion female. She had been calf 
champion and reserve grand champion 
of the Pennsylvania Livestock Exhibition, 
November 1964.

J. C. McLean, Quincy, Illinois and 
Colville Jackson, Gloster, Mississippi were 
elected to the board of directors. 


1966 


The greatest American Futurity ever 
was held August 9th and 10th at Kenne- 
land, visitor’s numbers doubled over the 
year before, and despite travel dif- 
ficulties breeders from 37 states, Canada 
and Scotland were represented, with the 
quality of this 19th Annual event very 
high. 

There were 204 head of cattle led out 
compared to 167 the year before. Over 
$16,000 in premium money meant $225 
first prize money down to $30 for 15th 
place. These 101 bulls and 104 heifers 
represented 50 herds from 20 states and 
Canada, from as far as South Carolina 
and Oregon, California to New York and 
states in between. 

Supreme champion was Millarden 
Bardoliermere 35, owned by Dean L. 
Snyder of Annville, Pennsylvania and 
Harold E. Stanford of Lebanon, Ten- 
nessee. Before taking the supreme hon- 
ors this impressive junior yearling was 
the choice of Judge Robert Bohlen for 
Junior and grand champion bull. He is 
by Evas Bardoliermere, a great show 
bull and sire of Evas Bardoliermere 15, 
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1961 ERMITRE OF BLUE SKY, shown by Sam Barr and Family, 
Kearney, Missouri. He the first son dropped on Blue Sky to the

gus enthusiasts from 40 states, Canada 
and Australia. 

This show was combined with the 13th 
Conference, theme being “Opportunities 
for Growth.” The conference meetings 
were held the afternoons of August 7 
and 8. One suggestion made during 
the conference was a change in judging 
procedure. Start with the youngest fe- 
males and make the climax of a show 
the placing of the grand champion bull. 
Angus were the first to use the youngest- 
to-the-oldest judging system, which has 
been satisfactory, The proposed idea 
would continue this youngest-to-oldest 
order, but judge the females ahead of 
the bulls. This was tried in 1966, suc- 
cessfully, at the Eastern States Ex- 
position. 

Supreme champion of the 20th Futurity 
was Evas Bardoliermere 241st shown by 
Pennsylvania State University and owned 
jointly with Blue Sky Farm, Kearney, 
Missouri. This 1967 Supreme champion 
had been junior and reserve grand cham- 
pion of the Futurity in 1966, junior 
champion of Eastern States and reserve 
grand at Harrisburg. He a son of the 
1964 Futurity grand champion, Evas 
Bardoliermere 15th. 

Grand champion female was Kent 
Hollow Blackbird 2, shown by Kent 
Hollow Farm, New Preston, Connecticut. 
Kent Hollow was a first-time exhibitor 
with a herd that had been in existence 
less than two years. They racked up an 
impressive 8 firsts and 3 championships 
at this show. 

Both senior and junior gets were won 
by Penn State with Moles Hill Maxi- 
milian 1205. Penn State also won the 
Premier Breeder award and their herds- 
man, Bill Gray was recipient of the 
herdsman award.

AN OUTSTANDING American Angus 
Futurity was held at Keeneland Race 
Course at Lexington, Kentucky, Monday 
and Tuesday, August 5 and 6. 

There were 263 animals from all sec- 
tions of the country competing for the 
$30,000 premium money, compared to 
212 head last year. An all-time record 
crowd viewed this powerful show which 
opened the season for the fall and win- 
ter exhibitions. 

Judge was Dr. Harlan D. Ritchie of 
Michigan State University, who was 
faced with close decisions in almost 
every class but did an admirable job in 
selecting tops with correctness, sub- 
stance and style. 

This 1968 Futurity had $10,000 added 
money for championships. $1,000 each 
to the six class champions with an ad- 
ditional $4,000 to the Supreme Cham- 
pion. This will be repeated at the 1969 
event. 

Supreme champion of the show was 
the junior yearling bull, Evas Bardolier- 
mere 2, shown by Longleaf Plantation, 
Aiken, South Carolina. He a son of 
Evas Bardoliermere, sire of two previ- 
ous winners at Lexington. His dam is 
a Canadian bred cow. After winning the 
early junior yearling bull class of 18 
shown the second day of the event he 
went on to the Junior Champion and 
Grand Champion bull and then to the 
Supreme Champion jackpot and winner 
of the $5000 prize. This grand cham-

President 546, who was Senior Cham- 
pion and reserve Grand Champion for 
Black Watch Farms, Wappingers Falls, 
New York, and Eikmeier Brothers and 
Cottonwood Angus Farms, both of Pipe- 
stone, Minnesota. 

Also in competition for the Supreme 
honors was the Junior and Grand Cham- 
pion Female, Kitty Kurtis Erica 7337, 
from Kitty Kurtis Angus, Britton, Mich. 
She, a daughter of Ankonian Projector, 
the 1966 International Grand Champion 
bull, this straight, strong heifer was 
fitted and shown by the American 
Herdsman Institute. 

The senior get was won easily by the 
progeny of Ankonian President, shown 
by Ankony Angus and Black Watch. 
Second spot going to the offspring of 
Ankonian Projector representing Kitty 
Kurtis, U T Farms and Mahogany Farms. 


In the junior get Ankonian Projector 
was top with Koranmere K 17 calves 
from Kent Hollow in Connecticut in 
second place. 


Locmere Farms, Longview, Texas 
donated the heifer, Locmere Molly B to 
the Auxiliary Scholarship Fund. She 
was sold at $3,500.00 to J2K Ranch, 
Hazelton, Texas, owned by James Baker 
of Houston, bought her at auction.

THE ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREED 
has had a long and distinguished career 
in Canada. It was in the province of On- 
tario—at the Ontario Experimental Farm 
at Guelph — that the first purebred 
Angus calf dropped on the North Ameri- 
can continent was calved. This was in 
January 1877. Since that time the breed 
has moved westward into the prairie 
provinces and beyond; it has movec east- 
ward; and there has been considerable 
movement southward into the United 
States — for those breeders early found 
Canada an excellent source of foundation 
stock. 

The Ontario Experimental Farm has 
gone through a series of changes and ex- 
pansions, and is now the University of 
Guelph, but they still have a herd of 
Angus cattle. It is the oldest purebred 
Angus herd on the North American con- 
tinent, having been in operation continu- 
ously for 92 years. A long line of dedi- 
cated livestock men, as heads of the 
Animal Husbandry Department, have 
kept the herd at the college for research 
and betterment of the beef industry in 
general. Today the University is one of 
the strong advocates of production test- 
James Bowman ing and they have a bull testing station 
Guelph, Ontario right on the grounds. Present head of 

? the Department of Animal Science, as it 
is now known, is Dr. J. C. Rennie. 


Mr. Bowman founded the Elm Park herd in 1891 
with cattle he purchased from Robert Shortreed 
of Guelph. Mr. Bowman was a great exhibitor

of Angus cattle and during the early days of 
Angus development in Canada contributed prob- 
ably as much or more than anyone else toward 
the expansion of the breed, He for many years 
exhibited cattle from the East Coast through to 
the West Coast and made popular the hornless 
black breed, In his book, Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
In Canada, F. W. Crawford wrote “between 
1893 when he first exhibited his cattle at the 
Canadian National Exhibition in Toronto and in 
1908, James Bowman was the outstanding ex- 
hibitor of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Canada.” 


The following article is a chronology 
of Angus highlights that Professor M. 
W. Staples sees as being of particular 
significance in the development and 
growth of the breed in Canada. Pro- 
fessor Staples is now retired but was for 
many, many years with the Department 
of Animal Husbandry at what is now the 
University of Guelph. He is considered 
one of the outstanding all-around live- 
stock judges in Canada and is also a 
great student of livestock history. 
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Highlights of the Breed’s Development 


By M. W. Staples 


Department of Animal Husbandry 
Ontario Agricultural College 


This is a brief discussion of what I 
consider the highlights in this breed’s 
development. Many books have been 
written on its history but one I like is, 
“The Aberdeen-Angus Breed’, a history 
by Barclay and Keith. These two men 
held the secretaryship of the British So- 
ciety from 1909 to 1955. Mr. James R. 
Barclay M. B. E. was secretary from 
1909 to 1944 and previous to this was 
thirteen years as Steward, Mr. Alex- 
ander Keith from 1944 to 1955. It will 
thus be seen that the book was written 
by men with a first hand knowledge of 
the breed over a long period of time. 
The other is “Aberdeen-Angus Cattle in 
Canada” by F. W. Crawford who for 
twenty-nine years was secretary of the 
Canadian Association. 

In the former book on one page are 
the pictures of four founders: Hugh 
Watson, Keillor; William McCombie, Til- 
lyfour; Sir George MacPherson Grant, 
Ballindalloch; and J. Ernest Kerr of 
Harviestoun. It is indeed fortunate for 
the breed that the life span of the first 
three was over one hundred years, 


Hugh Watson at nineteen after at- 
tending University for two sessions be- 
gan farming in 1808 and Sir George 
MacPherson Grant died in December 
1907. The Ballindalloch herd was finally 
dispersed in 1934. The activities of Mr. 
Kerr started in 1898 and extended well 
into our time. 


History records that Hugh Watson se- 
lected six heifers and a bull, the “best 
and blackest” in his father’s herd and an 
additional purchase of a bull and ten fe- 
males. So far as is known no other fe- 
male purchases were ever made and very 
few bulls. Hugh Watson has the num- 
ber (1) in the Herd Book, (1) “Old Jock” 
and (1) “Old Grannie”’. The most fa- 
mous of Watson’s cows and one of the 
wonders of the Bovine World was “Old 
Grannie” who calved in 1834 and died 
in 1859. She produced her last calf at 
the age of 29. Eleven of her calves are 
recorded in the Herd Book. She was ex- 
hibited at the Highland in 1858 as extra 
stock. 


Hugh Watson fixed the colour of the 
breed and advertised extensively by 
showing starting at the Highland in 
1829. He also gave some prominence to 
families. 
William McCombie, Tillyfour, was a 
successful farmer who fattened about 
300 steers annually for the Smithfield 
market. He showed extensively; de- 
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veloped some families; and knowingly 
bred the Aberdeen and Angus strains 
together paving the way for one breed. 


The year before the Highland was 
held at Aberdeen, “Charlotte”, a prize 
winning cow on numerous occasions (and 
a granddaughter of the noted “Queen 
Mother”, a cow purchased as a yearling 
heifer) had a heifer calf, Because of her 
breeding the herdsman announced the 
name of this calf would be the “Pride of 
Aberdeen”. Needless to say she fulfilled 
the herdsman’s expectations at the High- 
land, at Aberdeen and also became a 
great brood cow. 


William McCombie gave considerable 
prominence to families, the “Queen 
Mother’, “Pride of Aberdeen” and 
others. There are several branches of 
this family tracing to “Pride of Aber- 
deen” (581). One example, the “K 
Prides” originated at Ballindalloch by 
“Kindness of Ballindalloch” a direct de- 
scendant of “Pride of Aberdeen”, 


Sir George MacPherson Grant was 
one of the prime movers in the estab- 
lishment of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Society. The breed had come far before 
this step was taken in 1880, 

Ballindalloch bred many top bulls in- 
cluding “Ermine Bearer” and “Prince 
Ito”. The former imported by Geary 
Bros. was used in the herd of Mossom 
Boyd, Bobcaygeon, and the latter in the 
herd of B. R. Pierce & Son of Illinois. 
“Prince Ito” was three times first at 
the Highland and was purchased at 
$9,100 by B. R. Pierce, Woodlawn Farm, 
Illinois. 

The “Erica”, “Jilt” and “Coquette” 
were among the families developed at 
Ballindalloch. 

“Erica” bought in 1861 was a most 
fortunate purchase. To the service of 
three bulls she produced four daughters: 
“Erica 2nd” calved in 1865 by “Chief- 
tain”; “Eisa” calved in 1867 by “Tro- 
jan” and received Honourable Mention 
at Paris in 1878; “Enchantress” also by 
“Trojan” calved in 1869; and “Ella” 
by “Kildonan”, 

We have the “Trojan”, “Chieftain” 
and “Kildonan Ericas”, Of these per- 
haps the “Trojan Ericas” had a slight 
preference. This is no doubt due to the 
fact that for a number of years no fe-

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J. D. McGregor 


The Honorable J. D. McGregor—One of the early 
Angus breeders who influenced development of 
cattle in Canada and especially Western Canada 
was the Honorable J. D. McGregor of Brandon, 
Manitoba, He started in the business in the late 
1890's and made several importations direct from 
Scotland during the first 10 or 12 years of the 
1900's, His cattle were shown extensively during 
a period between 1908 and 1925 and to a lesser 
extent thereafter, During that period they were 
awarded more prizes than any herd in the coun- 
try. It is recorded that in July 1918 Mr. Mc- 
Gregor sold about 125 head of Glencarnock cattle 
at public auction in Brandon with the entire of- 
fering averaging $792 a head, During his entire 
career as a breeder, Mr. McGregor was deeply 
interested in steer production and also was a 
great believer in the value of the show ring. He 
served for quite a period of time as Lieutenant 
Governor of the province of Manitoba as well as 
carrying on an active life on the farm. 


males of this line were sold from Ballin- 
dalloch. Therefore the “Trojan Erica” 
family had the advantage of the top 
crosses of the Ballindalloch bulls. 


“Miss Burgess” and “Nosegay”, the 
head of prominent families were calved 
in 1861. 


The Harviestoun herd also bred many 
stud bulls including “Evreux of Harvies- 
toun” used in the Glencarnock herd and 
“Ervillax of Harviestoun”, Champion at 
Perth in 1945 and a noted sire in Scot- 
land. . The “Juana Erica” family origi- 
nated here. 


Harviestoun was also famous for its 
Clydesdales and ponies. Six Cawdor Cup 
winners came from this stud.

No descendants of these are found in 
the Herd Book because of the untimely 
death of Sir George Simpson the same 
year. 


1877 


A pure bred Aberdeen-Angus calf was 
born on the College Farm. This calf was 
named “Eyebright 2nd” and was the 
first pure bred Aberdeen-Angus calved 
on the continent of North America. She 
was later sold to Kansas State College. 


1878 


Perhaps I should mention the fact that 
at the French Show in 1856 Hugh Wat- 
son, William McCombie, Sir George Mac- 
Pherson and others showed Aberdeen- 
Angus. 


In 1878 William McCombie in particu- 
lar, and some other Scotch breeders in- 
cluding Sir George MacPherson Grant, 
swept the boards for beef cattle at Paris, 
France. There were 370 “foreign” cattle 
and 1,314 French cattle at the show. A 
jury of 31 judged this World’s Cham- 
pionship. Twenty-four judges favoured 
William McCombie’s exhibit and seven 
favoured another exhibit. 


1881 


Mossom Boyd & Co., Bobcaygeon, be- 
gan breeding Aberdeen-Angus. He 
owned “Ermine Bearer” and “Coquette 
10th” both bred at Ballindalloch. ‘“Co- 
quette 10th” was the dam in Canada of 
“Abbotsford” and “Abactor” by “Ermine 
Bearer’. “Abactor” was sold to W. A. 
McHenry and these sired some of the 
early show cattle in the McHenry Park 
herd. “Coquette 10th” was later sold to 
W. A. McHenry of Denison, Iowa and 
founded the McHenry “Coquette” fam- 


ily. 
1881 


Hon. M. H. Cochrane, “Hillhurst”, 
Quebec imported “Blackbird of Corskie 
2nd” a first prize winner at the High- 
land. She was the foundress of the sec- 
ond branch of the “Blackbirds”. ‘“Black- 
bird of Corskie 3rd” was the dam at 
Ballindalloch of “Blackcap” who was 
sold to the United States and founded 
the “Blackcaps”. “Blackbird of Corskie 
4th” was also sold to the United States. 
Therefore we have the second, third and 
fourth branches of the “Blackbird” fam- 
ily. 

“Barbarity 2nd” bred at Hillshurst 
went to the W. A. McHenry herd and 
became the foundress of the McHenry 
“Barbara” family. 
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The original “Barbara” cow was “Bar- 
bara of Easter Skene” bred by William 
McCombie, a cousin of the owner of 
Tillyfour. 


1881 

Geary Bros., “Keillor Lodge”, Bothwell 
imported and sold a considerable number 
including one or two herds. 


“Blue Ribbon”, an imported daughter 
of “Blackbird of Corskie 2nd’, in one of 
their Chicago sales sold for $1,550. She 
became the foundress of the “Blue Rib- 
bon Blackbird”. 


Geary Bros, imported a steer “Black 
Prince” and shipped him to Kansas City 
and Chicago in 1883 and exhibited him 
as extra stock in 1884, 


1891 

James Bowman, “Elm Park”, exhibited 
extensively in Ontario and to a lesser 
extent in the west and as far east as 
Halifax. His herd had a similarity of 
breeding to the College herd. “Kyma 
2nd” sired by “Strathglass” was sold in 
one of the College sales and finally be- 
came the property of James Bowman. 
This cow was the dam of “Kyma’s Heir” 
four times Champion at the Canadian 
National Exhibition from 1898 to 1901 
inclusive. He imported “Prince of Ben- 
ton” used at Glencarnock and Elm Park. 


The “Rosebuds” had their beginning 
at Elm Park, 


Mr. Bowman checked the pedigrees 
and animals after the records were de- 
stroyed by fire. 


1902 


J. D. McGregor, Glencarnock Farms, 
Brandon, Manitoba, established the herd 
prior to the above date but began to go 
forward after the importation of “Prince 
of Benton”, Glencarnock made several 
importations from Scotland and pur- 
chased breeding stock in the United 
States. 


The herd was shown extensively from 
1908 to 1925. 


“Blackcap Revolution” bred in the 
United States was used at Glencarnock 
and exhibited by them to win the Grand 
Championship at the 1923 International. 
He was resold back to the United States 
for $15,000. The year I was doing 
graduate work at Iowa State College 
(1927), Dean Kildee came back from 
judging at the International and said he 
had made two Canadian breds, “Glencar- 
nock Jessie 9th” and “Revolution 7th” 
by “Blackcap Revolution”, the Grand 
Champions, 


“Glencarnock Victor’ and “Glencar- 
nock Victor 2nd” were Grand Champion 
steers at Chicago in 1912 and 1913. 
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1905 

John Lowe, “Middlebrook”, Elora. No 
discussion of Aberdeen-Angus history 
would be complete without reference to 
Mr. Lowe affectionately referred to by 
the livestock men of his day as “Johnny” 
Lowe, 

Mr, F. W. Crawford in his well-known 
book, “Aberdeen-Angus in Canada”, 
dedicates the book to John Lowe: 

“To know him was an experience; to 
enjoy his friendship and confidence a 
great privilege. He lived to help others 
and he loved all mankind.” 

Mr. Lowe secured part of his breeding 
stock from J. D. Larkin of Queenston. 
J. D. Larkin imported some of the good 
cattle of the breed. In 1910 he imported 
four bulls and 114 females. From Elm 
Park Mr. Lowe secured the imported 
“Pride” cow foundress of the “Middle- 
brook Prides”. 

If Mr. Lowe had only bred “Middle- 
brook Prince 38rd”, he would have had 
considerable call to fame. In the herd 
of J. A. McAllister and the C. P. R. 
Supply Farm he proved to be one of the 
great breeding bulls of his time, 

“Georgine of Aberlour 5th” sired by 
him was the first Ontario owned female 
to be Grand Champion at the Royal in 
1928. She repeated this win in 1929 and 
1930. 


1919 
G. C. Shannon, “Sunny Acres”, Oak- 
wood. I mention this farm for two rea- 


sons: firstly, because it was one of the 
important herds of the day, and second- 
ly, that was my first acquaintance with 
the blacks. In getting the judging team 
ready for the Ontario Provincial Winter 
Fair our Coach, Mr. M. C. McPhail, who 
afterwards was Principal of Kemptville 
Agricultural School, took us to Shan- 
non’s. I remember one cow in particular. 
She had a little white on her udder and 
as I recall was a big, smooth cow. 
One of the noted sires used was 
“Idolmere 5th” bred by Congdon and 
Battles. Mr, Shannon gave prominence 
to the “Lucy” family. 


1923 

Edward Bros, made a start. “Black- 
bird Bandolier of Page” and his de- 
scendants have written a new chapter in 
Aberdeen-Angus history. 


1937 

“Bandolier of Anoka 6th’ was Grand 
Champion at Chicago. There was great 
excitement that day — a Canadian bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bull was Grand Cham- 
pion, a great win for Canada and On- 
tario! 


1952 

Eastern Canada Aberdeen-Angus News 
was first published. Mr. W. L. Ham 
acted as Editor for several years. 

In 1962 the News was taken over by 
the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion and has since had a face lifting.

Farming” was sponsored by Canadian 
Aberdeen-Angus Association. It features 
Red Triangle Beef. The late Howard 
Fraleigh of Forest had a great deal to 
do with this. We hear a good deal at 
the present time about wintering cows 
outside, Mr. Fraleigh had a herd of 
Angus cows which he wintered outside 
on corn stalks, low quality hay and the 
like in order to reduce the cost of the 
calf. This was way back in the thirties. 
I had the pleasure of seeing the set-up 
in those early days. 


1958 


Mr. Michael White of Australia judged 
at Perth. He clearly looked for bulls 
with scale. We had all heard the ques- 
tion of size discussed at field days ete. 
but the fact this took place at Perth 
gave it a very wide publicity. In the 
1958 October issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal there is an_ article, 
“Perth—Since | Was There” by Otto V. 
Battles, the first American to judge at 
Perth. I quote from this article by Mr. 
Battles: 

“A significant trend in judging took 
place, the judging being done by a young 
Australian, Mr. Michael White, who was

closely looking for bulls with scale as 
well as other qualities which, in my opin- 
ion, is in line with a healthy trend which 
seems also to be in evidence in both our 
country and the Argentine. It has been 
found that the pony type animal is not 
measuring up to what was expected of 
it. Breeders everywhere are seeking 
more size when it can be had with the 
other qualities which have made Angus 
cattle outstanding as beef producers. 
And it has been proved beyond question 
of doubt that proper size and quality 
can be combined to make the ideal ani- 
mal.” 


I like to read the articles in the Jour- 
nal by Mr. Battles because of his suc- 
cess and the success of his cattle in 
other hands, 


No doubt many of you have read the 
“Rosemere” story as written by F. W. 
Crawford. One has only to reflect on 
the number of cattle on this continent 
that have carried the “mere” in their 
name. ‘“Idolmere 5th”, “Queenmere 
32nd”, “Prizemere 12th’, “Prizemere 
67th” and “Barbara of Rosemere 47th” 
are familiar names to Canadian breeders. 


1963 


At the meeting of the Alberta Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders, a committee was 
set up with Lloyd Pickard of Olds as 
chairman to publish a pamphlet on the 
naming of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to try 
to maintain family continuity in its 
pedigree. 


I am quite sure this is prompted by 
the difficulty of compiling sales cata- 
logues and attaching the correct family 
name to a pedigree. Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders are perhaps not as family con- 
scious as they once were but an entry in 
a sales catalogue without a family name 
lacks something. Some families are held 
in higher regard than others. It is the 
top sires that “make” a family plus, of 
course, a good foundation. I’m _ not 
going to discuss families, it’s over my 
head. I see famiiles with which I am 
not at all familiar listed in some sale 
catalogues, Speaking of families we 
must not forget the “Royal Lady” that 
originated in our midst. 


W. A. McHenry is sometimes termed 
“American Master Breeder”: “He dem- 
onstrated repeatedly that mating cham- 
pions and the blood of champions was 
more likely to produce outstanding indi- 
viduals than mating cattle of noted fami- 
lies remotely related to prize sires or 
dams” is quoted from “Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle” published by the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Association. 


The cover on the book to which I make 
reference states, “The greatest successes 
in the history of Aberdeen-Angus are yet 
to come.” This can only be made pos- 


sible by the united effort of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders great and small every- 
where. 


If a prospective buyer comes to your 
farm and you do not have what he 
wants, take him to your neighbour. It 
will help your neighbour and the breed! 


We all appreciate the shop-window 
value of the showring and the winning 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers in the keenest 
competition ever since the days of 
“Black Prince” at Smithfield, but let us 
not forget the commercial man and re- 
member there must be a profit for all 
phases of the cattle business: the breed- 
er, the feeder, the packer and the re- 
tailer and still be bought for the con- 
sumer’s table. 


In comparing the listings of founda- 
tion herds mentioned in the story pre- 
pared by Staples we find the story writ- 
ten by H. P. Aitchison, as a fourth year 
thesis while he was a student at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, mentions 
these additional herds established prior 
to 1900. 


1879 

The Honorable J. H. Pope, Minister of 
Agriculture in the Government of Sir 
John A. McDonald, founded an excellent 
herd in the summer of 1879, consisting 
of fifteen cows and a bull, As this herd 
was quite successful during the first two 
years it was operated a more valuable 
lot was secured in 1881. Included in this 
lot was the cow “Charmer 3rd” of the 
Charmer branch of the Queen Mother 
family and several other valuable strains. 


Cattle from the Pope herd were sold 
in many parts of Ontario, also in West- 
ern Canada. A large number of Pope 
bred animals went to Robert Hall at 
Griswold, Manitoba, where a herd was 
founded in 1890. Some bulls were used 
at Glencarnock and also in other herds, 
including that of the Hon. Walter Clif- 
ford of Austin, Manitoba. Had it not 
been for the fact that the part of the 
country in which this herd was started 
has turned almost entirely to dairy cat- 
tle, the foundations laid by Pope would 
have had a greater effect than they did. 


1880 


Mr. George Whitfield of Rougemont, 
Quebec, imported an excellent lot of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 1880, the se- 
lection being made by Mr. John Grant, 
Bogs-of-Advie. Among this lot was the 
excellent Jilt bull “Judge” from the Bal- 
lindalloch herd. He is listed among the 
greatest sires used at  Ballindalloch. 
“Judge” found his way to the head of the 
Heatherton herd of Judge Goodwin and 
may be considered one of the outstand- 
ing animals imported in the early days 
by Canadian breeders. 
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Mr. Whitfield made a second importa- 
tion in 1881 comprising three of the 
Erica family from Mr, Robertson, Aber- 
lour Mains. Although not a long time 
in the business his contribution to breed 
development on this continent may be 
considered equal, if not greater, than 
any other breeder of his time, (This 
was the Rougemont Model Farm). 

1880 


Kinnoul Park Doddies was a very good 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle founded 
at New Lowell, Ontario, north of Tor- 
onto in 1880 by Hay & Paton, under 
the management of Mr. J. G, Davidson. 
This herd continued until the death of 
Mr. Hay in 1892. 

Many of the animals forming the or- 
iginal foundation of this herd came from 
Mr. John Morrison of Knockiemill. There 
are in Ontario a few strains of cattle 
descended directly from this old herd, 
saved to the breed by Mr. Walter Hall, 
Washington, Ontario, and Mr. Thomas 
Robertson, Dunsord, Ontario. Lucy 9th, 


an imported Portlethen Lucy, has left a 
long line of descendants, notably in the

herd of G, C. Channon of Oakwood, On- 
tario. Fair Maid of Earnside 3d has 
descendants in the herd of Howard Fra- 
leigh and other breeders of the Province, 
and Bale 2d of Earnside has descendants 
in many parts of Canada. 

The leading animal in the herd for 
years and undoubtedly the greatest show 
bull in the early days of the breed was 
“Black Judge”. This bull won in all 
competitions throughout Canada for four 
successive years, Among the females 
in their herd, Mary 2d of Knockiemill, 
was considered, without a doubt, the 
most superb animal of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed on this side of the Atlantic. 

This herd has to its credit a formid- 
able list of show ring honors and prob- 
ably a record in the show ring that has 
only been equalled by Mr. James Bow- 
man and Mr. James McGregor. 

These following herds were founded 
during the 1880’s: 

Hiram Walker and Sons: 

At Walkerville, Ontario, the well- 
known firm of distillers—Hiram Walker 
and Sons—established a herd of

Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The herd was 
not long maintained, but it was here 
that Mr. James D. McGregor, who was 
born at Amherstburg, Ontario, got his 
first view of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The Walker herd cannot be considered 
one of great importance, but its estab- 
lishment at that time had some effect 
upon the distribution of the Angus 
throughout the country and therefore it 
must be considered. 


Andrew Allan, Montreal, Quebec: 


Mr. Allan established a herd in the 
very early 80’s, It would appear that 
he must have been working with Coch- 
rane and secured his cattle at the same 
time (about 1881) because many of the 
animals seemed to have passed from one 
herd to the other, 

As a breeder, the name of Andrew 
Allan is important. It was he who bred 
“Barbarity”, the foundress of McHenry’s 
great family of Barbaras. He also bred 
Mignonne, the foundress of the Mc- 


Gregor Mignonne, a family of cattle that 
had drifted into obscurity until one of 
the descendants passed into the hands of 
James D. McGregor, and now they are 
among the most accepted of all strains 
of cattle.

Dr. Robert Craik: 


Dr. Robert Craik, a medical practi- 
tioner of very high standing in the city 
of Montreal, founded a herd in the late 
eighties. For the number that he han- 
dled, and considering the quiet way in 
which he went about his business, it is 
rather remarkable that some of his ani- 
mals have a place of really great im- 
portance in the breed development on 
this continent. 


When Dr. Craik came upon the scene, 
many of the earlier breeders had al- 
ready closed out or had so reduced their 
herds that they were no longer a great 
factor in the business. He seems to have 
been a somewhat different type than 
some of the others. A professional man 
of great skill, refinement and education, 
he seems to have carried these qualities 
into the handling of his herd of cattle, 
and was therefore more interested in the 
production of good animals than he was 
in much advertisement and great sales 
at high prices. That being the case, he 
did produce several animals that have 
had a most important effect upon the 
breed in both Canada and the United 
States, 


EARLY ASSOCIATION GROWTH 

For years some of the breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle had been regis- 
tering their animals in the American 
Aberdeen-Angus herd book and others 
had been registering with an unofficial 
record at Toronto, Ontario, Some who 
had been registering in the Toronto rec- 
ord found that their pedigrees were not 
acceptable to the American Association 
and they therefore commenced working 
for the formation of a Canadian Associa- 
tion. This Association was finally incor- 
porated on May 4, 1906. When the book 
was finally established, there were about 
800 cattle considered eligible for regis- 
tration after all herds had been in- 
spected by an official inspector ap- 
pointed by the Association, The Asso- 
ciation then began with a very small 
membership in 1906, and the growth 
made by that body is an indication of 
the progress of the breed. 


In 1906 there were 46 breeders in all 
of Canada, and in 1907 there were sixty. 
Nearly 70% of the cattle in 1907 were 
registered in Eastern Canada, while in 
1916 out of 1431 cattle registered, ap- 
proximately $00 were registered from 
the Western prairie provinces. This is 
accounted for by the fact that the dairy 
industry was making great progress in 
the Eastern provinces, and beef cattle 
were being gradually driven out of that 
territory. The records of the associa- 
tion are kept by the National Record 
Office at Ottawa, which is maintained 
jointly by this association. 

By 1919 the membership of the asso- 
ciation had risen to almost 800. In the 
twelve years that had intervened since 
the association was formed, the member- 
ship had increased from 46 to 800. This 
was certainly satisfactory, and the more 
so because of the fact that the territory 
into which Aberdeen-Angus cattle were 
being introduced was becoming wider 
year by year. The members of the asso- 
ciation became so generally keen about 
their business that the question of ap- 
pointing a man who would give his en- 
tire time to the development and promo- 
tion of the breed became a much de- 
bated question. Several meetings of the 
association were held to consider this 
point, and finally in January 1920, F. W. 
Crawford, of the staff of the Farmer’s 
Advocate in Winnipeg was appointed to 
that position, 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS IN CANADA 
August, 1944, the Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus Association, Winnipeg, Canada 
published the book “Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle in Canada”, written by F, W. 
Crawford, who dedicated the volume to 
“John Lowe — to know him was an 
experience; to enjoy his friendship and 
confidence, a great privilege. He lived 
to help others and he loved all mankind.” 
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In the first paragraph of the Intro- 
duction to this history, Secretary F. W. 
Crawford stated, “At least two great 
books have been wr'tten about Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. The first was pub- 
lished by Messrs. William Blackwood and 
Son in 1882, under the title ‘On Polled 
Cattle. James MacDonald, Secretary 
of The Highland and Agricultural So- 
ciety of Scotland was the author. An 
extended and revised edition was pub- 
lished in 1910 by Vinton and Company, 
Limited, 8 Bream’s Building, Cancery 
Lane, E. C., London, England, under the 
alternative title, ‘History of Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle.’ This edition was pub- 
lished as the work of James MacDonald 
and James Sinclair. Mr. Sinclair was 
editor of The Live Stock Journal when 
the book was published, and was the 
editor of the revised edition, The other 
book, to which reference is made herein, 
was published in Chicago, Illinois in 
1928, by the author, Alvin H. Sanders, 
under a title ‘A History of Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle.’ Both books deal at 
length with the origin and the early de- 
velopment and improvement of the 
breed. Extended reference is also made 
to the show yard and market tests, 
which have unquestionably marked the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed as the supreme 
ruler in the realm of beef production. 
Students who wish to read extensively 
on the development of beef cattle and 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, in particular, 
should secure both books. This small 
volume will not take the place of either. 
I have not attempted to cover much of 
the same ground as the authors of those

books, but rather to confine myself to 
the task of recording some facts regard- 
ing the introduction and development of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Canada, so 
that I may, at least, lay part of the 
foundation upon which others may com- 
plete the story of beef cattle develop- 
ment in Canada.” 


In this story on the breed in Canada 
thus far the writers, Staples and 
Aitchinson, credit F. W. Crawford, as 
secretary of the Canadian Aberdeen-

Angus Association for the use of Asso- 
ciation Records, also Professor J. C. 
Steckley and Professor R. G. Knox for 
valuable help and advice on the prepara- 
tion of the thesis written by Aitchinson. 


Throughout the 50th Anniversary Edi- 
tion of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal will 
be found references to herds listed in the 
several histories noted above, informa- 
tion has been gleaned from the writings 
of all students of Aberdeen-Angus prog- 
ress, plus — the individual stories on a 
number of the older herds in Canada and 
the United States that had never pre- 
viously appeared on record in any ear- 
lier history on the breed. 


In the sixth chapter of Secretary 
Crawford’s book he has this to say 
about the organization of the associa- 
tion in Canada: 


“When William Brown of Guelph, 
Ontario, brought the first purebred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle to Canada in 
1876, there was no breed organization on 
this continent, and it was not until 1883 
that an organization was formed to keep 
the records of the breed. This organiza- 
tion was formed in Chicago and was in- 
corporated under the laws of the State 
of Illinois, Canadians had a part in 
forming it and John Geary, one of the 
Geary Brothers, from Bothwell, Ontario, 
was one of the first directors, and is so 
designated in the ‘Petition for Charter.’ 
Five years later George Geary, the other 
brother, was a Director and a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Associa- 
tion, 


Most Canadian breeders of that early 
period registered their cattle in the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Association 
herd book. It was not long, however, be-

One of the prominent breed promoters in Canada 
has been Cameron McTaggart from Aurora, On- 
He joined the Angus breed during its 
formative years as manager of Don Head, Rich- 
Ontario and has since formed his 
own Angus consultant service in Aurora and 
promotes the breed actively in that capacity, 


He was a noted show bull but an even greater 
sire, and the history books will record him as one of the greutest sires 
of the breed in the early development of Canadian Angus. 


fore there was a demand in Canada for 
some organization which would collect 
and preserve the records of the breed in 
this country, but at that time there was 
no Live Stock Pedigree legislation on 
the Canadian statute books, and organi- 
zation took an unfortunate course. Un- 
doubtedly it would have been possible to 
organize and incorporate an Association 
under the Dominion Companies Act, but 
it seems that no one ever thought of 
taking that step. At least two private 
individuals in different places in Can- 
ada, and the Departments of Agriculture 
of three Provinces, undertook to main- 
tain records of purebred animals of the 
different breeds, including Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. The result was that it 
was not long before the records of pure- 
bred animals in Canada were in a chaotic 
condition. 


The late Henry Wade, who was an 
employee of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, started a herd book and 
styled himself ‘Secretary, Dominion 
Polled Angus Association’ although 
there was no such Association. He is- 


sued pedigrees to those who made appli- 
cation to him for the registration of 
their animals, registered transfers of 
animals, and accepted membership fees. 
Nearly all of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in Canada which were not recorded in 
the herd book published by the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
were recorded with Mr. Wade, who never 
did publish a herd book. In 1894, after 
he had been keeping records for a con- 
siderable period, the Legislative Build- 
ings in Toronto, Ontario, were burned, 
and his records were destroyed. Not- 
withstanding this fact, he continued to 
accept registrations and issue pedigree 
certificates after that date. About 1900 
a group of breeders realized that they 
were in a difficult position, which was 
become worse before it im- 
they undertook the pre- 


likely to

liminary work of organizing a Canadian 
Aberdeen-Angus Association. Their task 
was a difficult one, 


They were without 
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funds, their cattle were registered in a 
private record which was kept by an in- 
dividual over whom they had no control, 
and the breeders who had their cattle 
registered in the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association herd book, 
resisted the efforts of other Canadian 
breeders to form a Canadian Associa- 
tion. This resistance continued for many 
years, In 1920, fourteen years after the 
Canadian Association was formed, I 
visited one breeder in the Province of 
Ontario, who was registering his cattle 
in the American Aberdeen-Angus herd 
book. 

Breeders in Canada who were using 
the private record conducted by Mr. 
Wade, and other records in Canada, 
often found themselves in a_ difficult 
position because the American Associa- 
tion did not recognize the Canadian rec- 
ords. If the owner of a Canadian re- 
corded animal sold that animal to a 
United States buyer, registration in the 
American book was refused. Trade, 
therefore, became impossible. There was 
an organization of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in Ontario styled the ‘Angus 
Breeders’ Society of Canada,’ but it was 
a promotional organization only and did 
not attempt to keep records of purebred 
cattle. The proposals which were made 
by Western Canadian breeders for the 
establishment of a Canadian Association, 
did not meet with the approval of the 
breeders in Eastern Canada. When the 
proposal to form a Canadian Association 
was presented to them, they expressed 
themselves as perfectly satisfied with 
the conduct of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Association record of which Asso- 
ciation most of them were members. 


At the time when Canadian breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle were particu- 
larly active in the organization of an 
Association for Canadian breeders of 
some other breeds of live stock whose 
numbers were so few that they could not 
afford the expense of maintaining a rec- 
ord office, were finding it difficult to get 


along, and a suggestion was made that 
the records of all purebreds of live stock 
be kept in one office which would be 
under the joint direction of the associa- 
tions. This meant that the private rec- 
ords, and the records kept by the De- 
partments of Agriculture in some Prov- 
inces must be disposed of, and a central 
record office must be set up for the pur- 
pose of keeping a record of registrations, 
transfers and memberships. Breeders of 
all breeds of live stock, except breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle, finally joined 
in the proposal and the officials of the 
Department of Agriculture of Canada 
under the direction of the Minister, the 
Honorable Sidney Fisher, assisted them 
to make the plan effective, The plan 
was formally approved on April 19, 1905, 
by Messrs. F. J. Collyer, Welwyn, Sas- 
katchewan; John Turner, Carroll, Mani- 
toba; Samuel Martin, Rounthwaite, 
Manitoba; and James Bowman, Guelph, 
Ontario, on behalf of the breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Canada, al- 
though at that time the Canadian 
Aberdeen-Angus Association had _ not 
been incorporated.” 

Mr. Crawford went on to write, “When 
the Canadian Association was_ estab- 
lished Walter Clifford, Austin, Manitoba, 
was named its first President. The 
honor was justly his. No one had given 
more of his time and energy in an effort 
to bring about organization of Canadian 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle than 
Mr. Clifford. When he took over the 
position F. J. Collyer, Welwyn, Sas- 
katchewan, resigned as Secretary- 
Treasurer, and George H. Greig of Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, was appointed Secre- 
tary for the period during which the in- 
spection of Canadian herds for admis- 
sion to the new record was being carried 
out. Subsequently Mr. Collyer resumed 
the position of Secretary-Treasurer and 
retained it until 1911 when he was re- 
placed by W. I. Smale, Manager of the 
Provincial Exhibition, Brandon, Mani- 
toba, who occupied the office in conjunc- 
tion with his other duties, Mr. Smale 
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continued to serve the Association as 
Secretary-Treasurer until February 15, 
1920, when the position was accepted by 
F. W. Crawford, Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
For four years after assuming office, 
Mr. Crawford gave all his time to his 
duties as Secretary-Treasurer and field- 
man for the Association. It very soon 
became apparent that the Association 
was not financially strong enough to 
carry out the programme which the Di- 
rectors prepared late in 1919, and Mr. 
Crawford accepted employment else- 
where. From March, 1924, to the mid- 
1940’s he acted as Secretary-Treasurer, 
with most of his time being occupied by 
other duties. 


PRESENT DAY GROWTH 


It may be seen from the foregoing that 
the early Association growth was a 
struggle, but the determination of a few 
dedicated breeders paid off. It was not 
until the early 1950’s during the tenure 
of Secretary-Treasurer J. P. Sackville 
who served in that capacity for some 


thirteen years, that the Angus breed 
really began to expand rapidly. To date, 
over 325,000 Angus have been recorded. 


The early trend of major growth in 
Ontario reversed itself and the great 
cow country in Western Canada began to 
expand its Angus numbers. Today the 
province of Alberta registers almost as 
many Angus as the rest of the other nine 
Canadian provinces combined. 

The present day Angus business in 
each of Canada’s provinces is directed by 
a strong provincial Association. They 
are responsible for all Provincial activi- 
ties and regional promotion. The Cana- 
dian Aberdeen-Angus Association assists 
them in their promotion by returning ap- 
proximately one-quarter of all receipts 
from registrations, transfers and mem- 
berships. 

Canada is a vast territory with a 
multitude of climatic conditions under 
which Angus cattle thrive. As_ this 
sparsely populated country becomes 
more heavily settled the demand for top 
quality Angus seed stock will grow ac- 
cordingly.

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Glen Bratcher, 51, well known ani- 
mal scientist, beef cattle judge, and 
secretary of the 64,000 member 
American Angus Association, died 
unexpectedly September 28, 1968 
while attending the Tulsa State Fair 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma. He was the 
sixth secretary of the 85 year old 
association and had held this position 
since December 1, 1963. Funeral 
services were held October 1 at the 
First Baptist Church in Stillwater, 

Oklahoma and_ graveside services 
were at the New Home Cemetery at 
Nash, Oklahoma. 
He is survived by his wife, Athalle, 
a daughter Nancy Kay, and a son, 
Ron, all of the family home on 
Mitchell Avenue, Rural Route 1, St. 
Joseph, Missouri. The family has 
established the Glen Bratcher Memorial Fund for students. 

Mr. Bratcher was a native Oklahoman, having grown up in North Cen- 
tral Oklahoma on a livestock and grain farm near Nash. He graduated 
from Oklahoma State University with a major in animal husbandry in 
1940. While in school he was a member of both the livestock and meats 
judging teams. Mr. Bratcher also was a member of Blue Key, an honorary 
fraternity; served as president of the Student Association; and was chosen 
for “Who’s Who in American Universities and Colleges.” 

Following graduation, he was engaged in farming and ranching. 
Bratcher was appointed to the staff of the animal husbandry department 
at Oklahoma State University in 1941 and later completed his M. S. degree. 
From 1942 to 1946 he served as an officer in the U. S. Navy in the South 
Pacific. Upon completion of his World War II service, he re-joined the 
staff of the animal husbandry department and became the coach of the 
livestock judging team. During the next six years his teams were vic- 
torious once at the International Livestock Exposition in Chicago, twice at 
the Southern Livestock Exposition in Fort Worth, and three times at the 
American Royal in Kansas City. 

Appointed head of the animal husbandry department at Oklahoma State 
University in 1953, Mr. Bratcher administered broad teaching and research 
programs. From 1946 until his selection as secretary of the American 
Angus Association, he handled dozens of judging assignments throughout 
the United States and Canada. He judged the Angus breeding cattle show 
twice and the steer show once at the International Exposition in Chicago. 
He also placed the cattle at the All-American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Futurity on four different occasions.

WITH A GLANCE BACK AS WE STEP UP AND INTO A NEW ERA

ieee ET us not be impatient of advancement to first place; 
ar f 5 || the mighty oak took a long time to get its sound and 

)| sturdy growth. While the origin of the Aberdeen-Angus 
is lost in the mists of antiquity in northeast Scotland, 
the breed is an infant in America. Not until 1873 did 
three pure bred bulls come to the United States to im- 
prove the range stock of Kansas; and it was another 
~. decade before Aberdeen-Angus were being imported in 
sufficient numbers to be taken seriously as a beef breed. 

The official birth of the breed as an American live stock factor 
may be placed at 1883, for in that year the American Aberdecn- 
Angus Breeders’ Association was founded and the permancnt 
foundation of the breed here was made. Hon. J. H. Pope, one time 
Minister of Agriculture for Canada, who imported some forty-one 
years ago, is still living, and I believe must be reckoned the oldest 
active breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in America. So we have 
the history of Aberdeen-Angus in America spanned by living and 
active breeders. Looking backword, the most pessimistic can 
scarcely say we havn’t made progress in keeping with the world, 
our nation and the other breeds, both beef cattle and other kinds of 
live stock. 

The Association was organized under the laws of the state of 
Illinois, under a special act entitled, “An Act Concerning Corpora- 
tions” which pertains to an act whereby Associations or Corpora- 
tions can organize on a fraternal plan as it were, and not for pecun- 
iary profit. 

The fundamental object in organizing an Association of this 
nature was for the purpose of collecting, verifying, preserving and 
publishing the pedigrees of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in North Amer- 
ica. 

Primarily an association of the nature of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association is for the purpose of keeping 
unimpaired the purity of the breed it represents. A secondary and 
supplementary function every breed association can perform and 
should perform is the promotion of the interests of its breed. The 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association has been able 
under this form of organization to perform its record work as well 
as its promotional work in step with the times. ; 

From 1883 to 1907 the Aberdeen-Angus breed and its Associa- 
tion experienced many ups and downs. There were times of enthus- 
iasm and prices ruled high, and on the other hand there were times 
of depression and prices ruled low. 

During the twenty-four years intervening between 1883 and 
1907 the Association enrolled 1472 members and registered 109,530 
animals up to December 1, 1907. 

First Herd Book Published 

During the period 1883 to 1886 the first Aberdeen-Angus herd 
book was compiled and printed, and it shows from the small begin- 
ning of a few bulls imported to Kansas in 1873 the breed _had been 
introduced or spread to different states and provinces of Canada as 
follows: Kansas, Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, New York, Michigan, 
Dal:ota, Colorado, Maine, Indiana, Oregon, Minnesota, California, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Nebraska, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Wyoming, 
Massachusetts, Montana, Ontario, Quebec and Nova Scotia. : 

Up to the present time Aberdeen-Angus have been bred in 
every state in the Union except Rhode Island, also in Hawaii and 
Cuba, and every province of Canada. Up to and including July 
25, 1919, 294,392 animals have been recorded and a total of 5,207 
members enro 
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The Association Has Widened its Work through the Extension Workers in the Field, who are co-operating in Calf Club Work with the County Agents. 


Missouri was the leading state of production for a few years 
following the introduction of the breed into America but soon gave 
way to lllinois and at the end of twenty years leadership of the 
Association, lowa forged to the front and has been the largest 
producer of Aberdeen-Angus ever since. 

Fair Prizes For Promotion 

From 1883 to 1907 to chief form of promotion of the breed was 
through special cash prizes offered at leading expositions, shows, 
and fairs in the United States and Canada. As a means of popu- 
larizing the breed the splendid exhibits throughout the country 
accomplished the desired results. 

Notwithstanding the results the breed had attained during the 
period mentioned, a lack of demand, or semi-depression, set in 
about 1904 which reached its lowest depths during the financial 
stringency of 1907. The decline was not wholly due to the 1907 
financial conditions but more largely to the transition and liquida- 
tion conditions in beef cattle circles not only in the western range 
country but also in every beef producing section of the country. 

Inactivity in the trade among breeders soon developed a clam- 
oring request for more help from the Association. At this point 
the managing directory of the Association, in casting about for 
some one to manage the Association affairs inside as well as out- 
side the office, became cognizant of the fact that they must secure 
the services of a man scientifically as well as practically trained. 

Finances Show Gains of “Doddies” 

The first annual report, made in 1886, but covering the period 
of nearly three years after the Association was formed, showed 
an income of $3,009.85, disbursements of $2,850.30, and a balance of 
$159.55 in cash. The first 22 annual reports, covering the period 
from the start of the Association until the beginning of the present 
regime showed a total income of $265,437.01 with $218,333.60 dis- 
bursed. At the end of the last fiscal year, with another 11 fiscal 
years added to the first 22, the income of the Association has mount- 
ed to $862,701.73, disbursements of $818,536.87. In the last third 
of the history of the Association, the income had been $597,264.52, 
compared with the $265,437.01 of the first 22 years. Disburse- 
ments, which went to further the spread of the breed and the busi- 
ness of its members, showed over $600,000 as compared with the 
$218,536.87 of the earlier period. 

New Policies Inaugurated 

At this particular time the movement of extension in all the 
leading Universities and Colleges was making great headway and 
attracting the attention of every organization and individual in- 
terested in expansion. With this signal idea the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeder’s Association and its members formulated a 
new policy and put same in operation. 

The first move to create interest was an urgent call from the 
office of the Association for non-members to join and the results 
were so satisfactory that similar methods are still used. For a 
matter of comparison it was found that under the old policy the 
largest number of members enrolled in one fiscal year was 146 
while the first year the new policy 201 were enrolled. 

Publicity Started to Lift Depression F E 

Notwithstanding the progress attained by the office of the 
Association, depression still prevailed among many breeders and 
this gave rise to the need of — of the breed’s achievements 
from the office of the Association. i; 

In 1909 the Association issued a bulletin entitled “Supremacy

of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle.” This bulletin 
was unique in its contents and brought 
forward many favorable comments from 
leading authorities. The results of the 
leading Fat Stock Expositions and Shows 
in Great Britian, Canada and United 
States were tabulated in concise form 
and summarized so that data which re- 
quired nearly a year to gather and edit 
was brought together in a suitable form 
for stockmen and students, The com- 
parative merits of all beef breeds were 
assembled in such accurate form that 
the bulletin has been a standard work 
since its first issue. 

Five editions have been printed in ad- 
dition to several supplements comprising 
tens of thousands of copies. All these 
bulletins were printed and sent out free 
of charge. Although hundreds of thou- 
sands of bulletins and its supplementary 
folders containing the bare summaries 
have been distributed, the demand has 
increased to a point where it would be 
absolutely impossible for the Association 
to continue its extension work without 
periodically issuing revised and up-to- 
date bulletins. 

Farm Paper Advertising Begun 


In addition to the issuing of bulletins 
at the outset of this period a limited 
amount of advertising was done in such 
journals as the Country Gentleman, 
Breeders’ Gazette, Progressive Farmer 
and La Hacienda, a journal printed 
in Spanish and circulating in South 
America, Satisfactory results were ob- 
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tained from this source of publicity. 
Many interesting letters were received 
from the South American cattlemen in- 
dicating there is trade in store for the 
United States breeders as soon as it is 
cultivated in a logical manner. 


The accomplishment of the Association 
in adding new blood to its membership 
roll and the publicity campaign accomp- 
lished much but did not bring desired 
relief to small breeders in disposing of 
their surplus bulls under the then prev- 
alent limited demand. In order to remedy 
the unsatisfactory conditions along this 
line, Spring Bull Sales were instituted in 
1912 on a plan similar to those conducted 
in Great Britain, The Association 
started these sales with the missionary 
idea in view but also with the object of 
some day being able to make the sales 
indispensable to breeders and at the same 
time self supporting. 

Bull Sales for Small Breeders 

The first Spring Bull Sales averaged 
between $90 and $100 per head and those 
held up-to-date have varied, not any 
averaging less than $90 per head and 
some as high as $1,000 while the general 
average for over 250 head disposed of 
in one week in 1916 averaged $170 per 
head. 

Since then, the Spring Sales have gone 
ahead auspiciously, but with a branching 
out of the idea to state and now to county 
association gales, distributing the cattle 
over more local areas and reducing the 
expense of holding such sales. Three 


Tennessee sales are held, the last ones 
setting new records for all breeds in 
the South, as shown by Dr. Lowe’s article 
on the South. Tops of $1,000 have since 
been made as the Association Bull Sales 
with sale averages close to $300, where 
a few years ago there was practically no 
sale but steer market for the small 
breeders’ cattle. 


This shows very conclusively that the 
plan has gradually gained favor and a 
larger number of bulls could be disposed 
of each succeeding year at advanced 
prices. It can be logically claimed that 
the current prices of purebred cattle are 
much higher than when the bull sales 
were started. However, it has also been 
demonstrated beyond a doubt that the 
plan has been most educational of any 
instituted by a breed Association, 


ha 


Each succeeding year breeders vie with 
each other to win the prizes offered at 
the shows which are held in connection 
with the sales, and it has been proved 
that small breeders can sell their surplus 
as advantageously as the larger breeder, 
something that was rather the exception 
than the rule prior to the inauguration 
of these shows and sales. 


Government Co-operation for South 


These sales attracted nation-wide at- 
tention because of the high plane on 
which they were conducted, The Federal 
Division of Animal Husbandry at Wash- 
ington, D. C., which has stimulated and 
entirely revolutionized agricultvral meth- 
ods in the South, appealed to the cattle 
associations in 1913 through its able 
chief, George M. Rommel, and the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associ- 
ation was the first to co-operate with 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture in introducing purebred cattle 
in the Southern States, according to the 
department’s ideas, rules and regulations, 


The initial event to start the movement 
of introducing purebred beef bulls in the 
South took place at Montgomery, Febru- 
ary 3, 1914. The Association had the 
hearty co-operation of the Department 
of Farmer Co-operative Demonstration 
work. 


The outcome of the Montgomery sale, 
under what was considered impossible 
conditions, was highly successful from all 
standpoints and was instrumental in 
starting a movement in the South of 
purebred beef cattle of all breeds that 
has increased yearly beyond the most 
optimistic calculations. The first sale 
averaged $140 per head on 37 bulls, some 
of which were only nine months old and 
the oldest scarcely two years. 


Many other satisfactory sales have 
since been conducted under the auspices 
of the Association in the South, the one 
held May 18, 1916, at the University of 
Tennessee in co-operation with the 
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Farmers’ Convention made an average 
of $247 on forty-three head. This was 
the most successful sale that had been 
held in the South up to that time and 
its success can be largely attributed to 
the co-operation of the Extension Depart- 
ments of the University of Tennessee and 
the Federal Government, known as the 
Farmers’ Co-operative Demonstration 
work, 
Extension Work Next Stop 

Although progress of the breed had 
attained undreamed of results through 
the efforts of its Association at the close 
of the year 1915, breeders felt the need 
of an Extension Department similar to 
those which have been in force and which 
have accomplished so much for edu- 
cational institutions and the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
possibilities of an Extension Depart- 
ment in connection with the routine work 
of the Association were so apparent that 
after due consideration it was created 
and the services of a fieldman secured 
to conduct matters of an extension nature. 
The merits of this plan proved so suc- 
cessful and the growth of business in 
new territory so great, the plan has been 
enlarged and the force reorganized for 
greater efficiency. 
In the reorganization of the Extension, 


or Field, force, the Association has been 
working along lines of closer co-operation 
with the United States Government in 
establishing Calf Clubs for the boys and 
girls, aiding purebred sire campaigns, 
tick and fever campaigns, and all the 
other lines where our men could co- 
operate actively with the County Agents, 
the livestock experts and the state col- 
leges and experiment stations. It is no 
secret among many of our leading breed- 
ers that this kind of work has done much 
to put the breed in its proper position in 
the South. 

Publicity work was also much enlarged 
with the addition of an Assistant Sec- 
retary early in 1918. In addition to the 
booklets and paid space in farm papers, 
his duties have included the making of 
slides, posters, planning moving pictures, 
writing special articles for magazines, 
newspapers, etc., both at home and 
abroad. In other words, publicity, or 
advertising, has been brought up to- 
date and co-ordinated for the greatest 
good for the greatest number. We now 
advertise in some sixty papers instead 
of three or four, at different times of the 
year, while the various forms of ad- 
vertising catch the eye of the world at 
every turn in calendars, booklets, paid 
advertising, moving pictures, special 


articles, slides for lanterns, cuts, mats 
and photographs. 

It is fitting now that we should enter 
yet another phase, a phase that is bound 
to do more than any other one single 
thing yet to unite the Aberdeen-Angus 
interests and direct their progress in the 
right direction, That is the inauguration 
of a breed paper—THE ABERDEEN- 
ANGUS JOURNAL. While many of us 
have known the need of such a paper for 
years, the small number of our breeders 
and the necessity of having it stand by 
itself as a business proposition pure and 
simple, have kept the matter in obeyance 
until the present time. 

This has been a banner year, this first 
Peace Year, with a certainty of easily 
being the greatest year in our history. 
Record sales, both in number and price; 
record transfers, recording, memberships 
and volume of all business, indicate that 
the breed is enjoying its greatest period 
of prosperity with rosy views ahead. It 
is well to remember our many “downs” 
now while we are on an “up” and con- 
solidate our gains and plan the future 
with a view to keeping out of depressions 
by working together. Co-operation is the 
big idea that will assure success for the 
future. (reprinted from the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal, August, 1919.)

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HISTORY OF 


by Lloyd D. Miller 


ACTIVITIES of the American Angus 
Association are unique among the beef 
breed organizations in the world. The 
Association (first called the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association) 
and its vast membership have worked 
aggressively to improve the No. 1 food 
item of this country—beef. This in- 
fluence is widely known throughout the 
world. Today more and more cattlemen 
are establishing herds of Angus for 
greater returns on their investment of 
time, labor and money. These progressive 
cattlemen are producing high quality, 
healthful beef which is being consumed 
in the U. S. at an annual rate of more 
than 100 pounds per capita. 

Several years after the first Angus 
were brought to the United States, a 
group of the pioneer breeders recognized 
the need for a breed registry and pro- 
motional organization, Preliminary meet- 
ings were first held in 1881 in St. Louis, 
in 1882 in Kansas City and in 1883 in 
Chicago where the plans were completed. 

The purposes of the organization re- 
main the same as they were when the 
fledgling Association was founded. They 
are to maintain unimpaired the purity 
of this superior beef breed, and to pro- 
tect and promote its best interests in 
America. Some 85 years from its early 
beginning, the Association has recorded 
more than 6,000,000 Angus and it is 
serving more than 65,000 life, junior, 
associate and non-resident members.

Angus 
breeders of Mexico first registered their 
purebreds in the American Herd Book in 
1961. Non-resident memberships were 
first issued to Mexican Angus breeders 
in 1964 and these breeders were allowed 
to record their animals in the Herd Book. 
Besides the non-resident members in 
Mexico, others joined the Association from 
the Central American countries of El 
Salvador and Guatemala. They also were 
given the privilege of registering their 
purebreds in the Herd Book in 1966. 

The first headquarters of the Associ- 
ation were located in Independence, Mis- 
souri, because most of the early herds 
were established in the midwest, In 1888 
the office was moved to Iowa City, Iowa, 
and two years later it was transferred 
to Harvey, Illinois, south of Chicago. 
In 1902 the office was located in the 
Chicago Stock Yards where it remained 
in the Purebred Record building until 
1956. 

Rapid expansion of the breed and the 
outgrowth of office facilities caused the 
board of directors to carefully consider 
another location for the national head- 
quarters. After long study, the delegates 
in an annual meeting at Chicago’s Palmer 
House voted to build new offices in St. 
Joseph, Missouri. This first permanent 
home was dedicated by the officers, 
directors and members on June 29, 1956. 
Almost a decade followed and it was 
again necessary to build an addition to 
the headquarters to provide adequate 
facilities for continued breed growth. 
This was completed and occupied in early 
1966. 


The services of the Association may be 
divided into three general areas. First, 
there are the record keeping services. 
These include the registry of purebred 
calves in the Herd Book to maintain the 
breed’s purity. During the past year 
the 6,000,000 mark was passed in regis- 
trations. When purebreds are sold to 
new owners, the certificates also are 
transferred. All record keeping systems 
are modernized through the use of up- 
to-date electronic data processing equip- 
ment. Information handled electronically 
stores easily on magnetic tapes and this 
information is readily accessible. As a 
safety factor, an extra set of all tapes 
is stored in a bank vault. These are up- 
dated regularly with current records. 

Another phase of the Association’s 
activities covers the broad area of mem- 
ber and public relations, A regular staff 
works both in the office and in the field 
handling various parts of this program. 
The Association maintains the largest 
field staff of any breed Association. 
Fourteen field representatives are located 
throughout the U, S. These specialists 
work directly with members and attend 
major livestock events. They act as the 
voice of the Association wherever needed 
in the field, Their services are avail- 
able to all members. 

Adult breeders who contribute their 
time and talents on a regional, state, and 
local level have benefited greatly in the 
breed’s steady growth. By becoming 
active members of local groups, they 
have the opportunity to participate in 
meetings, field days, tours, sales, shows 
and many other activities. These events 
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keep Angus progress steadily moving 
forward. A directory of Angus Associ- 
ations in the U. S. is available from the 
national office. It includes the names 
and addresses of the officers of more 
than 275 known organizations located 
throughout the nation. 


The activities of boys and girls, who 
are junior members, are directed from the 
national office. These junior members 
have formed countless organizations with- 
in their areas, states and communities 
for the purpose of gaining first-hand 
knowledge of the proper handling of 
beef cattle. They conduct field days, 
meetings and contests for the benefit of 
their members. 


The public relations activities of the 
national registry association include a 
hard-hitting advertising campaign and 
broad informational program. Some of 
the tools of the promotional program are 
news releases, feature articles, photo- 
graphs, booklets, folders, posters, beef 
charts, full-color framing prints, motion 
pictures and various leadership projects 
including conferences and tours, Mem- 
bers are kept informed regularly through 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, the official 
organ for the Association; the Aberdeen- 
Angus Bulletin, a report to all members 
issued several times annually; and other

media including the farm and livestock 
press. 

All Association public relations pro- 
grams are planned through the recog- 
nition of two responsibilities: One is to 
speak and act for the breed as a whole 
through media and at levels that gen- 
erally cannot be reached by individual 
members. The other is to provide in- 
spiration, leadership and guidance to 
members so that they can contribute their 
full part to the over-all program. Both 
national and local activity are necessary 
to move the breed forward. 

During the many years Angus cattle 
have been produced in North America, 
shows and fairs have provided the stage 
for introducing the breed to a wide 
variety of publics, The importance of 
these shows is still recognized through 
the annual contribution of premium 
monies and publicity given the winners 
by the Association. 

A third, and one of the most important 
phases of Association service, is its An- 
gus Herd Improvement Record program. 
Breeders of registered Angus produce 
the seed stock to improve other beef cat- 
tle. There is a growing demand by com- 
mercial and purebred producers for de- 
tailed information in addition to the 
ancestry of the animals they purchase.

Through well-kept improvement records, 
it is possible to develop better and more 
efficient Angus. Classification gives an 
official numerical score to mature ani- 
mals. It is designed to help maintain in 
breeding cattle the beef type which has 
contributed to the popularity and ac- 
ceptance of Angus in the market place. 

Production measure records the per- 
formance in weight gains and grades of 
both calves and yearlings. A final part 
of the AHIR program is the evaluation 
of a sire’s ability to produce offspring 
with desirable carcasses. Many breeders 
have entered steers in the carcass con- 
tests at livestock shows and others have 
followed steers through the slaughter 
house as a check on the ability of their 
herd sires to produce animals of superior 
beef-making qualities. _ 

In 1965 the Association made it possible 
through the issuance of associate mem- 
berships for commercial cattlemen using 
registered Angus bulls to keep their 
herd improvement records in the national 
Association’s files, and benefit from all 
other services, Purebred breeders and 
commercial cattlemen form a team in 
their effort to produce high quality beef 
more efficiently. 

Naturally the growth of any organi-

rector of junior activities handles the 
program concerned with this important 
segment of the membership. The regis- 
trar determines eligibility of Herd Book 
entries under Association rules and ex- 
pedites the flow of registrations and 
transfers through the record-keeping set- 
up of the national office. Responsibility 
for the office staff, equipment, and 
facilities rests upon the director of per- 
sonnel and office manager. 


When the formal organization of the 
Association took place November 21, 
1883, Charles Gudgell of Pleasant Hill, 
Missouri, was named secretary-treasurer.

Gudgell was succeeded in the secretary-

American Angus Association presents 
certain problems. These have been 
handled intelligently and fairly by a 
strong board of 15 directors giving un- 
selfishly of their time and their ex- 
perience to advance the breed. 


New members of the Association often 
ask: “Who elects the officers and di- 
rectors?” Those who have familiarized 
themselves with the structure of the As- 
sociation know that delegates attending 
the annual meeting during the Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition in Chicago 
elect the directors, president and vice- 
president. Members elect the delegates 
previous to the annual meeting. 


The 15 members of the board of di- 
rectors name the treasurer, assistant 
treasurer, secretary and assistant sec- 
retaries. The secretary is the chief 
administrative officer of the Association’s 
business. In this work, he is aided by 
two assistant secretaries. One plans and 
directs the public relations program and 
the other administers field services. 


Supervising the breed improvement 
program is the director of this depart- 
ment. A director of market develop- 
ment concentrates much of his effort 
upon the potential for seed stock sales to 
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Lloyd D, Miller was assistant agricultural edi- 
tor at the University of Missouri prior to joining 
the American Angus Association staff November 
1, 1946 as Publicity Director, a position he holds 


to this day. Lloyd and Ronnie Blackwell are 
assistant secretaries of the Association, In the 
past twenty-two year period the breed’s publicity 
has expanded from National to International 
scope. News releases from our Association now 
cover events and visits of our Association staff 
to herds around the world. 


ship by Thomas McFarlane, and the As- 
sociation began to grow. In 1907 Charles 
Gray became secretary. During the next 
few years the Association experienced 
some difficult financial times. In 1925 
Mr. Gray was succeeded by W. H, Tom- 
have. During the period Mr. Tomhave 
guided the affairs of the Association, it 
achieved sound financial footing, When 
Mr. Tomhave retired in 1946, he was 
succeeded by Frank Richards, The An- 
gus breed began a period of phenomenal 
expansion during his administration. 


Mr, Richards retired in 1963 and was 
succeeded by Glen Bratcher. During the 
last five years more than 30,000 life 
members and 12,500 junior members 
have joined the Association, No other 


five-year period in the history of the 
breed has chalked up similar records of 
new Angus herds being established. A 
growing number of herds are using 
systematic records to speed up their im- 
provement programs and to maintain a 
more competitive position in the seed 
stock market. 


Progress of any breed association de- 
pends greatly upon the sound advice and 
guidance of the people elected to serve 
as its directors and officers, Generous 
contributions of time and talent by so 
many breeders have been an important 
factor in the forward progress of the 
Angus breed. This along with the valu- 
able economic characteristics transmitted 
by Angus, places this breed above all 
others in quality beef production.

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‘THE INTRODUCTION of Aberdeen- 
Angus into the United States was the 
beginning of an era that ended in virtual 
revolution in the beef cattle business. 
From a late and modest start, Blacks 
have become the most influential breed 
in America and are represented by the 
largest beef registry organization in the 
world. 

Angus were late getting to this coun- 
try. Shorthorns were imported from 
England in 1783, and the first Herefords 
crossed the Atlantic in 1817. It was not 
until 1873 that George Grant, a retired 
London silk merchant who had estab- 
lished an agricultural settlement near 
Victoria, Kansas, brought the first four 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls to the United 
States. Prophetically enough they were 
used for crossbreeding with native Long- 
horn cows to upgrade the quality of beef 
produced. These first crossbred Angus 
so excited the imagination of Midwestern 
cattlemen that within a few years Angus

transfers are adequate today only because of increased efficiencies effected during a period of con- 
tinued breed growth.

were being imported into this country 
by the hundreds. Within less than 100 
years the breed was to become a domin- 
ant one in the United States with an 
association that registers more cattle 
than any in the world. Today Angus 
breeders register more than 400,000 head 
each year and there are more than 6 mil- 
lion animals in the American Herd Book. 
The breed is growing so fast that more 
than half of all Angus in the American 
Herd Book have been recorded in the 
last 10 years. 

There is no record of whether George 
Grant’s first Angus bulls were registered 
or not. At least no pedigrees were pre- 
served. This was not important any- 
way since they were used only on Long- 
horn cows. The improvement in the 
calves was so great that Black bulls be- 
came popular immediately. The majority 
of the calves were all black and prac- 
tically all were hornless. Cattlemen 
found that the polled cattle were easier

to handle in the feedlot and that ship- 
ping losses were reduced to a minimum. 
The cattle also fattened rapidly and 
commanded a top price on the market. 

By 1876 Grant had some 800 crossbred 


calves that reportedly weighed 120 
pounds more than the straightbred 
Longhorns, or other breed crosses. The 
herd was dispersed shortly after Grant’s 
death in 1878, but it was the perform- 
ance of these Kansas crossbreds_ that 
stimulated the importation and introduc- 
tion of black cattle into the Midwest, 

Joseph H. Rea, a prominent Carroll 
County, Missouri, farmer, became in- 
terested in Angus through George Grant. 
He purchased a number of the Grant 
crossbreds and after the dispersion of 
the Grant herd, purchased one of the 
original Angus bulls at the Kansas City 
Stockyards. In later years Rea and his 
son became widely known Angus cattle 
breeders, and built up a valuable regis- 
tered herd. They imported a few cattle 
after the boom of the early eighties, in- 
cluding the Erica cow, Elise 7472, bred 
at Ballindalloch. Members of the Rea 
family still breed Angus cattle near Car- 
rollton, Missouri. 

An early prophet of the acceptance of 
Angus was Thomas R. Clark, a New 
York City glove merchant who owned a 
large tract of land adjacent to Grant’s. 
In the 1880 July issue of the National 
Live Stock Journal he wrote, “I believe 
them (Angus) eminently adapted to the 
Western plains, by reason of their ex- 
treme hardiness—thriving where others 
would lose flesh . . . I have an abiding 
faith that these polled Aberdeen cattle 
are yet to become very popular in the 
United States...” 

The parent Angus purebred herd in 
the United States was established by 
James Anderson and George Findlay, 
Chicago businessmen of Lake Forest, II- 
linois. Findlay was a native of Buchan, 
Scotland, and well acquainted with Aber- 
deen-Angus, Anderson was also from 
Aberdeenshire. During the summer 
after the 1878 Paris Exposition, Ander- 
son and Findlay commissioned Findlay’s 
brother of Peterhead, Scotland, to pur-

chase five heifers and a bull from the 
best Angus herds of Scotland. 

It is interesting that Chicago business- 
men were the first and for years the 
leaders and devotees of the breed in the 
United States. Little did they dream 
that they were introducing this infant 
breed in the heart of what later be- 
came the center of the livestock and 
meat packing industry of the United 
States. 

Three outstanding events took place in 
livestock circles almost simultaneously 
that had a far reaching effect on Angus 
growth: the crowning foreign success of 
Scotland Aberdeen-Angus at the Paris 
Exposition, the importation of Aberdeen- 
Angus into America and the beginning 
of the exportation of meat from America 
to England, which revolutionized the cat- 
tle industry of Great Britain. Thus the 
introduction of this breed in America 
was made at a crucial time when growth 
in the cattle industry was being stimu- 
lated as never before. On the crest of 
this wave, in the later seventies and the 
early eighties, Aberdeen-Angus began 
their drive for dominance in the United 
States. 

Anderson and Findlay made additional 
importations from 1881 through 1884. 
They exhibited a bull at the American 
Fat Stock Show at Chicago (forerunner 
of the International) simply to show a 
specimen of the new breed, repeating the 
exhibition in 1879. They also exhibited 
Angus cattle at state and county fairs, 
interesting such men as T. W. Harvey 
and John V. Farwell, who later pur- 
chased Aberdeen-Angus from Anderson 
and Findlay and became leading breeders 
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' winning about $1,000 in prizes. 
' maintained a herd at Batavia, New York, 


themselves. Anderson and_ Findlay’s 
surplus bulls were sold to the famed 
X I T Ranch and helped transform the 
Texas range, just as the Grant bulls had 
influenced Kansas cattlemen. 

The second importation of three heif- 
ers and a bull was made by F. B. Red- 
field, Batavia, New York. This pur- 
chase founded the pioneer herd of the 
East. Redfield visited Scotland in 1879, 
attended the leading shows and inspected 
the exhibits of the better herds. His 
imports were purchased from Thomas 
Ferguson, Kinochtry, Coupar, Angus- 
shire. The Kinochtry herd was based 
upon the oldest and purest Keillor blood. 


' He exhibited in 1881 at Chicago, the

son and Son of Knoxville, Illinois, and 
also with Dr. C. S. Rice of Cisco, Illinois. 
A considerable number of cattle were 
sold from these herds to breeders in the 
Midwest. The former herd was dis- 
persed in 1890 and the latter in 1893. 

In 1880, A. B. Mathews of Kansas 
City founded a herd. Two years later 
he visited Scotland and selected 33 fe- 
males and 22 bulls, many of Kinochtry 
and Keillor blood. Mathews was a prom- 
inent figure at shows and sales, He 
maintained Aberdeen-Angus cattle sale 
barns for nearly ten years near the Live- 
stock Exchange on what is now the 
property of the Kansas City Stock 
Yards. In 1882 he wrote — “The pros- 
pect for the breed is beyond anything 


that I have ever known for any class ot 
cattle.” His herd of 184 head was dis- 
persed in the winter of 1891. 

Contemporary breeders were Mr, Ged- 
des of Chicago; Burleigh and Bodwell of 
Vassalboro, Maine; J. J. Rodgers, Abing- 
don, Illinois; D. N. Hines, Milan, Ohio; 
J. T. Foote, Morristown, New Jersey; 
George W. Henry, Westport, Missouri; 
and Governor T, A. Simpson, Pleasant 
Hill, Missouri, who in 1880, 1881 and 
1882 personally selected in Great Bri- 
tain and imported to America about 500 
head of Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford 
cattle. Governor Simpson formed a part- 
nership with Charles Gudgell in 1880— 
both were Kentuckians. Simpson was 
the cattle judge and Charles Gudgell, the 
financier. They made three Angus im- 
portations. The first in 1881 was sold 
to W. M. D. Lee of Leavenworth, Kansas, 
who developed a number of outstanding 
show and breeding animals. The second 
was in 1882, 

Charles Gudgell was one of the or- 
ganizers of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association and was its 
first secretary. The first office of the 
Association and also of the American 
Hereford Association was in his home 
at Independence, Missouri. In 1886, the 
Kansas City real estate boom included 
the farm land of Gudgell and Simpson 
and the herd was sold to the Harlem 
Cattle Co., Stratton, Nebraska, 

At the Kansas City Show in 1886, 
Gudgell and Simpson won the grand 
championship on the steer Sandy, son of 
Knight of St. Patrick. He had won first 
prize as a yearling at the American Fat 
Stock Show at Chicago in 1885, 

In 1881, J. V. Farwell, a Chicago dry 
goods merchant, became interested in 


J. M. “Milt” Tudor founded the Glyn Mawr 
Herd in 1912 by the purchase of the Inverness 


Herd from E. T. “Ed” Davis, For many years a 
delegate to the annual convention, served as 
President 20 Years ago in 1948, 
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Aberdeen-Angus through George Find- 
lay, his employee, and founded a herd at 
Montezuma, Iowa. He imported 80 head 
which were divided among Farwell, 
Anderson and Findlay, and T. W. Har- 
vey. Farwell was also interested in land 
development in the Panhandle of Texas. 
He used Aberdeen-Angus bulls there 
with great success. Farwell permitted 
the females to accumulate in the herd 
and shipped the bulls to the X I T 
Ranch, an immense tract of land in the 
Southwest, which he and his brother 
owned, The herd was sold in 1893. 

In 1882, Turlington W. Harvey, a 
wealthy Chicago lumberman who owned 
a tract of 2,000 acres of corn and grass 
land at Turlington, Nebraska, began 
stocking his farm with Aberdeen-Angus. 
According to Sanders’, “A History of 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle”, there was one 
heifer of the Anderson and Findlay al- 
lotment that caught the eye of Mr. Har- 
vey and he bought her. This was 
Duchess 11th of Shempston 4669 by 
Cetewayo 2nd which gave birth at Tur- 
lington to the champion steer Black 
Prince of Turlington, whose sire was 
Guido, the first bull used in the Harvey 
herd. 

In 1886, Harvey hired William Wat- 
son, son of Hugh Watson of Keillor, as 
manager of his Nebraska stock farm. 
During that year, Watson purchased the 
1883 St. Louis sweepstake winner, Black 
Knight, sired by Knight of St. Patrick, 
from Gudgell and Simpson, as a herd 
sire, This individual represented a com- 
bination of the blood of Tillyfour and 
Ballindalloch. 

Harvey’s herd was not a large one and 
most of the females were served by 
Black Knight, a sire of many show 
champions. Turlington was the home 
of Heather Lad 2d and of Abess of Tur- 
lington, with which Estill later carried 
away the championship honors over all 
beef breeds at the World Columbian Ex- 
position in Chicago in 1893. 

Turlington Harvey was one of the ear- 
liest large scale exhibitors in the show 
ring. He blazed a trail for succeeding 
feeders and exhibitors of Angus. He 
won grand championships with his bull, 
Guido, and the cow, Waterside Minnie. 
In 1887, he won the steer championship 
with the yearling Tam O’Shanter and at 
the Chicago Show he won the sweep- 
stakes on his herd. The judges were 
deadlocked and could not agree between 
a Shorthorn and an Aberdeen-Angus 
herd. John G. Imboden was called on to 
break the deadlock. He alternated the 
individuals of the two breeds by ages, 
comparing each pair carefully and fi- 
nally giving the grand award to Har- 
vey’s Angus. 

This was a signal honor for Angus in 
that early day of outstanding Shorthorns 
and Herefords, The award established 
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front rank for Aberdeen-Angus. That 
year the Turlington herd also won 61 out 
of 63 awards offered at the Chicago and 
Kansas City Fat Stock Shows. Harvey’s 
winnings at Kansas City were $2,045 
and at Chicago $6,185. 

Turlington was a famous breeding 
plant and furnished foundation breeding 
and show cattle for many of the leading 
herds, Estill, McHenry, Pierce, Leslie 
and Burwell, Judy, and many others pur- 
chased foundation animals from Harvey. 
His herd was dispersed in 1892. 

In 1882, two prominent Howard Coun- 
ty, Missouri, farmers, Wallace Estill and 
Hugh W. Elliott, formed a partnership 
and founded a herd of Angus cattle well- 
known in the breed’s history. The blood 
of this herd is found in champions and 
leading breeding herds even today. A 
few of the noted animals in this herd 
were Blue Ribbon 3101, Bushranger 732 
and Carry of Montbletton 3077, the sire 
and dam of Dot, the famous grand cham- 
pion steer of the Fat Stock Show in 
Chicago in 1888, 

In the summer of 1883, they imported 
70 head from Scotland. This partnership 
was dissolved in 1886, but both men con- 
tinued to breed Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
In the herd division Elliott got Bush- 
ranger 732 and Blue Ribbon 3101. Polar 
Star was used for a considerable time as 
his chief herd sire and left a number of 
valuable offspring. The greatest period 
of activity was at Walnut Grove, El- 
liott’s farm, while Polar Star was in 
service. Elliott did not show extensively, 
but a great many prize winners were 
bred on his farm. One, Eone Elliott, 
became the granddam of Earl Marshall. 

Wallace Estill, Estill, Missouri, also 
began extensive breeding operations 
when the Estill and Elliott partnership 
was dissolved. Estill was an excellent 
judge. He put great emphasis on head, 
breed type, and a smooth finish. He was 
also a great showman. One of his not- 
able bulls was Heather Lad 2d, champion 
bull at St. Louis in 1888. He came from 
the Turlington herd and was the sire of 
many champions. Gay Lad, grandson of 
Heather Lad 2d, was a great show and 
breeding bull in the Woodlawn herd. He 
was a bull with smooth shoulders and 
more refinement than most sires of his 
day. The herd was dispersed in March 
of 1900. The 72 head of cattle sold for 
an average of $579. Lucia Estill, the 
dam of Gay Lad, was purchased by Mc- 
Henry for $2,800, a record-breaking auc- 
tion price to that date for a female. 
Black Knight of Estill 9th, sired by 
Imp. Entwistle, sold for $2,100 to W. B. 
Seeley, Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. This also 
established a new high for a calf. 

After 1882 importations became more 
numerous each year, From 1880 to 1883 
— 2,000 head of purebred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle were imported into the

United States. Over 800 were imported 
in 1888 alone. 

The ranks of breeders and exhibitors 
were soon filled with men like Geary 
Brothers, importers, salesmen and own- 
ers of Black Prince; R. B. Hudson and 
Sons of Carrollton, Missouri; W. S. 
Niles, Wyoming, Iowa; and R. C. M. 
Auld of Pickney, Michigan, nephew of 
William McCombie, who was the breeder 
of Knight of St. Patrick. 

The breeders of the bull that may have 
had more influence on the Angus breed 
than any other single one in history 
were B. R. Pierce and his son, Stanley 
R., owners of Woodlawn Farms, Creston, 
Illinois. The bull was Black Woodlawn. 

The Woodlawn herd was started in 
1883 by B. R. Pierce. The father and 
son partnership owned two bulls at the 
turn of the century that were to make 
Angus history. They were Moon 
Eclipser and his son, Bell’s Eclipser. 
One of the famous sons of Bell’s Eclipser 
was Advance, grand champion steer of 
the first International Livestock Expo- 
sition in 1900. The steer was shown by 
Stanley Pierce and brought the then- 
record price of $1.50 a pound. The steer 
was 25 months old and weighed 1,430 
pounds. 

The next year, at the International, 
young Pierce was at the halter of 
another Eclipser son. This time it was 
a growthy yearling bull named Black 
Woodlawn, The Pierces were extremely 
excited about the bull, but the judge 
wasn’t. The animal stood well down the 
line in class. One man who didn’t miss 
the bull, however, was Patrick J. Dono- 
hoe of Holbrook, Iowa, Donohoe bought 
the bull, and next year showed him to 
the International grand championship. 
Black Woodlawn went on to sire the 
1910 International Grand Champion

1964 — President of the American Association 
was Eric C. Biedenharn, Vicksburg, Mississippi. 
Eric was the first breeder from Mississippi to be- 
come president of the national association. 


Oakville Quiet Lad, who was the sire of 
Eileenmere 4, the first of J. Garrett To- 
lan’s Eileenmere line. Breeders who used 
sons of Black Woodlawn to great advan- 
tage were James D. McGregor, and Ho- 
bart Ames. Years later, most of the foun- 
dation females of J.C. McLean’s Dor-Mac 
herd were strong in Black Woodlawn 
breeding. 

In 1902 the Pierces purchased the 
three-times Highland grand champion 
bull from Scotland for the record price 
of $9,100. The bull sired many well- 
known sons, including one who was 
grand champion at the 1904 World’s Fair 
in St. Louis. B. R. Pierce died in 1909. 
The original herd continued until Stan- 
ley Pierce’s death in 1948. A son, Lewis 
B. Pierce, and his two sons, operate the 
Woodlawn herd today. 

J. J. Hill, a railroad magnate who 
spread good Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
throughout the Northwest, was an ex- 
tensive importer and successful exhibitor 
for many years. He was one of the 
first to show America what was really 
beneath the hides of the Blacks. In 1885 
at the Chicago Show, his two-year-old 
steer, Benholm, dressed 71.4% and an- 
other steer, Turiff, was winner of the 
sweepstakes prize for the carcass with 
the greatest percentage of edible meat. 

J. S. and W. R. Goodwin of Beloit, 
Kansas, won the herd prize at the Kan- 
sas City Show in 1885. W. R, Goodwin 
became connected with the Live Stock 
Press in Kansas City and later edited the 
Breeder’s Gazette in Chicago. Judge 
J. S. Goodwin, a lawyer, was a great 
student of pedigrees. In 1889 he formed 
a partnership with M. A. Judy of West 
Lebanon, Indiana, who had established a 
herd in 1886. This firm developed sev- 
eral International grand champions. Judy 
was an excellent judge of cattle and an 
early advocate of the “baby beef type.” 
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In 1885, H. C, Allen established a herd 
at Harristown, Illinois. Other leading 
breeders of the time were A. C, Binnie 
of Alta, Iowa, who founded his herd in 
1886; Alex Campbell, Utica, Minnesota, 
who established a herd in 1886. He pur- 
chased his foundation females from An- 
derson and Findlay; D. Bradfute & Son, 
Cedarville, Ohio, who founded their herd 
in 1887; and Leslie and Burwell, who 
started a herd at Cottage Grove, Wis- 
consin, using Turlington bulls in 1887. 
They were owners of the great show 
bull, Errant Knight. Wallace Estill, 
McHenry, and Leslie and Burwell were 
the show ring leaders of the 1890’s. 

W. A. McHenry, Denison, Iowa, was 
one of America’s master breeders, and a 
successful banker and real estate oper- 
ator. In 1887, after witnessing the de- 
horning of his 275 head of Shorthorn 
cattle, he decided that it would be better 
to grow cattle without horns, He sought 
the advice of Thomas McFarlane, Secre- 
tary of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association. A wealthy man, McHenry 
bought the best Angus he could find. 
At the height of his career he carried a 
large number of outstanding stock bulls 
which he crossed back and forth, rem- 
edying faults in the cow by using a bull 
strong in that particular characteristic. 

In his early breeding operations Mc- 
Henry retained only certain families in 
the herd. Among these were the Black- 
birds, Coquettes, Prides, and Queen 
Mothers, all well known today. In 1900 
at the Estill dispersion sale, McHenry 
purchased a number of the best cattle 
offered. His first great success in the 
show ring was in 1892, when he exhibited 
a herd headed by Keillor Knight 34d, 
champion bull at the Iowa State Fairs 
of 1890 and 1891. He won the grand 
championship over all breeds on this 
herd group and repeated this success in 
1894, 1895, and 1897. 

W. A. McHenry demonstrated re- 
peatedly in his day that mating cham- 
pions and the blood of champions was 
more likely to produce outstanding in- 
dividuals than mating cattle of noted 
families remotely related to high placing 
sires or dams. An example is Barbara 
McHenry 13th, the junior champion fe- 
male at the 1900 International and senior 
and grand champion of the 1901 Interna- 
tional. She was the dam of the junior 
champion in 1908, and senior and grand 
champion in 1909. Barbara McHenry 
13th was also the dam of the Interna- 
tional grand champion in 1922, and the 
junior champion at the International the 
same year. He won first prize get-of- 
sire six times at the International and 
his breeding won it 18 times, seven of 
which were through Earl Marshall alone. 
After 1921 McHenry breeding produced 
five grand champion bulls and one grand 
champion female at the International. 


During his show career he won more 
than 2,000 major prizes and trophies. 

The McHenry herd was sold intact in 
1916 to Charles Escher, Jr., Botna, Iowa. 
Included in the sale was the two-year-old 
bull Earl Marshall. In the Escher and 
Ryan herd he became one of the greatest 
herd sires in the history of the breed. 
The descendants of this herd were later 
sold as a group to Harrison and Ryan, 
and deep in the depression went to 
Strathmore Farms, owned by Fred 
Hahne, founder of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal, They were last sold as a group 
to Judge S. C. Fullerton and L. R. Ker- 
shaw, two pioneer Angus breeders in 
Oklahoma. The famed Sunbeam herd, 
founded by Judge Fullerton and still in 
existence today, contains much of the 
breeding started by Mr. McHenry. 

Charles Escher, Jr., who lived from 
1872 to 1925, started his Angus career 
with his father on the home farm near 
Botna, Iowa. Soon after the turn of the 
century, Escher made cattle-buying trips 
to Scotland and expanded the Escher 
operation to nearly 2,000 acres, His 
cousin, Earl Ryan, went to work for 
Escher as herdsman and later became a 
partner. 

The sale of the McHenry herd to 
Escher and Ryan in 1916 was one of the 
largest in Angus history to that time. 
The average price was around $1,000 
per head, including Earl Marshall. For 
7 consecutive years sons of Earl Mar- 
shall won the get-of-sire award at the 
International Livestock Exposition (1918 
to 1924). He sired five International 
grand champion bulls. In 1918 Es- 
cher and Ryan sale set a world’s record 
average of $1,192 on 126 head and the 
following year the dispersion of Escher’s 
own Long Branch herd set another 
world’s record with an average price of 
$2,200 for 171 head. Bad health kept 
Charles Escher from taking an active 
part in the herd from this time until his 
death in 1925, Ryan then acquired a 
new partner, H. O. Harrison of Califor- 
nia, and the herd became known as 
Harrison and Ryan. 

Patrick J. Donohoe purchased his first 
registered Angus cattle in 1897, all of 
them closely related in McHenry breed- 
ing. Four years later in 1901 at the In- 
ternational Livestock Exposition, he pur- 
chased Black Woodlawn from B. R. 
Pierce and Son. The bull cost Donohoe 
$1,500, a figure that raised doubts about 
his sanity around his home town of Hol- 
brook, Iowa! A year later, this grand- 
son of Moon Eclipser was named grand 
champion of the International and Pat- 
rick J. Donohoe was elevated to the top 
of the Angus world. 

Not until Earl Marshall came along 
20 years later did a single bull have 
such influence on the breed. A son and 
daughter of Black Woodlawn, Oakville 
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Quiet Lad and Black Eileen, produced 
Eileenmere 4. Black Woodlawn also pro- 
duced Belford, sire of the International 
grand champion Black Belmore, owned 
by Kemp Brothers, Morley, Iowa, which 
was the progenitor of the Bell Boy 
strain of cattle. A son of Black Wood- 
lawn produced Glenfoil Thickset 2, the 
only bull to be named grand champion of 
the International for three consecutive 
years. Oakville Quiet Lad also produced 
the 1919 International grand champion, 
Idolmere, which sired a line of cattle 
that later produced many top animals in 
the Rosemere Herd of Otto V. Battles. 

Donohoe, before his death in 1938, 
used many other bulls, and produced 
top bulls, heifers and steers, but he gave 
much of the credit to his success to 
Black Woodlawn. 

In 1898, a 12-year-old Iowa farm boy 
from Maquoketa expressed an interest 
in raising Angus cattle. The boy’s fa- 
ther had died some years earlier, but his 
mother bought him two registered Angus 
heifers. Thus began one of the most 
famous herds in history. Otto V. Bat- 
tles’ career spanned the time from Black 
Woodlawn through O Bardoliermere 2. 
He was an active Angus enthusiast and 
breeder until his death in 1967. 

Eight years after acquiring his first 
two heifers, Battles bought two more 
heifers and a bull from Mike Donohoe, 
Holbrook, Iowa. The young bull was 
Glenfoil Thickset 2, which was to later 
become the International grand cham- 
pion three years in a row—in 1907-08-09. 
After the 1908 victory, the bull was sold 
to W. A. McHenry. In 1906, Battles 
purchased Glenfoil Queen 2 and Eileen 
Lass. Both were to become International 
grand champions. In 1909, he purchased 
Oakville Quiet Lad by Black Woodlawn, 
bred by John Cash, Jr., of Holbrook, 
Iowa. This bull, bred to a daughter of 
Eileen Lass, produced Eileenmere 4. 

In 1916, Otto Battles arranged a part- 
nership that was to spread Angus cattle 
throughout the western United States. 
That year, through negotiations with 
Chester A. Congdon, and after his death 
with a son (Walter B. Congdon), the 
Congdon and Battles herd of Yakima, 
Washington, was formed. From 1916 to 
1938, the partnership showed numerous 
International grand champion bulls and 
heifers, They sold over 5,000 breeding 
animals, many of them to new breeders 
in the West. The partnership dis- 
persion in 1938, at a time when most 
registered cattle were selling for $100 
a head, averaged $480 on 190 head, Otto 
Battles continued to be an active breeder 
and writer on Angus subjects for the 
remainder of his life. 

Although Otto Battles named the Ei- 
leenmeres, it was J. Garrett Tolan, 
Pleasant Plains, Illinois, who recognized 
their potential and made the name, and 
his own, a legend in his lifetime, 
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Garrett Tolan was a true cattle breed- 
er who could recognize quality and then 
reproduce it and improve upon _ it 
through selective mating. Cattle breed- 
ing to him was an art and he practiced 
it with all the skill of a Michelangelo. 
In the 1940’s and 1950’s, when the herd 
was at its peak, Tolan’s Eileenmere herd 
won 102 first place ribbons and 58 cham- 
pionships at the International Livestock 
Exposition. In other shows, over the 
20 year period, it was awarded 815 first 
places and 367 championships. 

Tolan bought his first two registered 
Angus females as a boy in 1901, and 
started building a herd immediately. His 
father was a cattle feeder and Garrett 
was no stranger to good cattle and how 
they should be fed. In 1910, Tolan 
bought a bull named Prism from W. A. 
McHenry. The next year, the bull was 
grand champion at the American Royal 
in Kansas City, and the Tolan herd 
gained national recognition. In 1918, 
he bought a 14-month-old son of Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, by Black Woodlawn, out 
of Black Eileen, by Black Woodlawn. 
The bull was Eileenmere 4, During the 
next 40 years, from Eileenmere 4 to Ei- 
leenmere 1100, the name was to become 
the best known in the Angus business. 

Garrett Tolan kept the best sons of 
his best bulls to use in the herd. In 
most cases outcross blood was introduced 
through the purchase of outstanding 
heifers and cows. In this way the mas- 
ter breeder demonstrated his “eye for 
a good one” which was to become his 
trademark, 

One notable exception to this rule was 
the purchase of Eva’s Bandolier Lad 
many years later. This bull was bred 
by William E. Scripps, of the Scripps- 
Howard newspaper chain, of Lake Orion, 
Michigan. The Scripps herd has not 
come down as one of the better known 
of its day but it made an important con- 
tribution to the Angus business. Scripps 
not only bred Eva’s Bandolier Lad, but 
Black Bardolier, another famous sire. 
The Grand River herd of Hendren 
Brothers, Webberville, Michigan, pro- 
duced the “GR” cattle that are an im- 
portant part of many of today’s better 
known pedigrees. 

J. Garrett Tolan used Eva’s Bandolier 
Lad for six years. A son, Bardoliermere 
2, was sold to Ohio State University, and 
from this line of breeding came some of 
the best known cattle being used today. 
Another famous son of Eva’s Bandolier 
Lad, Eva’s Bardoliermere, was bred at 
Robert Goodyear’s Longleaf Plantation, 
Aiken, South Carolina. 


J. Garrett Tolan was convinced that 
if you had the right kind of cattle you 
needn’t spend a lot of time away from 
home looking for good bulls, “Those 
good breeding bulls are too hard to 
find,” he said. “If you have a herd full

of his daughters get some more cows... 
rent some pasture, or sell an interest in 
him, but don’t let him go. If he is really 
the right kind a good son will follow 
him, then the old bull can be used back 
on the granddaughters.” The right kind 
of cattle can stand some really “tight” 
breeding, he contended. 

The Tolan herd is being carried on in 
two herds today, One through Garrett’s 
son, John, and his family and the other 
in the herd owned by Mr. and Mrs, A. H. 
Spitzer, Jr. Mrs. Spitzer is the former 
Sarah Ann Tolan. 

Samuel Clyde (Judge) Fullerton was 
one of the most famous leaders in 
American Angus history. His fame 
came from the many great cattle he and 
his family produced at Sunbeam Farms 
of Miami, Oklahoma, In addition, more 
than any other single man, he held the 
American Angus Association together in 
a time of great crisis during the 1920’s. 
Judge Fullerton provided tremendous 
personal leadership and financial sup- 
port. Without him the Association 
might have never developed into the po- 
sition of leadership it holds today 
throughout the livestock world, He was 
the only man to serve four successive 
terms as president of the American 
Angus Association in 1925-26-27-28, He 
was president again in 1937 and 1938. 

Some of the best known bulls of this 
century were bred at Sunbeam Farms 
and many of them started with Black 
Peer of St. Albans, purchased from St. 
Albans Farm, Pacific, Missouri. This 
bull and his son, Black Prince of Sun- 
beam, were grand champions at Chicago 
and they produced hundreds of other 
show winners. 

The showman of the family was Sam 
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1966 — President of the American Association 
was Earl Dugger, Tulsa, Oklahoma. Earl was 
manager of Angus Valley Farms at the time, 
which was owned by Jay P. Walker, who served 
as president in 1952. Only other Oklahoman to 
serve was S. C. Fullerton who was president six 
terms, a record for all time. 


Fullerton, Jr., who graduated from col- 
lege in 1931. Under his direction the 
herd won championships throughout the 
nation. Judge Fullerton died in 1943, 
and now the third generation, S. C. Ful- 
lerton, III, is in charge. The fourth gen- 
eration, S. C. Fullerton, IV, is now on 
the scene. 


A Canadian who had great influence 
on Angus in the United States was 
James D. McGregor, founder of Glen- 
carnock Stock Farm at Brandon, Mani- 
toba. This hardy Scotsman was a pioneer 
in opening up much of Western Canada, 
and in the 1880’s was the first to use 
Angus bulls in the new cattle country in 
Alberta. 


McGregor founded his herd of Angus 
on the early importation of registered 
Angus to America made by Walter 
Gordon-Cumming. He didn’t settle down 
to serious breeding of registered Angus 
cattle until 1900, however, after returning 
from the job of Gold Commissioner in 
the Yukon Territory. He imported more 
cattle from Scotlend and the United 
States, including Golden Gleam, an In- 
ternational prize winning son of Black 
Woodlawn. From the Melvin herd in 
Illinois, he bought Rubicon Mignonne 12, 
foundress of this famous strain of 
Angus. The Glencarnock herd won grand 
championships at the Internationa] Live- 
stock Exposition in both 1912 and 1923, 
and in 1927 both grand champions were 
bred by McGregor, but shown by some- 
one else. 


Many of the great herds in the United 
States were started with Angus from 
Glencarnock. Among these were Hart- 
ley Stock Farms, Page, North Dakota, 
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and Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, New 
York. James D. McGregor had three 
sons, Hilton, Kenneth and Alan. The 
latter two were also very active in the 
Angus business, Kenneth in the Mid- 
west and Alan in the East. Both served 
the Association as president. 

The pioneer breeder of Angus in the 
eastern United States was Oakleigh 
Thorne, owner of Briarcliff Farms, Pine 
Plains, New York. His grandfather and 
father had raised Shorthorns and Stand- 
ard Bred horses. After a_ successful 
career in the business and financial 
world of New York he left Wall street 
and in 1918 purchased Briarcliff Farms, 
a short distance from his home estate of 
Thorndale, with the idea of feeding cat- 
tle for the New York market, His first 
contact with Angus was with Angus- 
Shorthorn crossbred steers. This led to 
the establishment of commercial Angus 
and Shorthorn crossbreeding herds and 
eventually to a registered Angus herd. 

His first purchase of Angus was from 
Kenneth McGregor, manager of Hartley 
Stock Farm, Page, North Dakota and 
from the McGregor home herd of Glen- 
carnock Stock Farm in Manitoba. He 
also persuaded W. Alan McGregor, 
brother of Kenneth and son of James D. 
McGregor, to act as president and gen- 
eral manager of Briarcliff. 

From the very beginning most of the 
cattle were fed for slaughter and went 
to the high quality beef trade in New 
York. Professor William H. Pew of 
Iowa State University was hired in 1927 
to improve the feeding program and at 
Briarcliff they demonstrated that Angus 
could be fed to weigh 1,000 pounds and 
grade choice at 14 months of age. 

As the quality of their cattle increased 
a show string was started. Briarcliff 
showed a grand champion heifer at the 
International in 1927, a grand champion 
bull in 1927 and grand champion steers 
in 1931 and 1933. They were also stiff 
competitors in the breeding cattle and 
carload of fat cattle shows throughout 
the East. 

Thorne was instrumental in getting 
the Government to adopt today’s system 
of beef grading. Assisting him in his 
first meeting with Governmental offi- 
cials in the Saddle and Sirloin Club in 
Chicago in 1926 were Judge S, C. Fuller- 
ton, then president of the American 
Angus Association, and W. H. Tomhave, 
secretary of the American Angus Asso- 
ciation. 

In the mid-twentieth century, no por- 
tion of the country has shown greater 
growth in cattle or Angus numbers than 
the South. Much of this can be attrib- 
uted to the decline in cotton farming and 
a changing rural economy there. One 
man who deserves much credit for in- 
troducing Angus into this country was 
Hobart Ames, a wealthy New Englander 


who established Ames Plantation in 
Grand Junction, Tennessee. He bought 
the land as a shooting preserve, but by 
the time he died in 1945, it totaled 25,000 
acres, consisting mostiy of renovated 
run-down cotton farms. 

The first Angus cattle were bought in 
1913 and the two major early herd bulls 
were a son of Black Woodlawn and a 
grandson of Earl Marshall, Both bulls 
were top sires at Ames Plantation, and 
produced many International winners. 

The fame and popularity of Ames 
Plantation inspired many smaller herds 
in the South. Hobart Ames died in 1945 
and his widow operated the Plantation 
until her death in 1950 when in accord- 
ance with her husband’s wishes the prop- 
erty and cattle went to the University 
of Tennessee as a perpetual trust. Pro- 
duction records were a major part of the 
Ames Plantation herd for many years. 
Weaning weight and rate of gain rec- 
ords can be traced back a number of 
generations in the herd, making it ideal 
for a college herd, 

One of the famous lines of breeding 
that is still important today, the Bell 
Boys, had its beginnings around Morley, 
Iowa. The sire of Bell Boy M K was 
Black Belmore, bred by the pioneer 
breeder, C. W. Wurzbacher. Black Bel- 
more was by Belford, double bred to 
Black Woodlawn on his sire’s side and 
out of a daughter of Oakville Quiet Lad, 
a son of Black Woodlawn, 

Black Belmore was calved in 1920 and 
came to the Kemp Brothers herd at 
Morley a year or so later. He was win- 
ner of the junior yearling class in 1922, 
but he made his mark as a sire, not a 
show winner. He was considered to be 
one of the great breeding bulls of his 
day, ranking with Earl Marshall and 
Blackcap Revolution, one of Earl Mar- 
shall’s champion sons. 

The Kemp Brothers herd was split in 
1929 and Irving Kemp took 20 cows and 
joined with Senator H. D. Miller, also 
of Morley to form the Miller and Kemp 
partnership. They kept Black Belmore. 
He again won his class at the Interna- 
tional, but was soon retired to the breed- 
ing herd and developed into an 1,800 
pound bull in pasture condition. Among 
the many well-known sons of this old 
Bell Boy bull are Bell Boy A, Eldon Boy 
2, Renomar 2 and Eri Bell Boy. 

The Bell Boys made a great name in 
the commercial cattle business, Steers 
of this breeding produced in the Howard 
Barnes commercial herd at Cody, Ne- 
braska, and fed by Schmidt Brothers, 
Delmar, Iowa, won the carload of fat 
steers grand championship at the Inter- 
national two times, and Mallory Broth- 
ers of Iowa used Eldon Boy 2 to produce 
a very popular line of range bulls. 

The Miller and Kemp herd was dis- 
persed in 1936 in the heart of the de- 
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pression and Bell Boy M K topped the 
sale at $600. Irving Kemp purchased 20 
cows in the sale and bred outstanding 
cattle on his farm until his death in 1966. 

In 1931, a partnership was formed be- 
tween a wealthy department store chain 
owner and a young Missouri farmer that 
was to have a big influence on the Angus 
business. The men, of course, were 
J. C. Penney and Orin James and their 
farm was Homeplace Farms near Hamil- 
ton, Missouri. The dispersion of the herd 
24 years later is remembered as a high 
point in Angus history. The herd was 
started with the purchase of 30 heifers 
from Kenneth McGregor, Ada, Minne- 
sota. Other females were added and the 
herd was improved and culled through 
the years. 

The turning point came in October 
1944 when Orin James selected Eileen- 
mere 487 from the J. Garrett Tolan herd. 
The price of $30,000 proved to be cheap. 
Previous Homeplace sales had averaged 
about $300. In the next sale, 18 heifers 
carrying the service of Eileenmere 487, 
averaged $1,800. 

The bull was an outstanding sire. He 
was bred the way J. Garrett Tolan liked 
to breed them — tight. His sire and 
dam were half brother and sister, by 
Eileenmere 32, a grandson of Eileenmere 
4. Some of his top sons were Eileen- 
mere 999, bred by Tolans and the sire of 
Homeplace Eileenmere 999 35th; Home- 
place Eileenmere 687, etc. Many of to- 
day’s pedigrees carry the blood of “487th” 
and particularly his grandson, the “999 
35th”. The “35th” was used in some of 
the leading herds in the country before 
his death and sired a number of top show 
and breeding bulls. 

At the Homeplace Farms’ dispersion in 
June of 1955, Orin James purchased 
enough cattle to remain in business with 
his son, Orin James, Jr., on a new farm 
near Cameron. This herd was dispersed 
in 1965 and today Orin James, Jr., con- 
tinues on with the Homeplace name. 

In 1937, with the purchase of 10 
Briarcliff-bred heifers for $150 each, the 
nucleus of one of the best known Angus 
operations in the United States was 
formed. The owner was wealthy busi- 
nessman Allan A. Ryan, who wanted 
some livestock for his Ankony Farm 
near Rhinebeck, New York. 

Ryan later admitted that he knew lit- 
tle about the cattle business then, but his 
interest in Angus grew rapidly from the 
the first show the cattle were exhibited 
in. For the next 31 years, until the herd 
was dispersed in 1966 in a history mak- 
ing sale, the herd became one of the 
most well known and the winningest 
herd ever at the International Livestock 
Exposition. 

The first good bull at Ankony was 
purchased in the 1939 International Bull 
Sale in Chicago. The animal was Black- 
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bird Barry, a double-bred grandson of 
Bandolier of Anoka bred by W. E. 
Seripps’ Wildwood Farms, Lake Orion, 
Michigan. 

The herd made its first big step in 
1947 with the purchase of Eileenmere 
1032 from Tolan Farms, for a record 
$30,000. A year later Allan Ryan en- 
tered into a partnership with Lee Leach- 
man, former Ohio farm boy, who had 
had considerable experience breeding, 
feeding and fitting cattle. One of Leach- 
man’s first tasks was to fit and show 
Eileenmere 1032. That fall the bull was 
reserve grand champion at the Eastern 
National. The next year the bull was 
made International Reserve grand cham- 
pion, and the following year, in 1949, he 
was awarded the grand championship at 
Chicago. 

In 1950, at the American Royal in 
Kansas City, Ankony purchased Home- 
place Eileenmere 999 35 from Homeplace 
Farms, Hamilton, Missouri. The bull 
was purchased in partnership with 
Fuerst Stock Farm, Rhinebeck; and 
Mole’s Hill Farm, Sharon, Connecticut. 

This bull made an enviable record in 
his lifetime. He was International re- 
serve grand champion in 1950 and 1951 
and himself sired more than 13 first 
prize winners at the show, including two 
grand champions. 

In 1954, another Leachman, Lee’s 
brother Lester, came to Ankony. With 
him he brought O Bardoliermere, a son 
of Bardoliermere 2d. Les had purchased 
the bull from Ohio State University in 
1951 while he was still herd manager at 
C. V. Whitney Farms, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, and Old Westbury, New York. 
The bull was made grand champion of 
the International in 1953 and when Whit- 
ney did not want to purchase an interest 
in the bull Les decided to go on his own 
and moved to Claverack, New York, 

That same year Ankony decided to 
stop selling or showing fitted females. 
Rather they decided to concentrate on 
the production of bulls, and to put the 
best heifers back into the herd, From 
1952 to 1965 Ankony exhibited 50 first 
place individuals and groups at the In- 
ternational Livestock Exposition, five 
grand champions, five reserve grand 
champions and showed the best 10 head 
eight times, with all bull groups, 

The Ankony herd was dispersed in 
October 1966 in‘a history making three- 
day event. The top selling bull, An- 
konian Jingo 2, sired by Dor Macs Bar- 
doliermere 147 brought $203,000 for a 
one-third interest. Ankonian President, 
by Panarama of Eastfield, sold for the 
same price for a one-half interest. The 
sale of some 94 bulls and over 500 heifers 
grossed $2,681,500. 

Both Lee and Les Leachman and their 
families are still active in the Angus 
business near Rhinebeck, New York, and

Highmore, South Dakota, under the 
name of Ankony Angus. 

The University that undoubtedly left 
the biggest imprint on the Angus busi- 
ness was Ohio State University. The 
first beef cattle were brought to the 
University in 1885, however, the first 
Angus cows arrived around the turn of 
the century, and have never numbered 
more than 35 head. The first cows were 
from the Stroops farm near Dayton, 
Ohio. The first top breeding bull was 
The Elite purchased in 1938 from J. S. 
Caldwell, Chillicothe, Ohio. It was the 
daughters of Elite, bred to a later bull, 
Duke of Milburn, bred by J. D. Miller, 
Mechanicsburg, Ohio, that produced the 
cows that nicked so well with Bardolier- 
mere 2. 

Bardoliermere 2, a son of Eva’s Ban- 
dolier Lad, was bred on the J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms, Pleasant Plains, Illinois. 
He was purchased from the Tolan herd 
in 1948 and began to make his mark 
with the first calf crop. He produced 
such famous sons as O Bardoliermere 
and O Bardoliermere 32. His most fa- 
mous son, of course, was O Bardolier- 
mere 2, used with such success in the 
Dor-Mac herd owned by J. C. McLean, 
Quincy, Illinois. Bardoliermere 2d pro- 
duced the winning junior get-of-sire at 
the International Livestock Exposition 
in 1951, 1952 and 1953, and sired the 
grand champion bull in 1953, the grand 
champion heifer in 1954, and the first 
place get-of-sire in 1954, 


The famous O Bardoliermere 2 might 
well have gone the way of many another 
promising young herd bull if he had not 
landed in the herd of J. C. McLean. 
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196S8—President of the Association was H. Dick 
Nobis, Wilton Farms, Davenport, Iowa. His father, 
Otte G. Nobis served in the same capacity in 1944 
and again in 1955. Dick was the seventeenth Iowa 
breeder elected to this office. + 


McLean bought the bull in March, 1951, 
as a six months old calf, but he had been 
laying the foundation for this bull for 
12 years. 

McLean bought his first heifers in 1939 
and a year later acquired a daughter of 
Bandolier of Anoka 3 that was bred to 
Hanes Eileenmere 2. The resulting calf 
was McLeanmere that was used several 
years in the herd, and then his son, 
McLeandolier followed. Most of the bet- 
ter daughters of these two bulls were re- 
tained. Many of the better ones were 
double bred McLeanmere cows. McLean 
bought cattle early in his career from 
George Dyson, Rushville, Illinois, Sena- 
tor Dal Miller, Morley, Iowa, and other 
herds of Donohoe breeding. Most of 
them traced to Black Woodlawn, 

In March, 1951 when J. C. McLean 
bought O Bardoliermere 2 from Ohio 
State, he had a high quality, tightly- 
bred cow herd to use them on. The re- 
sult was a string of top breeding and 
show winning bulls which has been un- 
equaled in recent years. O Bardolier- 
mere 2 used on cows descended from 
McLeanmere produced four successive 
International grand champion bulls in 
1956-57-58 and 59, and the grand 
champion International heifer in 1964. 
A grandson was champion in 1963. The 
bull died in 1965, but his sons and grand- 
sons are carrying on in many of today’s 
herds. 

Trying to compile a summary of the 
Angus business in the United States 
from its beginning to include the herds 
started before World War II is a dis- 
couraging task. So much has to be 
glossed over or left out entirely. What 
we have tried to do here, however, is 
show the succession of some of the more 
important and better known Angus cat- 
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tle and cattle breeders starting with the 
early importers and breeders and carry- 
ing on to 1940. 

All we in the Angus business have to 
work with today is what these great men 
produced, and it is substantial. In the 
68 years from 1873 to 1940, the founda- 
tions were laid for the Angus breed and 
the American Angus Association to be- 
come the largest and most influential in 
the world, 

The lessons we can learn from our 
Angus heritage are many. But two of 
them seem to be worth repeating here. 
The first is that for nearly a century 
Angus cattle have made a good living 
for their owners when given their share 
of the attention and management and 
not forced to carry more than their share 
of the load, 

The second is that the great bulls, so 
extremely important to our breed, only 
come from herds that have taken the 
time and used the knowledge to build a 
sound cow herd and develop a breeding 
program, Just as important great bulls 
are discovered only after they are used 
in such a herd. Angus history is full 
of bulls with great promise that went 
into mediocre or put-together herds and 
were never heard from again. 

In the years during and after World 
War II the Angus breed made its great- 
est strides. In 1940, for example when 
J. C. McLean was just getting started 


in the Angus business, Angus registra- 
tions totaled 31,778 head. Two states 
last year each registered more cattle than 
that. During the next decade registra- 
tions increased phenomenally, and hit 
110,442 in 1950. By 1960 the figure had 
more than doubled to 235,701 head and 
in 1967 more than 50,000 active Angus 
breeders registered 404,348 head of pure- 
bred Angus bulls and heifers. 

What will happen in the next 20 or 
more years can only be imagined. We 
can surely expect more change than we 
have seen in the last 50 years. The 
tightening price-cost squeeze, inflated 
land prices, and the resulting demand 
for even more efficient beef cattle will 
mean that breeders will have to rely 
more than ever before on accurate pro- 
duction records as well as correct type to 
help make their breeding decisions, New 
findings in this age of expanding tech- 
nology, are sure to make cattle breeding 
more scientific. 

What will not change is the dominance 
of the Blacks in the cattle industry. The 
germ plasm handed down to us in our 
modern Angus cattle from the breeders 
of the past is rich in traits that make 
cattle breeding a joy and a profitable 
occupation. We have only to improve 
upon it with all the facilities at our dis- 
posal, To do less would be to neglect 
a great heritage and the tradition of the 
past.

“The persistent efforts for the im- 
provement of the breed put forth by 
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Firty YEARS into the future seems 
like looking into an endless number of 
weeks and days. More days than many 
humans exist, yet I am sure the late 
Fred Hahne, who lived seventy-five 
years and two days, and who founded 
this Aberdeen-Angus Journal in August 
1919, would feel we have adhered quite 
closely to the tenets established with the 
birth of our breed publication. 

Quite a number of our readers have 
asked that we give them more of the 
past history of our breed, more informa- 
tion on some of the most famous animals 
and their illustrious owners, for these 
animals and their owners contributed a 
great deal to the present status of our 
breed. 

The greatest book in the history of all 
mankind starts recording the history of 
mankind, and our World, by stating, “In 
the beginning GOD created the heaven 
and the earth”, and as one reads on we

note that on the fifth day God said, “Let 
the earth bring forth the living creatures 
after his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, 
the beast of the earth after his kind”, 
and the next day God created man in his 
own image, male and female, to have 
dominion over the earth that he had 
created. 


Fifty years ago, in the second issue of 
this publication, appeared a story writ- 
ten by James R, Barclay, then secretary 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society of 
Scotland. This story had appeared ear- 
lier in “The Aberdeen-Angus Review” 
entitled “The Founding and Development 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Breed”, as fol- 
lows: 

“It is only fitting that, in the opening 
article of the first issue of The Aber- 
deen-Angus Review, there should te 
given some indication of the steps which 
were taken to establish, improve and de- 
velop the Breed. Of necessity the notes 
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here given must be brief, but happily 
there exists an excellent Breed History 
published by Messrs. Vinton & Co., Lon- 
don, in which the illustrious story of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is traced from the 
time it emerged from the narrow con- 
fines of the northeastern corner of 
Scotland, until breaking down all bar- 
riers of distance and climate it estab- 
lished for itself a permanent abode in 
every cattle-raising country of the globe. 
It is a history of steady progress follow- 
ing upon brilliant achievement. No breed 
of cattle, we make bold to say, has 
spread so rapidly to new homes as has 
the Aberdeen-Angus considering the 
comparatively short period that has 
elapsed since its existence as an im- 
proved race took commencement. Every 
changing condition to which it has been 
subjected has confirmed the Breed in its 
new homes and has opened up new ave- 
nues for further development, and this 
progress has been built upon the solid 
foundation which has been supplied as 
the results of the application of these 
practical tests to which beef breeds have 
in common been subjected. 

“It is not a very profitable task to 
seek to ascertain definitely what Aber- 
deen-Angus originate from, a statement 
which applies with equal force to all 
races of domestic cattle. The breeding 
of cattle is an industry which has been 
going on for thousands of years, while 
the classification of breeds is, by com- 
parison, a thing of yesterday. Thus, as 
it is impossible to trace with any degree 
of certainty from which of the two great 
groups of the genus Bos — the humped 
cattle and the straight cattle — domestic 
cattle took their origin, so it is equally 
impossible to state in definite terms the 
immediate progenitors of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Whether they are the 
product of the large Bos urus, with its 
long horns, or of the Bos longifrons, the 


smaller and shorter-horned race of cat- 
tle, which it is known, supplied the food 
of the Roman legions during the inva- 
sion of Great Britain, or of both com- 
bined; whether they are descended from 
the same source as the ancient cattle of 
the Scythians, which the Grecian his- 
torian Herodotus describes as having 
been hornless, or whether they are re- 
versions to the ancestral form which 
some scientists consider to have been 
hornless — these are questions which 
have defied unravelling by the most 
eminent naturalists, one and all of whom 
have had to confess that at best their 
conclusions are little more than con- 
jectures. Of this, at least, there can be 
no doubt — that a race of hornless cat- 
tle was known to the ancient Egyptians, 
as their sculptures and paintings show, 
and that hornless races of cattle can be 
traced to a very early date in several 
countries. 


“From such speculative suggestions 
one turns, however, to definitely ascer- 
tained facts in regard to Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, and at the outset it has to 
be noted that the self colour of Black is 
an indication of the antiquity of the 
race. This also has to be stated, that 
the breed is indigenous to the districts 
in which it is found, and that the earliest 
writers on Scottish agriculture who dis- 
tinguish between the varieties of stock, 
note the presence of a hornless race of 
cattle. 


“Many authorities give the date of 
1752 as that upon which mention is first 
made, so far as can be found, of the 
ancestors of the present-day Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. In an old account-book 
which belonged to Mr. G. B. Simpson, 
Broughty-Ferry, Forfar, Scotland, men- 
tion is made of transactions as early as 
the year mentioned, in “humble” oxen 
and “dodded” heifers. There is little 
doubt that black polled cattle were then,

There have been Aberdeen- 
Angus in the United States 


In 1871 George Grant purchased 
100,000 acres of virgin buffalo range in 
Ellis County, Kansas and imported the 
first Angus bulls to the States in 1873. 


The first volume of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus herd book carries a story on the origin 
and early history of the breed. This story men- 
tions the ancient polled cattle of the Scythians, 
mentioned by Herodotus, that were brought from 
Asia by the Celts in their migrations westward. 
In support of this conjecture, there is nothing, 
other than that the Celts carried cattle with them 
in their migrations and that the districts in Scot- 
land, in which the polled cattle were found in 
the last century, were the great strongholds of 
the Celts in ancient Caledonia that were not sub- 
jugated by the Romans at the time of their in- 
vasion. 


and had been for some time, the princi- 
pal breed of cattle cultivated in the an- 
cient territory of Angus, now mainly 
comprised in the county of Forfar. There 
is little doubt, too, but that even at that 
early date, this was the chief variety of 
cattle to be found in the counties of Kin- 
cardine, Aberdeen, Banff, and Moray. 
In each of these counties, there is abun- 
dant evidence to show that a race of 
black, hornless cattle had existed time 
out of mind. To take, for instance, the 
county of Aberdeen, with which the 
breed is so closely associated, it is found 
that black hornless cattle were specifi- 
cally referred to in a legal document 
bearing the date of 1523. 

“The first printed evidence in regard 
to polled cattle in Angus, appears in the 
Statistical Account for the parish of 
Bendochy, published in 1797, where the 
writer states that many of the cattle are 
“Dodded, wanting horns.” Hence the 
familiar designation of “Angus Dod- 
dies”. It is impossible to say when a 
species of black polled cattle was not 
kept at such places as Kinnaird, Cor- 
tachy, Aldbar, The Burn, and other 
places, which in later years became so 
closely associated with the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. 

“In other of its present-day head- 
quarters, traces are found of the early 
existence of the breed. A name closely 
identified with the early history of the 
breed was that of the late Mr. George 
Williamson, St. John’s Well, Fyvie, 
Aberdeenshire, who died in 1923, aged 
75 years, and who supplied both the 
Tillyfour and Ballindalloch herds with 
cattle in the early days of the history of 
these herds. Then there is the herd of 
Mr. Walker, Portlethen, on the border 
between Kincardine and Aberdeen, Its 
age is impossible to state, but the name 
of Mr. Robert Walker, the grandfather 
of the present owner of the herd, oc- 
cupies a distinguished place among the 
earliest systematic breeders, for as early 
as 1786, he kept a private herd register. 
This accounts for the fact that when the 
first volume of the Herd Book came to 
be published, no fewer than thirty bulls 
and a hundred and seven cows appear 
under Mr. Walker’s name. 

“It is the case also with the Ballin- 
dalloch herd in Banffshire that the date 
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of its foundation is unknown, Mr. 
M’Combie has put it on record that the 
herd is the oldest in the North, and since 
his earliest recollection it had been the 
talk of the country, just as now it has 
become the talk of the world. The Bal- 
lindalloch herd has a history all its own. 
Suffice it to say here that the succession 
of the late Sir George Macpherson 
Grant, and notably his purchase at the 
Kinnaird sale in 1861 of the cow Erica 
843, marked a new era in Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding, and began a work, the 
beneficial influences of which are at the 
present day felt in almost every herd of 
the breed without exception throughout 
the whole world. 

“Such instances as these have been 
quoted to show the antiquity of the race, 
and the length of time during which it 
has been indigenous to that part of the 
North of Scotland from the geographical 
designation of which Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle received their name.” 

The information available at that time 
indicated many authorities gave the date 
of 1752 as that when first mention was 
made of our breed, then we note that a 
legal document, mentioning black, horn- 
less cattle, was dated 1523. At any rate 
one of the early herds mentioned was 
founded on hornless cattle about 1735. 

Mention also was made of some of the 
early improvers of our breed—as fol- 
lows: “The place of honour in this list 
of improvers belongs by general consent 
to the late Mr. Hugh Watson, Keillor, 
whose father had black polled cattle as 
early, at least, as 1735. Prior to that 
date when Hugh Watson set about the 
systematic improvement of the breed, 
the “Doddies” of Angus were in great 
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demand by English dealers, by whom 
the cattle were purchased in large num- 
bers, and fattened on the rich pastures 
of England, Very little was done by the 
native breeders to improve the quality 
until, about the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century or the end of the eigh- 
teenth, there was noised abroad the fame 
of what the Collings had accomplished 
for the Shorthorns by selection and care; 
and here it must be said that what Wat- 
son did for the Aberdeen-Angus deserves 
to be mentioned in the same breath as 
the work that the Collings accomplished 
for the Shorthorns, and that Tompkins 
achieved for the Herefords, The im- 
petus given to the breeding of pure 
stock by Charles Colling’s great sale of 
Shorthorns in 1810, when the _ bull 
Comet, realized 1,000 pounds, had also 
its effect on the introduction of a more 
systematic method of breeding in the 
case of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It may 
be recalled that when Hugh Watson 
was nineteen years of age, which was 
the year 1808, he became tenant of the 
farm of Keillor in the county of Forfar. 
To this new home he took with him, 
from his father’s herd, six cows and a 
bull, all black and polled. To these he 
added ten heifers and a bull, which were 
acquired in Trinity Muir Market, 
Brechin, and it is probable that they were 
descended from the stock which had 
been so long bred by the Earls of 
Southesk at Kinnaird Castle. With 
these sixteen cows and two bulls, Mr. 
Watson began his system of breeding for 
a specific result, and for the fixation of 
a definite type of animal. That he was 
successful, history has shown, for it has 
been well remarked that there is no herd 


of the breed which is not indebted to 
Keillor blood. 

“The persistent efforts for the im- 
provement of the breed put forth by 
Mr. Watson up to the time of the dis- 
persion of the herd in 1860, did a great 
deal for it, and the fact that over five 
hundred prizes fell to his lot during the 
time he was showing cattle, indicates in 
some measure the success that was at- 
tending his work. This is confirmed by 
the large number of bulls that pass 
out of his herd into the herds of other 
owners.” 

According to the story so graphically 
told in Macdonald & Sinclair’s “History” 
in the county of Aberdeen, the outstand- 
ing personality in the improvement of 
our breed was Mr. Wm. M’Combie, Tilly- 
four, who, taking the mantle of Hugh 
Watson, was successful in raising the 
Aberdeen-Angus from the position of a 
local to that of a national and interna- 
tional breed, and it is his name that is 
most closely associated with its evolu- 
tion, if not, indeed, its rescue from en- 
tire extinction as the result of the craze 
for crossing which followed the intro- 
duction of the Teeswater or Shorthorn 
cattle into the North of Scotland about 
the years 1830-1840. 

“Mr. M’Combie was born in 1805, and 
died in 1880. The earlier part of his 
career was devoted to the lean cattle 
trade, and, though he founded his herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 1830, it was 
not until the year 1848 or 1850 that he 
gave up the lean cattle trade and turned 
his attention wholly to feeding for the 
south markets. He has put himself on 
record that ‘I was led by my father to 
believe that the polled cattle were pecu- 
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liarly suited to our soil and climate, and 
that if their properties were rightly 
brought out, they would equal if not 
surpass, any other breed as to weight, 
symmetry, and quality of flesh. I re- 
solved that I would endeavor to improve 
our native breed, and I have exerted all 
my energies to accomplish this purpose.’ 
“Early in his career he put it on rec- 
ord that ‘the English agriculturist al- 
ways maintained that a Scot would never 
take a first place in a competition with 
Shorthorns, Herefords, and Devons, but 
I have given them reasons for changing 
their minds.’ But not only in England, 
but throughout the world, Mr. M’Combie 
was to lift high the ‘Black’ flag, and to 
show that his belief in the possibilities 
of the native cattle of his native coun- 
try had not been misplaced. Success did 
not attend his efforts at once, for he has 
himself stated that he was an unsuc- 
cessful exhibitor at the Smithfield show 
for many years. But such was his in- 
domitable perseverance, and, above all, 
this thorough helief in the breed and 
what it could be made to accomplish, 
that he plodded on, until success could 
no longer be denied him. Of his pluck 
and determination, we give one of many 
examples which might be quoted. Mr. 
M’Combie was acting as judge at a fat 
stock show in Scotland, and during the 
day a telegram was handed to him in- 
timating that at one of the large shows 
in England one of his oxen, though gain- 
ing a high place in the prize list, had 
been beaten in the competition for the 
grand championship, and stood only re- 
serve for that honour. Mr, M’Combie 
read the telegram and folding it up 
slowly, he said, ‘I will take that prize 
next year’; and he kept his word, for 
that ‘next year’ proved to be the year 
of Black Prince of Smithfield fame. 
“Although Mr. M’Combie founded 
his herd in 1830, it was not until some 
years after that date that he turned his 
attention in earnest to the improvement 
of the breed in respect to bringing out 
its feeding capabilities. The keystone of 
his fortunes as a breeder was laid in 
1844, when at the Ardovie sale, he pur- 
chased the yearling heifer Queen Mother. 
For a time this cow failed to breed, and 
as a penalty was put to the yoke, but in 
time she gave birth to the heifer calf 
Lola Montes 208, the grandam of Pride 
of Aberdeen 581, the foundress of one 
of the most numerous and one of the 
most highly prized families of the breed, 
as it is the premier family produced at 
Tillyfour. From the year 1832, when 
Mr. M’Combie won first prize at the 
local show at Alford, through that glori- 
ous period of the ’sixties and ‘seventies 
at Smithfield and Paris, right down al- 
most to the time of his death in 1880, 
he persevered with undaunted pluck, and 
those forty cups, 130 medals, the 100 
guinea cup awarded by the late Prince 
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Consort of the international exhibition 
at Poissy in 1862, and the two 100 
guinea Objects of Art won at Paris in 
competition with sixty other varieties of 
cattle, including the leading British and 
Continental breeds, formed tangible 
proof of the success of his efforts. But 
what to him was dearer, he saw the 
breed which he loved so well, these sable 
beauties of his native county, placed 
upon a pinnacle which made them known 
throughout the whole world, and which 
led to their introduction to many parts 
where hitherto they had been unknown.”

At the International Exhibition at 
Poissy in 1857, when for the first time 
fat stock were shown, one of M’Combie’s 
oxen, which was first in class for over 
three year olds, was the heaviest ox of 
the British breeds, its live weight being 
2,744 pounds. Mr. J. Stewart, Aberdeen, 
also exhibited Aberdeen-Angus, while 
crosses of the breed were shown by him 
and by Mr, William Heath, Norfolk, so 
that even in those days feeders in the 
south of England were alive to the value 
of the crosses produced by the use of 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

In 1856, 1857, and 1862, Mr. M’Combie 
gained every first prize for Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding and fat cattle awarded 
by the French Government, and taking 
into account this and what he also was 
accomplishing at the fat stock and shows 
of breeding cattle throughout Britain, it 
will be seen how apt was the title given 
to him of “The Great Deliverer” of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

Climax was reached in 1878, when a 
herd of the breed was placed in the 


forefront of the breeds of the world, 
just as the fat stock championship of 
the World had fallen to the breed in 
1862. The triumph of Paris has few 
equals in the many notable victories 
going to make up Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory. Sir George Macpherson Grant, 
Bart, entered six animals and Mr. M’- 
Combie nine (though only eight appear 
to have actually been sent) and Mr. Geo. 
Bruce one, making a total of fifteen 
animals of the breed which appeared 
among the “Races Sans Cornes”, That 
each of the animals represented our 
breed worthily may be gathered from 
the record for every animal was awarded 
either a prize ticket or an “honourable 
mention” a distinction not attained by 
any of the other sixty-four varieties of 
cattle represented, Also, we should take 
into account the inter-breed competition 
at the Paris Exhibition of 1878, for it 
was in these that there was proclaimed 
to the world the superiority of the native 
cattle of the North-East of Scotland. A 
prize of Honour of the value of 100 
pounds was offered by the French Gov- 
ernment for the best animals for breed- 
ing purposes bred by exhibitor in the 
sections of cattle other than French. For 
this trophy, cattle competing were rep- 
resentatives of the Aberdeen-Angus, 
Shorthorn, Hereford, Devon, Sussex, 
Ayrshire, Highland, Suffolk or Norfolk, 
Kerry Dutch, Flemish, Danish, Berne, 
Fribourg, Swiss, Piedmontese, and Por- 
tuguese breeds—as representative a dis- 
play of the breeds of the world as ever 
was brought together. The prize went 
to Mr. M’Combie’s group, with the herd 
of Sir George Macpherson Grant being 
second, with the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
thus providing in this great competition 
the champion and reserve champion win- 
ners. 

Perhaps you would be interested to 
know the names of the animals exhibited 
by these two men. M’Combie’s group 
consisted of the bull Paris, and the fe- 
males Gaily 1793, Pride of Aberdeen 9th 
35238, Sybil 2d 3526, Halt 2d 3527, and 
Witch of Endor 3528; while the group 
shown by Sir George consisted of the 
bulls Judge 1150 and Petrarch 1258 and 
the females Eisa 977, Eva 984, Birthday 
3373, and Maid of Aven 2995. 

Honours were to fall even more thick- 
ly on the polled cattle of Aberdeenshire. 
The only chance British and French 
cattle had of trying their respective 
merits for the 100 pound prize for the 
best group of beef-producing animals, 
bred by the exhibitor. Mr. M’Combie’s 
was the only group finally pitted 
against the French cattle for this prize. 
The adjudicating bench had increased 
to 31. Eventually the chance of France 
achieving the honour was reduced to 
Count de Massol’s Shorthorns, but ulti- 
mately, by a majority of 24 to 7, the 
Aberdeenshire animals triumphed — fur-

ther proof of the early maturing quali- 
ties of the Aberdeen-Angus since only 
one of Mr. M’Combie’s best “beef- 
making group” of six was over two 
years and a few months old. 

Even more gratifying was the testi- 
monial given the breed in connection 
with the Highland Society’s show of 
1852. The official report of this show 
has this to say: “They cannot but regard 
it (Aberdeen-Angus), as the most valu- 
able breed in Scotland, combining as it 
does in a great measure country as 
America, the Breed has made good to 
an extent that is surpassed by no other 
race of cattle. Africa is proving one of 
the brightest spots in the Aberdeen- 
Angus horizon, while Argentina and 
Australia are paying homage to the 
Breed which by every practical test has 
proved its superiority in the great realm 
of beef-production. Smithfield and 
Chicago join in proclamation of the 
qualities of the breed alive and dead; 
the obtrusive black skin and hornless 
head reigns more and more supreme in 
our Cattle Markets and Fat Stock Shows. 
It is a goodly heritage that has been 
handed down to present day breeders. 
Let it be the effort of those Breeders to 
make the future as brilliant as the past. 
To accomplish this, individual effort is 
necessary, for all history is after all but 
the outcome of individual effort.” 


Even today, breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus should heed those words. “That 
Individual effort is necessary, and that 
history is only the outcome of individual 
effort”. No one would deny that the 
heritage handed down by the master 
breeders of yesteryear has been taken 
lightly — the torch has, in many in- 
stances, been handed from Father to Son 
and the family ownership of great herds 
has meant a great deal to the progress 
of our breed in America as it has 
throughout the entire world. 

In the September 1958 issue of this 
Journal was a report of a Canadian visit 
which started as follows: “Our Aber- 
deen-Angus breed has had a long and 
distinguished career in Canada. It was 
in Ontario that the first purebred Angus 
dropped on the North American con- 
tinent was calved. This was in January 
of 1877. Since that time the breed has 
moved westward into the prairie prov- 
inces and beyond; it has moved east- 
ward; and there has been a considerable 
Angus movement southward, For breed- 
ers in the States early found Canada an 
excellent source in royally bred founda- 
tion stock. This southward movement is 
still strong, and will always be a factor, 
as long as the quality of the northland 
Angus continues as it is. (The above 
statement is supported by a plaque at 
Guelph, Ontario, Canada that was 
erected by the Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus Association, February 1953, com- 
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memorating the establishment of the 
Ontario Experimental Farm at Guelph, 
in 1876, of the first herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in North America and the 
birth on January 12, 1877 of “Bright- 
eyes 2nd”, first of the breed born in the 
New World.) 


Testimonial letters related to the 
breed were common during the forma- 
tive years of the Journal. Fifty years 
ago the Hon. R. H. Pope, Cookshire, 
Quebec, Canada, who was at the time 
still in business and who had imported 
his first cattle in 1878 wrote as follows: 


President of the

Elliott Brown was 
Association 10 years ago. 
John B. Brown, Rose Hill, Towa was 
President in 1943, They owned El-Jon 
Farms, “Biggest Little Herd’, Elliott is 
presently one of the partners of Brown 
and Laird, Altoona, Iowa, 


“TI chose the breed because I had seen 
the cattle sell on the Smithfield Market, 
London, for better prices than any other 
kind. I imported the first cattle that 
came to America, barring the three bulls 
taken to Kansas by Mr. George Grant in 
1873, and two or three head brought to 
the Dominion Experiment Station in 
1876. While I have tried other breeds, 
my experience on the western Canadian 
range shows there are less culls among 
Aberdeen-Angus steers, so I have stuck 
to them, now having about sixty head 
of purebreds on my Alberta ranch. In 
15 years on the range we have never 
had a black cull. Further, the Aberdeen- 
Angus bring the highest prices always 
and everywhere, That first importation 
was brought to our Quebec farm, where 
it remained until 1903, we shipped west 
where we have maintained a small pure- 
bred herd, using the bulls on common 
cows with very great success, never hav- 
ing produced a cull steer in four years. 
Our whole herd is now bred on black 
lines to a very large extent.” At the 
time of this letter, Mr. Pope was con- 
sidered one of America’s oldest active 
breeders of Angus cattle having imported 
his first purebreds forty-one years be- 


fore the Journal was founded in 1919, 
and eight years before the first herd 
book was published in 1886. 


Many of our readers while much in- 
terested in our breed, have not had ac- 
cess to any historical books dealing with 
the early days of this breed in America. 
As I mentioned, or as Mr. Pope men- 
tioned, his was one of the first importa- 
tions with the exception of the three 
bulls taken to Kansas by Mr. George 
Grant. In the History of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle written by Alvin Howard 
Sanders it states there were four black 
bulls brought to America. 


Perhaps you would find interest in this 
reprint of Chapter VI of Mr. Sanders’ 
History of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
which reads as follows: “Be- 
fore proceeding to the romantic story 
of George Grant, erratic leader of the 
Scottish Argonauts of 1873, and his fa- 
mous four black polled bulls, it should 
be stated that the first known shipment 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the New 
World was in the form of a present from 
Lord Southesk to Sir George Simpson, 
an official of the Hudson’s Bay Co. at 
Montreal. In 1859 or 1860, His Lordship 
sent out to Canada from the Kinnaird 
Castle herd a bull and heifer; the former 
Orlando, sired by Raven (270), a son of 
the famous Druid, and the heifer Doro- 
thea by Fusilier (226), a son of Cup- 
bearer (59), out of Fanny of Kinnaird 
(330). Dorothea (calved in 1858) had 
won first prize as a yearling at the 
English Royal. Unfortunately no ac- 
count exists as to what became of this 
primal pair this side of the Atlantic. Sir 
George died in the fall of 1860, and 
there is now no trace of what became of 
Orlando and his ‘sonsie’ Dorothea. All 
we know is that they entered the vast 
territory of the great Dominion, and 
faded as completely out of the picture 
as if they had never existed. 


“The business of black cattle breeding 
in the United States had its genesis in 
the ambitious, but rather Utopian 
scheme of a somewhat eccentric Scotch- 
man named George Grant, who in 1871 
acquired at a nominal price from the old 
Kansas Pacific Railroad Co., many 
square miles of virgin buffalo range in 
Ellis county, Kansas, which he proposed 
to colonize from his native heath. He 
was a curious character, with an extra- 
ordinary career, and since he stands as 
the original introducer of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle within our borders, and 
since the half-breed descendants of his 
importation figured for some years after 
his decease in the feedlots and ranges 
of various western communities, the fol- 
lowing details will be of interest. Let 
us at once acknowledge that we are pri- 
marily indebted to Alex. Philip, Hays, 
Kansas, a brother of George Philip, one 
of the original colonists, for the main

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facts upon which this narrative is based. 

“George Grant was born and raised in 
Banffshire, Scotland. His father was a 
small crofter there, and worked at odd 
jobs among the farmers of the neighbor- 
hood. When his schooling was over, 
George was apprenticed to a draper and 
general merchant in Banff, where he 
served three years. On completion of 
the apprenticeship, with the proverbial 
half-crown in his pocket, ‘or in his case,’ 
Mr. Philip says, ‘more likely the six- 
pence,’ he found his way to London. He 
soon found a job as a salesman in a silk 
mercer’s establishment, where he con- 
tinued for several years. He and one 
Gask then formed a partnership, and 
started a silk business for themselves 
as Grant & Gask, Grant was bright, 
brainy and most ambitious, and one day 
made a business coup of which even a 
Scotchman might be proud. Let Mr. 
Philip tell the story in his own lan- 
guage: ‘When the Prince Consort (Queen 
Victoria’s husband) was taken seriously 
ill, it flashed through Grant’s mind that 
he would likely die, so he immediately 
bought or contracted for every yard of 
crepe in sight! When poor Albert finally 
did die, being Royalty you know, nearly 
everyone, particularly all  Britishers, 
wanted to wear a little of it. So Grant 
made a real ‘killing’, This was in 1861. 
Killing number 2 was at one of the Paris 
Expositions, where he ran a wonderfully 
successful corner on silk, and made 
oodles of money. A great plunger and 
rounder, he died bankrupt, busted higher 
than Haman! The Paris Exhibition, I 
think, took place in 1867. Grant and 
Gask ran along until about 1871, Gask 
buying Grant out.’ ” 

Ben Davidson, who was manager of 
Mr. Grant’s affairs from the time he 
came to America until his death in 1878, 
confirming the above, says: 

“George Grant, an extensive silk mer- 
chant in London, although Scottish born 
and bred, after retiring from business, 
desired to gratify a lifelong wish — a 
tour of the United States. It was about 
the time of the great Chicago fire of 
1871 when he set forth on his quest. 
Girdling Uncle Sam’s domain, nothing of 
note struck his attention until, returning 
east along the old Kansas Pacific Rail- 
road, between Hays and Russell, he saw 
the vision of his dreams; a boundless 
stretch of rolling prairie, covered with a 
veal greensward of grama grass — loved 
by buffalo and domestic cattle alike — 
nutritious the year around. Small, scat- 
tered bunches of buffalo, grazing peace- 
fully, were in sight, and antelope scam- 
pered past the train out of sheer 
deviltry. 

“There, thought Grant, is nature, ani- 
mate and inanimate, as it appeared in 
the Garden of Eden, unadorned by moun- 
tain, lake or forest. Now I have found

myself; that dreamland of mossy grama 
grass shall be mine, and shall be peopled 
by the youth of the old sod trained like 
Kansas Titans of the frontier. On reach- 
ing home he secured an option from the 
railway company on the land indicated, 
and the following spring sent a contin- 
gent of colonists and live stock by the 
first steamer sailing, to break the virgin 
sod of his new Wonderland, ‘Victoria’.” 

The various families, and portions of 
them that escaped the “fever”, according 
to the story, took up residence along the 
Smoky Hill River and Victoria Creek. 


Lewis B. Pierce, third generation to own and 
operate Woodlawn Farm, Creston, Illinois, found- 
ed in 1881 by his grandfather Blanford Rude 
Pierce. Lewis and his sons, Norris and L. B. 
Pierce, Jr. make up L. B, Pierce and Sons that 
now operate three adjoining farms as part of 
Woodlawn, Lewis was President of the American 
Angus Association in 1959, a position his father, 
Stanley R. Pierce, held in 1912. 


The first two years were devoted to 
building homes, breaking the sod and 
attending the herds and flocks. During 
short spells of relaxation they hunted 
buffalo, antelope and prairie chickens. 
Buffalo passed through Victoria on their 
way to the northern feeding grounds as 
late as 1875. 

The story of the colonization runs like 
most stories—there was a prairie fire 
along the rail line from Hays to Victoria 
that swept south as far as Smoky Hill 
River. Grant was forced to move all 
live stock to the Kaw Valley near Junc- 
tion City — the following year a plague 
of grasshoppers appeared and destroyed 
the green growing crops, so the cattle 
were sent north to Hill P. Wilson’s ranch 
on the Eagle River, a branch of Paradise 
Creek. The next year Grant indulged in 
a great sheep raising enterprise, in 
which he was badly advised by some 
friends for what was partially successful 
in Colorado proved a failure on Vic- 
toria’s unsheltered ranges. 

Mr. Grant sent two of the bulls to an 
exhibition at a fair held in Kansas City 
in the. fall of 1873 where they were 


looked upon more or less as freaks and 
their introduction regarded as a reflec- 
tion of a wayward Scotchman’s idiosyn- 
crasies. 

At any rate the story tells how the 
range cattle to which the four black 
bulls were bred were ordinary Texas 
heifers of the old fashioned Longhorn 
variety, and they were out on the range 
all winter, 

Obviously this first test to which black 
bulls were subjected in the United States 
was a severe one, but they proved pro- 
lific and prepotent and a large number 
of calves, mostly hornless and mostly 
black, resulted from their use. This is a 
matter of much interest to scientists, as 
it is not probable that at any time else- 
where in the world has so extensive an 
experiment been reported in the mating 
of polled bulls to cows of a strong- 
horned, long-horned type. The domi- 
nance of the polls in such case is con- 
strued to lend strong support to the 
hypothesis of Arenander and others that 
hornless cattle antedate the horned va- 
rieties in remote ages. 

Perhaps at this point I should make 
this quote from the works of Prof. E. O. 
Arenander, author of many scientific 
works — who for 30 years made a spe- 
cial study of polled cattle — in the fol- 
lowing summary: 

“Concerning their age in relation to 
horned cattle, I have, owing to a great 
number of facts, set up the hypothesis 
that polled cattle are the oldest of the 
types of cattle now living, and that 
horned cattle have originated from them, 
and not the other way, as is usually sup- 
posed. That they represent an ancient, 
displaced type is indicated by their 
geographical distribution, as well in the 
north as in the south and in central 
Europe, 

“They occur both at the northern and 
at the southern limit of the European- 
North African subregion of the Palaeo- 
artic zone, in which the horned Bos 
primigenius (Urus) and Bos _brachy- 
ceros and their cross breeds occupy the 
central parts. 

“Their strong dominance against 
horned cattle, and their lack of weapons 
of defense (horns), testify to their being 
an ancient and displaced type. Older 
types of a genus have usually retained 
more of the character of the original 
species than younger, more differentiated 
species. 

“Hornlessness is an earlier stage of 
development than equipment with horns, 
and as paleontologists maintain that 
during the Tertiary Age the bovine race 
developed from hornless harts, it is most 
plausible to assume that hornless cattle 
arose first, previous to horned cattle, 
and that, consequently, polled cattle lie 
behind horned cattle. Therefore, when 
hornlessness spontaneously appears on 
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Chestertown, Maryland

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horned herds, this must be looked upon 
as reversion to the ancient type, and not 
as new formation or mutation.” 

In 1896 Arenander gave to the pre- 
historic poll the name Bos akeratos, ap- 
propriating for himself credit for that 
designation; whereas Mr, Auld states 
that it was long ago really suggested by 
Herodotus. While Prof. Arenander is en- 
titled to high recognition for his original 
investigations in this interesting scien- 
tific field, it is but fair to state that he 
did not develop his theory until after 
the publication of Mr. Auld’s exhaustive 
studies of Hornless Ruminants. Arenan- 
der wrote mainly in Swedish, and was 
identified with Ultuna University. 

It is interesting to note the back- 
ground of the “Mashona Cattle” of 
Rhodesia, the breed w:th the ancient his- 
tory and the scientific future, as men- 
tioned in the first volume of the 
Rhodesian Stockbreeders’ Annual. 

The Manguni cattle of the Ndebele in 
the West and the smaller beasts of the 
various Chishona tribes in the North and 
East of the country were, it is be!-eved, 
from common ancestors originating 
somewhere in the North of Africa as a 
result of crossbreeding. 

Migrating tribes brought thes2 cattle 
down the East Coast of Africa until 
they were eventually established in 
Rhodesia and well into the South into 
what is now Natal and the Transkei. 


Through the centuries and the course 
of migrations the animals developed 
certain chaiacteristics through the proc- 
ess of natural selection, part of this en- 
vironment was, of course, the standard 
of management imposed on them by 
their owners. 


The process of natural development 
resulted in an active, small-framed, fine- 
boned animal with a short, glossy coat, 
neat and strong feet, extremely hard 
teeth, a resistance to many diseases and 
the ability to thrive on a _ nutritional 
plane which varied considerably through 
the year and was characteristically low 
in protein. In addition to these quali- 
ties, the animals were extremely docile 
and the cow’s milk was rich in solids 
and fat. 


The Mashona cow is without peer as a 
breeding animal under range conditions 
in the high and medium rainfall souveld 
regions of Rhodesia. She is small 
framed and fine boned, with a much 
lower maintenance requirement than any 
other breed. She has hard, closely 
spaced teeth, set in a relatively wide 
muzzle; she has well sprung ribs and a 
deep, roomy barrel; her legs are short 
and strong. All these help to make her 
an efficient forager and experiments 
seem to indicate that either she has an 
abnormally low protein requirement or 
else she has an inherent ability to make 
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better use of the natural herbage than 
other breeds of cattle. 

After weaning she will winter well, 
with the minimum of pampering, she 
will gain condition rapidly in the Spring, 
drop an early calf and make maximum 
use of the Summer grass. Though not a 
heavy milker, her milk is rich and her 
calf, although small at birth, makes 
rapid gains, 180 day weights of 350-400 
pounds are common. 

The fertility of the Mashona cow is 
legendary and she is also long-lived, her 
production potential being prodigious,

and cows have been recorded with as 
many as twelve and even fourteen calves 
in a lifetime. She is an excellent mother 
and is docile and placid. 


Many believe the best role of the 
Mashona cow is to rear cross-bred 
calves, and her ability to do this is well 
known, however the pure bred steers can 
be equally impressive. Mashona males 
are very strong muscled, the loin and 
rump being particularly well developed 
and the carcass has excellent conforma- 
tion and finish, with fine grained, well 
marbled meat. 


Members of the Mashona Society feel 
when performance tested bulls begin to 
influence their breed they will create 
considerable interest in feedlot competi- 
tion and with cattlemen generally. Many 
feel they may end their quest for the 
super breed. As I study the illustration 
of the Mashona bull exhibited at the 
1965 Salisbury show I note how much 
our Angus breed has in common with 
the Mashona cattle, particularly in rela- 
tion to the characteristics outlined above. 
(See pages 74-75-76 of this magazine.) 


In my mind’s eye I picture a Viking 
ship roaming the lower reaches of the 
Mediterranean where the seafarers ob- 
tained cattle that were transported for 
milk and eventually unloaded on some 
northern Isle—the beginning of our own 
Angus breed in Scotland. Such a theory 
has never been advanced and is only 
speculation. There is also the matter of 
the Roman ruins between England and 
Wales. Did these builders bring live- 
stock with them into this area? What- 
ever the true story the Mashona and 
Angus breeds have much in common. 

The domestication of cattle has a long 
history. It appears the earliest an- 
cestors of modern cattle were those 
domesticated in Central Asia about 8,000 
B. C. and that a now extinct species, 
which at about the same period of his- 
tory is known to have existed in India, 
may also have contributed. Domestic 
cattle reached Babylon by 5,000 B. C., 
and Egypt before 4,000 B, C. 

In “The Elements of Agricultural 
Geology,” Prof. McConnell remarks: 
“The existence of thsse frontal appen- 
dages (horns) is due to the survival of 
the fittest in the struggle for life with 
carniverous opponents during the long 
ages of the Tertiaries. The earliest 
fossil remains show polled animals, both 
male and female, but it is certain that 
hornless animals would stand little 
chance of survival in an age or country 
where carniverous animals were com- 
mon. Polled breeds must have been 
evolved, therefore, in comparatively re- 
cent times, though they are a reversion 
of the early type.” 

Well, some of you folks said you 
wanted some history on the breed, and 
this is going back into the reaches of 
time about as far as I can research 
polled animals, So, let’s jump back up 
to Victoria, Kansas, where the “crosses” 
had a wide distribution after Mr. Grant’s 
death. Many of the folks who fed out 
steers for beef reported good results. It 
appears that many of the half-blood fe- 
males were mated with Galloway bulls, 
which in the early Eighties began find- 
ing their way in considerable numbers 
into the middle west. The result of the 
Galloway cross on the half-bred Angus- 
Longhorn cows is reported to be mostly 
disappointing. However, others of the 
half-breeds did make good and it is ap- 
parent from the following of the value 
of the Aberdeen-Angus in the story that 
appeared in the “National Live Stock 
Journal” of June, 1880, as follows: 

“Joseph H. Rea, a prominent farmer 
of Carroll Co., Mo., purchased a number 
of the polled Angus cattle last fall that 
had formerly been on the ranch of the 
late Mr, Grant of Victoria, Kansas. Mr. 
Rea writes to the Kansas City Price Cur- 
rent concerning them as follows: ‘So far 
as I have experimented with them, I can

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say that they have made a very favor- 
able impression on me, though I have 
not tested them sufficiently to give a 
decided opinion yet in regard to all their 
merits. I hope to learn more as I con- 
tinue to feed them. They fatten very 
easily, and will make good selling cat- 
tle when ready for market. However, 
they will not be as large as the Dur- 
hams of the same age, so I am unde- 
cided as to which would be the most 
profitable to raise in this state, the 
Polled Angus or Durhams. With plenty 
of corn and tame grass, the Durhams 
will be very hard to beat in size and ca- 
pacity to take on flesh, which makes 
them profitable, to raise and feed for 
beef. On the other hand, the Polled 
Angus cattle will outsell them on the beef 
markets, and they are much more pleas- 
ant to handle on a farm. Having no 
horns, they do nct endanger the lives of 
other stock by being with them; they 
can be turned to straw and hay stacks, 
and your stacks will not be horned 
down. You can turn them in your or- 
chard or a lawn where there are small 
trees, and they will not twist them down, 
as horned cattle do. When it comes to 
shipping, there are no horns to get hung 
in the slats of the cars or under the 
other cattle, and in consequence pull 
them down and endanger their lives by 
being tramped under foot. I believe them 
to be a very hardy and shifty kind of 
cattle that will likely stand the cold bet- 
ter than some other kinds, consequently 
well suited for the grazing territories of 
the West. I would advise western men 
who have Texas cows to try Polled 
Angus males, and by so doing get rid of 
the long horns, as they are undoubtedly 
a nuisance, and should be abated.’” 


Since the historians thought that at 
least two of the four bulls imported by 
Grant for his colonization work at Vic- 
toria, Kansas came from the M’Combie 
herd of Tillyfour. Mr. M’Combie of 
Easter Skene was a cousin to William 
M’Combie of Tillyfour, and he began 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus about 1840. 
The great foundation bull Panmure, 
after his victory at Dundee in 1843, was 
bought by Mr. Farquharson Taylor, 
Wellhouse, and this bull was used by 
Mr. M’Combie during his early breed- 
ing operations, The herd at Easter 
Skene consisted almost entirely of de- 
scendants of Panmure cows and his pur- 
chases of females other than this blood 
were relatively few. Among the sires 
used at Easter Skene was Paris (1473), 
famous in connection with Tillyfour. His 
sire, Valiant (663), was bred at Easter 
Skene, and was also sire of the famed 
show heifer Witch of Endor, one of the 
famous Paris group. A son of Paris, 


Paris 3d, after winning prizes in the 
- North, was sold to the Hon. 
Cochrane

of Canada. M’Combie of 
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Easter Skene died in 1890. Thus we find 
that in a close period of time imports 
were made to both Mr, Pope and Coch- 
rane, as well as to the Experimental Sta- 
tion in Canada. At any rate these were 
among the very first recorded Aberdeen- 
Angus to come to the American shores 
along with those four bulls to Victoria, 
Kansas and all of them from herds close- 
ly related in bloodlines. 

Mention has been made of Thomas R. 
Clark, a New York City glove merchant 
of the well-known firm of Fisk, Clark 
and Flagg, who owned a tract of land 
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1961—President of the American Angus Asso- 
ciation was William W. Brainard, Jr., Marshall, 
Virginia, owner of The Downsbragh Herd of 
Glenara. “Bill” says, “Cows make bulls — Our 
bulls have good mothers.” 


close by Victoria, became much inter- 
ested in the black bulls and acquired an 
interest in them, He and Grant seem to 
have owned certain cattle in partnership 
and therefore it could be said that Mr. 
Clark was the first citizen of the United 
States to interest himself in the use of 
Aberdeen-Angus in farming and ranch- 
ing. In the “National Live Stock Jour- 
nal,” July, 1880, Mr. Clark stated he 
had an interest in the bulls at the time 
they were brought to America when he 
wrote as follows: “The late Mr. Grant 
end myself imported four of these young 
bulls, in 1873, and it is from the progeny 
of these bulls (probably the only ones 
then in the United States) that I have 
received so many compliments on the 
style and quality of my cattle from so 
many quarters. I have an abiding faith 
that these Polled Aberdeen cattle are 
yet to become very popular in the 
United States, possessing so many very 
valuable qualities.” 

The records made by the polled half- 
blood in feedlots around the Kansas City 
territory, following the Grant dispersion 
after his death, led to the extensive in- 


troduction of black cattle into the mid- 
west. 


In this story only a mere handful of 
men have been mentioned, yet these men 
played a most important role in the his- 
tory of our breed in their native land, 
in both Canada and the United States. 
It would be interesting to guess just 
what the story would have been had not 
Geo, Grant cornered the crepe market, 
had the Prince Consort lived, had Geo. 
not made a second killing in silk, had he 
not visited the United States, had he not 
purchased the land at Victoria, Kansas, 
had he not brought the four black bulls 
to America, had they not been crossed 
with the Texas long-horn cows. What 
would the story be today had they only 
been crossed on the Galloway cows — an 
experiment that left very little imprint 
on the pages of history in the develop- 
ment of beef cattle in America? 


Who was right in the answer to which 
came first, the horned or the hornless? 
If a polled black bull could knock the 
horns off a first cross Texas long-horn 
it stands to reason that the polled char- 
acteristic must be recessive in the long- 
horn and dominant in the polled Angus. 
At any rate this one feature of our 
breed has contributed greatly to the ad- 
vancement of Angus in the World’s beef 
business, 


To this point our story has dealt with 
the beginning and introduction of Aber- 
deen-Angus to America. Now, for some 
of those early men who also contributed 
to the earliest progress of the breed in 
this country. 


According to the history of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle as published by our own 
National Association what might be 
termed the parent purebred herd of 
America was that of James Anderson 
and George Findlay, Chicago business- 
men who resided in Lake Forest, Illinois. 
Mr. Findlay was from Buchaam, Scotland 
and well acquainted with the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Mr. Anderson was from 
Aberdeensbire. During the summer fol- 
lowing the 1878 Paris Exposition Ander- 
son and Findlay commissioned a brother 
of Mr. Findlay, who resided in Peter- 
head, Scotland, to purchase five heifers 
and a bull from the best herds of Scot- 
land, and this commission was followed 
by others, 


Other than those first animals that 
went into isolated areas of the Americas 
in few numbers it is interesting to note 
Chicago businessmen were the first to 
be the leaders and devotees of the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. Little did they real- 
ize they were introducing a breed that 
would so rapidly take over the country, 
nor that they were introducing this 
premier beef breed into the very area 
that would become the hub of the Live 
Stock and Meat Packing industry of the

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United States, an area that is also a 
leading industrial center. 

Anderson and Findlay made other im- 
portations in 1881, 1882, 1883 and 1884. 
It is also interesting to know that sur- 
plus bulls from the Anderson and Find- 
lay herd were sold to the XIT Ranch 
and these bulls improved the Texas 
range cattle just as the Grant bulls im- 
proved the Kansas cattle, which were 
mostly cows of the Texas long-horn va- 
riety. 

The second importation was that of 
F. B. Redfield, Batavia, New York who 
imported three heifers and one bull. 
This was the pioneer herd of the East. 
Mr. Redfield visited Scotland in 1879, 
attended the leading shows and visiting 
several herds. His cattle came from the 
Ferguson herd, Kinochtry, Coupar, An- 
gusshire. The Kinochtry herd was 
founded upon the oldest and purest Keil- 
lor bloodlines. A second importation 
from the same herd consisted of seven 
heifers and eleven bulls. 

Mr. Redfield maintained his herd at 
Batavia, New York for approximately 
six years, he exhibited in 1881 at the 
Chicago Fair, Illinois State Fa‘r and the 
St. Louis fair. He formed a partnership 
with Francis Wilson and Son of Knox- 
ville, Illinois and another partnership 
with Dr. C. S. Rice of Disco, Illinois; 
from these two establishments, a con- 
siderable number of cattle sold to breed- 
ers of the midwest. The Wilson herd 
was dispersed in 1820 and the Rice herd 
in 1893. 

Mr. A. B. Mathews, of Kansas City, 
founded a herd upon purchases of cattle 
from Canada and Michigan in 1880. In 
1882 he visited in the north of Scotland 
and selected an excellent group of fifty- 
five head, thirty-three females and 
twenty-two bulls, mostly of Kinochtry 
and Keillor bloodlines. He maintained 
his Aberdeen-Angus cattle sale barns 
for nearly ten years near the Livestock 
Exchange, now the Kansas City Stock 
Yards. His herd of 134 head was dis- 
persed late in 1891. History did not re- 
cord what cattle he purchased in Michi- 
gan, or even how Angus were then to be 
found in that particular state unless 
these were from the earlier importations 
into Canada to George Simpson or other 
breeders and the experiment station pre- 
viously mentioned. 

Gov. T. A. Simpson, Pleasant Hill, 
Missouri personally selected Aberdeen- 
Angus in Great Britain in the years 
1880, 1881 and 1882 and in these years 
shipped to America approximately five 
hundred Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford 
cattle. In 1880 Simpson and Gudgell 
formed a partnership—Charles Gudgell 
and Governor Simpson were both Ken- 
tuckians. Charles Gudgell was one of 


the men who organized the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 


Association 
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and was the Association’s first secretary. 
The first home office of our association, 
and also of the Hereford association, 
was in Mr. Gudgell’s home in Indepen- 
dence, Missouri. 

In the year 1882, T. W. Harvey, an- 
other Chicago businessman, who owned 
2000 acres at Turlington, Nebraska be- 
gan stocking his ranch with Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. In 1886 he employed Wil- 
liam Watson, son of Hugh Watson of 
Keillor, as manager of his Nebraska 
operations, Turlington herd was one of 
the early exhibitors of Angus on a large

scale, winning sixty-one of sixty-three 
awards offered at Chicago and the Kan- 
sas City Fat Stock Shows. Thus the 
Turlington herd became famous as a 
breeding plant and furnished foundation 
breeding and show cattle to the Estills, 
McHenry, Pierce, Leslie and Burwell, 
Judy and others. This famed herd was 
dispersed in 1892. 

Two prominent farmers of Howard 
County, Missouri, Wallace Estill and 
Hugh W. Elliott, formed a partnership 
in 1882 and founded their herd. The 
blood of the Estill and Elliott cattle is 
found in many champions and noted 
breeding cattle. In 1883 they imported 
seventy head of breeding stock from 
Scotland, cattle that were very uniform 
in type and conformation. The partner- 
ship was dissolved in 1886, but both men 
continued to breed Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle and animals from the two herds were 
found in the majority of the early herds 
in this country, either as direct sales, or 
progeny of the animals purchased from 
them. 

We mentioned B. R. Pierce, Creston, 
Illinois, who purchased from Turlington. 


His herd was established in 1883. He 
bred Black Woodlawn, the senior cham- 
pion at the 1902 International. In 1902 
he also purchased the three-times High- 
land grand champion, Prince Ito, for the 
then record-breaking sum of $9,100.00. 
From this herd came Advance, the first 
grand champion steer at the Interna- 
tional in 1900. 

Mr. B. R. Pierce died in 1909, his son 
the late Stanley R. Pierce carried on and 
his sons, Lewis B. and Tim J. are today 
associated with Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Woodlawn Farms, Creston, Illinois is 
currently managed by Lewis and his two 
sons, Norris and L. B. Pierce, Jr. Three 
adjoining farms are also operated as a 
part of Woodlawn and the annual count 
of all ages of Angus cattle comes to 
approximately three hundred head. 

Herds of blacks were scattered about 
the country. An old Montana brand 
book informs us there was an Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Company, with a Dr, J. J. 
Clemmer as president and_ secretary 
from Cresco, Iowa. Geo. M. Dell was 
the foreman and he was from Dickinson, 
Dakota. The herd’s range was Cave 
Mills on the head branches of the Grand 
River, Ewing County, Dakota, This op- 
eration was dated thre2 years after 
Woodlawn was founded, 1886. North 
and South Dakota became the 39th and 
40th states, respectively, on November 
2, 1889. 

Importations became more numerous 
and new herds were established rapidly. 
To try to remember each one in order is 
nearly impossible, and to attempt this 
would mean forgetting some — and un- 
doubtedly it would be a herd that today 
lives on with a grandson or a great- 
grandson carrying on. Fact is, when I 
was first on the road representing the 
Journal it seemed most of the folks who 
owned the prominent herds were related 
to each other. 

In the History of Aberdeen-Angus as 
prepared by the American Angus Asso- 
ciation there appears a partial list of 
the owners of the largest herds preced- 
ing the establishment of the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition in 1900. 
This list contains the names of 98 early 
breeders, and covers the years 1882-1899 
inclusive. These 98 breeders’ estab- 
lished herds in 25 states during that per- 
iod and it seems the year 1900 has been 
a “bench mark” in the history of the 
breed, marking the close of the “early 
seeding” period of breed growth and 
the breed’s advancement has been con- 
tinuous since the turn of the century 
with a show record conclusively demcn- 
strating that Aberdeen-Angus have won 
heavily throughout the years. We may 
expect this breed to continue to prosper 
in the years ahead.

French exhibition, June, 1856, the Em- 
peror Napoleon purchased three ani- 
mals, including two from the Tillyfour 
herd. In the first volume of the Polled 
Herd Book there are two entries by His 
Imperial Majesty Napoleon III, namely, 
Lola Montes 2d and Angelica. 

Back to the Twentieth Century—and 
to the year 1919 when this Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal was founded. In the first 
six months of 1919 seventeen states held 
sales that sent purebred Aberdeen- 
Angus into thirty states and Canada. 
There had been seventy-five auctions 


1963 — President of the American Association 
was James R. Hancock, New Franklin, Missouri.

held offering a total of 3846 head that 
sqld for an average of $509.14, thirty of 
these sales were held in Iowa with 1644 
head bringing an $810.60 average, the 
largest total number of sales in that six- 
month period and considerably higher 
average prices than the second high 
state. 

By the end of 1919, besides the Na- 
tional Angus Association there were 
twenty state associations; thirteen dis- 
trict and county associations; the Ca- 
nadian Association and two provincial 
associations established to promote the 
breed on the North American Continent. 


Today, fifty years later, the Aberdeen- 
Angus Review, published by the Aber- 
deen-Angus Society, Pedigree House, 17 
Bon-Accord Square, Aberdeen, Scotland 
lists a baker’s dozen overseas so- 
cieties, namely those in America, Argen- 
tina, Australia, Brazil, Canada, Den- 
mark, Germany, Japan, New Zealand, 
Norway, Rhodesia, South Africa and the 
Association de Criadores in Uruguay. I 
have contacted each of these associations 
and invited them to send a story on the 
establishing and development of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in their country. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Review is one of, 
if not the first, publication founded for 
the promotion of our breed. In our for- 
mative years many articles presented 
in the Review were reprinted in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal, and to this day 
the Review carries results of Angus af- 
fairs on a world-wide scope. The So- 
ciety was the first to send a special 
story to appear in this, our Golden An- 
niversary Edition, 

A year before this “commemorative” 
issue was released I started a search for 
the pioneer herds that were still in pro- 
duction, I knew the Association had 
listed ninety-eight herds established be- 
fore 1900 and I had hopes of finding 
that some of these were still being op- 
erated by the descendants of the founders. 
We announced an “Old Herd” contest 
and opened the door to both commercial 
and registered herds, with the founding 
date determined by the year the first 
Angus cattle were purchased either as 
foundation females, or as a purebred 
herd sire for a commercial herd. 

The stories told by the present owners, 
of the founding and development of their 
herds, will give you a better insight to 
the true value of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
as the primary “cash” crop through the 
years. Our search for “pioneer herds” 
included all those founded fifty or more 
years ago so we could recognize these 
old time herds as we celebrated the 
Journal’s 50th Anniversary. The fol- 
lowing pages tell the story of these 
herds that have played an important role 
in the propagation of our breed in

WE RUN A COMMERCIAL herd. Mr. 
D. J. Cole passed away a year ago in 
July, 1967 with a heart attack at the age 
of seventy-seven. , 

Grandfather Cole trailed three grade 
black Angus heifers and one purebred 
Angus bull from Michigan to Nebraska 
in 1879. This started our Aberdeen- 
Angus herd of cattle. Most of the Coles 
lived in Michigan, around Detroit and 
surrounding area. 

In 1889, D. J.’s folks (his mother and 
father) moved fifty miles south of Hast- 
ings into the Sand Hills, moving by cov- 
ered wagon and trailing their Angus 
cattle. Jay was born in the Sand Hills, 
in Cherry County, Nebraska. Jay’s 
father was shot in 1894 by one of the big 
outfits as they did not want homestead- 
ers moving in and trying to take the 
land. 

Jay’s mother and a hired man carried 
on the ranching interest, and later she 
continued ranching with her boys. 

Mr. D. J. (Jay) Cole served in public 
life. He taught school and was county 
commissioner and later Senator for Dis- 
trict Forty (Brown, Cherry and Sheridan 
Counties). He sold a good many club 
calves that took honors at county and 
state fairs and had many trophies won 
by his heifers and steers. 

The Cole Ranch is located four miles 
east of Merriman (Brand 9/6) and the 
daughter and son-in-law are running the 
ranch and also run some Angus cattle 
of their own. Mrs. D. J. “Elsie” Cole 
lives in Merriman.

EDITOR’S NOTE—I knew Senator 
D. J. “Jay” Cole personally. There is no 
way to verify the exact date his grand- 
father trailed Angus cattle from Michi- 
gan to Nebraska. The history books on 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle state the Grant 
importation reached Victoria, Kansas in 
May, 1873. So it would appear the cattle

have been from some other origin than 
the Grant shipment. 

There would seem to be two obvious 
sources for the Cole foundation cattle. 
There was established at the Ontario 
Experimental Farm at Guelph in 1876 
the first herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in North America, January 12, 1877 
there was born “Eyebright 2d” first of 
the breed born in the New World. This 
herd might have furnished the animals 
owned by the Coles in the Detroit area. 

That is, if we do not discount the fact 
that there were two Angus, one bull and 
one heifer, shipped to Canada some nine- 
teen or twenty years prior to 1879, and 
about sixteen years before the Experi- 
mental Farm established their breeding 
herd. Turn to page 152 of this issue, 
third column, second paragraph. Here 
you will find a quotation from Sander’s 
History about Lord Southesk sending one 
bull and one heifer to Sir George Simp- 
son, Montreal, Canada in either 1859 or 
1860. 

The mathematicians can figure how 
many descendants there could be from 
one pair in a nineteen or twenty year 
period. It would seem that the natural 
movement of livestock from Montreal 
would be southwest towards Detroit 
rather than northward into Quebec, and 
although no trace has been recorded of 
those two animals sent to Sir George 
Simpson we must remember there was 
no recording association until November 
21, 1883, at which time our American 
Aberdeen-Angus Association was formal- 
ly founded. 

It stands to reason quite a few cattle 
remained on a commercial status, and 
there would be little reason for early 
records to show movement of these grade 
animals. It also stands to reason the 
Cole family’s recollection of the years 
are pretty accurate since they date the 
trailing of Angus from Hastings to Mer- 
riman ten years after D. J.’s grandfather 
moved from Michigan to Nebraska, and 
D. J.’s birthdate in 1890 and his own 
Father’s death in 1894 should mark 
those dates indelibly in their minds. 

While I cannot verify the date of 1879 
it is impossible for me to state that it is 


in error, and while most of the herds 
can establish their founding dates by 
purchases made and transfers handled 
by the Association we must accept, at 
face value, Mrs. D. J. Cole’s letter rela- 
tive to the founding of the Cole Ranch 
Angus herd.

THIS IS THE OLDEST known regis- 
tered herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
the United States that has been in the 
hands of one family and in continuous 
production since the day the first Angus 
breeding cattle were placed on the farm. 
The herd was founded in 1879 by Joseph 
H. Rea & Son, Carrollton, Missouri and 
is the second oldest breeding herd on 
the North American Continent, second 
only to the herd established in 1876 
when William Brown, superintendent of 
the Ontario Experimental Farm at 
Guelph, Ontario, Canada, imported the 
first Angus breeding herd, A herd that 
has been intact to this day. 

The ownership of the Moss Creek 
Herd first changed after the death of 
Joseph H. Rea at which time his son J. 
W. Rea became owner of the herd main- 
tained on the same farm and same ad- 
dress, In the spring of 1953 Mr. J. W. 
Rea died and ownership of the herd 
passed on to his widow and his sons, 
Frank G. Rea, William Rea, Joseph Rea 
and a daughter Margueritte R. Dale. 

Mrs. J. W. Rea passed away in 
December of 1967 and the herd is now 
owned by the four children. Frank G. 
Rea, is the only member of the family 
residing in Missouri and he is the man- 
ager of Moss Creek Angus Herd. Mr. 
Frank Rea is President of the First 
National Bank, Carrollton, Missouri and 
has a son, Stephen and a daughter, 
Shelly. The family home is still R. F. 
D. #1, Carrollton, Missouri,

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This letter from Thompson, Payne & Co, shows 
that J. H, Rea & Son purchased one of the four 
first purebred Aberdeen-Angus bulls imported to 
America. This letter is dated October 8, 1879. 
The MOSS CREEK HERD ads carried in the first 
Journals stated the herd was founded in 1880 
(See page 19 of this Anniversary Edition, second 
ad on outside column). It would appear the ad- 
vertising should have stated the founding of the 
herd to be 1879, 


years at the time the Journal was es- 
tablished. In the October 10, 1919 issue 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal four 
pages were devoted to telling the history 
of this herd. The following are excerpts 
from that issue: 

“On December 8, 1880, a tall, rangy 
Missourian came to market at Chicago 
with 36 head of fat cattle that marked 
the opening of a new epoch in the agri- 
culture of America. Those steers, fed 
and marketed by Joseph H. Rea, of 
Carrollton, Missouri, were the first steers 
carrying Aberdeen-Angus blood ever 
marketed in America. With Aberdeen- 
Angus baby beeves daily setting market 
‘tops’ at Chicago now, (1919) in spite 
of the fact that there are ten times as 
many cattle carrying a preponderance of 
the blood of the other two breeds the 
significance of this first lot of horn- 
less cattle is apparent. For everything 
in the cattle line coming to market in 
those days had horns, and plenty of 


“While MacDonald & Sinclair’s History 
of Aberdeen-Angus makes mention of 
the first four bulls that came to America 
in 1876, and the Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association abridged history, written 
by R. C. Auld of New York City, gives 
a paragraph or two to these bulls and 
the fact they were imported for crossing 
on the range cattle of the West, it re- 
mains for J. W. Rea of Carrollton, Mis- 
souri to complete the chapter and show 
that these bulls sent to market steers 
that made the packing and live stock 
world sit up and take note when they 
dressed fully 5 per cent more than the 
average, 

“It was ‘Bill’, Rea’s father, Joseph 
H. Rea, who brought one of these four 
imported bulls to Carroll County, buying 
him through the Kansas City Commission 
firm of Thompson, Payne & Co., when 
the bull was about seven years old and 
the ranch let him go to prevent inbreed- 
ing. Mr. Clark’s letter speaks of four 
bulls coming from Scotland in that first 
consignment to America, but the his- 
tories had always mentioned but three.” 

The Journal story then went on to tell 
about the importations made by Mr. 
Grant and then came back to the follow- 
ing information related to the thirty- 
six head of Polled-Angus steers sold on 
the Chicago Market by Mr. Rea. 

“The 36 head of Polled-Angus steers 
sold at the Stock Yards here last month, 
being the first lot of steers of this breed

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that has ever appeared in our Chicago 
pens have naturally, in addition to the 
curiosity evinced caused many inquiries 
as to their history and breeding. We 
have taken some trouble to ascertain 
what we could, about them, both as to 
who was the breeder and how they 
dressed when butchered. These cattle 
were bred upon the stock farm of Mr. 
Thomas R. Clark, a New York merchant 
who has a fine ranch at Victoria, Ellis 
county, Kansas. Mr. Clark was associ- 
ated with the late George Grant, of 
Scotland, who some years since founded 
a colony at that place and who died 
some years ago, and in connection with 
him imported a lot of Polled-Angus 
cattle from Scotland in 1873... .” The 
story continued to tell about Mr. Clark’s 
ranching operation and how he crossed 
the Angus bulls with Cherokee heifers 
and that the first cross were black and 
hornless. 

The thirty-six steers, according to 
the story were, “. .. as nice as any 
killed in this city for the weight. The 
beef thereof was uniform, one steer like 
the other, and as white as marble. It 
was a grand show at the abbattoir where 
they were killed. The weight of them 
alive averaged 1,340 pounds. . . .these 
cattle dressed 62 pounds to the 100, 
which is fully 5 lbs. more than the aver- 
BOS SG. 

“The honor of feeding these first 
steers belonged to Mr. Joseph H. Rea & 
Sons, whose herd is now almost forty 
years old, easily the oldest herd main- 
tained continuously west of the Mis- 
sissippi, and ranking right side by side 
with the Hon. J. H. Pope’s herd of 
Quebec, and Alberta, Canada. So im- 
pressed was the senior Rea with the 
grand feeding quality of these first 
‘Doddies’ that he not only bought the 
best then in this country, but sent his 
son to Scotland and carefully selected 
the best they would let go.” 


The Rea’s imported Elise 7472, by 
Justice 854 out of a dam by Judge 473, 
she was from the Ballindalloch herd 
and for some time was one of the few 
of the Trojan Ericas in America and 
her descendants went into many promi- 
nent herds. They also imported the 
Rose of Advie cow, Muscatel 588, by 
Laird of Fyvie 591; Lizzie o’ Benton 
608 was a Queen Mother by Marshall 
Var 6138; another Queen Mother was 
Princess Dagmar 8th sired by Jim Crow 
7th; Fairy Princess was a Kinnaird 
Fanny sired by Victor of Kelly 3d 602 
and another female imported was the 
Drumin Lucy, Jessie of Dunnydeer sired 
by Hollins 2d. 

Three early sires used were imported 
Erin 7470, an Erica-bred bull from Owen 
C. Wallis, Bradley Hall, England; im- 
ported Model Prince 754, bred at 
Blairshinnoch, and he a son of Edgar 


Erica 760; imported Moss Creek Etonian 
7464, a son of Etonian 524, bred at Bal- 
lindalloch. He was the sire of Iliad. 


Later the Rea’s purchased two bulls 

from W. J. Turpin, and these were an 
outcross from the three early sires’ 
bloodlines. One was Grapewood Togo 
by Pride’s Albion 5th by Pride of Albion 
and out of a Rosegay daughter; the other 
was Grapewood Princeps, by Potter by 
Golden Abbott, out of Prima by Polar 
Star. 
The Moss Creek herd offered many 
outstanding individuals in the annual 
auctions held at Carrollton. One noted 
female was Erina 3d, the dam of Em- 
peror of Estill. When the Estill herd 
was dispersed in Chicago in March 1900, 
Mr. McHenry of Denison, Iowa was on 
hand to purchase show cattle and had 
engaged Bob Johnson, the Estill herds- 
man, to feed and care for them after he 
bought them. The first animal into the 
ring was Lucia Estill, she was an almost 
full sister to Gay Lad, and had a bull 
calf at side by Emperor of Estill. Mr. 
W. A. McHenry bought her for $2,800 at 
that time a record-breaking price for 
an Aberdeen-Angus female. 


1881 
WOODLAWN FARM 
L. B. Pierce & Sons, Inc., 
Creston, Illinois 


‘THE WOODLAWN herd has been 
maintained near Creston, Illinois since 
its establishment and founding there in 
1881 by B. R. Pierce. The story of 
Woodlawn is a story of the self-made 
success of the founder, Blanford Rude 
Pierce, and his descendants. 

B. R. Pierce was of Scotch and English 
ancestry, born in Oneida County, New 
York, reared on a farm and at seventeen 
years of age became a school teacher, 
and served an apprenticeship to a car- 
penter, This trade took him west, first 
to Chicago, then to Clinton, where he 
taught school in the winter and worked 
as a carpenter in the summer. Con- 
sidering the lack of capital the modest 
beginning of Woodlawn Farm and its 
remarkable history are proof of the su- 
perior type of cattle upon which the herd 
was built. 

The first six head purchased were of 
Scotch bred cattle from the importers 
Geary Bros. and Whitfield of Ontario, 
Canada. Included in the group were the 
females Promise 3160, Louisa 5th of 
Easter Tulloch, Elsie of Templeton 3179 
and the young bull Rio 3169 from the 
herd of Alex Mann, Ballintomb, Scot- 
land. A total of eight head including 
calves were entered by B. R. Pierce in 
Volume 1 of the herd book when the

American Angus Association was formed 
in 1883. 

Succeeding years witnessed major pur- 
chases of seed stock and the use of such 
bulls as Moon Eclipser 8635 and his son, 
the home bred Bell’s Eclipser 20695, 
sire of many noted cattle including Black 
Woodlawn 42088, senior champion of the 
1902 International. (Grand champions 
were not selected in 1901-1902.) 

Moon Eclipser was the sire of Bell’s 
Eclipser, Lord Woodlawn, Beauty’s 
Eclipser and other great breeding bulls. 
He was the first of a remarkable trio 
of smooth-shouldered, great heart-girthed 
bulls to appear in the American show- 
yards; the other two being Gay Lad and 
Heather Lad of Emerson 2d. Moon 
Eclipser was a son of the famous Rugby 
and was grand champion of the state 
fairs in 1892 and was one of the great 
sires of his day. 

Bell’s Eclipser succeeded his sire as 
head sire of the Woodlawn herd. He 
sired Black Woodlawn and this bull’s 
blood has probably been intensified in 
more herds than that of any other one 
bull. 

The opening year of the twentieth 
century was important to the fortunes 
of the Woodlawn herd as the home bred 
steers Advance and Good Times were 
grand champion and reserve grand cham- 
pion of the International show and fo- 
cused attention on the production of 
the herd and the fitter and exhibitor 
Stanley R. Pierce, son of the founder. 

These years also marked well in An- 
gus history the time of Black Woodlawn 
42088 whose descendants in the herds of 
P. J. Donohue and his Iowa neighbors 
dominated the Angus scene for nearly 
two decades. As an illustration—a son, 
Brookside Star 63486, sired both grand 
champions at the 1907 International 
and the bull Glenfoil Thickset 2d was 
grand champion again in 1908 and 1909. 
Another great son was Oakville Quiet 
Lad, progenitor of the famous Eileen- 
meres, Belfast, Belford, Black Belmore 
and Golden Gleam are other descendants 
of Black Woodlawn.

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Female descendants of Black Woodlawn 
gaining International championships have 
been Glenfoil Rose, Glenfoil Queen 2d, 
Queen of Rosemere 5th, Barbara of 
Rosemere 33d, Queen’s Viola K., Black- 
bird Bertie, Ames Plantation Kedra, 
Barbara of Rosemere 40th and Pride of 
Rosemere 67th. 

Mr. B. R. Pierce died in 1909 and the 
herd was continued by his son Stanley 
R. Pierce who became president of the 
American Angus Association in 1912. 
Herd sires of these years included Prince 
Ito 50006, the twice Highland champion 
(before Perth) and the sire of the 1905 
International champion. Prince Ito had 
been bred in the famous Ballindalloch 
herd of Scotland and was the only High- 
land champion which had been imported 
and publicly offered at auction in 
America up to that time. He was pur- 
chased by Woodlawn at the Chicago 
sale in February 1902 at the then record 
price of $9,100.00. The quality of his 
get and the way his descendants bred 
on certainly justified the price. 

Other herd sires of ensuing years in- 
cluded two sons of Earl Marshall, two 
sons of Blackcap Revolution and Mulben 
Portfolio from the Macpherson herd in 
Scotland. 

In 1904 the grand champion bull of 
the St. Louis World’s Fair was Prince 
Ito 2d, the undefeated son of Imp. Prince 
Ito, Other sons of Prince Ito were also 
winning and proving that the Ballindal- 
loch stock bull Eblito was not the only 
outstanding son of the Highland cham- 
pion, which had been transplanted in 
America. Angus breeders’ prospered 
during the years of World War I, how- 
ever the Twenties and Thirties were an- 
other story. 

Today the Woodlawn herd is con- 
tinued where it was first established in 
1881, by Lewis B. Pierce, grandson of 
the founder and his two sons, Norris 
and L. B. Pierce, Jr, Lewis Pierce served 
as President of the American Angus As- 
sociation in 1959, Three adjoining farms 
are also owned and operated as part of 
Woodlawn. An annual count of all ages 
of Angus cattle maintained usually comes 
to about 300 head. 

The sires in service in 1968: Dor Mac’s 
Bardoliermere 40th; Woodlawn Bardo- 
liermere 93d; Kent Hollow K. 174 and 
Twin Knolls Master Key 5th. 

From 1950 through 1963 fifteen grand 
or reserve championships in the pen of 
three and pen of five bull classes at 
Denver were won by Woodlawn. Their 
show herd was campaigned in 1962 and 
1963 with favorable results and the fol- 
lowing winnings were listed: Grand 
champion bull American Royal; reserve 
senior champion female at American 
Royal; first 3 bull group and first 2 bull 
group at the American Royal: reserve 
grand champion female, reserve grand 
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champion bull, reserve senior champion 
bull, reserve champion pen of 3 bulls and 
top selling pen of three bulls at Denver; 
reserve grand champion and top selling 
female of the Illinois Futurity Show and 
Sale; grand champion and top selling bull 
and the top selling female of the Chicago- 
land Sale and Show. 

Sander’s history of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle devoted most of twelve pages to 
the early history of the Woodlawn herd 
from the founding through 1927. The 
closing paragraph is still appropriate, 
“Woodlawn and the Pierces, therefore, 
are destined, it would seem, to be identi- 
fied with the breed in America for many 
years to come.” 


1883 
ALLENHURST FARM 
Mr. & Mrs. Goebel Porter 
Lexington, Kentucky 


A LLENHURST FARM is located in the 
center of the most famous race horse 
section of Kentucky being on the Old 
Frankfort Pike at Lexington in the 
neighborhood of such famous horse farms 
as King Ranch Farm, Dan Ada Farm, 
Blue Grass Heights Farm and adjoining 
Darby Dan Farm which produced two 
recent Kentucky Derby winners. 

Allenhurst Angus Herd was founded in 
1883 by H. C. Allen of Harristown, II- 
linois. He was a charter member of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation and one of the 112 breeders 
who were members of the Association 
when it was incorporated in Chicago, 
Illinois on November 26, 1883, and is so 
listed on page 14 in the back of the first 
volume of the American herd books 
published in 1886. 

Mr. Allen owned Ariadne 6th 1475, a 
cow calved May 19, 1879; Jennet of Lake 
Forest 2d 3624, calved June 15, 1883 and 
Lady Pigot 2d 4582 calved February 1, 
1883, all recorded in Volume 1 of our 
Herd Book. 

In 1891 Mr. H. C, Allen moved his herd 
from Harristown, Illinois to Georgetown, 
Kentucky. 

In 1900 Mr. Allen consigned four head 
to the December 6th & 7th Combination 
Sale held in Chicago including one of the 
first animals named for the farm “Allen- 
hurst,” she was Allenhurst Perfection 2d, 
calved September 17, 1899. In this sale 
Mr. Allen sold Valiant Knight 2d 29331 
for $1,140.00 then the highest priced two- 
year-old bull ever sold publicly in 
America and he became the only animal 
who ever won first prize at three Inter- 
nationals, 1900, 1901 and 1902. 

Mr. Allen showed cattle successfully at 
the International, Pan American Ex- 
position, Ohio State Fair, Kentucky State 
Fair, New York State Fair and others.

His son J. Harvey Allen became active 
with the herd and showed it succe:sfully 
at the International when he was sixteen 
years old. He joined the Association at 
sixteen so he could sell in the Inter- 
national Show and Sale. 

In 1924 J. Harvey Allen moved the herd 
from Georgetown to Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, its home for the past 44 years. 
Mr. Allen served as President of the 
Kentucky Angus Association and as sale 
manager from 1937 through 1944 and was 
instrumental in the founding of the As- 
sociation in 19387. This Kentucky Associ- 
ation is now one of the most active As- 
sociations in the entire United States. 

J. Harvey Allen assisted many 4-H 
Club Members with selections and fitting 
of their animals. Cattle from his herd 
have won numerous awards on the South- 
ern Show Circuit and his cattle have won 
at the International, Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana State Fairs, A number of his 
steers have been grand champions and 
won Get of Sire awards at the various 
shows. 

In the spring of 1948 J. Harvey Allen 
transferred ownership of the herd, along 
with the farm name Allenhurst to Mr. 
and Mrs. Goebel Porter. Mrs. Porter 
being his daughter Martha Allen Porter 
who is a life and charter member of the 
American Angus Auxiliary. Mr. Porter 
is a graduate with a B. S. Degree in 
Agriculture at the University of Ken- 
tucky andaJ.D. in Law at the University 
of Chicago. He has practiced law nearly 
twenty years and is presently retired. 

They have two sons Allen Ramsey 
Porter, nineteen, who was a Junior this 
past fall at the University of Kentucky.

The youngest son is Don Wakefield 
Porter who was a Freshman at the Uni- 
versity this fall. The Allenhurst herd 
is in the fourth generation from the 
founder H. C. Allen. 

In 1948 Frank Richards, at the time, 
secretary of the American Angus Associ- 
ation, wrote the Porters stating, “There 
are few herds of cattle that have had the 
continued operation your herd has had, 
and I can well understand why you want 
to keep the chain of continuous produc- 
tion unbroken.” 

Through the years the sires selected 
for service at Allenhurst have been— 

Valiant Knight 2d 29331 the only bull 
that was f'-.t prize winner three times 
at the International: 1900, 1901, 1902. 

Prince Elcho 3d, bred at Allenhurst, 
grandson of Imported Elcho of Harvies- 
toun. He sired Barbara 15 of Hillcrest 
who was the grandam of Eva’s Bandolier 
Lad the sire of Bardoliermere 2d the 
fountainhead of the O. Bardoliermeres. 
Many breeders have given Allenhurst 
credit for contributing to the blood and 
successful breeding ability of the Ohio 
Bardoliermeres. Prince Elcho 3d must 
be listed among the great Kentucky bulls 
of all time. 

Glencarnock Bardolier, a double bred 
grandson of Black Bardolier 2d, In the 
Allenhurst cow herd they have the con- 
centration of the blood of Black Bardo- 
lier, Black Bardolier 2d and Prince Elcho 
8d representing Imported Elcho of 
Harviestoun. 
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Eric of Reverie Knoll 5th a grandson 
of Rally Georgina-2d whom Reverie Knoll 
stated “was one of the greatest cows we 
have ever seen.” 

Bardoliermere B. 53d was sired by 
Bardoliermere G. B. 5th nicknamed 
“Elmer the Great” on account of his 
breeding and show record. 

Elkhorn Whitneymere was a sui of 
Whitneymere and a double bred grand- 
son of Homeplace Eileenmere 210th. 

B. V. Ekonomist 33d a grandson of 
Ekonomist of Gloagburn, Champion at 
Perth, Scotland, His dam a granddaugh- 
ter of Homeplace Eileenmere 999-35th. 

Allenhurst O. Bardoliermere is the 
present senior herd sire calved at Allen- 
hurst out of Ankony Eraline Erica by O. 
Bardoliermere. He is a grandson of An- 
konian 3527 by Homeplace Eileenmere 
999-35th. 

Thus the breeding program has for 
many years stressed the Imported blood 
of Prince Elcho 3d and Black Bardolier. 
These cows are being bred to Allenhurst 
O. Bardoliermere, who was pronounced by 
a member of the faculty of the Animal 
Science Department of the University of 
Kentucky to be “one of the best bulls he 
has seen in the past six years.” 

The present herd at Allenhurst con- 
sists of seventy registered cows. One of 
these is Bournedale Eraline by Home- 
place Eileenmere 999-35th and out of 
Ankony Eraline. She is a full sister to 
Ankonian 3501st that Ankony sold for 
$58,000, Bournedale Eraline is the dam 


of Ankony Eraline Erica the mother of 
Allenhurst O. Bardoliermere. 

A number of the cows in this herd to- 
day are descendants of the cattle that 
have been in the herd more than fifty 
years. Among them are Allenhurst Black- 
bird 104th; Allenhurst Blackbird 116th 
and Pride of Allenhurst 134th. 

Allenhurst, Kentucky’s Oldest Herd and

AYLSWORTH ANGUS 
Elton, Louisiana 


'T HIS HERD was founded in 1885 by 
George W. Aylsworth, Elton, Louisiana 
after he moved there from West Liberty, 
Iowa. The first cattle were native cows 
from Iowa. His son, Walter, recalls his 
dad telling that the first black bull was 
purchased from an unknown source at a 
time when he was known only as a Black 
Polled bull. There are no records to 
indicate if he was a registered Angus or 
not. 

The herd today is under the ownership 
of Walter and George N, Aylsworth, 
sons of the founder of the herd, George 
W. Aylsworth, and Lloyd Aylsworth, son 
of Walter. 

Lloyd wrote, “The first registered bull 
was purchased from Mr. A. R. McBurney 
of Welsh, Louisiana. Mr. McBurney was 
one of the pioneer Angus breeders in the 
state. Only registered bulls have been 
used the past twenty-nine years. 

“In recent years and at the present 
time the bulls being used were purchased 
from Roy Bucklin of Elton, Louisiana. 
Other bulls have been purchased from 
Homeplace Farms, Cameron, Missouri 
and he was a son of Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 375th; also several sons of Bardo- 
liermere WWF 51 from A, H. Spitzer, 
Pleasant Plains, Illinois and also a son 
of the ‘51st’ from Ray Buerkett of 
Pleasant Plains.” 

In November 1967, following the In- 
ternational Livestock Exposition, Lloyd 
went to Mahogany Farms, Williamston, 
Michigan where he saw a good son of 
Ankonian President out of an Ankony 
Jill Erica cow that Mahogany had pur- 
chased at the Ankony Dispersion. This 
bull calf by Ankonian President was 
purchased in partnership with Roy Buck- 
lin and this bull will be used artificially 
in the future. 

The Aylsworth Angus cow herd now 
totals some one hundred and thirty head 
of commercial cows and _ twenty-five 
registered cows. Since about 1958 the 
only females purchased were a group of 
top commercial open heifers and twelve 
registered cows and heifers. 

The cattle graze on pasture that is

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rotated with rice. The land is pastured 
two years and farmed to rice for one 
year, The cattle are turned into the rice 
fields and clean up the stubble which 
makes good grazing until a frost hits it. 
Then the cattle are turned into Gulf Rye- 
grass pastures which is planted in the 
fall for winter grazing. The Ryegrass 
along with good lespedeza hay is all the 
cattle get except for a few head that 
may need some extra protein and grain, 
These cattle are fed either range cubes 
or a corn, salt, cottonseed meal and soy- 
bean meal mixture. 

The majority of the calves are dropped 
in January, February and March and are 
weaned and sold in the fall, bringing top 
prices as feeder calves. 

This herd has been owned and oper- 
ated by the Aylsworth family more than 
eighty years.

Lloyd wrote, “My Dad bought a 
lifetime subscription to the Journal 
twenty-five years ago. I enjoy the Jour- 


nal very much and hope that the sub- 
scription never runs out.” 

We want to thank Lloyd for sending 
this resume of the family herd as it is 
one of the few combination commercial- 
registered operations over fifty years old. 


Association, with registration number 
32913 signed by Thos. McFarlane and 
issued May 8, 1899. 

On June 27, 1905 the certificate of 
registry for the bull Angus of Millet 
-818- was issued by J. W. Nimmo. This 
bull was calved May 7, 1903, bred by 
B. A. Van Meter, Millet, Alberta, and 
transferred to Chas. C. Ellett, whose 
address was shown as Strathcona, Al- 
berta. The sire was General Buller of 
Millett -641- dam Bonnie Bell of Millett 
—838— by Chiltern of Brandon —415-. 
This bull’s tabulation traced back to 
such well-known sires as Prince of Tilly- 
four, Hanton, Angus, Monarch, Panmure; 
and females in the pedigree were Vine 
of Tillyfour, Daisy of Tillyfour, Char- 
lotte, Lola Montes, Queen Mother, Queen 
of Ardovie and Black Meg. 

As G, J. Ellett wrote, “The cattle in- 
creased somewhat faster than the family 
of one daughter and five sons. As the 
sons grew up the name went under that 
of C. Ellett and Sons until Mr. Ellett’s 
death in 1948. The herd was then oper- 
ated by Ellett Bros., the two youngest 
sons Richard and Geoff. They are still 
on the original farm which has increased 
to 640 acres, with one hundred head of 
registered Angus.” 

Charles Ellett was president and a 


director of the Alberta Aberdeen-Angus 
Association for many years, and also 
held a similar position with the Canadian 
Association and was made honorary life 
president of the Canadian Association 
in 1946. 

Some of the sires used through the 
years were Favorite Mac of Abelour 
41226; Enchanter of Don Head 50th 
88128; Bonnie Chance Jumbo 17th 196778 
and the present herd sire is Coralta- 
mere 259440. 

The Sandy Lake herd has been on the 
Federal Provincial Performance test for 
the last seven years. Practically all sales 
have been of a private nature and not 
through the shows and sales, Two recent 
sales were made to customers of over for- 
ty years standing. Sandy Lake has sold 
cattle into the United States as far 
east as Maryland and as far south as 
Texas. It is unusual to go to a sale that 
doesn’t include cattle with a Sandy Lake 
name; even the famous Canadian Colos- 
sal has Sandy Lake mentioned six times 
in his pedigree. 

Elletts were pioneer breeders in the 
Edmonton area and when Charles found- 
ed his herd of grade cattle in 1885, 
Edmonton was an outpost with a popu- 
lation of 250 persons—in 1968 it num- 
bers 300,000.

IN 1885 Charles Ellett arrived in Ed- 
monton, Alberta, Canada as a young 
man from London, England and settled 
twelve miles south on a homestead with 
a few grade Angus cows. 

Ten years later in 1895 he married 
a girl also from London and started rais- 
ing a family as well as registered Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle with the herd name 
of Sandy Lake. 

One of his early sires was Gordon 
(345) calved May 26, 1891, bred by 
W. F. Gordon-Cumming, Qiorn Ranch, 
Calgary, Alberta. Sire Brutus of Min- 
more (imp), dam Model of Earnside 
(imp), by Chancellor of Invermarkie. 

One of the early females was Jessie 
(496) calved May 20, 1897, bred by Alex- 
ander McKinnon, Hillsburg, Ontario, sired 
by Captain Bob (342), dam Jenny of Both- 
well (146) by Benevent (imp) (16). 
These two certificates were issued March 
8, 1898 and were signed by Henry Wade. 

Another of the early females was 
Hillsburg Annie -1001-— calved October 
20, 1898, sired by Donald of Tweedhill 
and out of Ayah 3rd, she was purchased 
from Alex McKinnon of Hillsburg, On- 
tario and this certificate was for reg- 
istry issued by the American Angus

‘TURNING TO Sanders History of 
Aberdeen-Angus we read that in 1886 
Alexander Campbell founded a herd at 


Mr. J. R. Campbell, Utica, Minnesota, founder 
of Highland Stock Farms. 


Clyde, Minnesota as did J. R, and Joseph 
Campbell. These three were the original 
Campbell Bros., natives of Scotland. 

The foundation females were pur- 
chased from Anderson & Findlay, and 
sired by imp. Basuto. J. R. and Joseph 
Campbell had in service Sambo of City- 
side 4919 a son of Paris 3rd. He was bred 
by M. H. Cochrane, Hillhurst, Canada 
and owned by Thomas McFarlane, Iowa 
City, Iowa. These animals made up the 
original Highland Stock Farms’ herd 
and marked the beginning of the Camp- 
bells in cattle breeding in America. These 
men, for their lifetimes and those of 
their descendants, have ever since been 
identified with Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The first female purchased in 1886 
was Barbara 1935 and there are a num- 
ber of females in the present herd of 
350 cows that trace back to this original 
purchase. 

John R. Campbell was the father of 
Benjamin and Lewis A. Campbell, both 
past presidents of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeder’s Association. There 
was another brother, Edward A. who 
passed away early in life leaving Ben- 
jamin and Lewis to operate as Campbell 
Brothers. 

Benjamin had two sons, Locksley and 
Stanley. Stanley has two sons, Lyle and 
Alan. Alan has three sons, Greg, Thomas 
and John R. “Wee John” Campbell. To- 
gether they make up the Campbell Bros. 
with Alan on the Joseph Campbell farm 
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An outstanding, massive son of Elevate of 
Eastfield. Out of a “1032d” daughter who is a 
full sister to the noted Ankonian 32129.

Since 1880 Harry Masterson 
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and Lyle and Stanley on the John R. 
Campbell farm. The farms have always 
been called Highland Stock Farms, which 
presumably is derived from the High- 
lands of Scotland, from which the first 
brothers immigrated, 

About the turn of the century Camp- 
bell Bros. were using Luculus Windsor, 
his sire and dam both champions at the 
World’s Fair. Then came Juba of Mor- 
lich, a champion in Scotland and who 
was purchased by Campbells in an Angus 
sale held in Chicago for $1500. He was 
one of the largest, smoothest bulls of 
the breed seen in American showyards, 
according to A. H. Sanders. 

Later they used King Earl from the 
Escher & Ryan herd. Then Black Bod 
6th, a double-bred Black Woodlawn bull 
of great size and this bull was purchased 
from Galbraith, Algona, Iowa. In later 
years Blackcap Belmore and Blackcap- 
mere 121 were used to a great extent. 

In 1947 the reserve champion at Aber- 
deen and top bull of that sale, Gregory 
of Auldich, was imported from Scotland. 
Then they used Halkon of Auldich. The 
third imported bull, Generic of Auldich, 
was imported in the 1950’s. Generic of 
Auldich was a full brother to Cyp 2d of 
Auldich, the dam of Georgina Erica of 
Blackpost, the 1950 International grand 
champion female. 

Campbell Brothers next used Prince 
of Red Gate 46th bred by Edward Jen- 
kins. He was a full brother to the 19th, 
the $30,000 bull. Then they next used 
Ergen of Harviestoun, bred by the mas- 
ter breeder, Mr. J. E. Kerr of Scotland. 

Herd sires now in service are Hay- 
stack Panarama 11th, a son of Panarama 
of Eastfield; Ankonian Banner 79th, a 
son of Banner of Belladrum; and An- 
konian Ballott 39th, a son of Ballot of 
Belladrum. They also are using three 
sons of Ankonian President, Ankonian 
President 146th, 219th and 222d. 

Highland Stock Farms’ showing of cat- 
tle has been very limited. They did own 
the sire of the 1900 International grand 
champion steer; they bred a steer that 
was exhibited by the University of Min- 
nesota that was reserve champion three 
times at Chicago. The steer John Tenis 
showed to the reserve champion on the 
hoof in Chicago was bred at Highland 
Stock Farms. Campbell Bros. showed 
the top carcass steer at the first Upper 
Mid-West Steer Show held at Austin, 
Minnesota, and have also had the top 
steer on the hoof at this event. 

In Minnesota they have produced more 
top animals in the State Sale than any 
other herd. Their family showed five 
Grand champion females over all breeds 
in 4-H at the Minnesota State Fair. 
These were heifers bred at Highland 
Stock Farms and that were exhibited by 
Lyle, Donna, Marian, Alan and Phyllis 
Campbell. 
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The first Angus picnic, about 1912, 
was held at Highland Stock Farms when 
it was under the management of Lewis 
A. Campbell, and Lewis’ portrait was 
hung in the Hall of Fame at Peters Hall 
at the University of Minnesota in 1967. 
Stanley is the third generation with 
Angus cattle. His sons Lyle and Alan 
are the fourth generation, and Alan’s 
three sons, Greg, Thomas and “Wee” 
John R, are the fifth generation to be 
with Angus cattle on the same farms. 


1888 
GREENVIEW STOCK FARM 
Marvin McWhorter 
Aledo, Illinois 


THIS MERCER COUNTY, Illinois 
herd was established by L. McWhorter 
in 1888, for the old Greenview Stock 
Farm records show that on April 3, 1888 
the first Angus bull was brought onto 
the McWhorter farm and was purchased 
from J. J. Rodgers, of Abington, Illinois. 
Rodgers, an early improver, had for 
several years brought over the output 
of the Kinochtry herd in Scotland. 

On February 21, 1889, the cow Ebony 
was purchased from O. A. Bridgeford, 
of Mercer county. She was the first 
registered female brought onto the Mc- 
Whorter farm, a Cairnballoch Fanny, a 
family that a half-century later was 
hardly known. While the McWhorters 
may have considered the purchase of 
this cow the founding of the registered 
Angus operation on their farm, our sys- 
tem of dating the establishing of an 
Angus operation would be the date the 
first Angus animal, bull or female, was 
purchased. 

In 1917 the Greenview herd was sold 
down to a few animals. The families 
represented in the herd from 1888 until 
1917 were the Blackbirds, four branches 
of Blackcaps, the Enchantress and Eisa 
Ericas. The Greenview records show that 
during the period of 1889 to 1917 a 
total of 945 calves were recorded. Never 
totally out of registered cattle Hugh 
McWhorter ran the herd on a commercial 
basis for about two years then switched 
back to an all registered operation.

was based on approximately twenty of 
the best known families of cattle.

the McHenry and early Battles herds. 
The Coquette breeding traces back to 
Coquette McHenry 30th and to Glenfoil 
Thickset 2nd. The Portlethen Lucy family 
is better known in Canada than in the 
states and has produced some real good 
cattle. 

Hugh McWhorter served many years 
as the secretary of the Mercer County 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
and as manager of their auction sales. 
The annual Anniversary sale has been 
held each March, but for several years 
more than one sale each year was re- 
quired to provide an outlet for the sur- 
plus breeding stock offered from this 
association group. Mercer County was 
the first such organization in the United 
States, and one of the largest local as- 
sociations, if not the largest. It was in 
April 1929 that with the help of the 
late W. H. Tomhave, then secretary of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association and the late Fred Hahne, 
publisher of the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal that this association was made a 
permanent organization. 

Hugh McWhorter was a keen student 
of pedigree, he attended many auctions 
over the country and one of the earliest 


-he attended was the Estill Dispersion 
‘ held in Chicago in 1900. He delighted in 


planning matings by pedigree, making 
up the tabulation of a calf before the 
matings were made. Then when it was 
time for the calf to be born and it was 
due to be something really fancy, he 
would hold up all other proceedings— 
including many a _ breakfast—until he 
knew the calf was all right. 

Hugh knew how to pick cattle for 
the breeding herd. One prime example 
was his purchase of a Witch of Endor 
cow that was out of New Mexico and

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carried a brand. She also carried four 
crosses of Witch of Endor breeding— 
and she produced top young things in 
the herd. Four of the Ballindalloch Jilts 
in the herd twenty years ago, there were 
eight in the herd, were of recent im- 
portation and trace back to the old Good- 
win importation, Another Jilt in the 
herd was brought into Mercer county 
about 1898. 

About 1948 the membership was trans- 
ferred from L. McWhorter to Hugh 
McWhorter and his twin sons, Marvin 
and Morton, better known as “Bus” and 
“Bud” and Greenview Stock Farm re- 
mained under this management until 
March 1956, when Hugh died. When his 
estate was settled, Marvin purchased 
the herd, stayed on the home place and 
continued with the registered operation. 
At the time Hugh McWhorter had served 
continuously as secretary and sale man- 
ager of the Mercer County Association 
for about twenty-seven years. Marvin 
served as secretary and sale manager 
for three years, 1959-1961 and in 1968 
was completing his second year as vice 
president of the Mercer County Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. and Mrs, Marvin McWhorter have 
three children, Jan, Tim, and Rex, all 
have cattle in their own names and have 
been showing quite successfully in the 
local fairs for several years. The children 
are the fourth generation raising Angus 
cattle at Greenview Stock Farm. 


In 1968 the herd consisted of approxi- 
mately sixty head of cows. Herd sires 
most recently used were H. A. F. Eileen- 
mere 33d a son of H. A. F. Eileenmere 
1104th that was purchased from Chlorol 
H. Hildengrand of Bedford, Indiana; 
Juana Eric of B. M. L. 54th a son of 
Ballot of Meadow Lane that was pur- 
chased from Adam Schlipf of Gridley, 
Illinois; Steck Bardoliermere 64th a 
grandson of O. Bardoliermere 2d that 
was purchased from Frank and Raymond 
Steck, Olewein, Iowa; Bell Boy S-7th 
also from the Frank and Raymond Steck 
herd. Bardoliermere T. 100th is another 
grandson of O. Bardoliermere 2d that 
is owned by Tim McWhorter. 


Twenty years ago we stated Greenview 
Stock Farm has sold breeding stock into 
all sections of this country, from New 
Hampshire to California and from Can- 
ada to Louisiana. In spite of being one 
of the oldest herds in the country to 
remain in continuous production, it ap- 
pears that with Marvin “Bus” McWhor- 
ter and the children all interested in 
carrying on, that the breeding that made 
Greenview famous will still be available 
many more years. And, that Mercer 
County, “The Aberdeenshire of Amer- 
ica” will furnish many more top cattle 
to the breeders of Angus in America, 
and the McWhorters will provide their 
fair share in the future as in the past.

THE ANGUS cattle herd now owned 
by John Cumming and his wife, Kathryn 
Candor Cumming, of Aledo, Mercer 
County, Illinois, was started in 1888 by 
W. L. and John Candor, on the same 
farm where it is now located. The first 
cattle recorded by them, under the name 
of Candor Bros. were sired by “Prince 
of the Realm 8250th” and the first one re- 
corded was calved June 13, 1889. 

Upon the death of John Candor, the 
membership in the American Angus As- 
sociation was carried by W. L. Candor 
and in 1918 became W. L, Candor and 
Son, D. B. Candor. Mrs. John Cumming 
is a daughter of Mr. D. B. Candor. In 
1955 Mr. Candor suffered a severe heart 
attack and was not able to continue 
his farming operations, and moved from 
the farm in Ohio Grove township to a 
home in Aledo. At this time the Cum- 
mings and their daughter Mary Kay 
moved to the home farm. Mr, Candor 
retained ownership of the Angus cattle 
until October, 1956, at which time the 
Cummings purchased the entire herd, 
and the membership in the Association 
is now carried by John Cumming, In 
1957 Mary Kay purchased a Junior mem- 
bership, and owned and showed her own 
cattle in 4-H shows in Mercer County 
for a number of years. She transferred 
this to a life time membership in the 
Association in October of 1967. She 
graduated from Illinois State University 
at Normal, Illincis in January, 1968 
with a B. A. degree in English, and 
is presently doing graduate work there. 
Her entire college education has been 
financed by the cattle, which she has 
bred and sold. 

The 240 acre farm in Ohio Grove 
Township, Mercer County, Illinois was 
settled by Thomas Candor, who came 
to Illinois from Pennsylvania in 1930. 
This farm is still owned by direct des- 
cendants of Mr. Candor. Mary Kay Cum- 
ming is the sixth generation to live 
on this farm, and the fourth generation 
to own descendants of the Angus herd 
which originated there. 

The Candor herd, together with the 
McWhorter and Thornton herds were 
the first three established in Mercer 
County. We have been active members 
of the Mercer County Angus Breeders 
Association from its beginning, and 
there have been very few sales by the 
Association which did not list some cattle 
from the Candor’s and the Cumming’s. 
It has never been a show herd, and 
has not produced any famous names. 
But it has always been a working herd, 
and has made a very good living for 
the families who owned it. Mr. John 


Cumming is especially interested in the 
breeding of Angus cattle and in the 
improvement of his herd. 

There are not very many items of 
interest about the cattle which I can 
recall, as my father was not one to talk 
much about them. One thing I remember 
his telling about, was that about 1899 
or 1900, they sold the entire herd of 
about 100 head, with the exception of 
2 or 8 cows, to a Candor cousin in the 
Dakotas, where Mr. H. D. Candor still 
owns a herd. 

At the present time the Cumming 
herd consists of 39 cows, 7 of which 
are Mary Kay’s. Four of Mary Kay’s 
cows are direct descendants of a cow, 
Blackcap Elda 409580, which was calved 
on March 16, 1927, and bred by W. L. 
Candor & Son. Mary Kay’s first cow 
was Blackcap Elda Kay, and the name 
is being continued. She also has a year- 
ling bull sired by Bellevue Astronaut 2d. 

The senior herd sire is presently Ballot 
of Bellevue 2d, son of Ballot of Bella- 
drum, purchased by Mr. Cumming in 
1965. He is assisted by Eileenmere 
2449th, a grandson of the 1100th, from 
the John J. Tolan herd. Two previous 
sires used were L. L. Bardoliermere 68th, 
and Woodlawn Bardoliermere 165th, a 
son of the 40th, purchased from the 
L. B. Pierce herd. The 7 cows owned by 
Mary Kay are all daughters of the Wood- 
lawn sire. The most recent purchase 
by the Cummings was that of Sanga- 
mour Jingo from the John Manthei 
herd, a son of the Ankonian Jingo 2d, 
at the Illinois Futurity sale in January, 
1968. 
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McKINNON ANGUS 
Hillsburg, Ontario, Canada 


MR. DOUGLAS McKINNON wrote, 
“We have what we believe to be one of 
the oldest established family herds in 
Canada. We do not have any of the old 
records as they were destroyed some 
years ago. I was always told the first 
Angus my grandfather had were reg- 
istered in the American Angus herd 
books. These cattle would be registered 
under the name of McKinnon & Burt, 
Hillsburg or Conigsby, Ontario. The 
earliest records we can now find are 
for a female named ‘Anetta 14321’ 
calved on April 25, 1890, and was reg- 
istered as being calved the property 
of McKinnon and Burt.” 

There are no records showing when 
the partnership of McKinnon and Burt 
was dissolved but the McKinnons have 
always maintained a herd of Angus 
since the first herd was founded. Burt 
Jr. was a cousin of Douglas McKinnon’s 
grandfather and one of his sons main-

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tained a herd of Angus until he retired 
about 15 years ago. 

Grandfather McKinnon, in telling of 
his experiences as an Angus breeder told 
how he purchased two cows and their 
small calves and walked them home from 
Burlington, a distance of about forty- 
five miles. This was the talk of the 
neighborhood and was something that 
was talked about for several years. 

Douglas has in his possession a medal- 
lion for the best herd of Angus cattle 
exhibited at the Erin Fall Fair in 1905 
that was won by his grandfather, Alex 
McKinnon. He can find no records as to 
when he first exhibited cattle at Erin 
Fair but according to what his father, 
Arnold, told him they had exhibited cattle 
quite a few years before they won the 
medallion. 

Arnold McKinnon founded his herd 
with cattle from the Alex McKinnon 
herd in 1917, Arnold and his father con- 
tinued to exhibit cattle at Erin Fair 
and in the late 1930’s and early 1940’s 
Arnold’s cattle were exhibited very suc- 
cessfully throughout Ontario. One year 
Douglas recalled they exhibited at 27 fall 
fairs. They also exhibited some steers 
at the Royal Winter Fair in Toronto in 
the early years after World War II. 

In 1946 they showed three steers win- 
ning three first prizes and reserve cham- 
pion. In 1947 and again in 1948 Douglas’ 
brother, Kenneth, won the coveted King’s 
Guinea for his Grand Champion 4-H 
Steer at the Royal Winter Fair. 

In 1945 the sons started their own 
herd with cattle from their father’s herd. 
In 1951 Kenneth took over the home 
farm and the cattle in partnership with 
his father. Douglas and Kenneth ex- 
hibited cattle until 1956 but have not 
shown any since that time. 

The herd has always been kept as 
a family size unit, never very large in 
numbers, but they have always tried to 
keep useful cattle and at the present 
time have twenty breeding cows. 

The following sires have keen used 
since the herd was founded, Glenelz 
Prince 21st by Glenelg; Prince Middle- 
brook, a double bred Middlebrook Prince 
33rd, he bred by Lowe & Herbin Elora, 
and later used in the noted Glenelg herd 
of C. P. R. natural resources, He sired 
the 1947 grand champion steer shown 
by Kenneth. 

The next bull used was Barbarian of 
Gladmere, he sired by Cesor Evesback 
Barry. Then they used Bandolier W. of 
Anoka by Whitney Bandolier 6th. They 
then purchased Ankonian L. 2d, a grand- 
son of Eileenmere 1032d. This was a 
bull that did an excellent job for them 
and half of the cows in the herd today 
are sired by this bull. They have only 
exhibited a few of his steer calves at 
the Royal Winter Fair and they placed 
third for Get of Sire which was a class 
open to all breeds. 
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The sire next in service was Drynoch- 
mere 2A, sired by Ankonian Jemador, 
supreme champion at C, N. E. in 1961. 
At the present time they are using 
Ballot of Hazeldown 4th, a grandson of 
Ballot of Belladrum. 


RUBICON HERD 
MELVIN’S ANGUS FARM 


Greenfield, Illinois 


'T HE RUBICON HERD of Angus cat- 
tle was founded in 1889 by S. Melvin, 
Greenfield, Illinois, Greene County, Rubi- 
con Township. Until 1940 it went under 
the ownership of S. Melvin, then two 
of his grandsons bought in and the herd 
was operated under the name of S. Mel- 
vin and Grandsons. The grandsons were 
Maurice J. and Gary Melvin. In 1941 
a partnership was formed under the 
name of Melvin Angus Farms that also 
included his son Maurice L. Maurice L. 
preceded S. Melvin in death, and S. Melvin 
passed away in 1962 at the age of 110. 
The herd was continued under the na. .e 
of Melvin Angus Farms. 

The first purchase made in 1889 was 
the cow Miss Metcalf 4647 and her calf 
from Mr. T. W. Harvey, Turlington, 
Nebraska. She was sired by Viscount 
Macduff 2d. This cow’s calf at foot was 
a bull sired by Black Knight and was 
named Alexandra Knight 2d. The first 
herd bull was also purchased from Mr. 
Harvey in 1890 and was Errol Prince 
8536. He also used the Geary-bred buli 
Bartholdi by Benevento out of Idyll, 
granddaughter of the celebrated Lady 
Ida 686. Another bull used was Moss 
Creek Egbert 10815, by Imp. Moss Creek 
Etonian 2d. 

In 1895 Mr. Melvin purchased the herd 
of Atkins and Andrews of West Point, 
Indiana and this purchase included some 
great breeding cows of the Mignonne, 
Queen Mother and Mina families. The 
same year he got several cows from 
Mr, Judy of West Point, Indiana, and 
in 1901 some from Goodwin & Judy. 
These cows were on shares, at this time 
he used their herd bull Black Monarch 
of Emerson 30331. 

Blackbird 24th and Blackbird 26th, the 
1904 and 1905 International grand cham- 
pion females were both bred and dropped 
on the farm of S. Melvin. When they 
divided up the heifers with Goodwin and 
Judy, Blackbird 24th was in the group 
going to S. Melvin, but he sold her for 
$200 and took a heifer in her place. 
About 1910 he sent his son Maurice L. 
and a friend to Chicago to purchase a 
Blackcap at a sale, they secured one for 
$990.00, shipped her home in a box car 
and led her home some four miles with 


S. Melvin at 99 years of age, September 10,

a horse blanket on her, the reason she 
had a very low back and they didn’t 
wish anyone to see a heifer that cost 
that much with that kind of a back. 
S. Melvin saw her the next day and 
thought she should still be in Chicago. 
He kept her and within ten years sold 
all her daughters and granddaughters 
but three (ten head for an average of 
$1500). The original Blackcap cow pur- 
chased was a daughter of Blackcap 
Bertram. 


There was not a more reliable or 
trustworthy breeder than S. Melvin, he 
was so careful not to overstate any 
point he was making that he acquired 
the local reputation for using the word 
“probably”. Everyone learned that his 
“probably” was very dependable. When 
he consigned cattle to a sale he would 
write and state he probably would con- 
sign, say ten head, and ten head would 
be entered in the same promptly. Mr. 
James D. McGregor, owner of Glencar- 
nock Stock Farm, Brandon, Manitoba, 
Canada, stated, “The best bargain I 
ever bought in an Aberdeen-Angus fe- 
male was the Melvin Mina which I 
bought in one of the McGavock combi- 
nation sales.” He was talking about 
Rubicon Mignonne 12th 51201, by Mc- 
Henry Blackbird 6th, the maternal grand- 
dam of Ensign of Glencarnock 217216, 
one of the important herd sires used 
in his Canadian herd. 

It was from this strain of Mina fe- 
males from the 1895 purchase of the

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herd of Atkins and Andrews that so 
many good Mignonne females came. 

Among other bulls used which greatly 
improved the Rubicon herd was Emulus, 
by Imp. Emlyn, out of Imp. Emetine by 
Merryman. He was a full brother to 
Emulus of Keillor Park, sire of the 
International champions Vala and Em- 
press Damask. Another sire used was 
McHenry Blackbird 6th by Heather Lad 
4th out of Blackbird McHenry 2d, a 
daughter of that sire of champions Ab- 
actor and Blackcap 4th, full sister to 
Black Knight 4751. Mr. Melvin added 
Blackeap and Ericas to the Rubicon herd. 
One of the Erica bulls used was Elkoman, 
sired by the International grand cham- 
pion bull Kloman, out of Eileen Lass 
2d, sister to the International grand 
champion female Eileen Lass. 

For several years he kept a herd of 
around 100 cows and several men were 
employed on the farm. One came from 
Kentucky to work for S. Melvin and 
wished to have a milk cow. Like all 
men of high integrity S. Melvin also 
had a sense of humor and told the man 
from Kentucky he could milk the cow 
in the back lot. The man had never been 
in the back lot or seen the cows, but 
took his bucket the first night and was 
not gone long when he came back and 
said, “Mr. Melvin, there’s a lot full of 
blacks. Which one?” 

The sires that were used prior to 1940 
included those from the herds of Dr. 
Craik, Montreal, Canada; Stanley Pierce, 
Woodlawn Farm, Creston, Illinois; W. A. 
McHenry, Denison, Iowa; Edwin 
Schwarm of Loogootee, Indiana as well 
as those from Mr. Harvey. Some of the 
good producing families other than those 
already mentioned were Zara, Ruth of 
Tillyfour, Duchess, Pride of Aberdeen 
and Blackcap Fandie. 

After the partnership with the boys 
was formed in 1941 they used two real 
good bulls, Blackcap Eileenmere 203 by 
Eileenmere 190th, bred by J. Frank 
Thornton of New Berlin, Illinois and 
McLeandolier 48th by McLeandolier, bred 
by J. C. McLean, Quincy, Illinois. Both 
these bulls sired good sons and daugh- 
ters and their descendents still breed 
on in the herd. 

In 1952, when S. Melvin was 100 years 
old the town of Greenfield held an S. 
Melvin Day with a parade and all the 
business places closed for three hours. 
It was said that everyone in town was 
to the parade, some fifteen hundred 
persons. 

A sire in service now is a son of Home- 
place Eileenmere 999-35th, owned in 
partnership with W. R. Klaus of Carlin- 
ville and Wilbert Joyce of Greenfield. 
The original herd is carried on under 
the banner of Melvin Angus Farms and 
is still the Rubicon Herd of Greenfield, 
Greene County, Rubicon Township, IIli- 
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nois. Maurice J. Melvin wrote me, 
“Grandfather did not believe in over- 
fitting cattle but always stood behind 
every sale more than 100 percent.”

T HE FOUNDATION OF this herd 
goes back to the first registered Aber- 
deen-Angus bull purchased by J. R. 
Cline and his father-in-law, Almond 
Henderson, to use on Red Polled cows 
back in 1889. The calves from this cross 
were so much of an improvement over 
the previous calves, they purchased 
some registered Angus females in 1892. 

The present Buena Farm’s herd was 
started by J. R. Cline’s son, Ray H. 
Cline, who is Herb E. Cline’s father. 
Ray’s first cow was Blackbird Lassie 
10th purchased in 1906. He was a con- 
tinuous breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle until 1958. The original herd was 
located at Knoxville, Iowa and later 
moved to Bussey, Iowa. In 1926 Ray and 
Herb formed a partnership which oper- 
ated the herd until 1958 when Herb 
bought Ray’s half-interest in the cattle 
and since then has owned and operated 
Buena Farms, Bussey, Iowa. 

Since the use of registered bulls on 
Red Polls was started by Herb’s grand- 
father in 1889 and Angus have been in 
their family for three generations, this 
is one of the older known Angus oper- 
ations in Iowa.

One of the first sales Herb attended 
with Ray was Held by Escher & Ryan 
at Harlan, Iowa. They took the train 
to Des Moines, Iowa, stayed overnight 
and took a 4 A. M. train to Harlan.

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Only someone raised on a farm would 
feel they spent the night in Des Moines 
if they had to catch a four o’clock train 
in the morning. 

On the trip to Harlan on the morning 
before the sale was held Chas. Escher 
put on a demonstration by showing two 
bulls. One was a real large bull and the 
other was thick, blocky and a more com- 
pact bull. It was the opinion of Mr. 
Escher that breeders should keep two 
bulls, using each one on the other’s 
daughters. To stay with just the one 
bull would result in going to an extreme 
in either direction and Chas. thought 
the way to stay in the middle-of-the-road 
was the profitable thing to do and could 
be done crossing bulls on each other’s 
daughters.

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Ray H. Cline, founder of Buena Farms, Knoxville, Iowa and son Herbert E. Cline and grandson

too that using such a large bull on his 
Red Polled cows that he got calves that 
were large and upstanding, taking thirty 
to thirty-four months to finish. When 
he changed to Angus he found the calves 
were much thicker and would finish out 
in around twenty-four months. 

As Herb said to me, “My Dad ‘Ray’ 
held his first Angus sale in 1916 at the 
farm on May 16th. Silas Igo was the 
auctioneer. I was just nine years old 
and the day was very warm. The tent 
was at the South barn about sixty rods 
from the house. People became very 
warm and thirsty and I carried water. 
Mr. H. H. Hughes from Tennessee tipped 
well and soon was first to be served 
with a fresh drink—and he purchased 
twenty-three head of females. 

“A big Irishman from Parnell, lowa 


was the herdsman who prepared cattle 
for our sale. His name was John McCune. 
As I remember the cattle averaged about 
$300.00. On March 16, 1920 a second’ 
sale was held in Knoxville at the fair- 
grounds. This was during the high prices 
of 1920. In fact Dad’s sale was one of 
the first of the spring sales and P. J. 
Donohoe’s sale in June climaxed the 
sale circuit. Dad’s sale featured the get 
and service of Blackcap Comus, a great 
sire, but died next year with Hemorr- 
hagic. 

“Many miles were traveled to replace 
him and finally the bull Edinburg 5th 
was purchased from J. M. Tudor & Son. 
He was from the cow Enamma, the 
same cow as was dam of P. J. Donohoe’s 
Edinburg. Edinburg 5th was a son of 
Buxom. He was used several years and 
then Irwin Kemp bought him to show. 
This was the year Blackcap Revolution 
was in his prime and he stood next to 
him most every show except in Chicago 
where he stood third. A bull from the 
East was second, as I remember. 


“In 1925 another sale was held to 
clear debts created during the high times. 
The 1920 sale grossed over $50,000 and 
the cattle averaged $1050 but hardly 
enough cash was collected to pay sale 
expenses. The 180 day notes proved to 
be worthless in July. Things changed 
that fast. 


“After our 1925 sale H. D. Miller 
found out Dad had only a few cattle 
left and he had his farms all full of 
cattle and not much feed, so he talked 
Dad into taking some of his cows. He 
shipped them down by rail and when 
they arrived, there were two bulls with 
them. In a couple weeks he wrote to 
do what we wished with the bulls as 
he had more than he could feed. One 
of the bull’s disposition went bad and 
Elmer Barnes of Cody, Nebraska bought 
him. The bull was tied in the barn and 
as I recall Elmer said, ‘You load him 
on the car and we will take him from 
there’. I guess he licked every bull in 
Cherry County, Nebraska. He was Brev- 
ier 4th, The other bull was Blackcap 
Brevier 3rd. This bull sired the dam of 
Bell Boy M. K., she was out of Blackcap 
Lady M., one of the cows Mr. Miller 
sent my Dad on shares, In fact I showed 
Blackbird Lady M. C. as a yearling at 
Marion County Fair in 1926. She won 
her class and was champion female. This 
was my last year in 4-H and I had grand 
champion steer at Marion County fair, 
was third at Iowa State Fair. Charles 
Ryan and Elliott Brown were ahead of 
me. 


“In the summer of 1927 Mr. Hughes 
from Tennessee came and bought Mr. 
Miller’s cows and their offspring with 
the exception of two females, Blackbird 
Lady M. C., which produced Bell Boy 
M. K., who was sired by Black Belmore,

“Our next herd sire was purchased 
from Johnson Brothers at Brooklyn, 
Towa. He was a Donohoe bred bull sired 
py Epsom Downs. He later, after a 
few years of service, was traded for 
Elidure of Brookside. He was sold in 
the state sale in 1932. 

“In 1932 we sold three coming year- 
ling bulls in the state sale in Des Moines. 
One was named grand champion of the 
show. John Blake and Elliott Brown 
were the judges. 

“In the early 1930’s two bulls were 
purchased from E. T. Davis. One a son 
of Revolution 105, the other a son of 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d. In 1936 we pur- 
chased a son of Bell Boy M. K., named 
Eri Bell Boy, from I. E. Kemp, He was 
followed by Blackcap Baron 15th of 
Page from Hartley Stock Farm of North 
Dakota. He was out of the same dam 
as Blackcap Bessie 23rd of Page. His 
first two calves were outstanding. They 
were Eric Baron 4th, reserve champion 
bull at the National Sale and Show in 
Chicago in 1947. The other bull was 
Bargess, and we used him until he was 
six years old before selling him. 

“In 1951 a son of Bargess was the 


champion Futurity Bull at the State 
Sale in Cedar Rapids. In 1956 a grand- 
son was champion open class bull. This 
same year we were in need of a new 
bull to sire heifers to retain in the herd. 
A son of Esquire of Sunbeam was pur- 
chased. He was from an Imported cow 
line. We used him two years and he 
was sold with a group of cows to start 
a new herd. 

“Our next bull was a son of Baron 
of Barnoldby, Baron of Lakewood 43rd. 
Most of the forty cows in our herd today 
are by him. He was purchased in 1958. 
Two other sires used recently, Key Ban- 
dolier Y 24th, bred by Harry Young, 
and Winton 31st of K. A. F., a son of 
Hiltonier 7185. The most recent bull 
added to the herd was Bardoliermere 7th, 
we purchased in the state sale. 

“Both of our children have cattle in 
the herd. Carolyn and her husband are 
both teaching school, and at present 
Joe is in Muscatine working for Thorp 
Loan Inc.” 

Buena Farm was established at Knox- 
ville, Iowa and moved to Bussey, Iowa 
in March 1942. The farm is on Highway 
92 between Knoxville and Albia and was 
the site of one of the 1946 Iowa Field 
Days. 


1890 


BARNES ANGUS HERD 
Cody, Nebraska 


FouNDED BY Enos R. Barnes, who 
with his wife Flutie and young son 
Elmer, came to Cherry County, Nebraska 
and settled on the Snake River, 30 miles 
south of Cody in the spring of 1889, 
following the blizzard of 1888. 

In 1890 Enos had a chance to take in 
some Texas Longhorn cows on shares, 
but needed a reference. He asked a man 
named Arkansas Bob to give a reference 
for him. Arkansas Bob wrote — “This 
fellow is a good honest fellow. Let him 
have the cows.” The owner of the cows, 
Jack Brat looked at it and said “That 
word honest means a great deal; you 
can have the cows.” These cows had been 
trailed from Texas. Mr. Barnes received 
delivery on them at North Platte, Neb- 
raska and trailed them approximately 
100 miles across the Sandhills to the 
Snake River. 

The first bulls used on these cows were 
from a carload of Angus bulls brought 
to this country from Dubuque, Iowa by 
Enos Barnes’ father. When this load 
of bulls arrived they were split three 
ways. A third was taken by Dan 
Barnes, a brother to Enos, a third by a 
neighbor and the remainder by Enos. 
These bulls were not too closely related 
so these fellows traded bulls back and 
forth until they had all died.

In 1911 Enos Barnes and his oldest 
son Elmer went into the Harlan, Iowa 
area and bought three bulls from the 
firm of Escher and Ryan. These bulls 
were nicknamed ronda, Bobby and 
Sonny. Pronda was a bull that at matur- 
ity would have weighed about 1800 lbs. 
One day Enos’ youngest son, Howard, 
found Pronda in a bush patch along the 
Snake River with his leg broke. When he 
told his dad of the misfortune he sat 
down and cried, he had thought so much 
of the old bull. 


Bobby lasted until old age caught up 
and was the bull mainly responsible for 
starting the early quality of the herd. 
Sonny was a good bull and was traded 
after using him a number of years. 

Between 1915 and 1920 they bought 
bulls from a man named Taylor at Grand 
Island, Nebraska and then from a man 
named Stevens in the Des Moines, Ia., 
area. These later bulls were part Gal- 
loway (the only bulls ever used in the 
herd that were not registered Angus). In 
1920 they bought three bulls nicknamed 
Royal, George and Buck from some place 
in Iowa. 

The early cow herd was fed but very 
little winter supplement and was ranged 
loose with very few fences and no cor- 
rals, ete., to handle them in. Any time 
that work needed to be done with or on 
a critter they would rope and throw 
them. 

From 1890 up until the time of cars 
they would come to town twice a year 
for supplies, once in the spring and again 
just before winter set in, usually taking 
the most of two days to make the trip 
one way. The first cattle sold by Enos 
Barnes were 3 year old steers that were 
shipped by rail to the Omaha Stockyards. 
The crossbreds brought $3.85 per cwt, the 
Angus $4.15. They then started selling 
calves at $22.00 per head and continued 
this for a number of years. 

Along about this time Enos_ and 
Flutie Barnes’ family were growing up. 
The family consisted of Elmer, the 
oldest son and his wife Carrie; Howard 
and his wife Flossie; and the _ only 
daughter, Eva, who later married Joe 
Andrews, Sr. Elmer and Eva both con- 
tinued in the Angus’ business. Elmer, 
who is now deceased had his Angus herd 
and it is being carried on by his wife and 
his son, Rex. 

Enos Barnes gave both of his sons an 
Angus heifer calf on their 10th birthdays. 
In 1927 his youngest son, Howard E., 
who had been in partnership with his 
older brother Elmer and his _ father, 
decided the home ranch was too small 
for three families and bought a ranch 
whose main product, up until that time, 
had been the manufacture and sale of 
moonshine liquor to the Rosebud Sioux 
Indians. (The ranch is located on the 
present Rosebud Sioux Indian Reserva- 
tion.) Several Federal Marshals con- 
vinced the previous owner that this 
wasn’t too profitable. The ranch is 
located on the Nebraska and South 
Dakota state line, northeast of Cody. 
This is about 40 miles north of the home 
place on the Snake River. In the fall of 
1927 he moved his share of the herd and 
the following year started buying bulls 
from Johnson Bros. (4 older brothers) at 
Brooklyn, Iowa. He used these bulls for 
4 or 5 years then switched to Bell Boy 
bulls produced by H. D. Miller at Morley, 
Iowa. There were 40 head or more of

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these bulls used and we have always 
credited them with establishing our first 
real quality in the herd. 

Along about this time Howard and his 
wife Flossie were also raising a family 
that consisted of two girls and one son, 
the youngest. They are: Truby Fullerton, 
Cody; Laurel Saunders, El Paso, Tex.; 
and Garth, who after a 4 year tour of 
Naval duty in the Korean war, went into 
partnership with his father in 1955. He 
had been establishing a small Angus herd 
of his own from a heifer calf given him 
by his father on his first birthday. 


In 1946 Howard’s wife Flossie passed 
away. Several years later Howard was 
married to the former Katherine An- 
drews of Cody. 


About 1946 we started using bulls 
from the Mallory Bros, herd of Hamp- 
ton, lowa. We used 10 or 12 of these and 
then a few from the Otto Frank herd 
of Manilla, Iowa. Since that time we have 
used Gauger Bros. bulls of Shady Lane 
Farms, Clear Lake, South Dakota. With 
the herd bulls now in service we have 
used over 50 head of their bulls and have 
in our cow herd slightly over 200 grand- 
daughters of their old Keylun Bardolier 
herd sire. 

In 1965, in addition to the commercial 
herd, Garth established a small pure- 
bred herd. 48 head being daughters of 
one bull. His herd sires are two Moles 
Hill bulls. One is a son of Dor Macs 
Bardoliermere 60 and the other a % 
brother to Constructor. 


Through the years we have run a herd 
of approximately 350 cows. This past 
spring we have increased the acreage 
of our ranch so that it will run a mature 
cow herd of 500 to 600 head on approxi- 
mately 12,000 acres. 


For 17 years Schmidt Bros. of Delmar, 
Iowa bought our steer calves and com- 
peted with them in the fat carload com- 
petition at the International, winning the 
Grand Championship six different times. 


Through 3 generations, from 1890 
through 1968 we have all felt Angus 
were the best bet and most modern beef 
breed available. We have always main- 
tained what most people refer to as a 
middle of the road type animal, maybe 
moving to a bit more size and length of 
body this latest generation. But we still 
feel that an animal with correct con- 
formation and heavy muscling through 
the back and rear quarter, with all the 
quality mixed in that can be found was 
the best family provider over the long 
haul.

‘THE HISTORY of this herd and that 
of Howard Barnes, Cody, Nebraska, and 
now operated by his son Garth are iden- 
tical up to 1927. Also the herd of the 
late Elmer Barnes that is now owned 
by his oldest son, Orland, of Littlefork, 
Minnesota, and the herd of Mrs, Elmer 
(Carrie) Barnes and their son Rex, of 
Nenzel, Nebraska, The cows founding 
these herds all were from their father’s 
(E. R. Barnes) Angus herd. 

Mrs. Joe Andrews was Eva Barnes. On 
October 16, 1903 her grandfather Alvah 
gave her a heifer calf. This was the 
first Angus owned by the present Mrs. 
Andrews. On May 31, 1927 she married 
Joe E. Andrews and they continued on

“Our aim is to raise smooth, fast 
growing calves that will average 460 
pounds or better for October delivery. 
Calves that will please the feeder buyers 
and go on to be market toppers for 
them. We start calving the last week of 
January and brand 900 head of calves 
in the early part of May. 

“We have 13,000 acres of deeded land 
with 15,000 acres leased. It is necessary 
for us to pasture out during the summer 
to have enough feed at home for winter. 
Have trailed cows and calves to summer 
range as far away as Norris, South 
Dakota, taking eight days in the spring 
to move.” 

Family History 

“My parents Enos Russell Barnes and 
Flutie F. Sherman Barnes settled at the 
present ranch site July 4, 1888. 

“My grandparents Alvah Elias Barnes 
and Carnelia McMillan Barnes celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary at their 
home on Snake River, June 7, 1907. It 
was a day of feasting for neighbors and 
friends for miles around with an all 
night dance and breakfast the following 
morning before they began their journey 
home. 

“My parents celebrated their Golden 
wedding at their home in Cody, Nebraska 
September 28, 1936 with all five of their 
children and families, Open house was 
held in the afternoon. 

“Last spring Joe and I were surprized 
by our family, neighbors and friends on 
our 40th Anniversary, just 60 years after 
our grandparents’ Anniversary and on 
the same Snake River about one half 
mile east of their old home site.” 


1890 
ROBB RANCH 
Jeffrey Brothers 
Smithfield, Nebraska 


ANGUS CATTLE go back so far on 
the Robb Ranch, that there is no record 
of their first appearance. However a 
neighbor recalls that there were Angus 
cattle there when he attended the little 
country school on the ranch in 1896. 

Bill Robb homesteaded in Gosper 
County in 1873. Angus cattle have been 
bred exclusively on this ranch for the 
succeeding generations, After Robb’s 
death in 1924, his daughter and her 
husband, Porter Jeffrey took over the 
management. They fed out their calves 
and shipped most of them to Omaha, 

In 1934 the ranch was passed on to 
Port’s two older sons, William and Nor-

man. After the close of World War 
II, their younger brother David joined 
them in the operation. Today, the ranch 
is run as a partnership and each of 
these men has taken his son into the 
business. 

Robb, Bill’s son, is a pilot and saves 
many working hours by checking for 
lost or sick cows, water supply, minerals, 
etc. from the air; Joe, Norman’s son, is 
a Veterinarian and does all related work 
for the ranch; Michael, David’s son, is 
presently serving his time in the Navy. 

Before specifically discussing the An- 
gus, here is a little about the ranch 
itself: The main pasture land is an 
island in the middle of the Platte River 
in south-central Nebraska. This island 
is seven miles long and up to half a mile 
wide. There are auxiliary pastures for 
the steers and heifers in the hills to 
the south of the river. The land in 
between is cropland, making the oper- 
ation of raising cattle as self-sufficient 
as possible. Today the main feedlots 
are at Joe’s and Norman’s with special 
pastures for the bulls at Robb’s. 

No one knows the exact size of the 
herd in the 1890’s nor where Bill Robb 
bought his first Angus. Much of the 
same is true about the operation under 
Porter Jeffrey. How rapidly the herd 
size increased and where new cows and 
bulls came from can only be speculated 
upon. According to Bill Jeffrey’s child- 
hood memories, the herd numbered ap- 
proximately 375 in 1920. 

During the early years, in fact up until 
about 1950, the cow herd was wintered 
on the island. The east and west ends 
of the island were used for summer 
pasture, while the center portion was 
prairie hay that was put up for winter 
feed. A crew of 10 or 12 men moved to 
the island every summer and lived there 
till the job was completed. There was 
no bridge to the island, just a trail across 
the more or less dry river bed. 

The first bill of sale for bulls that 
could be found was dated 1924. These 
bulls came from the Ralston Livestock 


Commission Co. in Omaha. In 1928 more 
bulls were purchased at Purebred Angus 
Sales across Nebraska. 

Since 1934 there have been many 
changes made in Robb Ranch. One of 
the first things Bill and Norman did upon 
taking over the operation, was to switch 
from feeding out the animals to selling 
feeder calves in the fall. They had 350 
Commercial cows in their herd at that 
time. Their first bulls came from Leon 
T. Cummings of Cummings Commission 
Co. of Kansas City, Missouri and most 
of them were Missouri bulls, They con- 
tinued to buy bulls from this source for 
the next ten years or so. 

With the war years came lack of hired 
help. The crop land was rented out so 
that the cattle business wouldn’t be 
neglected. Calves were still sold in the 
fall during these years. 

Following the war, and with David 
now home to help his older brothers, the 
men once again did their own farming. 
Again the size of the herd was increased 
and the quality improved. No doubt the 
biggest change made at this time was the 
decision to again feed out the cattle. 
These were shipped to Chicago and 
weighed as high as 1300 lbs, at shipping 
time. This practice was to continue— 
picking the best of the heifers to re- 
main in the herd, culling out old cows, 
and feeding out the remainder. 

Thirty registered heifers were added 
to the herd in 1952. Originally these 
were bought so the boys (Robb and Joe) 
could start their own registered herd. 
However when the boys went to college 
the cows were added to the regular stock 
herd to improve the bloodline, 

In 1957, and for several years there- 
after, the brothers bought bulls from the 
Pinehurst Angus Farms in Amana, Iowa. 
These bulls were Bandolier bred. 

During 1961, two more big changes 
took place. A packing plant was built 
in Lexington, 15 miles northeast of the 
ranch, and Joe Jeffrey returned from 
college to do the vet work for the ranch. 
The packing plant meant less worry 
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about weight loss and sickness during 
shipping, and the market price was de- 
termined before shipping. Joe’s return 
meant all cows were now pregnancy 
tested and bulls checked for fertility. 
Also the first-calf heifers are now kept 
near Joe’s house so he can easily check 
on calves needing to be pulled, those that 
aren’t nursing, etc. This practice has 
raised the calf crop from 80% in the 
’30’s to 95% or higher today. 

In 1962 Robb Ranch purchased bulls 
from Merle Miller of Clinton, Illinois. 
These were Dor Macs Bardoliermere 62 
bred. The last 30 bulls purchased came 
from the Black Watch Farms in Wyo- 
ming. These were bought in 1967 and 
’68 and all are sons of International 
Grand Champions or Perth Grand Cham- 
pions, such as Escort of Manorhill, Ele- 
vate of Eastfield, Panarama of Eastfield, 
and The President. 

Angus were so rare in Nebraska when 
Bill, Norman and David were small that 
if a “black” was “out” it was presumed 
to be the Jeffreys’. This is far from true 
today. There are many Angus being 
raised on all sides of the ranch, Also, 
years ago a shotgun fired into the air 
would be cause for the herd to go 
through any four-strand barb-wire fence. 
Now they are so tame that some of the 
cows can be approached and petted. For 
years the cows were wintered on wild 
hay and cake, then on corn stalks and 
alfalfa hay. Next year they will be 
turned into the stalk fields and fed hay- 
lage. 

Plans for the future include a larger 
cow herd. Today’s is approximately 600. 
Due to the completion this year of a 
diverted Platte River channel, the under- 
ground water table is expected to raise 
enough that there will be more and bet- 
ter grass on the island, enough to take 
care of an increased herd. There is also 
talk of artificial insemination, at least 
for part of the herd. 

This year typically shows why Robb 
Ranch has remained with the Angus. 
Two hundred and forty head were shipped 
in late winter at an average weight of 
1063 lbs. 60 of these went prime, 176 
choice, and 4 went “Cornland Select.” 
Out of the 240 head shipped there were 
only 15 bad livers. These cattle were 
fattened on a full feed of high moisture 
ground ear corn, two lbs. of dehy and 
one-half lb. of supplement a day per 
head, for 120 days. 

Another reason the ranch will stay with 
the blacks is summed up by Dr. Joe 
Jeffrey: “These calves hit the ground, 
bounce, get up and run.”

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BADGERLAWN ANGUS HERD 
Parke Gelbach, Jr. 
Potosi, Wisconsin 


'T HE FOLLOWING is a brief history 
of the Badgerlawn Angus Herd as told 
by the present owner, Parke Gelbach, Jr. 

While attending the Fat Stock Show 
in Chicago in 1890, Philip Roesch, 
(my great-grandfather) a Civil War 
veteran, farmer, and livestock buyer, 
saw a new breed of cattle, the Aberdeen- 
Angus. Their smoothness and hornless 
character appealed to him. When but a 
young man Mr. Roesch was struck in 
his side by a horned oxen which left 
a lifetime scar, and his later experience 
in the handling and shipment of cattle 
with horns made him appreciate these 
hornless cattle. 

Mr. Roesch tried to buy some of these 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle at this time, but 
could not get a price on them which 
was within his reach. Afterward, he saw 
an advertisement by John Milne of Pros- 
per, Minnesota, a Scotsman, who had 
brought some of these cattle from Scot- 
land. In the spring of 1891 Mr. Roesch 
went to Minnesota and bought a two- 
year old heifer, Minnesota 11712 and 
a yearling bull, Bonaparte 13756, and 
had them shipped by railroad to Specht’s 
Ferry, Iowa, where he unloaded them 
from the train and brought them across 
the Mississippi River on a ferry into 
Wisconsin. These were the first Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle ever brought into 
Grant County. The heifer dropped a 
heifer calf that year, August Flower 
16598, calved August 18, 1891—sired by 
Buchan Laird 5669. 

At the time of these cattle purchases 
Mr. Roesch lived on a small farm at 
the edge of Potosi and in 1896 his son- 
in-law William L. Gelbach, moved onto 
his larger farm four miles north of 
Potosi, and went into partnership with 
Mr. Roesch under the name of Roesch 
& Gelbach. The cattle were now kept on 
this farm and the other cattle gradually 
sold off until the entire herd was Pure- 
bred. Pete 23848, bred by Robert Home 
of Milton, Wisconsin, was placed at the 
head of the herd after Bonaparte 13756. 
He carried much old country blood, 
among it was Juryman, Hanton, Paris 
38rd, Young Viscount, Lady Ida, Erica 
and many other early history makers. 
The next bull was Gold Nugget 29657, 
bred by E. C. Fussel, Fayette, Iowa. 
This was a bull of both good indivi- 
duality and breeding. 

Roesch & Gelbach exhibited their cat- 
tle at the fairs throughout the three 
southwestern counties of Wisconsin: 
namely, Grant, Iowa, and Lafayette. At 
this time there was no class for Angus 
cattle and these men exhibited their 
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cattle for advertising purposes alone for 
a few years, and finally persuaded the 
fair associations to make a class for 
polled cattle which included Red Polled, 
Polled Shorthorn, etc. It is doubtful if 
these men profited in dollars and cents 
by this free campaigning, but when one 
considers that at one time these three 
counties had more purebred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle than all the rest of the 
state, it also shows that their efforts 
were not wasted entirely 

In the spring of 1903 the firm of 
Roesch & Gelbach was dissolved; Mr. 
Roesch’s son Clyde moving onto the farm, 
and going into partnership with him 
under the name of Roesch & Son—while 
Mr, Gelbach moved onto a farm of his 
own six miles south of Lancaster, and 
started the Badgerlawn herd under the 
name of W. L. Gelbach, Lancaster, Wisc. 
In November 1905 Mr. Gelbach pur- 
chased Heather Bloom 8rd 65763 from 
M. A. Judy of Beecher, Illinois, which 
was the foundation of the Heather Bloom 
family in the herd. In 1906 Electa M. 
84698 was purchased from W. J. Pickard 
of Richland Center, Wisc.; this being 
the foundation of the Kildonan Ericas 
and in the same year Rubicon Queen 2d 
44351 was purchased from S. Melvin of 
Greenfield, Illinois, which was the foun- 
dation of the Queen Mother family. 

In the autumn of 1910 Mr. Gelbach 
held an auction sale which proved a 
great success, Then in the spring of 1911 
Mr. Gelbach took his oldest son, Parke, 
into partnership under the name of W. 
L. Gelbach & Son, and that fall Spruce- 
lawn Parthena 151476, bred by Marvin 
& Durrett of Paynes Depot, Kentucky 
was purchased for the foundation of 
the Pride of Aberdeen family. The bull, 
Blackcap Earl 150124, bred by J. Garrett 
Tolan, Farmingdale, Illinois was placed 
at the head of the herd about this time 
and was used until about 1913, when 
Black Knights Heir 152905, bred by Matt 
Baker, Mitchellville, Iowa was put in 
service 

In the fall of 1918 W. L. Gelbach dis- 
posed of his share of the herd and retired 
and the son, Parke, took over the entire 
management of the herd but kept the 
old firm’s name of W. L. Gelbach & Son. 
The bull Star W. P. 274654, bred by C. 
E. Woods & Sons of Mechanicsville, lowa 
was placed at the head of the herd. The 
next bull to head the herd was Proud 
Boy B. 8rd 336342, bred by Stanley 
Pierce of Creston, Illinois. 

In the spring of 1924 the herd was 
moved to a larger farm six miles north- 
west of Potosi and the younger son 
of W. L. Gelbach, Earl, going into part- 
nership with Parke, but still operating 
under the name of W. L. Gelbach & Son. 
In the fall of 1923 Blackcap of Quietdale 
318957 was purchased at the Hess and 
Brown dispersion sale at Waterloo, Iowa. 
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She was sired by Blueblood 2d of Quiet- 
dale and out of Blackbird McHenry 79th, 
the dam of Blackcap McHenry 104th 
which was the dam of Blackcap Bertram 
and Blackcap Revolution. Blackbird 79th 
was also the dam of Blackcap McHenry 
127th, the dam of the 1928 International 
Grand Champion female Blackcap of 
Maple River 8rd, Blackcap of Quietdale 
12th dropped a bull calf in January 
1924 to the service of Eston of Quietdale 
297902, a son of Eston of Denison. This 
calf was named Badgerlawn Blackcapper 
378618 and was kept for a herd sire. 
The untimely death of W. L. Gelbach 
on December 15, 1925 was keenly felt 
as few men with the limited capital at 
his disposal had built a herd equal to 
this. Though he was not actively engaged 
in the breeding of Angus cattle for 
some years prior, his counsel was al- 
ways sought by the sons before making 
any deal of consequence. 


Badgerlawn Blackcapper 378618 was 
kept at the head of the herd until the 
spring of 1928. In the spring of 1927 
Earl Renoun 2d 399198, bred by Faye 
Brothers Inc. of New Richmond, Wis- 
consin was purchased to use on the 
heifers of Badgerlawn Blackcapper. An- 
other bull Blackcap Reveller 3rd 418445 
was purchased in 1928 from Faye Bros. 
Inc. and placed at the head of the herd. 
This bull was sired by Paragon F 2d 
a prize-winning son of Ensign of Page 
and out of the cow Blackcap of Glen- 
brook, a daughter of Blackcapper of 
Leaside and Blackcap of Homedale 4th. 
In January 1931 another bull from the 
herd of Mr. Baker of Mitchellville, Iowa 
(the breeder of Black Knight’s Heir 
and Blackcapper of Leaside) was chosen 
to use on the daughters of Blackcap 
Reveller 8rd. This bull was sired by 
Beau Belford 407553, and his dam came 
from the same foundation as Knights 
Heir and Blackcapper of Leaside. 


In February 1934 the two brothers, 
Parke and Earl Gelbach, divided the 
Badgerlawn Angus herd, and Parke 
moved to a farm near Cassville, Wis- 
consin; Earl remaining on the farm 
near Potosi. Then in 1936 Earl moved 
to a farm six miles north of Lancaster, 
where he still engaged in the breeding 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Parke pur- 
chased the farm near Potosi in 1937, 
which he and Earl had owned previously; 
he also continued the breeding of the 
Black Doddies. Though each had his 
own herd, they still both used the name 
Badgerlawn. 

On November 29, 1964 Earl Gelbach 
passed away suddenly of a heart attack 
and then only eighteen months later 
Parke passed away (June 5, 1966) after 
a short illness. The Earl Gelbach herd 
was dispersed by auction shortly after 
his death. 

Parke Gelbach, Jr. recently purchased

the Parke Gelbach farm and cattle from 
the Parke Gelbach Estate. His plans 
are to keep the Badgerlawn name alive, 
purchase new blood and stay in business 
with the Aberdeen-Angus breed. His 
present sire is Liberty Blackcaptonier, 
a son of Eiltonier 8145 and out of Liberty 
Blackcap Poe 9th. 

The Journal was pleased to learn 
the Badgerlawn Herd of Angus was to 
be carried on by a member of the Gelbach 
family since in the nearly eighty years 
the herd has been in existence, it has 
contributed much to the development 
and breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in this area. 


1892 
VIEWLAWN HERDS 
Robert Miller, Mgr.

ALTHOUGH THE breeding herd was 
actually established in 1903, and is so 
noted in the Viewlawn advertising, Mr. 
R. M. Miller persuaded his father to 
buy the first purebred Angus bull in 
1892. In 1897 Mr. Miller took over the 
management of the old home place lo- 
cated in northern Iowa on the Minnesota 
line, and purchased another registered 
bull and from that date kept a good 
grade herd of Angus. This herd then 
gave way to the development of the 
registered herd, which was started in 
the fall of 1903 with the purchase of 
six bred females from J. E. Briggs, 
Burr Oak, Iowa. 

The Briggs cattle had been obtained 
a short time previously from M. C. Wil- 
ford, Canton, Minnesota and John Milne, 
Prosper, Minnesota. In 1904 Mr, Miller 
purchased two more head from the herd 
of James Donald, Canton, Minnesota. 

For a few years Mr. Miller used herd 
bulls with John Milne, but in the fall 
of 1909 purchased the young show bull 
Thickset Idol, by Glenfoil Thickset 2d, 
from Rosemere Farms of Otto V. 
Battles, Maquoketa, Iowa. This bull made 
a good impression upon the Miller herd. 
His dam, Home View Lady Idessa 2d, 
later produced the International cham- 
pion Idolmere, that was sold to Dr. 
J. I. Huggins of Dandridge, Tennessee. 

Mr. Miller attended most of the sales 
held by the Donohoes and added to his 
herd at different times from these sales. 
In June, 1914, he bought Erin Lad W., 
by the Black Woodlawn bull, Belfast, 
out of Examma by Ear] Eric of Ballin- 
dalloch, which proved to be an out- 
standing sire. Cows by him, when mated 
with another grandson of Black Wood- 
lawn, Eldorado 2d, out of Elnora, by 
Black Woodlawn, produced well. 

Good bulls have been used down 
through the years such as Prince Escort 
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Four generations of Millers, owners of View-

lawn Herds, 


of Sunbeam, a son of Black Prince of 
Sunbeam; Bell Boy Burgess, by Bell 
Boy M. K.; and Kedar Bardolier, a 
grandson of Black Bardolier. 

For the first thirty-five years of the 
operation, Viewlawn Herd was run by 
Mr. R. M. Miller alone. Since that time 
the family has grown and the current 
operation takes in seven farms and 
twelve hundred acres of northern Iowa 
and southern Minnesota land. The farms 
are owned individually but are all lo- 
cated within ten miles of each other. 
In the early 1950’s when the herd was 
fifty years in operation they were using 
Prince Sunbeam 682d, by Prince Sun- 
beam 29th; Homeplace Eileenmere 307th, 
by Homeplace Eileenmere 500th; Prince 
Elgon of A. V., by Prince Elgon who 
was a son of Black Prince; Eric Quali- 
teer, by Hill Crest Qualiteer, and three 
sons of Kedar Bardolier, Viewlawn Kedar 
549th, Blackhawk Bardolier 2d and View- 
lawn Blackcap Bardo E. 67th, Viewlawn 
cattle, featuring popular families, have 
gone into most states of the Union. 

The herd today (1968) is managed 
by the grandson, Robert Miller. His wife, 
Elaine and three children, Pam 19, 
Larry 16 and Julie 15, all take an active 
part in the work. Mrs. Miller, Elaine, 
does a great deal of the bookkeeping 
connected with the operation which con- 
sists of twelve hundred acres and some 
three hundred brood cows. The herd 
and land is presently owned by Robert 
Miller and his family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Miller—Frank is a younger broth- 
er to Charles; and Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Miller of Harmony, Minnesota. Kenneth 
Brandenberger and his wife, Pat, joined 
Viewlawn February 1965. Ken is the 


herdsman and at present is a partner 
of Robert Miller. Robert’s son, Larry 
Dean, is the fourth generation of Millers 
in the Viewlawn Herd’s operation— 
however, if we accept 1892 as the first 
date Angus bulls were used by R, M. 
Miller’s father, then Larry would be the 
fifth generation in the Angus business. 


Viewlawn Herds held annual sales of 
bulls at Gordon, Nebraska, usually in 
October, a sale which has been greeted 
enthusiastically by western breeders in 
the past. The herd has traveled a show 
herd and exhibited at major shows such 
as Wisconsin and Minnesota State Fairs, 
as well as local shows. During the post- 
war depression R. M. Miller fed three 
different seasons a car of purebred 
steers, having the top load of yearlings 
one year and coming with twenty-five 
cents of the top on the other two loads. 
To the Millers the Angus breed has 
offered the opportunity to produce and 
offer their customers quality cattle.

ELBURN FARM, Home of “Elite” 
Angus, is located at Bedford, Iowa and 
managed by Mr. & Mrs. E, L. Osburn 
and Mr. & Mrs. Loyd Osburn. Emmett 
Osburn, the senior member of the family 
wrote me, “I have a transfer of a bull 
from McHenry of Denison, Iowa, dated 
1893, to Chambers & Osburn of Auburn, 
Iowa. These men were neighbors and 
Mr. William Osburn was my father. Both 
families moved to Taylor County, Iowa 
and settled near Bedford in 1895. In 
1896 they purchased five head from 
Escher & Ryan and both became mem- 
bers of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association about 1903. My 
father’s membership was in the name of 
William Osburn & Son. 


“T started farming on my own in 1912 
and we continued our Angus operation 
under the name of William Osburn & 
Son until my father became less active 
and I changed the membership to my 
own name in 1922, When my son Loyd 
decided to stay on the farm, we formed 
a partnership and registered cattle in 
the name of Elburn Farm. Loyd con- 
tinues his Angus operation under this 
name. Now his two daughters are mem- 
bers of the Junior Association and have 
showed champion steers and heifers at 
local shows. As you can see this makes 
four generations of the Osburn family 
breeding Angus cattle for the past 75 
years.” 


Emmett says, “I do not know why

raised anything else. I do recall my 
parents telling about a neighbor being 
gored by a bull and the fact the ‘Blacks’ 
were hornless may have been one big 
reason. I know he was particularly im- 
pressed by this characteristic as well 
as the good account they gave of them- 
selves, not only in the breeding herd, 
but also in the pasture, the feed lot, 
the market and last but not least the 
quality of their meat when served on the 
table. He said he could always tell when 
he was served other than Angus beef.” 

William Osburn registered Angus 
calves in 1897, starting the long years 
of dedication of this family to our breed. 
The Osburns have always taken a prac- 
tical approach to the operation of their 
registered Angus herd and have depended 
on their Angus cows as the principal 
source of their income. In this area of 
Iowa and across the line into Missouri, 
a large part of the land is in grass, 
an ideal locale for the production of 
beef cattle. 

Emmett Osburn sold his first purebred 
bull in 1912 to a farmer to run with 
commercial cows and for a number of 
years, in fact to the present time, this 
has been one outlet for their bulls—but 
the immediate trade area is not all, 
for they have sold their cattle all over 
Iowa and into adjoining states. The fa- 
mily members are strong supporters of 
local and state associations, the shows 
and sales where they have shown many 
champions and had some of the top- 
selling bulls and females. 

The Osburns are proud of the Page 
County Angus Association, for it is 
the second oldest Angus Association in 
Iowa. This Association was formed in 
1932 and Emmett, a charter member, 
has been raising Angus cattle longer 
than any other active member of this 
association. As the number in the above 
association grew and the demand for 
Angus cattle was increased, the Taylor 
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County Association was formed. Loyd 
has served as secretary and treasurer 
of this association since it was formed. 

Sires selected by Osburns have left 
their imprint on the herd. While the 
senior member says he has watched many 
changes in breed type and size since 
starting with the breed, at Elburn Farm 
they follow a middle-of-the-road pro- 
gram, Six years ago, when Emmett was 
76 years of age, he spoke of retiring 
and dissolving the father-son partner- 
ship. In October of 1962 a dispersion 
sale was held which was one of the 
top sales of the year. However, at 82, 
Emmett was at the Iowa State Show 
and Sale and as interested in the plac- 
ings of the cattle as any of the younger 
men attending the event. He attends 
most of the Angus sales in the vicinity 
as a representative of Elburn Farm. 

Early sires at Elburn Farm included 
Quality Erica 2d, a son of Hopley’s 
herd sire, Eston of Quality. Another 
highly respected bull was Revolution H. 
18th, a Bell Boy bred bull, followed by 
Revemere of Wheatland 70th sired by 
Revemere of Wheatland 24th, a bull 
Penney & James used when starting 
their purebred herd at Hamilton, Mis- 
souri. 

Next was Bandolier 142d of Wilton, 
by Bandolier 44th of Wilton, sire of 
many of the Otto Nobis show winners. 
He was later sold to three breeders at 
Stuart, Iowa and sired many top-selling 
bulls for them. He also was the grand- 
sire of an International grand champion 
female shown by Greta Heckett, Valen- 
cia, Pennsylvania. 

In 1950 Osburns bought a Tolan-bred 
cow from Marycrest Farms, Maloy, Iowa. 
She was carrying the service of Home- 
place Eileenmere 26th. This first calf 
was Elburnmere 24th, an outstanding 
individual, siring many of the first cat- 
tle ever entered in show competition 
by the Osburns. His dam was Erinamere 


14th and from this Erinamere T family 
they have had numerous outstanding in- 
dividuals. 

Another sire was Bandolier 5th of 
DF, sired by Bandolier 134th of Wilton. 
This bull was purchased in 1954 from 
Dilenbeck Farm, Geneseo, Illinois. His 
first calf was the grand champion female 
at the All-Iowa Fair at Cedar Rapids, 
junior champion at the Iowa State Fair 
and stood third at the International and 
second at the National Western. Some 
of the best producing cows in the herd 
today are his daughters. 

Other later sires used were Elation of 
Model 191st, sired by Elation of East- 
field, the Perth champion, HH Bardo- 
liermere 212th, sire of the 1962 Iowa 
Futurity Champion Female, and HH 
Bardoliermere 20th, grandsons of J. C. 
McLean’s famed O. Bardoliermere 2d, 
sire of five International grand cham- 
pions. 

Sires in use now include Dor Mac 
Bardoliermere 336th, a son of O B 2d; 
a son of Ballot of Walnut; a grandson 
of Bardoliermere WWF5lst, that stood 
2d at the Illinois Futurity; and Elburn 
Esteem, a home-raised calf. 

Osburns pay quite a bit of attention 
to the families of their registered cows. 
Besides the Erinamere T., Jilt, Barbara, 
and Juana families are evident. One 
fourth of the 80-cow herd are descend- 
ants of one Juana female. Loyd re- 
marked, their show string never was 
without the Jilt and Barbaras. Elburn 
Farm consists of just over three hun- 
dred acres of which about 100 are in 
cropland, the balance is grass and hay- 
land made up of orchard grass, blue 
grass, alfalfa and mixed clovers. 

It would be difficult to find, in all 
Iowa, a family more dedicated to the 
breed, or one which has maintained so 
practical a livestock operation these more 
than 75 years, or whose family mem- 
bers would be more involved in the pro- 
motion of Angus, not only in their own 
herd, but throughout Iowa and elsewhere 
that purebred Angus are to be found. 
Emmett has served as director of the 
Page County Angus Association and 
the Iowa State Association. Loyd is 
now serving as Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Taylor County Association and 
director of the Iowa State Association. 
Both have been active in management of

W HEN CHARLES TOM RYAN wrote 
to me about the beginning of his herd 
he said, “My herd’s start goes back to 
the Escher & Ryan herd, Irwin, Iowa, 
1906. Actually the beginning of the 
Ryan holdings goes back to the year 
1893 for one must take a good look at 
the various ways this herd has been 
owned and managed since that date 
when Charles Escher & Son of Botna, 
Iowa established their initial Angus 
herd with the purchase of a group of 
females from the Hon, T. C. Power, 
Helena, Montana. 
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Chas. Escher & Son founded “Long- 
branch” near the town of Botna and 
held their first auction sale on March 23, 
1898. The son, Chas. Escher, Jr. im- 
ported his first Angus from Scotland in 
1900 and the second importation was 
made in 1902. 

In addition to “Longbranch” they 
maintained a herd of Angus cattle at 
Pleasant View Farm, Irwin, Iowa. Now, 
Pleasant View Farm had been the home 
of Shorthorn cattle after being pur- 
chased by Thomas G. Ryan in 1878. 
Thomas G. Ryan was the father of Earl 
G. Ryan and of Mrs. Chas. Escher, Jr. 

Chas. Escher, Jr, purchased some 1350 
acres of land around and including the 
old Pleasant View Farm. And he regis- 
tered Angus cattle during this period

under three ownerships: Chas. Escher, 
Jr.; Chas. Escher, Jr. & Son; Chas. 
Escher, Jr. & Sons, His brother-in-law, 
Earl G. Ryan was herdsman and man- 
ager, later became a partner and owner- 
ship was under the name of Escher & 
Ryan. For a brief period Earl G, Ryan 
became the sole owner of the herd and 
it was in 1927 he bought cattle from H. 
O. Harrison and the firm of Harrison 
& Ryan came into being. 

Earl G, Ryan was the father of Charles 
Thomas Ryan. The great herd of cattle 
that was involved provided the foun- 
dation females for the present herd in 
California and an unbroken line threads 
its way from the initial herd established 
in 1893 and the present herd owned by 
Chas. T. 

Many great cattle were produced at 
Longbranch and Pleasant View. The 
merger of the Harrison and Ryan cattle 
also added the blood of a great sire, 
Blackeap Revolution that Mr, Harrison 
had purchased from J. D. McGregor of 
Manitoba, Canada. 

It was Charles Escher who procured 
the McHenry herd and held it intact, 
but it was Earl G. Ryan who bred and 
developed and brought out the Earl 
Marshalls at the greatest shows. The 
“King of Sires,’ Earl Marshall, died 
on July 2, 1928 in his fifteenth year, the 
property of Harrison and Ryan, Inc, and 
one of the greatest bulls of which we 
have any history. He was bred by W. 
A. McHenry and the successes of this 
bull due to the management of Earl 
Ryan who said, “After breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus nearly twenty years we were 
fortunate in becoming the owners of Earl 
Marshall and from that time to the 
present we have stayed pretty close to 
that one dependable line of bulls. Our 
present list of stock bulls, numbering 
thirteen in all is made up of seven direct 
sons of Earl Marshall as follows: Black- 
cap Revolution, Blackcap Revolution 
Again, Black Marshall 11, Escort Mar- 
shall, Edric Marshall, Ex Marshall 3, 
Eric Marshall 14, and six grandsons, 
Revolution 7, Revolution 3, Glencarnock 
Revolution 2, Revolution 50, Enchanter 
Harrison and Eisas Marshall. 

In 1929 the herd numbered about six 
hundred head and part of the herd was 
moved to California, Kirkwood, Glenn 
County as a Harrison & Ryan partner- 
ship with Charles T. Ryan going out 
as manager of the registered cattle. 

About this time part of the great 
breeding herd was purchased by the late 
Fred Hahne, founder of the Journal. 
These cattle were moved to Webster 
City, Iowa, a sale was held at the fair- 
grounds and the balance of the cattle 
located on two adjoining farms to the 
north edge of the town. This was the 
herd known as “Strathmore Farms” and 
included in the purchase were some of 
the stock bulls mentioned above—Ex 
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Champion at many of the strongest shows in the West. His 100 
calves on the ground prove him to be a great herd sire. “Nonpareil” 
weighs 2165 lbs. cert. weight. 


We have the dam of Black Watch Nonpareil, 2 full sisters and a 
brand new full brother — a great family to build modern Angus. 
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Marshall 3, Revolution 7, Revolution 
50 and one not mentioned above, Rev- 
olution 100. This Revolution 100 was 
shown by Strathmore Farms to Inter- 
national grand championship in 1931. 
He was a son of Blackcap Revolution 
and out of Elga Elliott 29. This herd 
was finally dispersed with a sale of 
the younger cattle at auction and the 
older cows remaining were sold privately 
to Mr. L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, Okla- 
homa and Judge S. C. Fullerton, Miami, 
Oklahoma. These two men took all but 
a few of the very oldest cows which 
were retained by Fred Hahne and these 
old cows became the nucleus of a new 
herd that was sold upon the death of 
Fred Hahne, providing funds to handle 
his estate leaving intact the families’ 
holdings in the printing company and 
the Journal. 

The herd’s history involves a great 
deal of moving about the country. First 
the herd went to California then part 
returned to Iowa and from this group 
came the cattle founding the Strathmore 
herd, The cattle remaining on the coast 
at Kirkwood, California moved to Cotton- 
wood, then to Longvale, to Butte Falls, 
Oregon. Then back to Redding, to 
Monticello, where the government took 
over the land for a dam and then moved 
to Sacramento and later the Hat Creek 
Ranch was purchased. 

The herd is presently located at Peta- 
luma, California and the present sires 
are Prim Bardolier 38, reserve grand 
champion of the Great Western in 1967. 
He is a son of Prim Heckettier 95, the 
top selling bull of the 1962 All-Ameri- 
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can Bull Sale. Also, a grandson of Prim 
Heckettier 95, Doc Rea, the junior cham- 
pion bull of the 1967 Great Western. 


1894 
SYLVAN LODGE 
Dr. B. B. Leonard 
Correctionville, Iowa 


Dr. B. B. LEONARD was born in 
Adams County, Iowa in 1878. His father 
was a native of Ogle County, Illinois, 
near Rochelle, and was a neighbor to the 
pioneer Angus breeder, B. R. Pierce. 
His mother was a Corbin, a family that 
came to Massachusetts in 1636. Dr. 
Leonard is the seventh generation of this 
family. 

It was while attending the Ida County 
Fair in 1894 he coaxed his father to buy 
the champion bull to use on their cows. 
This was Ash Ridge Prince, a bull that 
grew out to weigh over 2,400 pounds, 
and who cost fifty dollars. 

Doc’s father never knew his_ son 
slipped out nights to give the bull a little 
extra feed, and used to tell his friends 
the bull was an “easy keeper” and “ate 
very little to stay in his prime condition.” 

In 1895 he purchased Ash Ridge 
Fedora, this was their first registered 
heifer and she dropped two heifer calves 
the next two years. The first calf was 
big, like its sire, the second calf a pee 
wee. In 1896 they purchased their second 
bull from M. A. Martin, a large bull that 
weighed two thousand pounds at three 
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champion Aberdeen-Angus steer at the 1966 Cow Palace. 


years of age and was from a Princess 
cow bred by B. R. Pierce of Illinois. 

When Doctor Leonard was 18 years 
old he took a job teaching school, saving 
his money to get more money to invest 
in cattle and to further his own edu- 
cation, and in 1898 he bought an old cow 
in a sale held by M. A. Martin of Wall 
Lake, Iowa. She was bred by B. R. 
Pierce. The Martin herd sire at the 
time was Guido Knight 2d, a bull that 
was a ton bull at maturity. He also 
recalls that Jim Jams, an Angus great 
of the 1800’s was a much smaller bull, 
never weighing more than 1,600 pounds. 
He also recalls that in the late 1890’s, 
and at the turn of the century, mature 
cattle were shown, both bulls and fe- 
males. He remembers that Heather Lad 
of Emerson 2d was shown by A, C. 
Binnie of Alta, Iowa, until the bull was 
past six years of age. 

The beginning of Sylvan Lodge was 
with the purchase of the B. R. Pierce 
cow in 1898, prior to that time the An- 
gus had been registered in the name of 
Ransom Leonard. 

In 1900, at the first International Live 
Stock Exposition, the inter-breed grand 
champion steer was “Advance” shown 
by Stanley R. Pierce of Creston, Illinois. 
Dr, Leonard studied the pedigree of Ad- 
vance and wrote to the Pierces about 
securing a son of Bell’s Eclipser, thé 
sire of Advance. Sight unseen a young 
bull was bought and was crated and 
shipped to this western Iowa home. 
“This son of Bell’s Eclipser developed 
a health problem and never grew to be 
a large bull. But as a sire he was out- 
standing and left me some great calves,” 
the Doctor recalls. 

It was about this time the young 
herd was growing beyond the capacity 
of the farm and some cows were put out 
on shares, a practice which the Doctor 
has followed for many years, and which 
has maintained his being continuously 
in the Angus business since the first calf 
was purchased in 1894, 

Dr. Leonard also was interested in 
raising and showing swine. A large 
collection of ribbons in his home carry 
the years 1902 and 1904 dates at the 
Iowa State Fair and includes champion 
blue ribbons. At the 1904 show Dean 
Curtiss, of what is now Iowa State Uni- 
versity, bought one of his young boars 
and took him on to win at the Inter- 
national that fall. 

With his goal set ag being a Doctor 
of Medicine he went to the University of 
Iowa where he graduated with his MD in 
1908 at the age of 30. He was a little 
older than most of his classmates as he 
had taken time out to raise Angus and 
hogs, and to teach school. In 1907, 
while still in medical school, he bought 6 
acres of land on the edge of Iowa City 
where he continued in the production of 
purebred swine. At this time, while at 
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Iowa City, he bought two Angus herfers 
from Hess & Brown of Waterloo, Iowa. 
1907 was the year of the “Panic” which 
did not deter Doctor Leonard from in- 
vesting in the Angus heifers offered in 
the Hess and Brown sale. 

It is interesting to note that his course 
in medical jurisprudence at the Univer- 
sity was taught by E. T. Davis, who was 
then and for may years after, a leading 
Angus breeder and promoter and who, 
for many years, was Secretary of the 
Iowa State Association. 

Upon graduation from medical school 
he had an offer to teach anatomy at 
Iowa City but chose to return to medical 
practice in Holstein, Iowa, In 1910 he 
bought out the interest of the two men 
who had his cattle on shares and moved 
the cattle to Correctionville and bought 
a son of Imported Edward R from 
Contine Brothers & Stevenson of Quim- 
by, Iowa. 

Ransom Leonard’s herd was known 
as Orchard Hills, on his death the herd 
was turned over to a brother “William” 
who did not register the cattle and ran 
the herd as commercials. On his death 
Orchard Hill came to an end and Dr. 
Leonard took over the cattle. In 1918 
he had bought a small herd of registered 
Angus which he resold in 1921, and he 
continued the commercial operation using 
only registered bulls. 

In the 30’s he purchased some out- 
standing registered cattle from Will 
Smith, a _ brother-in-law of Quimby. 
These cattle were sired by an Earl Mar- 
shall bull. To head this registered oper- 
ation the Doctor bought a son of Bando- 
lier of Anoka 5th, In the 40’s he pur- 
chased the entire heifer crop of John 
Fitch of Lake City and the bull, Staley 
Blackcapmere. This started him with 
the Elslow Evergreen Ericas. He also 
purchased the bull “Everto” by Eileen- 
mere Revolt from John Fitch at the 
Sioux City Sale. John Fitch remarked 
that “Everto” was the best bred bull in 
the sale and he turned out to be an ex- 
ceptionally good breeding bull. 

In 1947 R. J. Eickholt took over Sylvan 
Lodge as herdsman, In the following 
years he purchased cows from _ the 
Kirschbaum herd of Defiance and from 
Texas heifers of McHenry breeding, The 
farm consists of 800 acres located in the 
rolling hills along the Little Sioux River. 

Dr. Leonard told of making house 
calls when practicing medicine and how, 
when he completed the call he often 
would inspect the livestock and buy 
swine, cattle or a horse. In mentioning 
his own childhood he said, “I never knew 
we were poor, but we never had much 
money. I was taught that is was no 
disgrace to be poor, but it was a disgrace 
to remain poor.” The teachings of his 
father and mother carried on throughout

his life, for when buying parcels of land 
it was “only if he could pay cash.” 

Dr. Leonard said that “the success 
which I feel I have made in the last 20 
years is shared with the loyal herdsman 
and farm operator Roland Eickholt who 
takes a deep interest in the cattle, and 
incidentally my individual welfare in my 
old age.” 

Although Dr. Leonard passed the 90 
mark the summer of 1968, his eyesight 
and hearing poor, he manages to make 
it out to see the herd every day in the 
summer. One group of cattle is on the 
farm about three and a half miles south 
of town and he walks down to inspect 
them and quite often the same day will 
make a foot trip to see the cattle on a 
farm about a mile north of town. His 
physical fittness, he stated, “was due to 
his walking every day.” 

It is no wonder he wants to see the 
herd daily. There are two hundred cows 
of breeding age and some 180 calves on 
the ground and more coming. The sires 
include four grandsons of Ballot of Bella- 
drum; O. Bardoliermere A, R. A. by 
Millarden O. B. 1381; Eileenmere El- 
slow, a great grandson of Eileenmere 
489th; S. L. Elslow O. B., out of O. 
Bardoliermere A. R. A. and Blackbird 
B. O. and one of the Doctor’s favorites 
is O’Neills Jingo Ballot 63d, sired by 
Ankonian Jingo 3d. 

The herd contains a good many Elslow 
cows, these cattle are gentle and stem 
from the first ones purchased from John 
Fitch. Gentle cattle are a trademark 
of Sylvan Lodge for one does not find 
the inbred kicker or “spooky” type— 
any animal exhibiting a tendency to be 
other than gentle is soon separated from 
the herd and finds its way to market. 

If you want to visit about old times 
just make a trip to Correctionville be- 
fore December, for during the winter 
months the Doctor spends his time at 
Kerrville, Texas, as he has for some 
twenty odd years, When in Texas you 


may find him visiting an Angus herd or 
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attending a sale, and in years past he 
became acquainted with many of the 
leading breeders of Angus—all of whom 
will remember him as the dapper little 
man with the goatee—which he has worn 
all his adult life, even in medical school. 

Dr. Leonard confided, “I was the runt 
of the litter,” and with a gleam in his 
eye, “but, I’m related to Lillian Russell 
and she was the most beautiful woman 
in the world—or so Diamond Jim 
thought.” 


1895 
BROADUS STOCK FARM 
A. A. Armstrong 
Tuscola, Illinois 


IN THE EARLY 1880’s A. A. Arm- 
strong acquired a farm in Douglas 
County, Illinois near the village of Ca- 
margo, one of the early of the state. 
On this farm he built a home and soon 
married. 

Being from a family interested in 
livestock, particularly cattle, and with 
an ample amount of rolling, wooded 
pasture land and ample water from 
streams and springs he was soon raising 
and feeding cattle for market. Noting 
the excellent feeding qualities and early 
maturity with uniformity of Angus feed- 
ers he soon determined to establish a 
herd of registered Aberdeen-Angus. 

In 1895 the herd was established with 
purchases from Frank Brown and W. J. 
Elliott, local breeders. At this time 
desiring a name for the farm, Broadus 
Stock Farm was selected in recognition 
of the early settler from whom the 
farm had been purchased. 

The first herd sire was Hudson 15760, 
bred by Alex. Geddes and sired by Duke 
6904. Cows of old Kinochtry breeding 
were added, then heifers from Beacons- 
field and Heatherton sired by Black 
Abbot and Black Monk. 


Gradually through the years females 


of fashionable families were added. How- 
ever, during the years that the herd 
has been in operation, the primary points 
of selection have been individuality and 
efficient beef production. As a result, 
a uniformity and type has been main- 
tained in the herd so much so that it 
has been said that the Armstrong cattle 
were easily distinguished at shows and 
sales even before the stall cards were up. 

One of the more important early sires 
was Paymaster 2d, bred by H. W. Elliott 
and sired by Luckiness, a St. Louis 
World’s Fair winner. Paymaster 2d sired 
a number of outstanding individuals in- 
cluding Broadus Norwood 8rd, the senior 
champion bull at the 1917 Chicago Inter- 
national. The International Grand Cham- 
pion, Idolmere was also used at Broadus 
siring among others, Broadus Blackcap 
11th which topped an important Aber- 
deen-Angus Auction in Chicago in the 
1920’s. Also Deverly, a first prize winner 
and champion on the State Fair circuit 
although a rather temperamental in- 
dividual. He sired the International 
Grand Champion Steer, Broadus White 
Socks, as well as International Grand 
Champion Steers shown by the Univ. 
of Illinois. 

In the early 1900’s Floyd A. Arm- 
strong, the only son of A. A. Armstrong 
assumed a partnership with his father 
in the operation of the farm and herd. 
About this time an annual program of 
campaigning a show herd at the major 
fairs was inaugurated and was continued 
into the 1930’s. The herd attained na- 
tional recognition during this period, ex- 
hibiting many prize winners at major 
shows and selling cattle to leading herds 
thruout the nation as well as to Canada 
and South America. 

Following my graduation from the 
University of Illinois in 1936, showing 
was resumed and continued until the 
start of World War 2, Having been 
commissioned in the Army Reserves 
I was called to service in the summer of 
1941 and assigned to duty with the Air 
Corps. I served until 1946 with two 
years overseas duty. When I returned 
home, following my release from active 
duty, our father and mother, Floyd and 
Kate Rutherford Armstrong purchased 
a home in Tuscola, about five miles from 
the farm and turned the operation over 
to my brother, John and me. Our father, 
even though retired from active parti- 
cipation, retained an active interest in 
Angus cattle. Among his fondest rec- 
ollections were the friends and acquaint- 
ances from his years in the Angus 
business. 

After the death of our father, Floyd, 
in 1948 the original herd was continued 
under the partnership of myself and 
John Armstrong. Selections from the 
herd were subsequently made when two 
younger brothers, Glenn and Don, estab- 
lished their herd at their Black Creek

* In this historical issue of the Aberdeen-Angus Breed, we think “Jill Erica” is deserving of the tribute of be- 
ing commemorated in these pages. We believe other breeders would join with us in this salute to one 
of the breed’s greatest cows. 


* Sayre Farms itself is not without tradition. Located in the heart of the scenic Finger Lakes region of New 
York State, it was established by the present owner's great-great-grandfather in 1840. It has been a 
breeding source of outstanding animals for well over a century and a quarter. Originally English sheep 
were imported and roamed our pastures for many decades. These in turn gave way to a Registered 
Guernsey Herd, here for over 30 years until their dispersal in 1967. In 1962, we had begun building 
a select Angus Herd, carefully picking our Foundation Angus primarily from the Herds of Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ankony Farm and Ankony Angus. Animals were acquired by private treaty as well as through 
their sales. We are now beginning to realize the potency of what has been put together. Our objective 
is not mere numbers but outstanding quality — patterned after those great Scottish breeding herds 
which we have visited. 


* To return to the Jill Erica Family, we now have at Sayre Farms a total of 7 representative females — sired 
by Ballot, Banner, President, Realist, Projector, Keyword, Panarama of Macleod. Our present Senior 
Herd Sire, Ankonian Seneca — out of Jill Erica 8 of Ankony and by Ankonian Jingo 2, son of Jill Erica 
of Ankony — is owned jointly with Ankony Angus. We are more than pleased with the growthy, 
correct calves “Seneca” is siring for us. 


* We have quite a number of other top Cow Families in our Herd with daughters by champion sires — but 
this is the story of our Jill Ericas and the deference we want to pay them and their breeders in Scotland 
and this country.

I HAVE a certificate of registration on 
a bull “Ermine Prince 19975” bred by 
A. Royce & Son of Naperville, Illinois 
and sold to my grandfather, J. L. Ingalls 
of Sioux Falls on October 5, 1895, This 
bull was sired by “Prince Joseph 12003”, 
and the dam was “Minnie of Verulan 
8916”, and I have a hand written pedi- 
gree with numbers as low as 380. This 
was “Fyvie”. 

These older certificates were recorded 
by the Association when Thomas McFar- 
lane was the secretary. 

My father bought “Ermine Prince” 
and used him after I can remember. 
Some of the bulls we have used since 
that time are: Pride of Wesley 66556 
from Charles J. Eoff, Peoria, Illinois 
and he was bred by the J. Tyson & Co., 
Estate; Petro of Denison 183783 from 
W. A. McHenry, Denison, Iowa. I think 
this bull was a half brother to old Earl 
Marshall. 

Greendell Heather Lad 5th 242851 
from Livy Johnson, Cogswell, North Da- 
kota; Blackcap Brunas J. 413277 from 
I. L. Jones, Raymond, South Dakota; 
Quiet Duke 483288 from I. L. Jones, and 
this bull goes back to old Earl Marshall 
183780. Burgess Bardolier of Ada 
563467 from Lofgren and McGregor, 
Ada, Minnesota; Enchanter Pet of 
Shady Lane from Gauger Brothers, Clear 
Lake, South Dakota; Blackbird Birdies 
Revolution from Dwight Garner, Ida 
Grove, Iowa. 

We next used Prideman Glencarnock 
20th from Kenneth McGregor Estate, 
Ada, Minnesota; Henke’s G. Eric 13th 
from Henry D. Henke, Hannover, North 


Dakota; Black Gem Model 54ASR from 
Antelope Springs Ranch, Nunn, Colo- 
rado and Coin Producer from M, C. Ohl, 
Madison, South Dakota. 


We have used several bulls from Char- 
ley Pekas, Regent, North Dakota, and 
are using two bulls at this time from 
Clifford Bush, Britton, South Dakota, 
also the grand champion of the Rapid 
City Show in 1968, and Chancellor 62 of 
P. R, from Donald Mercer, Hyattville, 
Wyoming and several more good bulls. 


I have a partnership with my two 
sons, Hugh and Dale, and have about 
500 head of females, mostly registered.

HARVEY KLOTZ 
Brownington, Missouri 


WHEN WE FIRST announced our 
search for either registered or commer- 
cial herds that had been in continuous 
production for a period of fifty or more 
years we had a letter from one of our 
subscribers, C. E. Neuenschwander of 
Deepwater, Missouri which read as 
follows: 

“First I wish to commend you on your 
Bible verse at the head of your editorial. 
I certainly appreciate it very much. If 
more people looked to the Higher Power, 
this world would be a much better place 
to live in. 

“IT am very much interested in your 
‘Oldest Herd Contest’. My farm on which 
I am living was purchased by my Grand- 
father in 1871 and has been in the family 
ever since. My father was a Veteri- 
narian and started practicing here in 
1882. When I was a boy I was with 
him much of the time and always en- 
joyed good cattle, especially Angus. I 
well remember two commercial Angus 
herds which I always admired. One is 
the Harvey Klotz herd of Brownington, 
Missouri, which the late William Klotz 
established in 1895 and is now owned 
and operated by his son, Harvey. The 
Klotz’s never bought any females after 
1895 but always used registered bulls 
and always saved nothing but the best 
heifers. This is one of the outstanding 
commercial herds... 

“IT certainly enjoy your paper. I have 
some thirty registered Angus. I am too 
old to build up a top herd but have seven 
grandsons and five granddaughters that 
I hope will carry on.” Sincerely, C. E. 
Neuenschwander. 

Less than a week later we had a 
letter from a Mrs, Wilma McQuitty, 
Olathe, Kansas stating that her grand- 
father started his Angus herd in 1895, 
which would make it 73 years old; That 
they had purchased females after that 
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date, replacements were kept from 
the herd and for at least the last forty 
years nothing but registered bulls had 
been used. The herd was that of Harvey 
Klotz, Brownington, Missouri. 

After corresponding with Mrs. Mc- 
Quitty to tell her we had added the 
herd to our list she sent this additional 
information. 

The herd was started by her grand- 
father, William Klotz, and is now owned 
by her mother and father, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harvey Klotz, Route 2, Brownington, 
Missouri. There have been no other 
owners. The original herd was started 
in 1895 with just a few head of Angus, 
exact number unknown, and they were 
purchased from some breeder in Kansas, 
and this herd’s address and name also 
unknown. Replacements always came 
from the herd and bulls were purchased 
from registered breeders. No records were 
kept of the bloodlines of the sires from 
years back, but she knew registered 
bulls had been used exclusively in the 
past forty years and some of the herds 
furnishing bulls were— Norman Cox, 
Leeton; Bradley Farms, Calhoun; How- 
ard Roberts, Clinton; Richard Scheer, 
Pleasant Hill; Wilbur Schrock, Garden 
City and Clyde Adams, Clinton, all regis- 
tered breeders living in Missouri. 

Harvey Klotz recalled that when he 
was a small boy his grandfather pur- 
chased an outstanding bull from Eldon 
Sutherland of Windsor, Missouri. In the 
meantime other bulls were purchased 
(all registered) from people who had 
acquired the bulls from some other regis- 
tered breeders, 

Most of the time the steer calves 
are grown up as heavy feeders and 
marketed. The heifer calves are sold as 
breeding stock. At the present time there 
are sixty brood cows in the herd and 
two bulls in service. These bulls are 
Bardoliermere R, S. 3rd., bred by Robert 
E. Schrock & Son, Garden City and 
purchased from Wilbur Schrock of Gar- 
den City, Missouri. The other sire is 
J. K. Eileenmere 3rd, bred by Jack Keen, 
Belton, Missouri and purchased from Pat 
Scheer, Pleasant Hill, Missouri.

‘THE LANTZ and Dickinson herd, or 
The Dells Valley Farm herd, was founded 
by Mr. and Mrs, Simon E. Lantz with 
the purchase of three heifers in 1896, 
at Carlock, Illinois. The first Angus that 
Simon Lantz registered was calved De- 
cember 5, 1897. He moved the herd to 
its present location at Congerville, about 
mid-way between Peoria and Blooming- 
ton, about 1910 and operated the herd 
continuously until his death in 1952.

The cow that Simon Lantz considered 
to be his foundation was Blackcap 8th, 
purchased in 1897 from the herd of Good- 
win and Judy in Indiana. She had been 
junior champion at the Missouri State 
Fair, and Mrs. Lantz’s wedding dowry 
provided the money to buy her. She 
produced thirteen calves, and none of 
her descendants were sold until 1918. 
At that time they held their first sale 
in which 17 of the 53 head were de- 
scendants of old Blackcap 8th, and these 
17 head averaged over $1800. Some of 
the buyers of these Blackcaps were 
P. J. Donohoe, Holbrook, Iowa; W. E. 
Scripps, Orion, Michigan; the Caldwells 
of Missouri; A. D. Bradshaw; names 
well known to students of Angus history. 

Most of the Blackcap 8th’s female 
progeny were named Blackcap Lantz, but 
some were named Blackcap Martha 
after Mrs. Lantz, and others were named 
Blackcap Effie after the wife of their 
herdman—so Blackcap 8th was the pro- 
genitor of two recognized families, the 
Lantz Blackcaps and the Blackcap Effies. 

In this first production sale in 1918, 
Blackcap Effie 2d, a great-granddaugh- 
ter of Blackcap 8th, sold for $2150. The 
Dickinsons have a letter from M. A. 
Judy, written to Simon Lantz in 1929, 
regarding this cow. Mr. Judy, in addition 
to having a fine herd of cattle, was a 
prominent sale manager. Then as now, 
some great cows were sold as sale at- 
tractions several times in their careers. 
Mr. Judy presided over the sale of this 
cow no less than four times for different 
owners and in his letter he gives her 
history. The last time he sold her he 
recalls her as a thin old cow “that looked 
as though she did not have a gut in 
her,” but with “the best heifer calf I 
ever sold at foot of dam,” and he got 
$3000 for her and the calf. 

The Enquiry Dells, another great pro- 
ducing tribe, also originated in this herd. 
They came to the public eye when Frank 
Whitehead of Kahoka, Missouri bought 
an Enquiry Dell from the herd and she 
produced Enquiry Dell W. This heifer 
was the reserve grand champion at the 
1946 International, being shown by the 
Tolans. Her progeny sold in the Penney 
& James dispersion for some of the 
highest prices in Angus history. 
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The first herd bull used was Saire 8th, 
leased from M. A. Judy. Later came 
Black Jam, by imported Jim Jams. Black 
Jam sired bulls, heifers and steers that 
won at the American Royal, the Inter- 
national and State Fairs. They showed 
against the herds of W. A. McHenry, 
b. R. and Stanley Pierce, and the Brad- 
futes. The son, kept to follow Black 
Jam, was Zaire the Great, a class winner 
at the International. Mr. J. Garrett Tolan, 
one of the great story tellers, once told 
in detail about watching Simon Lantz 
unload Zaire the Great from a boxcar 
at the Illinois State Fair. He said that 
the sight of “that big blond Dutchman 
coming out of the chute with that big, 
smooth black bull” was what decided him 
in favor of going into the Angus busi- 
ness. 


Some other bulls used were Eric 9 of 
Keillor Park, full brother to Vala, a 
great show cow and mother of Valas 
Rosegay, International grand champion; 
Black Monarch 6th, later sold to Purdue 
U. where he sired an International grand 
champion steer; Tolans Eileenmere 2d, 
full brother to Blackcap Tolan 35th; 
Earl Marshall 27th, supposed to be the 
last living son of Earl Marshall; and 
Double Burgess, maternal grandsire of 
Enquiry Dell W. Double Burgess was 
purchased for Mr. Lantz at a sale in 
Iowa by the late Fred Hahne. 


Simon Lantz dispersed in 1943 with 
the exception of a few old cows and 
took Richard L. Dickinson, his grandson, 
into partnership, They started with the 
old cows left from the sale and their 
offspring and the few cattle Richard 
had from his FFA projects. 


The present herd numbers 300 head 
of registered Angus. The herd is now 
owned by Mrs. Maurine Risser of Bloom- 
ington, Illinois, Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Dick- 
inson of Eureka, Illinois and Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard L. Dickinson and family 
of Congerville. Mrs. Risser and Mrs. 
R. J. Dickinson are daughters of Mr. 
and Mrs. Simon E. Lantz. They have 
maintained their own herds, which are 
descended from the original Lantz herd. 
Mrs. Risser’s own herd is now owned 
and operated by Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
L. Willerton of Danvers, Illinois. He is 


Mrs. Risser’s son and a grandson of Mr. 
and Mrs. Simon E. Lantz. 


RISSER HERD 


The Risser herd consists of about 60 
cows, mostly daughters of Homeplace 
Kileenmere 15th and Ankonian 35136th. 
The foundation sire of this herd was a 
double bred son of Blackcap Revolution 
that sired several winning carloads of 
steers at the International. Their present 
herd bulls are a son of Dor Mac Bar- 
doliermere 32d, a grandson of O. Bardo- 
liermere 75th, and a double bred grand- 
son of Embask of Derculich. 


LANTZ & DICKINSON HERD 


This herd includes many daughters 
and granddaughters of EHileenmere F. 
29th, Eileenmere 1251st, Ankonian 3232d 
and Ankonian 35146th. Sires in service 
at present are Moles Hill Maximilian 
500th, who won his class at the Eastern 
States Exposition; Bardoliermere KAF 
75th, a reserve grand champion at the 
Illinois Futurity; and Bardoliermere 
70 SHF 4th, that stood third at the In- 
diana State Fair and is a son of Dor 
Mac Bardoliermere 70th. 

The Dickinson children are junior 
members of the Association, have their 
own herds started, and have won many 
blue ribbons and trophies showing Angus 
cattle in 4-H. The son, Rick, starts at 
the University of Illinois in the fall of 
1968, and at this time plans to become a 
breeder of Angus cattle. The Willerton 
children are just getting started in 4-H. 
So the family has four generations of 
Angus breeders in the seventy-two years 
the herd has been in continuous oper- 
ation. 

In the past few years they have sold 
groups of heifers to four herds that 
own International grand champion bulls 
and exported twenty head to Guatemala. 
Many of these cattle trace back to the 
old Blackcap 8th, that was bought with 
the dowry money in 1897. 


SIMON E. LANTZ 


The founder was a prominent Angus 
breeder of his time. He made the show 
circuit in his younger days, and the 
family has ribbons as far back as the 
St. Louis World’s Fair of 1902. Simon 
Lantz was a pioneer in the local asso- 
ciation movement, being one of the 
founders of the Central Illinois Angus 
Association, and served as manager until 
shortly before his death. He was presi- 
dent of the American Angus Association 
and was a Director for many years. 
He was a charter member of the Inter- 
national and his portrait hangs in the 
Saddle and Sirloin Club in Chicago with 
those of the leaders of the livestock 
industry.

IN 1896 G. W. GILTNER bought of 
William Ireland of Drakeville, Iowa 
fifty Angus calves, his entire crop that 
year, they were not registered but well 
bred. There were no phones at that 
time so when we arrived one morning 
to get them I, Bert Giltner, eleven year 
old son of G. W., well remembers 
rounding them up out of a brushy pas- 
ture and getting them loaded; five wagon 
loads of them. They were a little wild but 
good calves. We covered the twenty- 
eight miles and arrived home about 
two o’clock in the morning, unloaded 
by lantern light, don’t know which was 
tiredest, the men or the horses. It was 
a very dark night, they jumped from 
the wagons and away they went into a 
two acre lot with a good five foot woven 
wire fence on all sides. You could hear 
them hitting the fence in all directions. 
By morning they had settled down and 
were contented. My father bought pure- 
bred bulls to use on the heifers, one 
from a banker at Hedrick, a Mr. Brooks. 
Later on he bought two more purebred 
bulls from Mr. McElheney of Morning 
Sun, Iowa. By now he saw he liked 
Angus cattle. He sold the grades and 
bought fifteen or twenty: registered cows 
and heifers from Stoner and Baird of 
South English. A little later he bought 
some registered cows from P. J. Donohue 
and William Cash of Holbrook, Iowa 
and some other breeders in Iowa County. 
The herd was known as G. W. Giltner 
& Son. About this time he bought a 
bull from A. G. Messer of Grundy Center. 
In 1915 he bought a bull, a son of Black 
Woodlawn, from P. J. Donohue. He also 
bought at Donohue sales a bull sired 
by Brookside Eclipser, and the top cow 
of the sale, a Trojan Erica, named 
Elonna. She produced a lot of good heifer 
calves including one set of twin heifers. 
This bull and cow were shipped by rail 
to Hedrick, Iowa with cattle W. H. 
Cooper had bought at the same sale. 
There were no trucks at this time, so 
a helper and I led them the eighteen 
miles home. It was a real warm after- 
noon; we had to travel pretty slow. We 
took turns leading and prodding them 
along. I remember this date quite vividly, 
April 24, 1915. We arrived home about 
eleven at night. At six the next morning, 
April 25th, I was presented a seven 
pound son. We named him Max. About 
1920 when my father was getting up 
in years and as I had accumulated quite 
a herd of registered cows of my own, 
I purchased his cattle and the herd name 
was changed to Bert A. Giltner & Son, 
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I purchased a son of Enlate from W. H. 
Cooper of Hedrick, Iowa. I bought other 
good bulls from Cooper at different 
times, also I purchased well-bred cows 
from different breeders. My father 
passed away in May 1929. In 1932 I 
bought twenty heifers from W. H. Cooper 
and a two-year old bull from M. H. 
Donohue of Holbrook, Iowa, named 
Blackcap Balto. He said he was the 
best bull he ever bred. He had asked 
$500 for him and these were depression 
years. I traded a yearling bull and $150 
for him. During this depression you 
couldn’t sell a bull to a farmer. They 
wouldn’t and couldn’t pay more than 
steer price, so for four or five years 
I sold my entire crop of bull calves to 
Ed Hall of Mechanicsburg, Illinois, who 
for several years showed grand Cham- 
pion car load lots of steers at the Inter- 
national. In 1934, in the midst of the 
depression and worst drought in history, 
all pastures and grass were burned up, 
and no water to speak of. At this time 
I had eighty head of cows and enough 
feed and water to last three days. By 
chance I heard of a one hundred acre 
pasture that had not been pastured the 
year before, with shade and a spring. 
This was really a lifesaver for my cattle. 
At this time P. J. Donohue of Holbrook, 
Iowa had a sale, selling only his year- 
ling bulls. I told him I wanted to buy 
the best bull in the sale sired by Envoy 
of Erin. We picked him out before the 
sale. I paid $110 for him; the top bull 
of the sale. 1985 had a fairly normal 
rainfall. I bought an Elslow Evergreen 
young cow from Burns Brothers in Iowa 
County. All her calves were heifers and 
outstanding good ones. The present herd 
contains many Elslow Evergreen cows. 
19386 was another drought year with 
Chinch bugs. I had 120 acres of corn 
that would not make ten bushels an 
acre. We put all of it in temporary 
silos and got the cattle thru the winter. 
My cattle have always paid their way 
even through the depression and drought 
years. 1937 was normal weather, de- 
pression still on but gradually getting 
a little better. The demand for bulls 
was improving, $110 to $125 was about 
the limit for most buyers. Up to 1940 
I had been using Eldorenes Erin and 
a son of his, Ever Envoy. In June of 
1940 at Dr. Laughlin’s sale in Kirks- 
ville, Missouri, I bought the top bull, 
“Ericmere of Thousand Hills,” bred 
almost identically the same as “Eileen- 
mere 500th”. Ericmere of Thousand Hills 
improved my herd probably more than 
any bull I’d had up to this time. I used 
him till he was eleven years old. He 
would look good in any herd now, as 
he was the type they are wanting today. 
Dr. Laughlin said he believed he was 
the best bull he ever bred. Later on 
he came up and bought some heifers 
sired by him, I: had been keeping most 


of my heifers and as the herd had in- 
creased beyond my capacity to care for 
them, I made a sale of eighty-eight 
head, not including calves, in October 
of 1940, held in the Cooper sale barn 
in Hedrick, Iowa. These cattle brought 
enough to buy a 230 acre farm and 
$5000 left over. In 1941 I sold forty- 
eight cows and heifers to Frank Thorn- 
ton of New Berlin, Illinois. At this 
time I was using Burgessmere 3rd, 
grandson of Ericmere of Thousand Hills. 

When the Maid of Bummers and other 
Miss Burgess families were so popular 
I bought several cows and heifers at 
Aledo, Illinois from Hugh McWhorter, 
also a bull or two I used at this time. 
I had been keeping my better heifers 
and had ready demand for all the bulls 
at private sale. Another bull I used for 
several years was Barb Elbon, I bought 
from the Eljon herd of Rose Hill, Iowa. 
He was sired by Elbon Bardolier 3rd, 
who was grand champion at the Iowa 
State Fair three years straight; also 
at the International, American Royal, 
Cow Palace in San Francisco and every 
major show where he was shown. Barb 
Elbon was the same type bull as Eric- 
mere of Thousand Hills. 

By now the herd was so enlarged and 
I was about to retiree My son Max 
owned a good part of the herd. I sold 
my cattle out privately. The herd name 
then became Max Giltner & Sons. The 
sons Bert and Bard are the fourth gener- 
ation to carry on. Max sells bulls, cows 
and heifers in a radius of fifty miles 
from home and new herds have been 
established from his herd in adjoining 
neighborhoods and in other states. Each 
year he keeps about thirty of his best heif- 
ers as he culls out the older cows. Four of 
the farms are within a mile of the home- 
place where the herd was established 
seventy-two years ago. The present herd 
consists, excluding calves, of two hundred 
head of mature cows, weighing from 
twelve hundred to fourteen hundred 
pounds and about one hundred and fifty 
head of young heifers and bulls. The 
herd bulls at the present time are: 

A son of O Bardoliermere 2d; a 
Midictor son of Homeplace Eileenmere 
492d; Hamms Bardolier 462d, son of K. 
F. Bardolier 4th; Glencarnock Bardo- 
liermere 56, by Whitegates; Bardolier- 
mere 25th; a two-year old Ankony bull, 
grandson of Homeplace Eileenmere 999- 
35; we also keep two or three younger 
bulls in reserve. 

Through the years we have never lost 
sight that the ultimate end of all cattle 
is Beef. And we have always tried to 
produce the type of cattle, breeders 
demanded. At the present time cows, 
heifers and bulls are sold by the semi- 
trailer loads to the range country from 
South Dakota and Nebraska and south 
through Arizona, New Mexico and Texas.

WE HAD OUR FIRST Angus bull in 
the 1890’s. I don’t have the exact date 
but it was in the mid-1890’s. We used 
the bull for cross breeding and used this 
bull three or four years and then used a 
bull we purchased from Nebraska. 

We bought two registered cows from 
the J. W. Wylie herd of Bozeman, Mon- 
tana, and these were purchased by my 
father, Joseph Henderson. In the same 
year, 1918, we bought five registered 
cows from August Ohrmann and this 
marked the beginning of the Henderson 
Brothers Angus herd and we joined the 
Association November 8, 1919 and op- 
erated as Henderson Bros, until Janu- 
ary 28, 1964 when we changed to Jesse 
H. Henderson and Sons and continued 
with the same Angus herd that was 
founded by Joseph Henderson in the mid 
1890's, 

We have used bulls from Congdon & 
Battles, Yakima, Washington and we 
bought four bulls from Peter K. Pratt of 
Walnut, Iowa and have used several 
bulls from Wib J. Harrer’s Green Mead- 
ow Ranch of Helena, Montana, 

In 1965 we purchased three bulls in 
Denison, Foremost Elevate 2d; Double 
Diamond Caballero 5th and Viscounts 
Quality Heckettier, and these bulls are 
in service now in our herd. 

Our cow herd is from offspring of 
the old cows we started with, and we 
added four heifers from W. J. Harrer 
in 1963 and in 1967 purchased five cows 
from the Redding sale at Minatare, Ne- 
braska. 

The cow herd today numbers about 
eighty head and all are from the original 
herd started in the 1890’s with the ex- 
ception of the Harrer and Redding heif- 
ers added recently. The herd is regis- 
tered and I am sending some of the old 
transfers to verify some dates. 

(The old transfer papers were on the 
bull, Black Boy of Page 219878, son of 
Opelika Lad out of Jolly Viyella, pur- 
chased by Joseph Henderson on October 
8, 1916 from Hartley Stock Farm, Page, 
North Dakota. The cows Ruby Dukla 
267829 and Gattalin Susan 201970 pur- 
chased from Coles E. McNally, Ovando, 
Montana on April 9, 1918 and Alice of 
Oakwood 3d 231686 purchased by Hen- 
derson Brothers from August Ohrmann, 
Phillipsburg, Montana on November 19, 
1919.)

] AM SO grateful to my ancestors in 
many ways and especially to my Grand- 
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Peter Dahl, Estelline, South Dakota. 


father Peter Dahl because without his 
foresight I doubt my herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus would ever been established and 
I sincerely wish he and my father James 
Dahl were here beside me to help me 
write this story. However, since that is 
impossible, I have called on the help 
of my Aunt Mrs, Matilda “Dahl” Boice 
of Morris, Minnesota to help me put 
together the pieces of the past. Without 
her keen memory I doubt I would have 
been able to bring you this story. 

My Grandparents, natives of Norway, 
came to South Dakota in the early 1880’s 
and claimed this homestead on which 
I live. They broke the sod with their 
oxen and lived the life of the early 
pioneer. It was on a cold blustery No- 
vember day in 1897 when a man by the 
name of Mr. Shepard drove a group of 
fine young Angus heifers into Grand- 
pa’s yard. “Take these off my hands,” 
he said, “I have no feed.” The answer 
was, “And I’ve got no money to pay 
you for them.” “Don’t worry about the 
money, pay me as you can,” Mr. Shepard 
said. And from that day forward there 
have always been Angus on this farm. 
My father who was about fifteen years 
old at this time grew to admire these 
fine black animals and encouraged his 
father to increase the herd. When Dad 
was eighteen years old he went away 
to engineering school and when he re- 
turned the beautiful blacks were still 
here. He decided to stay home and farm 
and raise Angus realizing this is what 
he wanted to do all the time. He soon 
was married to the neighbor girl Miss 
Elizabeth Sonnenburg. They continued to 
live on with Grandfather for a time 


as Grandmother had passed away and 
he needed help both in the home and 
on the farm. Dad and Mother then de- 
cided to build and move on the south 
half of the section; they had to work 
hard to improve this half of the farm. 
Mother often said the Timothy grass 
was higher than our heads when we 
moved here. Living ten miles from the 
nearest town, it was not easy to get 
material and supplies that they needed. 

As the herd grew Grandpa and Dad 
purchased land between South Shore and 
Stockholm, South Dakota forty miles 
from home, for pasture, this proved to 
be quite an event. In the spring they 
would drive the cattle to pasture which 
would take two days. And in the fall 
drive them back home for wintering. 
These drives interested many people and 
persuaded others to start raising Blacks. 
People would wait along the roadside 
to see this herd go by. At this time they 
were running between 100 and 125 cows. 
The calves were always sold for feeders 
in the fall. Except some heifers that 
were sold to start new herds and bull 
calves for breeding. 

My longest day I remember with the 
herd was the fall of 1934. Dad and I 
rounded the herd up one day and drove 
them into Stockholm; the next morning 
Dad loaded two carloads on the train 
and shipped them to St. Paul stockyards. 
I left Stockholm about 5:30 A. M. with 12 
cows and the herd bull, on our little 
bay mare, by the name of “Lady”. I was 
at Troy S. D. heading home when the 
sun came up, when Dad caught up with 
me and brought me some breakfast. By 
noon we were at Goodwin. When the 
sun went down that evening we had 
seven miles to go, these were some long 
hard miles, as the cattle were getting 
tired. Lady was too tired to walk and I 
was too sore to ride. AS we came up 
the long Hidewood hill some of the 
cattle wanted to lay down. By this time 
the cold north wind had moved in and 
snow was starting to fall. But only 2 
more miles to go. We arrived home 
about 10:30 P. M. 40 miles to drive a 
herd in one day. That was the year we 
had no crop or feed, we made thistle for 
hay in the grain fields, to winter these 
12 cows and the bull. 

As Angus herd bulls were scarce, my 
father decided to buy a Registered cow 
to raise his own herd bulls. In 1913 he 
purchased Rindahls Beauty 154039. She 
was sired by Black Knight of Roycraft 
76093. Dam—Allendale Patricia 76817. 
Several cows in our herd today trace 
back to this foundation registered cow 
and her daughters. We still have the 
robe that was made from her hide as 
our prize possession. 

The first’sires used in the herd I have 
record of are: Tar Baby Ted 181084; 
Poettas Jim 283531; Cotteau Chief 
346908; Hidewood Spray 402684; Erica- 
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t of at herd sires.

IN THE WESTERN Farm Life maga- 
zine, dated April 15, 1943 the front page 
story was titled, “Colorado’s Oldest An- 
gus Herd” and the opening paragraph 
stated, “Twenty years ago E. F. Dally 
of The Western Farm Life wrote an arti- 
cle on the Angus cattle business of the 
Lucore family at Arriba, Colorado. He 
said the Lucore herd, established 25 
years earlier, was at that time perhaps 
the oldest working group of registered 
Angus in the state. 

“Dally described the steady progress 
made by these pioneer Colorado ranchers 
during their first quarter century, and 
predicted that the third generation of 
Lucore boys, then coming into the busi- 
ness, assured the family’s Angus enter- 
prise of being carried on for another 
30 years.” 

Today it is another 25 years since 
the above story appeared in the 1943 
issue of The Western Farm Life and 
the prediction made by Mr. Dally has 
been proved true. 

The Lucore herd was founded by R. R. 
Lucore, pioneer Colorado Angus breeder. 
Robert Rufus Lucore was born in Marion 
County, Iowa, in 1865, moved with his 
parents to Fillmore County, Nebraska 


in 1886, when 21 years of age he moved 
from Nebraska to Kansas, proving up 
on a homestead there in 1888. In May 
of 1888, he filed on a timber claim in 
Lincoln County, Colorado. Moving to 
Colorado in 1888 he first lived in a 
dugout, three years later was married, 
built a sod house himself for his bride 
and in 1907 built the original farm home. 

Mr. Lucore put his first purebred bulls 
on the range in 1897. Good as his range 
herd was, it was immediately improved 
and three years later, the first regis- 
tered cows were purchased. In that year 
A. B. Lucore retired, and the business 
of raising registered blacks was begun 
in earnest by his sons, Robert and 
George. They operated as Lucore Broth- 
ers for about seven years with the herd 
name of Inavale. They divided interest 
then, George keeping the Inavale title, 
and Robert starting his own herd under 
the name of Knollwood. As his sons 
grew older the operation became, R. R. 
Lucore and Sons. The sons were A. B. 
Lucore and Frank. 

This son, A. B. Lucore, informed 
me that when his father, Robert R., son 
of Alonzo, homesteaded in Colorado he 
found lots of open range with good 
grass for the cattle. The Great Western 
Sugar Company ran lots of cattle on 
the open range and every fall a big 
round up was held when the Sugar 
Company and all the local ranchers 
sorted their cattle to take them home 
for the winter. In order to increase his 
herd, R. R. Lucore used to trade his 
steer calves to the Sugar Company for 
heifer calves. In one trade he got three 
heifers, evidently sired by an Angus 
bull; two were black and one was red, 
but all three were polled. 

These three heifers, in comparison 
with 350 others proved they were the 
best. They were always hustling up some- 
thing to eat while the others were wait- 
ing for the feed wagon, These three 
were buffing off the snow and getting 
some Buffalo grass and they were always 
fat. This decided Mr. Lucore to put a 
set of Angus bulls to work. He got the 
first Angus bulls from Charles Sutton, 
Lawrence, Kansas. They showed the first 
cross-bred steers from them and won 
grand champion feeders at the American 
Royal in Kansas City. Then they decided 
to get a few registered Angus females 
to raise their own bulls for the commer- 
cial herd. 

One of their first purchases of regis- 
tered females was from the McWhorter 
herd, Aledo, Iilinois, and it was con- 
sidered the most outstanding shipment 
of Angus cattle ever brought into Colo- 
rado up to that time. This shipment was 
six cows and a heifer calf. They also 
got the herd bull Amardao, by Imported 
Duke of Marlborough and a few years 
later purchased Scotch Eric by Royal 
Eric. 
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The first herd sire remembered by 
the present A, B. Lucore was Star of 
Denison that was purchased from W. A. 
McHenry at the time John Brown 
was herdsman for McHenry. The 
chain of ownership of this herd is as 
follows: Until 1907 R. R. and George 
Lucore were in partnership, from 1907 
the cattle were registered in the name 
of R. R. Lucore. A. B, and his 
sons earned an interest in the herd 
and began to record some of the cattle 
in the name of A. B. Lucore & Sons in 
1937. In 1947 they purchased the last 
of R. R. Lucore’s cattle when he retired. 
R. R. Lucore passed away in December, 
1949, at the age of 84 years, six months 
and twenty-four days. 

The bull, Star of Denison was First 
at the Iowa State Fair as a calf yearling 
and as a Two Year old. Lucore Brothers 
soon produced more bulls than they 
needed on their own herd and began 
to sell some to the neighbors, and in a 
few years were selling females for 
foundation herds. Lucore cattle have sold 
to breeders in several states, and two 
shipments were sent to the Cerro de 
Pasco Copper Corporation for export to 
Peru, South America. (The Journal had 
written to the copper company officials 
more than a year ago to try to find out 
what had happened to the Angus im- 
ported by the company and learned the 
cattle could not stand the high altitudes 
of the area and no record could be found 
of any development from these importa- 
tions). 

R. R. Lucore was a charter member 
of the National Western Stock show and 
a director of that organization for sev- 
eral years. His son, A. B. Lucore wrote 
that he did enjoy going to the stock shows 
with him to help take care of the cattle 
and to listen to his father, Fred Hahne, 
John Brown and other Angus enthusiasts 
talk about Angus. He, A. B. Lucore, 
has been a subscriber to the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal since it was founded 
August 1919 and says it is still his 
favorite magazine. His wife calls it his 
Bible as he reads it so religiously. In 
1963 A. B. and his wife visited the Jour- 
nal office, when we were working on 
the Herd Bull Edition. 


The herd sires used by A, B. & Sons 
include Blackbird Quiet Lad, from 1930- 
34 from the Hollinger herd at Chapman, 
Kansas; Master of Wheatland, by Master 
Marshall by Escort Marshall 3d; and 
others sired by Blackbird Quiet Lad, 
all from Hollinger stock. 


General 41st of Lonjac, from Lonjac 
Farms, Lee’s Summit, Missouri, was pur- 
chased at the 1941 National Western 
Stock Show. He was sired by General 
of Lonjac by General 6th of Page. This 
animal sired some of the fine young 
stock the Lucore boys showed as club 
projects. (Continued on page 218)

Dry years sometimes hurt the grass, 
but the Lucore ranches produced enough 
barley and corn to carry their stock 
through in good shape. The range is 
mainly the native buffalo and grama 
grass of this region. 

Again the generations of cattlemen 
producing Angus as a business prove 
that our breed provides the means of 
carrying on more than 70 years, for 
while A. B. Lucore says the herd was 
established in 1900, the record for using 
the first registered bulls would establish 
the beginning of the herd in 1897.

IN THE YEAR 1898 Fred Greiman, 
Garner, Iowa owner of “Dry Run Stock 
Farm” became interested in Angus cat- 
tle. A stock dealer spotted an Angus 
Breeder in South Dakota who was ad- 
vertising Angus bulls for sale who would 
consider trading for a Percheron stallion. 
My father having a Percheron stallion for 
sale answered this advertisement. After 
corresponding a transaction was made 
whereby an agreement was reached that 
father was to load his stallion in a box 
car to be sent to South Dakota and the 
other party was to load his bull in a box 
car to be sent to Garner, Iowa. This 
transaction worked out real well, as both 
parties after completion were more than 
pleased. My father used this Angus bull 
to cross on his Shorthorn cows. The result 
was so pleasing that there never has been 
any bull but an Angus bull used on this 
farm from that time on. 

I remember as a small boy, father 
buying bulls from Escher & Ryan, 
Harlan, Iowa and a Mr. Nissen, Meservey, 
Iowa, and from time to time he attended 
Purebred Angus Sales and purchased bred 
females, using this method of raising his 
own herd sires. 

Father never kept up the papers on 
these cows, however, he always used pure- 
bred bulls to raise cattle for his feedlot. 

In the year 1923 father retired from 
farming, I, Addis Greiman, and my 
youngest brother Clarence took over the 
operation. I continued along this same 
line raising cattle for my own feedlot 
using bulls from such noted breeders as 
John Fitch, Lake City, Iowa, and Harri- 
son & Ryan, Harlan, Iowa. 

In the year 1930 Strathmore Farms, 
Webster City, bought the Harrison & 
Ryan herd and moved them to Webster 
City, Iowa. At their first auction sale

I purchased the second top selling bull 
Blackcap Repeater 2 sired by Blackcap 
Revolution Again, he was a full brother 
to Blackcap Revolution. Blackcap Re- 
peater 2 developed into a tremendous 
bull, weighing 2100 lbs. with type and 
quality. I was so impressed with him 
I decided to purchase some registered 
females and start breeding registered 
cattle. 

I attended the H. P. Wilkinson, 
Mitchellville, Iowa, dispersion sale and 
purchased three Finlarig Elba Eric cows 
all daughters of Elburn 4th, carrying the 
service of Erie Marshall 5, a son of Earl 
Marshall. Approximately half of our 
cow herd stems back to these three great 
Elba Eric breeding cows. 

From time to time a few females have 
been added, one of the larger additions 
was a group of heifers from Kenneth 
McGregor, Ada, Minnesota, Of these were 
four heifers who proved to be a great 
asset to our herd: A Blackcap Bessie, 
Hartley Eline, Black Jestress and a 
Glencarnock Miss Burgess. 

After Blackcap Repeater 2, I pur- 
chased another bull from Strathmore 
Farms, Barb Strathmore, a son of Rev- 
olution 7th, the 1927 International Grand 
Champion bull. 

In the year 1935 I purchased my next 
herd bull from Miller & Kemp, Olin, 
Iowa. This was Eldon Boy 2d, a son of 
Bell Boy M. K., Daddy of all the Bell 
Boys. This bull was used with great 
success for four years, our cow herd 
being small and not being able to keep 
two herd bulls I sold him to Mallory & 
Mallory, Hampton, Iowa, where he con- 
tinued to make Angus history. 

I then purchased Ethan of Ida Grove 
from Johnson Bros., Ida Grove, Iowa. 
He was a son of Juana’s Revolution 3d 
of Ada, This is the bull that made 
Johnson Bros. nationally known. Ethan 
of Ida Grove nicked real well on Eldon 
Boy 2d daughters. From this mating 
came the 1942 Iowa State Show and 
Sale grand champion female Eris of 
Garner, the first female to sell in four 
figures in an Iowa State Show & Sale. 

In the year 1948 my sons Donald & 
Clifford joined the ranks by uniting the 
heifers they had accumulated in 4-H work 
with my herd and we started operating 
as Greiman Angus Farm; from this time 
on this has been a father & sons oper- 
ation. 

In the year 1948 Eston’s Juana Eric 
a grandson of Ravenswood Pride Eric, 
Eston’s dam was Juana 33d of Ada by 
the Imported Jungle Eric, came to our 
herd. We purchased him from Reverie 
Knoll Farm, Danville, Kentucky. He 
left many good females in our herd. He 
sired the 1952 and 1954 Iowa State Show 
& Sale Grand Champion female, along 
with North Iowa Fair, Clay County Fair 
and Minnesota State Fair champions and 
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Waterloo Meat Animal Show Champion 
steers. 

We then purchased Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 479 by Homeplace Eileenmere 687th 
from the Penney & James herd, Hamil- 
ton, Missouri. This bull was sold before 
we really knew his worth. His daughters 
proved to be great breeding cows and 
they nicked real well with our next herd 
sire Ankonian 1302, a son of Ankonian 
OB 13, 1955 International Grand Cham- 
pion bull, Ankonian 1302 was bred by 
Ankony Farms, New York. He sired 
many District Fair and Show & Sale 
Champions, He sired Miss Burgess A 
Garner 4, Grand Champion 4-H heifer 
1964 Iowa State Fair shown by Cliff’s 
daughter Cherry. In 1961 he sired both 
the Grand Champion and Reserve Grand 
Champion Fat Steers at the Monticello, 
Iowa Fat Steer Show. This is considered 
the greatest fat steer show in the land; 
this is the only time one sire has sired 
both champions at this show. We only 
regret his usefulness was not longer. 
We have many of his daughters in the 
herd. 

Other bulls used and not mentioned I 
am sure, had their life span of useful- 
ness been longer, would have been herd 
improvers. 

Our present cow herd numbers 100 
breeding cows. Our herd sires are 
Meadow Lane Magnifico by Dor Mac 
Bardoliermere 150th, an International 
Grand Champion. “Magnifico” was pur- 
chased from Meadow Lane Farm, New 
York. We are keeping most of his 
daughters for herd replacements, 

Our other present herd sire Ankonian 
Press Agent was purchased in the An- 
kony Farms’ dispersion sale. He is sired 
by the very popular International Grand 
Champion, Ankonian President. “Press 
Agent” himself a many times Grand 
Champion was Grand Champion bull at 
the 1967 Dixie National, Jackson, Mis- 
sissippi, 1967 Eastern States, Massachu- 
setts and 1967 Dutchess County, New 
York. He was a member of the 1966 
International Champion Get of Sire. He 
is siring uniformity, quality with ample 
bone and scale. This could well be the 
best breeding bull ever used at Greiman 
Angus Farm, 

We have never used nurse cows nor 
highly fitted for showing. This herd 
has been run as a practical beef business, 
entering steers in quality beef carcass 
shows. Our steers have won many cham- 
pion prizes at the Minnesota State Fair 
Quality Beef Carcass Show and the 
Mower County, Austin, Minnesota Meat 
Animal Show. 

Breeding Angus cattle has been an 
interesting business, We have sold cattle 
to most every state in the Union, Canada 
and New Zealand. We, including the 
grandchildren, all enjoy so much work- 
ing with Angus cattle.

IT WAS IN THE LATE 1880’s when 
Andy Schuler, Sr., founder of the Fair- 
view Angus Herd, was still a boy that 
he became interested in the Angus breed. 
It was during these years young Schuler 
worked as a chore boy for a neighbor, 
Mike Wandler, who lived southwest of 
Junction City. Mr. Wandler fed cattle 
of his own raising mostly crossbred 
Angus, in addition to handling all kinds 
of cattle including Texas Longhorns and 
Longhorn Crosses. Mr. Schuler stated, 
“We fed all the cattle shelled corn out 
on the ground so the cattle all got the 
same treatment. I kept noticing the 
crossbred blacks were doing better than 
the other cattle. All the cattle were 
mostly two and three year old steers.” 
The half-breed Angus with no horns 
which Mr. Wandler owned were probably 
descendents of the first Angus shipped 
to America by George Grant of Victoria, 
Kansas, in 1873. During the early years 
after the bulls arrived at the “Grant’s 
English Colony”, a prairie fire burned 
all the grass in the area west of the 
Saline river to Victoria. Grant was forced 
to ship all his cattle to pastures near 
Junction City for grazing. The following 
year was the year of the grasshopper 
plague and again the cattle had to re- 
main in the Flint Hills near Junction 
City. Because of the vast numbers of 
crossbred Angus around Junction City, 
it was assumed that early settlers pur- 
chased seed stock from the Grant cross- 
breds or received service from the Angus 
bulls as they were being grazed and 
wintered on the open range in the Junc- 
tion City area. This is verified in part 
by facts from “A History of Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle” by Alvin Howard Sanders, 
Copyrighted 1928—Page 141. 

Andy Schuler noticed the easy fleshing 
of the crossbreds, the fact they had no 
horns and also that they brought the 
best market price, so he decided he 
wanted to become a breeder of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. He purchased a crossbred 
bull and some crossbred cows from Mr. 
Wandler with money he earned as a 
roustabout on the Wandler horsepower 
threshing machine. He liked the results 
of this venture so in 1898 he purchased 
his first registered cattle, The first bull 
was named “Dewey” and was purchased 
from Charles E. Sutton of Russell, Kan- 
sas. This was during the Spanish Amer- 
ican War and Sutton named his two 
top bulls that year “Dewey” and “Samp- 
son” after the famous naval heros who 
captured the Philippines. “Dewey” ap- 


peared to be the better bull to Mr. 
Schuler and he purchased him for $150.00. 


He was shipped by rail to Chapman, 
Kansas, and hauled to the farm seven 
miles southeast of Chapman by box- 
wagon. To mate to this bull some cows 
were purchased from Wagner Bros., 
Enterprise, Kansas which was only a 
few hours ride by horseback to their 
farm, and bred by L. McWhorter, Aledo, 
Illinois. The Wagner family was related 
to L. McWhorter of Greenview Farm, 
Aledo, Illinois. One of the Wagner boys 
worked for McWhorter at Greenview 
Farm which was one of the outstanding 
herds of that era. Mr, McWhorter was 
an officer of the American Angus Asso- 
ciation at the time and served as presi- 
dent in 1900. He was breeder of 
International Grand Champion “Lucy’s 
Prince” in 1903 and 1904. Later Mr. 
McWhorter judged many shows including 
the International eight times. To be 
able to go and visit and receive first 
hand information from someone who had 
worked for such a renowned breeder 
as Mr. McWhorter was very impressive 
to the new breeder. 

The early certificates were written in 
longhand which were a far cry from 
the electronic printer used at this time. 
However, none of the original certificates 
are available for reference. A few of 
the remaining certificates of Wagner 
cows in the Schuler possession are: 

Sultana of Greenview 37492, Sire: 
Artist Knight 26228, Dam: Beatrice 
Bloom 11598, bred by L. McWhorter, 
Aledo, Illinois, calved: August 6, 1899. 

Courtesy 92961, Sire: Bates 46105, 
Dam: Mina 5th of Pope River 20223, 
bred by Wagner Bros., Enterprise, Kan- 
sas, calved: March 22, 1906. 

'A bull which Mr. Schuler considered 
one of the best breeding bulls he ever 
owned was: Rhythmic 73402, Sire: Bates 
46105, Dam: Mina 5th of Pope River 
20223, transferred to Mr. Schuler: March 
22, 1905. 

Another early bull: Lycurgus 2nd 
116790, calved August 17, 1906, Sire: 
Woodlawn Knight 5th 58110, Dam: Ante- 
lope 8th of Woodlawn 55959, bred by 
C. Collins, Morris, Illinois, transferred 
to Mr. Schuler February 28, 1912. 

Duchess Jim 213846, calved: April 1, 
1915, bred by W. H. Hollinger & Sons, 
Chapman, Kansas, Sire: Blackbird In- 
vincible, Dam: Dortha Duchess 63153, 
purchased: November 28, 1916, later sold 
to a neighbor, Albert Zaiss. 

Mr. Schuler considered Erwin C. the 
1913 International Grand Champion to 
be the best bull he ever saw. He used a 
son of him, Erwin Pride 278579, to head 
his herd. Another bull used heavy in 
1919, 1920 and 1921 was: Pride Rex E 
208662, Sire: Rosegay 6th 142883, Dam: 
Metz Pride 5th 149507, bred by W. J. 
Miller, Newton, Iowa, calved: November 
10, 1915. 

Blackbird De Lad 276206 saw heavy 
service during the early 1920’s. 
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Captain Poe 2nd 357595—Grand Cham- 
pion, Kansas State Fair 1927, bred by 
A. D. Wilcox, Muscotah, Kansas, exhib- 
ited by A. J. Schuler, Chapman, Kansas, 
sired by Blackcap Poe the $9200 bull 
Mr. Wilcox purchased from Escher & 
Ryan, sold by Schuler to Johnson Work- 
man, 

Cap Bruno 395305—Grand Champion 
1928 Kansas Free Fair, bred by A. J. 
Schuler, Sire of Captain Poe 2nd 375795. 

Next herd sire purchased was: Black- 
cap Barnard of Woodcote 400767. Calved: 
July 19, 1926. Bred by Dwight Cutler, 
Detroit, Michigan, owner of Woodcote 
Stock Farm, Ionia, Michigan. Purchased 
at International sale November 30, 1927, 
sired by Imp. Elcho of Harviestoun. 

Revolution Harrison 408307, bred by 
H, O. Harrison of Woodland, California, 
was uSed extensively in the early 1930’s, 
followed by his son Blackskeins Fairview 
Revie 452721, and then his grandson, 
Eric of Fairview 488494 and great-grand- 
son Eppys Eric 4th 610970. 

On June 21, 1938, at the Congdon & 
Battle dispersion sale Blackcapmere 
166th 524695, sire: Queenmere 70th 
423326, dam: Blackcap of Rosemere 21st 
360117, was purchased for a herd sire 
and was used with good results the 
next few years. 

In 1939, at the Wheatland Farm’s 
first production sale a bull: Irenmere 
of Wheatland 13th 543245, Sire: Pride 
Irenmere of Wheatland 419355, dam: 
Lily R. 8th 452882. This bull from the 
good producing Miss Copeland cow 
proved to be a wonderful breeding bull 
as did his maternal half brother, Re- 
peater of Wheatland 5th 523859, pur- 
chased by George Porteous in the same 
sale for the Dunwalke herd he was man- 
aging in the East. 

A son of the Irenmere 13th bull, named 
Pride H. Irenmere 4th 873095, from a 
Pride Harrison cow of Blackcap Revo- 
lution breeding was showed a few times 
placing 3rd in class as two-year old at 
1947 National Western in Denver. 

Another Wheatland bred bull pur- 
chased in 1947 used extensively was: 
Revemere of Wheatland 79th 956711, 
sired by Revemere of Wheatland 59th 
731687, he by the many times champion 
and great breeding bull Revemere of 
Wheatland 17th 508305. 

Bandolier of Don Head 15th 870642, 
purchased jointly with J. B. Hollinger at 
the 1947 Chicago Show Window Sale 
was used very successfully. 

In more recent years the following 
bulls were used with the Schuler herd: 
Oxbow Bandolier 2nd 1285349, sired by 
Whitney Bandolier 6th, 958029, bred by 
Edwards Bros. of Canada and sold in 
dam to Oxbow Ranch. 

Applewood Bardolier 1970072; Bando- 
lier of Fairview 14th 2070737, son of 
Oxbow Bandolier 2nd; Marycrest Eileen- 
mere 26th 1547178, by Homeplace Eileen-

was purchased at Ed Tatge Dispersion 
and was used quite heavily in the Fair- 
view herd. He was a big, rugged bull 
weighing nearly a ton. Several of his 
sons including: Prince Rowley of Fair- 
view 15th 4552558 are now in service, 
along with Hoots Bardoliermere 8th 
3293116 bred by Lewis Pierce and sired 
by Dor Macs’ Bardoliermere 40th 
2095009. He was sold in dam to Hoots 
Angus Farm, Grants Pass, Oregon and 
they in turn sold him at the National 
Western Sale in 1962 where he placed 
3rd in open class show.

65186, bred by H. A. Escher, Harlan, 
lowa. 

Metz Pride 5th 149507, calved: Sept. 3, 
1910, sire: Home Dale Kilburn 117014, 
dam: Brookside Pride 5th 93258, bred 
by W. J. Miller, purchased from Escher 
& Ryan, Irwin, Iowa, April 12, 1916. 

Queen Ben Dell 271824, calved: Aug. 
3, 1916, sire: Ben Hur of Lone Dell 
161156, bred by Escher & Ryan, Irwin, 
Iowa. 

An outstanding show cow with many 
winnings to her credit, of the Lucy fam- 
ily was: Russells Blanche 188137, calved: 
Sept. 15, 1913, sire: Wakarusa Heather- 
son 6th 160641, dam: Wakarusa Blanche 
2nd 158860, purchased October 4, 1917 
from Sutton & Porteous. Some descend- 
ents of “Old Blanche” as she was called 
are still in the Schuler herd. 

Mr. Chas. E. Sutton, the breeder from 
whom the first bull was _ purchased, 
formed a _ partnership in 1908 with 
George Porteous, who at the time was 
on the staff in charge of cattle at Kansas 
State Agri. College at Manhattan, Kan- 
sas, under Prof. R. J. Kinzer. Sutton 
operated a herd at Russell and Lawrence, 
Kansas. A herd of cows and all young 
cattle from both places had Geo. Porteous 
in charge. Johnson Workman was left 
in charge at Russell. This was known 
as Sutton & Porteous herd and was 
one of the largest in the West. The herd 
was showed extensively. Sales were held 
and some additions to the Schuler herd 
were made from them until Sutton & 
Porteous dissolved in 1918. Some of the 
cows from this herd include: 

Florimel 7th 190704, calved: January 
14, 1914, sire: Black Erwin C, 153752, 
dam: Florimel 3rd 84346, purchased from 
Sutton & Porteous, Lawrence, Kansas. 

Graduate 207373, purchased from Sut- 
ton & Porteous. 

Graduate 2nd 279070, calved: Decem- 
ber 28, 1917, sire: Quo Vadis 4th 221045, 
dam: Graduate 207373, bred by Sutton 
& Porteous. 
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Cows were added from time to time 


from the following herds: Escher & 
Ryan; J. W. Rea, Carrollton, Missouri; 
Wyckoff Bros., Luray, Kansas; A. D. 
Wilcox, Muscotah, Kansas; Rosengift 
Stock Farm, Kelley, Iowa and J. C. 
Simpson, Eufaula, Oklahoma. Several 
good cows were added that were sired by 
or bred to Plowman 221051, son of 
Kloman 135617—International Champ. 
bull of 1911; Plowman was also sire 
of the International bull of 1925— 
Playman of Sunbeam 338509, bred by 
George Pinney. Other good additions 
included: 

Key of Rubicon 6th 239735, calved: 
April 7, 1916, sire: Blackest 141486, 
dam: Key of Rubicon 2nd 171866, bred 
by S. Melvin, Greenfield, Illinois. 

Blackbird Brunette of Ash Row 367683, 
calved: Sept. 6, 1922, bred by Grover 
Moritz, Triplett, Missouri, sire: Elmland 
Burr 231541, dam: Blackbird 329 291007. 

Blackbird 156 180868, calved January 
6, 1914, sire: Unlulata Blackcap Ito 2nd 
116275, dam: S. S. Blackbird 144439, 
bred ky C. D. & E. F, Caldwell, Burling- 
ton Junction, Missouri. 

Without question the greatest addition 
in the entire history of the Fairview 
Herd was made at the Harrison Stock 
Farm’s first production sale at Harlan, 
Iowa, held June 21 and 22 of 1927, when 
five cows were obtained: 

Mignonne Glencarnock 379801, calved: 
October 8, 1923, bred by Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor, Brandon, Manitoba, Canada. The 
caption under her picture on Page 15 in 
Vol. 8, No, 25—July 4, 1927 issue of The 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal can best de- 
scribe this cow—‘A three year old 
daughter of the 1923 International Grand 
Champion bull ‘Blackcap Revolution’; 
with no mean show record in her own 
right, viz; first prize senior yearling at 
Chicago in 1925; first prize two year 
old heifer at Kansas City in 1926, A 
great prospect for the cow class together 
with bull calf by Revoiution 7 a phe- 
nomenal winner in 1925 sold to A. J. 
Schuler of Chapman, Kansas at the bar- 
gain price of $685. One of the finest 
individual cows ever to pass through an 
auction ring. Sold as lot 19 in the 
Harrison Production Sale at Harlan, 
Iowa.” This bull calf was Revolution 
Harrison 408307, whose sire Revolution 
7 387969 went on to win the International 
Grand Championship that fall. 

Revolution Harrison was the main herd 
sire during the early thirties and there 
was a heavy concentration of his blood 
in the herd through his sons and daugh- 
ters. 

Mignonne Glencarnock was shown to 
the Grand Championship at Kansas Free 
Fair in 1928 and was the foundation of 
the Schuler Mignonnes. 


Pride Harrison 31 402740, calved July 
6, 1926, sire: Blackcap Revolution 287269, 


was an open show heifer by the 1923 
Champion. 

Miss Burgess 370574, sold with heifer 
calf at side, Miss Burgess Harrison 6 
407233, calved November 26, 1926, sired 
by Black Marshall 11 351907, the 1924 
International Grand Champion and cow 
was rebred to Revolution 7 the 1927 
Champion. 

Evergreen 2d of Arbor Vitae 318529, 
calved: July 10, 1919, sire: Elegant of 
Tubberdaly 248735, sold with heifer calf 
at side: Erica Harrison 66th 407250, 
calved: April 10, 1927, sired by Black 
Marshall 11, the 1924 Champion. Erica 
Harrison 66th was selected as a model 
cow of the breed and was exhibited 
during the summer of 1931 on the Santa 
Fe Special Beef Train which toured 
throughout the Midwest on the Santa Fe 
System. 

Black Blossom 2d of Page 340960, 
calved: February 5, 1921, sire: Black- 
mere 4th 276340, dam: Blackbird Blos- 
som E 234649, bred by Hartley Stock 
Farm, Page, North Dakota. This cow 
sold bred to Blackcap Revolution the 
1923 Champion and the calf was named 
Blackbird Blossom of Fairview 424289. 
This Blackcap Revolution calf lived to be 
21 years of age, had 18 calves—first 7 
were bulls next 7 were heifers then 
alternated bull and heifer. The calves 
were sold to 7 states. This Hartley bred 
cow was closely related to Blackbird 
Blossom 7th of Page which proved to be 
a great producing family in the Edwards 
Bros, herd in Canada. This family has 
been regarded as one of the easiest 
fleshing tribes of the breed. These two 
cows have been the foundation of the 
“Schuler Black Blossoms.” 

An addition of nine head to the Fair- 
view herd was made from Andy Schuler’s 
good friend and neighbor, Jim Hollinger’s 
Wheatland Farm Sale of 1940. 

The present herd at Fairview Angus 
Farm numbers about 400 head and is 
owned by Andy Schuler, Jr., son of the 
founder of the herd. Andy Schuler, Jr. got 
into the Angus business early in life when 
his father bought him a cow, Wheatland 
Graduate 406918, when he was two years 
of age in August of 1927. However, this 
cow proved to be a slow breeder and it 
was necessary to send her to market. 
Knowing that young Andy, Jr. had a 
deep affection for the cow and did not 
want to part with her. “Old Andy”, not 
wanting to hurt his feelings, had to use 
some strategy, One day when some cat- 
tle were being sorted, a cow jumped over 
a board gate. This incident was witnessed 
by young Andy. After being informed 
it was his cow that did the jumping, the 
small boy immediately demanded “ship 
her, I don’t want a cow that jumps 
fences.” At “Better Livestock Day” in 
1932, young Andy now seven years old, 
purchased his next female at auction. 
This was also a Wheatland bred cow

This proved to be a good producer. Pro- 
ducing Eppy’s Eric 4 610970, who was 
used in the Schuler herd as a leading 
herd sire producing many winning 4-H 
steers. The dam of the Queen Eppy cow 
was Wheatland Bird Queen 382633—a 
half sister to Wheatland Bird Queen 3d 
408364 who was the dam of Revemere 
of Wheatland 19th 543235 an _ Inter- 
national contender and a full brother to 
a University of Illinois herd sire who 
had been an American Royal Junior 
Champion. Another full brother was 
class winner at Golden Jubilee Show at 
the International and was sold to Henry 
Marshall. (From footnote on Revemere 
19 in 1940 Wheatland Sale Catalog). 


Young Andy was a strong contender in 
the Kansas 4-H shows, showing seven 
Champion heifers and seven Reserve 
Champion heifers at one or both of the 
two state Fairs. He also showed several 
champion steers including “Black Dia- 
mond” reserve champion in the 4-H di- 
vision at the 1939 American Royal. He 
had acquired a herd of 10 to 15 top 
producing females by the time he was 
out of 4-H. At the American Royal 
Show after World War II, he exhibited 
a Grand Champion pen of five steers, 
which was a special division established 
for older youth just out of 4-H. The 
next year another pen placed and sold for 
$48.00 per 100. 

Andy, Jr. married Rosie McLaughlin 
in June 1951 and now a third generation 
of Schulers are raising and caring for 
registered Angus cattle on the same farm 
that has been the Schuler home for four 
generations or since 1875, 

All eight of this third generation have 
their own cattle. Soon after each child 
was born, Andy, Jr. gave the new ad- 
dition a heifer and a life membership in 
the American Angus Association. Andrew 
J. Schuler III, the oldest child, was the 
youngest member ever to join the Ameri- 
can Angus Association. The day he was 
born, July 26, 1952, he received his first 
heifer and his life membership in the 
Association, An account of this invest- 
ment plan appears on Page 36, October 
issue 1952, Volume 36, No. 3 of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. The other children 
are Steven J. born 1953, Sharon Ann born 
1956, Mark Kevin born 1957, Kent Mi- 
chael born 1958, Janice Marie born 1959 
and the twins Julie Kay and Joan Sue 
born 1964. 

The Schuler family have been active 
in local, state and national Angus As- 
sociations. Andy Schuler, Sr. was a 
charter member of the Kansas Angus 
Association and served as the president, 
He was one of the founders of “Better 
Livestock Day,” an event sponsored an- 
nually by the Geary-Dickinson County 
Angus Association. This event established 
in 1926 is held annually and is considered 
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to be the oldest and largest Angus field 
day in the nation. Each year nearly 
1000 youth participate in the judging 
contest and the entire crowd in attendance 
ranges from 1500 to 2000 and at times 
has exceeded 2500 people. 

The late Andy Sr. was awarded an 
honorary membership in the Kansas 
Chapter of Block and Bridle and his 
portrait hangs in the Gallery of Famous 
Stockmen on the campus of Kansas State 
University. He received honorary mem- 
bership in the Geary-Dickinson Angus 
Association in 1957 and honorary mem- 
bership in the Kansas Angus Association 
in 1959. He passed away May 4, 1963 at 
the age of 89 years, after having been a 
breeder of Angus for 65 years. 

Andy Jr. has been very active in An- 
gus affairs, having served as president 
of the local Geary-Dickinson Angus As- 
sociation several terms. President of the 
Kansas Angus Association in 1958 and 
served as Director of the American An- 
gus Association for two terms from 1959 
to 1965. 

The Fairview Angus herd was on the 
show circuit for several years in the late 
1920’s and again in the late 1930’s, and 
was exhibited by Andy Jr. for a while 
through the mid 1940’s. 

In the seventy years of operation, the 
cattle have always been sold on the farm 
at private treaty with the exception of 
a few sold through consignment sales at 
various times. Cattle have been sold 
to every section of the United States plus 
one shipment to Mexico. Repeat cus- 
tomers have been the mainstay of the 
business, In some instances these cus- 
tomers represent the third generation of 
the same family to come to Fairview 
Angus Farm for their replacement breed- 
ing stock. 

Each year only the very best indi- 
viduals are saved for replacements and 
for sale as breeding cattle. It has been 
through this constant method of im- 
provement that the Schuler herd has had 
such wonderful acceptance through these 
seventy years.

"THE McCORKLE HERD was founded 
by Otho McCorkle & Sons, Fayette 
(Howard County), Missouri when Otho 
McCorkle, father of J. B. McCorkle, 
purchased his first two cows in 1898 
from Hugh & Charles Elliott’s noted 
Walnut Grove Farm at Estill, Missouri. 
These cows came from the Boghead 
Flora and Heroine families. In 1900 he 
purchased a Blackbird cow from Peter 
McLaughlin, also of Estill, Missouri. 
These cows were the basis of a herd that 


grew to sizeable proportions in the early 
Twentieth Century. 

In 1908 a partnership was formed 
with John Blackwell. Mr. Blackwell was 
a clothier in Fayette, Missovri, who had 
founded his herd in 1899 with cattle 
procured from the herd of S. F, Black- 
well, Axtell, Missouri. The first bulls 
used in this herd were Sid 35533, by 
the Elliott bred “Quite Loyal” out of 
Beauty of Rougemont by Fayette of 
Estill, and “Excello Duke” by the Elliott 
bred “La Rue” out of the Estill bred 
Fairy Queen 3d of Estill by Imp. His 
Highness 6th 2637. Mr. Blackwell was 
a director of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association and for a 
number of years secretary of the Mis- 
souri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The partnership of McCorkle & Black- 
well endured many years and produced 
numerous cattle that contributed to the 
breed. A membership was taken out in 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association on January 28, 1911. 

One of the early herd sires used by 
the partners was Okotaw Boy, which 
came from a breeder in Oklahoma. Other 
early sires were: Blueribbon Boy, Eric 
of Pope River and Princely Ito. Blue- 
ribbon Boy being purchased from the 
Peter McLaughlin herd at Estill, Mis- 
souri. 

During the depression years of 1920-21 
many farmers went into bankruptcy but 
the purebred Angus herd saved the 
McCorkle Farm as there was a good mar- 
ket for Angus bulls. In 1922, lightning 
struck a big tree and killed quite a 
number of the herd including the entire 
Boghead Flora family. 

The Heroine family were great in- 
dividuals and very productive and J. B. 
McCorkle showed many champion steers 
at the Missouri State Fair and the 
American Royal from this family, This 
tribe of cattle is carried down through 
the next generation of McCorkles as 
foundation cattle given to Colleen Mor- 
ris, J. B.’s daughter. 

The original Otho McCorkle & Sons 
herd has continued through the years 
and is now incorporated into the Mc- 
Corkle Park herd, owned by his son, 
J. B. McCorkle, Kansas City, Missouri. 
The present cow herd numbers approxi- 
mately one hundred and the herd sire 
is Ankonian Challenger, a son of Dor 
Macs Bardoliermere 100th out of an 
Eileenmere 500th dam, owned jointly 
with Ankony Farms and Shalco Angus. 

J. B. McCorkle is well known to the 
Angus fraternity for he has long pro- 
vided a sales management and con- 
sultant service for breeders of Angus 
cattle, and he has been associated with 
the American Angus Futurity since it 
was founded, in 1948, and he has served 
as chairman of the board of directors 
of the show since 1958,

ARNOLD ABRAHAMSON, my father, 
says that Peter Abrahamson, my grand- 
father, always said the herd started with 
a cow named Ivy of Canton 2d. Accord- 
ing to Peter’s diary, Ivy of Canton 2d 
had her first bull calf May 14, 1898. 

On May 19, 1898, Peter started scrap- 
ing a pit for a scale. Today, the calves 
and yearlings are weighed for the AHIR 
program at the very same location, but 
on a different scale. 

The first herd sire was Negrotto of 
Greenview 24486. Dad says the bull came 
from a man named Donald at Canton, 
Minnesota, however the bull’s registra- 
tion in the herd books shows he was bred 
and owned by L. McWhorter, Aledo, 
Illinois and was calved in 1896. We have 
a picture of this bull and on it is written, 
Negrotto of Greenview, 1901, wt. 2160 
Ibs. The bull was led behind a_ buggy 
from Canton to Sunnyslope Stock Farm, 
a distance of 14 miles. 

June 16, 1891, Peter increased the herd 
as he purchased six cows and heifers 
from a man named Neudeck of Fort 
Dodge, Iowa, and on May 28, 1900 
Charles Dennstedt of Harmony, Minne- 
sota purchased the first Angus bull rais- 
ed on the farm. Dad tells me many of 
the bulls sold were put into a_ crate, 
lifted by a crew of men into a baggage 
car and shipped by rail to their new 
owners. 

According to grandfather’s diary on 
July 30, 1900 he weighed twelve steers 
and found they had gained 773 pounds in 
30 days for a 2.14 pound per day gain. 

April 10, 1901, the first calf out of 
Negrotto of Greenview arrived. 

January 7, 1915, the Minnesota Angus 
Breeders’ Association was formed with 
R. E. Crane, Grand Meadow, as Presi- 
dent. G. S. Hunt, St. Cloud, as _ vice 
president, and Peter Abrahamson, Lanes- 
boro, as secretary-treasurer. Later the 
first state picnic was held here with 
Charles Gray, secretary of the American 
Angus Association, as the guest speaker. 

November 4, 1919, the second annual 
Purebred Livestock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion sale was held at Preston. This was 
the Fillmore County Association and 
they offered 30 Angus, 7 young bulls and 
23 cows and heifers; 48 Shorthorns, 11 
young bulls and 37 cows and heifers and 
42 hogs, 20 Poland Chinas, 18 Duroc- 
Jerseys and 4 Chester Whites. The Angus 
sold at 1:30 P. M. on November 4th and 
the Shorthorns and Hogs on November 
5th. The Angus breeders consigning cat- 
tle to this sale were Peter Abrahamson, 
Lanesboro; John Milne, Canton; Cocker 
Bros., Lanesboro; Edward _ Scanlan, 
Lanesboro; Peter J. Ulvestad, Lanesboro; 
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Negrotta of Green 
weight 2160 pounds. 


M. C. Willford, Canton; John R. Camp- 
bell, Utica; Ostrem Bros., Lanesboro and 
Olaf Thoreson, Peterson. 


The herd sires in service in grand- 
father’s herd at this time were Sunny- 
slope Bion 2d 252989. He was sired by 
Erin Lad W. by’ Belfast by Black 
Woodlawn and on his dam’s side was out 
of a granddaughter of Prince Ito and 
Rosegay. The other bull was_ Erra’s 
Best, son of Bullion of Quietdale, grand- 
son of Earl Eric of Ballindalloch and 
Ebony of Quietdale. His dam was a 
daughter of Elgon by Earl Eric of Bal- 
lindalloch. This bull was bred by F. J. 
Roberts of Atlantic, Iowa and the dam, 
Erra Erica 2d was sold in Mr. Robert’s 
sale, April 1918 for $3,650.00 and a half 
brother to this bull sold for $3,000.00. 


The Sunnyslope herd came close to ex- 
tinction in 1928 when Bang’s’ disease 
struck. Fourteen cows, one bull and one 
heifer went to slaughter. The herd was 
operated as a family project until 1946 
when my father took over. He managed 
the herd until 1964 when I started. 


Perhaps the best sire father ever had 
was Eric’s Blackcap Heir E. L., out of 
a Bell Boy sire and a double bred Bando- 
lier dam. This bull was purchased from 
Earl Lohr, Winterset, Iowa and was 
reserve champion at the 1948 Iowa State 
Show and Sale. 


Today the cow herd numbers’ one 
hundred and two head with the first calf 
heifers. They are bred to the following 
sires: Keyban Bardolier 160; Viewlawn 
Bandolier 584; Ankonian Jingo 5266 and 
OB 1302 Garner 39. The latest sire 
addition to the herd was purchased in 
winter of 1967 and his name is Keyban 
Bardolier 222.

‘T HE LETTERHEAD used by Sunny 
Home Farm states that they have been 
breeders of Angus cattle in North Caro- 
lina since 1901, Gaylord H. French wrote 
me, “I was born April 18, 1896 on a 
farm near Wakeman, Ohio. I don’t have 
any date showing the exact year my 
father, Alfred Llewellyn French, pur- 
chased his first Angus, but I’ve been 
under the impression all my life, there 
were Angus on the farm when I was 
born.” 


Hans C. Rohdenburg, executive secre- 
tary of the North Carolina Angus As- 
sociation wrote to me early in 1968 to 
inform me this herd was over fifty 
years old and stated, “This herd was 
started by Gaylord French’s father, Al- 
fred Llewellyn French, in the 1890’s 
in Wakeman, Ohio. It was moved to 
Draper and Fitzgerald, North Carolina, 
now called Eden, in 1901 and has been 
in continuous operation ‘there since that 
time.” 


“Volume 12 (1902) of the American 
Angus Association Herd Book still lists 
A. L. French as a breeder from Ohio 
although the herd at that time had al-

ready moved to North Carolina. Volume 
13, issued in 1904, listed him the first 
time as a breeder from North Carolina.” 

Making my own search of our herd 
books the first mention made of A. L. 
French as a breeder was the registration 
of Chapelle Lady 34672, calved April 1, 
1899, and was recorded as bred and 
owned by A. L. French of Wakeman, 
Ohio. She was sired by Baron Ida out 
of Black Bess by Baronet of Advie. 
Since the herd book clearly states this 
female was bred and owned by Mr. 
French it would seem he owned her dam 
in 1898 and this could be the initial pur- 
chase resulting in the present day oper- 
ation. 

In March 1901 Alfred Llewellyn 
French moved to North Carolina and 
took with him the herd of Angus cattle 
he had started in Ohio, The herd sire 
at that time was Eulaies Laddie 41861 
and Lady Nosegay B 27942 was one of 
the females. Later he purchased Baron 
Roseboy 57666 who was sired by Gay 
Blackbird. Other bulls he used were 
Jester 66071, Edgewood Eric 3rd 128972, 
Balmorell 235394 and Broadus Norman 
5th 325168. There is no record of how 
many head were in the herd in these 
early days but the present owner said 
that his father’s aim was for individual 
quality and choice breeding rather than 
large numbers. The founder passed away 
March 13, 1921 and at that time the 
operation was taken over by Gaylord 
H. French. 


In 1925 he purchased Idolmere of 
French Broad, sired by Perinthian, the 
1920 International grand champion bull 
and out of Idessa of Rosemere 2d, she 
a full sister of Idolmere the 1919 Inter- 
national grand champion. Following this 
bull they used one of his good sons, 
Idolmere 8th of Sunny Home; next came 
Queen’s Idol 420503. 
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e old cows at Sunny Home Farm.

Through the years they used Bride- 
groom of Rosenridge; Gillcrest General 
5th; Epponian General 2d of Le Baron; 
Ankonian 32132 by the 1032d; Ankonian 
4th SH, and currently they are using 
Chinque Penn Eileenmere 13th and LAF 
Prince Bardoliermere. The females in 
the herd are descendants of the cows 
the founder brought from Ohio when 
he moved in 1901. They were composed 
mainly of Nosegays and Queen Mothers. 
From time to time the present owner 
purchased heifers to enlarge the families 
in the herd. These include: An Enchant- 
ress Erica, a Pride of Aberdeen, a Red 
Gate Eurotia and the latest one an Elba. 
They have quite a few descendants of 
those cows along with the descendants 
of the original Queen Mothers and Nose- 
gays. The herd at present numbers some 
one hundred head. 

Alfred Llewellyn French took his son 
Gaylord H. in as a partner when he was 
a boy, and his grandson, who was born 
August 5, 1938 became Gaylord’s part- 
ner. The son is Gaylord H. French, Jr., 
who is a doctor of veterinary medicine 
and the third generation of the French 
family to have been associated with the 
Sunny Home Herd since it was founded.

L. J. SUNDERMAN 
Clarinda, Iowa 


[ N CHECKING back over Mr. L. J. 
Sunderman’s records, we find that his 
father, Fred Sunderman, who lived 10 
miles NW of Clarinda, Iowa, purchased 
a Registered Angus bull and a heifer 
“Belle Donna of Emerson 2d” 22349 in 
1898 from Jeff Evans at Emerson, Iowa. 
He purchased the bull to use on cross- 
bred cows. The calves were all black 


in color, he liked the calves very well, 
and he found that they outgained the 
other calves. From that time he always 
purchased Registered Angus Bulls. 

Mr. and Mrs. L. J. Sunderman were 
married Feb. 10, 1898 and moved to 
a farm 3 miles NW of Clarinda, Iowa, 
Page Co. and lived on this farm until 
their death, he in 1951 and she in 1964. 
When Mr. Sunderman started farming 
for himself, he had already decided to 
raise Registered Angus cattle. On June 
17, 1903, he and his father drove a 
team of horses to Clarinda, put them 
in a livery stable, then boarded a train 
fox Maryville, Mo. where they rented 
a livery stable team and buggy. They 
drove to the C. D. Hooker and Son Farm, 
there he purchased four females, one 
an aged cow, “Bessie Russet” 17710, 
(she weighed 1650 lbs.) and her 6 month 
heifer. Also two yearling heifers, one 
a Queen Mother and the other a Duchess. 
After that he purchased the original 
cow “Belle Donna of Emerson” from his 
father. To these he added “Duchess Nelly 
2d” 39914, that weighed 1800 lbs., Pride 
McHenry 15th 32496, Ellen Erica E 
861733, Blackbird of Newton 139045, 
Blackbird Marie T 330350, and Black- 
bird Irene 93482, she weighed 1600 lbs. 
This is the last record of any females 
bought. As far as we know Mr. Sunder- 
man raised all his females from then on. 

In the year 1911, Mr. Sunderman 
recorded his farm as MAPLE HOME 
FARM. At that time the herd numbered 
about 25 brood cows. Families repre- 
sented were Blackbirds, Ericas, Queen 
Mothers, and Prides and Ruths. Three 
things that Mr. Sunderman always kept 
in mind were Quality, Size, and Dis- 
position. Disposition was something Mr. 
Sunderman always emphasized through 
his entire career as an Angus breeder. 

Among the bulls used in his herd 
were Freddy R, bred by W. D. Reynolds 
of Morton Mills, Iowa, he was a 2000 
lb. bull, sired by Lon 4th. Next bull 
was Duke Eraste 74344 by Eraste 49786, 
his dam was Bessie Russet, bred by H. 
D. Hooker and Son, Maryville, Mo. He 
was described as.a bull with lots of size 
and quality. Third bull used was Black 
Unit 105665 by Black Pedro, he was also 
bred by H. D. Hooker and Son, Mary- 
ville, Mo. Next was Black Bishop S 
120558 by Black Hero C 954261 a des- 
cendant of Lady Morton, bred by Samson 
Bros., Villisca, lowa. This bull was used 
in his herd for six years. He describes 
this bull as having lots of quality and 
size, weighing 2400 lbs. Fifth bull was 
Erian 168230 by Everst of Maisemore, 
his dam was Elion of Rosengift; Erian 
was purchased from Charles Escher of 
Botna. When he was through with Erian, 
he was sent to St. Joe to a Bull Show 
and Sale, where he was second in class 
and topped the sale. Other bulls were 
Black Ennoble, Chief Pilot, and others.

During the years 1910 to 1929, Mr. Sun- 
derman had a cow herd of 50 cows, 
showing many of them in a circuit at 
many County Fairs in Iowa, Nebraska 
and Missouri. During this show circuit, 
he won over 210 ribbons, among them 
were 25 purple or Sweepstakes Ribbons, 
117 blue and 54 reds. The feature year 
seemed to be 1926 showing at Clarinda, 
Bedford, Hamburg, Shenandoah, Harlan, 
Atlantic and Greenfield, Iowa, Auburn, 
Neb. and Bethany, Mo. Winning 6 Grand 
Champions, 45 blues and 24 red ribbons. 
It seems his age and health prevented 
him from showing after the year 1929. 


Activity slowed down during the de- 
pression years of the thirties. Mr. & 
Mrs. Sunderman had three children. 
Arnold and family living at Sidney, 
Neb., he being a wheat farmer. Minnie 
(Mrs. Charlie Schilb). And Gilbert and 
family living on the home place. In 
1936 Mr. Sunderman gave his youngest 
son Gilbert a cow and heifer calf (Beauty 
of Maple Home) for a F, F. A. project. 


About the year 1943 the herd was 
transferred to L. J. Sunderman & Son. 
Following his death in 1951 the herd 
was divided between his son Gilbert 
and daughter Minnie and husband Char- 
lie Schilb. Gilbert now has a herd of 
32 cows. Most of them coming from the 
foundation herd. Among the bulls in 
this herd was Julis Bardolier, a half 
brother of the 1952 International Grand 
Champion. The present herd sire is bred 
by the Arlavon Farms, and recently 
purchased “Black Watch Elevate 448th” 
from Glencarnock Stock Farm. 


Mr. Sunderman gave a cow and a 
heifer calf to his daughter Minnie & 
husband Charlie Schilb when they started 
farming in 1940. From this and other 
interests Charlie became interested in 
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undermann whose herd was f 
» Norman Schilb. 


Angus cattle, and founded his herd the 
“Mount Hope Angus Farm.” He and 
their son Norman have formed a father 
& son partnership. They now have a 
herd of 80 breeding cows, They have 
been using bulls such as Marycrest 
Kileenmere 12th, Homeplace Eileenmere 
273rd, Page Bardoliermere S 81st, Ei- 
leenmere G W 82d, and recently have 
purchased Ankonian President 262d and 
also purchased a son of the “Construc- 
tor.”

ROSEMERE FARMS 
Maquoketa, Iowa 


'Tuls WELL KNOWN herd was founded 
in 1898 when Otto Battles persuaded his 
widowed mother to purchase two pure- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cows, Grace Gay 
and Lama C, and from that time until 
about 1905, he was the active manager 
of the farm for his mother. Between 1898 
and 1905 Otto continued to feed steers 
as his father had done before him, and 
he also developed the Angus herd which 
he exhibited at the county fairs with 
good success. 


It was during this initial herd building 
period that Otto V, Battles decided he 
wanted to develop an outstanding herd 
of this breed. He had noticed the Black 
Woodlawn cattle that B. R. Pierce was 
producing from his good son of Bell’s 
Eclipser. Accordingly Otto V. Battles 
purchased two heifers and a bull, Brook- 
side Fame, all by Black Woodlawn, At 
the end of the 1906 show season he 
purchased a number of show cattle from 
P. J. Donohoe. Brookside Fame did not 
develop to suit Mr. Battles so he pur- 
chased Glenfoil Thickset 2d, by Brook- 
side Star, a son of Black Woodlawn, and 
this bull was purchased at a sale in 


September 1906, with the understanding 
the bull would be delivered following the 
International that year, 


Glenfoil Thickset 2d was purchased at 
a time when fashionable families domi- 
nated the breed, A study of his extended 
pedigree shows he carried approximately 
87% percent of the blood of the most 
popular and fashionably bred cattle of 
the breed. This sire made a great con- 
tribution to Rosemere as a sire of fe- 
males as many outstanding cows re- 
sponsible for Rosemere successes were 
sired by him. He also sired a number of 
outstanding bulls including the first prize 
aged bull at Chicago in 1911, Thickset 
Blackbird. 


Thus the show cattle Otto purchased 
from P. J. Donohoe constituted the foun- 
dation of the Rosemere herd today. This 
group included Glenfoil Thickset 2d, 
winner of four first prizes, one junior 
and three grand championships at Chica- 
go; Golden Gleam by Black Woodlawn; 
Glenfoil Queen 2d, winner of two firsts 
and one grand championship at Chicago; 
Eileen Lass by Heather Lad of Emerson 
2d. (Heather Lad of Emerson 2d was 
sire of Glenfoil Thickset 2d’s dam) and 
Eileen Lass was a winner of three firsts 
and one grand championship at Chicago; 
Blackbird Lady 4th; Brookside Quality 
Queen 2d, she by Black Woodlawn. The 
following year Otto purchased Her 
Majesty 2d, winner of one first and one 
grand championship at the International 
from the herd of Dr, H. M. Brown of 
Ohio. 


Eileen Lass was the foundation of the 
Tolan Eileenmeres, through her daughter 
Black Eileen by Black Woodlawn. Otto 
had purchased her a few months prior 
to her winning her International grand 
championship, paying $5,000 for her, a 
fantastic price for those days, She died 
giving birth to Black Eileen three months 
after her last appearance at the Inter- 
national. Otto was still a very young 
breeder with no substantial financial re- 
sources and had only the one calf from 
this cow which had cost him $5000. About 
the same time he had purchased Black- 
bird Favorite 2d, a great show cow, for 
$2500 and lost her by death before she 
had produced one calf for him. How- 
ever, the production record of Black 
Eileen was such that she proved to be 
the best investment he made in de- 
veloping the Rosemere herd. 


In 1907 a show herd went on the road 
with Glenfoil Thickset 2d at the head. 
The bull was then two years old and 
carried away the International grand 
championship, and his half sister, Glen- 
foil Queen 2d won the same honor for the 
females, This success was duplicated in 
1908, the female grand champion being 
Her Majesty 2d and Golden Gleam, a 
son of Black Woodlawn, won his class at

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Chicago and was sold then to James D. 
McGregor who owned the world famous 
Glencarnock herd at Brandon, Manitoba. 


The building of the herd in 1906 and 
1907 was done on borrowed money, money 
secured by notes endorsed by his mother. 
Otto paid off the notes and the assets 
he accumulated in the years to follow 
came from his investment in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and Rosemere stood on its 
own two feet and succeeded without any 
outside financial aid, even withstanding 
the depression of the 1930’s. 

Otto’s wife, Evangeline, had a beauti- 
ful rose garden at the old farm at 
Maquoketa and she suggested the name 
“Rosemere” which Otto accepted and 
later this name was used exclusively by 
him in registering animals with the As- 
sociation, This name was copyrighted 
and proved to be a_ very excellent 
selection of a trade name for the cattle 
they produced. The affix (mere) is to- 
day found in many Aberdeen-Angus 
names where ever Angus cattle are pro- 
duced in North America. 


In 1908 the Black Woodlawn bull, Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, was purchased. Glen- 
foil Thickset 2d was sold to W. A. Mc- 
Henry to head his show string and was 
again the International grand champion 
that year, The following year Oakville 
Quiet Lad was the International grand 
champion after which win he was retired 
from the show string and put into the 
herd in active service. Oakville Quiet 
Lad was the chief sire about which the 
Rosemere herd was developed and im- 
proved. 


As finances permitted additional fe- 
males were added to the herd and Rose- 
mere continued to grow and exhibit and 
became one of the strong herds of the 
day. In the spring of 1916 the partner- 
ship of Congdon and Battles was formed. 
Chester A. Congdon, Duluth, Minnesota 
desired to establish a great herd in 
Washington in the vicinity of Yakima. 
This was the first important Angus 
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activity west of the Rockies and was 
the chief pioneer herd on the Pacific 
Coast. During the period of this partner- 
ship some five thousand head of pure- 
bred Angus were produced and sold 
and the Congdon & Battles dispersion at 
Maquoketa, Iowa, June 20, 1938, was 
one of the outstanding livestock events 
of the century. 


Mr. and Mrs, Otto V. Battles selected 
seventy females and two bulls to be 
added to their Maquoketa, Iowa, Rose- 
mere Herd. The culls were Eileenmere 
61st and Prizemere 399th. The herd 
had been maintained (Rosemere) at 
Maquoketa during the partnership and 
continued, after the dispersion, to breed 
Angus cattle at both Maquoketa and 
Yakima, Washington and later had a 
unit at Los Olivos, California. 


After Oakville Quiet Lad they used 
Meraman of Tierra Alta, followed by his 
son, Prizemere 9th, who in turn was 
succeeded by his sons, Prizemere 32d and 
Blackmere 16th. Then the two from the 
partnership, Eileenmere 61st and Prize- 
mere 399th. 


Rosemere sires also included, as years 
rolled by, Ankonian 75th; Blackmere 
314th, Quality Lad of Rosemere 2d, 
Barbarian of Rosemere 223d, Blackcap- 
mere 277th, Prizemere 712th. The farm 
also provided many outstanding sires 
for other herds including Eileenmere 
4th to head the J. Garrett Tolan herd 
in 1918; and the same year Dr. J, I. 
Huggins, Dandridge, Tennessee, pur- 
chased Idolmere, first son of Homeview 
Lady Idessa 2d by Oakville Quiet Lad, 
to head his herd. Idolmere was the In- 
ternational grand champion in 1919 while 
Eileenmere 4th sired Eileenmere 15th, 
International grand champion of 1929. 
One could easily say that the herd 
founded by Otto Battles has produced 
cattle that dominated the greatest show 
in America from the time he exhibited 
Glenfoil Thickset 2d. 


The Rosemere Barbara cows were

female, member of the famed Rosemere Barbara family, foundation 
of the Barbarosa family developed at Sunbeam Farms. 


established with four McHenry Barbara 
females, one was Barbara McHenry 18th 
purchased direct from W. A. McHenry. 
She produced Barbara of Rosemere 100th, 
the International grand champion in 1933 
and she was the foundation cow of the 
famous Barbarosa family developed by 
Sunbeam Farms owned by S. C. Fuller- 
ton, Jr, at Miami, Oklahoma. 


Barbara of Rosemere 47th was pur- 
chased for Anoka Farms on a mail bid 
by the late Fred Hahne. She proved to 
be a good investment for them, producing 
five sons by Blackbird Bandolier of Page 
—they were Bandolier of Anoka 34d; 
Bandolier of Anoka 4th; Bandolier of 
Anoka 6th, grand champion at Chicago 
in 1937; Bandolier of Anoka 7th and 
Bandolier of Anoka 10th, twice a first 
prize winner at the International and 
head herd sire at Anoka for several 
years. These bulls and Bandolier of An- 
oka, were the foundation of the Bando- 
lier cattle that became so popular in 
Canada and the United States. The 
daughters of Barbara of Rosemere 47th 
were retained in the Anoka herd and her 
last daughter, Barbara of Rosemere 25th 
was born when she was 25 years of age. 


The Glencarnock Barbaras were de- 
veloped from the Rosemere line when 
Otto sold Barbara of Rosemere 4th, a 
daughter of Oakville Quiet Lad _ to 
Samuel Mitchell who had the Montrose 
herd at Grandview, Manitoba. Mr. 
Mitchell used sires from Glencarnock 
farm and Congdon & Battles. Later the 
Montrose herd owned by Mr. Mitchell 
was purchased by the Hon. James D. 
McGregor who distributed this great 
strain of females all over the continent. 


Otto Battles was among the early 
Angus breeders to have his portrait 
hung in the Saddle and Sirloin Club; he 
served as president of the Angus As- 
sociation 1919-1920 and again in 1934 
when the Association celebrated its 
Fiftieth Anniversary. He was the first 
Angus breeder asked to judge abroad. 
In 1930 he judged Perth and ten years 
later, 1940, judged the Palermo show at 
Buenos Aires, returning in 19438 to again 
judge this event. 


Otto V. Battles passed away February 
13, 1967 at his old home in Maquoketa, 
Iowa. His widow, Evangeline, resides 
at their home in Solvang, California and 
continues to operate Rosemere Farms 
with the able assistance of Roland Ehlers. 
The herd now numbers slightly over one 
hundred head, They had been using Mr, 
Eileenmere of Warsaw for more than ten 
years and are now using a son of O. 
Bardoliermere 2d, O. B. 2 of Rosemere.

MAPLE CROFT FARM has been 
producing registered Aberdeen - Angus 
continuously since the herd was founded 
by J. Gabriel Hanlin back in 1898, and 
the descendants of his first purchases 
still graze the pastures of this farm 
located on top of the Alleghany Moun- 
tains, in Mineral County, West Virginia, 
where the Maple Croft herd has been 
“at home” the past seventy years. 

J. G. Hanlin, best known to his many 
friends as “Uncle Gabe” purchased two 
bred cows from an Ohio breeder in 1898, 
and each produced a heifer calf. The 
following year he purchased a bull and 
a few more cows from his uncle, G. S. 
Kizmiller, Grand View Farm, Schell, 
West Virginia and from Peyton Dixon, 
of Bayard, West Virginia as these two 
men had also started their herds from 
Ohio purchases. 

During his active life as a breeder 
of Angus cattle “Uncle Gabe” kept some 
of his best heifer calves to increase 
his cow herd or as replacements and 
got as good a bull as he could afford 
to head the herd. “Uncle Gabe” always 
liked good sized cattle and although he 
was not a student of pedigrees he was 
hard to beat when it came to picking 
the “right” type. In 1914 he bought a 
bull from Picken’s Farm, Clarksburg, 
West Virginia, that weighed more than 
a ton. This bull greatly improved the 
size of his calves and later the size of 
the females, retained in the breeding 
herd. In later years his herd sires came 
from leading herds in Kansas, Virginia 
and Missouri. 

In 1937 he purchased Annefield Mount 
by Elmere 4th out of Andelot Blackcap 
20th from William Bell Watkins, Anne- 
field Plantation, Berryville, Virginia.

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This bull sired many excellent calves 
and improved the quality of the herd 
during his length of service, which was 
until the bull reached thirteen years of 


age, 

The feeding and management of a 
herd located atop the Alleghany Moun- 
tains should be of interest to all Angus 
breeders. The breeding herd is wintered 
right out in the open, even though it 
may be zero temperature with two or 
three feet of snow on the ground. Twice 
a day hay is fed from stacks and the 
cows are bred to calve in April and May 
and always have calved in the open. 

Mrs. Davis wrote, “My father’s health 
started failing about 1950 and in March 
1952 he transferred the herd of forty- 
five to my husband and me. He died in 
June 1952 and we have tried to follow 
as closely as possible in his footsteps 
with our herd.” 

The present owners of Maple Croft 
Farm are Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Davis, 
the son-in-law and daughter of J. Gab- 
riel Hanlin. Their only showing of cattle 
has been through their five children in 
4-H Demonstrational Feeder Calf Sales 
and in Registered Angus Calf Shows 
and Sales. They do not try to highly 
fit their cattle since they are high on 
the Alleghany Mountains with very short 
seasons and can not produce grains and 
corn as in the lower areas, and feeding 
grains would prove quite expensive for 
any fitting programs. 

However, their hay and grasses are 
well mixed and keep their cattle in very 
good condition even during severe win- 
ters. Except in very dry years they 
always have ample hay and they only 
feed grain to those calves used for re- 
placement the first winter. From then 
on they are only fed hay out in the open 
field from hay ricks—just as they were 
handled for so many years by “Uncle 
Gabe”. 

The cattle at Maple Croft Farm are 
very hardy, grow heavy coats of hair 
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Uncle “Gabe” Hanlin, founder of Maplecroft. 


and they have never lost a cow from 
exposure. They follow the same breed- 
ing pattern so that the calves start 
arriving after April 1st and they have 
lost only a few calves after that date. 
They do not try to have cows with calves 
during the winter as they feel the cows 
do better as they are not weakened by 
nursing calves during the cold winter 
months, 

The calves from Maple Croft have 
been bought by breeders throughout 
West Virginia and many neighboring 
states. They have sold calves as far 
south as South Carolina and as far 
north as Illinois and have had many 
repeat buyers who say their calves do 
well for them and grow out into good 
producers with good size and quality. 

Two of the herd sires selected by the 
present owners were Barry Boy Erica 
by Barry Boy A. P. out of Erica 2d of 
Amherst and O. B. Bando A. P. by An- 
konian O. B, 10th out of Bandolette A. 
P. These were from Annefield Planta- 
tion, Berryville, Virginia from whom 
Annefield Mount was purchased, In May, 
1968, we purchased Mr. Miggy 5643575, 
calved February 138, 1967. He is a son of 
Blue Sky Ermitre 102, and grandson of 
Ermitre of Haymount the 1960 Inter- 
national grand champion and Sire of the 
Year in 1965 and 1966. We purchased 
Mr. Miggy from William Bell Watkins, 
Annefield Plantations, Berryville, Vir- 
ginia, the same farm that the other bull 
came from. We have found these bulls 
to be 100% breeders and that is why we 
have been repeat customers. 

The youngest son, David, is now an 
agriculture major in West Virginia Uni- 
versity and plans to carry on with the 
herd. He has five cows of his own that 
are helping him to further his education. 
It is hoped the herd can be retained and 
passed on generation to generation, and 
still be in existence in 1998. ;

[ DLE GRASSLAND acres started the 
herd of Angus cattle for Dr. Fred Hoff- 
meister. From his title one knows his 
real profession was being a doctor, but 
he loved land and cattle and upon ar- 
riving in Chase County, Nebraska in 
1887 he settled his family on a home- 
stead close to the townsite of Imperial 
and soon was in the Angus cattle busi- 
ness. 


There is an interesting side light to 
how the Doctor acquired his first Angus 
bull, a son of Knight of St. Patrick. 
It was sometime before 1892 when two 
ranch hands of the Harlem Cattle Com- 
pany, which stretched into Hitchcock, 
Hayes, Dundy and Chase Counties, drove 
into the yard in a tip-top wagon with 
a jug of whiskey between them. 

They said, “Doc, we got the calf you 
wanted,” in a thick Irish brogue en- 
hanced by a few nips from their jug. 


Doc Hoffmeister said, “I never bought 
a calf.” 


A little unsteady on the seat, one of 
his callers said, “You know, Doc, every 
time you came to the ranch, you went 
to the barn to see the bull calf. The 
outfit won’t pay us wages and you have 
taken care of our women whenever they 
had babies. This is the only way we 
can pay you. He is your calf. Get your 
branding iron and we'll make it legal.” 
The Harlem Cattle Co. went broke and 
was foreclosed in 1892. 


As the family of six children grew

older Dr. Fred felt they should live 
closer to the Imperial school. Conse- 
quently he moved the family to a home 
right in the town of Imperial, which meant 
selling the herd of commercial Angus 
cows. 


The family activities soon outgrew 
this small house and in September of 
1898 Dr. Fred bought a house on a half 
block at the edge of Imperial. Adjoining 
farm land was available which he also 
purchased and he was back in the Angus 
cattle business. This home is now occu- 
pied by his son Max H. Hoffmeister. 


It would be nice to say the date the 
Hoffmeister herd was founded was 1887 
but since Dr. Fred did not own cattle 
from 1895 until 1898, the founding date 
must be 1898, since which time the fam- 
ily has been continuously in the Angus 
business. 


In 1906 Dr. Fred purchased Altene 
5th 93784, bought from C, D. Hooker & 
Son, Maryville, Missouri. In his extended 
pedigree appears Knight of St. Patrick 
234th, who was in the second herd of 
Angus to come into Nebraska when 
purchased by the Harlem Cattle Co. 
with main headquarters at Stratton, Ne- 
braska—and who was the sire of the 
calf the Irish cowboys delivered to the 
Doctor before 1892. 


The first registered cow in the herd 
was Coquette 15th of Allendale, bred 
by Anderson and Findlay, Lake Forest, 
Illinois. She had been sold to C. W. Fink, 
Maryville, Missouri and was purchased 
by Dr. Fred in 1906. The handwritten 
pedigree signed by Thos. McFarlane, is 
a cherished paper in their herd files. 
In the next year seven more females

Some of the early herd sires included 
Blackbird Jimmie; Balasco; Bravido, 
bought from Jos. Krotz & Son of Odell, 
Nebraska in 1919. The four bulls which 
no doubt made a great improvement in 
the herd, according to Max H. were 
Evolate 38027; Eline’s Marshall 2d 
425585; Ito Marshall 445585 and Revo- 
lution 124th 474487, all of them closely 
related to the King of Sires, Earl Mar- 
shall 183780. Evidence Eileenmere a son 
of Evidence of Strathmore, did, said 
Max, the most to upgrade the herd. 
Evidence of Strathmore was the bull 
Krotz purchased from Fred Hahne’s 
Strathmore herd. 


The present herd bulls are Foremost 
Elevate 4th, a son of Elevate of 
Eastfield; SW Centurion 295th, a 
son of Dor Macs Bardoliermere 100th; 
and Ankonian Pilgrim 2d, a son of 
Ankonian President. 


The herd numbers seventy-five to 
eighty cows. Max H. lives in the family 
home built in the 1890’s and his son 
Max, and his family live in a newer 


house nearby. The boys, Fred W. and 


Andrew help care for the herd on the 
farm located on the outskirts of Im- 
perial—the same farm purchased by their 
great-grandfather in 1898. So, this is

Bred by the late Scotch Master Breeder, Mathew Templeton, “Prospero” is unquestionably one of the greatest bulls 
ever imported into the United States. His sire, Jason Eric of Ashley, is aiso the sire of many of the top females 
in the famous ‘Eastfield’ herd owned by Tom Brewis, and his dam is by Newhouse Edwin Erison who sired the 
Junior and Reserve Supreme Champion at Perth in 1956, the Reserve Junior Champion at Perth in 1958, a first 
prize bull at Perth in 1959, and the Grand and Supreme Champion bulls at Perth in 1958, 1959, and 1961. 


As a show bull, PROSPERO OF CHARTERHOUSE was twice Supreme 
Champion of the Royal Ulster show. 


Our new Junior Herd Sire is a son of the 1967 International Reserve 
Grand Champion, Bold Maximilian, and is out of a daughter by Imp 
Jansen Eric of Damside.

ACCORDING TO Sander’s History of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle M. H. Donohoe, 
of Holbrook, Iowa started breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus in 1899. This date is sub- 
stantiated by the births of calves recorded 
by him in the herd books, although he 
had a few females prior to 1899. The 
foundation females were Duchess of 
Estill by Royal Eric; Inez of Lakeside 
by Gay Blackbird; Carnation McHenry 
5th by Heather Lad 4th; Deda Copeland, 
the dam of Dolly Copeland, the mother 
of champions; and Rose of Emerson, 
closely related to the dams of Rosegay 
and Royal Laddie. The herd was headed 
by McHenry King 2d, a Queen Mother 
by the champion Heather Blackbird. 
Later sires were Longbranch Rosa Bon- 
heur, bred by J. Evans, Jr. and Son, and 
he by Gay Lad; and Blackbird Fairy, a 
son of Bells Eclipser from the Woodlawn 
Farms. 


While Oakfield Stock Farm is located 
at Holbrook the mail address is Parnell. 
This Angus operation is less than a half 
mile from the P. J. Donohoe’s Brookside 
herd. M. H. “Mick” Donohoe and P. J. 
“Pat” Donohoe were not related, but 
they worked closely together and were 
co-owners, along with another neighbor, 
of Black Woodlawn, which they bought 
from B. R. Pierce & Sons, Woodlawn 
Farms, Creston, Illinois. 

The bull McHenry King 2d was used 
several years at Oakfield and was later 
sold in a combination sale in Chicago 
and Mr. Donohoe, “Mick”, then bred his 
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P. J. “Pat” Donohoe, owner of Brookside 
Farm, Holbrook, Iowa. It was “King Pat’ who 
said, “I would sooner own a good animal bred 
by another man than an inferior one bred by 
myself.” 


cows to Black Woodlawn and produced 
stock bulls that brought improvement to 
the breed. Among these were Black Oak- 
field, sire of the dam of the International 
grand champion bull Playman of Sun- 
beam; and Black Dale, sire of Oakfield 
Echobird, used in the Wilkinson herd. 
Another sire that was used in later years 
was Black Emblem from  Rosengift 
Farms, sired by Eurotas of Glencarnock 
by Imp. Evereux of Harviestoun out 
of Imp. Erica of Dalmeny 2d. 


Mr. M. H. Donohoe had one son, Tom, 
who was born in 1902 and was married 
in 1922 and took out his own Angus 
Association membership in 1935, When 
his father died in 1937, Tom took over 
the herd and it then operated as T. M. 
Donohoe & Sons. 


Tom has four sons: Gerald, Kenneth, 
Mervin and Donny and of these the two 
older boys, Gerald and Kenneth are 
located on a neighboring farm and run 
about sixty head of registered brood 
cows. T. M. Donohoe has owned cattle 
in his own name since 1922, and as a 
veteran breeder is a great believer in 
size and feminine broodiness in the cow 
herd, and the herd shows this. The tabu- 
lations of the older animals in the herd 
carry a good concentration of Black 
Woodlawn through many sons and 
daughters that comprised the herd over 
the years. The herd sire in 1927 was 
Earldom 391198, a great grandson of 
Earl Marshall and Black Woodlawn, a 
grandson of Erwin C., the 1913 Inter- 
national grand champion bull, and an 
own son of Enlate, the $30,000 son of 
Black Woodlawn. 


One also finds a great deal of the 
blood of Oakville Quiet Lad in the older 
animals. He an own son of Black Wood- 
lawn. Donohoes retained many matrons 
sired by Ericmere 8rd, a son of Oakville 
Quiet Lad, the 1910 International grand 
champion bull, and this further con- 
centrated the blood of this great sire. 


In later years this herd added a great 
deal of Envoy of Erin blood from the 
neighboring herd of P. J. Donohoe, who 
had been an early partner in the owner- 
ship of Black Woodlawn and at the 
present time the big, rugged cows still 
show positive signs of the famous and 
world recognized bloodlines of this era. 


The younger cows are granddaughters 
of Ankonian 3216, a group of large, deep 
and extremely smooth females. The 
present herd sire is Oakfield Barbar 500, 
a grandson of Eileenmere 500th on the 
dam’s side and sired by an imported 
Scotch bull. His first crop of calves 
arrived in June 1968. 


Today there are only 25 cows in this 
closely culled herd, and a perusal of the 
older pedigrees shows that great con- 
centration of Envoy of Erin breeding— 
two sons were used consecutively—and 
before that the great sire Black Wood- 
lawn and several of his sons. 


The families in the herd are mostly 
Blackcap Empress; Enchantress Ericas 
and Eline Ericas, with a number of Elba, 
Eldorene, Miss Burgess, Barbara and 
Pride cows. The calves are sold mostly 
as brood stock, the plainer bull calves 
being fed out at home and big, smooth, 
impressive steers they are. Most sales 
from the herd are to buyers in Iowa 
although groups of heifers have been 
sold to Georgia, Arkansas and Texas. 


In closing we should mention briefly 
some of the highlights of the production 
of Black Woodlawn, for those of you 
who may be new to the Angus business. 
At the 1901 International B. R. Pierce 
and Son’s “Black Woodlawn” stood third 
as a Yearling. The Donohoes paid $1,500 
for him, a record price for those days. 
In 1902 Patrick J. Donohoe showed this 
bull to grand championship at the Inter- 
national. One of his first top sons was 
Golden Gleam, purchased by J. D. Mc- 
Gregor of Canada. Far reaching was 
the power of the bull—a son, Brookside 
Star sired Glenfoil Thickset 2d, only 
bull to win the International grand cham- 
pionship three times in a row: 1907-08-09 
after being junior champion in 1906. 
Black Woodlawn sired the 1910 Inter- 
national champion, Oakville Quiet Lad, 
who mated to Black Eileen, an own 
daughter of Black Woodlawn, produced 
Eileenmere 4th, the foundation of the 
Kileenmere strain. Oakville Quiet Lad 
was the sire of Idolmere, the 1919 Inter- 
national grand champion bull, and from 
this line of breeding Rosemere Farms 
developed many famous show cattle. As 
a sire of bulls Black Woodlawn was in 
a class by himself. It was “King Pat” 
who said, “I would sooner own a good 
animal bred by another man than an 
inferior one bred by myself.” 


These great breeders located in Iowa 
County, Iowa have added a great deal 
to the prestige of our Angus cattle and 
their herds were powerful influence in 
the development of our breed in this area.

Crawford came here from Plattsmouth, 
Nebraska and bought into partnership 
with Mr. Calkins, and in a year or two 
Mr. Calkins sold his interest to William 
Crawford who also homesteaded here. 


Angus bulls were used with the herd 
all the time. However, since this was 
open range country at the time, bulls 
of other breeds were also with the herd. 
I recall my father telling of a Galloway 
bull that Mr. Calkins had owned who 
could whip any bull that came along, 
horned or hornless. He was king for 
several years until two horned bulls 
got him into a barbed wire fence and 
gored him to death. 


My father, Fred Crawford, came with 
his parents to Alliance. He came on 
an immigrant car on the railroad. Dad 
was fifteen years old at the time. He 
homesteaded when he became 21 on 
October, 1905 and started his Angus 
herd from his father’s herd. In time he 
bought his father’s herd and land and 
over the years the herd averaged from 
100 to 150 head. 


In 1958 Dad sold his interest in the 
herd and land to me. I had bought into 
the operation in 1946 after being released 
from the Army Air Corps. We have 
increased the size of the place over the 
years and now run about two hundred 
and fifty Angus cows. In January 1968 
I purchased my first purebred regis- 
tered Angus cows—fourteen head. We 
hope to increase the registered herd as 
we go along. 

My parents both live here on the 
place. Dad is 83 years old and works 
around here all the time. My mother 
will be 78 this July (1968) and is still 
active on the farm, She came here in 
1894 to a place twelve miles northeast 
of Alliance where her father had home- 
steaded the year before. He was Wm. 
Ira Lorance and came from Brownville, 
Nebraska. 


My wife’s name is Dorothy and we 
have two boys, 10 and 8 and one daugh- 
ter 6 years old. 


I have belonged to the Nebraska An- 
gus Association for several years and 
receive sale catalogs as do the other 
members. I bought most of my purebred 
cows from W. J. C. Angus, Inc. of Omaha 
and guest consignors. After receiving 
their catalog early in January 1968 and 
seeing some cows listed that I thought 
would make a good start for me from 
the looks of their pedigrees, then when 
I went to the auction the cows appeared 
to be what I wanted, and I purchased 
them. (This herd founded in 1899 as 
a commercial Angus herd using Angus 
bulls. The first registered cows were 
purchased in 1968. Mr, Crawford sub- 
scribed to the Journal January 3, 1968 
but had been a member of the Nebraska 
Association for several years.) 


John Tolan 


1900 
J. GARRETT TOLAN FARMS 
Pleasant Plains, Illinois 


THE LATE Garrett Tolan established 
his herd in 1900. His father, John Tolan, 
was a successful cattle feeder who left 
his boys a large estate and the secret of 
success as a feeder. That J. Garrett 
learned his lesson well is evident in the 
records for the herd he founded was the 
origin of the Eileenmere cattle and the 
home of the Bandoliermere line of cattle, 
producing Bardoliermere 2d by Evas 
Bandolier Lad. 

Tolan Farms first operation was at 
Farmingdale, Illinois and the first sire 
selected was Bonnie Blackbird, bred by 
B. R. Pierce. Followed by Chub of Mt. 
Vernon; Undulata Black Ito (he a grand- 
son of Prince Ito, the first high priced 
Aberdeen-Angus bull sold in America); 
Erwin C. 2nd, pronounced by many to be 
the best son of the International grand 
champion, Erwin C.; Prism, the McHenry 
bred bull that Garrett showed to grand 
championship at the 1911 American 
Royal. Prism was out of the same dam 
as Protine, the sire of Earl Marshall— 
the King of Sires. 

Eileenmere 4th was added to the herd 
because he was out of a daughter of the 
grand champion, Eileen Lass, and a son 
of Oakville Quiet Lad, one of the best 
Black Woodlawn bulls ever dropped. 
Another addition was Bandolier of Anoka 
7th, a full brother to the 1937 Interna- 
tional grand champion bull. Then in 1946 
Garrett bought the great Scripp’s bull 
Eva’s Bandolier Lad, and started the 
well known “Platinum Cross” of sons and 
daughters that were widely accepted in 
breeding herds and winners in the show 
rings. 

Top cattle, noted cattle, have come 
from this great herd. One of the bulls to 
bring distinction to the herd was Per- 
mit 9th by Eileenmere 4th that was sold 
to Jas. D. McGregor, Brandon, Manitoba, 
Canada, who exhibited him with great 
succcess at leading Canadian shows and 
was subsequently returned to Illinois to 
head the State University Farm herd. 


Tolan Farms have had 15 grand cham- 
pions, 9 best ten head, 102 blues and 58 
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A. H. Spitzer 


championships at the International Live- 
stock Exposition. They have received 
850 blues and 390 champions at the 
major shows. 

In 1944 Tolans sold Eileenmere 487th 
to Penney and James for $30,000 and in 
1947 sold them Eileenmere 999th for 
$20,000. The 487th made quite a record 
in his new home and the 999th sired 
Eileenmere 999 35th and it goes without 
saying what this great sire meant to the 
Ankony herd. Ankony also purchased 
Kileenmere 1032nd from Tolans. Then 
there was Bandoliermere 2nd that was 
sold to Ohio State University and the 
phenomenal records made by his sons and 
daughters. All of the tremendous demand 
for Tolan bred cattle could be easily 
understood by those of you who were 
fortunate enough to attend their record 
breaking sale in 1951 and 50 head sold 
for an average of $10,246.00. 

John Tolan, named after his grand- 
father, has shown three International 
grand champion females. Blackcap Tolan 
150th was the 1946 International grand 
champion, she produced a $40,000 bull, 
Banmere, who in turn sired Lady Ban- 
mere, the 1952 International grand 
champion female. She, in turn, produced 
Eileenmere 1616 an International junior 
champion. Then Eileenmere 1475 was a 
reserve senior champion at the Interna- 
tional and Eileenmere 1875 was reserve 
champion at Fort Worth. The third In- 
ternational grand champion female was 
the 1955 champion, Genettmere. 

John J. Tolan and his good wife Mary 
are known throughout the land. They 
have five good reasons to stay in the 
Angus business — Janice Jo; John Ter- 
rence (Terry); Jesse Garrett; Thomas 
Troy and Rina Marie. 

Sarah Ann Tolan is the wife of A. H. 
“Tex” Spitzer. They have two children, 
Karen and Gregg. Their Angus opera- 
tion is a continuation of the J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms herd at Pleasant Plains and 
their sales still are held as “Cattleman’s 
Holiday” sale. Mr. Eileenmere, the 1954 
International grand champion bull who 
heads the herd is a son of the 1954 
International grand champion, LEileen- 
mere 500th. In 1962, when Karen was 13, 
she exhibited Master Eileenmere, a son 
of Mr. Eileenmere, in the Junior Division 
Steer show where she was awarded the 
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BARDOLIERMERE 68

Her mother, Sarah Ann, won the same 
award at the 1930 International. Karen’s 
summer yearling Angus sold for $1.10 
per pound to the Chicago Lincoln Park 
Zoo where the steer was placed on dis- 
play in the Children’s Exhibit of farm 
animals. The judge who handed Karen 
the Grand Champion Steer position was 
Glen Bratcher, now secretary of the 
American Angus Association. 

Twice there have been Aberdeen- 
Angus females that stood unbeaten two 
successive years at the International. 
Tolan’s world renowned Blackeap Tolan 
35th was the only Angus female to win 
this coveted award three times in a row, 
being International grand champion fe- 
male in 1934-1935 and 1936, equaling the 
record set by Glenfoil Thick Set 2d, the 
only bull to win this championship award 
three years in succession in 1907-1908 
and 1909. 

A study of lists of champions at major 
events show the Eileenmere, Bandolier 
and Bardolier animals appear many 
times as the winners, or as sires or dams 
of winners. The Tolan record in show 
and sale is a star-studded review and 
this herd has played a most important 
part in the development and improve- 
ment of our breed this past sixty-eight 
years. 


CHEESMAN ANGUS HERD 
John & Earl Cheesman 
Carrollton, Missouri 


SoME MONTHS AGO I stopped in 
at the First National Bank in Carroll- 
ton, and Mr. Frank Rea, the president, 
whose family first brought the Angus 
breed to Missouri, told me that your 
publication wanted a listing of herds 
fifty years old and older for your 50th 
Anniversary publication. It was then 
I sent in the few facts about our 
herd of ‘Angus established by my 
father, the late Charles R. Cheesman, 
in the year 1900. - 

Although there has been a registered 
Angus bull at the head of this herd 
all through the years, the cattle have 
never been registered. The present bull 
is from the Penney and James farm 
near Hamilton, Missouri. Mr, Penney 
and his partner have since discontinued 
the cattle business. (Mr. J. C. Penney 
owns Emmadine Farm, Poughquag 
(Dutchess County), New Yerk and Mr. 
Orin James operates Homeplace Farms, 
Cameron, Missouri.) At the present 


time we have a herd of sixty steers, 
heifers and cows on the farm which 
is owned jointly by John R. Cheesman 
and Earl F. Cheesman. We also own 
the farm which has been in our family 
since the Angus herd was established. 
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This herd of Angus and the farm 
are located eight miles north of Car- 
rollton, Carroll County, Missouri, on 
federal highway 65. They are grass 
cattle and several of the calves and 
older cows are sold each October. 
Cattle buyers from Iowa and _ Illinois 
have called at the farm and purchased 
some of these cattle at intervals 
through the years. One buyer from 
Illinois said he was going to feed his 
purchase and enter some of them in 
the International Livestock Show in 
Chicago. 

Our father, John R, Cheesman, who 
passed away in 1961 at the age of 
94, took great pride in this herd. To 
my knowledge he never entered any 
of them in any type of show ring. We 
have continued the herd with a similar 
interest and along the same lines with- 
out exploiting them in any way. Those 
acquainted with the facts about these 
cattle give them credit for being a 
good herd. 


1900 
JAMES W. McCREA 
Frank S. Neville 
Loveland, Colorado 


MR. FRANK S. NEVILLE wrote that 
his father established this Angus herd 
in 1900. At the time he owned a few 
Angus cows and observed they came in 
off the range with the largest calves, so 
in 1900 he purchased five Angus bulls 
and has produced Angus from that date 
on. 

Mr. Neville took over from his father 
in 1935 and continued with the operation 
of the commercial herd until 1985 when 
he sold the commercial cattle and bought 
registered cows, On the advice of Carl 
Oldsen, the representative of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associ- 
ation he purchased the Angustora Bando- 
lier bull whose name he changed to 
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Bandolier of Loveland. He stated the 
reason he did change from commercial 
to registered Angus in 1985 was due to 
the influence of Mr. Oldsen, Roy Elty 
of Berthoud and William Ross of Steam- 
boat Springs, Colorado. 

In 1951 Mr. Neville had the champion 
pen of three bulls at the National West- 
ern and they sold at an all-time Denver 
top of $1100 each to Arch Ginther, 
Harlowton, Montana, these were sons of 
Bandolier of Loveland. One of his sons 
also saw heavy service in the Ackard 
herd—this was Pride Eston 676th who 
had been used on daughters of O Bardo- 
liermere 53d, Eileenmere 1032d, Manor- 
mer 5301, Eileenmere 638th and Evaders 
Bardolier 10th. 

Mr. Neville purchased from Ackard 
Cattle Company Harken’s Bell Boy 
107th for $5500 at the 1953 National 
Western. This was an intensely bred 
Bell Boy bull whose half brother was 
champion sale bull at the National West- 
ern in 1952 and had sold to Frank Ball- 
horn, Wetaskiwin, Alberta, Canada for 
$6,000.00. 

This registered herd is still on the 
same pastures as the original herd that 
was founded in 1900, Mr. Neville, on 
account of his health, sold the cattle to 
his daughter and son-in-law in 1966 and 
they are carrying on with the registered 
Angus herd. 

In May, 1968, a letter from his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. James W. McCrea, stated, 
“My father received your card request- 
ing some information so that you could 
complete the story on his herd. 

“He is in the hospital, so he asked me 
to send you the information. I am his 
daughter, Ruby. We have 30 head of 
cows. This spring we purchased a bull 
from Dr. and Mrs. J. R, Becky, named 
Tycoon Informer 2d, which we are using 
at the present time. The cows, of 
course, are the ones we got from my 
Dad. We are going on with the herd as 
he is unable to care for them now.”

IOWA FAIR ACRES 
Edith Willer Eiler 
Tipton, Iowa 


‘THE FOLLOWING letter from Edith 
Willer Eiler explains the founding of 
Iowa Fair Acres, and the herds develop- 
ed by her two sons, Willard, who has 
WILLAMERE FARM, Stanwood, Iowa 
and that of Mr. and Mrs. Harold E. Eiler 
and family called EIL’TONIER ANGUS 
FARMS at Tipton, Iowa. Her original 
herd name “Iowa Fair Acres” is still on 
the registration books in her own name. 

“IT was born in a part log house in the 
hills of Cedar County, Iowa. My father 

ad come to Iowa (in 1865) in a clothes 

asket. His father, mother and six child- 
en on two railroad fares. 

“When I was one year old we moved 
to the prairie. My grandfather started 
each of his three sons on a farm. I guess 
there were no more hilly farms so my 
father, being the youngest, was started 
on the prairie. We were among the early 
settlers on York Prairie, later called 
‘God’s Country’. The mills of stone for 
grinding corn and oats into flour were 
along the creeks in the hills. The lumber 
was hauled with horses and wagons from 
Muscatine to Tipton. 

“The only cattle I remember as a 
child were Angus. We milked them at 
that time as we had no dairy cows. 
Angus furnished our milk and beef. 


“After Tipton High School I attended 
the State University at Iowa City where 
I took home economics in the first class 
at S. U. and I stayed in Currier Hall the 
first year it was occupied. I had painted 
and taught china painting as I was out 
of school four years helping my mother 
at home before going on to the Univer- 
sity. 

“I always liked horses, cattle and even 
Berkshire hogs with their bull dog noses 
until I was left alone to take care of 
them during World War II when Harold 
was in the medical corps in the army. 
My daughter left her position in Des 
Moines and came home to help so she 
had a purebred saddle mare, Hytone’s 
First Lady from Coffee Stables of Center 
Point, Iowa. We had had the Angus a 
long time then. I don’t know how long 
but the boys had club calves, steers and 
heifers from ten years of age on. 


“I well remember Carl Oldsen at our 
place on a 4-H club tour when he told 
the boys (almost all club members were 
boys then) they should have heifer calf 
projects too. : 


“Mr. M. A. Crary, their agriculture 
teacher in school also helped them lots. 
A few weeks ago, Mr. Guyer of Durant 
was talking about them and his sons be- 
ing on that club tour at our house when 
Carl Oldsen introduced the heifer calf 
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Willard Eiler with his 4-H Bal: Beef, September 1936 with buyer who purchased calf for Hotel 
Roosevelt, Cedar Rapids, Iowa for $12.00 cwt., about two dollar premium over market. 


project in club work. We had our own 
Angus cows so the boys’ heifers were 
calves from our own herd. 

“Rules were much different then than 
now. One thing my 4-Her’s liked was that 
in their heifer projects they didn’t need 
to sell them like the steers which they 
fitted. They hated to part with their 
calves. 

“Through the years we've added 
Angus. Blackcaps from Wm. Cash; Bell 
Boy’s from Del Miller; some from Ed 
Davis, former Iowa State Secretary; L. 
R. Morford, Iowa City; Otto Nobis of 
Wilton Junction; El-Jon Farms, Rose 
Hill; John Tolan and Bradley of Illinois; 
Rosemere Farms of Iowa, both male and 
females to our herd. 

“We still value highly our descendants 
of these early cows as we as well as 
our buyers are today raising and show- 
ing them in stiff competition. The heifer, 
an Elba Erica, that Willard’s son Donny 
showed to Championship at the 1967 
Hawkeye Field Day in Cedar Rapids was 
a direct descendant of his father, Wil- 
lard’s first 4-H club heifer. 

“After 4-H and F.F.A. it was only 
natural for Willard to go to Ames and 
take the herdsman course where he was 
in one of J. C. Holbert’s classes. So it is 
rather to be expected that Willamere 
Angus are subjected to severe culling 
through the years. One thing we can’t 
stand is a poor head. They must not grow 
too slow, must gain enough and fast 
enough to do well in the feed lot as well 
as in the show ring. Rate of gain is im- 
portant in our book. 

“The first year at the All Iowa Fair 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, the boys took two 
or three of their and their sister’s best 
calves winning second and third. They 
had to sell the steers, one going to Hotel 
Roosevelt, but could keep the heifers 


which helped build the foundation for 
their Angus herds. 

“Willard’s son Donny, showing a des- 
cendant of his heifer shown in that first 
year at All Iowa, this past year received 
the championship ribbon on his 4-H 
heifer at the 1967 Hawkeye Angus Field 
Day. 

“Several top show cattle have come 
from those early Angus we had. Our 
herd had been built on those original 
ones from the best herds in Iowa and 
Illinois. 


“Our herd has benefitted greatly by 
having the boy’s club calves taken from 
our own herd, and building with them. 

“My father, not liking the hills, would 
be astonished to see the hilly grass 
pastures down by the river. Willard has 
fallen in love with the corn fields on the 
prairie furnishing the corn and oats but 
Oh, those pastures. Iowa has learned 
these hilly pastures will grow abundant 
feed too and it has brought many new 
cow herds to this part of Iowa in recent 
years. 

“It’s quite true, the herd sire is half 
the herd. We have gained much from 
using Master Bell Boy 5th; Eileenmere 
1034th; Envious Blackcap B. 13th; Win- 
tonier Successor; Bandolier 528rd or 
Willamere; Great Oaks Bardoleenmere 
17th; sons of Eiltonier 900th who sired 
the champion pen of three bulls at the 
1964 National Western Livestock Show 
at Denver and two out of three in the 
reserve championship pen of three bulls 
in 1965, and also the reserve junior cham- 
pion female at the 1965 National West- 
ern. 

“Other good sires included Bandolier 
5240 of Willamere, a grandson of Ban- 
dolier 523 of Wilton and again going 
back to Wintonier Successor and Elba 
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of Willamere and that first 4-H Club 
heifer. Bandolier 5240 of Willamere’s 
dam was also a 4-H Club heifer. Bando- 
lier 5240 of Willamere was the top in- 
dexing Angus bull in 1961 at the Bull 
testing station in Ames. Bandolier 243 
of Willamere also was the bull that was 
the highest individual in the judge’s clas- 
sification at the 10th Annual American 
Angus Conference at Ames, Iowa in 1964. 

“Later Jimmy, Willard’s son, showed 
their bull to the professors from Mis- 
souri State University who bought a % 
interest and possession for the college. 
Club boys enjoy selling as well as show- 
ing. 

“Women, as well as men, can get much 
pleasure from Angus cattle. They become 
pets and hobbies, giving much enjoyment 
as well as income. I like to play bridge, 
paint china, go to Garden Club and 
Woman’s Club, do church work, etc. but 
—I sure hate to miss an Angus show. 

“The original herd was called Iowa 
Fair Acres. That name is still on the 
registration books in my name but Wil- 
lard has named his herd and farms, Wil- 
lamere Farms and Harold has Eil’tonier. 
Their herds were started from my herd 
at Iowa Fair Acres by my giving each 
one, upon 21 years old, Angus heifers, 
dairy cows, hogs and horses to start 
farming on shares with me. They now 
each own their own farms and stock and 
I have my own. This was the way my 
father and grandfather started their sons 
and is really a family tradition. After 
being in the Willer family 100 years the 
old Willer homestead was sold by a 
cousin several years ago.” 

In Volume 12 of the Herd Books we 
find the first animal, a bull named Wel- 
lington Mooney 42788, calved October 12, 
1900, registered by John Willer, Jr. This 
bull was out of Princess Wellington 3d 
31976 registered by Edwin Reynolds & 
Son, Prophetstown, Illinois. John Willer, 
Jr., registered cattle later as Willer and 
Hambright through Volume 17, then in 
volume 18 cattle were registered by Eva 
M. Willer as well as John Jr. all of 
Tipton. Iowa. 

Edith Willer Eiler’s father Peter and 
two brothers, Wendel and John, Jr., all 
started farming with their father. A 
communication from Edith Willer Eiler 
stated, “I have no transfers or pedigrees 
to show dates ... I do know my husband 
had purebred Angus shortly after we 
were married .. . I do know we had pure- 
bred herd sires from Uncle John’s 
herd. . .” 

Since the first cattle registered were 
in the name of John Jr., and he and his 
two brothers were farming with their 
father it appears the original founding 
of the present herd could be the year 
the first registered herd sire was record- 
ed to John, Jr., as this was the year the 
family entered into the registered Angus 
business,

THE LATE E. B. Laflin founded this 
herd in 1900. He was a member of the 
board of directors and served as vice- 
president of the American Angus As- 
sociation. He was one of the first breed- 
ers of registered Aberdeen-Angus in Neb- 
raska and judged many shows including 
the American Royal and Denver events. 
He was a practicing attorney and his 
original herd consisted mainly of Black- 
birds, Ericas, Barbaras, Heather Blooms 
and Queen Mothers, with the herd aver- 
aging about two hundred head. Among 
early bulls used were Louis of View 
Point, one of the good sons of Louis of 
Meadow Brook, who was preceded by 
Glen Eyrie Black, a particularly good 
bull which left a strong impression on 
this herd. These were followed by Pri- 
more and Eline’s Marshall, and Eline’s 
Marshall was a son of the famed Earl 
Marshall and was out of Eline E. 13th, 
a daughter of Eston of Denison. Another 
noted sire in the Laflin herd was College 
Irenmere, a top selling bull and grand 
champion at the Columbus Bull Sale. He 
was a line bred Prizemere 9th bull, sired 
by Epponian of Rosemere 6th, a great 
son of Prizemere 32nd and Epponian C. 
B., coming from the same line of cows 
as the 1936 International grand cham- 
pion Epponian 8th of Rosemere. 

E. B. Laflin’s father, L. H. Laflin 
homesteaded at Crab Orchard in 1857 
and was a breeder of Shorthorn cattle 
and used imported bulls from England. 
L. H. Laflin served in the Nebraska leg- 
islature from 1873 through 1875, during 
which territorial bounds of Johnson 
County were established. He served 
three years with Company I, First Neb- 
raska Volunteers in the Civil War and 
also served as county commissioner of 
Johnson County. 

On the foundation such as this was 
founded the Laflin herd. L. E. Laflin, 
better known as “Lew” to his fellow 
breeders was always looking for some- 
thing to be done for the breed and in- 
sisting that the job be well done. The 
Journal bows graciously to his memory 
and in recognition of what he and others 
like him meant to the advancement of the 
breed in the wide-open spaces of the 
western ranges. Like his father before 
him “Lew” served on the board of di- 
rectors of the American Angus Associa- 
tion, he also was active in the Nebraska 
Angus Association and was instrumental 
in the organizing of that association. He, 
like his grandfather, was a practicing 
attorney and was originator of the much 
publicised law suit to equalize 100% 
assessment of taxes in the state of Neb- 
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raska in 1953, also like his grandfather 
he was a soldier, serving in the armed 
forces during World War I. 

At the present time the herd operates 
as Laflin Bros., Inc., and is managed by 
Bob Laflin, Olsburg, Kansas and Lew 
Laflin, Crab Orchard, Nebraska. For the 
past twelve years they have been on the 
Performance Testing program, have ex- 
panded their operation to the Kansas 
Flint Hills, and are now running approxi- 
mately three hundred registered cows 
and one hundred commercials. All of the 
herd sires in service are performance 
tested and each have five hundred to six 
hundred and fifty pound weaning 
weights—1000 to 1180 pound yearling 
weights. 

Laflin Brothers, Inc., hold an annual 
Performance Tested Sale each March. 
Their latest offering was at Olsburg, 
Kansas on March 16, 1968. The top bull 
was a yearling, a son of Laflin Bardolier- 
mere 568. He had an adjusted weaning 
weight of 547 pounds and two-thirds in- 
terest and possession went to Rising Sun 
Angus Ranch, Cando, North Dakota for 
$1,075.00. The second high bull was a 
coming two year old bull with an ad- 
justed daily gain of 3.32 pounds. He 
weighed 1300 pounds and was sold _ to 
Millard Cress of Humboldt, Kansas for 
$1,335.00. The top female was a coming 
two year old going to Jack Lamb, Wal- 
lace, Kansas. She was Laflin Lady Ida 
621 and was bred to Emulous Para. 

A neighbor asked one day why Laflins 
went to all the work and trouble to Per- 
formance test their cattle. They answer- 
ed that it was a matter of economics. 
They increased weaning weights twenty- 
five percent, yearling weights twenty- 
five percent and their selling price 65%. 
It is their opinion that in breeding high 
performance into cattle they must use 
herd sires that have history or pedigree 
to meet their goals. They have been per- 
formance testing for twelve years be- 
cause they noted a keen interest in this 
program, their program is more than 
weaning and carcass information, for 
they include ease of cows’ calving, ease 
of cows’ settling, soundness of feet and 
legs, the bulls’ ability to settle high num- 
bers of cows, semen strength—this is all 
part of their record keeping. 

They listed eight performance tested 
sires for reference in their 1968 sale 
catalog. Five of these were pictured in 
the book, and unretouched photos were 
used of these animals, one was. the 
Carlton Corbin bull, Emulous Para, the 
world’s fastest gaining bull of all British 
breeds. He gained a total of 640 pounds 
in 140 days, 4.57 pounds per day. A few 
heifers were carrying his service. 

In the back of the catalog were two 
pictures of their sons with their hogs. 
Mike Laflin was shown with his grand 
champion breeding gilt at the Johnson 
County Fair 1967 where he also won the 


Junior Champion Showmanship. Bobby 
and Guy Laflin were shown with Bobby’s 
grand champion breeding gilt and the 
grand champion market hog at the 1967 
Pottawatomie County Fair. They are the 
fourth generation, great-grandsons of 
the founder, E. B. Laflin, great-great 
grandsons of L. H. Laflin, who home- 
steaded in Crab Orchard in 1857. 
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R. WILKINSON & SONS 
EVERGREEN STOCK FARM 
Mitchellville, Iowa 


'T HE LATE Walter Wilkinson founded 
the Angus herd known as_ Evergreen 
Stock Farm in 1909 with purchases from 
his father’s herd. His father, R. Wilkin- 
son founded his herd in 1900 with cattle 
from the Wallace Estill, Thomas Matti- 
son, Jr., and other prominent breeders of 
that period. 

Wallace Estill was a famous American 
breeder, whose partnership with Hugh 
Elliott had been dissolved in 1886. His 
father, Colonel J. R. Estill owned three 
thousand acres of excellent bluegrass in 
Howard County, Missouri. Wallace’s 
farm, Woodland, consisted of seven 
hundred acres of his father’s Howard 
county estate, and could easily be con- 
sidered one of the few real American 
Aberdeen-Angus shrines, so much breed 
history being based upon this early herd. 

Thomas Mattison, Jr., was a nephew 
of R. Wilkinson. The Mattison herd had 
been founded in 1886 by a purchase from 
the Beaconsfield herd of J. Woolner & 
Son, Peoria, Illinois, which included the 
Queen Mother bull, Black Victor by Black 
Abbot, and out of Victoria 8d by Abbots- 
ford. The females he selected were Erica, 
Pride, Coquette and Queen Mothers. In 
1887 he purchased several more good 
animals from Wallace Estill, including 
the Maggie and Heorine females with 
which Mr. Estill had won in 1885. From 
the Estill dispersion of 1900 he selected 
some Blackbird cows, and in 1901 or 1902 
he purchased others from importations 
made by M. A. Judy. 

The first bull used by Mr. Wilkinson 
was “Frank F. of Wells 32453”, bred by 
L. H. Kerrick, this bull a son of Craft 
of the Wells, sire of the grand champion 
carload of steers at the first Interna- 
tional Exposition. Mr. Kerrick, of Bloom- 
ington, Illinois, provided much publicity 
for our breed at a time it was sorely 
needed. During the period of 1889 to 
1899, when the American Fat Stock Show 
was on the downgrade and finally ceased 
to function, and the International Exposi- 
tion had not yet been started, the Chi- 
cago Christmas market was topped each 
year by Aberdeen-Angus steers and the 
quality of our breed was even then rec- 
ognized by the leading stockyard buyers. 
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Mr. Kerrick furnished more of these mar- 
ket topping loads than any other one 
man. At the first International he had 
the grand champion load of steers, in 
1901 he had the first prize two-year-old 
carload over all breeds. This year the 
grand champion load was  Herefords. 
The judge asserted the Kerrick cattle 
were overdone. The Angus averaged 
1,631 pounds and the Herefords 1,497 
pounds. When killed it was found the 
surplus fat on the Angus was 4.14 per- 
cent while on the Herefords it was 10.75 
percent. Thus the average surplus fat on 
the Angus was 67.6 pounds compared to 
the average surplus fat on the Here- 
fords of 161 pounds, so the later exceed- 
ed the surplus fat on the Angus by over 
93 pounds. Mr. Kerrick also had the two- 
year-old champion carload over all breeds 
in 1903 and his entries to the first Inter- 
nationals were always accorded a high 
rating. 

Since Mr. R. Wilkinson was an uncle 
of Thomas Mattison, Jr., it was only 
natural for him to patronize him _ in 
founding his own herd. The bulls used in 
the herd up to the time of the 1909 im- 
portation, and even after that date, were 
strong in the blood of Gay Lad, the Mat- 
tison herd sire. The importation of 1909 
included the bull Ideal of Standen, and 
females from the herds of J. J. Cridlan, 
Harry Hardy, Freville Cookson and other 
English herds. This importation gave the 
Wilkinson herd additional prestige. Later 
Ben Hur of Lone Dell and other noted 
sires bred by the Holbrook, Iowa group 
did their part in building the reputation 
the imported cattle gave this herd. 

Walter Wilkinson of Prairie City, Iowa 
and later of Marshalltown, was a son of 
R. Wilkinson of Mitchellville, Iowa and 
began his herd in 1909 with cattle from 
his father’s herd. Many of them were 
from the Cridlan Evergreen Erica breed- 
ing that R. Wilkinson & Sons had im- 
ported. The Aberdeen-Angus Breeder’s 
Association endorsed the name “Ever- 
green” for the herd name and Evergreen 
Stock Farm was established. 

The first bulls used were Elegant of 
Tubberdaly 448735 and Elburn 4th 
309923, both imported. Many of E. P. 
Hall’s show cattle came from this herd. 
Later Benedict 3d 245514 was added and 
produced many show cattle. Erie Mar- 
shall 404790, bred by Escher & Ryan was 
one of the outstanding sons of Earl 
Marshall and was used in the herd, and 
he proved to be an outstanding sire of 
show animals. 

Eran Revolution 467209, bred by 
Strathmore Farms, was the son of Revo- 
lution 100th the 1931 International Grand 
Champion bull. Effimerian was a ton 
bull and a grandson of Eileenmere 85th. 
This bull sired a great set of cows that 
were put back into the herd. After the 
death of Walter Wilkinson in 1959 his 
son Robert continued under the original 
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farm name of Robert Wilkinson & Sons. 

Many of the females in the herd today 
were sired by Eileenmere F. D. 12th, he 
was a son of Homeplace Hileenmere 999- 
35th and was used for several years. The 
latest addition to the herd is Ankonian 
Pacemaker 3rd, son of Banner of Bella- 
drum from the Ankony herd. The Wilkin- 
son herd now consists of one hundred 
and fifty cows. 


1901 


GEORGE J. GARDAS 
Sibley, Iowa 


MY FATHER, Siut Gardas, started 
farming in 1901. I was born in 1905 and 
my brother in 1907. In my memory only 
Angus cattle were on this farm. He al- 
ways used registered Angus bulls. The 
first bull that I can remember came from 
a breeder at either Round Lake or Lake- 
field, Minnesota. In 1916 he purchased a 
bull at an Angus sale in Minnesota from 
the Kingery herd. This bull was shipped 
by rail to Sibley. My father and I went 
with team and wagon to get him. The 
bull was not accustomed to being led, so 
he was tied behind the wagon and it be- 
came my duty to walk behind him to 
keep him moving for the whole 8 miles 
home. I was 11 years old then, 

In those years, breeders of other beef 
breeds often led people to believe that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle were wild and 
spooked easily. He had a hard time con- 
vincing relatives and friends that this 
was not true. He also had to convince 
them that Angus were good milkers. He 
often related to us that when he started 
with Angus, people said he would be 
sorry because Angus cows did not give 
enough milk to raise their own calves. 
During my youth they were used as dual 
purpose cows, and were milked by hand 
and the calves were pail fed. When the 
calves were a year old, they were put on 
pasture in the spring and put on feed in 
the fall as yearlings. If the corn crop 
was not very good, they were sometimes 
held for another year and fed out as 2 
year olds. The winter feed comprised of 
clover hay and wild hay. Every farm had 
a large strawstack that served the dual 
purpose of shelter and feed. He also cut 
corn with the corn binder which was 
shocked in the fields and later stacked in 
the yard. But if we got an early winter, 
then he hauled it home during the winter 
as needed. These shocks were also good 
winter shelter for wild game and he al- 
ways had his trusty 12 gauge with him 
to bag a few prairie chickens (now ex- 
tinct) and rabbits. 

For a good many years he rented a 
pasture 15 miles away from home. My 
brother and I looked forward to taking 
the cattle to pasture or to the nearest 
shipping point. Riders were posted at

driveways and crossroads to keep the 
cattle moving in the right direction and 
across wooden bridges 14 feet wide and 
up to 75 feet long. A rider would lead 
the way and the cattle would usually 
follow, crowding each other all the way 
across, their hooves on those wooden 
planks sounded like thunder as_ they 
rushed across. The hardest job was 
getting them into a corral at the ship- 
ping points in town because they had 
never seen or heard trains or locomotives 
as they used to be called. These came 
through about every 30 minutes and it 
was almost impossible to get them into 
corrals and not have a train come 
thundering down the tracks. We were 
always thankful when that nerve wrack- 
ing time was over. 

In 1923 he purchased a yearling bull 
from Sam Escher of Worthington, Min- 
nesota. There were no trucks to haul 
livestock with at that time, so my father 
improvised a stanchion in a wagon box 
and him and I brought this bull home 
with team and wagon, a trip of 40 miles. 
I well remember this bull, he would 
measure very well by today’s standards 
because he had size and conformation. 
When the calves from this bull came 
father changed to feeding calves, a prac- 
tise that has been followed ever since. 

In 1926 my brother and I entered into 
a partnership with our father and acquir- 
ed more land and pasture, retaining more 
heifers. Then we were in need of an- 
other bull. My father and brother pro- 
cured one at the Fred Nelson Angus Dis- 
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Heifers retained by Siut Gardas for herd 
replacement in 1918. Sibley, Iowa. 
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persion sale at Sheldon, Iowa. In 1932 my 
father passed away. My brother and I 
carried on the operation on the same 
farm and the Angus cattle. In 1935 we 
purchased a bull that came from the 
Dell Wright herd at Sanborn, Iowa. In 
1939 we purchased a son of Bell Boy 
M. K. Prior to this and since then we 
have always fed our cattle to prime 
grade, and have shipped to Central 
Public Markets at Sioux City, Sioux Falls 
and So. St. Paul. We have topped the 
market at all of these markets 80% of 
the time. Most of our cattle go to East- 
ern buyers. 

1941 we purchased our first registered 
cows. These were the first females ever 
purchased. We purchased some at private 
treaty and also champions and reserve 
champions at District sales. The first 2 
calves from any cows we purchased were 
fed out with our other cattle and if they 
were not as good or better than our com- 
mercial, then these cows were sold on the 
market. Only half of the cows we pur- 
chased could pass this test. We have 
purchased bulls from leading breeders, 
a new bull is used on a few selected cows 
the first year so we could see what his 
offspring looked like. 

1958, we kept a few bulls to sell to 
other breeders and since then we have re- 
tained 30% of our bull crop for the bull 
trade. By keeping the quality high, we 
have many repeat buyers. The heifers 
are retained the same way, some are 
kept as replacements. Most of our bulls 
sold in a 100 mile radius. Because the 
largest Co-op Creamery in the state of 
Iowa is located in Sibley, we have a very 
good demand for bulls for crossing on 
dairy strain cows. 

We have always had a very extensive 
farming operation and have not shown 
any cattle at fairs, or consigned to any 
sales. Our calves have been shown in 
various county fairs and have won re- 
serve Champion steer, champion heifer. 

In the Spring of 1967, my brother 
Lukas met with a fatal farm accident. 
This resulted in disposing of some of the 
cows. We had a herd of 75 registered 
cows, all of our own raising. I retained 
50 head of these cows. My present herd 
sire is a Bandolier bred bull and the 
junior herd sire is a grandson of Ballot 
of Belladrum. 
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Raising Aberdeen-Angus Cattle has 
been a challenge and a pleasure plus a 
rewarding enterprise. 


1901 
SANDERS’ FALL CREEK FARM 
W. E. Sanders 
Hillsboro, Ohio 


'T HOMAS M. SANDERS, my great- 
great-grandfather, being a _ staunch 
Quaker left the South because of his 
Anti-Slavery beliefs to establish a resi- 
dence in Ohio. In 18381 he built a stone 
house and a frame barn, which are both 
standing. This farm, which is about four 
miles south of Leesburg, Ohio, near 
Samantha, lies next to one of Ohio’s 
youngest but best known Angus farms, 
“Grandle Acres”. 

One of Thomas Sanders’ sons, John, 
became interested in breeding cattle and 
at a proper age married and had five 
sons of his own, Two of these sons 
after acquiring land adjacent to the 
homestead became very much interested 
in this “new breed of cattle” and during 
the late 1880’s sought to purchase some 
Angus cattle. These two brothers ap- 
parently found what they were looking 
for about 1901 at the farm of Benton 
Garinger near Eber, Ohio (Miami Trace) 
some 30 miles from Samantha. At the 
Garinger farm they purchased a bred fe- 
male which was bred to a bull owned by 
Jesse Hagler, Washington Court House, 
Ohio. The name of this bull was Blocky 
Boy 37652. The name of the female was 
Birthday Girl 5th calved August 11, 
1899. Blocky Boy 37652 was calved 
June 8, 1899. The heifer calf which re- 
sulted from this mating was dropped 
Dec, 2, 1902, was registered in the names 
of the brothers, E. C. Sanders and 
Brother, and was the foundation animal 
of the herd which is still intact today. 

My grandfather, E. E. Sanders and 
his brother, E. C. Sanders, continued 
breeding Angus cattle for many years, 
until my father, Herbert S., and his 
brother took over the herd. Later they 
divided the herd and my father joined 
the Association separately as Fall Creek 
Valley Stock Farm and his brother as 
George K. Sanders, both of Leesburg, 
Ohio. 

My Uncle George can recall going 
to get the female at the Garinger farm. 
This was a round trip of some 60 miles 
and was made with a team of Belgian 
horses pulling a wooden wheel wagon. 
They had made a set of stock racks for 
the wagon and set forth at about 4 
A. M. to pick up the female, The round 
trip was made in one day and they re- 
turned to Samantha with their prized 
possession late the same night. My 
uncle was about 9 years old at the time 
and was quite thrilled with an excursion 
so far from home. 


A few years later my Dad and his 
brother became closely associated with 
H. M. Brown, M. D. Dr. Brown became 
internationally known for his interest in 
Angus cattle and owned quite a number 
of prize cattle. Dr. Brown’s farm was 
about 8 miles south of the Sanders’ 
near Hillsboro, Ohio. Dr. Brown was 
quite active in the Angus business and 
as I understand it was a judge at the 
International Livestock Expo. in Chicago 
on several occasions. Sometime between 
1912-1915 Dr. Brown sold a_ boatload 
of Angus cattle to Argentina but I can 
not find the name of the buyer. Among 
breeders from this area who sold cattle 
in this lot were H. M. Brown, E. C. 
Sanders & Brother and Nick Upp. There 
were probably others but I can not 
authenticate them. My father and his 
brother drove these cattle to Cedarville, 
Ohio, where they were delivered to the 
Turnbull farm to be taken from there to 
New Orleans, thence on to Argentina. 
There was another breeder by the name 
of Bradfute involved in the transaction 
but I do not know his position. Mr. 
Bradfute was also from Cedarville. The 
cattle drive lasted for three days and 
the cattle were allowed to graze some 
enroute and were put up at night at 
farms along the way. 

I worked with my father in the herd 
and started to register a few under my 
own name, Wm. E. Sanders, in 1957. 
I was away from the herd for about ten 
years from 1951 to 1961, during this 
time we were inactive in the business. 
During 1967 we took over the entire herd 
and are operating now as Sanders Fall 
Creek Farm, Leesburg, Ohio. It is our 
intention to expand the herd and im- 
prove the breeding as we go. We now 
have thirty cows, nine of which are over 
20 years old. Last year we sold two 
cows, both 23 years old and both of 
which had raised twenty calves on our 
farm. We still have a few Queen Mother 
cows in the herd with the size and con- 
formation that is in demand today. 

I am hopeful that I will be able to 
build the herd in quantity and quality 
and then turn it over to my two sons, 
who will continue the name in the Angus 
world.

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men purchased some cattle from L. W. 
Neudeck, Fort Dodge, Iowa and Emil 
founded his herd on the two cows he pur- 
chased in 1902 from Mr. Neudeck. 

When he brought those Black cows 
down to Victor he was very much criti- 
cized by his Father-in-law and his 
neighbors as he was just a beginner at 
farming and livestock and those black 
cattle looked very much out of place at 
that time. 

George Studt was a good livestock man 
and was one of Emil’s first good friends 
when he came from Germany at eleven 
years of age. The two females they 
selected for the new herd were Miss 
White of Highland Park 28922 and High- 
land Park Flora 34461. In 1909 a few 
cows were added from the herd of Wil- 
liam Dickinson, Montezuma, Iowa, one 
being the great breeding cow Brookside 
Blackbird 9th, a product of the Interna- 
tional grand champions Prince Ito 2d 
54471 and Blackbird 26th. One of the 
early sires was Bobolink of Blackvalley 
47958 from W.C. Yenerich, Ashton, 
Illinois. 

The two foundation females breeding 
was in the herd into the 1930’s but as the 
McHenry Barbaras, Blackcap and Ever- 
green Ericas got more popular they 
crowded out the East Town Floras. The 
Windsor Queen Mother and Pride of 
Aberdeen’s Emil acquired from Coff- 
mans of North English in 1914. 

In 1919 Emil and his son Maynard 
went into partnership when Maynard was 
discharged from service in World War I. 
When asked when he started raising 
Angus, Maynard always answered they 
raised him, as he could remember going 
to his first purebred sale with his father, 
when a young bull was snubbed around 
a post in the center of the ring by a ring 
in his nose. Maynard said, “It didn’t look 
good to me and I never forgot it.” 

When the father and son formed the 
partnership, the herd was transferred to 
E. Brothersen & Son. Midyear they pur- 
chased four cows from a_ sale held by 
Miss Nora Baldwin. These included 
Blackbird of Cloverleaf 59th bred by P. 
J. Donohoe, Davidson Pride, bred by J. 
H. Hildreth of Canada, They had in the 
herd later Blackcap Empress K., whose 
dam Black Empress was a daughter of 
Blackcap McHenry 104th, dam of Black- 
cap Revolution and Blackcap Bertram. 

Maynard wrote, “I remember going to 
Hedrick, Iowa to Bill Cooper’s sale by 
train. This was the home, in later years, 
of the great record price bull Enlate, $36,- 
000.00. It was a sight to see in a show 
barn and sale pavilion. My father had a 
great visit in meeting Victor Hoffman of 
Queen City, Missouri, a real cattleman. 
In later years we stopped at his farm 
when we made trips to Thousand Hills 
Farm at Kirksville, Missouri. 

“We really got a push in the cattle 
business in 1936 when I bought Bandrolin

463705 a son of Blackcap Bandolier 2d 
from Henry Schmuecker of Blairstown, 
Iowa, (Pinehurst Stock Farm). This was 
a bull you could never forget if you ever 
saw him. I will never forget the day at 
Schmueckers when Fred Hahne said, 
‘Isn’t it a shame this bull isn’t in a big 
herd where he could be used on the pick 
of all the very top cows’. Just think of 
the change it would have made for he 
was a bull that stood being the back- 
bone of Bandolier, Bardoliers and _ the 
Bandolier of Anokas. 

“My children had champion steers and 
heifers in 4-H in the 1940’s at county 
and the All Iowa Fair at Cedar Rapids. 
First years of the All Iowa, tents were 
used to tie cattle. This was when Harold 
Eiler and Eli Shada were also in 4-H. 
My father stayed in the tents with the 
boys and some of them still remember 
the rainy nights and my father trying to 
keep the boys in line. 

“My son Harold came home from one 
of the steer sales after the show at Cedar 
Rapids and said Eli Shada didn’t think 
the auctioneer was doing justice with his 
steer so he took over the selling of his 
own calf. Eli has his own sale barn now. 

“When we were making plans for a 
sale in 1985 Fred Hahne personally 
came out to the farm to help us plan and 
get the catalogue laid out right on our 
kitchen table. I remember when Fred 
Hahne made plans to start the Angus 
Journal, before that they sent out 
brochures with reports and pictures of 
sales during 1918 and 1919.” 

Maynard told about sales made to 
Texas and Florida about 1912. He re- 
members that they had to test a bunch of 
bulls going to Texas for T. B and in 
those days temperature was taken every 
three hours for three times, then inject- 
ing, he supposed Tubercilin, and then 
taking temperatures again every three 
hours for three times. The Veterinarian 
stayed all night and went to the barn 
every three hours through the night to 
take the temperatures. He also recalled 
selling heifers to Florida that were sold 
at auction, this was in the days before 
tattooing and these were open heifers. 
The next year a man wrote back and 
wanted a breeding certificate signed for 
a heifer calf. This kind of mixup in 
identification would not have happened 
after tattooing. 

Maynard told me that the children are 
all grown and on their own. The family 
and doctor told him to quit but he still 
has about twenty good old cows and a 
son of Ben Studer’s Erupt of Thorn that 
is putting size and quality in his calves. 

Maynard also wrote, “Thanks for 
giving us old timers a little recognition 
as it sure is hard to give up. I can’t wait 
until a cow has a new calf. You know it 
will be black and either a bull or heifer 
but you always rush over to see the new 


calf and help it up. I hate to give up but 


will have to some time, maybe find 
someone to go on shares. Yours for a 
great Angus Journal, from a subscriber 
from the very first issue.”

Y OUR NICE letter was surely apprec- 
iated and the news of your family makes 
us feel that the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
will be in good hands in the future. The 
“Older Herd” articles will provide a 
pleasant journey back in time for the 
older breeder and an interesting refer- 
ence source for the new breeder. 

I will try to give you some of the in- 
formation you requested. The grand- 
children owning registered Angus are 
Ronald F. Innes (son of James H.), 
Linda, Jeannie, James W., and Anne 
Innes (Garnett’s children), and Kenneth, 
Jr., Kathy, James I., and Kevin Mc- 
Cutcheon (Mary and Kenneth’s children.) 

As to the founding of the James Innes 
and Son herd in 1902 it might be of in- 
terest to tell why we chose Aberdeen- 
Angus instead of Shorthorns because one 
of the good pioneer Shorthorn herds was 
and is today located near our home place. 
Dad had mentioned that we had relatives 
in Scotland that were among the early 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders and that their 
black cattle were superior in many ways 
to other breeds of beef cattle. In Vol. I. 
of the American herd books there is 
listed a George Innes of Whitehouse, 
Scotland. He may have been related to 
our family but it might be hard to 
check because there are many past and 
present members of the clan that lived 
between Aberdeen and Moray Firth. 
My folks lived near Inverness and we 
children first went to school there, so it 
was only natural that we would visit the 
Barron and McLachlan families who were 
also transplanted Scots in Howard 
County. Both had good herds of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus of Estill and 
Elliott breeding and lived between Estill 
and Fayette. The McLachlan farm 
joined the Estill land. Peter McLachlan 
and Bob Johnson taught me to fit and 
show cattle as it was practiced then. 
Johnson was a fiery Englishman and 
master feeder who had married Peter 
McLachlan’s sister when he was herds- 
man for Wallace Estill. Peter McLachlan 
had a great eye for picking animals that 
would produce show winners so_ the 
McLachlan Brothers and Johnson firm 
were well known in Angus circles of the 
day. When the Estill herd was dispersed 
Johnson went to McHenrys. John Brown 
gave him credit for much of his early 
training and succeeded Johnson as Mc- 
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Henry’s herdsman. When in the proper 
mood, Johnson was a fund of informa- 
tion. He was fond of reminding us of the 
remark made by Wallace Estill when 
buyers selected animals of fashionable 
families over better individuals from the 
so-called plainer families, “Let them 
have the families, we’ll keep the CAT- 
TLE”. If I seem to give too much space 
to these early breeders I can only say 
that no breeder of registered livestock 
stands alone if he would enjoy and profit 
from his chosen vocation, his association 
with those engaged in similar activities 
may be as important as the quality of 
the breeding stock he selects. 

Probably the first registered cow we 
bought was a Maggie of Estill cow 
Wallace Estill left at the farm when he 
dispersed the Woodland herd in 1900 
because she was well supplied with white. 
Although she was from a great line of 
Estill show winners and a great indivi- 
dual, because of this large amount of 
white when Charlie Barron bought this 
cow his father would not allow him to 
bring her on the farm. She was left at a 
brother’s farm until she could be sold. 
She produced show calves for us, minus 
the white adornment. Bob Johnson said 
you could not pick ten better cows than 
this cow in the McHenry herd. 

We first used an Elliott bull but the 
first calves we registered were by the 
John Barron and Son bull, 2d Laird of 
Walnut Hill, out of the dam of the 10th 
Laird of Estill, Lucy of Millsland 9998. 
The 10th Laird of Estill was a great bull 
in his day and further added to his fame 
by having his son, Baden Lad, become 
the grandsire of Earl Marshall, and his 
daughter, Erica McHenry 6th, the ma- 
ternal grandam. 

The 2d Laird was followed by the Mc- 
Lachlan show bull, Lord Roberts 2d, 
83354, Junior Sweepstakes winner at the 
1905 American Royal. He was of Rose- 
gay, Gay Lad, Heather Lad 4th, and 
Coquette of McHenry 3d breeding, and 
was quite successful as a sire, siring a 
first prize winner at the International in 
Chicago, and prize winners at the Ameri- 
can Royal and Missouri State Fair. Like 
his ancestor, Gay Lad, he sired trim, 
thick calves of desirable size. A son, 
Proud Robert 2d, was champion grade or 
crossbred steer under one year at the 
1909 International. A modest win, per- 
haps, but it provided a proud moment for 
me when the Judge from Scotland placed 
his hand on the steer and said, “Mon, 
he’s a guide beestie.” We also had a car- 
cass steer place very high, the only 
criticism was that he had too much 
round. Ours was a small herd and we 
were competing with established name 
herds of the day. In 1909, I took Lord 
Roberts 2d from the cows in the pasture 
and showed him to second place in the 
three years and over class at the Mis- 
souri State Fair. The judge remarked

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the all-time great show bulls being 
campaigned at that time. We may have 
cost him his chance when we refused an 
offer of $1000 a few hours later at the 
fair. 

Uur foundation females included Mag- 
gie Barron, a daughter of the 10th Laird 
of Estill; Beatrix Ito by Prince Ito 2d; a 
Lucy of Millsland and Gay Lad grand- 
daughter; a Boghead Flora of Heather 
Lad 2d breeding; Gretna Sweetheart, an 
Auchlin Betty of Moon Eclipser ancestry; 
and our lone member of a fashionable 
family, Erica R. L., a 10th Laird of 
Estill granddaughter. 

In a later purchase from Peter Mc- 
Lachlan we got Lady Blackcap 2d, 
daughter of the good McHenry cow, 
Blackbird of Dennison 35th. She lived to 
be twenty-one and had, I believe, the 
same number of calves. The first bull we 
sold over the $2000 mark was from a 
granddaughter of this cow. We have 
several of these McHenry Blackcaps in 
the herd today. About the same time we 
acquired a Blackbird daughter of Black- 
cap Bertram that proved equally valu- 
able and is represented in the herd. 

The list of herd bulls seems very short 
but a good breeding bull was used until 
he was well along in years and his 
daughters sold. We usually planned to 
keep his daughters from the last two 
crops of calves; sometimes this backfired 
and the calves were nearly all bulls in- 
stead of the desired heifers. Bulls having 
considerable influence in our herd were 
G. Black Lad 2d, sired by the Caldwell 
bull, Jacelin, a grandson of Blackcap 
Bertram and out of a Black Jestress cow; 
Marshall’s Boy, a strong Earl Marshall 
bred bull; two sons of Prizemere 32d 
from Condon and Battles; and a son of 
the Brown’s International Grand Cham- 
pion, Envious Blackcap B. 6th. This would 
bring the list to the forties and near 
modern times. 

There have been many changes since 
the days when we rode in box cars with 
our show cattle and were sometimes left 
on a siding for hours, or when we shared 
a show barn with horses because there 
were not enough Angus to fill one side 
of the barn at the state fair. However, 
perhaps changeless, is the fact that while 
we have more good cattle today because 
more are being raised, the Aberdeen- 
Angus we knew then were prime beef 
animals and, I think, would not look out 
of place in today’s herds. 

In the late thirties, we attended a Mer- 
cer County Breeders’ Association Sale 
and purchased Miss Burgess C 18 from 
the Candors. She had several daughters 
for us so we sold her to B. H. Jameson 
of Fulton, Missouri. The 1968 Champion 
Bull at the Missouri Futurity and Sale 
was a maternal descendent of this cow 
and was shown by Double Dye Farm so 
these Angus do breed on. In our herd the 
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that with fitting he could defeat one of

Bonnie Maid of Mulben Miss Burgess 
daughters of this cow were outstanding 
producers, one had three heifers that we 
sold to Frank Bradley and Sons in IIli- 
nois. He bought them each year at wean- 
ing time. One of the heifers was first in 
class at the International in Chicago, 
Reserve Champion at the American 
Royal, and Grand Champion at several 
fairs. This is a family we get some of 
our best cattle from today. 

In 1940, just after France was defeated 
and word came that the British were in 
grave danger at Dunkirk, Dr. Laughlin 
held a production sale at Thousand Hills. 
A saddened and subdued crowd seemed 
slow to bid and some really good cattle 
sold worth the money. It took some faith 
in the future to stick your neck out in 
those troubled days but we bought two 
females. One was a Rosemere Pride from 
the show herd that sold bred to Prize- 
mere 387th. A bit of Angus _ history 
went along with her as she and her dam, 
a former Rosemere show cow, opened the 
great Congdon and Battles Dispersion at 
Rosemere Farms. This heifer had been 
made a pet at Thousand Hills and was 
quite a character with a perverted sense 
of humor as several visitors discovered 
when they received a hard push from the 
rear. She was bought for one of the 
children and made it possible for her 
owner to earn a college degree. She was 
the dam of a Reserve Champion at the 
Missouri State Show and Sale and the 
Granddam of a Heart of America Cham- 
pion and top selling bull. The old cow 
lived to be twenty and her daughter by 
387th calved a heifer in her twenty-first 
year so daughters of both cows are in 
production now and one or more of their 
descendants are usually among the grand- 
children’s 4-H show heifers. 

A group of Howard County breeders 
showed cattle as a group for an advertis- 
ing project for the county Angus Asso- 
ciation in the forties. It was so successful 
as a cooperative effort it was decided to 
further cooperate and own a good bull 
together so L. W. Brockman, Wilmer 
Perkins, Raymond George, Ross Hutchi- 
son, and I attended a Sunbeam Sale and 
since all the bulls we liked went at a 


figure we considered too steep for our 
pocketbooks at that time, we bought a 
heifer bred to their International Cham- 
pion. We got a bull from the heifer that 
helped his owners top many sales and 
win in several major shows with his 
calves. No bull ever worked harder to 
earn his keep as he was used in _ five 
herds making the rounds at each farm 
yearly without the benefit of A. I. Even 
the national association became involved 
because we had an agreement that only 
a certain number of calves could be reg- 
istered by him from each owner and the 
association helped us keep it since they 
would not record his calves unless the 
bull permit was signed by another own- 
er. Perhaps it was just as well that the 
government did not hear of this or we 
might have been sued for restraint of 
trade. 


Jim Hancock had _ successfully used 
Gay Bardolier, a John and Elliott Brown 
bull, so we bought him in the fifties. He 
was a ton bull and sired a number of 
large beefy cows for us. He was followed 
by a Hancock bull of Eileenmere-Bardo- 
lier breeding being sired by the Mark 
Ripperger and Sons herd sire, Homeplace 
Eileenmere 748. He left us many of our 
better cows as did a son of Dor Macs 
Bardoliermere 65th and a son of Eileen- 
mere 1100th. 

Last fall we bought Daybrake Ballot 
13B, 5694195, a promising son of Ballot 
of Walnut from a double bred O Bardo- 
liermere 2d dam, to assist our senior herd 
sires, Evas Bardoliermere 10, 4236263 (a 
Barbaramere grandson of Evas Bandolier 
Lad) and Eiltonier Bard 185, 4586665 
(out of the dam of Eiltonier 7185 and 
sired by MF Bardoliermere 60.) These 
two bulls are doing a real good job of 
siring calves that meet performance 
testing requirements. You can’t say you 
can’t teach an old dog new tricks be- 
cause several years ago I enrolled in Mis- 
souri’s On the Farm Testing Program 
and with Garnett, have had bulls in the 
last two Performance Tested Sales in 
Columbia. 
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ARE LIVESTOCK SHOWS worth- 
while today? Well, back in 1902 they 
were, because this is when my father, 
the late Edwin A. Schwarm, saw his 
first Angus cattle. He was attending 
the St. Louis World Fair when he 
became infatuated with a new kind 
of cattle. He said they looked so uni- 
form and beefy, and he thought he 
could take pride in cattle of that cal- 
iber rather than the brindle and roans, 
with which he had been accustomed 
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to working. Oh yes, there was another 
attraction! He became acquainted with 
a man that showed and owned the 
champion bull and cow at the St, Louis 
World Fair. His name was M. A. Judy. 

Little did my father realize the im- 
pact of his acquaintance with this man, 
M. A. Judy, who was later to be the 
secretary of the National Angus Asso- 
ciation. Neither did h2 realize the 
importance this man was going to play 
in his life, 

Some of the first conversation with 
Mr. Judy was in regard to my father 
getting started in the Angus business. 
The plan was a partnership with Mr. 
Judy as he had the cattle and my 
father was short on money. However, 
at this time, Mr. Judy was not inter- 
ested in a partnership. Later on in 
life when he discovered that his Dutch- 
man friend could feed and handle cat- 
tle, Mr. Judy asked my father to be 
in partnership. 

Colonel M. A. Judy visited our home 
many times. I remember meeting him 
at the train station in our Maxwell 
touring car. I was amused by the 
satchel that he always carried because 
when he sat it down, it would spread 
out like a ballon filled with water. 
However, this limp overnight bag of 
Mr. Judy’s did not describe his char- 
acter. He was one who stood straight, 
had an air of dignity about him, and 
had your full attention when he spoke. 

Being unable to strike up a partner- 
ship with Mr. Judy in 1902, my father 
came home and bought three heifers 
and one bull—all Angus cattle—from 
Jess Wilbur of Edgewood, Illinois. 
These cattle were registered, but my 
father soon realized they were not the 
kind of Angus cattle he wanted. He 
thought it would take too much time 
for him to breed quality into these 
cattle. 

My father joined the National Angus 
Association in 1905 and kept a vigil 
eye for the better kind of cattle. 

About 1910 or 1912, an important 
purchase of females was made from 
the herd of Stanley R. Pierce of Cres- 
ton, Illinois, Ten head of cows were 
bought of which some were Pride of 
Heatherton 8th 50240, Pride D. 130081, 
Erica A. 97090, Blackcap Ito 3d 
168254, Etna of Woodlawn 168265, 
Blackbird Fair 168696, Blackbird Daw 
168689, Enchantress Lass 185137, and 
others. 

I am sure Stanley R. Pierce sold my 
father more than just Angus cattle. 
He sold himself so extensively that 
when I came along it was decided that 
I would wear the name Stanley. 

In looking for a bull to mate with this 
good group of cows which he had just 
purchased, he went to the herd of A. 
A. Armstrong of Camargo, Illinois, and 
bought Edgeton S. 159205. This bull 
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ANKONIAN JINGO 3 in breeding condition. A

worked very well on this group of cows 
and enabled this new herd of cattle 
to gain recognition in public sales held 
in Springfield, Chicago, etc. 

In addition, the Armstrong family 
was held in high regards. I especially 
remember the son Floyd who was named 
to me as the one to watch in the show 
ring if I wanted to learn the proper 
way to show cattle. Rightly so, because 
Floyd Armstrong had successfully shown 
the steer “White Sox” to the champion- 
ship at the International. 

Another bull that worked well for 
the Greenwood herd was Eliglow 240701. 
This bull was purchased from C, D. 
and E. F, Caldwell, Burlington Junc- 
tion, Missouri, and bred in Scotland by 
G. R. Hastilow. 

Some cows that were brought into the 
Greenwood herd which I remember as 
being good producers included Erianna 
179543. She was bought from John S. 
Goodwin. This cow raised a good bull 
calf that was later used as a_ herd 
sire in the Greenwood herd. Other cows 
were Eulema 249492, bought from F. 
C. Fleming, West Lebanon, Indiana, and 
Eborea 9 186786 and Eborea 13 292861 
from J. T. Gandy, Rileysberg, Indiana. 
At one time the Eborea family was 
considered a rare family. I recall a 
fellow coming to the farm from Ken- 
tucky and offering my father $4000 


for the cow and $2500 for her heifer 
calf, The closest he could get to her 
was that she was on one hill and he 
was on another. 

Another cow of importance was Erica 
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In background is the home of Edwin A. Schwarm family where Greenwood Farms began. This 
Paul and his brother, Stanley, are owners of Greenwood. 
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2 of Maisemore 54028 which was im- 
ported from Scotland by Carpenter and 
Ross at a cost of $2000. This cow had 
a heifer calf at her side which got a 
fever and lost the majority of its hair 
on the voyage from Scotland. I dis- 
tinctly remember the personal care and 
supervision given to this calf by my 
father. 

Other bulls of significance used in 
the herd included Postman 2nd 292866. 
He was followed by Black Revolution 
6th 408417, the Junior Champion Bull 
at the Illinois State Fair from the J. 
Garrett Tolan Farm. Eileenmere 163rd 
505985, another bull from the Tolan 
herd, did an excellent job of putting 
on smooth flesh and large bodies. 

The surplus at Greenwood Farms was 
disposed of largely through combination 
sales at East St. Louis and production 
sales held at the farm. The combination 
sales were “Judy’s Blue Ribbon Sales” 
managed by M. A. Judy. A number of 
production sales held at the farm started 
in 1930 and the last was held in 1947. 

Through private sales, groups of ten 
to fifteen head of heifers or cows have 
been distributed into several states, Oh 
yes, the stockyards has always been 
a good market for the tail-end of the 
bull and heifer crop, 

In thinking of the history of this 
herd, it would not be fair if we did not 
mention some of the hardships and 
tragedies. The first I recall is the T. B. 
affair about 1920. When the T. B. test 
was introduced, a large number of cows 
were tested. My father had paid in 


the $1000 bracket for some of these 
cows. He knew these cows would raise 
calves usually as well as any other 
cows so he kept a separate herd of T. B. 
cows on another part of the farm. He 
built a double fence with a distance of 
twelve to fifteen feet between fences 
around the T. B. cows to separate the 
two groups of cows. This system con- 
tinued until all the T. B. cows were 
eliminated by age. 

Can you imagine your outlook on life 
and financial gain if you only got five 
or six calves per year out of a herd 
of fifty cows? That is what happened 
when the second great catastrophe, 
Bang’s disease, invaded the Greenwood 
herd about 1930. Although adult vac- 
cination was not sanctioned by local 
and state veterinarians, it proved to be 
our solution to the problem of Bang’s 
disease. However, this did get us back 
in the cattle business and was followed 
by calfhood vaccination which has been 
continued until this year. 

Along with the trouble and disappoint- 
ments of the cattle business were also 
some pleasant experiences. One source 
of encouragement came fron a little 
short Dutchman from Iowa. He usually 
drove a little Ford car, and while looking 
over the cattle, he would snap a few 
pictures and then run a little story in 
his paper about what he had seen. I 
am not sure if it was the story and the 
pictures, the visiting and giving words 
of encouragement, or the enthusiasm 
he showed because he could see a great 
future for the black cattle. You may 
know this man, His name was the late 
Fred Hahne, Sr. 

Other sources of satisfaction came 
from having such learned men as Pro- 
fessor Rusk and Professor Snapp from 
the University of Illinois to come to 
our farm to select heifers. We were 
also pleased to see cattle from our 
little herd go as far West as California, 
as far South as Florida and Texas, and 
as far East as the State of New York 
to improve herds already established 
and to start others. 

Among the buyers was the neighbor 
who would come seven or eight miles 
on the coldest day in January wearing 
all the clothes he could get on and 
hoping to freeze you out so he could 
buy a bull for $25 less than you were 
asking. 

Other means of encouragement came 
from breeding and raising prize-win- 
ning cattle, These included champions 
at the American Royal and steer shows 
at St. Louis, blue ribbon winners at the 
Illinois State Fair, and numerous cham- 
pions at local Fairs. In 1965 Greenwood 
Farms exhibited a first place pen of 
three senior yearling bulls in Denver and 
a first place pen of three summer 
yearling bulls in Ft. Worth. This past

year a pen of three bulls stood fourth 
in Denver. 

The present herd is owned and oper- 
ated by the sons, Paul and Stanley 
Schwarm. The cow herd numbers be- 
tween seventy to eighty cows and roams 
over 592 acres. 

Although the future of Greenwood 
Farms is unknown, it does not look 
especially dim. The third generation is 
being represented by Patsy, Judy, and 
Gene Schwarm, the children of Stanley 
Schwarm, who have worked hard and 
helped show since they were big enough 
to hold a halter. Judy won the Illinois 
Angus Scholarship in 1966, and Gene 
received the Champion Angus female, 
Champion beef female, and the beef 
showmanship award in his recent 4-H

PROBABLY THE OLDEST Angus 
herd of cattle in the State of Wyoming 
belongs to the L U Sheep Co. of Wor- 
land. Angus cattle were started there in 
1903, largely from Angus cows pur- 


chased in Montana. In the spring of 
1904 “4 thorough bred Polled Angus 
Bulls” were purchased for $350, and 
purebred Angus bulls have been used 
ever since. Sam Cremer, age 84, the 
cow foreman after 1916 and now an 
L U stockholder and director, reports 
seeing the purebred Angus cattle there 
in 1905. He also reports that two Angus 
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bulls were purchased in Scotland in 
about 1909, brought over by boat, railed 
to Neiber, Wyoming, and protestingly 
trailed 40 miles over the desert to the 
ranch. 

The choice of Angus cattle was made 
for several reasons. First, this was a 
Scotch outfit. Second, the grazing was 
almost entirely on the Public Domain 
which could not be fenced. Black cattle 
could easily be distinguished from the 
neighbors’ Herefords and Shorthorns. It 
made it a lot easier for the “help” to 
keep the neighbors’ cattle off of the 
ranch area and to retain the blacks 
within it. Third, it was felt that these 
Angus cattle were hardier for this area 
of sometimes severe winters and sun- 
burning spring snowstorms. 

The ranch is located in the Big Horn 
Basin of northwestern Wyoming, an 
area of over 100 miles in diameter, sur- 
rounded by high mountains. The floor 
of the Basin is desert, having about five 
inches of annual precipitation, and is 
used largely for wintering stock. Most 
ranch headquarters are located in the 
mountain foothills, where the precipita- 
tion is about 12 inches annually, where 
the small mountain streams can be used 
for irrigation, and where the adjoining 
range area is excellent for spring and 
fall grazing. The summer ranges extend 
up into the mountains, with cattle usu- 
ally grazing the lower elevations and 
sheep grazing as high as 12,000 feet. 

David Dickie (who organized, de- 
veloped, and was principal owner of the 
L U Sheep Co.) once said that when his 
cattle grazed the valleys and lower 
slopes, and his sheep ranged the timber 
areas and the hill or mountain tops, ap- 
proximately a 20 per cent greater return 
was realized than when either species 
ran the same range alone. (Wentworth, 
“Along Sheep Trails.’ 

The March of Time. In the 1870’s 
most of the livestock were concentrated 
in southeastern Wyoming because of 
hostile Indians. In 1876 was the Custer 
Massacre on the Little Big Horn just 
north of the Big Horn Basin. In 1879 
the first cattle came into the Big Horn 
Basin. In 1881 George W. Baxter 
brought in about 5,000 cattle and estab- 
lished his L U ranch on Brass Creek, 
about 12 miles north of the Wind River 
Indian Reservation. In 18893, David 
Dickie brought his sheep from southern 
Wyoming into this area. In 1892 was 
the abortive Johnson County Invasion or 
Cattle War on Rustlers just east of the 
Big Horn Basin. The following year my 
grandfather, Patsy Healy, moved his 
sheep into that Johnson County-Big 
Horn Mountain area. In 1899 the L U 
Sheep Company was formed. In 1906 my 
father, Alex Healy, started in the live- 
stock business, principally in sheep. 
What a rugged group of wonderful pio- 
neers! 


In the early days a ranch consisted of 
a 160 acre homestead along a mountain 
stream which would be diverted to irri- 
gate a little hay and oat crop for the 
horses. A “dugout” or a log cabin or 
two for a home and “bunkhouse”, along 
with a log barn, completed the “ranch”. 
All the surrounding land was Public Do- 
main, to be used by anyone, free of 
charge. Who could use the Public Do- 
main was the cause of a lot of bitter 
fights. Supplies had to be “freighted” by 
team and wagon from the Yellowstone 
River, 200 miles to the north, where sup- 
plies arrived by steamboat, or from the 
Union Pacific railroad, 300 miles to the 
south. Supplies consisted mostly of the 
staples of flour, sugar, salt, and beans; 
also clothing, whiskey, guns and am- 
munition. Wool had to be “freighted” 
and livestock trailed to the shipping 
points. Wolves were everywhere, The 
Indians were restless. In 1884 the Basin 
was fully stocked. In the late 1880’s 
the railroads were closer, but still the 
“freighting” had to be done from a loca- 
tion almost 200 lonely miles away. It 
wasn’t until the 1900’s that the railroads 
reached the Big Horn Basin. 


Let’s go back to George Baxter, who 
established the L U ranch on Grass 
Creek in 1881. He graduated from West 
Point four years before, and served with 
the Cavalry in the Wyoming and Dakota 
Territories until the cattle business lured 
him away from the Army. He was on 
Grass Creek only a short time, then 
went south to establish a ranch near 
Cheyenne. He was made Territorial 
Governor in 1886, but was forced to re- 
sign 45 days later over a misunderstand- 
ing about his fencing of the Public Do- 
main. He was Vice-President, acting in 
the absence of the President, of the 
Wyoming Stockgrowers Association in 
1892, when certain members of the As- 
sociation created the Johnson County In- 
vasion. 


David Dickie, a Scotch immigrant and 
perennial bachelor, brought his sheep 
to the Grass Creek area in 1889, He 
purchased the L U ranch. He also pur- 
chased a ranch on nearby Gooseberry 
Creek from Angus MacDonald, and made 
it his main headquarters. In 1899 he 
started the L U Sheep Co. with himself 
as President and principal stockholder. 
The Company immediately began to ac- 
quire land along the streams so as to 
control the grazing. It did this by pur- 
chase, by script, and by having em- 
ployees homestead on land and then pur- 
chasing it from them. (Even today the 
outfit owns only about one-eighth of the 
grazing land that it uses — the rest be- 
longs to the State, the B. L. M., and the 
Forest.) In a few years the outfit was 
running 24,000 sheep and 300 Angus 
cattle. Later this was changed to 15,000 
sheep and 1,500 Angus cattle,

Most of these new stockholders wanted 
money instead, for various reasons, so 
my father, Alex Healy bought their 
stock and became the majority stock- 
holder, He immediately directed the 
Company to financial solvency and sta- 
bility, as well as markedly improving

the Big Horn Basin, was credited with 
saving many livestock operations in the 
1930’s which ruined his health, then went 
back to ranching by buying control of 
the L U Sheep Co. He died in 1958, 
leaving much of his L U stock to me. 
I have also added to it. 


I became active with the ranch in 
1952, when the General Manager, George 
Bain, met an untimely death. I can’t 
say that I have been as good an opera- 
tor as my predecessors, but we are hold- 
ing our own or gaining a little. We are 
running about 9,000 sheep, 800 Angus 
cows of which 200 are registered, and 
2,000 steer calves. We have improved 
our ranges, our water, our boundaries, 
and our livestock, We are in the AHIR 
We have a new feed mill to 


program. 
increase winter calf gains. We have 
tractors, trucks, paved roads, nearby 


commercial airline, two-way radios, six 
scales, etc. We have increased our lamb- 
ing percentage, our calving percentage, 
and our expenses. We have installed 
I B M Data Processing equipment to 
squeeze on our expenses and our effi- 
ciency. We have to run to keep up with 
the times. 

Sometimes I wonder if we moderns 
are as smart as the old-timers. Sam 
Cremmer, a long-time cow foreman for 
the L U and has had more to do with 
the building up of the L U Herd than 
anyone else has led a full and interest- 
ing life. He was born in Iowa in 1884 
and was raised on a farm. He left home 
when he was ten years old and headed 
west to be a cowboy and never looked 
back. He worked around Douglas, Wyo-

ming, until he moved to the Big Horn 
Basin in 1905 and in 1915 he went to 
work for the L U running the cattle end 
and except for a very few years away 
from the company has been with it ever 
since. He was one of the toughest, two- 
fisted, most chivalrous cowboys that ever 
graced the range. He is considered the 
number one cowboy of this area. He 
packed a pistol for many years, killed 
the last wolf on Grass Creek, hobnobbed 
with the movie star, Tim McCoy, and 
judged several livestock shows. He 
worked hard and he played hard and his 
many Angus friends will be pleased to 
know that Sam Cremmer is in very good 
health and spirits and is living with his 
daughter in Thermopolis, Wyoming. 
Anyway, I am going to do my very best 
to see that we are Angus breeders for 
another 65 years.

IN 1868, MY grandfather, Jacob 


Meester, having recently arrived from 
Germany, purchased and settled on part 
of the farm that I now operate. He 
moved to an adjacent farm now owned 
by my uncle, Andrew Meester, in 1876. 
Around the turn of the century, he often 
made the trip to the neighboring town 
of Parkersburg, at which time he would 


pass the farm of Lewis Miller, who 
owned a herd of good commercial Angus 
cattle. Each time he would comment on 
“those nice Angus cows”. In the year 
1903, he had the opportunity to purchase 
the Miller farm, which is now owned 
and operated by Harold and Harvey 
Meester. Mr. Miller held a closing out 
sale, with the Angus cattle listed on 
the sale bill. Sometime between the 
posting of these sale bills and the actual 
sale date, my grandfather purchased 
most of the cattle at private treaty. The 
sale attracted a large crowd of disap- 
pointed prospective cattle buyers. 

My grandparents were the parents of 
11 children, all of whom were farmers 
or married to farmers. After the pur- 
chase of the cattle, he divided them 
among his sons, Joe J., Hillard, and 
Will, each of whom were farming for 
themselves, and the other sons, John, 
Dan, Harry and Andrew, who were still 
at home. My grandfather continued to 
farm until 1912, at which time he re- 
tired and moved to Parkersburg, Iowa. 
The four sons still at home continued 
to build up the herd in the next few 
years. Registered bulls were purchased 
in the early years from Mr. W. S. Austin, 
of Austinville, Iowa, and Mr. Adam 
Messer of Grundy Center, Iowa, They 
preferred bulls from the Blackcap and 
Trojan Erica families. At one time my 
father walked. to the farm of Reint 
Peters, of near Parkersburg, to pur- 
chase a bull. This bull, which was a 
Trojan Erica, must have been very 
gentle, for he was led to their place, 
a distance of ten miles, by one of the 
Peters’ sons. Cattle were often driven 
by foot in those days and when they 
had cattle to market, they often drove 
them to Dike, which was a distance 
of 10 miles. Sometimes when they were 
part way there, they were caught in a 
snowstorm, which added to their prob- 
lems. The Angus herds were generally 
kept in permanent pastures, which were 
sometimes quite a distance from home. 
These pastures had wells pumped by 
windmills which were equipped with 
automatic regulators. One such wind- 
mill is still in use on our farm. 

Dan continued his interest in Angus 
cattle until his death in 1942. Andrew 
continued to raise Angus on his farm 
until 1967, and Angus bulls are still 
used on his farm, but on dairy cows. 
He has been retired for the past few 
years. 

There were 39 grandchildren in our 
family; 37 of them spent most of their 
lives farming, and about half of them 
had Angus herds at various times. There 
are 6 grandsons with Angus herds today 
that stem from our grandfather’s origi- 
nal purchase. One of these herds is 
operated by Harold and Harvey Meester, 
twin brothers and sons of Will Meester. 
As we mentioned earlier, this is the

farm on which the original cattle were 
purchased. Their farm, Evergreen Lawn 
Farm, is located 3 miles South, one mile 
West and one-fourth mile South of 
Parkersburg, Iowa. They have been 
farming for 35 years and presently have 
a herd of about 35 cows. They have 
upgraded their herd with the purchase 
of registered cows and heifers from 
time to time. The first of these were 
purchased from H. C. Miller, of Hampton, 
Iowa, in 1945, and others have been 
purchased at the Tallcorn Association 
Sale at Marshalltown, Iowa. Some of 
the first sires were purchased from W. 
S. Austin; Mr. Shipton of Dumont; Adam 
Messer and Horace Brown of Grundy 
Center; and Evergreen Stock Farm of 
Marshalltown. They have preferred bulls 
from the Earl Marshall, Bell Boy, Mc- 
Henry Blackcap and Elba Erica fam- 
ilies. As their herd is operated on a 
commercial basis, all of their calves are 
fed out for market. 

Their older brother, Jake G. Meester, 
farms 3 miles South and 2% miles East 
of Parkersburg. He has lived on this 
place for 37 years and has kept a herd 
of Angus during this time. His herd 
presently numbers about 25 cows. He 
has also added registered cows to his 
herd from time to time, most of them 
being purchased at the Tallcorn Asso- 
ciation Sales. 

The two sons of Joe J. Meester, Jake 
C. and Herman, each have a herd of 
Angus cattle which originated from their 
father’s share of the original herd. Jake 
C., the elder, farms a mile South of 
Harold and Harvey’s farm. Although 
he has leaned more toward milking, he 
has kept a small herd of Angus stock 
cows and has used Angus bulls exclu- 
sively. He presently has 8 cows, four 
of these were purchased as purebred 
heifers from Harold Brown of Grundy 
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Center. The younger son, Herman, who 
lives just South of Jake C., on the Joe 
J. Meester Home Farm, has carried on 
the herd his father started. His herd 
presently numbers about 50 head. Sev- 
eral of these were purchased as a group 
from Loren Emke of Toledo, Iowa. He 
markets most of his cattle as fat cattle, 
but occasionally sells a few club calves. 
As is the case with all of the rest of 
the herds, Herman pastures these cows 
on good Grundy County land and he 
feels that a good calf crop is more prof- 
itable than corn or beans. 

My father, Harry Meester, moved to 
this farm, located 6 miles South and 
1% miles West of Parkersburg, in the 
year 1931. He kept a herd of commercial 
Angus, usually selling the calves as 
feeders in the Fall. Upon graduation 
from High School in 1953, I began farm- 
ing in partnership with my father. It 
was decided at that time to discontinue 
dairying and to expand the Angus herd 
from 25 to about 40 cows. It was sug- 
gested by my uncle Andy and my cous- 
ins, Harold and Harvey, that good regis- 
tered heifers could be purchased for 
slightly more than commercial heifers, 
or than it would cost to raise replace- 
ments. In the Fall of 1953, I attended 
a herd reduction sale of Dr, Harken, 
of Osceola, Iowa, and purchased 3 open 
heifers. The following year, we went 
to Viewlawn herds and bought a bull 
and two bred heifers. In 1956, we ac- 
quired 4 more bred heifers from View- 
lawn herds and two years later, pur- 
chased two cows and four heifers at 
the Leichtman dispersion at New Hamp- 
ton. Most of these also originated from 
Viewlawn herds. 

In 1957 we became members of the 
American Angus Association and gradu- 
ally shifted our entire herd to a regis- 
tered basis. About this time, we began 


using the name Dutch Valley Farm. We 
arrived at this name by combining our 
address, which is Holland, Iowa, and 
the township in which we live, Pleasant 
Valley. My father, who is 75 years old 
and still keeps a watchful eye on the 
cattle, is the only one of the second 
generation of our family still actively 
participating in the cattle business. 

At the present time our herd numbers 
approximately 90 head. Our herd sires 
are: Bardolier 543d of D F, purchased 
from Dilenbeck Farms, Geneseo, Illinois; 
one of his top sons, Dutch Valley Bardo- 
lier; Keyban Bardolier V W 364th, bred 
by Vander Werff Angus, Sully, Iowa; 
and Eileenmere R W 811th, a grandson 
of Homeplace Eileenmere 999 35th, pur- 
chased from Robert Wilkinson, Marshall- 
town, Iowa. 

We keep only the top end of our bull 
calves to sell as bulls, usually numbering 
about a dozen. Although a few females 
have been sold, most of our top heifers 
are kept as replacements. The rest, along 
with the steer calves, are fed out for 
market. In the years we were trying 
to expand our herd, it seemed as though 
we could raise only bull calves. One 
year 31 out of 34 calves were bulls. 

We believe it is important to have 
cattle with quiet dispositions and that 
are easy to work with. Many of our 
visitors think it unusual to see a row 
of Angus heifers in stanchions. We 
keep our yearling heifers in the stan- 
chions that we used to use for milk 
cows, so that every cow on the place 
is stanchion-broke and can be led into 
a stanchion easily, if need be.

I WAS BORN on the farm, where I live, 
in 1899. We have had Angus cattle here 
all my life. The first purebred Angus 
that I have a record of transfer to my 
father, Ernest Sage, was the bull Prince 
of McCord 2 60648 bred by J. H. Mc- 
Cord, Pine Lake, Ind. My father pur- 
chased this bull in January 1904. We had 
a bull called “Jerry” before that which 
was quite a pet. I remember my brother 
Joe and I, as little kids, sitting on him 
when he was lying down in the yard 
south of the barn. 

We had a grade herd for a number of 
years, but always bought good Angus 
bulls. Most of them were purchased from 
the late Harvey Hess, and later Hess and 
Brown of the old Quietdale herd. My 
father died in 1913 but my mother car- 
ried on the farm business with her sons. 
There were six of us. We bought a bull, 
Emory Eric 22002, in 1916 for $300, 
which seemed like a lot of money in those 
days. He was bred by Harrison and 
Harrison of Indianola, Nebr., and he 
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aroused our interest in the purebred 
cattle business. 

After attending a number of sales we 
finally bought two bred heifers at the 
Rosengift Stock Farm sale, Kelly, Iowa, 
May 24, 1918. One heifer was a Chieftain 
Erica and the other a Queen Mother. 
There was a lot of emphasis put on 
families in those days, with Evergreen, 
Elba Ericas and Blackcaps being the 
most popular. I still have a number of 
descendants of the Chieftain Erica heifer 
in my herd. Some Donohoe heifers were 
added to the herd in 1936. 

We first joined the American Angus 
Association in 1920 under the name 
“Sage Bros.”. That included the brothers 
Ernest, William, Joe and Evan. This 
membership was transferred to me 
(Evan Sage) in 1941 when I took over 
the farm and the herd. My brother 
William, had previously taken part of 
the herd. 

For many years I have kept a herd of 
from forty to fifty cows although I have 
been sold down to as low as four or five 
head when I have needed money. I have 
always had good heifer luck and _ it 
doesn’t take long to build up a herd. I 
sell a few bulls each year, a number of 
4-H steers, and sell my surplus heifers 
quite readily, although at modest prices. 

I think the best bull I ever owned was 
Revolution BAS 46 13384919 which I 
bought from Bell and Sons at the 1953 
state sale. He was the open champion 
bull that year. He sired a number of big 
roomy cows for me. I sold 34 of them 
to the C Bar B Ranch of Gordon, Texas 
in 1963. My present herd bull is Brook- 
mere 1146 4705544 from the Lorimer 
Nelson herd, Lyle, Minn. He _ follows 
pretty much the rugged, burly type of 
bull we have always used. 

The Angus breed surely has proven 
to be especially strong to have stood up 
through the various fads down through 
the years. The family system had some 
merit, but when it was used just for a 
sales gimmick it eliminated a lot of good 
cattle while perpetuating some very 
inferior ones. The tidy, compact type, 
in my opinion, was the worst fad that 
struck the beef breeds. The imported bull 
fad may have helped the breed but can be 
carried to the extreme. I think there is 
a lot of danger in the present emphasis 
on size. Ease of calving was always 
one of the greatest advantages of the 
Angus breed. It seems that we hear lots 
of reports of calving troubles now. This 
is something that must be watched. With 
all our talk of progress I think the 
good cattle of my younger days would 
look very good now. They were rugged, 
meaty cattle. The only _ breeding 
trouble was with Bang’s disease which 
calfhood vaccination whipped. 

One of the enjoyable bonuses of the 
Angus breeding business is the host of 
wonderful friendships I have enjoyed 
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Impossible? Not when you use a

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HIGH VIEW HERD 
Cc. R. Harmon

‘T HE HIGH VIEW HERD of Angus 
cattle was established in 1904 by the 
late C. R. Harmon, in Lebanon, Marion 
County, Kentucky. Descendants of the 
original cow herd are to be found today 
in the Lone Oak Herd, founded in 1920 
by Mr. and Mrs. Robt. T. Harmon, Sr., 
and in the Angus Acres Beef Cattle 
Farm, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
T. Harmon, Jr. and their daughter, 
Charlene, who was quite active in club 
work, 

. As a lad of eleven the senior Robert 
T. Harmon was charged with taking 
care of the records and correspondence. 
The first cow was named Lovely Girl 
20599, she was calved January 15, 1891 
and was sired by Elator 3rd and out of 
Linnett of Aberlour 6079. They had the 
misfortune of losing her by lightning 
in 1905. She was recorded by Thos Mc- 
Farland, secretary of the Association on 
September 24, 1894. 

Mr. Harmon then purchased Pride of 
Springfield T. that was a great pro- 
ducing cow, to replace her. 

High View Herd exhibited at the local 
county fairs in the early 1900’s and 
these were the Springfield, Stanford, 
Hodgenville, Columbia and _ Lebanon, 
Kentucky shows. In 1912 they made 
the first trip to the Kentucky State 
Fair in Louisville. For the next fifteen 
years they toured the Southern show 
circuit by starting at the Kentucky State 
Fair in September and exhibiting at 
Nashville, Memphis and Chattanooga, 
Tennessee; Birmingham, Alabama; AI- 
bany, Georgia and Jacksonville, Florida 
shows, returning home about November 
15th. 

In fifteen years at the Kentucky State 
Fair their herd won twelve silver tro- 
phies which they prized very highly. 
These trophies were won by calves bred 
and groomed at High View farm. 
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Charlene Harmon and her first prize Angus 
steer and _ inter-breed champion, Lebanon, 


Kentucky. 


One of the fondest memories men- 
tioned by Robt. Sr. was while showing 
at the Kentucky State Fair in a ring 
of thirteen Angus calves. He was stand- 
ing in twelfth place, when the judge, 
the late Professor E. S. Good, College 
of Agriculture, University of Kentucky, 
slapped his calf on the back and said, 
“Go to the head of the class, you know 
you have no business down here.” All 
of their show cattle were raised on the 
farm and were never purchased for 
show purposes. 

Mr. Harmon wrote, “Showing cattle 
was a great hobby for me. I followed 
the show circuit for years and could 
win or lose with a smile. I have not 
exhibited cattle for years, leaving the 
fun to the ‘boys’. I went to the army 
in World War I and agreed to leave 
my cattle to my father in case I failed 
to return. The war was over within a 
few months, so I returned home and 
married the girl that was waiting for me. 

“My wife and I established the Lone 
Oak Herd in 1920 and are still in the 
Angus business on the same farm. We 
took some of the fine bloodlines that 
my father and I had bred to start our 
herd at the Lone Oak Farm. Our herd 
now numbers thiry-five Angus cows 
headed by a son of Diamond Bandolier 
6th and assisted by a grandson of Home- 
place Eileenmere 210th. 

“Angus cattle have made money for 
us all these years. I discovered years 
ago that if I would raise good cattle, 
buyers would look me up.” 


Mr. Harmon enclosed a printed pic- 
ture of Pride of Baribas 421563, she is 
a daughter of the Pride of Springfield 
T., his father purchased in 1905. Pride 
of Baribas lived to be twenty-five years 
of age and produced twenty-two calves. 
She was from the Mulben Pride family, 
noted for long life and large numbers 
of offspring. Descendants of this cow 
are still in the Lone Oak Herd. 


Mr. C. R. Harmon passed away in 
1932, his son, Robt. Sr. is now seventy- 
five and has six children, four sons and 


two daughters. They are all married 
now and have their own homes. 

In 1936 their eldest son, Robert, Jr. 
was selected to serve on the Marion 
County 4-H Beef Cattle Judging Team. 
This team won the Kentucky state 
Championship and represented Kentucky 
in the Chicago International Beef Judg- 
ing Contest. His team’s reward was a 
free trip to the Chicago International. 

Robert, Jr. is the only son that chose 
farming as his profession. As he was 
establishing his Angus Acres Beef Cat- 
tle Farm, his father gave him one aged 
Fyvie B. 3rd cow. He has used her de- 
scendants in developing his present herd 
of forty cows. His three older brothers 
did participate in 4-H beef raising pro- 
jects for six years during which they 
produced five county champion steers. 

Robert, Jr. and his wife, Margaret, 
have one daughter, Charlene. She was 
quite successful in her 4-H Club work. 
She exhibited six Angus steers, winning 
five county beef championships and other 
citations in home canning and sewing. 
Her parents have been active 4-H leaders 
for a number of years. 

Charlene wrote, “One of my favorite 
projects is beef. My father has had a 
nice herd of Angus cattle for a long 
time. When I was six years old they 
gave me a cow for my own, It was her 
calf that I fed for my first beef project. 
I really enjoyed feeding and caring for 
him. I will admit it was a little incon- 
venient at times, but I was so proud 
of him that I really worked hard. During 
my eight beef projects, I have learned 
to select a good steer, to choose the 
best feed rations, to care for my steers, 
and to groom and show them. To sell 
my Angus steer was one of the hardest 
things I had to do. When I sold my first 
steer I choked back the tears, smiled 
at the price I received and came home 
to start my next year’s project. I really 
enjoy my beef project. I have been dis- 
couraged many times when my steers 
would step on my feet or try to pull 
away when I tried to lead them, but 
my efforts were rewarded when I re- 
ceived blue ribbons on my entries at 
the County and District shows and 
showed the grand champion three years 
in the County show. I was also showman- 
ship champion two years and County 
beef champion my last year for the 
fourth time. 

“I enjoy going to the field to see the 
cattle when I come home for weekends. 
I have gone to Dixie Stock Farm, Quizen- 
berrys, University of Kentucky and 
other places to pick a herd bull. We now 
have a good one that we raised. 

“Our herd placed in fourth place in the 
State in performance testing. Six bulls 
on test gained 2.78 pounds, I was happy 
to lead one of these in the sale ring even 
if I did drive 300 miles to do it.

This report covers sixty-four years of 
Angus cattle breeding, and with Char- 
lene, four generations of cattle breeders. 
The Fyvie B 3rd bloodlines that are 
now producing at Lone Oak Herd and 
at Angus Acres is one of the bloodlines 
established by the late C. R. Harmon 
in his High View Herd. 

The herd sire at Lone Oak Herd is 
Diamond Bardoliermere Dixie 175th, son 
of Diamond Bardoliermere 6th by Dor 
Macs Bardoliermere 150th by O Bardo- 
liermere and out of Blackbird S. C. by 
Whitneymere 73rd by Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 210th. 

The herd sire at Angus Acres is R, T. 
H. Whitneymere 5th by Whitneymere 
289th by Homeplace Eileenmere 210th 
by Eileenmere 487th and out of Bando- 
liers Fyvie Girl by Envious Bandolier 
4th by Envious Blackcap B. 22d. 

Mr. Robert Harmon, Sr. wrote, “I look 
forward to each month’s edition of the 
Angus Journal. I have been a reader 
since the day of its first publication. 
My father attended the International 
Show that was featured in the first 
publication by your father.”

J. F. PFEIFFER & SON 
Orlando, Oklahoma 


‘THE BEGINNING of the Pfeiffer 
Angus Herd was in 1904 when Christ 
Pfeiffer purchased his first Angus bull 
from Henry Dorr who had brought them 
to Oklahoma from Baxter, Iowa in 1902. 
In 1907 Christ Pfeiffer purchased a bull 
from Oklahoma A & M College, Still- 
water, Oklahoma. 

On March 29, 1917 Mr. and Mrs. J. F. 
Pfeiffer were married, and _ having 
bought 160 acres of school land they 
moved there the day they were married. 
They started farming with four horses, 
a two bottom gang plow, drag harrow, 
binder, grain drill, two row cultivator, 
20 head of grade cattle, some chickens 
and a sow with pigs. The next year 
they bought a two row corn planter from 
Sears Roebuck on the installment plan 
for $27. In 1918 they rented 160 acres of 
pasture land and are still renting this 
land today from the same family. 

In 1919 J. F. Pfeiffer purchased Mus- 
kogee 132 from L. R. Kershaw, Musko- 
gee, Oklahoma, whose herd had _ been 
established in 1913 with females from the 
R. E. Gatewood herd, Cleburne, Texas. 
Kershaw’s bull was Kansas Blackbird 2d 
bred by Charles E. Sutton and sired by 
Rutger Mikado, a grandson of Gay Lad. 
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Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Pfeiffer, Orlando, Oklahoma. 


Kershaw had been exhibiting since 1914, 
and also was using a Donohoe bred bull, 
Black Emerson, by the _ International 
champion Black Woodlawn out of Black- 
bird 24th. Prior to the purchases made 
by Mr. Pfeiffer the Kershaw herd had 
also added Ben Hur of Lone Dell, bred 
by James Nicholas of Iowa. In 1917 
Kershaw purchased the Nicholas herd, 
including many top cattle and this same 
year he purchased Plowman, by Kloman. 

Mr. Pfeiffer purchased two other items 
in 1919—a manure spreader for $125 and 
later a car, paying a little over four 
hundred dollars for it. This was in the 
day and time when folks’ considered 
buying the manure spreader before the 
car. 

Mr. Pfeiffer had always been inter- 
ested in good cattle. He watched the re- 
sults of the big stock shows and observed 
that Angus cattle won most of the car- 
lot and carcass classes. He liked the way 
Angus converted home grown feeds into 
beef. Then in 1920 he learned of the 
dispersal sale to be held by Mr. Kershaw 
and he attended this sale. 

His daughter wrote, “Dad was a little 
bewildered when he arrived as notable 
Angus breeders from throughout the na- 
tion were on hand to bid on and_ buy 
cattle from the Kershaw herd. He was 
more than bewildered when the first 
animal sold, that great old sire, Plow- 
man, for $40,000. The highest price 
he had ever heard paid for a beef bull. 
He thought he had gone to the wrong 
place to get into the Angus business, but 
he stayed to see it through. They 
couldn’t charge him just to watch. He 
bought ‘Glenn Erica 11th’ and she proved 
a good investment, as from the start he 
got with her his herd developed to that 
today it is one of the three most impor- 
tant in Oklahoma. This cow lived to be 
21 years of age and as time went on he 
bought more and more Angus cattle, but 
the foundation came from L. R. Kershaw, 


Judge S. C. Fullerton of Miami and Mr. 


E. E. Blandford of Covington, Okla- 
homa.” 

Their daughter Margie Mae was born 
in 1918. In 1920 another daughter, Jean 
Marie was born. She was supposed to 
have been a boy but things didn’t work 
out that way. In 1922 another daughter, 
Kathrine Elizabeth was born. In Novem- 
ber, 1927 their son arrived, John Henry. 

In 1929 Mr. Pfeiffer bought his first 
tractor, continued to buy more land and 
improve his Angus cattle by buying 
better bulls, one from Oklahoma A. & M. 
College. 

Mrs. Pfeiffer was active in Home 
Demonstration work for about 20 years. 
She was on the school board two years, 
worked on the Red Cross drive and for 
the new hospital at Guthrie so Orlando 
could pay for furnishing one room. 

Mr. Pfeiffer was on the school board 
13 years, on the church board 31 years, 
farm program 8 years, township com- 
missioner 8 years, Logan county fair 
board about 20 years and on the 
drouth cattle program in the 1930’s. He 
was vice-president of the Oklahoma 
Angus Association in 1939, member of 
the Guthrie Chamber of Commerce, dele- 
gate to the Angus Convention at Chicago 
many times. Mr. and Mrs. Pfeiffer are 
always ready to help where they are 
needed, especially in the Church or in 
the school. 

In 1929 he fed out and shipped his 
first feed lot steers, about 45 head, all of 
his own raising. He first shipped to 
Kansas City by rail, after driving them 
two miles to Orlando to be loaded. He 
now keeps around seventy head in the 
feed lot all the time, but ships them to 
Oklahoma City by truck. He feeds all 
his own steers and raises a lot of his 
feed, and he always tops the market with 
his steers. 

In 1929 the oldest girl joined a 4-H Club 
and fed her first steer calf. This calf was 
the breed champion at the Junior Show 
at Oklahoma City. In 1930 and 1931 the 
second daughter fed out a calf and had 
the reserve champion while her sister 
showed the champion, In 1934 the third 
daughter fed a calf and she had the 
champion—then all three girls fed a 
group of five steers and won first place. 
In 1987 John Henry fed calves for the 
shows. In 1941 the third girl had grand 
Champion at the Oklahoma State Fair 
and all four of the Pfeiffer children won 
trips to the National 4-H Congress in 
Chicago. All the calves they fed were 
raised on the farm. 

In 1941 the Pfeiffers had their first 
registered Angus sale, selling 40 females 
and 7 bulls. He averages about fifty fe- 
males and fifteen bulls in his annual 
sales and April 13, 1968 held his 27th 
yearly production sale at Pfeiffer Stock 
Farm. There are few individual breeders 
who have held as many sales and perhaps

'T HE DALEBANKS HERD of regis- 
tered Angus was founded in 1904 with 
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Myrtle Barrier, sister of founder E. L. Barrier, 
at one time co-owner of the Dalebanks Herd and 
third generation owner, Louis E. Perrier, Dale- 
banks, Eureka, Kansas. 


the purchase of two registered heifers 
and one bull by Mr. E. L. Barrier, 
Eureka, Kansas. There may have been 
grade Angus on the farm prior to this 
date, but the registered herd has been 
continuous. since those first three 
recorded animals were purchased in 1904, 

When Mr. E. L. Barrier passed away 
in the spring of 1943, the management 
of the herd was taken over by his daugh- 
ter, Alice Barrier Perrier until the re- 
lease of her husband, Francis Perrier, 
from the armed forces in the spring 
of 1944. The herd was then operated 
jointly by Francis and Alice Perrier 
until the death of Mrs. Perrier in May 
1952. Since that time the herd has been 
carried on by Francis Perrier and three 
sons, Louis, Charles and Thomas. 
Charles and Thomas are graduates of 
Animal Husbandry at Kansas State Uni- 
versity and are actively engaged in the 
operation along with their father. These 
grandsons of the founder are the third 
generation operating the Dalebanks An- 
gus herd. 

Many interesting events have happened 
in the more than sixty years of history 
as related by Mr. Barrier to his family. 
In the early days of showing Angus 
at the American Royal, the show man- 
agement was not acquainted with the 
Angus breed so there were no classi- 
fications for them and when the blacks 
showed up they were hidden somewhere 
where they would not be easily seen. 
These were the days Hereford cattle 
were well-established and accepted in 
the Southwest. The Flint Hills of Kansas 
was a stronghold for that breed so that 
Angus were considered somewhat of an in- 


trusion. It was only late in the life of Mr. 
Barrier that there was good acceptance 
of Angus cattle, yet he was so certain 
of the superiority of the breed he fully 
visualized the position of Angus today 
over the other breeds. 

Some of the best cattle in the herd 
trace to daughters of Blackcap Repeater. 
His sire was Blackcap Revolution Again, 
a full brother to the 1923 International 
grand champion, and the sire of many 
grand champions. His dam was by Prize- 
mere 9th and his second dam by the 
International grand champion, Oakville 
Quiet Lad. Blackcap Repeater was a 
double Blackcap and bred in the purple. 
He was a great individual, an outstand- 
ing sire. Dalebank’s herd also contains 
a lot of good females tracing to Revo- 
lution Progressor, a son of Revolution 
100th, 1931 International grand cham- 
pion. 

The drought years of the 30’s were 
perhaps the most critical for the Dale- 
bank’s herd. During this period TB had 
entered the herd from an infected bull 
purchased that had apparently reacted 
negatively to the test. It was not until 
after World War II that the herd was 
completely cleared and passed accred- 
itation. During the same period Bang’s 
disease entered this country. As a result 
only a 33% calf crop was realized one 
year and if the herd had been forced 
to sell in the springs of 1935 and 1937 
the total sale price would not have paid 
for the preceding winter feed bill as 
much of the feed had to be imported 
from as far away as Iowa. Since Bang’s 
vaccine had not been approved at the 
time, no one would buy a reactor cow. 

However, records were made even 
during these depressing times. In Janu- 
ary 1935 they sold twenty-five of their 
mixed yearlings to Cudahay Packing 
Company for $10 per hundredweight 
and this was $1.50 a hundredweight 
above any mixed load of yearlings on 
the Kansas City market that day, and 
75¢ above any mixed yearlings on that 
market since January 1931. 

Also on January 19, 1936, a load of 
their yearling steers sold on the Kansas 
City market for $1.25 top and topped 
that market for a year and equalled 
the January top for seven years. In 
January 1937 a like load of yearlings 
put a $1.00 top on the Kansas City mar- 
ket, and topped that market from the 
middle of January until the tenth of 
June. In December 1940 a load of their 
yearlings put a 50¢ top on the Kansas 
City market. 

When you consider these market tops 
represented the culls from the crop you 
can see what the quality of the herd 
was and the kind they strive to maintain 
through the years. 

Mr. Barrier’s philosophy was that the 
development of the breed should come 
through the method of keeping only the 
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top of the males and females and that 
the cattle not meeting that standard 
should go to slaughter, This viewpoint 
was quite often challenged by some early 
breeders who were of the opinion the 
development of the breed would be too 
slow, many friendly discussions on this 
subject would go on far into the night. 


Mr. Barrier attended a sale in Mis- 
souri and he ran a cow with a bull calf 
at side to $325.00 which he felt was all 
he could stand as he had not fully re- 
covered from the drought years of the 
30’s. The combination sold to J. Garrett 
Tolan, Frank Richards was then a field- 
man for the Drovers Journal and Mr. 
Barrier asked him to question Mr. Tolan 
if he bought the pair for the bull or the 
cow and if the latter, what the price of 
the calf would be. Mr. Tolan said that 
he purchased the pair to get the cow 
but would sell the calf for $325.00. Mr. 
Barrier felt that this would be too fast 
a profit for Mr. Tolan—the cow was 
Edwina 7th G. M. who later made a 
name for herself in many tabulations as 
she was the mother of Eileenmere 500th, 
sire of Eileenmere 1032d, the 1949 Inter- 
national grand champion; Eileenmere 
1050th, same prize in 1950 and the 1954 
International grand champion, Mr. Ei- 
leenmere. 


Through the years many of the top 
Dalebank’s bulls and females have gone 
to found purebred herds but also many 
were sold to top commercial herds 
throughout the western part of the 
United States and Mexico. It has only 
been since 1963 Dalebanks has been show- 
ing and then only in Kansas. The sixty- 
plus years of progressive breeding have 
shown up well in producing the 1963 
Kansas State Fair grand champion bull, 
the 1965 Kansas Angus Futurity grand 
champion bull and the 1966 Kansas An- 
gus Futurity grand champion female. 


Dalebank’s Angus are enrolled in the 
AHIR Program and they are selecting 
herd bulls with high weaning and year- 
ling weights, The herd now numbers three 
hundred mature cows and the herd bulls 
include Elegance FAF 2d, a son of Ele- 
gance of Charterhouse; Lynnbrook Bar- 
doliermere 285th and _ Bardoliermere 
26th, both sons of Bardoliermere WWF 
51st; and Bandolier of Dalebanks 155th. 


Dalebanks likes to breed cattle with 
real Angus characteristics, low, wide, 
thick-fleshed, good backs and quarters, 
short necks and good heads. They have 
tried not to be misled by family names 
or fads, they have looked for the in- 
dividuality of the animal and to the 
number of good cattle and good breed- 
ers whose names appear in the pedigree. 
Like begets like, and the good or bad 
qualities in a bull’s ancestry have been 
most important in the development of 
this herd.

BOYD FARMS 
Greenfield, Indiana 


B oyp FARMS, R. F. D. 6, Greenfield, 
Indiana was established in 1904 by the 
late Walter K. Boyd. He believed 100% 
in Angus cattle and impressed on _ his 
family that the best people in his ac- 
quaintances were Angus breeders. 

From the beginning of the herd with 
the purchase of an eleven year old cow 
and a young bull, he kept a tabulation 
pedigree on every animal he purchased 
and their offspring with proper identi- 
fication on the individuals and their pro- 
duction records. 

Walter K. Boyd believed in showing a 
few cattle each year which led to the 
development of Ruby 2nd of Brandywine 
and Brandywine Maid, two of his females 
that placed well at both the 1919 and 
1920 Indiana State Fairs and the Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition. 

Some of his animals were always kept 
near the barn and these were clipped 
and groomed ready for private sale or 
just to interest some visitor in Angus 
cattle. Cattle of bad disposition, poor 
milking ability, or poor calving ability 
were eliminated by slaughter as he al- 
ways strived for a 100% calf crop. 

The knife was used sparingly as Mr. 
Boyd often stated that for more than 
twenty-five years he had not castrated 
a bull calf, as it was his belief that there 
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was a place for every bull and that an 
Angus bull was a great factor in getting 
farmers and stockmen to realize the 
merits of the breed. However, if any 
animal was not satisfactory to its new 
owner an adjustment would be made 
immediately, as he believed that a proud 
and satisfied buyer was a good advertise- 
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ment and would be a repeat customer. 

In 1948 the Indiana Angus Association 
awarded one of the first Certificates of 
Distinction to be given by the State As- 
sociation to Walter K. Boyd. He had 
served as the Indiana State Association 
president and as a state fieldman in the 
early days of Angus cattle in Indiana. 

In 1945 Walter Boyd wrote an article 
“Raising Aberdeen-Angus Cattle” that 
was published in the Indiana Angus 
Directory of that year. Walter wrote, 
“When I was a boy my father fed quite 
a few cattle for market. Often when he 
purchased his feeding cattle he took me 
with him to the stock yards, and when he 
chose a steer he would tell me why he 
picked that particular individual. 

“When I grew older I became inter- 
ested in cattle, and when my father died 
in 1895, I went ahead with the cattle 
feeding business on my own. 

“In buying feeding cattle at Indiana- 
polis and Chicago, occasionally I would 
get an Angus. The Angus always fed out 
better than any of the others, and when 
the buyers looked over the cattle, they 
would ask me why I didn’t feed them 
all out as well as the black ones. I 
answered that the Angus naturally fed 
vut better, and the buyers always agreed 
that this was so. 

“The superior feeding quality of the 
Angus cattle so impressed me that in 
1904 I purchased a fifteen year old 
Angus cow at an auction sale at Indiana- 
polis for $37.50. She was bred to an im- 
ported bull, Bion, and I was told at the 
time that he was a great bull... At 
the time I was the only Angus breeder 
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Brandywine Maid, Ist prize winner at 1920 Indiana State Fair and placed well up in class at 


1920 International.

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in Hancock County and one of the few 
in Indiana . . . Through the years I have 
been breeding cattle I have observed 
that the pedigree is no better than the 
integrity of the breeder. 

“Angus cattle have proven to be a 
good investment over the years. They 
have made money and they have helped 
improve and conserve my soil, just as 
they will do for anyone who handles 
them properly.” 

The herd was operated and cattle reg- 
istered under the name of Walter K. 
Boyd and when Walter passed away in 
1949 the herd was operated under the 
same name by Glen K. and Bert W. Boyd 
until 1950 when the farm name_ was 
changed to Boyd Farms. Bert passed 
away in 1956 and since then the manage- 
ment has been under Glen K. Boyd. 

The herd has never been dispersed and 
most all of the cattle sold have been 
sold as seed stock. Five production sales 
have been held since the Fiftieth Anni- 
versary Sale was held in 1954. Glen has 
four daughters and all have heifers of 
their own or are in Angus 4-H Club 
projects and members of the Indiana 
Junior Angus Association. 

Mr. Boyd wrote that it would be hard 
to equal the pleasure that he and his 
wife experienced when they saw their 
oldest daughter’s picture on the cover of 
the August 1965 issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal. 


1904 
WHEATLAND FARM 
Jas. B. Hollinger 
Chapman, Kansas 


_ HE HERD was started by my father, 
W. H. Hollinger and my membership 
comes from W. H. Hollinger & Sons 
which was taken out in 1905, according 
to the Angus Herd Book Volume 15. 
I believe this is the oldest membership 
in the State of Kansas to be in operation 
at this time. I took the herd over about 
1920 when Father retired. I have been 
in business long enough to remember you 
(Dick Hahne) as a kid at the Missouri 
State Fair, Sedalia, jerking a billfold 
on a string off the alley of the cow barn 
every time somebody stooped to pick it 
up. 

I do not know when Dad bought the 
first Angus but the record shows the 
first registered Angus to be bought in 
1904 from a Thos. Maxon from an 
adjacent county. I notice they were bred 
by H. W. Elliott and George Simpson. 
Among them was the Queen Mother cow 
that our Wheatland Bird Queens came 
from that did so well in the breeding 
herd and show string. I believe one of 
these Wheatland Bird Queens was the 
dam of the top bull in the Angus Valley 
dispersion sale. 
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Hancock County Angus Association Banquet at Greenfield, Indiana 1946. 
Carr, director; Major W. A. Rafferty, President of the American Angus Association; Andy Neidenthall, 
director; Walter K. Boyd, President Indiana Association; Kenny Sherbahn, Indiana State Fieldman; 
Everett Foust, Treasurer; Glen K. Boyd, Secretary; A. M. Thomas, Vice-president and Richard Prange, 
county agent. 


In the spring of 1905 the Thos. Mattin- 
son herd at South Charleston, Ohio was 
dispersed in Chicago at which Dad pur- 
chased 13 head. They were mostly sired 
by Gay Lad 19538. Among them was 
the cow Queen Kerrera 46808 bred by 
Wallace Estell from which later on our 
Chimeras of Wheatland traced to. 

The first bull was J, P.’s Success 
41613 by Jeffrey bred by J. P. Scho- 
water, Donaldson, Iowa. He was quite 
a long bull like they are trying to breed 
them now. 

Later on Dad went to one of W. A. 
McHenry’s sales and bought a bull, 
Blackbird Invincible sired by Star of 
Denison which proved to be a top breed- 
ing bull. He also bought two good cows 
at that time. 


Later on we lost both of them and 
all their descendants through T, B. test- 
ing, and this was about the end of bring- 
ing any more females into the herd. 
He also went to Iowa and brought back 
Black Educator 147950 by Black Wood- 
lawn 42088 who was used for several 
years. Later on I bought a bull, Black- 
bird Cad by Blackcap Poe, a nice looking 
bull, a little long coupled for that time 
and not much of a breeding bull. I later 
bought Irenmere 6th 366905 by Prizemere 
9th from O. V. Battles, Irenmere 6th 
proved to be a real breeding bull siring 
the winning Get of Sire and many prize 
winners. 

Later I bought from Harrison and 
Ryan, Revolution 41st by Blackcap 
Revolution and from Pride of Ash Row 
the top show cow of that time. Revolu-

tion 41st proved to be probably the top 
son of Blackcap Revolution and when 
crossed on Irenmere 6th daughters was 
a winning combination. The Get of Sire 
by Revolution 41st placed First at the 
International two years in succession, 
fact is, they were undefeated over the 
entire show circuit for two years of 
twenty-six shows. 

The most prominent individuals we de- 
veloped were probably Edwina of Wheat- 
land, undefeated in class as a two year 
old and Grand Champion every place 
shown except the International at Chica- 
go where she was defeated by a heifer 
we had previously met and defeated three 
times. She had a show career of 36 
Grand Championships. 

The Chimera of Wheatlands won many 
Championships, Chimera of Wheatland 
6th and Chimera of Wheatland 9th full 
sisters were undefeated as two year olds 
except the International at Chicago. They 
also brought several thousand dollars 
when offered at auction. 

Revemere of Wheatland 17th the best 
show bull we ever developed was unde- 
feated for Grand Champion except the 
International where he was defeated by a 
bull he had previously defeated at the 
American Royal at Kansas City. 

Revemere of Wheatland 2d had the 
start of a winning bull but we had to 
retire him with a bad case of foul foot. 
He was Grand Champion at all the early 
State Fairs including Illinois State. 

At one time we showed steers with 
success. Grand Champions at Denver 
1929, Ogden, Utah 1929 and 1930 and 
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Los Angeles 1931. Champion Angus 
steer at the American Royal 1928 and 
Ft. Worth 1929. 

I have found it a good policy to be 
good to the Angus cows and they will be 
good to you. 

While we have never had a Grand 
Champion at the International we did 
breed Repeater of Wheatland, the Sire 
of the Grand Champion female Estamere. 
“Repeater” was an outstanding breeding 
bull we lost as a comparatively young 
bull. 

We held one of the top sales of the 
times in 1939 selling cattle into 18 states. 
Also we have sold Wheatland bred bulls 
to head six State Colleges; to herds 
in Kansas, Nebraska, Texas A. & M., 
Purdue, Michigan and Illinois and have 
sold breeding stock into forty-nine states. 

I have all the early issues of the 
Journal bound in yearly volumes up to 
and including 1930 and these are quite 
interesting. One notes the progress the 
Journal has made from a few pages 
per issue to many pages at the present 
time. 

I have had the honor and pleasure to 
judge many Angus shows from Calgary 
to Toronto in Canada, the International 
at Chicago, Houston, San Antonio, west to 
the Cow Palace at San Francisco and 
have been honored by the Block and 
Bridle Club of Kansas State College and 
by the Kansas Angus Association. 

I still say, “Take care of your Angus 
cattle and they will take care of you.” 
We have had the honor of having your 
father (Fred Hahne) as an overnight 
guest as well as several of the older 
prominent Angus breeders. 

The present herd at Wheatland Farm 
averages about 150 head of cows and 
our present herd sires are Burger of 
Lakewood 68, Haystack Panarama 118 
and Elevenmere of Wheatland 1100, 


1905 
LIBERTY GRANGE FARM 
Mr. & Mrs. Harold L. Austin 
Lancaster, Wisconsin 


Tuis FARM was purchased by Fred- 
eric Di Vall on December 12, 1868 and 
was purchased by R. A. Austin from his 
father-in-law, Frederic Di Vall, on Janu- 
ary 13, 1902. On March 1, 1941 the herd 
was purchased by Harold and Mae Aus- 
tin from R. A. Austin and at the same 
time they purchased the Liberty Grange 
herd of registered Angus cattle. 

Mr. R. A. Austin purchased the first 
six head of registered cattle in 1905. 
These animals were bred by J. H. and 
M. A. Sidle, Delmar, Iowa; Roesch & 
Gelbach, Lancaster, Wisconsin; Sam 
Kemper, Lancaster, Wisconsin and Bert 
Di Vall, Lancaster, Wisconsin. The first 
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Jas. B. Hollinger 


herd sires used were, Camden 46116, 
calved December 10, 1900 and bred by 
W. A. McHenry, Denison, Iowa; Patch 
Grove Jim from the Arthur McKevitt 
herd, Bloomington, Wisconsin and Clear 
Lake Ruby 2nd bred by George E. Wil- 
liamson, Houston, Texas. This last men- 
tioned was calved February 4, 1903 and 
gives one some indication of the move- 
ment of registered Angus at the turn of 
the century. 

R. A. Austin registered seven head in 
1908, all with the prefix “Liberty 
Grange” — Emily, Bell, King, Lizzie, 
Mary, Beauty and Ida 2nd. 

Other of the early herd sires used at 
Liberty Grange Farm were John Pine, 
calved June 1, 1906 and bred by the 
Alexander Stewart Lumber Co., Wasau, 
Wisconsin; Royal Ennis, calved April 
25, 1911 and bred by L. E. Fray, Rush- 
ville, Illinois and Queen’s Critic, a No- 
vember 27, 1912 bull bred by B. B, John- 
son and Sons, Atlanta, Indiana. 

In 1928 Harold joined his father in 
the operation of the farm and it was 
known as R. A. Austin & Son. In 1930 
the steer “Hoover” was named champion 
of all breeds at the Wisconsin Junior 
Livestock Show, Madison, Wisconsin. In 
1958 “Queen of Liberty 65th” was su- 
preme champion over all breeds at the 
Wisconsin Futurity Show at Madison 
and the farm showed reserve champion 
bull at the futurity, reserve champion 
carcasses and champions at the Grant 
County Fairs. 

From 1928 most of the herd sires used 
at Liberty Grange Farm were from the 
Rosemere Farms herd at Maquoketa, 
Iowa and in 1930 Queenmere 75th was 
purchased from Congdon and Battles. 
Some of the outstanding females selected 
for the herd included Miss Burgess of 
Glyn Mawr 83rd purchased from Milt 
Tudor; Epponian of Rosemere and 
Blackcap of Rosemere 205th, both pur- 
chased at the 50th Anniversary Sale 
held by Rosemere Farms, and Queen of 
Liberty 41, the dam of the supreme 


champion at the futurity traces to the 
herd of M. B. Walker, Maquoketa, Iowa. 

Harold Austin served as member of 
the board of directors in South West 
Wisconsin and the Wisconsin Associa- 
tions. He judged the Little International 
Show at Madison, was member of the 
advisory board on agriculture to the 
governor for many years and at present 
is a farm bureau director. 

Mrs. Austin, “Mae”, was secretary 
and treasurer for the Wisconsin Angus 
Association 1951 through 1958 and again 
in 1960, She was on the original fifteen 
member committee to organize the 
American Angus Auxiliary and served as 
president of the auxiliary in 1958 and at 
the present time is a member of the Na- 
tional Legislation Committee. She also 
is state committee woman of the Wiscon- 
sin Farm Bureau and a member of the 
Governor’s Committee of the United 
Nations. 

The Austins have two daughters, Mrs. 
Jack Vesperman, Lancaster and Mrs. 
Kenneth Ellis, Stitzer, Wisconsin and 
they have twelve grandchildren. 

It was at the Conference held in Las 
Vegas in 1968 the Austins learned of the 
plan to print stories concerning the older 
herds. They have traveled to Angus 
events all over the United States and in 
1959 visited Russia and also attended 
the Perth Show in Scotland. In 1960 
they attended the Palermo Show in 
Buenos Aires and in 1964 the Home- 
maker’s Convention in Hawaii. 

For health reason Harold had to leave 
the farm and be out of the dust and 
cold. They had a dispersion October 11, 
1965 and sold eighty head. The herd 
sires at the time were Liberty Blackcap- 
mere 35th and Barbarian of Rosemere 
449th. They retained one cow that is at 
the son-in-law’s farm (Jack Vesperman, 
Lancaster) and the Angus tradition is 
being carried on as the granddaughter is 
showing Angus cattle, so the operation 
of the original herd spans a period from 
1905 until today, and from the original 
registration 25656 to 4816060—a period 
when 3,790,404 animals were recorded by 
members of the Association. 

The Austins rent the farm land and 
spend the winters in Mesa, Arizona, The 
Liberty Grange herd was one of the old- 
est in Wisconsin and furnished founda- 
tion cattle for many herds in the tri- 
state area. They always told their 
buyers “The Angus cattle have done very 
well for us and we hope they do as well 
for you”. 

Liberty Grange Farm, 437 acres, has 
been owned by members of the same 
family since the Civil War, It is a Class 
2 type with soil known as Dubuque silt 
loam. Corn yield normally is 90 to 100 
bushels to an acre and oats and barley 
have run as high as 75 to 80 bushels. 
Only once in nineteen years has hay 
been purchased and that was due to a 
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marr KEYSTONE

MY GRANDFATHER, C. S. Reece was 
born March 12, 1871 on a farm near 
Fountainbleau. Missouri. When he was 15 
years old the family moved to Osborne 
County, Kansas where they lived 2 
years and then moved to Nebraska in 
1888. In 1892, when he became of age, 
he bought a relinquishment on a home- 
stead for $100. This became the founda- 
tion of the ranch and he added more 
land as it became available. He and his 
mother had acquired a few head of cat- 
tle but lost them all in a blizzard that 
lasted from May 7 to 10 because of lack 
of feed. They even fed them the hay 
from their mattresses but to no avail. I 
can still remember him saying to al- 
ways have enough feed on hand for your 
livestock until the 10th of May. 

He taught school and served as county 
clerk until 1905 when he moved to the 
ranch. By this time he and his brother 
Claude, who lived on the ranch, had ac- 
quired a small herd of cattle, mostly 
shorthorns and mixed breeding. 

In 1904 while attending a meeting of 
organized agriculture in Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, grandfather was very much im- 
pressed with some black cattle he saw 
there. He was especially impressed 
with the fact they did not have 
to be dehorned — an operation he found 
very disagreeable. Mr. H. R. Smith, 
head of the animal husbandry depart- 
ment at that time, encouraged him to 
try them. In the fall of 1905 he bought 
his first 2 registered Angus bulls. He 
never used anything but registered sires 
from that time on as long as he lived. 
Both my father and I have continued 
this policy. 

It was my grandfather’s practice to go 
to Iowa and buy bulls. He would go to 
small purebred breeders and buy their 
herd sires that they were ready to sell. 
On one such trip he looked at a herd 
sire that impressed him very much. 
Finally he got up enough nerve to ask 
the price and it was so much below 
what he had expected that he asked “Is 
there anything wrong with the bull?” 
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The man replied, “Nothing that I know 
of except that he might kick.” On an- 
other trip he bought a nice herd sire 
but only had him home a few weeks 
when he died. Feeling very bad about it 
and expecting quite a little sympathy he 
went batk to the breeder and explained 
his trouble. This man replied, “I’m glad 
he died, now I can sell you another one.” 

When he bought these bulls they were 
shipped to Wood Lake, Nebraska by 
rail and then driven home by horseback 
which took 2 days as the distance was 
over 25 miles. How different from the 
present time when we can buy a bull 
500 miles away and have him home that 
same day. 

From 1905 until the early 20’s it was 
his practice to sell only 2 year old steers, 
which were shipped to Omaha by rail. 
It was necessary to drive them to Wood 
Lake—a two day trip. He would leave 
his saddle horse in the livery barn there 
while making the trip to market with 
the cattle. On one such trip his favorite 
saddle horse was killed in a livery barn 
fire while he was gone. 

In the spring of 1912, after the drouth 
of the year before, he bought a carload 
of ear corn and had it shipped to Arabia, 
Nebraska, about 20 miles from the 
ranch. He hauled it home a wagonload 
at a time, leaving home before daylight 
and returning after dark that evening. 
A wagonload would only last for two 
days. By rationing it out at five ears 
to the cow plus a little hay, he managed 
to save all of his older cattle. 

He served a number of terms in the 
state legislature and was instrumental 
in getting March 1 designated as Ne- 
braska Day. 

After graduating from the University 
of Nebraska, his two sons, F. M. Reece 
and C. S. Reece, Jr., came home to as- 
sist in the operating of the ranch. My 
grandfather took an active interest in 
operating the ranch until his passing in 
1958. In 1961, C. S. Reece, Jr., retired 
and my father and I are now operating 
all of the original ranch plus some leased 
land. I graduated from the University 
of Nebraska in 1961 and after spending 
three years in the Army joined in part- 
nership with my father. 

At the present time we are operating 
approximately 15,000 acres with some 
800 cows, of which about half calve in 
the spring and half in the fall. The bulls 
we have been using most recently are 
sons of Ermitre of Haymount and Dor 
Macs Bardoliermere 70th. It has become 
progressively harder to improve the 
quality of our herd by buying bulls at 
the price commercial men can afford to 
pay. In the spring of 1963 we started 
breeding some of our cows artificially 
to some outstanding bulls in order to 
improve the quality of our replacement 
heifers, We are still doing some A. I. 
work and recently have done some ex- 


perimenting with estrus syncronization 
drugs. 

I am married and live on the home 
ranch. We have a son and a daughter 
whom we hope will keep up the family 
tradition of ranching and raising good 
Angus cattle. 
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ARTHUR AHRENS 
Columbus, Nebraska 


T HIS HERD is a continuation of the 
herd of Ahrens Brothers and the original 
membership in this name was _ issued 
March 28, 1916 by the secretary of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 
sociation, Chas. Gray. The certificate is 
number 3488. 

Arthur Ahrens wrote that the breed- 
ing cattle of today and when his father 
fed have changed a lot. In those days 
steers were fed to three years old and 
some even four years old when they went 
to market. His father was the first one 
around Columbus to feed what they 
called in those days, “baby beef”. He 
had a herd of Shorthorn cows and 
wanted an Angus bull, In those days 
there were no Angus in the country 
around but he found his first Angus bull 
at the Nebraska state fair in 1905 and 
he was purchased from Harrison & Har- 
rison, Indianola, Nebraska. They used 
this bull for seven years and sold him 
on the Omaha market when he was nine 
years old, 

They had retained the daughters of 
this bull in the herd and when it was 
time to buy another bull Arthur’s father 
and brother told him to go to Harrison 
and Harrison. This was a trip he would 
never forget. There were no paved roads 
and the only way to make the trip was 
by rail. They had a Model T Ford—and 
the story on this is as follows: Arthur 
Ahrens won a Model T Ford in a con- 
test in 1909, selling the Columbus Tele- 
gram and the Nebraska Farmer papers. 
When his car was delivered to them, the 
dealer stayed for a week and taught 
them to drive the ear. 

Arthur said, “From then on when we 
took the car out and when we met a 
team of horses we would stop to let 
them by. In those days there was not 
a single car at church so we couldn’t 
take the car out for a long time. When 
we first did take the car out for a drive 
and met someone with horses we would 
drive over to the side of the road as 
far as we could get, shut her off and 
help the party with the team past.” 

On the trip to buy the second bull he 
left home in the dark to catch a train 
to Lincoln, Nebraska, then a local to 
Indianola, arriving there about 8 or 9 
in the evening, Mr. Harrison met Arthur

at the train and they went by team and 
buggy to the farm where he showed 
him the bull by lantern, then took him 
back to town to catch the train to Lin- 
coln the next morning and again arrived 
home in the dark. It took thirty-six 
hours for the round trip and the bull 
followed him home by box car. Now 
they can drive the same trip with a 
pickup truck and be back home with a 
bull in eight to ten hours. 

Ahrens bought five or six cows in 
the Omaha sale managed by Mr. Judy 
and then took out a membership in the 
Association following that sale. This was 
the membership issued in 1916. Arthur’s 
son, Carroll A. Ahrens joined the Amer- 
ican Angus Association in 1955. 

Arthur enclosed a newspaper clipping 
from the Columbus Telegram with the 
heading “Prime Angus Yearlings $9.00” 
that read as follows: “In spite of the 
decline in beef prices yesterday, year- 
lings sold at $9.00 again this morning. 
Fourteen head brought in by Ahrens Bros. 
of Columbus bringing in the money. 
Their cattle were all high grade Angus, 
mostly of their own raising, and averaged 
973 pounds. The Ahrens boys are both 
young fellows, who have made a fine 
start in the stock business, and the 
finish of the cattle they brought in today 
shows that they are a long way from 
being green at it...” 

Ahrens do not have a large herd today, 
they have twenty-eight cows and six 
first calf heifers that raised them thirty- 
four calves last year, 1967. The son, 
Carroll, has the cows where he lives 
and Arthur and his wife have the calves 
at their farm. 

In looking back Arthur said, “As I said 
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before, in 1905 there were no Angus 
bulls to be found around here and now 
I think sometimes there are more bulls 
than cows. There are plenty of bulls today 
that do not do the Angus breed any 
good, There are bulls that sell for less 
than a steer on the market. They 
wouldn’t make a good steer so they keep 
them for bulls (since they are Black).” 

Arthur’s grandson, James Wurdeman 
is with Picket Fence Farm, Grayslake, 
Illinois. He enclosed photos of cattle 
shown by James, a winner at the county 
fair; a Purple ribbon winner at Lincoln 
(State Fair) and another at the Aksar- 
ben in Omaha. Also three heifers that 
stood first and second in their class at 
the county fair, shown by grandsons 
Lynn and Roger Wurdeman—all raised 
by his son, Carroll. 

Art closed by saying, “Things have 
changed a lot in the past sixty years 
but I still have Angus in my blood and 
am proud to say that in 1967 we had a 
100% calf crop.”

‘THIS HERD is a continuation of the 
CASA LOMA RANCH that was estab- 
lished in 1905. The story, as told by 
Donald C. Matthews is — Casa Loma 
Ranch was established by my maternal 
grandfather, F. R. Cathro, in April of 
1905, about twelve miles northwest of 
Calgary, Alberta where he acquired eight 
hundred acres of top farm land on 


moving to Canada with his family from 
Bottineau, North Dakota. 

He brought with him a registered 
Aberdeen-Angus bull and cow, which he 
had purchased from F. J. Lillie, Sher- 
wood, North Dakota. The bull was 
Justinus 51262, bred by Alex Spear, Tip- 
ton, Iowa. He was born June 2, 1901 
and was used in the Casa Loma herd 
until June 21, 1911. The cow was White 
Cloud Mabel 43631, bred by F. E. Ed- 
wards, Oakville, Iowa. She was born 
May 15, 1900, and lived in the Casa 
Loma herd until March 1922 during 
which time she raised 16 calves, She 
belonged to the Westside Anne family. 
Her descendants were a very strong 
family in the herd for many years, 

On August 19, 1905, he acquired, in 
a sale in Calgary, two cows from M. C. 
Willford, Harmony, Minnesota. One was 
Edgewood Errolline 2d 3901. She was 
born September 25, 1899 and was bred by 
Palmer and Palmer, Princeton, Illinois 
and with her was a heifer calf, Young 
Errolline 82744. The other cow was 
Canton Bell 67001, born August 5, 1903 
and bred by Mr. Willford. 

Another female which could be con- 
sidered of foundation quality was ac- 
quired from W. T. A. McClure, Innisfail, 
Alberta on March 11, 1914, was Pride of 
Aberdeen 155th 141818, born April 5, 
1910 and bred by Stoner Bros., South 
English, Iowa. 

Descendants of the Errolline and Pride 
cows remained in the herd throughout its 
existence. 

The herd bulls that followed Justinus 
were Delamere Lad, purchased from J. 
D. McGregor, Brandon, Manitoba, Decem- 
ber 23, 1909. Then Fyvie Prince Cesar on 
August 22, 1911 and Blackbird Knighter 
on March 11, 1914, both from Mr. Mc- 
Clure. Proudrito came with the Pride 
of Aberdeen cow in 1914. Then in 1921, 
Mr. Cathro went to Glencarnock Farms, 
Brandon, Manitoba, again, for Glencar- 
nock Blackster. 

The Casa Loma herd grew to one of 
forty breeding cows as the grade cows 
were gradually phased out, and through 
the years Mr, Cathro continued to milk 
fifteen to twenty grade Holstein cows 
as well as raising pigs, chickens, ducks 
and a few horses. 

He purchased a Percheron filly and 
colt April 4, 1913 from my father, 
Charles C. Matthews. It was probably 
about this time that my father and 
mother first met. They were married 
August 21, 1917. 

To get back to the cattle—Mr. Cathro 
sold bulls in the Calgary Bul! Sale in 
1908. In 1911 he had the champion and 
he continued to show and sell bulls in 
this sale for close to the next 40 years. 

In 1933, my father, Charles C. 
Matthews, established the Highland Stock 
Farms on the Bragg Creek Road west

Mr. Cathro, We still have descendants 
of these two cows in our present herd. 
Our first herd bull was Glenburn Dais- 
mere 3 -41400-— borrowed from Mr. 
Cathro for the summer, Other cows 
were acquired from S. J. Henderson, 
Lacombe, Alberta, (Heatherbrook); C. H. 
Richardson, Bowden, Alberta (Willow 
Park); and R. R, Buchanan, Pincher 
Creek (Glenburn). The daughters of 
Glenburn Daismere 3 from all of these 
foundation cows were to remain in our 
herd for many years. Revolution 58th 
—48754— by Revolution 40th, was our next 
herd sire who, together with Barbarian 
Blackbird —50195- a son of the Buchanan 
cow, did the breeding chores for the next 
few years. 

The herd has now grown to about 220 
to 225 cows. We have had herd bulls, 
over the years, from Dwight Garner, Ida 
Grove, Iowa (Ethelda E’s General); Don 
Head Farms, Richmond Hill, Ontario 
(Highland Eileenmere by Eileenmere of 
Don Head); Wiimae Farms, Monkton, 
Maryland (Black Prince of Wilmae and 
Bar Prince of Wilmae 2d); Don Edwards, 
Anoka Farms, Watford, Ontario (Bando- 
lier of Anoka W.). Of course, as would 
be expected, in both the Casa Loma and 
Highland Herds, bulls were used over the 
years that were bred at home. 

The Highland herd hag won the top 
awards at most of the major shows and 
sales in Alberta. Animals have been 
exhibited annually at the Royal Agri- 
cultural Winter Fair from 1950 to the 
present time. Our crowning achieve- 
ment though was senior and reserve 
grand champion bull, Highland Bandolier 
7, in 1963, 

We have exported offspring from both 
herds to Montana, Washington, Oregon, 
Wyoming, Texas, New York, Maryland 
as well as to most of the provinces in 
Canada, Cattle from our herd have also 
been sold to Mexico and U.S. S. R. 

We have imported animals, over the 
years, from Scotland and various parts 
of the United States. 

I married a young lady, Jean, in Eng- 
land during the 1939-45 war, and in the 
years since she has become a very active 
and vital partner in the whole operation 
which my father so ably established in 
the 1930’s. Our family ag they grew up 
became interested in the livestock on 
the ranch and both Lyndsay, our daugh- 
ter, who is a dietician in Kansas, and 
Rob, our son, were active in 4-H and the 
local shows. 

Robert C. (Rob) is marrying this 
spring and his bride Pattie will be joining 
him in the continuing operation of the 
ranch, making the fourth generation in 
the business of raising Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. (They were married Saturday, 
June 8, 1968), 
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Our present herd is being mated to 
bulls from Illinois—Woodlawn Bardolier- 
mere 128 from Woodlawn Farm; Vir- 
ginia—Aberan Elevate 127, from the 
Aberan Herd of Edgehill; Ontario— 
Blackbird Bandolier Arkindale from Dr. 
Arkinstall, New Market; as well as 
home grown sires, Highland Eileenmere 
7 by Ankonian 35204; Highland Kolonel 
by Highland Black General 19th and 
Highland Black General 19th by High- 
land Black General. 

My grandfather, Mr. Cathro, was the 
first secretary of the Alberta Aberdeen- 
Angus Association. He was later Presi- 
dent as was my father, Charles C, and I 
have also had the privilege of occupying 
that position too. Dad has been Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus 
Association. He was also President of 
the Alberta Cattle Breeders Association 
(Calgary Spring Bull Sale), and I am 
now completing my second term in this 
position. In addition I have been Presi- 
dent of the world famous Calgary Ex- 
position and Stampede (1964-65.) 
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GRANT RIVER FARM 
Lisle and Shirley Blackbourn 
Cassville, Wisconsin 


In 1905 a black bull was purchased from 
Mr. Henry Korber of Lancaster, Wis- 
consin by C. E, Blackbourn, founder of 
the herd, to be used on some commercial 
Durham or Shorthorn cows. The re- 
sulting calves were fed out to a weight 
of eight hundred pounds, drove by horse

to Lancaster and sold for seven or eight 
cents a pound, loaded on the train for 
shipment. 

The first registered females were pur- 
chased in 1912. Some of the early bulls 
used in the herd were “Lucy’s Black 
Boy” calved May 30, 1907, registration 
115938, a bull bred by J. Garrett Tolan. 

One of the next bulls was “Creco H” 
calved March 9, 1915 bred by Phil Hauk 
of Cassville, Wisconsin, One of the early 
cows purchased was Blackcap Bora 
397510 bred by Harrison and Ryan, 
Denison, Iowa. She was a line bred Earl 
Marshall cow. 

The first important purchase of fe- 
males was made in the 1930’s from 
Hartley Stock Farm, Page, North Dakota. 
Those cow families are still the nucleus 
of our herd. The families are Edella’s, 
Eline’s, Katinka’s, Barbara’s, Blackbird’s, 
Blue Lady’s. 

About this time a bull, “Juan’s Revolu- 
tion of Ada”, a son of Revolution of Page 
28th came to the herd. Other bulls down 
through the years were Ensign of Page 
15, whose dam was a full sister to Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th. Then “Blue Lad 
of Beetown” was bought in dam, being 
sired by the International Champion 
Eventuation of Page, Some of the later 
bulls were “General 17th of Lonjac’” and 
“Juror 14th of Page,” he a double bred 
Revolution of Page 11th bull. As you 
can well imagine our herd is pretty much 
line bred Earl Marshall and Blackcap 
Revolution. 

From the founders, Mr. C. E. Black- 
bourn and his wife Hannah, who man- 


aged the herd and were responsible for its 
development, down to the present time, 


started with commercials in 1907 and went registered in 1912. After husband’s death she man- 
aged Grant River Farm, Cassville, Wisconsin that is now owned by Lisle and Shirley.

FOREST HILL FARM was purchased 
by A. E. Johnson in 1874 from the rail- 
road for $6.60 an acre. He had worked 
for a time in Pennsylvania after arriving 
in this country in 1871 as a Swedish im- 
migrant before coming to Iowa. 

It was the 24th day of May, 1905 when 
A. H. Johnson went to Odebolt, Iowa, 
where he boarded a train for Sioux City, 
Iowa. Here he attended a sale of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus cattle and pur- 
chased two registered cows named Alf- 
alfa Alice 55112 and Willow Springs 
Lady 75305. These cows were consigned 
by Harrison and Harrison of Indianola, 
Nebraska. 

These two cows were shipped by rail 
to Odebolt and were driven home on 
foot, a distance of a little over six miles 
of ungraded dirt road to their new home. 
This was the beginning of the Angus 
herd now owned by Elmer J. Johnson of 
Forest Hill Farm, Kiron, Iowa. 

Later more cows were added to the 
herd from these breeders, Charles Escher, 
Botna, Iowa; Isenberger Bros., Battle 
Creek, Iowa and Eljon Farms, Rose Hill, 
Iowa. 

In the year 1919 A. E. Johnson sold a 
half-interest in the herd, then numbering 
about fifty head, to Elmer and the herd 
was then carried on under the name of 
A. E. Johnson & Son until 1929 when 
Elmer’s father passed away. Elmer then 
acquired full possession of the herd of 
fifty cows and a number of heifers and 
calves. 

In 1930 Elmer bought a cow in the Sam 
Escher Dispersion sale at Bigelow, Min- 
nesota. This cow was named Eldorene K. 
She was sired by Enright, a bull owned 
by Charles Escher and her dam _ was 
Eldora, an imported cow. Eldorene K. 
nade history in Iowa, and also in Cali- 
fornia, 

Elmer sold about seventy-five head of 
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heifers to breeders in California and 
among them were several Eldorene hei- 
fers that were sold in consignment sales 
and the Oxbow Ranch in Oregon bought 
all of the Eldorene heifers at good prices. 
Great Oaks Farm at Rochester, Michigan 
sold one Eldorene heifer in one of the 
sales sponsored by the American Angus 
Breeders’ Association in Chicago at 
which time Oxbow Ranch bought her. 
Later on Oxbow Ranch sold their entire 
herd to Roy Johnston of Belton, Mis- 
souri. This herd was shipped to Missouri 
where it was dispersed by Roy Johnston. 
In this herd were fifteen or twenty head 
of Eldorene cows that were descendants 
of the old Eldorene K. Cow that I 
bought from Sam Escher in 1930. These 
Eldorene cows brought good prices in 
the Oxbow dispersion sale. One sold for 
$3000 and one of her heifers brought 
$1700 and one of her bull calves sold for 
$5000.00. 

Elmer said, “I have never fitted cattle 
for the show ring, but I have sold an 
average of from forty to fifty head of 
breeding stock annually for a period of 
over thirty years. Besides sales in Iowa, 
my breeding stock has gone into eleven 
different states. They are Nebraska, 
Michigan, New Jersey, Kansas, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, California, Colo- 
rado, Virginia and Montana. 

“TI would like to tell something of the 
sales I made of my cattle in the late 
40’s and early 50’s in California. I sold 
about seventy-five head of young heifers 
to three or four different parties. There 
was one sale that stands out above all 
the others. I had twenty head of two- 
year old heifers advertised in the Angus 
Journal. I received a letter from Maurice 
Campbell of Willows, California wanting 
to know what the price would be for the 
twenty head. I wrote back and gave him 
the price. In a few days I had a night 
letter from him stating he would buy the 
twenty head and that a letter with the 
check would follow. The letter and 
check came in a few days and we loaded 
the heifers in a box car and sent them 
out there. 

“When they arrived in California he 
sent me a letter stating they were in 
good shape and that he was well pleased 
with them. The unique thing about this 
sale was that he never was out here to 
see the cattle. He bought them sight un- 
seen. He never saw me and I never saw 
him. What I liked about this sale more 
than anything was that he liked the cat- 
tle when they arrived”. 

Elmer then wrote, “In 1955 a Mr. 
McMahan of MacAngus Farm, Fresno, 
California, sent his herdsman out to Iowa 
to shop for Angus. The herdsman and 
his wife came to our farm and the same 
day Mr. McMahan and his family, en- 
route from Indiana to California, met 
them here. Together they picked out 
twenty of my heifers that he wanted. 


“When they were to be shipped Mr. 
McMahan called from California saying 
that he was sending a man out here to 
accompany the cattle in the box car back 
to Fresno. 

“We expected this man would stay the 
night so we got ready for him. Two 
cousins visiting here at the time kept 
making jokes about the fuss we were 
making for this cow poke who was to ar- 
rive from California. 

“Well, when the cow poke arrived he 
was a young college student carrying an 
arm full of books he intended to read 
while ‘baby-sitting’ with the heifers on 
their way to the West. His classes at 
Fresno State College would soon be open- 
ing. 

“It turned out, too, that he actually did 
some ‘baby-sitting’ as a ‘baby-black’ bull 
calf was born along the way. I doubt 
that he had much time for reading as the 
calf refused to nurse. This made it nec- 
essary for them to buy condensed milk 
for the new arrival somewhere along 
the line.” 

Elmer J. Johnson is now 81 and his 
Forest Hill Farms herd numbers about 
125 head. He farms 320 acres with 100 
acres of that in pasture. In March 1968 
I wrote to Elmer to have him explain if 
there was any family relationship 
between the Elmer J. Johnson; Enoch & 
Bob Johnson or Johnson Brothers fami- 
lies—the following letter from his sister, 
Evelyn Johnson, was the answer I re- 
ceived. 

Kiron, Iowa 
April 3, 1968 
Dear Mr. Hahne: 

In answer to your question regarding 
the relationship with Johnson Bros., (See 
Johnson Bros., Ida Grove, Iowa, herd 
founded 1909) and their herd, we wish 
to say there is no relationship whatever. 
We were two unrelated big families of 
the many, many Johnson’s not related in 
this community. There was, however, an 
Elmer Johnson in the Johnson Bros., 
family too, who was a foreman on the 
Wheeler Ranch. The two families are 
well-acquainted. In fact Elmer, my 
brother, attended the same _ country 
school as they and originally we attended 
the same church. 

Neither is there any connection with 
the Johnson Bros. herd. My father, A. 
E. Johnson, farmed independently with 
the help of six sons—also six daughters. 
Elmer, who has never married, took over 
the home farm, while two of his brothers 
lived and worked two other farms — an 
area of 660 acres owned and operated by 
my father and the three brothers. 

Of the other three sons, Elmer’s 
brothers, one still is teaching at Roose- 
velt University in Chicago, one is a com- 
mercial artist in Minneapolis, Minnesota 
and one, now deceased, was a veterinar- 
ian at Gowrie, Iowa for many years. 
Having no sons or grandsons to carry

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on the herd, as he never married, is prob- 
ably the reason Elmer has stayed so 
long in this business. At 81 years of age 
he is still actively engaged in raising 
registered cattle. He recently purchased 
Enoch & Bob Johnson’s reserve cham- 
pion and top selling bull at the Denison 
Angus Breeder’s sale February 28, 1968, 
Pasha E & B 37th. So I suppose he ex- 
pects to be around for a while yet. He 
has nine nephews, but only two of these 
are farmers, and they specialize in hogs. 

Our mother, a sister and I continued 
to live here with Elmer after our father 
passed away in 1929. I resigned as 
teacher of English and dramatics from 
the High School at Logan, Iowa in 1950 
in order to care for my _ sister, now 
deceased, and my mother who lived to be 
almost 94 years of age. 

Elmer and I continue to live in the old 
home which is much the same as it was 
when we were young. Our immediate 
family, as well as many relatives—nieces, 
nephews and many, many cousins often 
come to visit and reminisce. Our home 
is the only one left of four farm 
homes that housed families of 8, 10 and 
12 children in our quite huge relation. 
Last summer in June we gathered to hon- 
or six cousins who came to visit from 
Jamestown, New York. We were sixty 
in all from South Dakota, Minnesota, 
Missouri, New York, Illinois. All gath- 
ered here to visit and eat dinner “inside” 
our house. There seemed to be ample 
room—a nostalgic spirit probably helped 
us to forget we were a bit crowded. 

Now I know you'll wish to delete a 
great part of this, but it might help to 
distinguish my brother, Elmer J. John- 
son from Johnson Bros., (Ida Grove) 
and Enoch & Bob Johnson, (Arthur, 
Iowa).

T. A. SMART & SON, INC. 
Atwood, Colorado 80722 


Mk. T. A. SMART established his 
Angus herd in 1906 with registered fe- 
males that were not transferred to him 
as he was not interested in registered 
cattle. This herd was founded when the 
Smarts lived in Greenwood, Missouri. 
The founder’s son, also named T. A. 
Smart, was always interested in regis- 
tered Angus and in 1923, he purchased 
his first two registered heifers. He 
beught his bull from Grover Moritz at 
the American Royal Sale. This was a 
double bred Black Woodlawn bull named 
“Barrett 366676” and an Erica heifer 
which was the foundation of their 
Evera strain. The Smarts have recorded 
more than one hundred and fifty females 
that are Cescendants of this one cow. 


Mr. Smart also bought ten good heif- 
ers from W. A. Holt of Savannah, Mis- 
souri in 1924 and in 1926 selected about 
twenty cows and heifers from the John 
Allen & Son Dispersion sale at Concep- 
tion Junction, Missouri. In his opinion, 
he bought the top cows and heifers in 
the herd with the exception of one cow. 

As the registered herd increased in 
numbers they gradually sold off cattle 
from the commercial herd. Mr. Smart 
stated they had old registration papers 
that were issued by all of the secretaries 
of the American Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation except the very first one, Chas. 
Gudgell. 

About 1940 they sold a heifer calf on 
mail order to a man in Virginia, whose 
name has been forgotten. His letter- 
head indicated that he was in the gro- 
cery business and he had purchased a 
heifer from Stanley Pierce & Sons, Cres- 
ton, Illinois and one from another IIli- 
nois breeder and one from a breeder in 
Michigan. The only thing wrong with 
the deal was none of his checks were 
any good. 

Secretary Tomhave of the Association 
called Mr, Smart and asked if he would 
be willing to stand his share of the 
expense to go get the heifers and deliver 
them back home and he was informed 
the Smarts would pay their share. Tim 
Pierce took a truck and drove back to 
Virginia to get the heifers which it 
seems had been hidden in an old log 
cabin in the mountains. The heifers had 
to be led three miles to be loaded in the 
truck as this was the closest road. 

The very next fall at the American 
Royal Live Stock Show a group of 
breeders were visiting and this episode 
was mentioned. Mr. L. R. Kershaw of 
Muskogee, Oklahoma was present and 
said, “Well, he didn’t get me on that 
deal.” Then as he turned to walk away 
he said, “He didn’t write me.” 

T. A. Smart and family moved to At- 
wood, Colorado in March of 1945 and 
took with them about one hundred of 
their registered cows and heifers. Since 
then they have sold cattle to breeders 
in a number of western states. They 
had the champion pen of five bulls at the 
National Western Stock Show in Denver 
in 1955. 

The first show ever made by their 
cattle was when the oldest son, Mont, 
was just seventeen years old and out of 
high school. He took six head and made 
five state fairs. Mont is now operating 
his own ranch, handling commercial cat- 
tle, but he has four sons who have a few 
registered cows. 

The second boy, Bill, is operating with 
his father. They now have about fifty 
registered cows. At one time they were 
up to approximately three hundred and 
fifty cows and heifers. Several years 
ago they cut the herd down to about one 


hundred and fifty head and a year ago, 
when T. A. Smart had a heart attack, 
they sold off about one hundred head 
more. 

When still located in Missouri the 
Smarts sold several head in the first 
Heart of America sale held at Kansas 
City. Otto Nobis was the judge and 
they had one heifer that won her class. 
In the last few years they have only 
been saving a few bulls and have been 
consigning them to sales in Colorado and 
Nebraska. 

The present herd sires include Bardo- 
liermere M 29 bred by L. O. Mugge & 
Son, Cleghorn, Iowa and Black Watch 
Escort 213 bred by Black Watch Farms 
and these two bulls are owned jointly 
with Willard T. Lutes of Merino, Colo- 
rado, Another bull being used is Mead- 
owmere Lad 24 bred by Meadow Lane 
Farms. 


1906 or 1907 
ROBERT SEATER & SON 
Northwood, Iowa 50459 


IN THE EARLY 1900’s James Seater, 
Northwood, Iowa purchased his first 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle from a 
breeder in Mason City, Iowa. This initial 
purchase was four head, two cows with 
heifer calves, that were shipped by rail 
to the town of Carpenter, about five 
miles from the farm. 

James and a son, Eugene, took the 
team and wagon to the station to pick 
up the cattle, but when the train arrived 
they discovered the wrong animals had 
been shipped (an error that probably 
could not happen today) so rather than 
make a round trip home they stayed 
overnight in the small hotel until the 
train made the round trip the next day 
and the animals were exchanged for 
the proper ones. 

These first four females represented 
a total investment of $250 in a beef 
herd foundation and taking them into 
an area made up mainly of small dairy 
herds resulted in the neighbors thinking 
this old Scotchman had really gone over- 
board. 

The family tells of an incident per- 
taining to the purchase of one of the 
first herd bulls. This bull also arrived 
by rail and was shipped by himself in 
a cattle car and when he arrived at 
the local station he was, putting it 
mildly, a little nervous. After some minor 
difficulties he was finally tied behind 
the wagon and led home—a trip that 
resulted in his being halter-broke on 
arrival. This is a technique that has 
been used by a good many cattlemen 
to break young cattle to lead so I doubt 
it can be counted as a “first” in the case 
of the Seater bull. 

J. A. Seater, father of Robert, pur- 
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chased part of the herd from James, 
and Robert, grandson of James, eventu- 
ally purchased part of the herd from 
his own father, rounding out the third 
generation with the initial herd which 
it seemed may have been identified as 
the “Blackfield Angus Farm” since 
nearly every animal registered by James 
Seater for several years contained this 
name in their registration. The years 
1906 or 1907 are approximately when 
the herd must have been founded since 
the first cattle registered by James 
Seater appear in volume twenty of the 
herd books for animals calved in 1909. 

The old records kept by J. A. and 
his brother, Eugene, indicate that herd 
sires were purchased from Will Austin, 
Dumont, Iowa; Meier Bros., Melbourne, 
Iowa; P. J. Donohoe, Holbrook, Iowa 
and Woodlawn Farms, Creston, Illinois. 
In recent years there have been bulls 
from Johnson Brothers, Ida Grove, Iowa 
and at present one from Lewis Pierce 
“Woodlawn Farms’, Creston, Illinois. 

As Robert said, “In checking back 
on some records that my father and 
uncle kept in the 1920 and 1930 period I 
came across several sales and purchases 
that were made. I realize that these 
prices will sound funny to many of the 
younger generation but this country was 
in a depression at that time and the 
dollars that changed hands were the 
result of a lot of hard work.” 

The list included bulls selling for $50 
to $150 at private treaty; heifer calves 
$58 to $70; market cows $5.75 a hundred- 
weight; two head sold in Iowa State 
Sale in 1938, one going to L. E. Laflin, 
Crab Orchard, Nebraska for $65.00 and 
one to a Mr. Bowman, Webster City, 
Iowa for $100.00. One cow sold to Hormel 
of Austin, Minnesota for $46.47 and 
one of the early herd bulls was eventu- 
ally sold to the butcher for $17.85. 

Robert stated, “A bull named Quaker 
Jack was purchased from Meier Bros. 
and did the herd a lot of good. He was 
an Eileenmere bred bull and was bought 
with his mother for $150.00. We also 
bought two cows from Strathmore 
Farms, Webster City, and these were 
Blackcap Empress 11th of Strathmore 
and Blackcap 9th of Strathmore and 
some of their descendants are still in 
our herd.” 

It appears the Seater herd developed 
primarily from the original purchases 
since three head were registered in vol- 
ume twenty of the herd books and in 
volume twenty-seven he recorded twenty- 
three head. Thus the herd, by the end 
of 1968, will have been in continuous 
production for a period of sixty years 
based on registrations showing the calv- 
ing dates of the early animals recorded, 
and allowing breeding to calving periods, 
the estimate of starting in 1906 or 1907 
seems most reasonable. 

Little did the founder, James Seater,

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realize how the fame of his herd might 
reach far from home. The herd has con- 
signed to Iowa Futurity and to the 
Northeast Iowa Sale. Eight heifers were 
sold to Stewart E. Sewell, Jacksboro, 
Texas and one bull to M. R. Kurtz & 
Sons of Winters, Texas in 1963. In 1965 
Carver Ranch, Denton, Texas purchased 
twelve open heifers, and Dean Anderson 
of Joice, lowa purchased ten bred heifers. 
The herd is now operated under the 
name of Robert Seater & Son, North- 
wood, Iowa and weaning weights and 
daily rates of gain are available on all 
bull calves they offer for sale.

I BOUGHT my first registered Angus 
cattle from my uncle, Ben F. Fantz of 
Nevada, Iowa, in 1907. He had a wonder- 
ful herd of cattle with much quality 
and scale. The first cows were Queen 
Mothers and Ericas weighing 1400 to 
1600 pounds and were bred to Captain 
King. Their bull calves were rugged 
and had much quality and were the kind 
the farmers were looking for to cross 
on other breeds. 

The first bull purchased from this uncle 
was named Quinrod of the Oaks 93236 
and as a two-year-old he weighed over 
1600 pounds. Later I bought a bull 
named White Side King from the White 
Bros, of Perry, Iowa. 

I had a fine heifer calf which Carl 
Rosenfeld of Kelley, Iowa showed for two 
years and then Earl Ryan showed her. 
She was mated to Earl Marshall and from 
that mating had a bull which I used for 
some years. He weighed 2400 as a 
three year old. 

I purchased some nice females from 
Pat Donohoe; Escher & Ryan; Carl 
Rosenfeld; and Mr. Wilkinson (the father 
of Page Wilkinson); Escher & Dalgety 
and others. 

I registered our first cattle in 1908 
when Chas. Gray was Secretary of the 
Association and in those days was per- 
sonally acquainted with most of the 
breeders in the Midwest. They were a 
fine group. Now there are so many that 
i don’t even know all in my own county. 

In the spring of 1919 there were several 
men on the depot platform at Denison, 
Iowa waiting for a North Western train. 
A friendly gentleman was visiting with 
all of the breeders and making friends 
with everyone. He said his name was 
Fred Hahne of Webster City and was 
starting to publish the Angus Journal. 
I think most every breeder there paid for 
a subscription. Later he came out with 
a life subscription and I sent in mine 
immediately. Fred was one of the “tops” 
of my friends. I was in Webster City 
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at the time of his dispersal (Strathmore 
Farms) and sure wanted some of those 
cattle but times were too tough for me. 

The last few years I had a bull called 
Mileaway Bardoliermere 97th 3990591. 
On his sire’s side he traced back to O. 
Bardoliermere 2d and his granddam was 
Miss Burgess 150th of Bordulac. My 
present herd bull is coming four years 
old in August (1968) and weighs 2040 
pounds. He is Excelsior Pioneer and 
traces back to the grandsire O. Bardolier- 
mere 2d with granddam Erica Etta 6th. 
I purchased him in dam from the G. W. 
Mullins herd, Earlham, Iowa, The last 
few years I only kept fifteen to twenty 
cows. 

I am now 84 years old and farming 
320 acres alone excepting for some custom 
work, There is not too much history 
about my herd except I have been through 
three depressions, the worst one at the 
time of your father’s dispersion. I think 
you folks surely are to be congratulated 
for the way you have carried on the 
publication. It is “tops”. 


1907 


CRESTVIEW ANGUS HERD 
Phil Ljungdahl 
Menlo, Kansas 


Ir WAS in 1907 when my father, Wm. 
Ljungdahl, and _ grandfather, Philip 
Ljungdahl, decided to purchase their first 
registered Angus bull. They selected this 
bull from the Kansas State College herd 
at Manhattan, and assisting them in 
making this selection was Professor R, 
J. Kinzer who was the first head of the 
Animal Husbandry division and later, 
of course, secretary of the American 
Hereford Association. Also assisting was 
George A. Porteous who was the herds- 
man at the college and later became a 
partner in the Sutton and Porteous herd 
and later, of course, played a very im- 
portant part in the development of the 
many champions produced in the earlier 
times of the Sunbeam herd. 

A few registered Angus females were 
added to the Ljungdahl herd during the 
next few years and a number of these 
foundation females came from the Kansas 
State herd, including one cow, Santella 
K, who perhaps had the greatest in- 
fluence of any of the females in the 
Ljungdahl herd. Through her descend- 
ants, many of the champion steers that 
were shown by the Ljungdahls from 
1925 until 1933 were direct descendants 
of this old cow. Just a few days ago I 
attended the Haystack Ranch dispersion 
sale at Longmont, Colorado, and in that 
sale were a great many of the top fe- 
males whose family name was listed as 
Arkdale Ruby. All of these Arkdale 


Ruby females are direct descendants of 
Santella K. 


It was in 1925 that my brothers, Les, 
Bill, Warren, and I helped organize the 
Manhattan Better Livestock Club, a 4-H 
Club which had for a leader Mr, Henry 
Schmidt who was Vocational Agriculture 
instructor at Manhattan High School at 
Manhattan, Kansas. 

With the three steers that we had in 
our first year in 4-H work, we showed the 
grand champion steer at our Couny 
Show at Manhattan, at the Kansas Free 
Fair at Topeka, the Kansas State Fair 
at Hutchinson, and the Kansas Livestock 
Show at Wichita. This really gave us 
a lot of enthusiasm, and for the next 
nine years members of our family con- 
tinued to show steers in 4-H competition 
as well as open class competition in the 
major shows in the Midwest, including 
the American Royal, the International 
Livestock Show, and the National West- 
ern at Denver. 

In 1929 the grand champion carcass 
steer at Chicago was one produced at 
Crestview and shown by my sister, Fay. 
It had been two years before this that 
a steer shown at the National Western 
in Denver was reserve grand champion 
of that show and was then entered in the 
carcass contest where he was grand 
champion and established what at that 
time was considered to be a world record 
dressing percent of 70.4 cold weight. 

In 1931 the Ljungdahls moved to 
Menlo, Kansas, in Thomas County in 
the northwest part of the state and there 
expanded their farming and cattle oper- 
ations. Very few Angus cattle were to 
be found in this area at that time. 


In 1936 I graduated from Kansag State 
College and for the next eleven years 
was associated with the Kansas Extension 
Service as county agent and as livestock 
specialist, During these years my in- 
terest in Angus cattle remained with 
the cattle at the home farm, and in part- 
nership with the rest of the family we 
continued to try to improve our Angus, 

Bill graduated from Kansas State in 
1940; and after receiving his Masters 
degree from Michigan State, he entered 
the service. When he returned from 
overseas service, he was appointed Live- 
stock Specialist at Rutgers University 
in New Jersey. Following that he be- 
came manager for Shadow Isle Farms, 
and while he was there this herd became 
one of the really famous herds in the 
East. When he left Shadow Isle he 
went into partnership with Mr, Frank 
Murchison in Texas and there they de- 
veloped the M & L Angus Ranch herd 
at Burnett, Texas. A few years later 
he sold out his interest and moved back 
to Kansas and continued with the de- 
velopment of the Crestview Angus herd. 
However, the health of one of his boys 
was such that he found it necessary to 
move to a drier area, and he accepted the 
position as Livestock Specialist with New 
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(1962 International Grand Eeepion Faake: 
1965 International Grand (Champion Bull

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Mexico State University where he is now 
located, living at Las Cruces, 

In 1953 Les moved back to Kansas 
after having spent several years in Colo- 
rado and Wyoming. The last two years 
he managed one of tne largest Angus 
herds in Wyoming, the Bosler herd at 
Laramie. When he returned to Kansas 
he became the first full time Fieldman 
and Secretary for the Kansas Angus As- 
suciation and helped develop it into one 
of the most progressive associations in 
this area. A few years later he went to 
Essar Ranch as assistant manager; and 
when the large Essar Angus herd was 
sold to Senator Kerr in Oklahoma and 
was moved there, Mr. Tom Slick ap- 
pointed Les as manager of Essar to 
organize another Angus herd. This he 
did, and in selecting the herd bulls for 
this herd he selected Marshall of Faulk- 
ton and Hyland Marshall 7 from the car- 
load of bulls shown by Clayton Jennings 
in the National Western Show at Denver. 
These two bulls went on to be two of the 
really great breeding bulls ever in the 
Southwest and established what many 
people speak of today as a new strain 
of Angus that represented size, quality, 
and doing ability. 

I have reviewed some of the steps that 
Les and Bill have made through the years 
and mentioned the fact that we were all 
interested in 4-H Club work and tried to 
work with all of the organizations in- 
terested in the development of junior 
Angus activities. 

In 1947 while I was livestock specialist 
at Kansas State College, the opportunity 
arose to accept a position as fieldman 
for the American Angus Association, and 
it was under the direction of Frank 
Richards that I took over the territory 
of Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona, and California, 
working part of the time in Arkansas 
and Louisiana as well. This kept me 
rather busy and certainly brought me 
back to Angus cattle and close contact 
with the progressive breeders who in 
much of this area were having a rough 
time of getting started in competition 
with other breeders of cattle that were 
already established. 


After two and one-half years as field- 
man for the Angus Association I went to 
Sunbeam Farms as manager under Sam 
Fullerton, Jr. and certainly, this was one 
of the great experiences anyone could 
have in the Angus business. Many 
hundreds of people, I believe, were started 
in the Angus business because of this 
strain of cattle that were getting a job 
done in competition with other breeders 
that had dominated the area for years. 
When Mr. Fullerton’s health was such 
that he sold out in 1955, I then for two 
years worked as a fieldman for the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal and since that 
time have managed the Crestview Angus 
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Farm at Menlo, Kansas, which I now 
own, Also, I have assisted in herd 
management and in consulting and as- 
sisting with nearly 500 Angus sales and 
shows. 

The Ljungdahls have been associated 
with Angus cattle since 1907, and they 
are still a very important part of our 
lives. 


1907 
OAK COULEE RANCH 
St. Anthony, North Dakota 


My FATHER, John Dawson, first 
owner of Oak Coulee Ranch, bought the 
first registered cows in 1907. He died 
at age 94 in 1967. I am the second 
and present owner. 

In 1901 my father who lived at Clear 
Lake, Iowa, bought 1440 acres of land 
southwest of Mandan, North Dakota. 
The following year he shipped several 
carloads of grade cows to the ranch 
and hired C. T. Wilson to take care of 
them. Horses, machinery, and household 
goods were shipped in March 1903, by 
emigrant car on the railroad, accom- 
panied by my father. He wishes that he 
had driven the new buggy in lowa mud 
a few times because rates were higher 
on new items. Among the horses was a 
bay bald-faced driving horse named 
Barney who was thirty years old when he 
died on Oak Coulee in 1914. My mother 
drove Barney hitched to a single buggy 
in 1890 from Rockford, Illinois to Clear 
Lake, Iowa, when her family moved their 
possessions by team. Mother and we 
three children came to the ranch in April, 
1903. My brother was three years old, I 
was two years, and my sister was a baby 
six weeks old. 

When my father first came here one 
could ride a hundred miles southward 
and rarely see a farm or ranch. The 
main road was the Black Hills Trail, 
famous stage trail during the 1880’s 
from Bismarck to Deadwood, South Da- 
kota. Dad bought four teams of horses 
from ranchers in the south country. 
Through the years post office addresses 
for the ranch have been Fallon, Strain, 
Stone, Barnes, Mandan, and St. Anthony. 
For ten years my mother was postmaster 
of Barnes. The post office desk stood in 
a corner of our dining room. 

We have a Certificate of Farm Name, 
the only one I have ever seen. It is 
No. Six in Morton County, dated August 
5, 1913, and signed by J. I. Rovig, Reg- 
istrar of Deeds. It certifies that Oak 
Coulee Ranch is the official name of 
land owned by John Dawson. 

After shipping to Chicago in 1907 my 
father stopped in Iowa and bought six 
registered Angus cows from J. Nissen, 
Meservey. We have their pedigrees to 
the sixth generation, written in long- 


hand, dated Oct. 5, 1911, and signed by 
Chas. Gray, secretary of American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association. It is 
interesting to note that in the pedigree 
of Lucy N (No. 97971) there is a cow, 
Fyvie, who is No. 12, and a bull, Braes 
O’Mar, listed as No. 44. Hanging above 
my desk is an enlarged picture taken 
in 1917 of cows in the pasture. One 
of them is Beulah of Pleasant Hill, one 
of the original cows. 

I well remember the day the first 
six cows came on the place, My father, 
on horseback, drove them without help 
from Mandan, over twenty miles across 
country. He brought the two bulls from 
Missouri in the same manner. 

My father was very progressive and 
farseeing to establish a registered herd 
at that early date. Then there were few 
registered herds of any breed in the 
state. Oak Coulee Ranch is the oldest 
registered Angus herd in North Dakota. 
He became interested in the Blacks after 
observing their development in_ the 
feeding operation of a big cattle feeder, 
Mr. Linden, near Clear Lake, where my 
grandfather, Luther S. Corey, worked. 
One fall when shipping from North 
Dakota to Chicago, one steer outsold 
the rest. Dad checked and found that 
it was the one black steer in the lot. 
By 1917 all grade cows had been sold. 

In those early years Dad bought cows 
from Charles Escher and Son, Botna, 
Iowa, and heifers from C, D. Hinds, 
Sorum, South Dakota. Herd sires were 
purchased from Stanley Pierce, Creston, 
Illinois; M. H. Donohoe, Holbrook, Iowa; 
C. D. and E, F. Caldwell, Burlington Jct., 
Missouri, and others. 

We sold breeding stock over a wide 
area. A number of North Dakota breed- 
ers got their start with heifers they 
bought from us. Those who came from 
a distance were here for meals and to 
spend the night. Some came with a 
team and wagon or sleigh to transport 
their bull to their home. Often they 
came on horseback to drive their pur- 
chase. One time we drove a bull about 
20 miles, with two horsemen, to Sweet 
Briar, then shipped him by rail to his 
destination. Dad once transported a bull 
calf in the back seat of the car to a 
point thirty miles away. 

It is hard for young people of today 
to realize the hardships involved then 
in transporting an animal in wintertime. 
In the early twenties I started out one 
January morning with team and wagon 
to take a bull thirty miles to the New 
Salem livery barn where Henry Henke 
was to get him. I was fifteen miles on 
my way when the sun came up. I drove 
the horses and walked a good share 
of the distance in order to keep warm. 
I stopped at a farm to feed the horses. 
On the road a wheel ran over my foot, 
but the only thing to do was keep 
walking. I left the bull and began the

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return trip, planning to stay the night 
with friends along the way. I got so 
cold I couldn’t even keep warm walking. 
I can vividly remember how good it 
felt to be inside their home. I got back 
to Oak Coulee about noon the next day, 
again walking to keep warm. 

Dad sold two cows one for $950 and 
one for $750 at the International in 
Chicago in 1919. Congdon and Battles 
bought one of them. We sold a carload of 
heifers to Montana; sent two loads east, 
one to Virginia; and sold some stock 
in Manitoba. 

Because of a dry year and little feed 
in 1919 we drove the cows twenty-seven 
miles to Mandan in November and kept 
them at the fairgrounds, We bought 
hay locally and had some shipped in. 
I stayed at McAdams Boarding House 
and took care of the cattle until Febru- 
ary 27, 1920, when we held a production 
sale. H. D. Tellier was the auctioneer. 

After the February 1920 production 
sale I borrowed a saddle horse from 
Frank McGillic in Mandan and drove six 
bulls to Oak Coulee without help. Five 
of them were for buyers who came to 
the Ranch to get them. The sixth was 
Emblym, shipped from Iowa, bought for 
$1500, a lot of money for those times. 
He had to be kept separate from the 
others because of fighting so he walked 
behind me and my horse, the others in 
front of me. 

In 1936 Ken Clark came and bought 
a carload of heifers for Monocacy 
Farms at Frederick, Maryland. Mr. Clark 
gave me $25 to go with the cattle and 
look after them. Enroute there on a 
pass I rode in the caboose of the freight. 
Coming back I bought my ticket from 
Washington, D. C. to Chicago and rode 
on a pass from there to Mandan, Even 
after paying for food I had five dollars 
left. 

In 1932 I went into partnership with 
my father. We ran about 60 cows. 
Twenty-five years later I bought his 
share of the cows. I bought cows at 
Wayland Hopley and VJ dispersions in 
Iowa; and Don Cameron dispersion in 
North Dakota, and from other North 
Dakota breeders. Sires in use from 1941 
to 1953 were: Pollett of Nesbit Hill, 
imported from Scotland by Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor, Ada, Minnesota; and Black Ben 
of Page, from Hartley. I bought three 
sires at International Angus sales in 
Chicago. They were: Enchanter of Don 
Head 60th from Ontario, Canada; Glen- 
mere Bar E from Wisconsin; and Grey- 
stones Banmere from Connecticut. 

Herd sires in use in 1968 are: Oak 
Coulee Heather, Echo of Oak Coulee, 
Equal of Oak Coulee, Blackopel of Oak 
Coulee, Taylor Creek Lad, O Blackbird 
Eileenmere, and J C M Bardolier 164th. 

We have exhibited and sold cattle at 
North Dakota Angus Capital Sale in 
Mandan since it originated. I get ex- 
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ceptionally good gains when cattle graze 
on both tame and native grasses and 
have won trophies at the Capital Sale 
every year. 

I run about 200 cows on Oak Coulee 
Ranch on 3000 acres. We are gradually 
getting back to grass and have all but 
120 acres in grass, I have also run Angus 
cattle on my Sioux County ranches for 
the past eight years. 

We have four children. Lyle Jr., Fort 
Rice, North Dakota, is manager of Can- 
nonball Ranch which stocks 550 head of 
commercial and registered Angus. Lyle 
is State Representative in North Dakota 
Legislature from the 35th District. John 
is an accountant in San Diego, California. 
Louise is an elementary teacher in Ju- 
neau, Alaska. Loretta is an elementary 
teacher in Jamestown, North Dakota.

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HERMAN VOGEL RANCH 
New Braunfels, Texas 


HERMAN VOGEL got his first regis- 
tered Angus, a bull, in 1908. This was 
a year after he had started ranching 
at New Braunfels in Comal county, south 
Texas. His first Angus came from the 
Sam Hill herd of Tierra Alta. Followers 
of Angus history will remember that 
it was this early Texas herd which pro- 
duced Meraman of Tierra Alta, one of 
the early great sires of the breed. 

Now black cattle have been on the 
Vogel ranch for more than sixty years. 
His father-in-law, Frederick Kopplin, 
brought seven Angus bulls from Illinois 
around 1900. Used on native cattle they 
exerted powerful influence in getting 
type, quality and uniformity in their 
cross-bred calves. Young Herman Vogel 
was very much impressed by these early 
Angus and their succeeding generations. 
When he took over the operation of the 
ranch and started a herd of his own 60 
years ago it was with an Angus bull. 

In 1917 the first registered females 
were brought into the herd. Since that 
date both purebred and commercial units 
have been maintained. On the Vogel 
ranch less than one hundred of the two 
thousand acres were cropped the rest 
was in grass, mostly of native varieties. 

The lack of Angus in Texas presented 
a problem in obtaining herd bulls, so 
good sires were brought into the herd 
from other states. One of the first good 
bulls was from the Hill herd in Texas— 
Promoter of Tierra Alta; then an Earl 
Marshall-Eileenmere bull, Eileenmere 
Marshall, from Boyd Weidlein of Iowa; 
St. Albans Farm, Pacific, Missouri sup- 
plied Baronet of St. Albans; following 
him were sons of General 6 of Page and 
Esquire of Bordulac. Then a son of Bell 
Boy A, and a son of Ankony Magician 


from Myron Fuerst in New York. From 
the Steve Birch herd a son of Ravens- 
wood Pride Eric; a son of Prince En- 
vious of Ames; a son of Mahrapo 
Bardomere, then Hillview Bardoliermere 
5th by Dor Macs Bardoliermere 10th and 
Black Knight of Ramsey, bred by Kin- 
loch in Virginia. 

Bulls from the registered herd—even 
from the beginning—found a ready mar- 
ket from Texas commercial herds. Sur- 
plus registered heifers met with good 
demand. In recent years many have gone 
for purebred club heifer projects. Steers 
from the commercial herd found a ready 
market in San Antonio for corn belt 
feeders and many of the heifers have 
gone into breeding herds. 

On commenting on the Angus expan- 
sion in Texas Mr. Vogel recalled that 
the first organization meeting of the 
Texas Association brought out seventeen 
breeders and now there are several hun- 
dred at the annual meetings. All this 
he credited to a great breed of cattle, 
rugged, good doers under all weather 
and feed conditions, and good mothers 
producing a product of national demand. 

Mr. Vogel passed away February 25, 
1964, at the age of 838. Since this date 
the operation of the ranch has con- 
tinued under the name of Herman Vogel 
Ranch and is managed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hilmar R. Tschoepe, the daughter and 
son-in-law. 

Today’s herd sire is Ermitre 80 of 
Green Valley, a son of Ermitre of Blue 
Sky and a grandson of Ermitre of Hay- 
mount was purchased in October, 1965. 
They now have a number of his calves 
in the herd that reflect the good breed- 
ing qualities of this bull, El Mangatoro 
656B, a son of Elegance 29th of Manga- 
toro, the Cattleman’s Type Bull, was 
added to the herd late in 1967. The 
present herd consists of ninety-one reg- 
istered and one hundred sixty-five head 
of commercial Angus. 

The Vogel ranch home, built more 
than one hundred years ago of native 
rock and a barn on the commercial ranch, 
also built of native rock by a German 
mason stand today without a sag or 
crack, They are as sound as Mr. Vogel’s 
thoughts regarding his Angus when he 
was last visited in 1963 by the Journal’s 
Colin Kennedy when he remarked, “They 
have proven themselves in good years 
and in dry years, Marketing an Angus 
is never a problem.” 

Some years ago fifteen hundred acres 
of grazing land was bulldozed of mes- 
quite and other unwanted growth, 
leaving larger trees for shade. At the 
time KR bluestem was reseeded and 
made a good pasture but today native 
grasses have taken over most of the 
ranch as the Texas drought of some 
years back about finished the KR blue- 
stem. Mr. Vogel believed the mesquite 
would always be a problem as long as 
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the deer population was so large as the 
seed is scattered in their droppings. 
However, the battle for control of brush 
continues with spraying used to kill 
and hold down the young growth. 

Good females selected by the owners 
have paid off, in 1946 a cow named Bar- 
della of Tulsa, a granddaughter of Black 
Bardella 2d by Bandolier of Anoka out 
of Black Bardella—making her a full 
sister to Black Bardolier—was added to 
the herd. These Bardella cows have been 
real good producers. Another cow was 
Lucy of Anoka 6th, by Bandolier of 
Anoka 10th, left an imprint since these 
Lucy cows produce bulls liked in the 
rough range country. A Hardwick Queen 
Mother cow left daughters of a good 
milking strain that raised their calves 
without help. In 1967 the latest addition 
to the registered female herd was Clark’s 
Blackeap 37th. 

Good bulls and good females, not 
many, but chosen wisely—these have 
played a major role in the development 
of the Herman Vogel Ranch, New Braun- 
fels, Texas,

IN THE YEAR 1908 R. M, Peek pur- 
chased three grade Angus cows from 
his brother, who had grade Angus and 
a small number of registered cows. With 
this purchase they had eight grade An- 
gus cows at the farm, after weaning 
the calves at five or six months of age 
they milked the better milkers along 
with the other milk cows. 

The first Angus bull, a weaned calf 
was also purchased from his brother. 
The next bull came from Colonel Brooks 
herd. Colonel Brooks was probably the 
first breeder of registered Angus in the 
county. The bull calf was taken home 
in a wagon with two sets of sideboards 
and he thought this was the best bull 
he had ever owned, and the most he had 
ever paid for one. Seventy dollars with- 
out the papers. This bull was used in 
the herd five years and when sold 
weighed a little over a ton. 

From 1908 until 1918 the Peeks were 
building up their grade cow numbers 
and disposing of the milk cows. In 1918 
they purchased their first registered fe- 
males, eleven yearling heifers from H. S. 
Nobblett of Paoli, Indiana. These heifers 
were of Rothiemay Georgina and Queen 
Mother families, Ellis Peek says, “I 
remember when we drove them home 
from the Nobblett farm, which was five 
miles east of Orleans, Indiana, about 
twenty-five miles to our farm. We used 
all the short cuts we knew, for at this 


time livestock trucks were few and ex-.

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Orchard Knolls Angus business is not 
a hobby, it is part of the farm operation 
to make a better livelihood; it has been 
and still is, a lot of please and also work. 

In 1920 they took out their member- 
ship with the Association in the name 
of R. M. Peek & Son, The father, R. M. 
Peek passed away in 1949, which is 
also the year the farm name Orchard 
Knolls Farms was registered, the name 
chosen as they maintained the commer- 
cial orchard on the higher knolls of the 
farm. The livestock operation still is 
carried on under the name of R. M. Peek 
and Son by Ellis Peek, Sr. and his son, 
Ellis, Jr. 

Through the years they have improved 
the cow herd by the use of better bulls, 
saving the best offspring for replace- 
ments. They run from forty to fifty cows 
of medium size, closely knit, most all 
of them of their own breeding, and 
seldom buy females. 

In checking their herd books they 
find that ten of the present day herd 
are all descendants of the one best 
Georgina cow of their initial purchase. 
Some of the bulls purchased through 
the years that have helped improve were 
Marechal Choice 273508 from Colonel & 
Daniel Brooks of Shoals, Indiana; Erica 
Blackcap of L 2d 516515 from John 
Larkins, Loogootee, Indiana; Heralds En- 
chanter 614962 from Major Rafferty, 
Morrocco, Indiana; Peerless Rebellion 2d 
from Purdue University, Lafayette, In- 
diana; Dukes Elite 20th from Ohio Uni- 
versity; O. Bardoliermere 2d Sunset Bay 
from Bob Brown of Ontario, Canada 
and at present they are using a son of 
“999-25th”, Ankonian 35239 and a son of 
Bardoliermere 38th, PWS _ Bardolier- 
mere 3871. 

Orchard Knolls Farms, home of the 
R. M. Peek & Sons Angus Herd has 
been a family Angus farm from the 
beginning. In June 1967 Mr. and Mrs. 
Ellis Peek, Sr. celebrated their Golden 
Anniversary. They have raised five boys, 
all 4H members and Doddie Boosters. 
The oldest boy, Jack E. has a registered 
herd on his own farm at Loogootee, In- 
diana, Freeman R. is manager and herds- 
man of the Meyers Herd, Lynn, Indiana. 
Ellis, Jr. is with the original herd at 
Shoals, Indiana. Bill L. is youth agent 
with the Extension Department, Lafay- 
ette, Indiana and the youngest boy, Tom 
B. was herdsman for Wayne Knolls 
Farms, Marshallville, Ohio until their 
dispersal. 

They used to do some showing at 
three or four county ond district fairs 
ending up with the State Fair, but that 
was when the boys were home, labor 
available and time for making the shows. 
Today they support the Indiana Futurity 
and the South Western Indiana Angus 
Sales. The greater part of the breeding 
stock is sold right off the farm and the 
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poorer quality calves of both sexes go 
into their feed lots and are fed out for 
market. 

Mr. Ellis Peek, Sr. wrote, “I see that 
the older herds are to be recognized in 
the Golden Anniversary edition and I 
think this is a very commendable gesture 
by the Journal and will be of great 
interest to all the Journal family. I am 
a life subscriber and would feel that I 
had lost a best friend without the Jour- 
nal.” 


1908 
PINEHURST FARMS 
MARENGO, IOWA 


‘THE PINEHURST HERD originated 
in the spring of 1908 when Henry 
Schmuecker purchased a small group of 
Angus cows at a farm sale, The breeders 
of these cows were several of the many 
pioneers in the Angus breed from Hol- 
brook, Parnell and Williamsburg in the 
southern part of Iowa County. 

The first animal to be registered in 
the Herd Book, bred by Henry Schmueck- 
er, was a bull calved Nowember 15, 
1909, and a membership certificate in 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association, issued to Henry Schmuecker 
and dated November 19, 1913 is framed 
and hangs in the office at Pinehurst 
farms today. 

The name of the farm was changed 
about 1920 to Henry Schmuecker & Sons. 
At this time the name “Pinehurst” was 
adopted and is still used in naming 
the cattle produced there. In 1964 a new 
membership certificate was issued to 
“Pinehurst Farms’. This new member- 
ship includes Ervin J. Schmuecker, one 
of Henry Schmuecker’s sons, who has 
been associated with the herd from the 
beginning, and his two sons, Tom K. 
and James H. Schmuecker. These three 
now operate the Pinehurst herd on 567 
acres in the Amana and Marengo area 
of Iowa County where they maintain a 
herd of about 200 females. 

This herd has been in continuous oper- 
ation since 1909 and has registered some 
calves every year for sixty years. In 
1968 Pinehurst Farms will have regis- 
tered over 2000 Angus cattle. 

The Pinehurst herd first came into 
national prominence in the early 1920’s 
with the purchase of Blackcap Bandolier 
2d 363329 from the Brookside herd of 
P. J. Donohoe at Holbrook, Iowa. Black- 
cap Bandolier 2d was bred by Agnes 
Donohoe Casey who was a daughter of 
the late P. J. Donohoe of Holbrook, who 
was one of the early pioneer breeders 
and owned the famous Brookside Farm. 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d was calved Sep- 
tember 21, 1921, and was purchased 
by Henry Schmuecker, then of Blairs- 
town, Iowa, in the fall of 1922 at about 
one year of age, and was still siring 


calves 14 years later. Every Bandolier, 
Bardolier or Bardoliermere bred animal 
in the breed today will trace back to 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d 363329. 

Much could be said about this bull, 
and no historical resume of our breed, 
or of Pinehurst Farms would be complete 
without going into some details of this 
great animal’s record. 

In the fall of 1923 and 1924 Blackcap 
Bandolier 2d was shown at a few county 
fairs in the area. He was grand cham- 
pion at each of these fairs. In 1925 a 
young man by the name of Wellard 
Catlin was hired to take the show cattle 
out to a number of county fairs. Mr. 
Catlin later became herdsman for Cong- 
don & Battles of Yakima, Washington. 
As soon as Mr. Catlin got the cattle 
on the road, and against the wishes of 
Henry Schmuecker, he sent entries to 
Minnesota and Illinois State Fairs. As 
Ervin says, “I can still remember my 
father’s anger as he was sure the cattle 
would not win enough prize money to 
pay the freight bill”, however, they came 
away from the Minnesota fair with 9 
blue ribbons, Grand Champion bull on 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d, Junior champion 
female on one of his daughters and the 
Premier Exhibitor award. At the Illinois 
State Fair he won 5 blues and grand 
champion bull, That fall Blackcap Bando- 
lier 2d was taken to the International 
where he stood 8rd place in the aged 
bull class, being defeated by Judge 
Fullerton’s Playman of Sunbeam who 
was grand champion. The following year 
they met Playman at Illinois State Fair 
in early August and defeated him for 
grand champion, the following week they 
came to the Iowa State Fair and won 
Grand Champion with Bandolier 2d while 
Judge Fullerton went to the Sesqui- 
Centennial in Philadelphia where Play- 
man was grand champion. 

In 1926 and 1927 Blackcap Bandolier 
was campaigned at all leading State 
Fairs in the mid-west and south. He 
was grand champion 40 times and was 
defeated only three times he was shown 
at Chicago. 

Blackcap Bandolier 2d was considered 
a small bull rather extreme in type, yet 
at the 1927 International he tipped the 
scales at 2250 pounds. Pinehurst owned 
him until 1935 and in spite of the fact 
he was carried in such high condition 
for over 6 years of his life he sired a 
few calves at the age of 14 years. He 
was a great breeding bull, he sired the 
grand champion female “Blackbird of 
Pinehurst 5th” at the 1929 American 
Royal and the first prize get of sire at 
the 1932 International. It must be kept 
in mind that during all the years he 
was owned by Pinehurst they never had 
more than 20 quite common Angus fe- 
males to mate to him. 

In the winter of 1924 Pinehurst sold 
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a few heifers to H. C. Harrison of Wood- 
land, California, that were carrying the 
service of Blackcap Bandolier 2d. At 
that time Mr. Harrison was starting a 
herd and was buying many top cattle 
over the nation. One of these heifers 
dropped a heifer calf that Mr. Harrison 
named Blackbird Harrison 6th, she de- 
veloped into a cow that George Edwards, 
the Scotch herdsman at Iowa State 
College considered one of the best, if 
not the best, Angus female he ever saw. 


Kenneth McGregor managed the Har- 
rison herd for a time and when he went 
to the Hartley Stock Farm at Page, 
North Dakota, took with him some of 
the Harrison cattle including Blackbird 
Harrison 6th. On July 18, 1927, she 
dopped a bull calf by Glencarnock Revo- 
lution 6th. Mr. McGregor, knowing the 
popularity of Blackcap Bandolier 2d, 
named this bull calf Blackbird Ban- 
dolier of Page. 

In 1928 Hartley Stock Farm brought 
this bull out to the shows as a summer 
yearling. In the stall with him they had 
another summer calf, Revolution of Page 
2d by Blackcap Revolution. The Revolu- 
tion bull was 1st and the Bandolier bull 
2d at every show that fall except one 
where they reversed. At the International 
that fall Revolution of Page 2d was 
grand champion as a summer yearling 
and was sold in the International Sale 
to Briarcliff Farms of Pine Plains, New 
York. Edwards Bros. came to Chicago 
to buy a bull and would liked to have 
had the Revolution bull but because 
times were rough and money scarce they 
had to settle for the Bandolier bull at 
a much lower price. Perhaps Alex Ed- 
wards would say that this was one of 
the good things that ever has happened 
to him. 

Since 1927 all the bulls produced at 
Pinehurst have gone to the Carlson 
Ranch, Inc. at Lodgepole, Nebraska, as 
calves or short yearlings, These bulls 
developed under typical western range 
conditions have enjoyed steady demand 
by both purebred and commercial cattle- 
men in the Western states. The entire 
commercial herd of the Carlsons are 
daughters of Pinehurst bulls. The success 
of the Carlson calves at the big feeder 
shows is well known. These calves have 
been breed champions at Denver each 
of the past six years and grand 
champion over all breeds four of these 
years. Carlson calves were also grand 
champions at the Chicago Feeder Show 
in 1965 and 1966 and Omaha Feeder 
Show in 1967. 

Here again we see the influence of 
the group of pioneer Angus breeders 
in Iowa County, Iowa. Proof that like- 
begets-like, and as old “King Pat” 
Donohoe surely would have said—in no 
uncertain terms—‘“a likely possibility for 
the Angus of Iowa County.”

BON-VIEW FARM 
Clarence Hillman 
Canova, South Dakota 


CATTLE of every description were 
raised at the C. L. Hillman farm, father 
of Clarence E. Hillman, prior to 1908 
when the first purebred Angus bull was 
purchased to cross on the group, While 
there were many reasons why the An- 
gus breed was selected the start of the 
purebred herd came about from obser- 
vation of Angus bulls in a crossbreeding 
program. The Angus bulls always nicked 
well and we always liked the calves. 
In a matter of but a few years with more 
Angus bulls, it was realized the great 
improvement in the herd in addition to 
greater income from the sale of the 
calves at weaning time. Buyers were 
anxious to acquire the calves at premium 
prices. 


At this time there were few Angus 
herds either registered or commercial in 
the area. C. L. Hillman and sons 
Howard and Clarence decided to invest 
their savings to start a registered herd 
in 1918. They corresponded with a few 
herds and proceeded by train to see 
them. Due to the limited traveling 
situation they had to settle for what 
bloodlines and individuals were available 
with little choice. The first purchase 
was five registered heifers and a bull 
from H, E. Groth herd at Fairview, South 
Dakota. 


This was a period of inflationary 
prices, but whether on an up or down 
market the fact that an Angus cow pro- 
duced a saleable coupon every year en- 
abled us to get our money back on the 
first purchase, plus profits even in the 
rough financial period of the 1920's. 


Expansion at first was on a slow but 
steady basis and the herd numbered 
some 25 females when the depression 
came in 1929, followed by drought of 
the early 30’s. We went to great lengths 
and did everything possible to keep up 
the registered herd during those years. 
That the Angus cattle stayed alive and 
reproduced was a real tribute to the 
hardiness of the breed. The older cows 
that had a harder time surviving the 
scant rations and the younger ones that 
were less desirable were culled, culled 
in fact, until there was only a handful 
of cattle left by the end of the dry 
period. Anything that was good enough 
to keep and put back in the herd or good 
enough to sell as breeding stock was 
registered. There were times in the 
1920’s and dry years when the cost of a 
registration certificate looked big, but it 
paid. 

A high grade commercial cow was 
worth only around $20, The government

started a cattle buying program during 
the drought and one day a representative 
came and offered to buy any cow that was 
registered for $50. About half the herd 
was then sold and they went to restock 
an Indian reservation in Montana, At 
this time Clarence purchased his father’s 
and brother’s share of the Angus business 
which is now known as Bon-View Farms. 


In 1938 a rebuilding and expansion 
program was started. At that time 
several females carrying the breeding of 
Bar Marshall, 1923 International Grand 
Champion Bull and son of Earl Marshall, 
was purchased from I. L. Jones of Ray- 
mond, South Dakota, A son of General 
of Bordulac, bought in dam from the 
Hanna Stock Farm herd in North Dakota 
was also a valuable addition. His dam, 
Padington of Bordulac, also became a 
valuable addition to the herd. Another 
good breeding bull was a grandson of 
Bell Boy A, out of a Bandolier bred dam 
as well as a son of Juana’s Revolution 
38d of Ada, out of a Revolution 78th 
dam. Along with these earlier herd sires 
the females were also being added in the 
herd development program. Attending as- 
sociation sales and public sales in many 
states, we accumulated a number of fe- 
males of top breeding from popular 
families. 

With the herd growth and quality in- 
creasing, more top herd bulls were 
needed. After extensive traveling two 
bulls from the Penney and James herd in 
Missouri were selected. They were Home- 
place Eileenmere 187th, a double bred 


grandson of “487th”; and Homeplace Ei- 
leenmere 79th, a son of Homeplace Ei- 
leenmere 487th. Today many of the fe- 
males in the herd carry these two bulls 
in their tabulations as well as two sons 
of Homeplace Eileenmere 187th, Hileen- 
mere B of Bon View and Eileenmere H 
62 of Bon View, a great show bull at that 
time. In 1958 the junior and reserve 
junior champion bulls were purchased in 
the Great Atlantic Bull Sale in Virginia. 
Both were sons of International Grand 
Champion Ankonian O B 13. The fol- 
lowing year the Grand Champion An- 
konian O B 175 by Ankonian O B was 
purchased at Great Atlantic. 


A herd bull still highly regarded is 
Scottish Prince 8335, by Scottish Prince, 
and the 10th place Sire of the Year in 
1964, A son, Scottish Prince 11 of BVF, 
has also been a part of our breeding 
program. Both these bulls have sired 
many local and state fair and association 
champions, 


Meadow Lane Monarch, son of the 1959 
International Champion, Dor Macs Bardo- 
liermere 150th, has been the 1966 5th 
place Sire of the Year and 3d in the 
1967 contest. This herd sire has been 
responsible for a phenomenal show career 
of his get, His offspring include the 
1966 National Western Reserve Calf 
Champion female, 1967 Calf, Senior and 
Reserve Grand Champion Female and 
second place Junior and Senior Get of 
Sire; in 1968 the Reserve Senior Cham- 
pion Female, two bull class winners, 
three bull group winners, Reserve Junior

Naturally, over these years some 
great females have been retained in the 
herd by these and other sires. Present 
sires include two full brothers of the 
popular Moles Hill Maximilian 1205, “The 
Constructor.” They are PS Constructor 
and Keystone Constructor by the 1961 
International Grand Champion Female. 
We now have the first calves by these 
two herd sires. 

Bon-View cattle have been exhibited 
at most national shows such as_ the 
International, American’ Royal, and 
National Western as well as state and 
local shows throughout North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Montana and 
Iowa. 

Sales of Bon-View cattle have been in- 
to many states border to border and 
coast to coast as well as to Canada. 
Recently the sale of a bull through the 
National Western Sale at Denver and 
the selection of fifteen females by the 
Angus association representatives was 
completed in the initial export to Japan 
for their Angus program. 

An Interstate Angus Association field 
day was held in 1958 at Bon-View Farms 
with 1200 people representing 15 states 
and Canada in attendance. 

Over the years the herd has been a 
family affair and is today a partnership 
of Clarence and son Howard, a graduate 
in Animal Science from S. D. S. U. 
Four married daughters have been active 
in livestock events and still carry the 
enthusiasm and interest of Angus cattle. 
All have been ardent 4-H members and 
have done equally as well in 4-H pro- 
grams. 

The Bon-View operation now consists 
of nearly 2000 acres of pasture and farm 
ground which are responsible for the 
livelihood of the cow herd and offspring 
which number around 200 head.

CLAR-O-BEA DODDIE FARM 
Clarence and Beatrice Coupar 
Marlette, Michigan 


MY FATHER, David Coupar, was born 
in Scotland and lived there until he was 
twenty-one years old, coming to America 
in 1886, settling in Michigan, hired out 
as a farm hand at fifteen dollars a month, 
In 1896 he married and started farming 
on his own. 

He loved the Scottish breed of cattle, 
so it was just sixty years ago in 1908, 
when I was just six years old, he pur- 
chased six females from a Mr. Mc- 
Donald at an auction sale. These were 
Blackbird and Queen Mother families. 
There was an old Scotchman, by the 
name of Ross, who had Angus cattle. 
He was a stock drover, so my father 
would trade some of his bull calves for 
heifer calves and in that way he was 
able to enlarge his herd without too 
much expense. 

The earliest herd bull that I can re- 
member was a big massive bull named 
Josh C. which came from a herd in 
Indiana. We had quite a few herd bulls 


from the Wildwood herd at Lake Orion, 
Michigan, managed by the grand old 
Englishman, the late Sydney Smith. We 
also had a bull from the Ames Plan- 
tation Herd, Grand Junction, Tennessee; 
his name was Ames Plantation Beaumont, 
he was a great bull. 

We also used quite a few herd sires 
from Raona Farms, Williamston, Michi- 
gan, using, until recently, Raona’s Bardo- 
lier 8th to head our herd. 

At the present time I think we have the 
best herd sire we have ever owned. We 
bought him in the 1964 Michigan State 
Sale. He came from the Boutell Ranch 
at West Branch, Michigan and is a 
grandson of O Bardoliermere 2, his sire 
was Dor Macs Bardoliermere 130 and 
his dam was Blueblood Lady of Sunset 
Bay by Ankonian O. B. 18th. His name 
is Boutell Bardolmere 130th. 

Through the years the Doddie breed 
has always treated us well. My father 
died in 1946 and my wife and I took over 
the herd and have maintained it since. 
We are no longer young so our herd has 
grown a little smaller in size. We aim 
now to keep twenty good females. We 
have started quite a few new herds in 
the last year or two. We started a new 
herd in Oakley, Michigan, selling twenty- 
seven bred and open heifers to a Mr. 
Bruce Hagen. 

Our females consist mostly of the 
Blackcap family with some Queen 
Mothers and Prides. In the spring sale 
held at Michigan State in 1945 we pur- 
chased Blackcap of Raona 18th, the grand 
champion heifer, paying $1,475.00 for 
her. She was sired by Raona’s Burgess 
Eston 7th, a $10,000 grand champion bull, 
A lot of our present females trace back 
to this wonderful cow. She gave us 8 
heifer calves, including one pair of twin 
heifers. 

We have a one hundred and sixty acre 
farm and have been feeding Angus cattle 
on the same farm for sixty years. I 
think we may be the oldest herd in 
Michigan. Mrs. Coupar is a_ school 
teacher. We have one married daughter 
and two lovely granddaughters, six and 
nine years old.

about a mile from Lawerence Giles and 
became known as Elsmere, Nebraska. 

Lawerence married Elizabeth Belle 
Breeding in 1889. To this union three 
children were born—Ella, Charles and 
Annie. 

Like all homesteaders, times were hard 
for the Lawerence Giles family and the 
only livestock they had were a few milk 
cows. Lawerence had dreamed of having 
good beef cattle and in 1908 when son, 
Charles was about eleven years old this 
dream became a reality. Lew and George 
Sharp had a Kincaid north of the Giles 
homestead and many times they had dis- 
cussed how well Angus cattle would do 
in this area, Lawerence and Charles 
made the trip to Humboldt, Nebraska that 
summer to where Lew and George Sharp 
lived. They purchased twelve head of 
registered cows of Blackbird and Sun- 
beam breeding. They also bought one 
bull which was of Pride breeding. Thus 
the first Angus cattle were brought into 
the area. 

As the herd grew Lawerence and 
Charles saved some of the better bulls 
each year and sold them to other 
ranchers to start Angus herds. Some of 
the ranchers who bought bulls from 
Lawerence were the Turner Bros. of 
Brewster, Charlie Haskell of Ainsworth, 
Richard Giles of Elsmere, and Wilkinson 
Brothers of Brewster. There were prob- 
ably many more as Lawerence and 
Charles became widely known for their 
fine cattle and there were very few 
herds of Angus in Cherry County or 
adjoining counties. 

Charles Giles married Astrid Stav in 
1921 and they have five children, George, 
Charles, Joe, Ruth, and Bonnie. When 
Lawerence passed away in the spring 
of 1929, Charles took over the operation 
of the ranch. Charles started expanding 
the ranch and raising commercial cattle. 
His herd continued to grow and he 
started using Bandolier and Bardolier 
breeding. 

Charles’ son, George graduated from 
high school in 1940 and entered the 
ranching business with his father. In 
1945 Joe completed high school and he 
too, entered the business with his father. 
Joe, his wife Bonnie, and their children 
bought a farm at Ainsworth in 1958 
which they now operate. Joe maintains 
a registered Angus herd. 

In 1961, Charles and George bought 
26 registered cows from Burl Taylor of 
Broken Bow and by buying a herd bull, 
have raised their own bulls for their 
commercial cows and sell some yearling 
bulls and used bulls each year. They 
have bought herd bulls from the Jennings’ 
herd at Highmore, South Dakota, and 
from Gauger Brothers at Clear Lake, 
South Dakota. 

The Giles Ranch consists of about 
15,000 acres of deeded and rented land. 
They winter about 550 cows and heifers 


and carry the calf crop to yearlings 
and the last few years have carried 100 
to 125 of the lighter yearlings to two 
year olds. 

Sixty years have passed since Lawe- 
rence brought the first twelve cows to 
the Goose Creek area. The herd has 
never been moved and has operated 
continuously in the Giles name on the 
same place. Residing at the ranch are 
Charles and his wife Astrid, George and 
his wife Marylou, and their two daugh- 
ters, Cindy and Alyce Ann. 

Lawerence had life membership in the 
American Angus Association and Charles 
and George have been members for 
several years. 


1908 
STALEY ACRES ANGUS FARM 
Willard, Missouri 


‘THIS HERD was started by Bunch 
E. Staley in 1908, with the purchase of 
two registered Angus cows, This herd 
has been in continuous operation since 
that time. After graduation from the 
University of Colorado, at Boulder, Colo- 
rado in 1933, Edward Staley joined his 
father in the farming and cattle business, 
and following his father’s death in 1965, 
assumed complete operation of the An- 
gus herd. Mrs. Staley (who is now 91 
years old, and who is still living on the 
farm where Mr. Staley started his Angus 
business) recalls that her husband 
started with two cows purchased in 1908, 
two years before they were married. He 
drove them home by foot some forty 
miles (that was before the days of motor 
trucks). Mrs. Staley tells about him 
bringing them down the road past the 
school where she was teaching. For 
many years Angus cattle were a virtual 
oddity in this area where you found only 
Shorthorns and Herefords. The Angus 
business developed slowly but steadily 
through the 1920’s, but it was not until 
after the depression years and drought 
years of the 1930’s, that purebred Angus 
cattle really “caught on” in this area, 
and was followed by a remarkable ex- 
pansion. 

In the early years, Mrs. Staley says 
that, Mr. Staley corresponded quite 
frequently with Mr. M. A. Judy who 
at that time maintained a set of herd 
books and furnished tabulated pedigrees 
to breeders. Over the years breeding 
stock has been purchased from such 
breeders as L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, 
Oklahoma; the Rosemere Herd (Congdon 
and Battles); Sunbeam Farms; Univer- 
sity of Missouri; Homeplace Farm; 
Staley Farm, Liberty, Missouri; and 
many others. One of the first outstand- 
ing bulls used was an Earl Marshall 
bred bull. Sons of other outstanding 
bulls have been used down through the 
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years, and at the time of his death Mr. 
Staley was using a son of Ermitre of 
Haymount, and a son of Homeplace 
EKileenmere 375th. Three bulls are in 
service at the present time— 

Flying “W” Perfection 39th (a son of 
Black Perfection) purchased from Flying 
“W” Ranch, Centralia, Missouri. 

Medalion Eileenmere 3751st, one of 
the last sons sired by Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 375th, and purchased from Dr. 
Ray Burns. 

Foremost Elegance 60th, a son of 
Elegance of Charterhouse, purchased 
from Emmadine Farms, Poughquag, 
N.Y 

The size of the cow herd has averaged 
between 100 and 125 for the past several 
years, 

This farm has consigned several cattle 
to local and state association sales. Most 
sales however are made at private treaty 
at the farm, and this has developed into 
a very satisfactory repeat business over 
the years. 

Mr. Edward Staley’s son, James, now 
in F, F. A. is helping him with the Angus 
herd at this time, thus making three 
generations now connected with the An- 
gus business. 


1908 
EXCEL ANGUS HERD 
R, J. Vanderkolk 
Bellwood, Nebraska

IN THE 1870’s Sipka Vanderkolk ar- 
rived from Holland as a young man— 
worked his way westward helping to 
build the Union Pacific railroad. De- 
ciding the Platte River valley south of 
what is known as Schuyler, Nebraska 
offered him the greatest opportunity, he 
homesteaded land in 1875 which is today 
known as Excel Angus Farm. His young- 
est son George E., my father was later 
to take over the farm and in 1908 made 
his first purchase of Angus cattle. 

His first female purchase was rather 
an interesting incident. He had con- 
sulted the local banker for a loan to 
purchase a team of horses at a local 
farm auction. At the auction the team 
of horses sold for more money than the 
banker had agreed to loan Dad so a 
short time later during the sale an Angus 
cow was run in the ring and Dad bought 
her. This was the beginning of the 
Blacks on our farm. In the years follow- 
ing Dad kept increasing the herd in 
size and decreasing the acres of land 
to be plowed. The land is level with a 
heavy top soil and during the wet sea- 
sons of the year is extremely difficult 
to till. I can well remember Dad saying 
that “to plow the land wore out his 
patience and his machinery’”—conse- 
quently he seeded more and more of 
the land to grasses and legumes, The

farm is now primarily warm and cool 
season grasses. The nine pastures are 
systematically rotated and fertilized each 
year. In 1955 sprinkler irrigation tow- 
lines were installed. At present every 
acre of land on the farm can _ be 
watered, however, to get more efficiency 
about 80 to 100 acres is all that is wa- 
tered. We still have a native meadow 
that has never seen a plow. To this I 
have from time to time broadcast red 
clover, alsike clover and alfalfa on a 
wet snow in February or March, The 
legumes enrich the value of the wild 
hay. For the past 24 years we have used 
brome-alfalfa haylage for wintering the 
cow herd. I’ve found it is as near green 
grass when the snow flies as I can get. 
Besides this our cow herd is wintered 
on alfalfa hay and grass hay as well 
as stalk aftermath. 

Dad purchased a number of his early 
foundation Angus in Iowa from such 
well-known herds of the times as W. A. 
McHenry, Otto Battles, Escher & Ryan, 
Strathmore Farms, Ed Polka’s Apple- 
wood Angus farm at Riverton, Nebraska, 
and P. J. Donohoe. 

Some of our herd bulls in the past 
have been Quiet Cap 224451, Sweep- 
stakedale 225918, Buffalo Westwind 
351682, Elbus R. Marshall 421164 and 
one of his sons Black Equador 454037, 
Black Marshall 47th 48.768 a grandson 
of Earl Marshall 183780, Queenmere 
219th a grandson of Oakville Quiet Lad 
109220, Applewood Bandolier 4th 498047 
and Applewood Bandolier 34th, both sons 
of Bandolier of Anoka 3rd 471885. Black- 
cap Revolution 28th a son of Revolution 
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Vanderkolk, Excel Angus, Bellwood, Nebraska. 


100th 429423 the 1931 International Grand 
Champion, and he by Blackcap Revc- 
lution 287269 the 1923 International 
Grand Champion left us with a lot of 
good females who still carry this blood. 
Eileenmere 493rd 693746 by “260th” by 
“85th” was followed by Beebe Eileen- 
mere F 1102628 who left us with a cow 
herd of 80% half sisters whose offerings 
were well accepted in our trade area. 
“Beebe” was assisted a few years later 
by Peer 151st of SAF 1555170. In 1958 
Eileenmere 16959th 2411052 by “1425th” 
(the Rosebud Bull) took his place for 
a short time and was replaced by R. 
Bardoliermere 3rd 3037320 a son of Bar- 
doliermere K whom Kansas State Uni- 
versity used successfully for several 
years, he being by Bardoliermere 2d. 
Emulous 3127th 4069904 is our present 
senior herd sire whose sons and daugh- 
ters are making a good account of them- 
selves in the AHIR program. One of his 
sons Excel Emulous 64th is our junior 
herd sire from whom we anxiously awa‘t 
his first calves this spring. 

It was interesting to me recently when 
I ran across Emulous of Keillor Park 
26280 as being the sire of the 1903 Inter- 
national Grand Champion female. A 
number of sons of Emulous 3127th have 
been tested in the Eastern Nebraska 
Bull Testing Station at Schuyler and 
have made a very good showing for 
themselves. Through the past 50 years 
our herd has averaged fifty and sixty 
brood cows. 

Our cow families consisted of Water- 
side Grace, Heather Bloom, Greystone 
Jannet, Queen Mother, Abbess, Balqu- 


harn Lucy, Mayflower, Ruth of Tillyfour, 
Georgiana, Blackbird, Eisa Erica, Trojan 
Erica, Pride of Aberdeen, McHenry 
Pride, Barbara, Blackcap and_ several 
more at different times, however, 
the tribe that seems to have had the 
most influence on our herd to date has 
been the McHenry Prides. For some 
reason this family has been the pre- 
dominate tribe that has been most 
widely accepted by our customers and 
the family from which most of the 
replacement heifers have been chosen 
to go into the cow herd. About sixty 
percent of our cows today are McHenry 
Prides, the Abbess family makes up 
about fifteen percent, Blackcaps five per- 
cent, and Blackbirds, Ericas, Queen Moth- 
ers, Barbaras and Pride of Aberdeen 
make up the remainder of the families 
in the present herd. 

My father passed away in the spring 
of 1943, at which time I resigned a 
commission in the Navy to come home 
and care for the family and farm. I 
have two sisters and a brother all young- 
er than I. Our mother having died in 
1936 left us without parents at a rather 
early age. The following fall I married 
Lucille Dollison and together we endeav- 
ored to finish putting my brother and 
younger sister through school. By 1955 
my brothers and sisters had left home 
and started their own families. My own 
family by then consisted of a son Jim, 
now in the Air Force, Patsy, a senior 
at Midland College, Fremont, Neb., and 
Sheryl, a sophomore in Schuyler High 
School. Our children were all 4-Hers 
having started with registered breeding 
heifers. Now the two older children have 
several cows each and their offspring 
have helped put them through college. 
Sheryl’s cow is busy producing to help 
Sheryl finish her education. 

Dad was an early member of the Ne- 
braska Angus Association and served as 
president at one time. I also had the 
privilege to serve in that capacity from 
1949 to 1953 and again to fill a vacancy 
in 1959-60. Excel Farm hosted the four- 
state Interstate Angus Association’s 
Field Day in 1963 with well over 500 
people present for a noon barbecue and 
program arranged by the Nebraska An- 
gus Association. 

In 1958 a consignment of Angus breed- 
ing cattle was exported to Turkey for 
establishing the breed in that country. 
Excel Farm was fortunate in being a 
consignor of six head in this transaction. 
Our cattle have found homes in Montana, 
Maryland, Florida, and in all bordering 
states. 

When a herd of Angus cattle is handed 
down from one generation to another 
it is my belief it presents a greater 
challenge to the operator to fulfill the 
reputation and integrity of the prede- 
cessor than if the operator was starting 
on his own initiative. To maintain the 
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clientele of breeders that have purchased 
cattle from my father means keeping 
abreast of all new methods and tech- 
niques yet maintaining a practical “beef 
cattle” enterprize. Fads and fancies are 
very easy to become involved in, how- 
ever, the straight and narrow road is 
usually the shortest route. 

The breeding heifer project has been 
a project Excel Farm has promoted for 
a number of years. In Jim’s junior year 
in high school in FFA he was fortunate 
to represent his chapter in the “People 
to people FFA” tour to Europe. As a 
gesture of gratitude to his chapter for 
their part in his being selected for the 
honor, we gave the chapter a registered 
Angus heifer to be given to some young 
Angus aspirant in FFA. We furnished 
the first service free of charge and 
guaranteed a heifer calf for him to 
return to the chapter to be given to 
another boy. The “ring” has operated 
now for seven years and the early 
recipients are well on their way to a 
herd of registered Angus cows. 

During the past 25 years we have 
started, I’m sure, that many or more 
new herds, and it is gratifying for us 
to visit these herds and observe the 
progress they have made throughout the 
years. The most satisfaction we at Excel 
Angus Farm have received is the host 
of friends and acquintances that our 
cattle have been instrumental in bringing 
to us, as well as the comfortable living 
it has provided. It is gratifying also 
to have men much older than I come 
back with their sons and grandsons and 
say they knew Dad and had bought his 
cattle back in the 20’s and 30’s. The 
name “Excel” that Dad chose for the 
farm way back in the early 1900’s has 
presented a real challenge that pro- 
gressively intensifies each year. “Excel” 
(according to Webster) means to possess 
good quality in great degree. Our aim 
is to live up to the name.

1908 
HERMAN W. SCHUNEMAN 
Udall, Kansas 


HERMAN W. SCHUNEMAN has a 
herd of twenty-five unregistered Angus 
but has always used registered bulls. His 
herd is a continuation of a herd founded 
in 1908 as a commercial operation but 
switched to registered status prior to 
1916. The founding of the herd is told 
by his brother, Henry J. Schuneman, 
Arkansas City, Kansas as follows: 

“In February 1908 I moved with my 
parents, two sisters and four brothers 
from Princeton, Illinois to Lamont, Okla- 
homa. The day my Dad had his farm 
sale before leaving Illinois, he traded 
his shorthorn bull, which he intended

to take to Oklahoma, to Raker Bros., 
of Princeton, Illinois for a purebred 
Angus bull. He shipped this bull, six 
cows, six horses and some farm ma- 
chinery to Oklahoma. 

“In the fall of 1908 my Dad purchased 
two purebred heifers from Parker 
Parrish of Raymond, Kansas—Perl and 
Maybird. From these two heifers he sold 
several bull calves to our neighbors and 
kept the heifers. I don’t know just when 
he started to register the heifers but 
I have Volume 25 of the American Herd 
Book, July 1, 1916 and my Dad’s name, 
A. C. Schuneman, is listed with the 
members. 

“In December 1921 just after Prince 
Marshall had been judged International 
Grand Champion at Chicago, my Dad 
purchased two one year old heifers sired 
by him and a two year old heifer bred 
to him from E. E. Blandford of Coving- 
ton, Oklahoma. In 1922 he purchased 
another one year old heifer. The two 
year old heifer purchased from Mr. 
Blandford produced the bull calf Eric 
Marshall 3rd 372784. We put him on a 
nurse cow with his dam and at one year 
of age he weighed 1020 pounds. Had 
a wagon scale on the farm and weighed 
him regularly. Later we used him as 
the herd sire. Our herd sire at the time 
was Monarch of Elm Hill. 

“In March 1927 my Dad and I took 
a bull calf to the show and sale at Okla- 
homa City. His dam was one of the 
heifers we bought from E. E. Blandford 
and he was sired by Monarch of Elm 
Hill. We put a ‘for sale’ sign at his 
head in the stall. Before the day was 
over George Porteous, herdsman for 
Judge S. C. Fullerton of Miami, Okla- 
homa, said ‘consider him sold. If S. C. 
won’t take him, I will’. The calf was 
judged first place and won $10.00. I got 
that. As soon as the show was over, he 
moved him among his herd and put a 
blanket on him. We watched the records 
of the show circuits in the Angus Jour- 
nal and the calf took first place every- 
where shown. 

“My Dad passed away in the fall of 
1937 and in the spring of 1988 my Moth- 
er had an estate sale. She kept the bull 
and six cows and heifers, all registered. 
She also got the life membership in 


the Association—Emma C, Schuneman. 
My Mother passed away in June 1946 
and in the fall my sister and two broth- 
ers and I divided the cattle. I got 10 head. 

“In January 1947 I subscribed for 
the Angus Journal and have been send- 
ing in my subscription every January 
and hope to continue for the next twenty 
years. 

“T raised the calf that was the cham- 
pion Angus steer of the Cowley County 
Free Fair held at Winfield, Kansas on 
August 29-September 1, 1961. I was sent 
a Certificate of Award from the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associ- 
ation. My wife had it framed for my 
Christmas present and it hangs on the 
living room wall above my desk. I am 
proud of it. 

“Some of the sires used in our herd 
during the past fifty years were: Prince 
Marshall, sired by Earl Marshall and 
out of Pride McHenry 46th; Monarch 
of Elm Hill by Oflin Lucin’s Lad and 
out of Daisy Danheo 4th; Eric Marshall 
8rd, by Prince Marshall and out of Erica 
of Grassland; Ballindalloch Sunbeam 
15th by Playman of Sunbeam out of Black 
Puddin Queen and Revemere of Wheat- 
land 6th by Revolution 41st and out of 
Dolly Blackbird B. 2d. 

“My sisters and one brother sold their 
cattle in 1953. I sold my cattle in July 
1964. My brother, Herman W. Schune- 
man of Udall, Kansas, still has twenty- 
five head, none registered, but he has 
always used purebred bulls. I sold my 
farm and moved to town but I still like 
to read about the Angus cattle in the 
Journal.”

1909 
BONNIE DALE FARM 


Orville W. Helms & Sons 
Route 1, Belleville, Illinois 


'T HE BONNIE DALE Farm’s herd was 
founded May 22, 1909 when Walter F. 
Helms purchased three heifers from the 
herd of J. P. Wissering, Godfrey, Illinois 
and on June 24th of the same year he 
selected three more heifers from the 
E. E. Gwinn herd, Oakland, Illinois. 

On August 4th, 1910 Mr. Helms pur- 
chased his first herd bull from Lew 
Kerr of Newton, Indiana. To this point 
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our story sounds like many others, the 
purchase of a half dozen heifers and 
one bull. But, here the story changes. 
In January 1911 Mr. Helms passed away. 
In many cases this would have been the 
beginning and the end of the Angus cat- 
tle business for the family, but... 

Mrs. Lena Helms, his widow, kept this 
small herd intact, carried on until her 
son, Orville, was old enough to take 
over the management of the herd. Since 
Orville was but four years old this was 
no small task and to her goes a great 
deal of credit for holding this herd in- 
tact. Many must have been her problems 
and great her determination. That the 
cattle were good is best understood by 
noting they still have descendants of 
the original heifers in this herd nearly 
sixty years later. 

Orville’s uncles helped his mother with 
the operation of the herd, and as he 
says, “I have been raised right up with 
the Angus.” He recalls several buying 
trips with his uncles to purchase herd 
bulls and females. He purchased cattle 
from the herd of John F, Goodwin; 
Senator Simon E. Lantz; Woodcote 
Farm; S. Melvin; Gwinn & Lowe; Cald- 
wells of Ohio; J. Garrett Tolan and 
others. 

At about age fourteen he made a 
trip to S. Melvin’s herd at Greenfield, 
Illinois to buy a new herd bull and his 
mother told him he could also buy one 
heifer. When they arrived at the Melvin 
farm Orville immediately looked for and 
selected the heifer he wanted to buy, 
but when he asked the price was in- 
formed, “that heifer is not for sale”. At 
fourteen Orville had an eye for quality. 

In 1932 Orville wrote to the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association, 
then located in Chicago, and requested 
they reserve the farm name “Bonnie Dale” 
for his use and on January 15th of 1932 
this name was set aside for this farm. 

Orville has always been very active 

in the Angus business and instrumental 
in the forming of the Southwestern IIli- 
nois Angus Association which was foun- 
ded in 1944. His first position with the 
new group was as their sale manager, 
which he has held nearly a quarter of 
the century to date. 
' Mr. & Mrs. Orville W. Helms have 
two sons who both own their own An- 
gus and they have two grandchildren 
who will soon be Angus owners. When 
their grandson Frederick was four years 
old he asked his grandmother (Orville’s 
wife), “Grandma, how much does an 
Angus calf cost?” and his Grandmother 
answered him, “When you get a little 
older Grandpa will give you an Angus 
calf.” So... it is a cinch that the Helms 
will soon be in the fourth generation 
with Angus cattle. 

Bonnie Dale Farm has exhibited at 
many county fairs and some years at 
the Illinois State Fairs. The oldest son, 
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Dale, showed a heifer at the 1950 Illinois 
State Fair that was a descendant of 
one of the original Gwinn females pur- 
chased by his grandfather, Walter F. 
Helms. This heifer was first in her class 
and reserve champion of the Junior 
Show. She was Blackbird of Bonnie Dale 
16th, a daughter of Eileenmere 658th 
who was a son of the Wonder Bull, Ei- 
leenmere 487th. Eileenmere 658th was 
out of Elba Empress of G. V., grandam 
of the 1950 International champion 
Eileenmere 1050th and from the same 
strain of cows as the dam of El-Jon’s 
1951 International champion Elban Ban- 
dolier 3rd. 

The Journal staff was also pleased to 
learn that the Helm’s have every copy 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal in their 
files since that first issue was published 
back in August 1919. 


1909 
WILLIAMS ANGUS FARM 
CLARKS, NEBRASKA 


‘THE REGISTERED Aberdeen-Angus 
herd of Williams Angus Farm, Clarks, 
Nebraska, was originally a commercial 
herd under the name of J. W. Lumadue 
previous to 1909. On September 8, 1909, 
William Williams married the daughter 
of Mr. Lumadue, Julia Blanche. The 
partnership of Lumadue & Williams was 
formed. At this time the sire in service 
was Black Cadet No. 105656 and one of 
the cows was Inverness Lady No. 35649. 
In December of 1909 the herd of L, W. 
Nudeck, Ft. Dodge, Iowa, was purchased. 
The next bull used in the herd was 
Sandy Monroe, 56004 for about five years. 

In 1914 Mr. Lumadue’s health failed 
rapidly and he passed away on September 
19, 1915. The following year the firm 
name was changed to Mrs. Lumadue and 
Williams. The bull! used at this time was 
Blackbird Peter 179831, and one par- 
ticularly good cow in the herd was Proud 
Formera 2nd 1387273. She raised some 
good females. One of the best herd bulls 
at this time was Erin Lad W,. 181617. 
He was sired by Blackwood Lawn on the 
sire side and Earl Eric of Ballindalloch 
on the dam’s side, one of the greatest 
bulls at this time. During these years 
the firm had shipped a carload of cattle 
into Canada, two carloads to South 
America and a carload to North Dakota 
in addition to starting many herds in 
Nebraska. Another sire used was Earl 
Marshall 6th, a son of Earl Marshall. 

On December 24, 1932, Mrs. Lumadue 
passed away. The firm name was then 
changed to Wm Williams & Sons. The 
sons are Clark and Darwin. 

At present the firm, Williams Angus 
Farm, is operated by Darwin Williams, 
wife, Lorraine and their family.

ALLOWAY LODGE FARM

'T HIS HERD was founded in 1909 and 
the original breeding herd consisted of 
purchases made in that year and in 1910 
from stateside breeders. David E. Mc- 
Ewen, the present owner, recalls ac- 
companying his father, Robert McEwen 
on most of the buying trips and he knew 
most of the breeders from whom those 
original cattle were purchased. 

This herd operated as Robert McEwen 
& Sons until about 1931, when son David 
took over. David’s wife’s grandfather 
was John Geary of Geary Bros. so both 
sides of the family have been long estab- 
lished in the Angus business. 

At Alloway Lodge one finds their 
Paulines, all originated from the original 
cow, Pauline T. 3rd that was purchased 
from J. Garrett Tolan; The Mona family 
originated from two heifers David had 
bred to Benedictine Monk 17373, an Im- 
ported Scotch bull owned by John D. 
Larkin, Queenston, Ontario. His herd 
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was founded on an importation of 118 
head from Scotland in 1910. 


The sires that have been great con- 
tributors to the Alloway Lodge Herd in 
the past are Enfileens Bandolier, he 
by Blackbird Bandolier of Page; En- 
chanter of Don Head 16th, he by En- 
chanter of Bordulac 2d; Eileenmere 84th; 
Westlane Elban Bandolier 3rd and Wind- 
fields B. B. The present sire in service 
is Chancellor of Prospect by Jansen Eric 
of Damside (Imp) and his first calves 
arrived late summer of 1968. 


With this introduction to the Alloway 
Lodge Herd we realize that this may 
be our only opportunity to dwell on the 
story of Geary Bros., dominate Angus 
men on the distaff side of the McEwen 
family tree, who were among the most 
active promoters of Angus cattle during 
the early 1880’s. 


Messrs. Geary first did business under 
the firm name of Geary Bros., and foun- 
ded the Keillor Lodge herd in 1882. F. W. 
Crawford, interviewed the late John 
Geary on November 22, 1927, at which 
time John Geary was eighty-nine and 
was shown the ledgers that were kept 
by the partnership, and he described 
the first sale in Chicago on September 
20th, 1882. This was the first auction 
sale of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
ever held in North America. Twenty-one 
head made an average of $656.19. The 
highest price was $1,550.00 paid by Estill 
& Elliott, Estill, Missouri for the two- 
year old Blue Ribbon, a daughter of 
Blackbird of Corskie 2d. P. H. Thompson, 
El Paso, Illinois took Patria at $1,280.00, 
she a three year old of Gavenwood breed- 
ing sired by the Pride of Aberdeen bull, 
Challenger, out of Patience of Corskie 
by the Highland Society prize bull, 
Clansman. This sale was cried by Col. 
James W. Judy, the leading livestock 
auctioneer of the day.

On February 12, 1883, eight head were 
sold to Mossom Boyd of Bobcaygeon, 
Ontario, for $3,500.00 and on March 26, 
1883 Mr. Boyd purchased an additional 
six head for $3,750.00. In April of 1883 
Geary Bros. sold ten females and thirty- 
five bulls at Kansas City, Missouri for 
$21,755.00 and on November 7th of the 
same year they sold seven bulls and 
fifteen females for $9,110.00. 


On March 27th and 28th, 1884, twenty- 
five head were sold at Chicago, Illinois 
for $10,092.00 and on April 15th and 
16th, seventy-seven head were sold at 
Kansas City for $25,620.00 and ten 
head were sold by private treaty for 
$4,205.00. In April 1885 Geary Bros. held 
the last sale at Chicago, under their 
partnership, when twenty-nine head re- 
alized $6,175.00. 


The partnership between John and 
George Geary was dissolved in 1885, and 
a stock company in which both were 
shareholders was formed. George was 
manager. In the spring of 1886 the com- 
pany purchased the entire herds owned 
by John Hannay, Gavenwood, and Wil- 
liam J. Taylor, Rothiemay, totalling 
eighty-four head. These were taken to 
Canada, and other cattle purchased in 
Canada and the United States to add 
to the herd. By autumn of 1886 they 
had sixty-six bulls and one hundred and 
fifty-three females at Bothwell, Canada. 
Among the bulls were Rugby, Abbots- 
ford, Royal Hero, Viscount 2d, Moon 
Eclipser and _ several others. Moon 
Eclipser’s dam was Moonshine, great- 
grandam of Black Woodlawn. 


In 1887 a selected group of cattle was 
brought from Canada to Brookfield, Mis- 
souri. William Watson was employed 
at this time. Sales were held in Kansas 
City and one in Bushnell, Illinois and 
the sales made high averages for the 
times. The balance of the cattle were 
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sold in Chicago on May 28rd and 24th, 
1889 when sixty-five head averaged 
$252.00. John Geary returned to Canada, 
while George settled at Winterset, Iowa 
where he bred Aberdeen-Angus for sev- 
eral years, dispersing his own herd in 
1894 and returned to Canada where he 
died a few years later. 

We took this opportunity to tell of 
the Geary Bros. since their importations 
played such an important part in the 
development of the Angus breed during 
this period. The first illustration in 
Volume 1 of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Herd Book is of Black Prince, 
bred by J. Maitland, Balquhardy, In- 
verurie, Scotland; owned by Geary Bros., 
London, Ontario, Canada. Winner of 
sweepstakes prize for best three-year 
old, judged by butchers, at Fat Stock 
Show, Chicago, Illinois in 1883. 


1909 


J. D. MARTIN & SONS 
Lawrence, Kansas 


‘THIS HERD was founded in 1909 by 
J. D. Martin and Sons, Armstrong and 
Edward. The ownership is in the Martin 
Estate at the present time and still 
doing business under the firm name of 
J. D. Martin and Sons with Armstrong 
Martin as manager. 

The following information was sent 
by Carol L. Martin who stated it was 
a copy of the information in her father’s 
handwriting that was sent by him for 
Sander’s History as follows: “The herd 
was founded in 1909 by the purchase 
of 8 cows and the bull Bardi from F. S. 
Cowles of Lawrence, Kans, In 1910 the 
bull Louis of View Point 4th was pur- 
chased from Paul M. Culver the breeder, 
Gower, Missouri. This bull proved to be 
an outstanding breeder of good cattle. 
We sold him in 1914 to Johnson Work- 
man of Russell, Kansas who used him 
extensively in his large herd. His blood 
predominated in the dams of the grand 
champion feeders of the American Royal 
of 1927 all breeds competing. 

This bull was followed by Louis of 
View Point 10th, another son of Louis 
of Meadow Brook; (then followed by) 
Lucky Bill M. a full brother to Queen 
Milly of Sun Dance 8rd and bred by 
W. M. McClung & Son; (then by) Kelson, 
sired by Blackcap Poe and bred by A. 
D. Wilcox; (next by) Postman’s Monarch 
by Postman 2d and bred by Edwin A. 
Schwarm, Loogootee, Illinois.” 

A letter from Armstrong Martin, June, 
1968, brings the herd history up-to-date: 
“Without any particular attempt to con- 
centrate on any line of breeding the 
Martin herd has a strong background 
of Earl Marshall breeding. This from

This is the history and record of the Tree Lane Farm herd, which was founded in 1946. The 
eattle gained national recognition by the following achievements: 

Two of the early herd sires, nameiy Eileenmere 1146, son of ‘‘1100th” and Eileenmere 1399, son 
of the International Champion ‘1050th’, made qualifying certified records of 7 carcass steers each, 
with the following results: ‘1146th” sired 7 steers with 11.91 inch loin eye that dressed 64.9%, 82 
fat thickness, 9.5 marble score and prime grade. “1399th” steers almost duplicate the record with 
7 steers with 11.48 inch loin, 65.45 dressing, .99 fat cover, 8.5 marble score, with a prime minus 
ag These are official International carcass show records. Over half of the 14 steers placed above 

There are still 15 daughters of these bulls in our herd, that are in production, averaging 12 years 
of age. ‘1399th” had 50 calves with 2 lb. per day gain on test. 

More than half of the above carcass steers came from Tree Lane dams that were sired by a very 
outstanding early sire, Springwood Bardolier 2. 2 daughters are still in the herd at 15 and 16 years 
of age. One of them is the dam of Tree Lane Bandwagon, 1967 Champion at Preview Show, and Heart 
of Ill. Fair and Res. Senior Champion at the 1967 Ill. State Fair. He is now in heavy use. He weighed 
1100 Ib. at a year and 1750 at 23 mo. and nearly a ton in breeding condition. He measures over 8 ft. 
long with 271% inches from his pins to his hooks. The other cow, when crossed to ‘1146th,’’ produced 
the mother of the 1968 American Royal bull calf champion, Tree Lane Eileenmere 501. 

Eileenmere 1146 also produced the 1956 International Junior Champion steer. Also the 1956 
champion carcass steer at the Michigan State Farmers Show, on the hoof and on the rail, with 3.01 
lb. gain per day. There were 100 calves each year for 3 years from natural services of ‘‘1146th” and 
90 in 6 months from natural services from ‘'1399th.” 

There are 5 champion senior herd sires running with the Tree Lane Farm herds now. Imported 
Ivor of Auchincrieve has always run with the herd. 14 of his first calves had a 205 day wt. of 582 
Ib., 2.70 gain per day, grade 15.5. His two sons, Tree Lane Invader and Tree Lane Invader 1032, are 
also pasture run. 

Tree Lane Invader, who won his class at the 1964 Ill. State Fair, weighed 1008 lbs. at 10% 
months of age. His first son sold for $2500 for % interest. One-half of the 1968 show herd are out 
of him. Many were champions or class winners at major shows. His first 16 calves had an average of 
560 Ibs. 205 day wt., 102 ratio, grade of 15. 

Tree Lane Invader 1032 was the 1966 III. Futurity Champion. He ran with over 130 cows this 
season in the Allen herd. Only two of the 11 calves dropped at Tree Lane Farm were not on the show 
circuit. His nine first calves had a 511 Ib. average 205 day wt., 15.6 grade. One was the 1968 American 
Royal calf champion female. 

When Dor Macs Bardoliermere 161 was crossed with the Imp “Ivor” bull, the results were the 1966 
International Junior Champion female and other State Fair winners. The “161st’”’ bull produced 70 calves 
with 540 lb. average in 205 days, 100 ratio, with 15.0 grade. Twenty sons weighed over 1000 Ibs. at a 
year. He sired Tree Lane Progressor, many times Junior Champion in 1966. The first 6 calves had 
& oh Ibs. 205 day wt., 101 ratio, 14.8 grade. All our records are from official Ill. Beef Performance 

esting. 

In the fall of 1963 a small herd of 15 cows was added, mostly granddaughters of ‘‘Dor Mac 37th”. 
Among these was the mother of Tree Lane Eileenmere 500, the 1966 Illinois and Indiana State Fairs 
Grand Champion Bull. His performance record was 617 Ib. for 214 days of age. He gained 2.88 Ibs. 
per day while on the show circuit. His grade was 17, actual loin eye measurement was 22.55, 15.10 
when adjusted to 1000 of wt. or 2.51 of loin per 100 Ibs. of weight. His first calves averaged 547 Ibs. 
at 205 days, 108 ratio with 15 grade. He produced two bull calves that were Calf Champions in two 
consecutive years at the Ind. State Fair. Tree Lane Eileenmere 511 was the Calf Champion in 1967 
and 1st place Senior Yearling in 1968. Tree Lane Eileenmere 501 was Calf Champion in 1968.

The herd bull 205 day average wt. is 622 lb., 2.86 gain per day, 16 grade. Actual rib eye loin 
measurement 18.52, adjusted per 1000 Ib. is 13.61, 2.26 inch loin per 100 wt., classification score 88.6. 
Our sonaray loin eye measurements were made by Dr. White of Armour Research. ‘Six of these bulls 
have been Major Show winners.” We have excellent semen available from all these bulls. There are a 
number of young bulls available from which to make selections. 


Tree Lane Farms have about 100 females of breeding age. Nearly all the cows have produced 
a calf with a good show record. The main cow herd has had no winter shelter since 1953. They win- 
ter very well. There are about 30 cows over 14 years of age. Also, about 30 head average 1400 Ib. 
There is available, from time to time, small herd units of select females. 

With these records and facts on production and performance, bred into several bloodlines, which 
we have developed here at Tree Lane Farm, we feel we do represent the Herd of Tomorrow and 
cattle with the meat look.

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ern type and strong breeder, as_ well 
as a bull from the Swartz herd of Ever- 
est, Kansas, Prince Sunflower 64th, by 
their great breeding bull Revolutions 
Black Prince. 

“Sons and grandsons of Prince Sun- 
flower 64th were used successfully in 
the herd, notably Fakier of Old Franklin, 
Esquire of Old Franklin and Heatherman 
of Old Franklin. 

“Heatherman was a great producer of 
brood cows and has the distinction of 
being the highest priced bull we ever 
sold. When sold in the Kansas City 
yards, after a long career as chief herd 
sire, he was described by the Drovers 
Telegram as ‘one outstanding bull’, 
weighing 2150 pounds, and netting $650. 

“Other good bulls used were Prince 
18th of Dalebanks, Quaestor of Meadow 
Brook, Irenmeres Boy of H A F, Mc- 
Bardoliermere 4 Double R. The present 
herd sire is Black Prince of S. V. 5445404. 
The Old Franklin herd probably had 
more good cows sired by Kelson 3d 
308363, in its pastures than any other. 
No extreme prices were ever paid for 
herd sires and our highest relative priced 
sale was to a neighbor in the last bad 
bank closed time, when the $90 folding 
money would have bought 900 bushels 
of corn, 

“Bulls were sold at the farm at what 
we always thought were reasonable 
prices. If the buyer thought it a high 
price for a 900 pound calf we would 
assert the bull would weigh nearer 1100 
pounds. The farm scale invariably proved 
the bull weighed over the 1000 pound 
mark and sent many a buyer away in 
a happier frame of mind. Bulls were 
sold from Illinois to New Mexico, but 
largely to Kansas buyers. 

“After the original herd purchase 
very few cows were bought and very 
few of them were kept in the herd. The 
herd numbers were kept to about 40 
head of breeding cows. Fashionable fam- 
ilies were not featured here and the 
Huldas, Beautys, Heroines, Chloes, Ferns, 
Zolas and Heatherblooms were kept only 
if they produced good calves without 
help from nurse cows. Not many females 
were sold to breeders as compared to 
bull sales. A common practice was to 
keep as bulls the top half, or less, and 
fatten the others with the less desirable 
heifers and sell as mixed yearlings. 
‘Johnnie’ Hannon, of the Farmers Union 
Commission Co., always watched for this 
shipment and did his best to top the 
market. 

“Older breeders were helpful with ad- 
vice when the business was new to us. 
An instance of this was when the senior 
member went to a purebred sale but 
found nothing suitable. He asked the 
old time breeder, George McAdam of Hol- 
ton, Kansas, what he, George, had in bulls. 
The reply was, ‘I have no bools but there 
is a mon has gude ones, as wide as a 
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bairn dure’. This ‘mon’ was Paul M. 
Culver, Gower, Missouri from whom we 
purchased the great Louis of Viewpoint, 
he by Louis of Meadow Brook. This 
bull was a wonderful investment and gave 
us a running start as breeders. 

“Again the late George Porteous, then 
of Sutton & Porteous of Lawrence, was 
always helpful with finding us buyers 
and giving us sound advice such as, 
‘Be sure the bool has a good ass on him. 
That is the first thing the buyer looks 
at and first impressions are the strong- 
est.’ 

“Except for a few bad years of drouth 
or depression the herd has paid its own 
way and given us a wide circle of friends. 
It has enabled us to meet and enjoy 
knowing fellow breeders, young and old, 
from Texas to New Jersey and points 
between. This has given us something 
of more lasting pleasure than the million 
dollars and show yard fame we _ had 
once hoped for. 

“After the death of the senior memker 
the herd and farm have been managed 
by the youngest member, Armstrong 
Martin. The other member, J. Edward 
Martin has other interests and has not 
been an active participant for some time. 

“Armstrong Martin, attending the dis- 
persal sale of a relatively new herd of 
good cattle owned by a man who had 
other business interests, was greeted by 
the younger member of August Dietrich 
& Son (an over 50 year Angus breeding 
firm) who said, ‘Martin, these big shot 
breeders, they come and they go, but 
poor S. O. B’s like you and me, we go 
on forever.” 


1909 
JOHN PORTER 
Leola, South Dakota 


‘THE PORTER Angus herd was 
founded at the present location at Leola, 
South Dakota in 1909 by John Porter 
and his son John Porter, Jr., who sent 
the following herd history. 

Our early cattle came from the James 
Nicol herd of Wetonka, South Dakota. 
Mr. Nicol was then getting breeding 
stock from the W. A. McHenry herd of 
Denison, Iowa. 

There were very few Angus cattle in 
this area at that time and for many 
years thereafter. The cattle around here 
were mostly reds and roans with some 
Herefords starting to come in. 

We entered the autumn and winter of 
1911 and 1912 with 700 cattle at our 
ranch 4 miles west of Leola. These 
cattle were mostly grade Shorthorns and 
a few Herefords, and about 40 black 
cows. It proved to be the roughest winter 
I have seen and we lost 200 cattle in 
the storms and extreme cold, registering 
officially 47 degrees below at times. 
However, not one of the Blacks was 
lost. They seemed to be able to take it. 


We gradually eliminated the other cattle 
and have concentrated on the Blacks 
ever since. 

I can remember while in my teens, 
helping to dehorn cattle and seeing the 
blood pump for several yards and plas- 
tering corrals and buildings. Our Angus 
stopped that. 

I have worked continuously with our 
Angus since 1909 except for active 
service with the U. S. Navy during 
1917-18-19. 

We used Angus bulls of James D. and 
Kenneth McGregor and Hartley breeding 
and have also purchased females and 
bulls from Mr. I. L. Jones of Raymond, 
South Dakota. These included offspring 
of Bar Marshall, the second Interna- 
tional grand champion son of Earl Mar- 
shall. 

In 1937 we acquired Revolution 94th 
by Blackcap Revolution and out of the 
famous old Eline EK, 4th, the last living 
son of Blackcap Revolution. Revolution 
94th is showing up today many times in 
pedigrees of high indexing and high 
selling yearling bulls at Production 
Indexing Center at Stanford, Montana 
in 1968. Black Revolution 7th, who sired 
these bulls owned by Mr. Ora Erdman 
of Wetonka, South Dakota, is now past 
nine years old, On his dam’s side he is 
said to trace four times to Blackbird 
Revolution of Leola. 

These high indexing and high selling 
yearling bulls were also out of cows of 
predominantly Porter breeding. I recently 
purchased a son of Black Revolution 
7th breeding to use in our own herd and 
I know he had a minimum of undesirable 
recessive genes. He is a handsome bull 
and weighs 2200 pounds in pasture con- 
dition. 

In 1944 we purchased the Tolan bull, 
Eileenmere 173rd from Mr. Nick Fox 
and Sons of Watertown, South Dakota. 
He did our herd a lot of good, especially 
in regard to females and steers. Many 
of his steers won purples at the bigger 
shows. 

In 1947 we purchased a Blackcap Revo- 
lution 2d of Ada bull from Eikmeier 
Bros. of Pipestone, Minnesota, He proved 
to be one of our better bulls and was 
closely related to the sire of Black Revo- 
lution 7th who sired the high indexing 
bulls at Stanford. 


For several years from 1959 to 1967 
we used Zar Bardolier of Leola, a Black 
Bardolier bred bull that restored the 
natural scale, beautiful heads, good bone, 
backs and quarters that we had damaged 
somewhat. We have our weaning weights 
back up, too. 

In 1947 we purchased Prince of Sky 
Ranch 29th, a proved dwarf-free bull, 
out of Blackcap Marshall 10th from an 
Earl Marshall cow. He was one of the 
best sires we have ever owned, He sired 
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Congratulations to Dick Hahne, “If Fred Hahne were here today 
he would enjoy the great work his son has done with the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. Especially this issue’. 


Our children are the fourth generation in the Angus business 
and are showing great interest and capabilities.

50 calves in 30 days and was then in- 
jured and lost. Some of his bull calves 
weaned in the autumn at up to 700 
pounds without creeps and were hand- 
some, thick, stylish fellows, that con- 
tinued to do well. They were 20 years 
ahead of their time. 

In 1954 and 1958 we purchased several 
sons and daughters of Eston Elation 
Quality from our good friend C. Murray 
Partridge of Fort Gary, Manitoba. Mr. 
Partridge’s cattle were prominent win- 
ners at the Canadian Royal and other 
shows and are the type we are trying 
to raise today. 

My father retired in 1932, Since then 
I have been the owner of the herd but 
have had considerable help from my 
sister, Dorothy E. Porter. We try to 
keep our herd at around 300 head and 
We wean around 130 calves per year for 
a high percentage. 

We carried 300 Angus through the 
terrible blizzard March 2-3-4-5 1966, 
which had officially 100 miles per hour 
wind until the wind gauge went out at 
Aberdeen and which dumped 30 inches 
of new snow in this area. When the 
storm abated we thought we had perhaps 
lost our entire herd. However, none of 
our cattle were lost and two new calves 
had been born and were in fine shape. 
However, thousands of livestock were 
lost in this area and many barns had 
been drifted full. Angus are hardy. 

We are now using an Elevate of East- 
field, an Elegance of Mangatoro, a Dor 
Mac 100th, an Ankonian Picador, and 
an Ankonian President bull. They are 
all a credit to the Angus breed. 

I believe it is imperative that to meet 
present day competition, the Angus breed 
must produce cattle that keep coming 
strong after they reach 800 to 900 pounds 
and continue to make fast, economical 
gains for another 200 pounds and not 
falter doing it. I have purchased young 
bulls that failed to continue development 
after about 15 or 18 months. Their 
calves did the same and had to be dis- 
carded. 

I feel the statement that most Angus 
are dead after 18 months and what they 
do after that age doesn’t count has been 
a terrible mistake. I do not want an 1100 
pound, five year old Angus bull in our 
pasture and a 2000 pound bull of another 
breed across the fence. 


JOHNSON BROS. 
Ida Grove, Iowa 


‘THE JOHNSON BROS. herd of Ida 
Grove, Iowa was founded in 1909 by 
Alfred Johnson and his sons John John- 
son and Henry Johnson. The two original 
foundation cows for the Johnson Bros. 
herd were purchased from the H. B. 
Smith purebred herd of Odebolt, Iowa. 


Later, Henry and John purchased addi- 
tional cattle from the herds of C. W. 
Lindgren of Ida Grove; A. F. Miller of 
Kiron, lowa; Escher and Ryan of Harlan, 
Iowa and Harrison and Ryan of Harlan. 

The first great herd bull in the John- 
son Bros. herd was Black Beau E. 2d 
272167, bred by C. W. Lindgren. It was 
this bull that sired many of their best 
cattle and some of his blood is still in 
the herd today. 

The next sire was Eglamour 352745. 
Following him was Erwin Marshall 2d 
377118. He was a son of Earl Marshali 
and out of Erica McHenry 39th. Another 
son of Earl Marshall and out of Black- 
cap McHenry 5lst, Blackcap Rev. was 
the next great sire. 

In 1929, Johnson Bros. purchased 
Revolution 78th 418556 son of Blackcap 
Revolution and out of Imported Miss 
Burgess of Nisbethill from the Lofgren- 
McGregor Stock Farm. He was used 
about five years and later sold back to 
the Lofgren-McGregor Stock Farm. 

Three herd bulls were then purchased 
and they were: Juana’s Revolution 3rd 
of Ada 509349 and Zar 11th of Ada 
509367, both sired by Revolution of Page 
28th. The third bull was Barbara’s Gen- 
eral of Ada 509384 sired by General of 
Ada. Juana’s Revolution 3rd of Ada 
excelled with daughters of Revolution 
78th in producing show and breeding 
cattle. Among the champions he sired 
was the junior champion female, Blue- 
blood Lady 38th of Ida at the Chicago 
International Livestock Show in 1941. 
She was shown by Wilton Farms of 
Davenport, Iowa. She was then pur- 
chased by Cremona Farms. Later, An- 
kony Farms purchased Blueblood Lady 
38th of Ida and she was the foundation 
cow for the Ankony Blueblood Lady 
family. Juana’s Revolution 3rd of Ada 
produced outstanding herd bulls, females, 
and numerous champion baby beeves 
during his 14 years of service, After 
Juana’s Revolution 8rd of Ada’s retire- 
ment, one of his sons, Ebony’s Lad of 
Ida 697418, became the chief for the 
then 40 breeding cows. 

Following Ebony’s Lad of Ida, was 
Prince Lakewood 25th, son of Prince Sun- 
beam 19th. Later, Shadow Isle Prince 
Eric, son of Prince Eric of Sunbeam 
was our herd bull. 

In 1956 Eileenmere 1348th 2027890, 
a son of the great Eileenmere 1100, was 
brought to Johnson Bros. farm and the 
present day herd of 80 Angus cows has 
60 of his daughters. 

The present day sires consist of An- 
konian Blackamoor 2d 3789911 and 
Ankonian 103rd 4040135, both sons of 
Ballot of Belladrum. The present herd 
consists of 80 breeding cows, repre- 
senting families of Blueblood Lady, Bar- 
bara Woodson, McHenry Barbara, Black- 
bird Birdie, Black Jestress, Blackcap 
Bessie, Blackbird Progress, Blackcap 
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Empress, Edella, Eldorene, Erica, Eline, 
Juana Erica, Mignonne, Miss Burgess, 
Mulben Pride and Queen Mother. The 
herd has never been great numerically 
but more emphasis on individual merit 
through the years. 


1910 
JOHN B. BARTEE 
Trenton, Kentucky 


'T HE FOUNDATION cattle for Red- 
land Farms were purchased from J. P. 
Vissering of Godfrey, Illinois in the 
summer of 1910. This original purchase 
included 3 females and 1 bull. The bull 
was bred by Walter H. Helms. His name 
was Blackmoor H. 

Moving these cattle from Illinois to 
my farm was a time-consuming task. 
They were hauled in a cattle wagon 
from Mr. Vissering’s farm’ to Alton, 
Illinois where they were loaded on an 
electric car and hauled to St. Louis. 
Here they were reloaded on a St. Louis 
and Tennessee River Packet Boat and 
shipped via the Mississippi, Ohio and Ten- 
nessee Rivers to Redd’s Landing in Trigg 
County, Kentucky where my farm was 
located. This was near Golden Pond, 
Kentucky. 

Descendants of one of the original 
cows, Piasa Ruby, are among the best 
cows in my herd today. 

My farm land was patented from the 
State of Kentucky by Mr. Phillip Redd, 
from whom I purchased it. My farm 
name, Redland Farm, originated from 
the Redd name and was first spelled 
Reddland, but in registering calves in 
the 1930’s the Angus Association dropped 
one of the d’s and this spelling is now 
used. 

During the 1920’s I sold several cattle 
by private treaty and delivered most 
of them. Transporting cattle in my 
area of Kentucky was difficult in those 
days because there were very few roads. 
I had a wagon with stack racks that 
was used to haul cattle. Many of my 
first customers didn’t have loading 
chutes, so to unload the cattle we would 
remove the rear wheels from the wagon 
and lower it so the cattle could step out. 

In 1931, it became necessary for me 
to raise some money to satisfy my bank- 
er, so I planned my first production 
sale, against the wishes of my banker. 

The sale was a tremendous success 
for those depression days, Five (5) bulls 
sold for from $16 to $100 and 12 females 
averaged $100 each. Before the sale 
started, I offered credit terms, but no 
one wanted it. One buyer paid by check 
and the rest with cash. Most of the 
currency was gold notes. 

In 1940 the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity was constructing a dam on the Ten- 
nessee River near Gilbertsville, Kentucky

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which would form Kentucky Lake. This 
would flood all of my bottom land and 
I was forced to move, The T. V. A. 
purchased my farm lands and I relocated 
in Todd County, Kentucky near Trenton. 

My herd of cattle which numbered 
forty brood cows, along with all the 
farm machinery and personal belongings, 
were trucked to the new location. This 
section of Todd County, Kentucky is 
on the Pennyroyal Plain and is made 
up of red clay soils, so the farm name 
is still appropriate. Most of the people 
now think the farm name originated 
from the red colored soils. 

I have had three production sales 
since 1940, but most of my sales are 
by private treaty. I have always had a 
good bull market with many repeat 
customers. 

Many people have asked me why I 
chose to purchase Angus cattle 58 years 
ago. I always answer by saying that in 
1910, as today, Angus cattle were out- 
selling the other breeds and I thought 
they were the coming breed. 

I have derived much pleasure and 
profit from my years of breeding Angus 
cattle. I am now 81 years old and have 
children, grandchildren and great-grand- 
children who are breeding Angus cattle. 

At present we are using as Senior 
Herd Sire, Caroland Ambassador 10th 
3381517, a son of Ankonian Ambassador 
out of a daughter of Evas Bandolier Lad. 
Both sire and dam of this bull have 
written their share of Angus history. 
We also have a breeding interest in a 
son of Dor Macs Bardoliermere 32d 
2056149. I am proud of the many cattle 
I have sold and the long list of satisfied 
customers we have made through the 
years, John B. Bartee.

and showing the Heatherbrook Angus. 
For three years he has taken cattle on 
the summer show circuit and each year 
his winnings are bigger and better. 

Heatherbrook not only shows the An- 
gus breeding stock but excels at the 
steer shows as well. Their greatest win 
has just been made at the Canadian 
Western Stock Show at Edmonton, AI- 
berta when a Heatherbrook Angus steer 
of 1040 pounds went to Grand champion 
and sold for $2.40 per pound. This is 
Western Canada’s biggest steer show. 

Our present herd consists of about 150 
females, In recent years we hold a pro- 
duction sale each fall in conjunction with 
two other Angus herds. 

Heatherbrook has had some _ good 
herdsmen to help the family with their 
black cattle. Harry Grant started with 
the founder, Tom Henderson, and stayed 
at Heatherbrook over thirty years until 
great-grandson, Doug Henderson, was 
capable of showing the cattle. Harry 
Grant retired in 1965. 

Glen Marshall worked with the pas- 
tures for about twenty-five years. He 
was also a great horseman and helped 
in the breeding of Palomino and Belgian 
horses, 

Among the early purchases of Angus 
cattle back when Heatherbrook was foun- 
ded were Pride of Aberdeen -6418-; 
Jilt 51st -5054-; Princess of Thule 
-5562-; Favorite of Clovernook —5560-; 
Wildwood Beauty -3660-. These cows 
were purchased from W. T. G. McClure, 
Innisfail; Joseph Capron, Blackfields; 
and George G. Nelson of Olds. 

The first bull used was the good Black- 
bird bull, Blackbrito -5055-, which came 
from the famous Heatherton herd of 
J. S. Goodwin. 

Among the females which have helped 
make the Heatherbrook herd what it is, 


are: 


Blackcap Tolan 5th -—28573- born in 
1921. Sire, Eileenmere 4th, dam Blackeap 
McHenry 102nd, bred by J. Garrett Tolan. 
Purchased as a heifer calf by Sam Hen- 
derson was the foundress of the still 
strong family of Blackcaps. 

Black Jestress 7th -29850- born in 
1922, sire, Blackcap Revolution and dam 
Black Jestress 6th, bred by James D. 
McGregor of Brandon, Manitoba, Pur- 
chased by Sam Henderson as a calf. 
This Jestress cow was an exceptional 
producer and was the start of the 
present “Jestress of Heatherbrooks” 
which are in great demand today. 

Barbara McHenry 59th -41294-, sire 
Earl Marshall, dam Barbara McHenry 
34th -—32356-, calved in 1927. Bred by 
Escher and Ryan, Irwin, Iowa. Came 
to Heatherbrook with two full sisters, 
Barbara McHenry the 36th and 39th. 
One of these Barbaras was shown ex- 
tensively to many championships in 
Canada. 

Evening Tinge of Page -61736-, sire 
Revolution of Page 11th and out of 
Evening Tinge (imported cow) born 
1935. Bred by Hartley Stock Farm, Page, 
North Dakota, Purchased by Sam Hen- 
derson in 1940. She is the foundress of 
all the great Evening Tinge cattle in 
Western Canada today. The very latest 
of Evening Tinge achievements was Eve- 
ning Tinge Heatherbrook 10Y, a yearling 
heifer, went to grand champion Angus 
futurity winner and then _ interbreed 
champion of the Canadian Western Stock 
Show the spring of 1968. 

Janessa Erica of Broadleys —106572-, 
sire Stype Jemidar Eric and dam Jan 
Erica of Broadleys. Was imported from 
Scotland in 1950. The Janessa family 
have made great cattle and have brought 
outstanding prices, but Heatherbrook 
would rather keep them than sell them, 
and as a result we have a strong battery

Tolan Blackcap Missie -115515-, sire 
Evas Bandolier Lad, dam Blackcap T. 
Hardwick 5th. Sam purchased her at the 
Garrett Tolan’s 1951 sale for ten thou- 
sand dollars. This cow has certainly 
added quality to our herd. She is the 
dam of the great “81P” bull, which has 
been a credit to the breed. 

These above are a few of our favorite 
female families. 

It was about 1921 that Sam Henderson 
began using sons of the great bull, 
Earl Marshall, These were: LEarlion; 
King Marshall 2nd; Prince Marshall 7th, 
who was a winner in Chicago and many 
times champion in Canada; and Entrail 
Marshall 2nd. 

Eston Elation Quality was purchased 
in the late 30’s from Wayland Hopley 
of Atlantic, Iowa. He carried Earl Mar- 
shall blood in less concentrated form 
and nicked well with many of the cows. 
He sired a more meaty, typy cattle than 
any previous bull. 


In 1950 Sam Henderson purchased 


from J. Garrett Tolan Farms, Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, Bandoliermere 54th and 
Eileenmere 1522nd. Bandoliermere 54th 
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is by Evas Bandolier Lad, a great breed- 
ing bull, that Garrett Tolan secured 
from the Scripps Herd in Michigan. The 
dam of Bandoliermere 54th is by Eileen- 
mere 85th, the International grand cham- 
pion, that Garrett Tolan says, was the 
greatest sire of the breed, living or 
dead. We still have direct daughters of 
Bandoliermere 54th in the herd. 

Eileenmere 1522nd is by Eileenmere 
500th the 1946 International grand cham- 
pion, the senior sire used in the Tolan 
Herd at the time. This bull’s blood still 
runs strong in many of our pedigrees. 

In recent years the bulls who have 
contributed the most to our breeding 
program are Walnut Eileenmere 44th 
and Heatherbrook Eileenmere 81P, Wal- 
nut Eileenmere 44th is sired by Globe 
Hill Eileenmere and out of Jestress Hen- 
derson 58C, imported from the Walnut 
Herd in Iowa, by J. K. Gibson, and 
Heatherbrook has used him since the 
Gibson Dispersal in 1960. He is well 
over a ton of Angus herd sire. Sons 
and grandsons of this great bull are now 
being used to much advantage at 
Heatherbrook. 

Heatherbrook Eileenmere 81P now 
nine years old, and still a great breeder. 
He is by Eileenmere 19L, whose dam 
is Evening Tinge and sire Eileenmere 
1522nd and from Tolan Blackeap Missie 
cow which Sam Henderson bought from 
Illinois in 1951 for $10,000. In pasture 
condition he is well over 2100 pounds 
and has great bone and size and a proud 
head carriage which is inherited by his 
offspring. His daughters have been held 
in abundance in the herd. 

Before 1950 the Heatherbrook herd 
had been shown extensively across Ca- 
nada and into U. S. A. to such places 
as Chicago and San Francisco. Enclosed 
is an old picture of a string of show 
cattle leaving the farm for their trip 
to Chicago. They would be driven three 
miles and then shipped by train. 

Only the last three years have we 
started showing the cattle again with 
much success. Don’s Motto is “If you 
do a job, do it well”. So if his children 
take this to heart, we hope Heatherbrook 
can “Ever Improve”. 
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MADELIA ANGUS FARM 
John M. Snyder 
Madelia, Minnesota 
MADELIA ANGUS FARM, located 


near Madelia, Minnesota, was developed 
by Martin (M. L.) Snyder. The farm 
consists of 480 acres. Much of it is 
devoted to pasture, the remainder pro- 
ducing corn and oats and hay. At present 
the Angus herd consists of about 100 
cows. John, Martin’s son and partner 
since 1953, is manager of the farm. 


As a farm boy on an Iowa farm 
Martin first became interested in Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle about 1910 while 
attending one of the winter short courses 
at Iowa State College at Ames. It was 
there that he heard Professor W. J. 
Kennedy and Uncle John Goslin extol 
and set out the advantages of the Aber- 
deen-Angus as beef cattle over all other 
breeds. He and his father bought a 
start in 1910 from the Rosengift Stock 
Farm at Kelley, Iowa. They were ex- 
cellent cattle, rich in blood of the In- 
ternational Grand Champion, Vala’s 
Rosegay. 

In 1912 Martin bought two cows from 
the Wilkinsons at Mitchellville, Iowa. 
Later he procured more Blue Ribbon 
Blackbirds by Black Oakfield, who was 
a son of the famous breeding bull Black 
Woodlawn, the sire of two International 
grand champions. From time to time he 
added other females, trying them out 
for production, discarding many and re- 
taining mostly families and strains that 
produced good bull calves. 

Martin moved to Minnesota in 1920. 
Met and married his wife Adelia and 
has a family of five. 

In the words of M. L.: “Along in 1920 
and 1921 Milt Tudor and Roy Frank had 
a corner on about all the Elba Ericas in 
this country. They were extremely well 
bred cattle. So when I had a chance a 
little later I bought all of the Frank 
Elbas. The older cows were of the 
Tudor breeding and the younger cows 
were sired by the famous bull, Estonian. 

“As for bulls, we used first sons of 
Vala’s Rosegay, then sons of Black Oak- 
field. And then on the record made by 
Earl Marshall who had six International 
grand champions we started to concen- 
trate that breeding. The four sons of 
Earl Marshall that we used were 
Eolian’s Marshall, winner of second 
prize in class at the Iowa State Fair as 
a yearling where he defeated Bar Mar- 
shall who was later made International 
grand champion bull at Chicago. Bobby 
Marshall was a son of Barbara McHenry 
42d, a daughter of Earl Marshall, so he 
was a double bred Earl Marshail. Next 
was Blackcap Marshall 10th out of a 
granddaughter of the International 
grand champion Blackcap Revolution, 
making him line bred also, 

“Other bulls used were Escort of 
Mapel River, a son of Black Marshall 2, 
the Rowles show bull, and out of Eri- 
anna 3, the foundation cow of the great 
string of Eriannas. For about six years 
we used the bull, Eric H. 4, the old 
Escher & Dalgety herd bull. He sired 
some wonderful cattle. 

“In 1928 I bought a Congdon & Bat- 
tles bred bull by Killmere 3 of Kemp 
breeding and from an intensely bred 
Black Woodlawn dam. This bull sired 
the dams of some of the best cattle I 
raised during this time. In 1934, we pur-

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chased Earl Eric Revolution 2 who at 
ten months was the top bull in the 
Strathmore auction. He was a son of 
Revolution 81 by Blackcap Revolution 
and from the famous show cow Erica 
Marie 9, undefeated two year old at all 
the leading shows of 1931, she being a 
line bred Earl Marshall cow.” 

These cattle, the Elba dams and the 
Marshall bulls formed the foundation of 
the Snyder herd. Replacements have 
been made largely from the herd result- 
ing in one of the purest Elba Marshall 
line herds in the country. To maintain 
the herd we have used some of our own 
bulls, some outcross bulls which we 
thought would do well with our cows. 
Elban Revolution produced some of the 
top heifers in the midwest. Boland of 
Valley Mound was grand champion at 
Minnesota. Bar Lad 15 of Ida was 
grand champion at the Sioux City Tri 
State Sale. Madelia bred Elbar Revolu- 
tion sired many champions at the Minne- 
sota sale. Ericas Prince Charming, 
grand champion at Iowa, sired the dam 
of Highland Marshall, 

Escort Marshall 200 sired the dam of 
Elba Madelia 20 of Gauger Bros. fame 
and a few of our top breeding cows. 
Elbar of Madelia 19, a ton plus bull, was 
the sire of many of our present top cows. 
Bardoliermere 905 was grand champion 
at South Dakota. 

Our most recent sires have been Key- 
lun of S. L., our present senior herd 
sire. He is a grandson of Elbar of 
Madelia 20 and Key Bardolier. Madelia 
Mr. Marshall is junior herd sire; a Mar- 
shall bred bull we are using on daugh- 
ters of Keylun of S. L. Marshall of 
MAR 23, a son of Highland Marshall is 
also being used. 

The Snyder cattle are raised under 
average farm conditions, without pro- 
fessional fitting. We believe in healthy, 
productive cattle. The herd has produced 
seven grand champions and as many 
carcass champions at the Minnesota 
Junior Steer show; in addition many 
class winners at this show. Steers have 
placed well at Chicago and other mid- 
west shows, A large percentage of car- 
load lot winners at Chicago have carried 
our breeding. Heifers have been sold 
into many areas of the country. Bulls 
have been consistent in improving the 
herds in which they are used. Present 
plans include an increase of the cow 
herd to about 120 head. 

Mr. and Mrs. M. L. Snyder are still 
interested in Angus cattle and have 
many friends among Angus breeders. 
John and Madi Snyder and family, Dan- 
iel and Sarah, plan a future at the Ma- 
delia Angus Farm. During 1967, John 
acted as president for the newly formed 
South Central Minnesota Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association and thinks that it is 
important for Angus breeders to work 
together. 
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SIMPSON ANGUS RANCH 
R. L. Simpson, Jr. 
Eufaula, Oklahoma 


ANGUS BECAME a familiar word to 
members of the Simpson family in 
Eufaula, Oklahoma, 58 years ago. In 
1910 J. C. Simpson and his eldest son, 
Francis, traveled to Fort Worth’s fat 
stock show, visited the stock yard:, and 
returned with a carload of 100 cows and 
four bulls, the first registered Angus to 
be brought into Oklahoma. And today 
the Simpson-Angus tradition continues 
in the herd of R. L. Simpson, Jr., Eufaula 
bank president and nephew of the late 
cattleman, 

Francis Simpson, now a resident of 
Antlers, Oklahoma, recalls that his father 
actually started with a herd of Angus 
grade steers. Then in 1907—the year 
Oklahoma became a_ state—the herd, 
the first to be shipped from Eufaula, was 
sent to St. Louis. The steers topped the 
market there and with the resulting 
profits the Simpsons were able to buy a 
registered herd three years later. 

“While we were in Fort Worth,” Simp- 
son, then a lad of 11, remembers, “we 
looked over some Angus belonging to 
G. O. Creswell, an Odessa, Texas, rancher. 
West Texas was having a bad drought 
then and many cattlemen were trying to 
cut their herds, 

“Creswell’s initial price was $120 for 
the cows and $250 for the bulls. Dad 
thought that was too high, but he re- 
marked that if Creswell would come 
down to $100 and $200 respectively, he 
would buy them. Although neither of 
us expected it, the price did drop and 
we had our first herd of registered An- 
gus.” 

There was no pasture for the cattle 
when they arrived in Eufaula, so the 
herd was kept in a feed lot for about 
four months while grazing land was 
readied. 

First the cattlemen fenced in a pas- 
ture located about one mile west of 
Vivian and put in grade cows to rid it 
of fever ticks. Then when the pasture 
was ready, the cattle were moved in, 
and J. C. Simpson, a young man of 33, 
began developing his registered Angus 
herd. 

In 1916 the Eufaula breeder decided 
to begin making the show circuit. For 
the next five years the Simpsons were 
to bring their animals to state fairs in 
approximately 14 southern and eastern 
states and to the fat stock shows in 
Oklahoma City, Fort Worth and Denver. 
In addition, the show herd traveled to 
Chicago’s international show three times. 

“We won our share of blue ribbons 
everywhere we went,” Francis Simpson 


added. “Those people in Chicago just 
couldn’t believe that Angus were coming 
up from Oklahoma and winning!” 

Two distinct qualities are readily 
apparent in both Simpson herds—past 
and present. 

Both uncle and nephew, who are na- 
tives of McIntosh county, have helped 
other ranchers get a start in the Angus 
business and both have demonstrated a 
penchant toward well-bred herd sires as 
the nucleus for an outstanding herd. 

In 1911 J. C. Simpson sold L. R. Ker- 
shaw his first registered Angus. And in 
1918 he sold Judge S. C. Fullerton a 
senior yearling bull and two 2-year-old 
heifers for a start. 

The younger Simpson, who also bought 
his first animal, McHenry Black Cap, a 
13-year-old with calf, from his uncle in 
1937, has helped several men begin rais- 
ing Angus. Among these ranchers are 
R. J, and Russell Koch, Checotah, Okla- 
homa, and E. C. Roland of Muldrow, 
Oklahoma. These cattlemen are still 
breeders today. 

Perhaps J. C. Simpson reached a 
pinnacle in Angus history about 1919 
when he bought his first high-priced bull 
from his friend, L. R. Kershaw. The 
bull was Plowman, undefeated in the 
show ring for three consecutive years. 
The price paid was $40,000. 

In the spring of 1938 Robert Simpson 
fitted and sold the heifer calf he had 
purchased from his uncle at the state 
association sale in Oklahoma City. Later 
he bought two cows with calves and six 
yearling heifers. His uncle continued to 
help him develop his herd with his bulls 
until 1941 when Simpson bought his first 
bull, Son of Revermere of Wheatland 17, 
from Jim Hollinger in Chapman, Kansas. 
In 1946 the rancher added General 11 of 
Sunbeam from the farms of Sam Fuller- 
ton, Jr., and later brought Dor Macs 
Bardoliermere 98, a half brother to four 
international grand champions, and 
Eileenmere 939, the son of international 
grand champion Eileenmere 500 into the 
herd. The present sires in his herd of 
100 brood cows are Elevate of Meadow 
Lane, a son of Elevate of Eastfield, and 
Moles Hill Maximilian 484, a son of Dor 
Macs Bardoliermere 60, 

After the crash in 1921 J. C. Simpson 
dispersed his herd at public auction in 
Muskogee, Oklahoma. However, he re- 
tained 14 of his oldest cows and one bull. 
Plowman was traded back to Kershaw for 
an additional 10 cows. But Simpson and 
his three sons continued to develop their 
herd using Even Marshall K as main 
herd sire until 1944 when the entire herd, 
consisting of about 25 head, was sold to 
his nephew. Today approximately six of 
Simpson’s cows can be traced back to 
those original Angus. The present 500- 
acre Simpson and Sons Angus Ranch, 
formerly known as Cashmere Farms, is 
located near Checotah, Oklahoma, The 
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first ranch in Eufaula was purchased in 
1958 by the Corps of Engineers and is 
now beneath the waters of Lake Eufaula. 

“T first became interested in cattle 
because of my Uncle John,” Simpson ex- 
plained. “He taught me much of what I 
know about Angus raising. 

“T’ve never let my enthusiasm for 
ranching sway me from making it a prof- 
itable business,” he emphasized. “Ranch- 
ing isn’t just a hobby with me. My cattle 
pay their own way.” 

Recently another generation of Simp- 
sons has stepped into the picture. In 1966 
Robert Simpson Wood, the great-grand- 
son of J. C. Simpson, bought a steer 
from Robert Simpson, Jr. And this year 
that steer was named champion at the 
county show in Antlers. It was a fitting 
tribute to this Angus-raising family!

“My name is Peter W. Bieber, Wau- 
kon, Iowa. My father raised Angus cattle 
as long ago as I can remember. I was 
born in 1906. Some of the first bulis he 
used came from Hirth and Gang, they 
were in the Angus business about twenty 
miles north of here. 

“On November 14, 1919 my father, 
Peter Bieber, bought two bulls from 
Howard H. Ferrell, Knight of LaVern 
278882 by Rubin Jim and out of Viola 
Lill and Duke of LaVern 278885 by 
Rubin Jim and out of Trixie of Viola 
2nd; and one bull from Hodgson Bros., 
Pleasant Lake Burt 279673 by Even Lad 
K 2d and out of Pleasant Lake Belle. 
On March 16, 1920 my father bought 
four females at Knoxville, Iowa from the 
Ray C, Cline Sale. They were Twin Elm 
Blackbird; Twin Elm Blackbird 2nd; 
Blackbird Daisy Girl and Blackbird Nell 
C. 2nd. We built a herd around these 
cattle, but none of that blood remains 
in the herd at this date. 

“My father died in 1923. That fall I 
went back to the Nichol’s Livestock 
Company, Cresco, Iowa where father 
bought the above named bulls and I 
bought a new bull. I do not have his 
name and number available. In 1928 I 
bought a bull from Fred Hartnell at 
Staceyville. My next bull came from the 
Viewlawn Herd at Mabel, Minnesota. Mr. 
Roy Miller was owner and operator at 
that time, 

“On December 8, 1939 I went to De- 
Witt, Iowa and bought a new bull and 
a cow at the Garrity Brothers sale. From 
that cow and bull my present herd de- 
veloped. The bull Eques of Ballindalloch 
2nd sired by Black Knight of F. B. He 
was a big bull, strong boned and well 
put together. The cow, Ellma 9th of 
Rockfield 3rd was a big, rugged cow. 
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This cow left a lot of size in our herd. 

“In 1944 I got the bull Bandolier Pride 
760750, he was a good bull too. I also 
added a few more cows that year to bring 
new blood into the herd. A Pride of 
Aberdeen and an Eline Erica, 

“In 1948 I got a bull from H. P. Wilk- 
inson, Mitchellville, Iowa, Elmland Black- 
cap 165th. 

“My wife and I have four sons, Peter 
W. Jr., Richard G., Willard L. and James 
H. We also have four grandchildren, 
Susan, Daniel, Thomas and Judith. Dan 
and Tom are big enough to carry a note 
book in their pocket to keep track of 
the new calves, 

“At this date our herd numbers 147 
head of cows to calve in 1968, 30 heifers 
to breed. We just bought a young bull 
from the Ankony Sale, Highmore, South 
Dakota. He is Ankonian President 311. 
We also bought a young bull, Winton 
71 of K. A. F. at the Irvin E. Kemp sale 
on November 14, 1966. 

“We have two sons of Ankonian Peer- 
less, Peerless E. R. 4652219 and Peerless 
34th 4239599. We had Peerless 36 but 
lost him due to the fact he broke his 
leg but we did get some real good calves 
from him. 

“This is the first year since 1960 that 
we did not use one or more grandsons 
of O. Bardoliermere 2nd. 

“T am sorry I can not give an exact 
date when this herd was started.” Peter 
W. Bieber. (Editor’s Note: We dated 
this herd 1911 feeling sure Mr. Bieber 
would remember the Black cattle at age 
5 and the herd probably older than this.)

“We HAVE a commercial herd and 
in 1906 my father, John C. Simonton, 
subscribed to the Breeder’s Gazette. On 
the cover page of an early issue there 
was a picture of an Angus cow and bull. 
Father looked at it and declared that 
those cattle were what he was going to 
raise. 

“However, at that time there were 
very few herds of Angus in the country 
and there were none in our part of the 
country. 

“In the year 1911 two boys from Iowa 
bought a ranch about thirty-five miles 
from our place and when they shipped 
out to the ranch they brought 22 head 
of three year old bred Angus heifers 
with them. 

“When the Carter Brothers landed in 
a Hereford locality they saw they were 
headed for trouble if they kept their 
Angus so they decided to sell them. Father 
heard about them and rode a horse up 
to the Carter ranch and made a deal 
for the 22 heifers. He paid $100 down on 


the deal and told the boys that he would 
come home, load up his entire herd and 
ship them to Omaha, Then he would 
come back and pay the balance on the 
heifers and drive them home. 

“He loaded up two carloads that he 
had on hand and shipped them to Omaha. 
The first thing that happened to the 
train he was on was it got stuck on 
a steep grade near Dunning, Nebraska 
and had to wait until an engine came 
from Seneca, Nebraska to push them 
over the grade. This was a delay of four 
hours. 

“Then a car of cattle caught fire and 
made another delay. It took twenty-four 
hours to get to Omaha and was almost 
two and a half days before the cattle 
were sold and when they did sell they 
didn’t bring enough money to pay for 
the 22 head he had contracted to buy. 

“He rode the old horse back to the 
Carter ranch and told the boys that he 
could not pay for the cattle and they 
would just have to keep his $100 and 
the deal would end. 

“However, he told the boys he had 
some corn to sell and if they could wait 
until he could sell the corn he would 
still take them. The Carter boys bought 
the corn right on the spot for thirty-five 
cents a bushel and the deal was closed, 
and father drove the bunch home and got 
them here on October 22, 1911. 

“They all had calves the next spring 
and in the fall of 1912 a man came by 
from Iowa and wanted to buy the calves. 
Father asked what he was paying per 
head. He was buying calves from Here- 
ford breeders at $30, so father said he 
thought his Angus were worth $40 per 
head. The man said he would give him 
$40 per head so the deal was closed. 

“The next deal was to get hold of an 
Angus bull. There were none near us so 
father went to a sale at York, Nebraska 
but found nothing he could use. There 
was a man there who told him he had 
a good Angus bull he would sell so father 
bought him and the man shipped him by 
rail to our station at Halsey, Nebraska. 

“He sure was quite a bull and the 
first calf from him was as red as a beet, 
and the next one red with white face, 
so father said ‘that’s enough of that 
fellow’, and shipped him to Omaha. 

“A short time later two brothers came 
into the country and brought a good 
Angus bull. They sold him to father and 
he did a good job as far as breeding 
the herd but if I saw one like him today 
I would consider him trash. 

“For the first ten to twelve years we 
had a hard time getting bulls. I remem- 
ber the third bull we got came from 
Harrison and Harrison of Indianola, Ne- 
braska. He was a registered bull and in 
those days was very good. We used 
several bulls from Wm. Williams of 
Clarks, Nebraska and in later years 
when they were holding sales at Colum-

and buy from various breeders. I also 
went over in Iowa and purchased a Prize- 
mere bull from Otto Battles and he was 
a very good bull. 

“In the past fifty-seven years we have 
had all registered bulls except two, so 
our herd would be classed as a purebred 
commercial herd. One of the bulls in 
service is Wintonier of Val Mar 576th, 
purchased from Otto Frank of Manilla, 
Iowa; another is Sunnyview Bardolier- 
mere 295th from Albert R. Peterson of 
Holdredge, Nebraska.: 

“When J. C. Simonton, founder of this 
herd in 1911, passed away in 1938 his 
son L. L. Simonton took over and at 
present time his son, Don, is herd man- 
ager.” 
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HOMER C. GOFF FARMS 
Crawfordsville, Indiana 


IT WAS FORTUNATE for me that 
my father, A. S. Goff, was interested 
in livestock and became interested in 
better livestock. 

A. S. Goff, known’ as Stillman, and 
his wife Anna started as tenants. They 
first bought 24 acres of a small 55 acre 
farm, then later bought the remainder 
of it. All this was, of course, before 
my memory but I do remember the third 
piece of property which my parents pur- 
chased. It was mostly in brush which 
had to be cleared away before the land 
was usable and my main job was to 
burn the brush. A few years later it 
fell my responsibility to ditch by hand 
the wet spots. Other pieces of land were 
added as time went on. 

Before starting with registered Angus, 
we bought feeder calves and hogs, milked 
some dual purpose cows, raised the 
calves for feeders, made butter and fed 
the surplus milk to hogs and chickens. 

In 1911, father bought a group of 
Angus heifers for a commercial herd 
since we had added another 130 acres 
of land and could have more pasture. 
Also, he bought an Angus bull. These 
proved to be a good investment because 
they were good quality cattle, We con- 
tinued with some of the milk cows too. 

I guess we liked the grade Angus and 
the bull well enough, but like many 
other livestock men we began to want 
something a little better. Lucky for us 
about this time Mr. A. M. Swearingen 
who had a small Angus herd on a rented 
farm, bought a farm and decided to 
sell the Angus herd so that he could 
have the cash to apply on the farm. 
We, my father and I, decided to attend 
the sale which was about fourteen miles 
from home. The day came and what a 
day—a real February blizzard—very 
cold and drifting snow! We drove horse 
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and buggy to Crawfordsville. The sale 
clerk was a real estate and insurance 
agent with a Model “T” Ford, which 
he had one of his men use to “haul” 
people to the sale from “town”. 

I don’t remember the auctioneer, but 
Col. M. A. Judy had something to do 
with the advertising and management 
of the sale. Some “tops” sold for $400.00 
and over. My father was doing our 
bidding for, you see, I had no money! 
We came away from the sale the proud 
owners of a young bull, and two regis- 
tered cows with male calves, which we 
had no trouble selling for bulls. The 
cows were of the “Nevie Lala” family 
and were very good cows with plenty 
of size. We were very proud of them 
and showed ther off to almost all of 
our visitors. We were especially proud 
of the bull calves. 


These, of course, were not enough 
registered cattle and we needed a regis- 
tered bull. During the following spring 
my father made a trip to another Angus 
farm, Mr. A. D. Peebles, and purchased 
a bull and a Miss Watson cow. I think 
that I had better tell you how we brought 
these two cattle home. This was before 
“trucking” days and our “hog rack” was 
off the wagon, so father said we would 
drive them home. The bull was very 
well broken to lead but hadn’t often 
been out of the barn and the cow was 
heavy in calf. We tied the bull behind 
the buggy two ways so he wouldn’t try 
to go around, but sometimes he did 
slide the buggy sideways. (Nice bull). 
One of us drove the horse and buggy 
and the other followed and drove the 
cow, she followed the bull; we had 
eighteen miles to go. The cow, the horse, 
Father and I made it alright. The bull 
got home! but the next day his feet 
were so sore that he didn’t want to walk. 
The hoofs were worn to the tender part. 


I wrote to the Angus Association for 
extended pedigrees on these cows and I 
found that there was some very good 
breeding listed. In later years, however, 
as certain families were promoted these 
were considered common breeding be- 
cause of their family names. 


In March 1916 we purchased a better 
bull, Erica Lad K 188612, a half brother 
to Hilldale Pride who was grand cham- 
pion at Chicago in 1916 and 1917. Our 
bull and the cow were sired by Equity 
Boy and the bull was bred by J. W. 
Wheatley of Kempton, Indiana. We later 
used another son of Equity Boy bred 
by Arthur S. Cecil and Sons, Muncie, 
Indiana. He was Dinahs Boy 261100. 
I had this bull shipped to us by freight. 
When we opened the boxcar he was the 
most scared animal I ever saw. He tried 
to fight us all of the way home. After 
we put him with other cattle he settled 
down, but he always had his eye on us 
even though he never caused any trouble. 


Just before the above mentioned bull, 
in 1918, we purchased a few cows, Pride 
of Aberdeen and Queen Mother out of 
the dispersion sale of Dr. W. A. Hen- 
thorn. These cows were bred by William 
A. Phares of Tipton, Indiana. The Pride 
of Aberdeen cattle that I have at the 
present time are descendants of these 
cows, Pride of Meadow Lawn 67 201302 
by Lad of Meadow Lawn. The top heif- 
ers of this cow were retained in the 
herd. Old Pride and her daughters and 
descendants have produced several hun- 
dred bulls, heifers and steers, I suppose 
about half of our herd now are from 
this family. We bought some other cows 
near this time which brought our herd 
to sufficient numbers that we could 
dispose of all of the grade Angus and 
had an all registered Angus herd. 


We continued to use Dinahs Boy as 
our main herd bull until 1922. In October 
1921 we purchased the best bull we had 
ever owned from the H. A. Thompson 
sale, Cortland, Indiana. This bull, Black- 
cap Lad T 319444 by Broadus Norwood 
3 164977 and dam Brookside Blackcap 
2 171772, bred by A. S. Cecil and Sons, 
had a very good show record. I have 
Mr. Thompson’s letter stating that he 
headed the calf herd that was futurity 
winner at Indiana; second open class 
at Indiana, Ohio, and Kentucky State 
fairs; second and third in senior bull 
class. I saw this bull, in calf herd, win 
the futurity class. I thought at that 
time that I would certainly like to own 
him. Little did I think that one year 
later we would be so fortunate as to 
own him. He was top animal in the sale 
but was a good buy and we used him 
several years. 


After this bull, we were disappointed 
in the next two or three herd bulls. They 
were well bred but either didn’t develop 
or produce as we thought they would. 
A breeder can surely feel sorry for 
himself and get rather disgusted when 
this happens. 


During the 1920 period I had a part 
in forming the Crawfordsville District 
Angus Association and acted as Sec.- 
Treas. of our organization. The purpose 
of the organization was to promote An- 
gus. Mr. Charles McClamrock was elected 
president, and, I believe, was also the 
first president of the Indiana Angus 
Association. Our group did a great deal 
of work in promoting the Angus shows 
at our local fairs as well as helping 
4-H members to get suitable calves for 
their projects. I remember taking my 
1920 Model T Ford and McClamrock to 
look for calves for 4-Hers. Angus calves 
were few and far between in those days. 
We had to cover many miles and country 
roads to find a few calves, The asso- 
ciation was enough of a success that I 
was asked by the senior Mr. Hahne to 
write an article about it for the Angus

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Journal, which I did with pleasure. It 
was published in our breed paper. 

Everything went well until the dark 
days of the depression when breeders 
lost interest even though most of them 
kept their herds. It was hard enough 
to sell fat stock in the market and almost 
impossible to sell breeding stock. 

This area was later organized and 
named West Central Indiana Angus As- 
sociation, which is truly a_ successful 
Angus organization. 

About 1916 we took membership in 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation in the name of A. S. Goff and 
Sons. All cattle were transferred to this 
membership name. My brother, L. E. 
Goff, was now with us in this partner- 
ship. In 1924 the herd and farm oper- 
ation was divided. My father and brother 
continued with purebred commercial herds 
during their lifetime, while I continued 
with a registered herd under the name of 
Homer C. Goff Farms. 

In 1916 I was married to Ethel 
Grenard, who was from a livestock fam- 
ily. She has been a good partner in the 
Angus business, and knows the “good 
ones” when she sees them. We have 
two daughters, Kathryn Coffing and 
Rosalind Clark. They were both active 
in 4-H and did well with their calves; 
Rosalind had champion Angus steer at 
our County fair. Her husband, Jean 
Clark, is now a partner with me on the 
farm where we also have registered hogs 
and a certified seed business. The Coff- 
ings have a purebred commercial Angus 
herd, The grandchildren have been active 
in 4-H work. One of these grandsons, 
Kenn Clark, has had several champion 
steers and heifers in our local fair and 
reserve grand champion steer as well 
as some first place animals in the County 
show. 


We have added a few foundation fe- 
males of other family lines, including: 
Blackbirds, Queen Mother, Erica, Mc- 
Henry Blackcap, etc. We have tried to 
get good herd bulls: a Blackcap Revo- 
lution bred bull, several Eileenmere 
breeding, one Bandolier, and our last 
bull bought, Eileenmere 2337th, a son 
of Eileenmere 1100th, with very good 
breeding on dam’s side. This bull should 
move us forward with some good off- 
spring. He was purchased from John 
Tolan, Pleasant Plains, Illinois. We now 
have a herd of about 90 head on our 
455 acre farm. 


I have worked many years with 4-H 
boys and girls, as a local leader, as well 
as serving 22 years as a director of the 
Montgomery County Boys and Girls 4-H 
Corp., 15 years of which I served as 
its president through our building pro- 
gram. Because of my interest in young 
people I was honored by our local FFA 
Chapter. 


With all of the other things in a busy 


life, working with Angus cattle and 4-H 
boys and girls has been very rewarding. 


1911 
GLENMERE FARMS LTD. 
R. V. McCullough 
Clive, Alberta, Canada 


JAMES GRANT McCULLOUGH, born 
in Iowa, U. S. A., emigrated in 1909 
from California to Alberta, Canada. 
Land and livestock in California were 
traded for land and livestock at Black- 
falds, Alberta. Among the cattle ac- 
quired was the Aberdeen-Angus herd 
sire, Black Cone. By 1911, emphasis was 
being placed on keeping mostly black 
Angus cows. 

In the spring of 1912, nine head of 
registered Angus females and one bull 
calf were purchased. All of these fe- 
males were of the Annie of Kinochtry 
family. They were large, smooth cows, 
with considerable quality. The most 
prominent cow of this group proved to 
be Alberta Drusilla, a daughter of 
Looking Glass Druscilla, and sired by 
Blackfalds Leader No. 2810. This cow, 
weighing between 1700 and 1800 Ibs. 
could be a highly prized cow in any herd 
today. 

It was soon recognized that Black 
Cone was not a breed improver, and a 
new herd sire was purchased from J. D. 
McGregor of Brandon, Manitoba. This 
bull, Glencarnock Guard, sired by the 
2400 lb, Evreux of Harviestoun (imp) 
and out of Trilby 4th, proved to be a 
sound investment. As a mature bull in 
breeding condition, he weighed almost 
2100 lbs. His progeny was well re- 
ceived. 

Ronald V. McCullough, the present 
operator of Glenmere and Glencarnock 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is the second son 
of J. G. McCullough. He acquired his 
first registered Angus cow in 1914 when 
he was only 14 years old. From the time 
of arrival from California in March 
1910, Ronald spent as much time as pos- 
sible around the black calves — attracted 
by their bright eyes and stylish, attrac- 
tive heads, Unbeknown to his father, 
Ronald made a deal with Robert Holten, 
who had a brush cutting contract with 
his father, to go with him to an auction 
sale, which included two registered 
Angus cows. In the deal, Ronald was to 
give Mr. Holten his two 2-year old grade 
Angus heifers at $100 to apply on the 
purchase of one of these cows. Any dif- 
ference was to be raised later. 

Lady Belle 4th, due to calf in ten 
days, was purchased for $117.50, 

The next day Ronald and younger 
brother Hugh, set out astride well 
trained saddle horses with a halter and 
lariat rope to bring Lady Belle home. 
The first inkling the father had of the 
deal was when the cow was led into the 


yard after a gruelling halter breaking 
episode. She had never had a rope on 
her before this day. 

Ronald’s pride of possession was some- 
what dampened by his father’s expres- 
sion when he looked at the cow which 
had a bob tail and very little left of 
her ears. However, when not a word of 
reprimand was forthcoming, Ronald’s 
satisfaction was somewhat restored. 

A bull calf from Lady Belle two weeks 
later, which sold in 1915 for $155, fol- 
lowed by a heifer calf, and then two bull 
calves in succession, sired by Glencar- 
nock Guard — selling price $300 each — 
and Ronald was in the Angus business. 

To follow up Glencarnock Guard, over- 
tures were made in 1917 to Glencarnock 
for a new herd sire. Failing to make a 
deal with McGregor’s, we turned our at- 
tention to the herd of James Bowman, of 
Guelph, Ontario. It was decided that 
Ronald would meet Mr. Bowman at the 
Calgary Summer Fair, and endeavor to 
select one of his bulls, His father would 
go to Edmonton Fair the following week, 
and make the final deal. Mr. Bowman 
gave us his best advice, and the selection 
of Elm Park Rambler substantiated the 
wisdom of this advice. 

In October 1918, the father decided to 
disperse the herd when Ronald went 
back to school. The farm at Blackfalds 
was sold and the dispersal was held in 
December. Ronald was home from 
school to be with the cows through the 
sale. His job was to be in the barn to 
tell people about the cows, Charles EI- 
lett, one of the earliest Angus breeders 
in Alberta, whispered to Ronald, “Which 
is your best cow?” Without hesitation, 
Alberta Drusilla was proudly pointed 
out. Mr. Ellett purchased this cow with 
baby heifer calf at $625 — the top price 
of the sale. Breeding operations re- 
sumed the following spring at Rimbey, 
Alberta. 

In 1928 Ronald visited the Ellett herd 
to secure a descendant of Alberta Dru- 
silla and sired by Favorite Mac of Aber- 
lour, a prominent breeding son of the 
famous Middlebrook Prince 38rd. The 
impression Alberta Drusilla had made on 
Ronald would never be lost, as he was 
able to recognize her granddaughters in 
the herd without any assistance, In a 
recent Cross Country Sale, a descendant 
of this cow sold at a high price for an 
old cow. 

A granddaughter of Drusilla, Prissie 
of Sandy Lake was purchased along 
with Matilda of Sandy Lake 4th and 
Cassie of Candy Lake 2d — all from 
the Ellett herd, Descendants of the last 
named cow are among the most favored 
of the larger cows in Alberta today. 
Bulls tracing to Matilda have estab- 
lished enviable records in Alberta. 

Birdie 3rd of Willow Park and Birdie 
11th of Willow Park, descendants of the 
famous Blackbird of Glencarnock 5th 
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were added to the herd in 1939, as were 
Karama of Willow Park 2d, 3d, and 4th. 

Succeeding herd sires included: 

Buxom Junior -26266- came via 
George A. Graham, Bentley, Alberta, 
who acquired him from Pat Donohoe, 
Holbrook, Iowa. He sired his last crop 
of calves at 15 years of age, and weighed 
2135 lbs. when shipped to the market as 
he neared 16 years of age. 

Karman -—48253— was purchased from 
W. Craigie, Lacombe, Alberta. He was 
a son of Jacques by Earlion by Earl 
Marshall. His dam was Karama of 
Willow Park 2d by Pride 2d of Page. 

Ronald McCullough took over the herd 
when his father retired in 1940. For 
some years the cattle were operated in 
share herds during which time Ronald 
was a School Superintendent for the 
province of Alberta. However, a small 
select herd was always kept at the home 
farm. During this time Karman and 
Glenelg Prince 23d, a grandson of Mid- 
dlebrook Prince 33d were the main herd 
sires, 

In 1960 Ronald Grant, a son of Ron- 
ald McCullough, after completing de- 
grees in Agriculture and Business Ad- 
ministration, joined the operation. In 
1962, ’63, ’64, purchases were made in 
Scotland, which included the present 
sires: Edric of Thorn, a son of Jewvil 
Eric of Manorhill, Ashley Precept, a son 
of Newhouse Jewror Eric, and a total of 
seven females of Dalmeny, Newhouse 
and Harviestoun breeding. From Juno 
Erica 7th of Dalmeny and Edric of 
Thorn has come the present junior herd 
sire, Glencarnock June Eric. 

At one time in the late 50’s, the Glen- 
mere herd numbered over 400 head, and 
Glenmere registered in one year more 
than any other herd in Canada. 

The present herd numbers 100 breed- 
ing females including 17 females of 
straight Scotch breeding. 


1911 
B. L. ROCHELLE & SON 
Jackson, 'Tennessee 


B. L. ROCHELLE was born October 11, 
1883 on a farm near Medon, Tennessee. 
In 1905 he purchased a farm of 123 acres 
on the Illinois Central Rail Road, Medon 
Community, mailing address, Jackson. 
Here he grew, what he termed, common 
cattle until 1911. 

In February, 1911, his uncle, W. H. 
Rochelle, attended the horticulture meet- 
ing in’ Nashville, Tennessee, and while 
there was to visit the Angus herd and 
look at a registered bull, He visited sev- 
eral herds and recommended the bull Lord 
Clarendon, which was purchased and a 
few weeks later a neighbor, a Mr. Cald- 
well, who had been to Michigan City to 
buy a cow with a bull calf and a heifer 
from J, M. Aldrich said Mr. Aldrich had

some grade Angus heifers to sell at five 
cents a pound. These heifers were three/ 
quarter to thirty-one thirty-seconds pure- 
bred Angus. 

Mr. Rochelle contacted Mr, Aldrich by 
mail and phone and purchased six grade 
heifers and one registered heifer. There 
were two letters from Mr. Aldrich that 
were interesting and I felt should be in- 
cluded in this story on the Rochelle herd, 
The first letter read as follows: “ The 
federal quarantine line has been moved 
south of me so that now my cattle are 
free to be shipped anywhere and I can 
ship at any time. Please let me know at 
once how many you want and when you 
want them shipped. Is Mr. Caldwell going 
to want his shipped with yours? Kindly 
let me know at once whether you want 
the heifer that I priced to you at $60.00 
as I have an offer of $75.00 but felt 
that I had given you an option on her 
until I heard from you. With best wishes 
I am, Very truly,” J. M. Aldrich. This 
letter was postmarked March 16, 1911 
at 8 P. M, 

The following letter was postmarked 
11 A. M., March 17, 1911. The letter was 
typed, as was the first one. Penned at 
the top and signed by Mr. Aldrich was 
“You need not send check until I send 
weights”. The letter was as follows: 
“T am just in receipt of your letter and 
am enclosing your registration papers for 
enclosing your registration papers for 
the heifer. I would much prefer that you 
were here when the cattle are weighed, 
but in the event that you are not I will 
have them weighed in the presence of 
the Mayor of our town, not that I think 
you would think that I would beat you in 
the weights, but it would be more sat- 
isfactory to have witnesses. 

“If I can get a car I will ship the 
cattle from here Monday morning, in 
that way they ought to reach Medon 
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about 12 o’clock; if I shipped them from 
LaGrange there would be quite a drive 
and cattle would probably lay over in 
Grand Junction for twelve hours and 
then shipped on the local, from here they 
will go on a through freight and only 
be on the road about three hours. The 
grade heifers will all be high grades 
nothing less than three-quarters, Thank- 
ing you I am with best wishes, Very 
truly”, J. M. Aldrich. 


The bull, Lord Clarendon, was pur- 
chased earlier that year from Burkitt 
Farm, established 1886, Antioch, Tennes- 
see. The owner was C, G. Burkitt, his 
address 1905 West Second Avenue, Nash- 
ville. His letter postmarked February 8, 
1911 contained the express receipt and 
transfer, and read as follows: “The bull 
Lord Clarendon, was delivered today at 
eleven, but I understand no express leaves 
for Jackson till 11:30 tonight. Enclosed 
find express receipt and transfer of the 
bull to you. We trust he will reach you 
safely and we will be pleased to serve 
you in any way we can hereafter, Please 
thank Mr. W. H. Rochelle for me for his 
preference of our stock. Bull will reach 
you by Southern Express about 10 A. M. 
Wednesday, Very truly yours,” C. G. 
Burkitt. 


In 1935 A, D. Bradshaw delivered five 
heifers. One of these was a mighty good 
cow according to Mr. Rochelle. She raised 
fifteen calves before he sold her. She 
was the dam of Dixie Lad 6th. One of 
her heifers stopped breeding and was 
sold to the stock yards at 26 cents a 
pound and she weighed over fifteen 
hundred pounds right off the pasture. 

In 1964 Mr. Rochelle was awarded one 
of his most prized possessions, a silver 
tray, in recognition of his being one of 
the first Angus breeders in West Tennes- 
see, the Pioneer Breeder Award. 


In 1966 the Jackson Sun carried a news 
story on the Pioneer Cattleman, B. L. 
Rochelle, seated on his horse while sur- 
veying his land and Angus herd. It stated 
the original farm had been increased 
the previous year by the addition of an- 
other 123 acres, bringing the total to 
800. Three hundred in pasture, fifty in 
soybeans, fifty in corn, and about 
seventy-five acres of hay and a variety 
of truck crops. Mr. Rochelle stated, “This 
land used to have gullies you couldn’t 
ride a horse over—now you can run a 
combine over them.” He keeps right at 
his land improvement program and 
through the years has developed several 
ponds, where his friends fish—he is too 
busy to enjoy the fishing. He is the oldest 
member of the West Tennessee Asso- 
ciation and goes like the youngest. His 
son John said, “He goes like that six 
days a week, rain or shine, sleet or snow. 
He was out all last winter”. Not bad for 
an 82 year young Angus breeder. And 
that was in 1966. 


In his letter to me dated February 7, 
1968 Mr. Rochelle stated, “I have been 
in the business of breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle since 1911 under the name 
of B. L. Rochelle. Since that time my 
son, John L, Rochelle has become a part- 
ner with me and it is anticipated that 
he will continue the business after I 
retire.” As I went through the old photos 
and other information that he had sent to 
me I found a brief memo related to the 
Jackson Sun write-up of 1966, It read 
as follows: 

Nellie McCaskill of Hickory Valley, 
Tennessee, later of Memphis, Tennessee 
and B. L. Rochelle were married February 
2, 1921. Have an only son born December 
23rd, 1921. She’s 83 and cooks breakfast 
about 5 A. M., she was in training as a 
nurse in the hospital in Memphis when 
our son was nine months old. She saved 
his life by knowing what to do at the 
right minute. Maybe her serving of 
food has prolonged our lives. The Jack- 
son Sun failed to mention her in the 
write-up two years ago and all the women 
around didn’t like it, She has often said 
that I thought more of the cows than 
Nellie. B.L.R. 

I just wanted Mrs, Rochelle to know 
that her husband thought enough of her 
to send me the information the Jackson 
Sun failed to print. Also, among the 
papers was a small pre-sale booklet sent 
to Mr. Rochelle by Escher & Ryan pro- 
moting their 1916 auction. I wish we 
had space to print all the pictures sent 
wit!, this story but we just didn’t have 
the room.

However, we will make room for the 
following letter from Robert M, Shelton, 
pastor of the First Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church who wrote— 

“T have recently been informed that 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is giving 
special recognition to the owners of An- 
gus herds who have been Angus dealers 
for over fifty years. As you are well 
aware, Mr. Lucas Rochelle, Route 7, Jack- 
son, Tennessee, is such a dealer. I per- 
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sonally am very delighted that he is 
being so recognized. I know he has a fine 
herd of cattle and he is one of the oldest 
dealers in Tennessee. 

“Not only is Mr. Rochelle a fine cattle 
man, he is also a very fine Christian man. 
He has been an active member of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church for over 
seventy (70) years. Since 1928, he has 
been an ordained ruling elder, the highest 
position a layman can hold in the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church. He also 
served for many years as a trustee of 
Madison Presbytery, one of the church 
courts of our denomination, and he has 
through the years taught Sunday school 
as well as providing leadership in many 
other areas, But most of all, through 
his exemplary Christian life, he has been 
a guide for many and an inspiration to 
us all. He is certainly most deserving of 
our praise and commendation.” 


1912 
ST. HELEN’S HERD 
Frank G. Todd 
Lucknow, Ontario, Canada 


'T HE FIRST purebred Aberdeen-Angus 
purchased for the St. Helen’s herd in 
1912 were the two cows, Daisy 2d of 
Penzance —9612- and Mayflower of Pen- 
zance —9613-. They were purchased from 
the herd of Mr. John Varcoe, Goderich, 
Ontario. The same year the bull Klon- 
dyke of Erin —5827— was purchased from 
Mr. J. W. Burt, Hillsburg, Ontario. 

Tom, Frank Todd’s. son, became a 
partner in the herd in the late 1920’s 
and now he has two sons, Wayne and 
Frances, who are keenly interested, and 
working actively with the herd. 

One of the early influential sires was 
Ebony of Burncrest —26071- a bull that 
was a first prize winner at the Toronto 
Royal in 1925. Middlebrook Prince 8th 
-51870—- and Middlebrook Prince 88th 
-52759- were also very influential sires 
in the early development of the St. 
Helen’s herd. The latter bull sired Erica 
of St. Helen’s 3d -57996- a female that 
was a junior championship winner at 
Chicago in 1939. Middlebrook Prince 
85th sired the grand champion steer of 
the Toronto Royal in 1935. 

The Todds have always been keenly 
interested in good pedigree, and in the 
early development of the herd, they kept 
adding good females from the popular 
strains of the day. Two important fe- 
males were Barbara of Anoka 2d —50889- 
and Erica of Anoka 11th —52894-. 

At one time in the mid-1930’s the St. 
Helen’s herd could boast more daughters 
of Blackbird Bandolier of Page than any 
other Canadian herd outside of Anoka, 
which it closely rivalled. ; 

Bandolier of Anoka 25th -68729- was 
a double-bred grandson of Blackbird 
Bandolier of Page, and his dam was 
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Barbara Rose of Anoka 16th. The “25th” 
produced many prize winning, and readily 
saleable cattle in the St, Helen’s herd. 
Blackbird Bardolier G R 8th -89725- 
purchased from the Grand River Stock 
Farm in Michigan, was double-bred to 
Black Bardolier. As a matter of fact 
the St. Helen’s herd has been strongly 
established with the very best of Bando- 
lier and Bardolier bloodlines. Two im- 
portant home-bred bulls used in the herd 
were Bardolier of St, Helen’s the “21st” 
and “44th.” 

Lorraine Eileenmere 248th 2353267, of 
Eileenmere bloodlines, was used as an 
out-cross sire predominantly. Ankonian 
Ballot 68th was also used with pleasing 
results. He was a son of the noted 
Ballot of Belladrum and from a dam of 
Eileenmere and Bell Boy breeding. One 
of the more recent sires is Bardoliermere 
of Hickory Ridge 6th 3744231, a grand- 
son of the International Grand Champion, 
Dor Mac’s Bardoliermere 10th. 

The St. Helen’s herd has been con- 
sistently even in numbers with 40-45 
brood cows over the years, making a 
total of about 120 head of Angus. The 
farm is equally noted today for a quality 
flock of Southdown Sheep, and presently 
heading the flock is a Grand Champion 
ram from the Chicago International. 

With Mr. Tom Todd and his two sons 
efficiently operating a good family farm 
set-up, it would seem that St. Helen’s 
will continue to be an influential name 
in the production of good Canadian live- 
stock, 


1912 
L. R. KERSHAW 
Muskogee, Oklahoma 


] HAVE GONE back in my records and 
find I purchased fifty head of cows, 
two bulls and seventeen calves, all of 
which were registered, from J. C. Simp- 
son for $3060.00 in July 1912, which 
was the start of my herd of purebred 
cattle. I joined the Association the next 
year in December. 

It was my policy from the start to 
use sons of International champion bulls 
or International Grand champions. My 
first bull was Black Emerson 154629, 
son of Black Woodlawn., The next was 
Inverne of Rosemere, son of Interna- 
tional champion Quiet Lad; Ben Hur of 
Lone Dell, son of Erwin C.; Plowlan, 
son of International Kloman; the Grand 
champion, Prince Marshall, son of 
Earl Marshall; Revolution 100th and 
Revolution 81st which I owned jointly 
with Sunbeam Farm at Miami, Okla- 
homa, and I also used Revolution the 
8rd of Strathmore, son of Revolution 
100th. We: dispersed this herd of cattle 
in August 1948. 

After this dispersal I kept a few 


cutback cows and heifers and continued 
to raise grades in a small way, and Bob 
did likewise with a few grades before 
he purchased his purebreds, so counting 
this grade cattle operation, the operation 
has been continuous from 1912. 

As you know I have been engaged in 
the Banking business, oil business ana 
the building business connected with real 
estate, in addition to my farming oper- 
ations, and as I have said many times, 
I never was engaged in any business 
that was as fascinating and in which 
I got as much pleasure out of as I did in 
the breeding of Angus cattle. It was 
interesting from the standpoint of the 
people I met and was associated with, 
and selling a considerable amount, about 
a million dollars worth of cattle. I never 
had a written contract or had a hot 
check in all that business. 

We showed 2 herd in 1919 at all the 
stock shows in Canada and had the grand 
champion bull and grand champion cow 
of Canada that year. Plowman was fifty- 
three times champion, and a cow sold 
to the Fullertons at my sale in 1920, 
bred to Plowman, produced Playman of 
Sunbeam. 

My son, R. E., as well as some of the 
other children, showed some Club calves. 
Roy Johnston’s first sale was with me, 
as I remember, which was in 1939 and 
then on to Fullerton’s and Jim Hollinger 
during our sale circuit, During our cattle 


operations we purchased the entire herd _ 


of Mr. Nochols, who owned the mother 
of Erwin C. and Ben Hur. We later pur- 
chased the Arney Herd, E. T. Davis 
Herd and part of the Strathmore herd 
with Judge S. C. Fullerton. 

I can well remember the many trips 
I took with Fred Hahne, which we en- 
joyed very much and I can well remem- 
ber the time that Judge Fullerton and 
I purchased the Strathmore cattle. We 
all had rubber boots on and the snow 
was about a foot deep. 

We have five children, R. E. being the 
only son. One daughter lives in New 
Jersey and has six children; one lives 
in Oklahoma City and has four children; 
two in Muskogee, one has seven children 
and the other three. Bob has four chil- 
dren, with one son, and the son has a 
start with Angus cattle. 

I have a copy of Bob’s letter written 
to you dated March 21, 1968. First I 
want to correct what he said in the sec- 
ond paragraph. Revolution K 15th was 
Grand champion at Fort Worth in 1944 
and not 1940. I bred Revolution K 15th 
but did not breed Eileenmere 1025th, 
which number he has 1024th, but should 
be Eileenmere 1025th 947773. He was 
sold in my 1948 sale. Revolution K 15th 
was bred by me and his number 628867. 

On the second page of his letter, in 
the first paragraph, Plowman was 1919 
Grand champion at all shows in Canada 
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that year, and he had him showing at 
the Cow Palace in San Francisco, which 
was an error, as we did not show at 
the Cow Palace, and he was defeated 
at the International show in Chicago, 
but was Grand champion 53 times and 
was the sire of Playman of Sunbeam the 
1925 International Grand champion. 

Some of the outstanding females we 
had in our herd were Black Lola of Rose- 
mere 2nd, first prize winner and cham- 
pion at state fairs and producer of first 
prize winners. 

Black Lola of Rosemere 3d, a prize 
winner and producer of prize winners; 
Melba of Lone Dell, produced many 
winners; Melba of Elm Hill, prize winner 
at many shows; Muskogee Eileen, winner 
at many shows; Muskogee Ida, winner 
on show circuit; Muskogee Krivinia, first 
prize winner as a calf; Muskogee Kri- 
vinia 2nd, another state fair winner; 
Muskogee May 7th, 14 times winner as 
a calf; Pride 12th, producer of Plowman, 
champion of champions; also produced 
Postman, junior and grand champion at 
all shows except where in competition 
with Plowman. First prize Internation- 
al 1919 and the two shown together as 
produce of cow and won first prize 
produce 1919 International. 

Pride of Muskogee 3d, junior champion 
at six state fairs and fifteen times first 
prize winner; Royal Eileen, mother of 
Erwin C., foundation for my Enchantress 
branch of Ericas and producer of many 
prize winners. 

Tetrazzina of Lone Dell, dam of Eston 
of Elmhill, first as a senior bull calf 
1918 at practically all the shows. Also 
dam of Eileenver, 1st at many of the 
shows and junior champion at Wichita 
and Oklahoma City. These two bulls 
were shown as produce and were constant 
winners. 

Twin Burn Pride 5th, thirty-nine times 
champion, including undefeated cow of 
Canada. 1st prize aged cow 1918 Inter- 
national, more championships to her 
credit than any other Angus cow, living 
or dead, also producer of champions. 


R. E. KERSHAW 


You probably don’t remember me, as 
I was quite young when you and your 
father used to come out to the ranch 
to visit my father. It may be hard to 
remember, but if you think real hard, 
I was the fellow that sold the pop, and 
one year even sold the catalogs. After 
Dad’s sale in 1948 I finished college and 
then bought my first registered cattle 
in May 1952, six cows and five calves 
from the Wetherby Farms at Enid, all 
of which traced back to my father’s 
lines of breeding. Later I purchased 
Prince Sunbeam 898th, son of Prince 
Sunbeam 29th. 

We are using Bardoliermere 19th of 
Spur, who is a grandson of O. Bardo- 
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liermere 2nd and on the dam’s side, going 
back to Revolution K 15th and Eileenmere 
1024th, both bulls that were used in my 
father’s herd (Eileenmere 1025th). Revo- 
lution K 15th being a champion at Fort 
Worth in 1944, Our junior sire is from 
the Pete Lindsey herd at Fort Gibson. 
He is a double-bred grandson of TR 
Eileenmere 100th, going back to Juryman 
of Don Head and Bandolier of Anoka 6th. 


Pur farm adjoins the city limits of 
Muskogee, and we raise both registered 
and commercial cattle, with about fifty 
registered cows. As a youngster growing 
up on the ranch it was quite enjoyable 
to sit back and listen to the truly great 
pioneers of the breed when they would 
visit at the farm. The tempo has changed 
today from what it was in the past, I 
suppose, it is partly due to the age we 
live in, but the breed is better off today 
because of the efforts of the Arneys, 
John Simpson, Tolan, Laughlin, your 
father Fred Hahne, Judge S. C. Fuller- 
ton, the McBurneys from Louisiana, E. 
T. Davis, Tommy Brooks, Jim Hollinger, 
Milt Tudor, Dean Blizzard, W. H. Tom- 
have, Otto Nobis, Jess McGill and many, 
many hundreds of others. 


My father is perhaps a little bashful, 
but I have often heard people remark 
to me that he was the man who made 
the southwest black. I can recall the 
time that Tom Slick came to the ranch 
and he didn’t think the black cattle would 
stand up to the short grass and the long 
walks to the water holes in south Texas, 
and dad made him a proposition that 
if they would try a group of black cows 
in a pasture adjoining his other breed, 
and if they didn’t do as well or better, 
then he would make other arrangements 
with him. The cattle did so well that 
he eventually bought a lot more cattle 
and this started him really in the Angus 
business, and this was the foundation of 
the Kerr-McGee Angus herd and Paul 
Keesee came with the herd to Oklahoma. 

In 1916 or 1917 my father imported 
the cow Winsome of Skillymarino from 
Mr. Penny, whose farm name was Skilly- 
marino, This cow as the first Witch of 
Endor imported, and many, many of 
the Witches in this country still carry 
the name Winsome of Muskogee, or some 
such similar name. 


I don’t know if you are aware or not, 
that in my father’s sale in 1920 he sold 
the bull Plowman for the unheard-of 
price of $40,000.00. At the time of the 
sale he offered to buy back the bull’s 
calves at just weaning age for $500 
each, and the bull sold to John Simpson 
of Eufaula. However, due to circum- 
stances beyond his control, John Simpson 
had his cattle mortgaged, and the bank 
wouldn’t permit him to give these calves 
back to dad and receive a $500 credit. 
He did sell four services from his bull 
though at $500 each, which dad got, and 


he had to take the bull back in 1921. 
Plowman was 53 times grand champion, 
including Canada and at all major shows 
throughout the United States, and was 
never defeated (except at the Inter- 
national). 

During my earliest years I can remem- 
ber one of the old-time auctioneers who 
I am sure the modern-day crowd never 
heard of, but I am sure the name of 
Ed Herriff will ring a bell with you. 
I suppose, too, that you remember that 
Roy Johnston held his first Angus sale 
at the ranch south of Muskogee. 


MATT SCHMIDT & SONS 
Flasher, North Dakota 


Mr. AND MRS. Michael Schmidt emi- 
grated to the United States from Russia 
in 1892, accompanied by their six chil- 
dren, all born near Odessa. They settled 
near Mandan, North Dakota and the 
same year Mr. Schmidt filed on a home- 
stead thirty-one miles southwest of Man- 
dan, one mile east of what is now known 
as Fallon and twelve miles northeast of 
what later became Flasher. There he 
built a sod house for his family and then 
a sod barn. 

For the first two years he used a yoke 
of oxen and a team of horses in his farm- 
ing operations. 

Genuine pioneers, the Schmidt family 
suffered the hardships that the other 
early settlers endured—including the 
poverty and long cold winters, particu- 
larly the one in 1896. There was the con- 
stant threat of prairie fires in the spring 
and fall, and the fear of unfriendly 
Indians who had been driven from their 
choice hunting grounds by the white 
man. The redmen were naturally dis- 
trustful of the new settlers, many of 
whom betrayed their friendship. The 
pioneer homestead was no place for a 
coward or person of weak character. Men 
and women alike had to be brave and 
willing to work; and a man always had 
his gun close by for he never knew when 
some danger might suddenly confront 
him and his family. 

Diphtheria struck a blow to the Schmidt 
family when they had been here a very 
short time. Of the six children who came 
with them, four died of the disease. They 
were among the very first to be buried 
in the St. Anthony cemetery. 

The Schmidt home served as a gather- 
ing place for the whole community, as a 
place to exchange gossip, make plans, 
and enjoy the friendship of others. 
There were no schools in the area until 
about 1899 when Oak Coulee school 
district was organized. Terms at first 
were only of three months duration, but 
gradually lengthened as the _ years 
passed. 
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Great sires have lec the way to im- 
provement in our herd. It is our belief 
that the influence of these breed im- 
proving sires will leave a lasting im- 
pression on our industry.

cass evaluation records. Our business — 
is to supply superior seed. stock to the: 
registered and commercial breeders. 
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Bread was one of the staples in meal 
planning just as it is today. It was made 
in large quantities in a big oven built in 
what was called the “summer kitchen” a 
building separate from the house. The 
oven was built entirely of stones and had 
a vent in the bottom and a small opening 
on one side at the top. When it was time 
to replenish the bread supply a fire was 
kept burning in the oven until all the 
stones were red hot. The glowing coals 
were quickly scraped out and the loaves 
placed inside after which the door was 
closed and secured with a large flat rock. 
When the stones had cooled the bread 
was done—large golden loaves which 
sent a delicious aroma as they baked. 

The first horse-power threshing mach- 
ine in the community was purchased by 
Michael Schmidt and Philip Beuhler who 
travelled about the community threshing 
for the other farmers until snow began 
to fall each autumn. 

Michael Schmidt did not start with 
Angus cattle when he emigrated in 1892 
but started with two Angus bulls that he 
bought from the Dawson Ranch, St. An- 
thony, North Dakota in 1912. He had 
about one hundred and fifty mixed cows 
of all colors but by 1915 half of his herd 
was black. 

Matt Schmidt is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Michael Schmidt, he was born in the 
1892’s in the sod house his father built 
on his homestead. Matt and his family 
later operated a diversified farm two 
miles west from the original family 
homestead and the chief interest of this 
farm is raising Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Matt purchased ten grade black heifers 
from his father in June 1917 and now has 
about two hundred and fifty head in- 
cluding fifty head of registered cows. His 
first registered bull was a four year old 
purchased in October 1917 from Dawsons 
who had the Oak Coulee Ranch at St. 
Anthony. In 1941 Matt purchased three 
registered heifers from Henry D. Henke 
of Hanover, North Dakota of Primrose 
breeding. In 1942 he bought two more 
registered heifers from the sale at Bis- 
marck and in 1943 purchased another 
Dawson bred bull. 

About 1945 he purchased four young 
bulls from Art Johnston’s Sky Ranch, he 
has used four Missouri bred bulls and 
several very good Henry D. Henke Eli- 
minator bulls. He has purchased bulls 
from Krause Ranch, Drake; Nelson 
Brothers, Braddock; Scholl from Wash- 
burn; Charles Pekas, Regent and Boe- 
ckel’s of Beulah, North Dakota and two 
Iowa bred bulls. 


For many years they have sold most 
of their bulls at private treaty and of 
late have been supporting the sales held 
at Mandan, North Dakota. They offer 
big, strong, well conditioned bulls that 
are not fat but ready for 
service in these sales.

Matt Schmidt is active in many com- 
munity affairs. He has been in the House 
of Representatives for eight terms. He 
has been clerk of the Oak Coulee school 
district since 1918 — a period of fifty 
years. He has also served on_ several 
boards. He and the former Eva Lanz, 
daughter of Henry Lanz, were married 
at Glen Ullin in 1917. Matt wrote that 
they enjoy the Angus Journal and their 
herd of Angus immensely. 
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MARIPOSA ANGUS RANCH 
Cathay’s Valley, California 


MARIPOSA ANGUS RANCH is loca- 
ted in one of the original 27 counties 
in California. In 1850 it was thirty miles 
square and now it is fourteen hundred 
and fifty. Mariposa County, at that time, 
joined Los Angeles County and Cathay is 
just sixty miles from Yosemite. 

Fred B. McCoy, founder of Mariposa 
Angus Ranch, moved to Cathay in 1911 
and the first big deal he made was for 
eighty cows of mixed ancestry and all had 
horns. Just a few days after these cattle 
were bought Fred helped one of his 
neighbors dehorn one hundred and eighty 
head with a not too sharp a saw. This 
was a tough job for a greenhorn and he 
decided he would find some breed that 
did not have horns. He thought of Aber- 
deen-Angus and decided to get a few of 
them later and see just how they would 
do in foothill country. 

One of his neighbors had a fine stand 
of wheat and Fred inquired of several old 
timers as to its value as cow feed. Every- 
one told him it was fine so he put in one 
hundred and twenty acres and got an ex- 
cellent stand, filling two large barns 
with hay. 

After harvest Fred took a trip back 
to Chicago to see his folks. His wife’s 
uncle had gone to Scotland to purchase 
Aberdeen-Angus cows for someone else 
and while there had purchased forty 
some head for himself, so Fred went up 
to Wisconsin to visit him. His name was 
Charles Fisher and he had several hun- 
dred Angus cows. One of Fred’s brothers- 
in-law planned to move to California so 
Fred bought six cows and a young bull 
and had them in what was then called an 
immigrant car, one-half furniture and a 
few head of livestock all tied in one end 
of the car. The brother-in-law slept on a 
cot near the half open door. 

During the trip on a dark, hot night 
all the stock got loose and jumped back 
and forth over him several times before 
he got the door shut and got control of 
the situation. 

That fall the cattle were started on the 
wheat hay from the barns. A few of the 
Aberdeen-Angus would come in from the 
six hundred acre pasture, eat all the

wheat hay they wanted and then ate 
grass and all they live oak leaves the 
could get. This happened all winter long 
while the eighty mixed breeds lived prac- 
tically in the barn lot. At the time there 
was very little feeding done in that part 
of California and one could have said 
these were the fattest cows in the valley. 
They started calving in March—and fall- 
ing over dead—seventy head were lost. 
The thirteen Angus and twelve mixed 
breeds had their calves while the rest 
died of malnutrition. They were in ex- 
cellent shape to look at, but wheat hay 
wasn’t enough, those cows that survived 
had supplemented their diet with grass 
and oak leaves. 

In 1921 Mariposa took a few head to 
the State Fair in Sacramento. One was a 
six month junior bull and one was a 
freemartin heifer calved on Christmas 
Day. The first day of the show a prospec- 
tive buyer from Davis came around, in- 
troduced himself to Fred and admired 
the martin heifer. He told Mr. McCoy 
that he was spending state money but 
was going to offer him $600 for her, take 
her over to Davis, feed her well and 
probably take her to the International 
that winter. Then he wanted to see what 
her breeding was so Fred dug out her 
papers. The buyer said, “No one but a 
damn fool would have registered her on 
25th of December. Why not January 
lst? Everyone does that,” he said. 

Fred stated, “I’ve wondered ever since 
whether he might not have been right— 
anyway it was a No Sale”. 

The six month old bull calf was en- 
tered in the junior bull class. He was 
about six hundred pounds, or not much 
more. The judge had them walk their 
bulls round and round and finally said, 
“I’m giving first prize to this six month 
old calf. He has the making of the only 
good herd sire out of all these animals 
here.” Fred said he almost had a stroke

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as he was so surprised for he had been 
thinking how foolish it was to have en- 
tered such a baby in the show. And then 
he got a second prize on the freemartin 
heifer. 

In 1967 Mariposa Angus Ranch had 
about one hundred and sixty cows in the 
herd, in 1968 this was down to about 
eighty head. In the recent years they 
have used four sons of International 
champion bulls and two sons of Be- 
master of Dalmeny. There are eight 
purebred herds in the valley now. 

In a recent communication from Mr. 
McCoy he stated he was still rather 
ashamed every time he_ receives the 
Angus Journal as he purchased a life 
subscription many years ago from Fred 
Hahne and said it was the best invest- 
ment he ever made. At time of his letter 
he was eighty-seven and hoped to last a 
few more years. He mentioned how 
Madera County was formed by seceding 
from Fresno County as follows: Five 
men were picked to act as temporary 
county supervisors. The county line was 
surveyed one night, then a meeting was 
called in a huge hall from which all but 
five chairs were removed. The Fresno 
folks were invited to attend and about 
seventy showed up for the meeting. The 
meeting was called to order—a motion 
was made to take a standing vote—the 
motion was seconded—the five temporary 
supervisors, who had been seated, stood 
and the motion was unanimous. 
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INGLE PARK FARM 
HARRY MORRELL, SR. & SON 
EDGELEY, SASKATCHEWAN, CAN. 


MR. DON COCKWILL, of Edgeley 
Acres Farm, Edgeley, Saskatchewan, 
Canada wrote us of two Canadian herds 
that had been founded more than fifty 
years ago. One was the Belbeck Farm 
at Moose Jaw, established in 1917. The 
other was the Ingle Park Farm and Don 
wrote as follows, after visiting with Mr. 
Morrell regarding his herd: 

“Ingle Park Farm 1912-1967, Angus 
All the Way” Thus reads the large sign 
painted on the roof of his barn last 
year as a Centennial gesture by Mr. 
Harry Morrell, Sr. of Edgeley, Saskatche- 
wan, Canada. Now in his 84th year Mr. 
Morrell is still actively engaged in the 
purebred business. 

“Mr. Morrell first became interested 
in the Angus breed when as a boy in 
England he showed dual purpose Short- 
horns and was usually beaten by Angus, 
especially in the butcher classes, So when 
he settled on a farm in Canada near 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan in 1912 he 
bought his first two Angus cows. These 
were grade cows included in a shipment 
from Ontario. One proved to be a non- 
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breeder but from the second cow Mr. 
Morrell founded his original herd. Every 
sire he ever owned was an Angus and 
by 1920 he had an all black herd of 
grades. 

“The farm was known as Willow Park 
Farm until he ran into difficulty with 
registrations due to a similar name in 
Alberta, at which time he changed to 
Ingle Park. In 1943 the family moved to 
Edgeley, where they still reside. 

“In 1927 Mr. Morrell bought his first 
purberd cow, Ruby of McLean 2d, with 
a heifer calf at side, from B. G. Smith, 
the oldest breeder of Angus cattle in 
Saskatchewan, This first cow was a 
daughter of Blackdale Barr 20929 and out 
of Ruby of McLean. The heifer calf was 
Willow Park Ruby and her sire was 
Prairie Range Marshall. At the same 
time he purchased Ruby of McLean 2d 
with her heifer calf he bought a bull from 
a Mr. Morton of Regina. After this pur- 
chase he bought no more females for 
twenty-five years. 

“Ruby of McLean 2d dropped six heifer 
calves in a row so he was soon in busi- 
ness. One daughter of the original Ruby 
2d won the Angus Special in Regina for 
four consecutive years, from 1934 to 
1937. His original Rex Morton bull he 
traded sight unseen for an American 
bull, Archive of Quiet Lad, of Rosemere 
breeding. Rex Morton 44256 weighed 
2190 when sold at Regina. Next sire was 
Blackcap Bard of Parkview 50150, a son 
of Blackcap Bard, a great bull of his day. 

“One of Mr, Morrell’s outstanding sires 
was Glenelg Prince 7th by Glenelg Prince 
Comus by Glenelg Middlebrook Prince 
33rd, a great bull. Glenelg Prince 7th 
was purchased from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company by mail for $100.00. 
He was used by Mr. Morrell four years 
and was a great bull to produce females 
with size and character. At five years 


he was a senior champion and sold for 
$500 when the upset price was $50.00 
and often no takers, He weighed 1920 
pounds on sale day and died when ten and 
a half years old. He put this herd on 
the map through his daughters. (Editor’s 
Note: The ‘upset’ price mentioned refers 
to the custom of placing a fixed price on 
a sale animal as a minimum it must 
bring or no sale. The bull sold for $500 
and the ‘upset’ price placed on him by the 
seller was $50.00). 

“Then Barbarian of Rosemere 147th, 
as a producer of beef the best bull ever 
in West Canada, and most of his female 
progeny sold into Montana. Another 
good Rosemere bull was Epponian of 
Rosemere 14th, he sired Lady Nancy of 
Ingle Park, a show cow at Toronto Royal 
four times, stood 6-2-3-4th. Next was 
Prince Revolution A of Wilelen, bred by 
Roy Wade, he was sire of Eula of Ingle 
Park, she stood 8rd as a two year old 
at Toronto. 

“Blackcap Burgess Bardolier 2nd was 
the grand champion bull at Brandon, 
Manitoba, weighed 1940. Next in line 
was Boy E of Ingle Park a son of Black- 
cap Burgess Bardolier and out of Lady 
Ruby of Ingle Park, the great family 
cow who had sixteen calves, all good to 
outstanding. 

“Next they used Eileenmere of Old 
Hermitage 6th, a son of Eileenmere 1514 
imported from the United States. 
Weighed 1900 pounds, he was followed 
by Eileenmere of Old Hermitage 8th, a 
show bull that produced twenty sons of 
which 19 graded A and 1 graded B. 

“Then two bulls from Strathlea, Strath- 
lea Eileenmere 5th and Strathlea Eileen- 
mere 35th, both of Homeplace Eileen- 
mere breeding. The 35th wag a good bull 
to produce type in both sons and daugh- 
ters. These were followed by Dalrene- 
mere 70th, a grandson Prospectmere, 
three times grand champion at the Tor- 
onto Royal. A massive bull that weighed 
over a ton, he was purchased when seven 
and half years old and got hurt and only 
sired twenty five calves but his bulls’ sons 
were tops, 

“Mr. Morrell was married in 1913 and 
has three sons and three daughters. The 
family grew up surrounded by Angus 
cattle and in Mr. Morrell’s own words, 
‘During the depression the cattle carried 
the family’. With the exception of their 
eldest daughter, who married a minister, 
each son and daughter in turn was 
started in cattle from the home farm. 

“Two daughters have since gone out 
of the cattle business but all three sons 
are still raising blacks, The youngest 
son, Bill, with his wife and family share 
the home farm with his mother and 
father, working together but each having 
his own cattle. The third generation of 
Morrells are now starting in the pure- 
bred business, with Bill’s son and daugh-

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ter each having cattle registered in their 
own names. At 14 and 10 Norma Jean 
and Kelly are both active in 4-H club 
work and are beginning to take their 
places in the show ring with their elders. 

“The two older sons, Dick and Harold 
both live at Qu’Appelie, which is quite 
close to Edgeley. Harold’s farm is known 
as Sunny Hills, 

“Over the years the Morrell show herd 
has been a familiar sight both at Saskat- 
chewan and at the Royal Winter Fair in 
Toronto. Since 1947 only one Angus steer 
has been made grand champion at the 
Winter Fair in Regina and that one was 
shown by Mr, Morrell. 

“Mr. Morrell has held many offices in 
Angus associations. He was a director of 
the Saskatchewan Association for many 
years, then vice president and president. 
He has also served as director, vice presi- 
dent and president of the Canadian Aber- 
deen-Angus Association and for ten years 
he served as fieldman for the province 
of Saskatchewan. In this capacity he 
probably did more to promote the breed 
than in any other office. At one time 
when he was serving as fieldman in 
Saskatchewan his son Harold was presi- 
dent and his wife, Edna, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Association, Son Bill has also 
been a director of the Saskatchewan 
Association. 

“Father and son farm nine hundred 
acres of land and the herd at present 
numbers about eighty-five head, Still 
active at 83 Mr. Morrell has devoted a 
lifetime to the breeding and promotion 
of Angus cattle in Canada. His advice 
is sought by many and his judgement 
respected by young and old alike. The 
farmstead is a well tended layout with 
Mrs. Morrell’s gardening ability produc- 
ing a great array of vegetables, fruit 
and flowers. 

“The present herd sire is Harvanamere 
Elegance 10V, he is a son of Elegance 
of Mangatoro 19; he in turn is a son of 
Elegance of Charterhouse and out of 
Perdita of Mangatoro. Elegance 10V’s 
dam is Edicta of Highlandsmere 2d, she 
by Queen’s Lad M. G. 2d and out of 
Edicta Erica of Deenboro 13N. Described 
by Mr. Morrell as a good bull, well set up 
and headed, lots of length, good feet and 
legs and very active—clean cut with no 
useless gut, A good uniform crop of 
calves on the ground by this present 
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C. H. PENNER 
Sulphur, Oklahoma 


MER. Cc. H. PENNER wrote “I bought 
my first Angus cattle in 1912 from 
Richard Selman of Rochelle, Texas which 
is about one hundred and fifty miles 
south of Fort Worth. The first Angus 
that I remember seeing at Mill Creek 
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were steers owned by Harry Thompson, 
and this about 1910. 

“T helped take these to his ranch and 
my horse was afraid of them. Most of 
our bulls at that time were bought on 
the Fort Worth market, since the breed 
was so new in this part of the country. 

“My first shipment of yearling heifers 
to Oklahoma City didn’t get a bid so 
I sent them on to Kansas City. I have 
used most of the popular bloodlines down 
through the years. 

“At the present time I am using Wye 
Plantation bulls from the Burch Angus 
Ranch, Mill Creek. My son Jack takes 
our surplus heifers to the annual Burch 
Sale where they have averaged up to 
$250 some years. We still keep our 
steers and sell as two year olds off the 
grass. Last year they averaged 1019 
and brought $26.60 and $25.80 at Okla- 
homa City auction. 

“We keep three hundred cows and 
two hundred steers on 4700 acres, most 
of which is now owned by my son Jack, 
I also started my grandson, Harris 
Penner and my granddaughter Becky 
Penner in the Angus business in a small 
way. Harris is a student at Oklahoma 
State but has continued with his herd. 

“The Penner land holdings really 
started in 1855 when my grandfather 
Cyrus Harris (five times governor of 
the Chickasaws) put a mill on Mill 
Creek. His daughter, Amanda, married 
my father, Felix Penner, who built the 
land holdings along Mill Creek into a ten 
thousand acre ranch and who also estab- 
lished a bank in the present town of 
Mill Creek which my brother, C. E. 
Penner, operated. 

“My father had Durham cattle until 
1916. At that time he bought Hereford 
cattle and in 1920 he bought Angus 
from Mr. Simpson of Muskoogee, Okla- 
homa, and E. H. Small of Shamrock, 
Texas, When his Angus outsold the 
Herefords 75¢ in Kansas City he de- 
cided to go all Angus. In more recent 
years we have sold at Oklahoma City for 
$2.00 above the other breeds. 

“After the death of my father in 1939, 
my brother and I were partners until 
1948. His part of the ranch is now owned 
by my niece, Mrs. Von Tunglyn and my 
nephew, Dwain Penner, of Mill Creek. 
All are descendants of the family and 
have continued with Angus cattle. Also, 
quite a number of Angus herds too nu- 
merous to list have had their start from 
the Penner Ranch and all have found 
they are more profitable for them than 
any other breed.” 


PENNER ANGUS RANCH 
Dwain Penner

I’m sure by now you have received the 
information about the C. H, Penner 


herd, I would like to give the information 
about my herd which descended from the 
same source. 

My father, Charles Penner, and C. H. 
Penner were partners in the ranch and 
cattle after the death of their father, 
Felix Penner, in 1939, This partnership 
was dissolved in 1948 and each main- 
tained his own herd. Charles Penner 
died in 1957 and I have maintained the 
herd since then. I have a small regis- 
stered herd from which I raise a few 
bulls, but my main interest is with my 
commercial herd. 

We have used Emulous bulls almost 
exclusively since 1949. These bulls are 
all descendants of Emulous of Sanga- 
mon, bred by J. Garrett Tolan and 
brought to Oklahoma by Carlton Corbin 
almost thirty years ago. I can’t find 
an old catalog with the pedigree but I 
believe Evermere T. appears in the pedi- 
gree of this bull. This herd is the first 
commercial herd in this part of the 
state to use bulls with performance 
records, and we have not bought a bull 
without records since 1957. All of our 
cows have some Sunbeam blood and we 
have never had a calf come up with a 
dwarf. 

My main herd sire is Emulous Bob V 
90 4338607 by Emulous Bob 9th and out 
of Lucy of Ada 613. He gained four 
pounds per day at the Holdenville test 
and is a half brother to a bull that held 
the record for the highest gain of the 
British breeds. We sell our calves at 
the Oklahoma City Stockyards auction 
and have topped the sale each year since 
the auction started. Most of them have 
gone to a feeder in Iowa for the past 
several years. 

My herd was featured in a story in 
the Journal several years ago. P. S. I 
bought a lifetime subscription in the late 
30’s—cost $10.00 with some stationery 
with my name printed on it thrown in. 
Best bargain I’ve had, Dwain Penner.

Velton Ford, Assistant Manager Jimmy Harper, Show Cattle 
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offered Ames Plantation as the home 
of the National Field Trials, and this 
contest has been held there ever since. 
Each February the National Champions 
prove themselves over the rugged three 
hour course just as they did when Mr. 
Ames was host to the event himself. 

At the International livestock show 
in 1918 Mr. Ames purchased twelve 
Angus heifers and a bull of Earl Mar- 
shall breeding on the advice of J. D. 
McGregor of Manitoba, Canada. 

In December of 1913 Jock Bruce 
joined the Ames Plantation herd and 
took charge of the foundation cattle 
selected at the International sale, Thus 
the Ames history started to unfold and 
four years later Ames Plantation Beau 
won the Grand Championship at the 
International and through the years that 
followed Ames Plantation cattle walked 
the tan-bark ~o bring more honors to 
the Plantation. In 1923 Ames Plantation 
Kedra was International grand champion 
female. Ames Plantation Pal was the 
1927 International junior champion and 
reserve grand. “Pal” was Senior cham- 
pion and again reserve champion in 
1928 and served his life as a great 
breeding bull at Ames Plantation. 

In 1932 R. H. “Rube” Scott joined 
Ames Plantation. He was no stranger 
to the cattle business. He had been 
manager of Lespedeza Farms and served 
as manager from 1914 to 1918 and as 
partner-manager from 1918 until 1923. 
From 1923 to 1932 “Rube” owned and 
operated Lespedeza Farms and served 
as partner-manager of the Hayland 
Farm, Springfield, Illinois, with Hays 
Brown in a large cattle feeding and 
farming operation. 

After “Rube” joined the team Ames 
cattle continued to make Angus history. 
Ames Plantation Pride Eric won 39 blue 
ribbons out of 40 times shown, including 
three firsts at the International and In- 
ternational Junior champion in 1937. In 
1938 Ames Plantation Jocund Erica was 
International Champion, Ames Planta- 
tion Bonnie Bride won her class at the 
International as a summer yearling, 
senior yearling, and again as a two year 
old. In 1943 Ames Plantation showed 
A. P. Bridle Wreath to Grand champion 
of the National Angus Show and Sale. 

Following the death of Hobart Ames 
in 1945 a new chapter of Ames history 
was begun. At this point many great 
breeding establishments would have ended 
their existence. A will made by Mrs. 
Julia C. Ames, widow of Hobart Ames, 
created the “Hobart Ames Foundation” 
for the benefit of the University of 
Tennessee. Mrs, Ames’ will provided that 
Ames Plantation be operated as a trust 
by Trustees of Old Colony Trust Com- 
pany and Mr. Parker, an outstanding 
business executive. Mrs. Ames antici- 
pated that the trustees would carry on 
Mr. Ames’ traditions and ambitions of 
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the National Field Trial Championship 
and the Angus cattle program. 

Those Aberdeen-Angus breeders who 
knew Mr. Ames will remember that his 
first goal, after buying the Ames Plan- 
tation property, was to restore these to 
their original fertility. The land had 
been “cottoned out” and bringing it back 
was done by Lespedeza and Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. This was after Mr. Ames 
accomplished his task of eradicating 
Texas tick fever, a disease that was 
rampant at the time and there were 
no State Laws regarding its control. 
The job of making the land free of this 
fever was accomplished before the first 
Angus cattle were purchased. So, for 
more than sixty-five years Ames Plan- 
tation has had a major role in the pro- 
motion of better livestock, crops and 
has played no small part in the develop- 
ment of a sportsman’s paradise where 
Champion dogs have worked the brick 
red Quail since 1905. 

To perpetuate the traditions of Mr. 
Ames and the will of intentions of Mrs. 
Julia C. Ames, the Ames and U. T. 
Trustees and administrators approved in 
1955 the present livestock projects drawn 
up by Dr. Charles S. Hobbs and co- 
workers of the Animal Husbandry-Vet- 
erinary Science Department of U. T. to 
obtain basic information of factors af- 
fecting the productivity and improve- 
ment of the meat quatities of beef cattle. 
This project is being carried out by the 
Ames Management and U. T. Personnel 
and you can see the results by visiting 
Ames Plantation. 
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CLARK’S ANGUS 
WORTHING, SOUTH DAKOTA 


KENT AND KAREN CLARK of 
Worthing, South Dakota are the fourth 
generation of Clarks to live on the same 
farm. They are the third generation to 
raise Angus cattle. 

This herd was started by the late 
George Clark in 1913. This was not Mr. 
Clark’s first experience with Aberdeen- 
Angus. For many years black bulls had 
been used with grade cows for raising 
feeders on the large farm operation of 
Clark Bros, When George Clark had 
taken over the management of one of 
the farms, one of the first problems 
was rebuilding the depleted soil, and 
clover seemed to be the solution. He de- 
cided to use Aberdeen-Angus as a means 
of utilizing the clover and renewing the 
soil. In 1913 two purebred cows and a 
bull were purchased, and during the next 
three years these served as the nucelus 
of the herd. 

The use of outstanding sires and the 
concentration of their bloodlines have 
been the important factors in the develop- 


ment of the Clark cattle. Some of the 
first sires used in the establishment of 
the bloodlines of the herd were: Black- 
cap of Dennison, a son of Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2nd, three times International Grand 
Champion; Enlate 2nd, a son of the im- 
mortal Earl Marshall. Another sire was 
Playful of Page, a son of Blackmere 4th. 
To concentrate the Earl Marshall breed- 
ing, Glencarnock Barbaloution, a son of 
Blackeap Revolution was selected from 
the Glencarnock herd. Juana’s Blackcap 
of Ida, a son of Revolution 8rd of Ada, 
was another in the continuation of good 
bulls. 

Top sons of the outstanding herd bulls 
were also used in the improvement and 
concentration of bloodlines. Emblem C, 
an intensely bred Earl Marshall, was 
such a bull. 

For an outcross, the bull used was 
Eileenmere L 15, a grandson of Eileen- 
mere 1029, and out of an Earl Marshall 
bred cow. 

In more recent years, Bandoliermere 
W 44, a grandson of Eva’s Bandolier 
Lad, played an important part in the 
breeding program. He was followed by 
Walnut Bardoliermere 3rd, a son of Wil- 
ton Bardoliermere 532. The bulls now in 
service are a son of Walnut Bardolier- 
mere 3rd and Bardoliermere 2126 of S. L. 

Top daughters of outstanding sires 
are retained in the breeding herd with 
an occasional addition of a top female. 
The herd today numbers fifty breeding 
cows. 

Clark’s Angus continue to participate in 
consignments to state ana district sales. 
They do feel that the personal contact 
gained by selling cattle at private treaty 
has a definite advantage. 

George Clark helped organize and was 
the first secretary of the South Dakota 
Angus Association, He was vice-presi- 
dent of the state group and managed 
many of the first Association sales. He 
also played an important role in organ- 
izing the Interstate Angus Association. 

Duane Clark, son of George Clark, 
attended South Dakota State University 
and after graduation remained on the 
Animal Husbandry staff. He later ac- 
cepted a position as fieldman for the 
American Angus Association. His terri- 
tory at that time was all states east 
of the Mississippi River. Following his 
hitch in the service during World War 
II, he was employed by W. Alan 
McGregor at Andelot Angus Stock Farm 
in Maryland. In 1946, Duane returned to 
South Dakota to become a partner with 
his father. George Clark passed away 
in 1959, 

Duane is past director of the Ameri- 
can Angus Association; past director and 
president of Interstate Association; di- 
rector, past president of the State As- 
sociation and presently holds that office. 
He is also a member of the Southeast 
South Dakota Angus Association. Duane 
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For more than three decades a respected 
name among cattlemen everywhere.

She is pres- 
ently attending the University of South 
Dakota. 

Kent, the third generation, is a full 
partner of the herd founded by his 
grandfather, Upon his completion of his 
education in Animal Science in Colorado, 
he plans to return to the farm and Angus 
cattle. He hopes to continue with the 
improvement and expansion of the Clark 
herd. He is determined to follow the 
Clark tradition started in 1922 of show- 
ing Angus cattle. 

Angus cattle and Clarks have remained 
working partners for fifty five years. 
The interest and determination of the 
third generation promise many more 
succesful years in the making of history 
of Clark’s Angus. 


1913 
CAPPS RANCH 
Gilmer and Wanda Lou Capps 
Snyder, Oklahoma 


DEEP IN Southwest Oklahoma, on a 
farm owned by John H. Capps, the 
arrival of black cattle was an important 
event and has proven through the years 
to be as much a part of the ranch as 
the name. The first registered Aberdeen- 
Angus animals were bought August 12, 
1913. The first herd sire was Wakarusa 
James, bred by Chas. E. Sutton, Law- 
rence, Kansas. He was the son of Cham- 
pion Ito and a grandson of Prince Ito. 
The original pedigree for this sire shows 
names such as Jilt—Registration Number 
422, Young Viscount—Registration Num- 
ber 181, Iliad and Etonian, for the in- 
terest of breeders that have studied 
Angus History. On November 1, 1913, 
females, Queen of Prairie Home 7th, 
bred by A. Y. Collins, Greenfield, Ill. 
and Auntie 2nd, bred by J. K. Samples 
and Son, Greenfield, Il]. were added to 
make the foundation herd. 

Second herd sire, Elate of Five Gates, 
bred by Marion C. Stone, Milan, Mo. 
shows that the dam of this sire was 
bred by George Grant, and the third 
sire was Prince Blueblood, bred by R. 
M. Anderson and Sons, Newell, Iowa. 

This ranch was drawn in Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma by John H. Capps and 
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the family moved in 1902, It has been 
known as Capps Ranch, Tipton, Okla- 
homa, located in Tillman County and 
noted for Registered Duroc hogs as well 
as Angus cattle. He returned to his 
home of Greenfield. Ill. to start some of 
his Angus herd. John H. and Della 
Capps had two children, Maud Capps 
Markley and J. Gilmer Capps, who oper- 
ated the ranch following his parents. 
J. Gilmer and Mary Neely Capps have 
three children, Mary Sue Capps Mullins, 
Gilmer Neely Capps and John Walter 
Capps. The ranch and cattle are now 
owned and operated by Gilmer Neely 
Capps. A fourth generation, the children 
of Gilmer Neely and Wanda Lou Capps, 
Cynda and Gilmer John also are avid 
promoters and owners of Angus cattle 
on this same land of their great-grand- 
parents. 

Other sires and bloodlines that have 
contributed much to this herd are Proud 
Marshall 6th and Black Gold Marshall 
3d, both grandsons of Earl Marshall. 
Antler of Rosemere 15th, bred by Cong- 
don and Battles, was purchased from 
Texas Technological College, Lubbock, 
Texas. 

Recently purchased was Blue Sky Er- 
mitre 321st, son of Ermitre of Haymount, 
and bred by Blue Sky Farms, Kearney, 
Mo. Sires now in service are Paragonada 
2nd, grandson of Newhouse Paragon, 
and Emulous 66th, both bred by Carlton 
Corbin, Ada, Oklahoma. 

The Capps’ tradition and the pride of 
their cattle is to raise better Angus. 
Through the years, visitors and guests 
coming to look, talk cattle and ride 
the pasture have provided many hours 
of pleasure and enjoyment. Gilmer and 
Wanda Lou Capps continue to extend 
an invitation to visit the ranch, in a 
beautiful valley along Otter Creek, 4 
miles east and 4% miles north of Tipton, 
Oklahoma. 


1914 
BLACK ANCHOR STOCK FARM 
North Branch, Michigan 


‘THIS HERD had its beginning back 
in 1914 when purebred cattle weren’t 
too common in Michigan. It began one 
evening when an old Scotchman, Bill 
Ross, went to see Wilbert Prowse, he 
was a real cattleman from the mother 
country and had a fine herd of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus only a few miles 
from North Branch. He asked if Mr. 
Prowse had ever considered starting a 
herd of his own, and it was because 
Mr. Ross, due to age and health, was 
selling his herd at auction the following 
day and had two heifers he wanted Mr. 
Prowse to have if he wanted to found 
a new herd. 

Mr. Prowse had accompanied Mr, Ross 
to the International in Chicago, where 


Bill had purchased a prize bull, the two 
heifers he had in mind for Mr. Prowse 
were in calf to this bull and he felt 
if a new herd was to be started this 
would be a very good opportunity. 

The Prowses had only been married 
a few years and lived on a rented farm. 
There was some hesitation about going 
into debt for two heifers but on sale 
day they were purchased at $126.00 each, 
which topped the sale and this was the 
beginning of a new herd of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

The first bull was a cheaper one but 
as long as he was registered it seemed 
that was all that was needed. When his 
calves started to arrive, their quality 
was far below that of the heifers and 
it was at this point Mr. Prowse realized 
there was more to selecting a herd 
sire than merely buying a_ registered 
bull. It was then Mr. Prowse saw an 
ad in the Michigan Farmer for Wildwood 
Farms of Lake Orion, this being the 
Script’s herd managed by Sidney Smith. 
It was a trip remembered for many 
reasons and it may seem funny now, 
but back when horses were the main 
means of transportation it was quite a 
trip. 

Mr. Prowse went from his home at 
North Branch to Marlette by horse and 
buggy, a distance of about forty miles. 
He then took the train to Vassar, and 
from Vassar on to Lake Orion. When 
he arrived it was night and he took a 
street car back to Oxford to a hotel. 
The next day was spent with Sidney 
Smith at Wildwood Farms and that 
evening Sidney drove him back to the 
depot in his Model T Ford. While at 
Wildwood the bull “Just Black 2nd” was 
purchased. He was a member of the 
Blackbird family, and this bull proved 
the theory about the herd bull being 
the most important part of any herd 
to be true. 

About this time the two main Angus 
herds in Michigan were Wildwood Farms 
with Sidney Smith as manager, he a 
true Englishman, and Woodcote Farms 
with Alex Minty as manager, he a real 
Scotchman. The two really put on royal 
shows at the exhibitions where they 
were in competition. 

When time came for the Black Anchor 
Herd to change herd sires one was se- 
lected from Otto Battles, this was Black- 
cap 29th. In the late thirties the Bando- 
lier and Bardolier breeding became very 
popular in Michigan, as well as else- 
where, and since that time they have 
used herd sires of these strains in the 
herd. 

Black Anchor Stock Farm did con- 
siderable showing of cattle, but the 
primary interest through the years was 
starting new herds, Mr. Prowse started 
several young breeders in the purebred 
business and placed cattle in a scattered 
section of the country including Texas,

His lifetime was 
devoted to Angus cattle and he felt he 
had been well rewarded through the 
experiences he had and the many friends 
he made while producing Angus cattle. 
He told how a man stopped him one 
day and asked what he thought of the 
purebred cattle business with prices the 
way they were. It was a time when 
prices were not as high as they could 
have been and he told his questioner that 
he thought just as much of the purebred 
business then as he ever had, for he 
believed purebred cattle were the best 
security any farmer could have. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilbert Prowse, foun- 
ders of the Black Anchor Stock Farm’s 
herd of Angus cattle both passed away 
in 1959. Mr. Prowse had been very active 
in Angus activities and before his death 
gave his grandson Steve Moore a regis- 
tered heifer. Steve now has fourteen 
head of his own, so the family is in 
the third generation on the same farm. 
The present owners are Mr. and Mrs. 
Cy Moore, Mrs. Moore being Burniece 
Prowse. They were farming with her 
folks and have continued with the same 
herd on the same farm, The herd now 
numbers about one hundred head. The 
Moores have four children, Susan, Sally, 
Patty and the son Steve, third gener- 
ation Angusman on Black Anchor Stock 
Farm. (The oldest Michigan herd?) 


1914 
MASTERSON RANCH 
Cle Elum, Washington 


‘THE MASTERSON RANCH was 
founded in 1880 at Cle Elum, Washing- 
ton and in 1914 H. C. & B. L. Masterson 
(father and son) started the Masterson 
Ranch Angus Herd. 

Their first bull was a non-registered 
purebred from the herd of John Smithson 
and the first females were grades sired 
by Smithson bulls, According to Sander’s 
History John Smithson was a Washing- 
ton State pioneer Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder whose herd was founded on 
eighteen cows from the herd of the Hon. 
J. H, Pope, Minister of Agriculture of the 
Canadian government. 

The first registered Angus females 
were purchased from Dickson & McDowell 
of Prineville, Oregon in 1920. The herd 
was quickly built up to two hundred 
head and was maintained at that level 
for many years, At the present time they 
carry approximately one hundred and 
fifty females plus their herd sires and sale 
stock. As the registered herd was built 
up they decreased the numbers of com- 
mercials, running both registered and 
commercial herds for many years, how- 
ever they gradually replaced all of the 
commercial cows with registered females. 
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Pasture scene, Masterson Ranch, Cle Elum, Washington. 


Other females used in founding the 
registered operation included a group 
of granddaughters of Oakville Quiet 
Lad from Congdon & Battles and an 
outstanding daughter of Edlike, Erica 
30 of Rosemere, purchased as a two 
year old and used in the herd until she 
was 18 years old, leaving many great 
descendants. 

Another group of foundation cows that 
left a great impression on the Masterson 
herd was a group of ten cows from the 
Eastside Farm herd of W. H. Cooper, 
the noted auctioneer of Hedrick, Iowa. 
These cows were strong in the blood of 
Enlate, the bull Col, Cooper paid $36,000 
for in the June 1919 Escher & Ryan sale. 
These females were also close up to the 
famous Earl Marshall, sire of six Inter- 
national grand champions. 

They also selected three good cows 
from the herd of Charles Gibson, Yakima, 
Washington that were also of Otto 
Battles breeding, and later two very good 
cows were purchased for Mastersons by 
Carl Oldsen from the Ed Serrell herd at 
Larkspur, Colorado. These cows were 
strong in Earl Marshall and Revolution 
breeding and left a lot of good descend- 
ants in the herd. One of these cows pro- 
duced the bull Mastersons Black Eston 
which they sold to Oahu Sugar Co., Ltd., 
Waipahu, T. H. to head their herd and 
they also sold four very good heifers to 
M. R. Mendes, Wailuku, Maui, T, H. 
(The Carl Oldsen mentioned here is the 
late Carl Oldsen who, when working with 
the Iowa Beef Producers was the father 
of the Heifer Calf Club program and 
later was with the American Angus 
Association as fieldman in the north- 
western states.) 

Many herds throughout the west have 
been started with females purchased from 
the Masterson herd. They have sold cattle 
from the Canadian border to Mexico and 


from Hawaiian Islands into the midwest. 

Since the beginning they have pur- 
chased bulls from Canada, Washington, 
California and from many midwestern 
states. They used eighteen bulls bred 
by Otto V. Battles including three pur- 
chased from him after he moved to 
California. Of thé Congdon & Battles 
bulls used several were very outstanding; 
Queenmere 18th, Prizemere 154th, Black- 
mere 126 and Prizemere 21st, a show 
bull loaned them for one breeding sea- 
son by Mr. Battles. Blackcapmere 301 
was purchased from Mr, Battles from 
Los Olivos, California and was definitely 
a great breeding bull in this herd. 


One of the most outstanding bulls used 
in the herd was Everjur, sired by Jury- 
man of Don Head which they purchased 
from L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, Okla- 
homa. Next in line was Energy’s Epic 
2d, a bull with lots of scale and smooth- 
ness bred by Robert M. Brown, Kirkman, 
Towa. 

The late Senator Simon E. Lantz, Con- 
gerville, Illinois bought for Mastersons 
the bull Bell Boy A, R. 7th from Glenn 
Schrock, Washington, Illinois. This was 
an Althaus bull Mr, Schrock had used 
for a number of years in his own herd 
so he was along in years when purchased 
by Mastersons, however he did a great 
job for them. 

Ettars Evader of F. B. 71st bred by 
French Broad Farms, Bowling Green, 
Kentucky, was a great breeding bull and 
left a lot of very smooth cows, that have 
passed on their great qualities to their 
calves. Two other very good bulls should 
be mentioned among those used in early 
years, these were Blackcap Bandolier 
19th by Applewood Bandolier 56th pur- 
chased in Northeastern Kansas, K. C. 
Eileenmere by Mr. Eileenmere, the 1954 
International grand champion, purchased

At the present time Masterson Ranch 
is owned and managed by B. L, Master- 
son and his son Harry. They are using 
as herd sires Ankonian Ballot 2294, by 
Ballot of Belladrum and out of Bryans 
Manor Juana 256, a great cow; Aberan 
Elevate 282 by Elevate of Eastfield, 
Perth Supreme Champion and out of 
Ankony Blackbird 67th a daughter of the 
International grand champion Eileenmere 
1032; Eileenmere of Bar M 60th, a great 
Eileenmere-Bell Boy bull of their own 
breeding and Earl Marshall M 1965, a 
large rugged bull descending from their 
original Black Empress of Colorado cow 
that came from the Serrell herd. 

It is easy to see why Masterson bred 
cattle have been sold into so many far- 
away places as well as to many others 
in the western area when you read the 
names of the men whose herds supplied 
the foundation cattle for this operation 
and the breeders of the bulls used down 
through the years. It proves the point

"THE WAY I got in the Angus business 
was unusual. When I was 19 years old, 
my brother and I rented a farm in Rich- 
mond, Kentucky. This was in the fall of 
1913. We moved to the farm in January 
of 1914. We farmed the spring and 
summer of 1914; in the fall we bought 
25 calves, mostly black calves, some 
heifers and steers, These calves were 
shipped into the stock yards. My uncle 
bought 25 calves also. 

In about three weeks, a man came 
to our farm to tell us that the calves 
were out of a car of 100 calves, Fifty 
of these calves had been shipped to an- 
other county and were found to have 
contracted foot and mouth disease. The 
first thing they did was quarantine the 
farm and lock all the gates. They would 
not let us leave the farm. 

The next day, this man had us catch 
each calf and open his mouth and pick 
up his feet so he could tell if they were 
infected. After they were all examined, 
he pronounced that they were all in- 
fected and would have to be killed. They 
would be put in a pit and quick lime put 
on them and covered up. 

We called our uncle in town, who was 
sheriff, and told him what had happened. 
He got in touch with the bank that held 
the note on the calves. They got in touch 
with the federal authorities, who sent a 
man from Nebraska to examine the 
calves; the man came to the farm on 
Monday. 
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The first thing he did was to get in 
a rubber suit and then get in a big tub 
of water with a lot of disinfectant. The 
calf roping was on again; we had to pull 
their tongues out, then raise up each 
foot so the doctor could examine each 
calf. 

The doctor said nothing until after 
it was all over and he got cleaned up. 
I was holding my breath, and when he 
started asking questions about what we 
had been feeding the calves; also if 
they had been in a cone thicket and 
could eat the cone, we told him they 
had, and he said, “If these calves have the 
foot and mouth disease, I would like to 
have 100 of them. He took the sign 
down and lifted the quarantine, and went 
off to look for the doctor who said they 
had the disease. We never heard from 
him again. But we found out after- 
wards that the other calves that were 
shipped did have the disease, That is 
the start of my Angus cows, I kept out 
of these calves, to get my start, in the 
Angus business. 

We farmed for two more years, and 
in the fall of 1916, we went to Louisiana 
to oversee a plantation at Newellton, 
Louisiana. We loaded three Angus cows, 
two horses, four sows, and some chickens, 
and the dog in an immigrant car. We 
were on the railroad car on the slow train 
through Arkansas 9 days and 8 nights. 
We travelled at night and unloaded 
freight in the daytime at every little 
town in Arkansas. We arrived at the 
plantation with our cows and horses in 
November of 1916, on the slow train 
through Alabama. 

In the spring of 1917, we had three 
registered Angus bulls and 22 commercial 
heifers shipped from Oblong, Illinois, 
where the owner of the plantation lived. 
In the spring of 1918, we were notified 
that we had 380 days to wind up our 
business and report for induction in the 
army. We sold lock, stock, and barrel to 
a farmer that lived next to the plan- 
tation. In the fall of 1918, after I got 
out of the army, I came to Oblong, II- 
linois, and started in the Angus business 
with J. A, York, who had a farm not too 
far from Oblong. The partnership was 
known as York & Deatherage. We named 
the farm Maplehill Stock Farm. We 
hoped to register our cattle as Maplehill, 
but were told by the association that 
another farm had that name, and we 
would have to get another name, We 
took the name for our cattle, Maplemere 
and have had the name for 50 years. 
We bought our first Angus for our 
farm from a Mr. Dennis Hindman at 
Anna, Illinois. We got ten cows, four 
calves, and the head bull. This was our 
start in the Angus business in Illinois. 

I did not know much about Angus at 
that time, so I had to learn the hard way 
—through experience and a lot of work. 
I kept the heifer calves and bought a 


bull calf from Medsker Bros. in Indiana, 
and I got a few good calves from this 
cross. On the eighth day of October, 
1919, my partner’s granddaughter and 
I were married and moved to a farm east 
of town. ; 

In 1921, my wife and I started showing 
a few head at the Crawford County Fair. 
I could sell most of my bulls at the 
farm, but at not much more than steer 
prices. So I started to show at more 
county fairs, but could not get too high 
in the show. I could sell my surplus 
cattle at good prices while I was on the 
circuit. We found out we had to get 
some better cattle. 

In 1926, while I was showing at the 
county fair, we had a new judge by the 
name of Roscoe Snapp from the uni- 
versity. I thought he was the worst 
judge I had ever seen, but after the 
show I talked with him about the cat- 
tle. He told me to go out and buy me a 
good bull from a good breeder with a 
good reputation. 

I talked it over with my partner, and 
he said he would like to get out of the 
business. In 1927, we had a dispersion 
sale, and we took over the farm and 
bought six of the best cows and started 
all over again. In the fall I went to 
Chicago ‘o the International; I saw 
some good cattle. I met Mr. Otto Battles, 
and he told me about his cattle. He said 
he had a bull with a good pedigree, a son 
of Oakville Quiet Lad. I bought this 
bull and bred my cows in the spring of 
1928. I did not show that year, but ir 
1929 I took five of the calves to the fair 
and won on all five calves. After the 
show, I sold all five calves to one ex- 
hibitor for a lot more than I paid for the 
bull. From this bull, I got some good 
heifers and went back to Chicago and 
bought Idolmere 9 “by Prizemere 9th” 
from Mr. Battles, This bull proved to 
cross well on the cows. I bought two 
cows from Smuckers and Sons in Blairs- 
town, Iowa, a Queen Mother and an 
Erica bred to their herd bull. They 
proved to be great breeding cows. 


In 1939, I went to Mr. Garrett Tolan’s 
sale and bought three daughters of “Ei- 
leenmere 85th.” One was Blackcap Tolan 
80 bred to the Anoka bull, the two cows; 
one was an Eline cow and a Blackcap 
Tolan heifer open. I paid $1360 for the 
top cow in the sale, also $600 for the 
Eline heifer, and $375 for the other 
heifers. After that, Mr. Tolan was one 
of the best friends I ever had. He could 
advise me what to do and would buy a 
lot of my cattle, I bought a bull calf 
from Tobe Casebier sired by Eileenmere 
85 from a Blackbird Baloras cow. I 
bred these daughters of “85th” to this - 
bull and I got some real females from 
this cross. I then went back to Tolans 
and bought a Blackberry cow, a Pride- 
mere T, and an Elluna cow; later on, I 
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On the 50th Anniver- 
sary of the JOURNAL, 
we dedicate this poem 
in memory of our 
father, the late Henry 
James, another true 
pioneer.

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bought a Blackeap Missie cow out of 
Blackcap Tolan 61, the show cow from 
John Tolan. She was bred to Eileen- 
mere 500 and she had a heifer calf. I 
took the heifer back and bred her to 
Eileenmere 1100. She had a bull calf 
called Eileenmere Maplemere 1100 that 
proved to be a great breeding bull. I 
then bought a daughter of Eileenmere 
1032 at the big sale of 1951, a great 
producing cow bred to Eileenmere 1050. 
She cost $4600.00. The cheapest cow 
I ever bought. She had a bull calf, and 
I used this bull for some time, Then 
I bought a son of Evas Bandolier, Lad 
Bardoliermere 3 out of a great Black- 
bird cow. I kept 14 daughters and still 
have, Blackberry of Maplemere 5, the 
last of his daughters in the herd, She 
is 15 years old and will calve this 
spring. I have used four sons of O 
Bardoliermere 2, Dor Mac _ Bardolier- 
mere of Maplemere, Dormac Bardolier- 
mere 434, Dormac Bardoliermere 807. I 
am using a great bull by Garrique Er- 
man, the Meadow Lane bull, out of a 
great daughter of O Bardoliermere 2. 
I have a great set of calves sired by this 
bull. I hope to be in the Angus business 
for several years more, as I get a lot 
of pleasure out of the cattle. I was 
born in 1895, so I am not so young any 
more. 
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THE HOMESTEAD 
Robert F, Lute Ranches 
Ogallala, Nebraska 


FRED H. LUTE arrived in Kuth 
County, Nebraska with his parents from 
Germany in 1884, He was twenty-one 
years old when they settled four miles 
east of Ogallala on the South Platte 
River. He soon started on his own on 
a place seven miles southeast of his 
parents’ farm on the other side of the 
South Platte River. 

At first he had the usual kind of 
cattle that were to be had at the time 
as it was shortly after the end of the 
Texas Trail Drives and Ogallala was a 
shipping and selling point. 

After the turn of the century a few 
Angus began to appear. Fred H. Lute 
started in the Angus business with some 
heifers he bought from a neighbor who 
had started his own herd with some 
purebred heifers from Iowa, For some 
time after that bulls were hard to get 
because there were no purebred herds 
nearby and he would buy bull calves 
from his neighbor and kept the best 
calves for bulls. 

Since 1930 they have used purebred 
bulls exclusively. First from small herds 
near York, Nebraska; next Mr. Smith 
from Lewellen, Nebraska who had 
brought a purebred bull from Missouri; 


later from Mr. Harrison of Indianola, 
Nebraska, who also had cattle in Iowa; 
next Mr. Ed Polka, Riverton, Nebraska, 
who has made a name for himself that 
is well known in Angus circles; others 
from Eli Votaw, Wellfleet, Nebraska 
and many from the Columbus Asso- 
ciation auctions at Columbus, Nebraska. 

For the past fifteen years they have 
purchased most of their bulls from J. W. 
Hepperly, Paxton, Nebraska who has 
satisfied them very well. These bulls 
are of good quality and not pampered 
and they go out and do them a good job 
in the Sand Hills as well as on the hard 
land. 

Fred H. Lute passed away in 1953. 
He and his son, Robert F. Lute were 
then partners, Robert being located on 
the original ranch founded by his grand- 
father. From 1953 the ranches were 
continued as a partnership with his 
mother until she passed on in 1962. Then 
the estate was divided among Robert 
and his two sisters, Lula E. and Rose S. 
Lute. Robert and his father had pur- 
chased land in Arthur County, Nebraska 
which is just north of Kuth County and 
is what is known as the Nebraska Sand 
Hills and the best cattle country in 
America. The first land purchased there 
was in 1919, soon after World War I 
and land was high. This was hard to pay 
for due to the depression, but over the 
years and up until the time of Fred 
Lute’s death they acquired fifty sections 
and ran about 1200 cows, keeping the 
offspring until yearlings. 

This now is operated by a lease ar- 
rangement with a family by the name 
of Kramer, wherby they own one half the 
cattle which was started in 1923 (45 years 
ago) and is still operating the same 
way and the same family, with the 
second and third generations of Kramers 
operating the herd. 

When Robert Lute first attended the 
Columbus Sales, he became acquainted 
with the late Fred Hahne, who was 
attending for his Journal and received 
his help in making his herd bull selec- 
tions. Robert said, “At the time I was 
not too well versed in bull buying and 
he gave me some good advice which has 
stood me in good stead in later years.” 

Robert also wrote, “I remember spend- 
ing a night sharing a hotel room with 
you (Dick Hahne) and a snow storm 
was raging and I was concerned about 
getting back to our cattle and you were 
forced to stay over, March 1941 or 1942. 
It was in the 30’s when I took out a 
life subscription to the Journal. 

“My sister has the home ranch and I 
have the grandparents’ ranch plus the 
Sand Hills rarch. During World War 
I much of the Home Ranch was put 
under cultivation and planted to wheat 
and my other sister has most of that 
land. I was born on the Home Ranch in 
1905 and have spent my entire lifetime 
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in the Angus cattle business. My mother 
(Bessie Sale Lute) was born in Ireland 
and came with her parents, at the age 
of ten to Kuth County and at the age 
of twenty-one married my father and 
they celebrated their fifty-third wedding 
Anniversary a few months before he 
passed away. 

“T am married to the daughter of 
a Pioneer family named Mike O’Brein, 
who were also ranchers. We have one 
son attending the University of Wyoming 
at Laramie. He is the only one to carry 
on the Lute name. 

“The Polka bulls were Bandolier and 
Bardolier breeding and the Hepperly’s 
were much the same. We also used 
Homeplace Eileenmere and Dor Mac 
Bardoliermere bulls, and I give much 
credit to the improvement in our cattle 
to Ed Polka’s breeding after we started 
using them twenty-five years ago.” 

Robert Lute mentioned in his letter 
that he had read that if you use regis- 
tered bulls on commercial cows for 
enough years the herd would be purebred 
and he thought their herd should qualify 
since purebred bulls had been used ex- 
clusively since 1930—also their original 
females were from purebred cows and 
the bulls used were from herds founded 
on purebred heifers. This is one of the 
high quality commercial operations of 
the Sand Hills region. 
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FRENCH BROAD FARMS 
Dorman Huggins 
Bowling Green, Kentucky 


‘THE FRENCH BROAD FARMS herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was founded 
in 1914 by Dr. J. I. Huggins of Dan- 
dridge, Tennessee. It was named from 
the beautiful river that flowed through 
the Huggins home place, and this fertile 
French Broad River basin was also the 
original home of the famous Stokley- 
Van Camp Canning Company’s first can- 
ning plant. 

Dr. Huggins sent Dr, C. D. Lowe, who 
was the agricultural agent for the 
Southern Railroad, to Iowa to buy a 
carload of Angus cows. Dr. Lowe visited 
several herds and finally purchased a 
carload of Angus cows with calves at 
side and rebred and also a ten month old 
bull calf, King of Cloverleaf 7th, to be 
shipped to Talbott’s station, a distance 
of some twelve miles from the Huggins’ 
Farms, as there were good stock pens at 
this railroad station. 

The carload of cattle arrived in June 
1914 around 2:00 P. M. Dr. Huggins 
and son, Dorman, along with Dr. C, D. 
Lowe, arrived at Talbott station around 
10:00 A. M., anxiously awaiting the ar- 
rival of this carload of Angus cows. 
After what seemed like a very long 
wait, the cattle arrived and we unloaded

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them in the pens to get some water and 
a little hay. After they rested 2 or 3 
hours, we started driving this new Angus 
herd across country to the A. J. Huggins 
farm, about half way between the sta- 
tion and Dr. Huggins’ farm. On this first 
drive, we lost one of the baby calves that 
laid down in some bushes along the way 
unnoticed, and had to send a neighbor 
with one of the few automobiles in this 
little community, with one of the hands 
to bring the calf to its mother. 

The cattle were rested in a pasture 
overnight and then started on the last 
leg of the journey to their home on the 
French Broad Farms. This was a great 
and eventful step by Dr. Huggins, who 
became one of the leading Angus breed- 
ers in the nation. 

From time to time Dr. Huggins added 
more Angus cows. In 1917 he purchased 
Idolmere from A. A. Armstrong and 
Sons of Camargo, Illinois. Dr. Lowe 
had seen this bull and was greatly im- 
pressed with him, Idolmere arrived in 
good shape and immediately caught the 
eye of all cattlemen in the surrounding 
country. Then in 1918, Dr. Huggins 
bought 20 cows with calves in Illinois 
at the suggestion of Mr. M. A. Judy. 
In this group of cows were two great 
cows worth more than Dr. Huggins paid 
for the whole carload, and the price was 
high for the times, The two cows, Rose- 
mere Blackbird Lass by Golden Gleam, 
and Ettar by imported Earl Eric of Bal- 
lindalloch, proved to be great producers 
and made Angus history. This is still 
carried on by their great descendants to 
the present day, 

In 1918, Dr. Huggins hired a Scotsman 
by the name of John Beaton to be his 
herdsman and look after his herd of 
Angus John’s father was one of the 
great cattle breeders and judges of Scot- 
land. Lewis Beaton had been invited 
twice to judge the International, but his 
wife would not let him cross the ocean. 
John immediately fell in love with the 
herd and especially Idolmere, so he be- 
came ambitious to have a show herd. 
My father agreed, but was a little hesi- 
tant to take up the show business, How- 
ever, in the fall of 1919, the French 
Broad Farms show herd went on the tan 
bark road, showing at all the leading 
southern states and district shows and 
fairs where they captured the Grand 
Championship on the bull, Idolmere, 
and the female Grand Championship on 
Ettar of French Broad at all these fairs. 

Now John was really all keyed up and 
anxious to go to Chicago. Ed Davis, 
who was one of the Angus fieldmen, 
along with Dr. C. D. Lowe, who had also 
gone with the Association as the south- 
ern fieldman in the meantime, both in- 
sisted that Idolmere was the best bull 
they had seen all fali and by all means 
should go to Chicago, But Dr. Huggins 
said no. However, they asked Dr. 
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Dean of 


H. <A. Morgan, then the 
Agriculture at the University of Tennes- 
see and was very close to Dr. Huggins, 
to go to French Broad Farms to spend 
the day looking over the show herd and 
to try to convince Dr, Huggins to send 
the show herd to Chicago. He succeeded 
and the last of November 1919, the 
French Broad Farms show herd headed 
by railroad for Chicago and the great 
International Livestock Show, After the 
ribbons were all tied and all classes 
judged, Idolmere was the Grand Cham- 
pion bull. Blackbird Lass of F B was 
first prize junior yearling and her stall 
mate, Ettar of F B, was second prize 
junior yearling. She had stood above 
“Blackbird Lass” all fall and had been 
Grand Champion female over the 
southern circuit. They also won first 
prize on the aged herd and all of the ten 
animals had been well up in the money. 

The banner was flying high over 
French Broad Farms and the entire 
Huggins family and east Tennessee were 
all very happy. But this period of hap- 
piness and celebration was destined for 
a short duration. This fine carload of 
show cattle ran into disaster enroute 
home. The carload of cattle caught on 
fire at Oakdale, Tennessee, about 50 
miles from home, and every animal with 
the exception of Blackbird Lass of F B, 
the first prize junior yearling, and a 
nurse cow, was lost. This was a great 
loss and a disappointment to the Hug- 
gins family as well as to the entire 
Angus breed. 

But Dr. Huggins was never a man to 
give up. Instead he cabled Mr. Lewis 
Beaton to buy him the best Angus bull 
available in Scotland, and he purchased 
Perinthian 323447 at a cost laid down of 
$30,000.00, a whale of a price for those 
days. He was champion of Royal at 
Dublin and Reserve Champion at the 
Highland show. Perinthian arrived at 
French Broad Farms in June 1920 where 
the flies and heat annoyed him very 
much, but John Beaton started breeding 
him light and fitting him for the Inter- 
national, Again the 1st of November, 
Perinthian and the other members of the 
show herd headed for Chicago and again 
when the judging was over and the rib- 
bons tied, French Broad Farms had won 
Grand Champion bull on Imported Perin- 
thian, first prize and Reserve Senior 
Champion on “Blackbird Lass,” and sev- 
eral other prizes. All animals were \’ell 
ap in the money and Perinthian, like 
Idolmere, was awarded the Argentina 
Medal for the best animal of the breed 
regardless of sex. This was the first 
time any exhibitor had won the Grand 
Champion bull on two consecutive shows 
with different bulls and also only con- 
secutive winner of the Argentina Medal. 

Perinthian lived to be 17% years old. 
He was always hand bred and never al- 
lowed to run with the herd. He left a 


most indelible stamp on his offspring 
with great type, quality and size, He 
developed into a big bull, weighing 2300 
pounds as a three year old and this still 
shows up today in many of the top cattle 
throughout the southland. 

In 1928, Dr. Huggins’ son, Dorman, 
graduated from the University of Ten- 
nessee and took charge of the French 
Broad herd. After using many sons of 
Perinthian and grandsons until Perin- 
thian’s blood was highly concentrated, 
he purchased Cesors Evader Mercury 
612545 at the suggestion of Col. Paul 
Good. This bull proved to be one of the 
most prepotent sires of the Angus breed. 
He was by Evesback Evader, a son of the 
great Black Bardolier, and Evesback 
Evader was out of Eva Bandolier, the 
dam of the great Evas Bandolier Lad. 
“Mercury’s” dam was by the phenomenal 
Bandolier of Anoka, a great brood cow. 

To keep the records straight, it might 
be well to state that in the spring of 
1943, Dorman Huggins and his father 
moved the French Broad herd to Bowling 
Green, Kentucky where they purchased 
two farms to replace the home place on 
the French Broad River at Dandridge, 
Tennessee, which had been flooded by 
the T. V. A, Douglas MacArthur dam. 
Dr. Huggins passed away in November 
1947. 


The offspring of Cesors Evader Mer- 
cury, from these great old Perinthian 
bred females at French Broad Farms, 
produced some great show cattle for 
Dorman Huggins and the first son of 
“Mercury” dropped at French Broad was 
first prize calf at Chicago, showing 
against senior calves and he was only a 
junior calf. There was no_ separated 
junior class at Chicago and he showed 
against senior calves. The show herds 
by “Mercury” won many prizes for Dor- 
man Huggins and he had the top win- 
ning show herds over the entire southland 
in 1949, 1950 and 1951. The offspring 
of “Mercury” were in great demand and 
still are today. Wherever a_ grand- 
daughter comes into a sale ring, they 
have made great records in many herds. 
Dorman Huggins, after winning 1st prize 
at the International on the Ettar and 
Petunia and Blackbird Lass strains of 
show cattle, started these new family 
names that today are considered among 
the top strains of the breed. The Petunia 
strain stems from the mating of Im- 
ported Perinthian to a sister of the great 
old Earl Marshall. The females were all 
named Petunias and the bulls Petunians 
from the sire of Perinthian, Petunian. 
He too, was Supreme Champion of the 
Royal Highland show in Scotland the 
year after Perinthian was 1920 Interna- 
tional Grand Champion. They are today 
one of the most popular sought after 
strains.

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interests have prevented Dorman Hug- 
gins from showing cattle, but he still 
breeds top cattle. The present day herd 
consists of some 250 head with approxi- 
mately 100 brood cows headed by two 
top breeding bulls, One is a son of the 
great Ermitre of Haymount and the 
other by a top breeding son of Banner 
of Belladrum, Supreme Champion of 
Perth Show and full brother to Ballot of 
Belladrum. The pastures are full of top 
calves by these two top breeding bulls and 
visitors are always welcome, 

This sums up 54 years this past June 
1968 of continuous breeding of quality 
Angus cattle by two generations of the 
Dr. J. I. Huggins family, by him and 
his son, Dorman, 


1915 
WILLOW GROVE LAND &

Wood Lake, Nebraska 


[IN 1915 A YOUNG fellow in Cherry 
County, Nebraska, had an idea. It came 
from observation of the doing ability 
of some Aberdeen-Angus cattle on a 
neighboring ranch. The more he watched 
them the more the young fellow was 
convinced that the home ranch could 
use some of those hornless, Black cattle. 

When the neighboring herd was put 
up for sale the Kreyciks bought all 200 
of them. Jim Kreycik said, “I did some 
tall talking to convince dad and the boys, 
that we should change from Shorthorns 
to Angus. But the change was made, 
even if by degrees. We didn’t make the 
change to Ang®s over night. We kept 
the best of the cattle from the herd we 
purchased—they had originated in Wyo- 
ming, and beyond that we didn’t know 
their history—and we kept the red heifers 
from the old Shorthorn herd and bred 
them to the Angus bulls.” 

Those original Black cows and the red 
heifers were the foundation of the 
present top commercial herd located in 
the Sand Hills of Nebraska at Wood 
Lake, and runs on 22,000 acres divided 
into four separate ranches. There is an 
abundance of native grasses on the hills 
for the summer range, and sub-irrigated 
meadows provide hay for winter feed. 
This hay ration is supplemented with 
commercial protein feeds. 

Registered Angus bulls have been used 
on Kreycik cows from 1915 on and never 
have any heifers been sold until the 
top end had been taken off for replace- 
ments. This, along with constant culling 
to keep only the top producers, has pro- 
vided the cow herd they have today. 

The original organization was a cor- 
poration—Willow Grove Land and Cattle 
Company, owned by Joseph P. Kreycik 
and his five sons, Charlie, Jim, Joe, 
George and John. Each son managed 
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a ranch, but the herd was run as one 
unit. In 1954 the corporation structure 
was changed so that each of the re- 
maining sons operated his own ranch 
as a separate unit. However, until 1962 
the steer calves were all sold together 
as Kreycik Bros. Angus. 

The first bulls used were purchased 
in Iowa and Nebraska and were Earl 
Marshall breeding. Later bulls of Revo- 
lution breeding were brought into the 
herd. In 1940 bulls purchased from Gau- 
ger Bros., Clear Lake, South Dakota 
went into the herd, and for eleven con- 
secutive years Gauger Bros. were the 
only suppliers of bulls to Kreycik Bros. 

Today many of the bulls in service 
on the Joe and John Kreycik ranches 
come from the Val-Mar Farms, Manilla, 
Iowa. Jim and his son, Jack, have been 
using A, I. for the past five years on 
five hundred cows. 

The steers from these ranches are 
sold as calves in the fall and go direct 
to feeders in the Corn Belt. The heifers 
are held over until they are yearlings 
and are then sold for breeding stock, 
either open or bred. 

Some of their winnings at major 
events are—7 Grand Championships in 
the Fat Steer Carlot division at Chicago’s 
International from 1951 to 1966. Two 
Grand Champion Carlots at the Amer- 
ican Royal, and two Grand Champion 
Carlots at the Bourbon Stock Show at 
Louisville, Kentucky, and numerous first 
place winners in the various weight 
classes at these same shows. 

The cover scene on September 1950 
issue was a scene of Kreycik yearling 
heifers, some 300 of them, just brought 
in off the range. One hundred of them 
were kept to put back into the herd 
as replacements and the other 200 were 
loaded the next day to A-Bar-A Ranch, 
Encampment, Wyoming at $195 a round. 

This sale was credited to the late Carl 
Oldsen, then the Association fieldman 
in the west. Joe Kreycik explained, “We 
have been selling most of our heifers 
to go into the feed lot. Every time Carl 
heard about a sale to a feeder he would 
really lay into us. We had these feeders 
to sell, so we finally let Carl know. He 
wasn’t long in finding a buyer.” 

The Willow Grove commercial herd 
was handled a bit differently than many 
of the herds in the Nebraska Sand Hills. 
For one thing, being Aberdeen-Angus, 
they could be handled differently. Be- 
longing to Kreycik Brothers was another 
reason they did not get mine-run han- 
dling. The Willow Grove operators saw 
no reason to settle for less than a ninety 
per cent calf crop, even on the range. 
Calf crops of ninety percent and better 
in a herd of 1,000 cows just don’t 
happen, it takes good management. 

At that time they were cutting the 
herd up into smaller units, enough for 
two or three bulls and alternating bulls 


during the breeding season. They also 
ran bulls with the cows most of the 
year. This made for some late fall and 
winter calves, but it meant more calves 
and fewer non-producing cows. Another 
point was a lot of cows were in the 
herd for fourteen years, some as long 
as sixteen, but only because they con- 
tinued to produce good calves, They 
thought that the Angus cows would 
average three to four years more of 
production than the other breeds. 

Since operating as separate units, the 
Kreycik ranches continue to produce 
premium cattle. 

Members of the family have had the 
honor to be chosen to judge such major 
shows as the Denver National and others. 

Fifty-plus years of team work and 
concentrated effort have succeeded in 
building Kreycik Angus into a reputation 
commercial herd second to none in the 
Nation. 


1915 
LATZKE ANGUS FARMS 
Junction City, Kansas 


IN THE YEAR 1915 E. A. Latzke pur- 
chased his first Angus bull to use on his 
Shorthorn cows. This bull came from 
the W. H. Hollinger herd of Chapman, 
Kansas, now the Wheatland Herd owned 
by Jas. B. Hollinger. The calves from 
this mating were more than what they 
had even hoped for and those cross-bred 
calves looked so good that in 1917 Mr. 
Latzke went back to the Hollinger herd 
and purchased two registered females, 
and this was the beginning of their 
present registered operation that was 
then operated as E. A. Latzke & Son. 

The Latzkes have recorded some cattle 
each year since 1918. They purchased 
females from several herds. In 1918 
from the Hedstrom herd at Burdick 
and from one of the ‘cows from Hed- 
strom’s was produced a bull calf Oak- 
leaf Lad 8rd, known as the “Blossom” 
bull in the Beecher Breyfogle herd at 
Garden City, Kansas. He was a son 
of Elmere Marshall, a line bred Earl 
Marshall bull. 

Other females were selected from 
herds as Escher & Ryan of Irwin, Iowa; 
Joseph Krotz at Odell, Nebraska; Kemp 
Brothers of Marion, Iowa; L. E, Laflin, 
Crab Orchard, Nebraska and the Otto 
V. Battles herd of Maquoketa, Iowa. 

Sires used in the herd included, Black- 
bird Pyramid 323497, son of Pyramid 
of Burlington; Kass Marshall 351905, 
son of Earl Marshall, being a bull with 
considerable length and would be real 
modern today, but a little early for 
the twenties. They kept his daughters 
in the herd as they were then selling 
cattle by the pound. In 1925 they found 
a good young bull at the Chicago show, 
Even Marshall J. 2nd who stood second 
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Edwin Elite 
of Eastfield 


After a long search we found our next herd 
bull and are proud to be a partner with 
Royce Zink in the ownership of the Reserve 
Supreme Champion at Perth, Edwin Elite 
of Eastfield. 

Edwin Elite of Eastfield was Reserve Su- 
preme Champion of the 1965 Perth Show in 
Scotland. He was purchased for 11,000 
guineas, which is about $33,000, by Zink 
Angus Farms. There were over 1,000 bulls 
shown when this bull was Champion. Edwin 
Elite of Eastfield carries a beautiful tabula- 
tion. He is by Elko of Haymount, a bull 
that sold for $56,000 at the 1962 Perth 
Show. This bull in turn sold for $90,000 to 
Ankony Farm in New York and -~ re- 
cently sold an interest in this great bull for 
$100,000. Banner of Belladrum is known as 
the “Sire of Great Sires”. His sons at Perth 
averaged $15,000. His sons and daughters 
in this country have had a tremendous re- 
ception by the buying public and they have 
many, many times been Grand Champions. 
Jungle Eric of Candacraig appears in the 
pedigrees of many of our top cattle. Edwin 
Elite of Eastfield comes from what is con- 
sidered the top F entrap family in Scotland 
which is the Edwina tribe. The own dam o. 
“Edwin Elite” is also the dam of a 1st prize 
bull at Perth in 1961 which sold for $30,000 
to Mr. Firpo for his herd in the Argentine, 
for whom he in turn sired the Reserve Grand 
Champion bull at the Palermo Show in 1964. 
Jason Eric of Ashley also sired the famous 
Prospero of Charterhouse, known as the 
“Continental Bull”. Prince Marcus Hamp- 
ton Lucy is a brother of Evaberg of Hamp- 
ton Lucy, the 1962 Perth Champion. The 
second dam is by Newhouse Edwin Erison, 
a bull that sired three Perth Supreme Cham- 
pions and a Reserve Supreme Champion, 
each of them coming to America. “Edwin 
Elite” was highly regarded by American 
breeders at the Perth Show in February, 
1965. This Champion arrived at Zink Angus 
Farms the summer of 1965. He has con- 
tinued to develop as well as you could ex- 
pect any bull to do. He is now a ton bull. 
He is pictured here in his working clothes. 

We believe he will complement our junior 
herd sires, K B Eclipse 2 and Centurion 
Baron, a son of the International Grand 
Champion, Dor Macs Bardoliermere 100, 
that is doing a fine job in our herd.

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in his class. He was another Earl Mar- 
shall bred bull and was from the John 
Brown herd, Rose Hill, lowa. Then for 
an outcross they purchased another bull 
at the same show, Eryx 386930, who 
stood third in class, bred by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

These: were followed by two more 
Earl Marshall bred bulls from Krotz & 
Son of Odell, Nebraska, Elmere Marshall 
and Revolution 118th. Next they turned 
to the Hartley Stock Farm, Page, North 
Dakota, buying Elinor of Page 428040, 
son of Glencarnock Revolution 6th, an- 
other Earl Marshall bred bull. Again 
they had a bull too large in some re- 
spects to please the compact minded 
public, but they kept the females to put 
back in the breeding herd. Another bull 
from Hartley’s was Burgess 13th of Page. 

In the thirties they used some of 
their own bred bulls with good results 
and in 1939 they bought a line bred 
Earl Marshall bull from L, R. Kershaw, 
Muskogee, Oklahoma, Proud Cap K., a 
great breeding bull and many of the 
present females in the herd show this 
sire in their tabulations. 

Oscar C. Latzke stated, “When looking 
for our next bull, thinking we needed 
some new blood, I was talking to J. 
Garrett Tolan at a sale in Oklahoma. 
Ever since 1926 we had observed the 
Tolan cattle and always admired their 
cattle from the head back, In February 
1946 our family took a few days off 
and visited the Tolan’s herd to inspect 
the cattle. We purchased Eileenmere 
1004th, a son of Eileenmere 585th, and 
Hardwickmere 60th 725185, who was out 
of Estamere, the 1938 International 
Champion female. We much liked the 
Eileenmere 500th and wanted to use a 
son. We bought and used three of them, 
EKileenmere 1073rd, 1056th and 1544th. 
We also bought several good females 
from the Tolans. Then in May, 1950 
we bought five heifers from Glencarnock 
Farms, Ada, Minnesota. The Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal had published a story 
on this herd and had used a group of 
females as an illustration stating that 
they had never been in a shed or any 
kind of shelter in their life. This picture 
was on the cover page. The article 
sounded like here were hardy cattle and 
so we purchased four of the heifers 
that had been pictured on the Journal’s 
cover and brought them home to mate 
to our Eileenmere bulls. 

“Our next bulls were two sons of 
Black Baron of Barnoldby, Baron of 
Lakewood 53rd and Baron of Lakewood 
87th, a large bull that some thought was 
too big, but not for us. These bulls 
worked real well for us. We are now 
using Staley Ermitre 116th by Ermitre 
of Haymount and Burger of Lakewood 
111th by Burger of Classlochie—this a 
complete Scotch pedigree.” 

Ownership of the herd was from the 
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founder, E. A. Latzke, his son Oscar 
and a daughter Ruby, now Ruby Kind 
of Herington, Kansas, who has a few 
cows and records some and these were 
from the original Latzke herd. Larry 
A. Latzke is Oscar’s son and is in part- 
nership with his parents, having a lot 
of natural liking for cattle. The Latzkes 
record over a hundred calves each year, 
and each animal is an individual to them. 
They have a daughter Phyllis Krause 
of Scott City, Kansas, and they grain 
farm. Oscar wrote, “We have enjoyed 
the people we have learned to know, 
Angus cattle having introduced us to 
the best people in the country.” 


1915 


SOMMERDALE FARMS 
Eau Claire, Michigan 


SOMMERDALE ANGUS HERD was 
founded April 2, 1915 with the purchase 
of a bull, Ben 7th, 196929,, by brothers 
Floyd and Frank Sommer of Eau Claire, 
Michigan from F. J. Wilbur of Clio, 
Michigan. The cows on the farm at 
the time were grades of various origins, 
typical of most farms in those days. 
The bull, Ben 7th was, reportedly, weigh- 
ing over 2400 pounds in breeding con- 
dition and somewhat coarse and leggy 
in conformation. 

A year later, March 21, 1916 two cows 
were purchased from Woodlawn Farms 
owned by Stanley R. Pierce, Creston, 
Illinois. These were Layd Cleon 199881 
and Autumn Queen of Oakwood 209373. 
In 1919 they purchased what they con- 
sidered their first real herd bull, Black- 
bird Kemp 280210 from Glen C. Forgy 
of Royal Center, Indiana. 

The cattle were recorded in the name 
of Sommer Brothers, a partnership which 
laster until the death of Frank Sommer 
in 1941. In the early days most all of 
the cattle were sold through various 
consignment sales, one of which was 
the Michigan State Sale. The list of 
consignors in the 192i Michigan State 
Sale include herds that laid the foun- 
dation and shaped the destiny of Angus 
cattle in the state of Michigan. Some 
of these consignors were William E. 
Scripps, Dwight Cutler, Wilbert Prowse, 
James Curry, Johnson Brothers and 
Sommer Brothers. Many consignments 
were made to the annual Gladwin Beef 
Cattle Sale held in Northern Michigan 
for many years. This was an_all- 
breed sale sponsored by the Extension 
Service and Michigan State College in 
an effort to improve the quality of the 
cattle being produced in that area. 

A show herd was maintained in the 
1920’s taking in the larger county fairs 
in Michigan and northern Indiana as 
well as the Michigan State Fair. The 
depression of the early 30’s ended the

show circuit as it had been known prior 
to that time. 

Some females were purchased from 
time to time but for the most part fe- 
males retained for the breeding herd 
were home raised. Some of the bulls 
that have been used in the herd include 
a son of Bardell, a double bred Earl 
Marshall bull, two sons of the Imported 
Koran P of Balfron, a son and a double 
bred grandson of Bandolier 123rd of 
Wilton and more recently two sons of 
Dor Macs Bardolier .70th. 

After the death of Frank Sommer 
in 1941, the herd was retained in partner- 
ship by his widow and Floyd Sommer 
until 1946. At that time the partnership 
was dissolved. As in many dissolutions 
it was necessary to sell a good share 
of the herd. 

At the time Floyd’s son Walter was 
returning from service in the Army in 
World War II and decided to enter into 
a farming partnership with his father. 
They were able to keep a few of the 
cows from the original herd and add 
others. They recorded their cattle in 
the name of Floyd Sommer & Sons, 
the name is still used. 

In 1959 the first production sale was 
held as a Joint Sale with Ken Mar Farm 
of Berrien Center, Michigan. Taylor 
Farms of Decatur, Michigan joined in 
the sale a couple of years later so that 
now it has become an annual joint pro- 
duction sale of these three breeders. The 
most recent sale was held November 2, 
1968 at the Cass County Fair Grounds. 

Floyd Sommer passed away in 1963 
and the herd has been retained by Mrs. 
Floyd Sommer and Walter Sommer to 
the present time. A third generation 
member of the family is Floyd A, Som- 
mer, “Skeet”, who is active in the oper- 
ation of the herd. He is nearly twenty- 
one, and is enrolled in Southwestern 
Michigan College. He owns several 
females in the herd and has fitted and 
shown steers for several years. His most 
recent accomplishment was showing the 
Reserve Grand Champion Steer at the 
Berrien County Youth Fair in 1967. 


The present herd numbers eighty-seven 
brood cows. Bulls in service include a 


son of Bandolier 609th of Wilton, a son 
of Dor Macs Bardoliermere 70th and

Walter Sommer wrote, “Most of the 
history of the herd was not recorded 
and I failed to realize, at the time, that 
I would not remember all of it after 
my Dad and Uncle Frank were gone. 
However, I do recall they mentioned 
that Mr. Fred Hahne had visited the 
farm on occasions in their early days 
as Angus breeders.”

SoME FIFTY-TWO YEARS after we 
bought our first registered Angus cow 
in 1916 here we are, still producing and 
registering cattle of this most popular 
breed. Needless to say the passing years 
in the vocation of breeding and improv- 
ing better livestock have been both en- 
joyable and profitable for us. 


I have been a witness to the making 
of much American Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory during these years. I recall the 
banquet at Manning, Iowa before the 
Escher and Ryan sale when Fred Hahne 
first made the proposition to print a 
breed paper or journal and have seen 
that journal grow from just a thin few 
pages to a volume now that rivals a 
Sears catalog in size and far more in- 
teresting. 

I have been at the Association meet- 
ings when we had changes of adminis- 
tration and secretaries. The secretaries 
I have known are Chas. Gray, W. H. 
Tomhave and Frank Richards, who were 
all wonderful in their efforts of breed 
promotion, but so dedicated to their work 
that when Father Time incapacitated 
them they were not ready to quit and

consequently caused dissention in the 
ranks between the old time breeders, 
who are prone to be satisfied, and the 
new younger ones who are ever going 
forward. 


In the history of Angus cattle Mr. 
Sanders writes that our first cows were 
purchased in 1916 when we bought a 
Pride, a Blackbird and a Queen Mother. 
All cows individually very good and not 
too high in price. I was soon to learn 
that there were other things than indi- 
viduality that regulated prices. There 
was the popularity of families so I began 
studying my lesson and learned that at 
that time Blackcap and Elba Ericas were 
commanding the best prices due mainly 
to scarcity. In the years of World War 
I, I managed to secure two Blackcap 
cows from Matt Baker, whose entire 
herd descended from one cow, Blackbird 
McHenry 58th. My cow was named 
Blackcap Heiress 4th and the calf that 
came with her Mr. Baker named Black- 
cap Meier. The only female to have my 
name, and I’m not bragging. Also about 
this time we secured from Harrison and 
Harrison in Nebraska the cow, Elba of 
Fairfield together with a bull calf, 
Blackeap S. 4th. This was the extent 
of our buying because of the soaring 
prices until after the war ended. 


Came the depression of the early 
twenties which caught many of the 
breeders, who had bought at inflated 
prices, in a squeeze, Then it was that 
we, who had resisted the temptation to 
buy because we felt the cattle we wanted 
were out of our financial reach, found 
cattle offered of choicest breeding that 
we were able to pay for with the money . 
saved. In the years that followed I 
purchased from Wm. Cooper the im- 
ported Elba cow, Evelette, and also the 
Miss Burgess cow, Imp. British Maid of 
Finlarig. These heifers were both bred 
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to Enlate. We lost Evelette’s first calf 
but British Maid produced Burgenlate 
that we developed and used te some ex- 
tent. Next we purchased from the 
Meade and Wegand herd, Eborea 22nd, 
and an Elba of the Eborea branch, and 
the imported Burgess cow “Miss Blinky”. 
The descendants from Miss Blinky were 
the one exclusive family to be first es- 
tablished at our farm. She had one bull 
calf, Blink Burgess, before she came to 
us and with her came a yearling bull, 
Blinky Burgess and a heifer calf, Miss 
Blinky 2d. Of all the cows we ever 
owned I put Miss Blinky at the top. 
Her calves were always beautiful head- 
ed, outstanding individuals. We used 
the bull, Blinky Burgess, for two years 
and he was then sold to hezed the Emer- 
son herd at Knoxville and later to be 
used by Hanna and Eveland. 

At the Baird dispersion I was for- 
tunate to secure two cows of the Juana 
Erica family. I remember the day of 
the sale Ed Davis, a number of boys 
from Missouri, and I arrived at North 
English on the train from Cedar Rapids 
only to find that the wagon roads were 
so muddy that we all decided to walk 
the number of miles on the railroad to 
get to the farm. All were wanting 
Juana Ericas of which I think there 
were seven in the sale. I bought the 
first two sold, then Ed Davis got the 
others on mail bids for Hartleys in 
Dakota who later let Maas Brothers 
have two. In the years following this 
family proved to be very much in de- 
mand. 

Some years later we secured from 
Eggland Bros. of Story City and Ross 
Wood of Ionia a number of cows of the 
Blackcap Bessie family that descended 
from the before mentioned Matt Baker’s 
herd, Neither they who sold them nor 
I realized how popular and in demand 
they were to become, so consequently 
we divided them quite freely with neigh- 
bors and friends at reduced prices from 
what they sold later. Also Hayston 
Beauties were a family that did well for 
us. So much for the days of popular 
families. 

Now, regarding bulls we have used. 
Mr. Sanders mentions our first two bulls, 
Elmland Milo and Blackecap Man. Elm- 
land Milo was sired by Ben Hur of Lone 
Dell, but because of his disposition we 
did not keep him long though he pro- 
duced well on our then small herd. 
Blackcap Man, a double bred Blackcap, 
was purchased at Washington, Iowa 
from John E. Griffith. His sire was 
Blackeap Dell, a S. E. Lantz bull, and 
his dam was a John S, Goodwin .Black- 
cap cow. He did us a lot of good and 
was later sold to Matt Baker to use on 
his McHenry Blackcaps. Blackcap S. 
Ath, mentioned earlier, was next in line 
before we secured Ever Marshall, by the 
great Earl Marshall, from Escher and 
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Ryan. Then Blinky Burgess, along with 
Burgenlate and Burgess Glencarnock. 
Edellor of Page 8th by Ensign of Page 
followed. Then Keileenmere by the 
champion Eileenmere 15th. Next Black- 
cap Revolution K. by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, 

From Rosemere Farms came_ Ep- 
ponian 11th of Rosemere, he by Prize- 
mere 32d. Next R. L. S. Prince Eric 
18th that we secured at the Ralph L. 
Smith sale in 1947, his dam was Black- 
cap of Timberline. He produced us a 
great set of calves and because of their 
quality we retained many of his females 
in our breeding herd. We next pur- 
chased Earl] Marshall 7th, another son of 
Earl Marshall, when he was twelve years 
old and from one crop of calves, his last, 
retained two of his sons, Earl Marshalleo 
and Earl Marshalltown. Both bred to 
our satisfaction. Now in later years we 
have used Oaknoll Barbarian sired by 
Elution of Edenwood for imported breed- 
ing now much in demand. Then Eric of 
Laurel 3rd, a grandson of the champion 
Glenecarnock Eric of Cremona, Also 
Bandoliermere S. W. 193d, a grandson of 
Eva’s Bandolier Lad. Another Bell Boy 
bred bull was Lothar’s Boy T. Our Key 
Bardolier was Roseview Key Bardolier 
10th, 

Presently in service we have Bobbie 
Ermitre, a direct son of the imported 
International Grand Champion, Ermitre 
of Haymount that I note has just died. 
Junior sire now is Ballot B. G. 15th, a 
grandson of Ballot of Belladrum. In 
reserve, we have in partnership with 
Robert Fuller, the yearling Iowna Presi- 
dent, a great individual that is a grand- 
son of the popular Ankonian President. 

Through the years we have never en- 
tered or done any showing of our cattle, 
being content to just breed and try to 
improve for our own satisfaction and to 
the benefit of those who purchase our 
cattle. We strive to produce the easy 
gaining kind, watching cost of gain 
rather than rate of gain, Our types 
have changed gradually only as the type 
of popular and winning show bulls have 
changed. Note that our bulls in service 
have always been close descendants of 
the most popular and winning bulls of 
that generation chosen by us as good 
individuals. 

We have a complete set of the Angus 
Herd Books and I will ever enjoy the 
study of pedigrees. It can truly be 
said that anyone who breeds and regis- 
ters livestock is always striving for im- 
provement regardless of the specie.

T Huis is the story of the continuity of 
the herd of Angus cattle, started by E. 
C. and P. T. Caldwell of Connersville, 
Indiana. 

The original membership certificate, 
number 3812, was issued December 27, 
1916. E. C. Caldwell was Jim Caldwell’s 
grandfather and P. T. was his father, 
who passed away April 1966. Jim was 
born in June 1916. 

This original membership is still active 
and will remain so since Jim’s mother is 
still living. The balance of the herd 
was purchased by Jim Caldwell and his 
wife in June 1965 under a membership 
issued to James L. and Miriam Caldwell. 
Their son, James Rodney was issued a 
junior membership on November 30, 1963, 
making four generations of the family 
under three active memberships on the 
same farm. 

James L, and Miriam Caldwell named 
their herd Way-Fay Farm. Adjoining 
them is the Cold Spring Stock Farm 
owned by Harry Caldwell, son of E. C. 
Caldwell and brother of P, T. Caldwell. 


WAY-FAY FARM 


The membership of E, C. and P, T. 
Caldwell is number 3812, taken out 
December 27, 1916. I was six months 
old at the time. E. C. was my grand- 
father and P. T., my father. 

The first recorded cows were pur- 
chased in the immediate neighborhood 
and were not of quality to be too proud of, 
but nevertheless they implanted the de- 
sire and incentive to acquire and pro- 
duce Angus cattle of better quality After 
a year or so it was decided the quickest 
way to improve on the modest start 
would be to purchase a few well bred 
females. 

At an Indiana State Angus sale, 
November 7, 1918, held in Logansport, 
five cows and a bull were purchased. 
Namely, a K. Pride of Aberdeen sired 
by Kanimura of Ballindalloch No. 100428, 
with a heifer calf at side, and rebred to 
Black Bendix, a son of Bendix, the cow 
being bred by Escher and Sons of Iowa 
and consigned by Glenn C. Forgy, Royal 
Center, Indiana; a Chieftain Trojan 
Erica sired by Blackbird Sultan No. 
137865, he a son of Black Woodlawn, and 
a grandson of Bell’s Eclipser, this cow 
was bred by Fleming and Allen, West 
Lebanon, Indiana; a Balhalgardy Fanny 
with a heifer calf at side, this cow traced 
twice to Prince Ito No. 50006 in the 
third generation; a Kemnay Flavia sired 
by a grandson of Prince Ito, a heifer 
calf at side sired by a son of Kloman, 
the 1911 International Champion bull, 
the sire Undulata Black Ito was a full 


brother to Epistos, the 1916 International 
Champion bull, bred by C, D. and E. F. 
Caldwell, Burlington Junction, Missouri. 
And another Pride of Aberdeen cow 
sired by a grandson of Tenth Laird of 
Estill No. 26230. 

The bull purchased at this sale, was 
a son of Bendix No. 174560 and out of a 
K. Pride of Aberdeen cow who traced 
twice to Prince Ito. 

The following day, November 8, 1918, 
at the A. S. Cecil and Sons sale, Muncie, 
Indiana, two more females were pur- 
chased, A Queen Mother sired by Black 
Ito 2d, No. 133995, bred to a son of Hill- 
dale Pride No. 198412, who was Grand 
Champion cow at Chicago in 1916 and 
1917, shown in 1916 by J. S. Caldwell, 
Chillicothe, Ohio and in 1917 by A. S. 
Cecil and Sons, Muncie, Indiana, The 
second cow purchased at this sale was 
a Heather Bloom, sired by Royalist of 
Highland Co, No. 100553 and bred to 
Broadus Norwood 3d, No. 164977, a 
many time State Fair Champion cam- - 
paigned by the Cecils. 

In 1923 at the Rosenberry Herd Dis- 
persal, New Castle, Indiana two more 
foundation females were purchased, one 
an Eisa Trojan Erica sired by Burmester, 
No. 104155, with a heifer calf at side by 
Blackcap Peer B., No. 241809, a many 
time Champion, shown by John W. Ball. 
The second cow purchased at the dis- 
persal, an Enchantress Trojan Erica sired 
by Forest Park Repeater, No. 177165, 
this cow also had a heifer calf at side 
sired by Blackcap Peer B. 

This forming the female foundation 
of cows on this farm. About this time 
(1918) an uncle, Harry F. Caldwell made 
his first purchase of Angus cattle and 
still maintains a sizeable herd just across 
the road. 

Very few females were purchased over 
the following years but an effort was 
made to maintain and increase the 
quality by purchasing some of the bet- 
ter bulls, circumstances permitting. 

In the fall of 1957 forty females were 
purchased in New York from the Fern- 
cliff herd, they had twenty-six calves at 
side. In this group were sixteen daugh- 
ters of Eileenmere 1032, seven daugh- 
ters of Homeplace Eileenmere 999-35th, 
and five daughters of O. Bardoliermere. 
A son of a “1032d” daughter, and sired 
by “999-35th” was selected to use as a 
herd sire, he has many daughters in the 
herd at present. One of the 1957 cows 
purchased is a daughter of Bandolier of 
Anoka 40th, she produced the Reserve 
Grand Champion Bull at the 1963 Indiana 
Angus Futurity, Another bull coming 
from these cows was the former Old 
Capitol Farm herd sire, Ankonian F A 
430, the Senator bull. 

In 1965 my wife and I purchased the 
entire herd from my parents under the 
membership of James L. and Miriam 
Caldwell; our son Rodney Caldwell of 
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ANKONIAN BUCK PRIVATE 
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Buck Private has developed into a tremendous herd sire with great muscling and ruggedness 
and that extra weight and length in his hindquarter that we desire. His first calves are the 
kind that will stand inspection by any good cowman.

Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 94th, a son of 
O. Bardoliermere 2d, and Elation of 
Model 137th, a son of Elation of East- 
field are the chief herd sires being used 
at the present on our herd of fifty brood 
cows, 

Angus cattle supply a large part of 
our livelihood and have been a great 
asset in maintaining the productivity of 
this farm, we call home. We are proud 
of our heritage and like to think we 
have been a part in producing better 
Angus cattle. 


COLD SPRING STOCK FARM 
Harry Caldwell 


E. C, Caldwell was my father, and P. 
T. Caldwell my brother and Jim’s father. 
We used the same herd bull in the be- 
ginning. We were on separate farms but 
joined each other, I was in partnership 
with my father and the two herds (Way- 
Fay and Cold Spring) were developed 
from the original herd, but Jim’s herd 
now was the large:t and first to begin 
with in 1916. Then I started with a few 
cows. 

I do remember that father had some 
grade Angus before the purebreds were 
started. He liked them so well that he 
wanted to get a purebred herd, The first 
purebred cattle that were bought at 
Logansport about 60 miles away were 
shipped by rail to the nearby Beeson 
Station and driven home as no trucks 
were available. 

My Angus herd was started Novem- 
ber 1918 with a Pride of Aberdeen cow 
purchased in the second Indiana Angus 
Association sale held at Logansport, 
Indiana. I was in partnership with my 
father E. C. Caldwell, who also was in 
partnership with another brother, P. T. 
Caldweli in the firm name of E. C. and 
P, T. Caldwell. 

The bull purchased in the Second In- 
diana State Angus Sale at Logansport 
in 1918 was Hoosier King 2nd by Bendix. 
This bull was used by both Jim Cald- 
well’s and my herd. He was bred by 
C. J. Martin of Iowa, Perhaps the second 
bull used was Peerless Laddie bred by 
B. F. Simmons & Son of Indiana. 

Another early herd bull used was a 
Revolution bred bull, bred by A. J. Mc- 
Cafferty of Indiana. 

In the Logansport sale my foundation 
cow Vine Pride J 3rd was purchased. 
She was bred by Garry Smith of Indiana. 
I have several cows now in the herd that 
are descendants of this cow. The present 
cow herd consists of 35 cows nearly all 
of which have been raised cn the farm. 


One of the present herd bulls is K. B. 
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Kileenmere 461st, a grandson of Eileen- 
mere 78th with a dam by Homeplace 
Eileenmere~ 999-35th. Another herd bull 
is Elation 137th of Model, sired by Ela- 
tion of Eastfield and his dam by Wild- 
wood Bandolier. This bull is in partner- 
ship with Jim Caldwell and Mauck Bros. 

The calves are mostly sold through 
public and private sales to 4-H Club 
members. For several years all the bull 
calves have been castrated at an early 
age for 4-H. 

As to my family, we have a son and 
daughter and each have a son and 
daughter. The son is farming near Lib- 
erty, Indiana and has a commercial herd 
of Angus cattle. His son is in 4-H Beef 
Club. 

The daughter is located in Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee and they have several green- 
houses from which they retail and whole- 
sale potted plants and flowers. 

These many years I have been in 
the Angus business have been most en- 
joyable, especially the many good friends 
that have been made with others in the 
Angus fraternity.

WHITE OAK SPRING FARM 
Mr. & Mrs. W. B. McSpadden 
Chilhowie, Virginia 


IN THE EARLY years, I recall my 
father saying several times that he 
purchased his first Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in 1916. However, when I checked 
back through some of his old herd books, 
I am not able to determine whether 
he bought one cow in 1916 or not. I 
do have copies of certificates and trans- 
fers to substantiate the fact that he at 
least owned purebred cattle in April 
of 1917. 

His membership certificate is number 
4225 and was dated July 23, 1917. 

I have my father’s private herd reg- 
istry, and the first cow he has listed 
was named Queen Agnes, registration 
number 140866. He does not indicate 
when he purchased this cow, but it is 
written in the remarks that she and 
her heifer calf “reacted” in January of 
1918. The heifer calf is shown as having 
been born August 7, 1916 and was named 
White Oak Spring Queen. Going back 
in the herd books of the American Angus 
Association, Volume 28, I find four 
females with the name White Oak Spring 
attached to them. These were apparently 
bred by James M. Cassell & Son of 
Fallston, Maryland. My father had these 
listed in his herd book as his fourth, 
fifth, sixth and seventh females. Any- 
way, all of these females were sired 


by a bull named Quicksted 2d of Meadow 
Brook. 

I don’t believe my father purchased 
but two or three other females after 


that initial start, but one of the inter- 
esting notations in his book indicates that 
he lost some females early in the game 
from TB. Even my mother remembers 
that trouble to this day. She says my 
dad lost all of his Maryland cows at 
one time. 

In the early years, apparently my 
father either owned some bulls jointly 
with a cousin, A. F. Buchanan of Glade 
Spring, Virginia, or perhaps they swap- 
ped bulls occasionally. Anyway, I have 
registration certificates showing that 
some of the early bulls he used were: 
Eluras Eric 249802; Maries Major 
303343; Black Block B. 2d 381657; and 
Porter 2d 338753. About the mid twenties 
he used Blackman S. 3d 416606 and in 
the early ’30’s he purchased Ames Plan- 
tation Ivan 429222, This was a grandson 
of Earl Marshall and I am sure did 
much to set the size and milking ability 
of the cows my father had at the time 
of his death. This bull was followed by 
a grandson of Evaxus of Ballindalloch, 
Rock Anothus 544590. I remember this 
bull myself, and he would have even 
looked good today. 

When my father died in July of 1949, 
he had a herd of approximately 70 cows, 
and every one of them traced back to the 
five original cows purchased at the 
beginning. He kept the heifer calves 
before losing the cows with TB. All 
of these 70 cows were big, growthy 
individuals and good milkers that weaned 
a heavy calf each year. 

Since I inherited the farm and herd, 
it was necessary that we sell half the 
herd to pay the taxes. After getting 
straightened out financially, I went out 
to Missouri and bought twelve heifer 
calves sired by Eileenmere 649th. They 
became about half the foundation of 
our present herd. In fact, we have an 
animal or two on the farm that are the 
ninth generation to be bred right here. 

One of the first bulls I brought to the 
farm was the half interest in KB Eileen- 
mere 45th, son of Eileenmere 2631st 
that started Keefauver Brothers on the 
road up. The “45th” was a big bull with 
a lot of quality and actually was several 
years ahead of his time. We made the 
mistake of selling too many of his daugh- 
ters, but even today we have three of 
them still producing in the herd. 

Our first big break came in 1954 
when we joined with Allandale Farm 
and Keefauver Brothers in the purchase 
of Moles Hill Eileenmere 78th. He was 
a near perfect individual and did as 
much for the quality of Angus cattle 
in the Southeast as any one bull up to 
his time. We still have 33 of his daugh- 
ters in the herd. We are also using one 
of his top sons, KB Eileenmere 200th, 
which we own jointly with Wayland 
Crouch & Sons. We have about 30 daugh- 
ters of this bull in the herd. 
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In the spring of 1964, we purchased 
from Brandy Rock an interest in a ten 
months old son of Evas Bardoliermere 
named Brandy Rock Rameses. In the 
three years we used him, he added size 
and muscling to our calf crops and is 
a bull who has already written some 
Angus history. One of his sons topped 
the Virginia Gentlemen’s Bull Sale in 
December of 1967, although we retained 
an interest and are now using McAngus 
Bardoliermere 12th heavily in the herd. 

In the first Virginia Gentlemen’s Bull 
Sale in 1965, we purchased an interest 
in White Hall Burger, a son of Class- 
lochie, to use on the Rameses daughters. 
We are confident he will add to our 
breeding program. 

We now maintain from 90 to 100 
brood cows on our 275 acre farm in the 
bluegrass section of Southwest Virginia, 
and we have been Performance Testing 
since 1956. 


1916 
GLENCRAG ANGUS FARMS 
Rollie Hendrix & Sons 
French Lick, Indiana 47432 


ROLLIE HENDRIX established his 
original Angus herd at Shoals, Indiana 
and with his initial purchase of registered 
Angus females at the John W. Ball 
dispersion in 1916. One of the females 
purchased had a heifer calf at side named 
Treesies Beauty, she was a daughter of 
Equity Boy, sire of Hillsdale Pride, the 
grand champion female at the 1916 and 
1917 Internationals. 

Among the good bulls used in this 
herd were sons or grandsons of Idolmere, 
Enlate, General 4th of Lonjac, Blackcap 
Revolution, Prizemere 32d, Epponian 8th 
of Rosemere, Envious Marshall 3rd, 
HKileenmere 32nd, 85th and 500th, Master 
Prince of Sunbeam 1000000 and Mr. 
Eileenmere. 

Mr. Hendrix wrote, “I met your father 
(Fred Hahne) at about all the Angus 
shows and sales in the thirties and as 
long as he went to Angus gatherings. 
I don’t recall the first time I met your 
Dad but I do recall when the Angus 
Journal was young and not too large. 
I was always glad and anxious to get 
it and happy to see it grow. Mr. Hahne 
spent many long hours in the beginning 
to make the Angus Journal possible. 
I have most of my Angus Journals for 
nearly forty years...” 

The May 18, 1931 issue of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal had on the cover 
a picture of Rollie Hendrix, Shoals, 
Indiana, and his World’s Champion Bull 
Calf. The story appeared in an earlier 
issue under the heading, “Calf Club 
Record Broken”. “A new high weight 
record for the Hoosier Thousand Pound 
Calf Club was recently established when 
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Rollie Hendrix, a Martin County farmer, 
weighed up his two registered Aberdeen- 
Angus bull calves for official weights 
of 1249 and 1107 pounds respectively. 
The calves were weighed on the Shoals 
Milling Company scales after being 
trucked twenty miles, The weighing was 
witnessed by a crowd of 125 farmers 
and cattle breeders invited to the meeting 
by the County Agent Jesse A. Wood. 
The previous record of 1170 pounds 
was made in December 1930 ... The 
1249 pound calf, Equity Idolmere, was 
sired by the Hendrix herd bull, Ed Idol- 
mere, bred by J. F. and J. C. Larkin, 
of Loogootee, Indiana, This bull is by 
Eb Eliglow and out of Broadus Evisa, 
a daughter of the 1919 International 
champion Idolmere. The dam of the 
Hendrix calf is Treesies Beauty by Equity 
Boy, the sire of Hillsdale Pride that 
was the grand champion female at the 
1916 and 1917 Internationals. Treesies 
Beauty is one of the best brood cows 
of the Hendrix herd, being now (1931) 
fourteen years old and has just dropped 
her 12th calf. 

“The other Hendrix calf to pass the 
thousand pound mark was Glencrag 
Idolmere sired by the same bull and out 
of Anna Beauty H. This young bull is 
a half brother to a 4-H Club steer that 
stood well up in the money last year 
at the Indiana State Fair for Lyle Lind- 
ley of Orleans... 

“Rollie Hendrix lives on the old Hen- 
drix homestead of 405 acres, of which 
100 acres is tillable and the rest pasture 
and woodland. The father, John T. 
Hendrix, has always handled cattle and 
has kept a cow herd for raising calves 
for at least 30 years. In 1916 a start 
was made with purebreds and now the 
herd consists of twenty-one purebred 
brood cows...” 

It was in 1939 that Mr. Hendrix and 
D. W. McNabb leased part of the Ballard 
Farm at Prospect, Indiana and bought 
Angus cattle from breeders in Iowa, 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. 
Some of these, I recall, were Strathmore 
bred cattle which Mr Hendrix reported 
did well for them. This farm was sold 
later and the partnership was dispersed. 

In 1943 the son, Kenneth, bought the 
farm adjoining the home place and since 
that date Rollie and Kenneth have been 
working together in raising Angus. 
Kenneth’s son Kern is taking his Masters 
Degree in Animal Science at Oklahoma 
University (1968) and his grandfather 
said he hopes some day Kern will con- 
tinue with the herd and produce Angus 
second in quality to none—as they have 
tried to do for the past fifty-two years. 

At this time the cow herd at Glencrag 
Angus Farms numbers around one hun- 
dred head and they are using sires that 
are sons of Dor Mac Bardoliermere 
151, and three sons of O. Bardolier- 
mere 2d, namely, P. F. Bardoliermere

P. F. Bardoliermere 
1776th 5380556 and Sangamour Bardo- 
liermere 2d. Glencrag’s motto is “Qual- 
ity and Weight at Early Age”. Their 
envelope carries a picture of Equity 
Idolmere, world champion, 1249 pounds 
at 12 months, 1600 at 18 months. 


1917 
ABERFOYLE FARMS 
Arch McGregor 
Mapleton, Minnesota 


ON JANUARY 11, 1917, Byron (Pat) 
McGregor of Aberfoyle Farms, Mapleton, 
Minnesota bought his first registered 
Angus female from B. P. and R. E. Mes- 
ser, Huntley, Minnesota. This was a cow 
sired by Dale of Rosemere and she has 
played quite a part in the development 
of this herd as some of her descendants 
still remain in the McGregor Angus 
herds. Prior to 1917 Angus bulls had 
been used on commercial cows. 

In the fall of 1917 they purchased an- 
other cow and heifer calf from Frank 
Lutz, Granada, Minnesota and in the 
summer of 1924 they purchased the en- 
tire herd of 47 head from A. J. Sargent, 
St. James, Minnesota. 

The first purebred bull was Beauty’s 
Darkie from O. D. Ackerman, Wells, 
Minnesota, and other stock bulls used in- 
cluded Protector Eric bred by Hiram E. 
Hansen of Mapleton and Star 2d 
of Oakland, bred by O. D. Ackerman. 
When they purchased the Sargent herd 
they also obtained the good bull Black 
Pride C. 4th a grandson of Protine and 
he was the head sire until he was re- 
placed by Eron Marshall, bred by Sam C. 
Escher of Worthington, Minnesota. He 
was followed by Black Pride of Aber- 
foyle, bred by McGregors. Also, with the 
Sargent herd came some choice females 
including the show cow Pride McHenry 
116th bred by W. A. McHenry; Perfec- 
tion McHenry, bred by Escher & Ryan; 
Maple Leaf Princess 2d, bred by Charles 
S. Rolofson, Wapella, Illinois; Lady Eric 
S., bred by W. M. Gardner, Hamlin, Iowa 
and Phyllis H. 2d bred by Hiram E. Han- 
sen. Sons and grandsons of Earl Marshall 
were used as herd sires for many years 
and the present cow herd is_ intensely 
Earl Marshall breeding. 

In 1945 the cow herd was transferred 
to Arch and Bruce McGregor, sons of 
Byron. Arch continued with the home 
place, buying additional land so that he 
could enlarge his share of the herd to the 
present 60 brood cows. 

During the years the McGregors have 
shown and sold cattle at various state 
and Interstate sales, having many top 
animals. The rest were sold on the farm, 
going into many states. Several herds in 
the community were established on seed 
stock purchased from Aberfoyle Farms.

Besides the herds of Arch and his son 
Duncan McGregor, and the herd owned 
by Bruce McGregor, they have also sup- 
plied the foundation cattle for the herds 
of Stuart Cumming; Robert Nienow; 
Lawrence Barott; Jack Will; Amiel Nie- 
now and William Jones, all of Mapleton; 
Eldon Jones of Winnebago; Dr. Don 
Davis of St. James and Doe Sippel of 
Easton, also have registered herds 
started from McGregor cattle and Dean 
Treanor of Minnesota Lake has a com- 
mercial herd founded upon the McGregor 
cattle. 

In recent years they have been using 
bulls of Bardolier and Imported breed- 
ing. The bulls from the Arch and Bruce 
McGregor herds have been sold at pri- 
vate auction at Huron, South Dakota for 
the past fifteen years. 

A steer sired by one of Arch’s bulls 
was champion on the hoof and the car- 
cass contest at the Austin, Minnesota 
“Midwest Steer and Carcass Show” in 
1966. 
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Arch has been active in Angus affairs 
and served as State Association Presi- 
dent and has been a delegate to the 
Annual meeting in Chicago for many 
years. Arch’s son Duncan graduated from 
the Agricultural College of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota in June 1967 and join- 
ed his father in the operation of the herd. 
With the third generation taking over 
they look forward to many more years 
of Angus breeding at Aberfoyle Farms. 


1917 


EARL O. KESSLER 
Afton, Iowa 


[ HAVE BEEN unable to find the pedi- 
gree of the first animal, but last night 
( May 10, 1968) I found the American 
Aberdeen-Angus certified tabulated pedi- 
gree dated July 5, 1917 and signed by 
Chas. Gray, Secretary, owned by Earl O. 
<essler. It was a heifer, Good Girl 


225256 calved April 10, 1916 bred by 
Clarence Pearson, Mitchellville, Iowa, 
sire Black Lad of Leaside, a grandson of 
Baden Lad and Ebony of Quietdale. Her 
dam was Black Queen Lora and _ by 
family she was listed as a Janet. 

My father Fred C. Kessler purchased 
this heifer and another which he took 
and I took Good Girl, she was never too 
good a producer but I wanted more and 
my next purchase was the cow Barbara 
Eldor, sired by Eldor 2d and out of Bar- 
bara Brown bred by August Gross, Fon- 
tanelle, Iowa. She produced one bull cold 
and died—so that ended that. 

I also had a cow, Badgerlawn Heiress, 
sired by Rosegay 6th out of Blackbird 
Heiress. She was bred by W. J. Miller, 
Newton, Iowa and was a regular produc- 
er but we finally sold all of her descend- 
ants. Another very good cow herself was 
Lenox Blackbird bred by C. F. Paymal 
of Lenox, Iowa. 

In 1921 I was at the Escher & Ryan 
Sale and bought two heifers, Pride Ever 
4th sired by Blackcap Clipper out of 
Pride Ever. She produced one bull and 
died from hemorrhagic septicemia. The 
other was Eline E. 15th sired by Elation 
and out of Eline E. 11th. We had trouble 
getting her started breeding but when 
Dr. Geo. V. Wessels treated her after 
about a year she settled and was a regu- 
lar producer for years. 

At Harrison & Ryan sale in June 1930 
I purchased the cow Evanoff E. bred by 
P. J. Donohoe, Holbrook, Iowa. She was 
bred to Bar Marshall 11th and produced 
a heifer Evanoff K. 2nd and she was a 
producer. Today about three quarters 
of the females in our herd are descend- 
ants of these two cows. 

In 1942 at Nodaway County Angus 
sale at Maryville, Missouri, we purchased 
the cow Erica Energy M. 8th by Elba’s 
Revolution 11th out of Erica Energy M. 
3rd, she was bred by Maas Brothers of 
Riverside, Iowa. She and her descend- 
ants have been good producers. 

The first bull that was a good producer 
was Eline Marshall 2nd, a son of King 
Marshall 2nd, out of Eline E. 11th. We 
used him for several years and traded 
him to Curtis H. Eastwood, Fulton, Mis- 
souri, for the calf Earl Eric Revolution, 
a son of Earl Eric Marshall 5th out of 
Erica Harrison 91st. He was a_ better 
heifer producer than sire of bulls. He 
finally went to L. R. Kershaw of Musko- 
gee, Oklahoma. 

We went to Hopley, Atlantic, Iowa, 
and bought the calf Energys Epic 2nd. I 
believe he was bred by the late Robert 
Brown of {rwin, Iowa. He was sired by 
Epic Baron and his dam was Erica 
Energy B. 50th. He was a breeding bull 
and I let him go too soon. The late Carl 
Oldsen recommended him to Harold H. 
Lenhard and Sons, Deer Park, Washing- 
ton, so he was sold to them. Mr. Lenhard 
wrote us and said he was too big so sold 
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You can buy with confidence from this firm." 

Dick Hahne. 
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him to Masterson Ranch at Cle Elum, 
Washington. Mr. Masterson wrote us 
and wanted to know if we had another 
bull as good, but had to say “No”. 

Then we bought the bull Blackman 
Eston Lad, a son of Blackcap Eston Lad 
out of Beulah Hopley 4th from Hopley. 
He was a breeding bull but about every 
so often he would sire a calf not eligible 
to registration so we sold him and all his 
calve :. 

The next bull and a real breeding bull 
was Eric Eston 8th, a son of Raona’s 
Burgess Eston 7th, out of Erica Mar- 
less. He was probably the best bull we 
have used but after a couple years, lost 
him from what the vet said could have 
been hardware disease. 

We then bought the calf Miss Burgess 
Prince, a son of Prince Sunbeam 690th 
out of Miss Burgess Baress. He was a 
good breeding bull but not as blocky as 
they wanted then so I sold him, but he 
would look pretty good today. 

Since then I have keen using bulls 
bred here at home. We used Evan Mar- 
shall 9th a son of Miss Burgess Prince 
and out of Evanoff E. K. 9th, but two 
years ago he went bad and the vet said 
he had what in humans would ke gall 
stones, so we sent him to market at a 
nice price. 

Our main bull now is Eline Marshall 
40th, a son of Evan Marshall 9th out of 
Eline E. 50th. I think she’s the best cow 
on the farm but getting some age. It 
seems that we have had a lot of back sets 
but I have enjoyed it. What little we have 
the Angus have made it. 

I have sold cattle into Pennsylvania, 
Mississippi, New Mexico, Washington 
and Missouri and Oklahoma _ besides 
what have gone to neighbors and farmers 
in this territory. No one has ever been 
connected with these cattle but me. We 
have one son but because of asthma, he 
can not live here and is in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona so probably will not be able to go 
on with them, but I want to continue 
with them for some time myself. 

The bull Eline Marshall 2nd was pur- 
chased from that good breeder Earl Dale 
of. Blythedale, Missouri. 

I have every copy of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal except three or four is- 
sues. There have been big changes in 
types over the years and different ad- 
vertisers. Rosemere Farms have _ been 
consistent advertisers but of course Otto 
is gone but I assume that Mrs. Battles 
still has an interest in the herd. 
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BELBECK ANGUS FARM

‘THE BELBECK ANGUS herd was 
founded in 1917 by Dr. W. J. F. Warren.

Females mainly were purchased from 
C. H. Richardson, Bowden, Alberta and 
carried the service of Prince Evodie of 
Glencarnock, bred by J. D. McGregor, 
Brandon, Manitoba. 

Their first grand champion bull was 
shown in 1920 at the Saskatchewan Cat- 
tle Breeders Association sale at Sas- 
katoon. Over the years Belbeck Farm 
has raised numerous champions, one of 
the latest being the grand championship 
won by Belbeck Ermitre Citation at 
Saskatoon Exhibition in 1967, 

In earlier years the best females 
obtainable were added to the herd from 
time to time. Choice Glencarnock herd 
sires were used. Most significant was 
Qualatum of Raydale, who was reserve 
grand champion bull at the Toronto 
Royal Winter Fair and among his off- 
spring were: Lola of Moose Jaw, grand 
champion female Royal Winter Fair 
Toronto and Western circuit champion 
of 1931; Black Monarch, junior and re- 
serve grand champion Toronto, first 
prize Chicago International, first prize 
in pair of calves in Chicago in 1926 and 
grand champion Angus bull at Regina 
Sale 1928; Miss Quality of Belbeck, junior 
and reserve grand champion Toronto, 
second prize at Chicago International and 
in first prize pair of calves at Inter- 
national 1926. 

In 1926 Qualatum of Raydale was sold 
to Herrick Bros. of Tautane Station, 
Hawkes Bay, New Zealand. When shipped 
he weighed 2,365 pounds. In 1930 he 


was shown at the Royal Show at Hawkes 
Bay where he was Supreme Champion. 
He caused quite a sensation owing to his 
size and condition and ag a boy of six 
years of age led him around in the grand 
parade with something like 200 head of 
cattle, 


The public were so interested in 
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him that during the three days of the 
show his stall was continually a mass 
of people looking at him. 

In 1927 Blackbird of Inverness 7th, 
bred by Henry Schmuecker and Sons, 
Blairstown, Iowa was_ purchased at 
Chicago. Each fall Belbeck sells choice 
heifers for 4-H projects and in 1964 one 
of the heifers sold at the Saskatoon 
Female sale was Belbeck Ermitre’s Black- 
bird 2d, a descendant of Blackbird of 
Inverness 7th. She sold for $500 at 8 
months of age to Jud Willms of Dundurn, 
Sask., who showed her to the Inter- 
breed Supreme Champion at the 1965 
4-H Sweepstakes Competition at Saska- 
toon. 

Following Qualatum of Raydale was 
another McGregor bred sire, Elector of 
Glencarnock 3rd who also left his mark. 
Later two outstanding bulls from the 
CPR Farms, Coaldale, Alberta were pur- 
chased, Glenelg Earl Middlebrook and 
Glenelg Prince 29th, big, strong bulls, 
used extensively and really proved their 
worth. 

Dr. Warren’s daughter, Audrey, grew 
up with great interest in Angus cattle 
and is a mastermind on pedigrees. In 
1932 she showed the grand champion beef 
animal over all breeds at the Regina 
Winter Fair. This champion brought 
21% cents a pound. The next highest 
price was 6% cents a pound. 

In 19386 Ron Garbutt and Audrey 
Warren were married and gradually took 
over the herd. Dr. Warren lived to enjoy 
his Angus cattle until 1963 when he was 
90 years of age. 

From 1947 to 1952 the Garbutt’s two 
sons won 4 grand championships and two 
reserve grand championships with their 
4-H steers at the Moose Jaw Fat Stock 
Shows. There were 250 to 300 head of 
cattle at each show. Unlike the price 
their mother received in 1932 their cham- 
pions brought from 80 to 85 cents a 
pound. 

Some of the better bulls used was 
Bandolier of Don Head 27th. He was 
purchased out of the Don Head Farms 
show herd when just a calf for $1,000 
in 1947, When shown at Regina Ex- 
hibition the following year, 1948, he was 
grand champion. At the same show a 
Belbeck bred female was also grand 
champion and best beef animal of all 
breeds owned and bred in Saskatchewan. 

In 1961 Staley Eileenmere 32 was pur- 
chased from Staley Farms, Kansas City, 
Missouri. He was grand champion at 
Regina the same year. Belbeck Farm 
regarded him so highly that his dam 
Staley Eisa T E 40, a daughter of Home- 
place Eileenmere 375th was purchased at 
the Staley Dispersal in 1964. A daugh- 
ter of Ermitre of Haymount, Belbeck 
Ermitre’s Eisa came in dam, Also in 
1961 they also purchased Ermitre F M 
375 bred by Staley Farms. 

Belbeck Farm Angus have taken their 
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Black Monarch, Junior and reserve grand champion Toronto Royal Winter Fair 1926; First 
Prize Chicago International 1926. Grand champion Angus bull sale at Regina 1928 with Miss Quality 
of Belbeck; Junior and reserve grand champion Toronto Royal Winter Fair 1926; second prize at 
Chicago International 1926. First prize pair of calves at the International Exposition, Chicago in 
1926. Owned and exhibited by Belbeck Angus, Moose Jaw, Ontario, Canada. 


share of prizes at the last two Futurity 
Shows held in Saskatchewan, 1963 and 
1965. In 1963 at the Futurity held at 
Regina they had junior and reserve grand 
champion bull, junior and reserve grand 
champion female, the Morrell Trophy for 
best pair of bulls, the Westerner Trophy 
for best get of sire. Most of the winners 
were sired by Staley Eileenmere 32d. 

In 1965 at the Futurity they won senior 
and grand champion female, junior cham- 
pion female, junior and reserve grand 
champion bull, the Morrell Trophy for 
best pair of bulls, the Dr. Warren 
Trophy for the best pair of females and 
the Westerner Trophy for the best get 
of sire. All these winners were sired by 
Ermitre F. A, 375. 

Three extremely well-bred Scotch 
heifers were purchased at the Perth-to- 
You Sale at Regina in 1963, Two out- 
standing straight Scotch herd sires came 
in dam. They have been used quite ex- 
tensively along with Harvanamere Ele- 
gance 14V, known as the Record Bull 
after topping the 1967 Regina sale over 
all breeds at $3,600. He is sired by 
Elegance 29th of Mangatoro from Ele- 
gance of Charterhouse. His well-bred 
dam is a daughter of Ankonian 3216. 

Included in the cow herd are three 
Scotch cows; Elandia of Netherton 12th, 
a granddaughter of Pearlstone of Gai- 
drew; Plume of Leslie, of Pure Pride of 
Gairdew lineage, three sons have been 
retained in the herd; Evenna of Kirk- 
landbank of Newhouse and Haymount 
breeding, her first daughter topped Bel- 
beck’s November 4, 1967 sale. Also, 
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Belbeck Blackcap Missie, daughter of 
Panarama of Eastfield; Staley Eisa T E 
40, daughter of Homeplace Eileenmere 
375; Belbeck Ermitre’s Eisa, daughter 
of Ermitre of Haymount; Ann Ermitre of 
S L 1352, from Gauger Bros.; Black 
Empress of Windfields 12, daughter of 
Bellevue Bardoliermere 26th; two daugh- 
ters of Homeplace Eileenmere 807; four 
cows from Flint & Flint, New Norway, 
Alberta of Anoka Barbara Rose, Anoka 
Barbara M, Erica Energy and Erelite 
families, ten cows from Heatherbrook 
Farms, McHenry Barbara, Blackcap, 
Juana Erica, Black Jestress, Lady Mc- 
Henry and Hartley Eline families. Most 
of the rest of the herd are offspring of 
these females. 

Dr. W. J. F. Warren was director and 
president of the Saskatchewan and 
Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Associations, 
also director and president of the Sas- 
katchewan Cattle Breeders Association. 
He had the signal honor of receiving a 
Doctor of Law (L. L. D.) degree from the 
University of Saskatchewan due to his 
outstanding achievements in agriculture. 

Ron Garbutt has been a director of the 
Canadian Association since about 1953, 
has been a director and president of the 
Saskatchewan Cattle Breeders Associ- 
ation; director and president of the Sas- 
katchewan Live Stock Board and in 1968 
director at large. He ig field man for 


the Saskatchewan Aberdeen-Angus As- 
sociation at shows and sales and is 
strongly associated with 4-H, is chairman 
of the Moose Jaw 4-H Interbreed Show 
and Sale, has judged all major showg in 


Western Canada including Calgary, Win- 
nipeg, Brandon, Regina and Saskatoon. 

Belbeck Farm is noted for its gardens 
of flowers, fruits and vegetables. In 
1960 Audrey Garbutt was awarded a 
certificate of merit by Saskatoon Horti- 
cultural Societies’ Association for out- 
standing achievement. 

The Garbutt’s lost their oldest son 
Ronnie at age 16. The other son Warren 
passed in Chemical Engineering with 
distinction at the University of Sas- 
katchewan, Saskatoon when 20 years of 
age. He excelled in music, winning 
many medals and scholarships including 
the John Philip Sousa Memorial Scholar- 
ship. He has been with The Imperial 
Oil Limited since leaving the university 
in 1960 and is at their head office in 
Toronto. His wife, Vicky, twice won 
the baton twirling championship at the 
Moose Jaw International Band Com- 
petition in heavy competition from Can- 
ada and the United States, Warren and 
Vicky have two sons, Ronnie, born in 
1962 and Gregory, born in 1965. 
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HAMILTON MEADOWS 
Art and Hal Hamilton 
Chehalis, Washington 


‘THE HAMILTON MEADOWS herd of 
Angus cattle of Chehalis, Washington 
owned by Art L. Hamilton and his son 
Hal J. Hamilton was started under two 
ownerships. Its beginning was in 1917 
when J. A. Scollard put together the 
herd’s foundation females and called 
them the Broadmead herd. Existing 
records indicate that Jack Scollard start- 
ed with eleven young cows, and one 
bull. The bull was Eileenmere. Eileen- 
mere 4th was used by Garrett Tolan and 
was a younger full brother of Eileenmere. 

Eileenmere was sired by Oakville 
Quiet Lad and his dam was an out- 
standing cow, Black Eileen. Mr. Scollard 
purchased Eileenmere from Otto Battles 
of Congdon and Battles, who were lo- 
cated in Yakima, Washington at that 
time. The cows were from herds of 
Harrison and Harrison of Indianola, Ne- 
braska, J. D. Evans of Sugar Grove, 
Illinois, Aug Ohrmann of Claremont, 
Minnesota and Congdon and Battles, 
Yakima, Washington. Their pedigrees 
were interesting with the registration 
numbers running from 170,000 to 220,000. 
The first calf dropped in the Broadmead 
herd was Rose of Broadmead on May 
25, 1918. Rose of Broadmead, an Erica, 
has an eight year old granddaughter 
producing today in the Hamilton Mead- 
ows herd. Of the two foundation Erica 
cows there are over 30 female descend- 
ants in the Hamilton Meadows herd 
today. Over forty head of females of 
the present Hamilton Meadows herd are 
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“What's a ‘Forum’ Momma?” “Look on page 51 son. I’m busy picking eucalyptus leaves”.

Eileenmere was followed by a _ son 
of Meraman of Tierra Alta, Ericman 
CB 5, who was followed by another son 
of Oakville Quiet Lad in the 1920’s. 

Other bulls used were Barbarian of 
Rosemere 6th by Prizemere 10th, Prize- 
mere 164th by Blackcapmere 17th, Black- 
birds Lad of Agency by Prizemere 235th. 
Most of Scollard’s bulls were purchased 
from Congdon and Battles. Killmere 3rd 
by Black Belmore was purchased from 
Kemp Brothers of Marion, Iowa. 

The Broadmead herd was shown in the 
West from California through Canada. 

In 1942 Art Hamilton and his wife 
Ruby purchased the J. A. Scollard Broad- 
mead herd in total, along with four 
hundred (400) acres of the present 
Hamilton Meadows. Art had consider- 
able experience in breeding and showing 
registered Holstein cattle. However, the 
Hamiltons had given thought of chang- 
ing to a beef herd and 1942 was the 
opportune time and Angus was the right 
breed. After reading information on the 
results of carcass contest at the Chicago 
International Livestock Show, the de- 
cision was simple. The Angus cattle 
worked in well with the Turkey breeding 
program which the Hamiltons had devel- 
oped, a modern “Perfect Meat” type 
Bronze turkey. 

At this midway point in the develop- 
ment of the herd the cows were noted 
for their great size, plain heads and 
excellent milking ability. With new 
ownership, new goals, more land and 
renewed enthusiasm the name of the 
farm was given “Hamilton Meadows”. 
The Art Hamiltons became acquainted 
with Otto and Evelyn Battles, this ac- 
quaintance blossomed into sincere friend- 
ship. Otto Battles selected Barry 2nd 
of Wilton, the first herd sire purchased 
for Hamilton Meadows from Otto Nobis, 
Davenport, Iowa. 

After four years with the herd the 
Hamiltons went East in search for more 
foundation females. Out of their find 
three new families were produced into 
an important part of the herd. A Black- 
cap was purchased from Senator Miller 
of Iowa and a Queen Mother and three 
Zaras were purchased from Pete and 
Catherine Pratt of Walnut, Iowa. 

The Zaras proved to be a popular and 
productive family. The original Zara 
and her calf cost $2500.00 which was 
a considerable amount of money at the 
time, however, it turned out to be an 
excellent investment. In 1953 Art Hamil- 
ton purchased a Blackbird cow out of 
the A. L. Walsh dispersion sale in Ellens- 
burg, Washington that has ten top 
producing descendants in the Hamilton 
Meadows herd today. 

In 1952 a Heather Bell heifer was 
purchased at Lawrence Mellergaard’s 
sale in Ellensburg, Washington. Though 
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she was not the most glamorous female 
at the sale, she has proven to be an ex- 
ceptionally fine cow with over thirty 
female descendants in the Hamilton 
Meadows herd. This old Heather Bell 
cow is still producing right along with 
her daughters and granddaughters and 
great-granddaughters for H. M. 

Bell Boy M. 8th by Bell Boy M. K. 
bred by Senator Miller of Morley, Iowa 
was used along with Barry 2nd of Wil- 
ton. In 1950 Blackeap Barry of Wilton, 
a National Champion was used for one 
season in the herd and became a part 
of the foundation. In the 1950’s two 
sons of Eileenmere 999th played a major 
part in improving the herd. Homestead 
Eileenmere 3rd was purchased from 
Steve Mchaffey of Tendoy, Idaho and 
Homeplace Eileenmere 287th (a J. C. 
Penney bull) was used. 

Several Hamilton Meadows bred bulls 
and other popularly bred bulls help 
make up the herd of today, which num- 
bers one hundred and sixty breeding 
age females, It appears at this time that 
one of the greatest tulls used in the 
development of the herd was purchased 
in 1962 from the University of Pa., 
through Herman Purdy. The bull is 
Keystone Bardoliermere 68th by Key- 
stone Bardoliermere out of Millarden 
Pride 63rd. He weighed 1140 pounds at 
365 days and now weighs a ton in breed- 
ing condition. 

He classified 92 after running with 
the cow herd for three seasons. There 
are over 50 of his daughters now in the 
herd. Keystone Bardoliermere 68th has 
produced more size and quality as well 
as sale ring demand, than any other 
bull used in the Hamilton Meadows herd. 
He is one of the few bulls to maintain 
size and show ring quality. Many of 
his daughters are now being bred to 
Key Bardolier 68th, a son of Key Bardo- 
lier, owned jointly with Viewlawn Farms 
of Mabel, Minnesota. Key Bardolier 
classified 91. 

Starting his second season in the herd 
is Emperor of Ankony sired by Ankonian 
President out of a Ballot of Belladrum 
daughter. “Emperor” was a 1500 pound 
two year old and is a neat package. He has 
sired some very trim meaty calves. 1946 
was the beginning of a second series of 
shows and fair share of winnings up 
and down the West Coast and Canada. 

Many cows have been added to the 
herd through the years other than those 
mentioned. In 1965 four heifer calves 
were imported from New Zealand and 
hopefully they too will play an im- 
portant role in adding quality to this 
great old herd in the West. 

Art and Ruby Hamilton have two 
sons, Kelly A. and Hal J. Hamilton. 
Dr. K. A. Hamilton is Dean of Faculty 
at the Centralia College. Hal J. started 
showing cattle and winning with his 
4-H beef projects and Showmanship at 


the age of ten. Hal never gave up his 
admiration and ambition of becoming 
an Angus breeder all through school. 
After graduating irom University of 
Oregon in Business Administration he 
joined his father in the Angus business 
at Hamilton Meadows, Chehalis, Wash- 
ington. Hal’s wife Gloria is Secretary 
of the Western States Angus Association 
Auxiliary. Hal and Gloria have an 18 
months old son, Shawn, who says “bull” 
every time he sees a black animal. From 
the interest shown here in the third 
generation of Hamiltons it is quite pos- 
sible that the Hamilton Meadows herd 
will be around to celebrate a century 
of continuous breeding of Angus cattle.

WE RAISED a family of five children, 
three of whom are Angus breeders. The 
farm was paid for and much acreage 
added along the way. Perhaps one of the 
greatest rewards of my lifetime with 
Angus is the many friends that I have 
made, including some of the greatest men 
in the business, including the late Otto 
Battles, Irvin Kemp, John Brown, Gar- 
rett Tolan, Allen and Ken McGregor, 
Frank Richards, Charlie Snyder, and 
many more. 

For forty seven years Alpha Road 
Farm had a show herd on the circuit and 
sometimes two strings were on the road. 
I remember loading twenty seven out of 
the barn in one morning, in 1944 I went 
with one herd and my daughters Elsie 
and Helen were with the other herd. 

From 1921 to 19438 when the large 
fairgrounds were taken over by the 
government for military use, I showed at 
state fairs in Ohio, New York, Vermont, 
Virginia, North Carolina and Tennessee 
and also the Eastern States Exposition 
and many other large shows. In recent 
years we have confined our exhibiting to 
Ohio, taking in as many as_ nineteen 
shows per year. 

Regarding our show herd, this bears 
mentioning—the fact that we were able 
to bring money back home after all ex- 
penses were paid each year. I remember 
in 1930 I netted the fantastic amount of 
$1500. It certainly was appreciated in 
those times. 

Again referring to my following the 
circuit, I’d like to add that I traveled in 
a railroad box car. I would load on a rail 
siding one half mile from the farm and 
used the same car the entire season, 
altering it to suit my needs. 

Much credit for the accomplishments 
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of the Alpha Road Farm goes to my wife 
Elizabeth and my five children. The en- 
tire family worked with the cattle as 
well as doing their turn in the field. Dur- 
ing the many years that I showed in the 
eastern states being gone for nearly 
three months each late summer and fall, 
the family carried on at home. 

There were times that we considered 
hiring a herdsman but felt that we could 
not afford one. 

In a farm accident in 1926 I lost my 
left leg above the knee and have worn an 
artificial one since. While showing in 
New York state in 1938 I received word 
that our barn had burned so had to come 
home and build a new one. 

Over the years, I have received several 
honors. During the depression of the 
thirties, the late W. H. Tomhave, secre- 
tary of the National Angus Association, 
featured a story of Alpha Road Farm in 
the yearly issue of the American Angus 
Association News. 

In 1944 the Chicago Daily Drovers 
Journal published about a one third page 
story about our farm in its Fair and 
Breed Issue. 

In 1962 The Northeastern Ohio Angus 
Association, of which I was a founder, 
honored me at its field day. Mrs. Ed 
Bryson read “This Is Your Life’, a tri- 
bute to me and my family giving a syn- 
opsis of the history and operations of 
Alpha Road Farm. This was also pub- 
lished in The Aberdeen-Angus Journal. 
Last year I was made an Honorary 
member of the Ohio State Angus Assoc- 
iation, which I helped organize and was a 
charter member. So I think I have reason 
to be proud of my friends among the 
Angus Breeders. We owe what success 
we have had to our Angus. 

About the human interest stories in 
the earlier years of the herd, I can think 
of only two that may interest you. The 
love of Angus came early and easy to 
each of our children. When our oldest son 
James Edwin was a mere three years 
old, he wanted to lead our herd sire, Cap 
of Xenia each day for exercise. An amus- 
ing sight it was, a little tot leading 
nearly a ton of bull. Neighbors and 
friends feared for Ed’s life but I felt the 
Bull would not harm him, but of course 
I was at his side in case anything went 
wrong. 

Another incident happened when our 
oldest daughter Elsie was able to walk 
but not talk. She was with me whenever 
I was working with the cattle, again 
showing that the love for Angus comes 
early. The day after I went on_ the 
show circuit, my wife was . kept busy 
hunting Elsie and invariably would find 
her around the barn peeking through 
cracks and knot holes trying to find me. 

The beginning of The Alpha Road 
Angus herd was really the outgrowth of 
losing a Jersey herd because of Bang’s. 
I was fortunate to buy from breeders 
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Pride of Alpha Road and Elsie June. This heifer champion female at the fall Ohio State Angus

who insisted that I start with good cattle, 
as I knew very little about beef cattle. 

The sire, Cap of Xenia, a grandson of 
Lucy’s Prince was a great show bull as 
well as being a great sire. His calf crops 
were mostly heifers, and good ones. In 
those days the “aged bull” class was for 
three year olds and over, so he was ex- 
hibited until he was nearly ten. I do not 
think he was ever defeated in class and 
was bull champion nearly everywhere, 
showing against many great herds. He 
was finally defeated for Grand Champion 
in Knoxville, Tennessee by a young bull 
from Ames Plantation that went on to be 
Junior Champion at Chicago that year. 

That fall I got my foot caught in the 
rolls of a corn shredder. After gangrene 
and three amputations I lost my leg 
above the knee. With all the expense we 
were forced to sell Cap of Xenia to a 
breeder from Pennsylvania. He left many 
good heifers on Alpha Road Farm. En- 
closed is a picture of him taken in 1919. 

Of the two photos of the females, one 
is the Champion heifer at the first Ohio 
Angus Show and Sale in 1940 judged by 
Allen McGregor. The other is a Pride 53 
of Alpha Road, Champion not only of the 
sale females but of the entire show com- 
peting against one hundred females. Our 
daughter, Elsie is at the halter. 

The other bull picture is of another 
good sire, Queensman 6 of Alpha Road. 
As an aged bull he was sold to the late 
Governor Cox of Ohio. 

Bona Terra Farm herd owned by J. 
Ed June was founded in 1948 with the 
purchase of the female, Queen 14 of 
Alpha Road. He later purchased more 
cattle from Alpha Roard Farm and the 
two farms still own some in partnership. 


Three miles separate the two farms and 
the cattle operations of them have al. 
ways been closely related. A grandson of 
Eileenmere 1032 has been in use and 
recently an outstanding grandson of 
Ermitre of Haymount was added to the 
herd. 

The Center Wood Farm herd was 
founded in 1948, when Elsie June married 
Glenn Shoop of Collins, Ohio. As a wed- 
ding present we gave to them a bred 
heifer, Blackbird 9 of Alpha Road. In the 
early years they used as a sire, Duke 
Eric, bred by The Ohio State University. 
They also have purchased a good grand- 
son of Ermitre of Haymount. 

The Brick House Farm herd began 
when son Roger took over the home- 
stead in 1960. Elizabeth and I moved to 
a farm owned by Ed. We took with us 
a small herd. 

Roger and his wife, May, own cattle 
separately but they are kept at Alpha 
Road Farm. At present the Brick House 
and Bona Terra and Alpha Road own a 
son of Dor Mac’s Bardoliermere 3 and at 
the Gauger Bros. Sale last fall, a great 
grandson of Ballot of Belladrum was 
purchased by Alpha Road Farm. 

Really the operations of the herds 
owned by the June families are quite 
complex, but by sharing the use of the 
different sires it has worked out very 
nicely. 

Brief information about our children 
is: 

Ed, the oldest son, was the herdsman 
from an early age till his marriage at 
twenty-one. Elsie took over the duties as 
“herdswoman” at the age of fifteen. She 
was a wonderful caretaker of the entire 
herd and achieved enviable success as a

LOCATED IN eastern South Dakota 
this Angus herd is unique in that of 
more than four hundred and fifty pro- 
ducing females in the herd prior to their 
“Golden Anniversary Sale” all but four 
were descendants of a single cow through 
one daughter and granddaughter, In the 
half-century, through depressions and 
drouths more than twenty-eight hun- 
dred cattle were registered with the 
Association from the two foundation 
heifers descended from Forest Grove 
Bernice 118707, At the end of the 1968 
calving season Shady Lane Farms re- 
corded well over 4000 head total from 
the two heifers’ descendents. 

The two females, around which the 
Shady Lane Herd has been built, were 
Evadia 210876 and Patricia Bernice 
224711, granddaughter and daughter, 
respectively of Forest Grove Bernice 
118707, who traces back to Anita 11425, 
a daughter of the noted Knight of St. 
Patrick, and who was imported in 1882 
by Gudgell & Simpson of Independence, 
Missouri. As to family, the two heifers 
were members of the “Ann” tribe of 
Peter Dunn of Wester Leochol, Scotland. 

In their own producing life the two 
foundation females had ten daughters 
and eleven sons. It is interesting to note 
that Gaugers, in their first 18 years, 
sold no bulls or females as breeding 
stock. Heifer: not good enough to add 
to the herd as replacements went to 
market along with some bull calves. It 
was not until 1935 that any breeding 
stock was sold. 

The 1930’s were rough years for every- 
one, Angus men included. Cattle prices 
and drouth years meant cutting down 
to match feed supplies. Even so in 1935 
there was not enough feed for the herd 
and although advised by their father 
to sell more cattle the boys borrowed 
and bought hay to keep their foundation 
herd intact. 
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In 1937 the father’s death made it 
necessary to have an estate settlement. 
At the time there were only forty regis- 
tered cows plus a few commercial blacks. 
All of the registered females were de- 
scendants of the original two, With their 
share of these cows and 400 acres of 
land, John and Milton Gauger started 
the modern Shady Lane Herd. 

In the 1930’s the Gaugers also started 
showing. For the first ten years it was 
at local shows and state fairs; by 19456 
they were exhibiting at the larger ex- 
positions. In those early years they were 
not especially pedigree conscious. They 
were always looking for a good bull 
and his pedigree didn’t mean much if 
he was the type individual they wanted. 
Later, when analyzing the pedigrees 
Earl Ryan pointed out they had used 
four Earl Marshall bulls in succession. 
They were just good bulls. If the boys 
had been following tabulations rather 
than quality they might have diluted 
their cow herd at the height of the 
family fad. The “Ann of Wester Leo- 
chol” strain was rare, had received no 
promotion, other than the showing of 
cattle by Gaugers, but they were thick, 
roomy cows mated to bulls with sub- 
stance and quality. 

For the school of breeders who think 
out-crossing is essential, a cow in the 
Shady Lane herd is worth studying. 
Before the 50th Anniversary Sale she 
was 15 years old, still straight and 
strong and had just weaned an outstand- 
ing calf by Ballot of Walnut 5th. Every 
sire in her extended pedigree went back 
to Earl Marshall. She herself is the 
result of a stronger than half brother- 
half sister mating. She had produced 
$23,000 worth of calves for the Gaugers 
and had four daughters and a son in 
the herd. There were a number of other 
cows that produced more than $20,000 
worth of calves. All the same type, 
strong, sound 1300-1400 pound matrons 
of similar breeding. 

Despite the size of the operation Shady 
Lane is a family business with all mem- 
bers having a specialty, and all available 
to work with the cattle. All five mem- 
bers draw regular salaries from the 
family corporation. John takes care of 
herd records and sales, his son, Ardell 
is in charge of the extensive farming. 
Milton and Myron, his eldest son, have 
charge of the breeding program. Milton’s 
youngest boy, Larry, has been keeping 
the tractors, trucks and other machinery 
in repair and operation. But all work 
with the Angus. 

There are 2,500 acres now in the farm, 
modern homes for all the five families. 
From early spring until late fall, cows 
and calves are handled in seven pastures 
of 160 acres. There are six smaller pas- 
tures from 40 acres up. 1,600 acres are 
in pasture, about 300 in corn. Half of 
the corn is picked, half goes into upright 


silos and pits. They average 400 acres 
of oats a year, along with 100 acres 
of flax. Alfalfa and bromegrass mixtures 
make up most of the grazing and hay 
acreages. 

Both natural and artificial breeding 
are practiced. They have had some im- 
pressive sires, Keystone Bardolier, a son 
of Keylun Bardolier and Ballot 5th of 
Walnut, a grandson of Ballot of Bella- 
drum. Other sires include a son of Er- 
mitre of Haymount, three grandsons of 
Dor Macs Bardoliermere 10th, and a 
home raised bull going back to the Elbar 
of Madelia 20th line of cattle. 

The Gaugers have no other business 
than operating Shady Lane Farm. Their 
Fiftieth Anniversary Sale, October 20, 
1967 drew an immense crowd. The entire 
offering traced to the two foundation 
females. 99% lots averaged $902.00 
with 24% bulls averaging $1002.00 and 
seventy-five females averaging $870.00 
a round. This average was made with 
a conservative top of $2000 and with 
37 lots selling at $1,000 or more. 

The Golden Anniversary event was 
shared by the entire community and 
with full cooperation from neighbors and 
business establishments. The local Clear 
Lake Courier had a special 16 page 
livestck supplement headed off by the 
Gauger story from the Angus Journal 
of December, 1966. 

Now, two years after that feature 
story appeared we again point with 
pride to the accomplishments of a family 
of cattlemen who continue to carry on 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle and can take 
their place, with heads held high, in 
this “Golden Anniversary” issue of the 
Journal as one of the good herds that 
has been in continuous production for 
more than fifty years. 
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EDWARD E. GRAVES & SONS 
Owensville, Missouri 


IN FEBRUARY 1917 Edward E. Graves 
and his sons decided to purchase some 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. After making in- 
quiries of prices of cattle available at 
the time C, D. and W. C. Graves, the 
sons, set out on horseback toward Fay- 
ette, Missouri, some one hundred and 
forty or fifty miles across country. 

On the 17th of February they pur- 
chased two bred heifers and a young 
bull, Pavlo Lad 227639 from Blackwell 
& Kendrick. Mr. J. D. Blackwell was 
a well known Angus man and state 
association secretary at the time. 

Thus the Graves Angus herd was 
established. Later the partnership be- 
came W. C. & C. D. Graves, located 
in Callaway County, Missouri near the 
village of Stephens. In 1948 W. C. Graves 
moved back to Owensville with his herd 
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and C. D. Graves lives near Fulton, 
Missouri and has maintained a small, 
but quality herd since. The following 
is the history as told by Mr. C. D. Graves. 

“After several days on the road home 
to the farm near Owensville, the first 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle (purchased from 
Blackwell & Kendrick) in Gasconade 
County, arrived tired and footsore. In 
May the same year, 1917, we purchased 
a nice yearling heifer from Mr. Black- 
well and she was shipped to Owensville 
along with six head for Mr. Maurice 
Uieman as he purchased some from Mr. 
Blackwell after seeing our first Angus 
purchases. 

“The next bull was purchased from 
Buford Baker of Fulton, Missouri, this 
was Mike Midnight, a very good sire. 
We had only four or five registered cows 
at the time. The third bull we used was 
purchased from the University, he was 
Missouri Barbarian 2d, sired by Black 
Clipper 8th and out of a McHenry Bar- 
bara cow. Everything was pretty rough 
going through the 1920’s. 

“In 1930 Blackcap Empress 100th was 
purchased in a sale at Kirksville from 
Dr. Laughlin. She was a granddaughter 
of Earl Marshall, also an own daughter 
of Blackcap Empress 57th a_ reserve 
grand champion at the International. 
This mating to Earl Eric Revolution 3rd 
produced many daughters that were 
always in demand. Although prices in 
those years were not very high the 
cattle did better than anything else we 
had. 

“In 1985 we purchased a young bull 
from Curtis H. Eastwood of Fulton, 
Missouri. He had just recently bought 
six cows and Earl Eric Marshall 5th 
from Earl Ryan, a good group of cattle. 
Their young sire was Earl Eric Revo- 
lution 3rd, out of Elba of Glencarnock 
44th, 

“In 1936 we attended the dispersion 
of Strathmore Farms at Webster City, 
Iowa. We did not buy anything but were 
wonderfully impressed with the herd. 
Revolution 100th and Revolution 81st 
went to Judge S. C. Fullerton of Miami 
and L. R. Kershaw of Muskogee, Okla- 
homa. Evidence of Strathmore went to 
Krotz & Son of Odell, Nebraska. All 
the bulls we sold privately I have always 
kept these in mind. 

“In 1939 a Miss Burgess heifer was 
purchased from S. C. Fullerton & Son 
sale at Miami, Oklahoma. She traced 
back to Black Peer of St. Albans and 
McGregor breeding on the dam’s side. 

“We also purchased a son of Evidence 
of Strathmore from Krotz, he was Eric 
Evidence, Earl Marshall bred on both 
sides. I also purchased two bred heifers 
at the same time. They proved to be 
good investments. 

“In 1948 I purchased a young cow 
from Dr. H. C. Curry. He was Missouri 
State Veterinarian at that time and 
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owned a good stock farm midway bet- 
ween Jefferson City and Columbia. He 
had just purchased the St. Albans herd 
from a Mrs. Johnson. They were an 
excellent herd of cattle. Our cow was 
Barbara Harrison 8rd of Lake Albans, 
she was sired by Emulator by Eileen- 
mere 158th and out of Elaine C. 4th 
the dam of Emulous, and Earl Marshall 
breeding on the dam’s side. She raised 
seven daughters for me and then I sold 
her for more than she cost. I priced 
a group of ten cows and I wanted to 
keep her, or one of her daughters, but 
the buyers wanted them both so I let 
them have their way. 

“In 1948 I purchased a good cow, 
Energy of Muskogee in the Kershaw 
sale, a granddaughter of Earl Marshall, 
she got injured at the age of 17 years 
and I had to send her to market. This 
same year I purchased a wonderful Ever- 
green cow in a production sale of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Epple, Columbia, Missouri. 
Each one of the above cows raised a 
heifer that I sold at $1,000 each. I 
kept both of them for a long time. Also 
in 1948 I purchased a son of Black Prince 
from Good Earth Stock Farm, New 


Florence, Missouri. Black Prince was an 


International Grand Champion, his son 
we bought was Prince Sunbeam 108rd. 
I used him six years and his offspring 
were good doers with fast gains. 

“The year before in 1947 I purchased 
two Juana Erica heifers from Leo 
Archer, I paid pretty heavy for them 
but they proved to be all right. In 1952 
I purchased Ellerslie Prince 21st in the 
John Speed Elliott Estate Sale at Fay- 
ette, Missouri. He was by Prince G. 
of Sunbeam and if I remember right 
he sold for fifty thousand. His dam, 
Blackbird 15th of Great Oaks, a great 
cow by Bethel Blackmar Jr. that made 
history for the breed. I kept Ellerslie 
21st, although he was six years old at 
the time I got him, I used him five 
years, his calves were always in demand. 
Then I used a three-quarters Imp. bull 
from Harry Moore & Sons of Columbia, 
Missouri, and next a son of Dor Macs 
Bardolier 65th and out of a Gammer 
cow from the Davis Herd in Colorado 
by Prince of Red Gate 19th, a thirty 
thousand dollar bull. His calves were 
in good demand but he got injured at 
an early age and I had to dispose of 
him. 

“At present I am using a son of O. 
Bardoliermere 2d, he is Flying W. Bar- 
doliermere 2024th, his dam is by the 
International champion Ankonian 3216. 
Championship all the way on the dam’s 
side, Glencarnock Eric of Cremona, 
Prince of Rowley and General 6th of 
Page. I am getting our second group of 
calves by him and they look all right, and 
of course he is a half brother to five 
International grand champions. Four 
years ago I purchased two heifers from 


Rosemere Farm, both sired by Mr. Ei- 
leenmere of Warsaw. They have already 
paid for themselves twice. I never gave 
our herd any name because I am only 
a small breeder and never could show 
as I could not be in two places at the 
same time. I have sold cattle in our 
Central Missouri Association for the past 
twenty-five years. 

“Two other cows I should mention, 
one is Bandy Maid 3rd of Goose Creek 
that I purchased in 1952 in the Mrs. 
Robert Larmer and Frank Bouski dis- 
persion at Maryville. She is a Bell Boy 
and Bandolier bred through Blackbird 
Bandolier of Page with two crosses of 
Bell Boy M. K., also to the cow Bandy 
Maid that Mr. Larmer imported. She 
had great breed character and passed 
it on. The second cow was Eline Erica 
J. 4th from the late Rol Evans breeding 
at Maryville, Missouri. I never tried to 
keep sons of the sires I mentioned 
because the herd was _ never large 
enough for a real breeding program. 
The herd was never above sixty head. 
With the help of my good wife, Mabel, 
it has been a pleasure to breed or raise 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle so many years. 
Thank you for the invitation of being 
represented in the Golden Anniversary 
Edition.” C. D. Graves, Fulton, Missouri. 
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For a few years prior to 1948 W. C. 
Graves spent some time in St. Louis, 
he still retained some cattle and his 
brother C. D. cared for them. In i948 
W. C. moved to Owensville and took 
along a half-dozen cows of Earl Mar- 
shall and Revolution breeding. These 
were Barbara, Enchantress, Blackcap, 
Pride, Eisa and a Miss Burgess. 

He was using a son of Eric Prince of 
Sunbeam named Ever Prince Repeater, 
and in 1950 purchased Blackcap Quality 
Emulate of the Burgess Eston Quality 
and Emulate Enecho breeding that did 
very well for him. At the same time 
he added a cow with Evidence of Strath- 
more blood from his brother’s herd. In 
1956 he was forced to sell because of 
another move, but managed to keep a 
couple cows. Since then he has worked 
in connection and cooperation with an- 
other brother, Raymond U. Graves on 
the home farm. They each have their 
own cattle and W. C. has about twenty 
brood cows at the present time, Bar- 
baras (McHenry and Missouri), Black- 
cap Empress, Evening Ericas, Buxom 
Maid Miss Burgess, Eboreas and Jilts 
and a Pride. In the two herds C. W. 
and Raymond U. have some seventy 
head in or coming into production with 
most of the standard families repre- 
sented. 

Other sires used, Prince Eric of Good 
Earth 12th a son of Prince Eric of 
Sunbeam 2nd that did quite well until 
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he was injured. They used Eileenmere 
1510, son of the great Eileenmere 500th, 
then Earl 20th, a grandson of Eileenmere 
500th. Later used Ankonian Barb 
M., grandson of O. Bardoliermere—these 
bulls left good heifers in the two herds. 

Now they have their first calves by 
Bard A. Devine, a proven breeder that 
looked real good to W. C. and they 
have some forty-five calves on the 
ground by him in the spring of 1968. 
Last year he purchased Wheelgate Royal 
87th, a son of Ankonian Royal that is 
taking his place as the junior herd sire. 

The Blackcaps, Enchantress, Eisas are 
descendants of the foundation cows. The 
McHenry Barbaras are descendants of 
his first Barbara, a gift from a church 
congregation in St. Louis. 

Mr. W. C. Graves said, “At present 
there are no arrangements for any one 
to take over and carry on where I leave 
off. The home farm at Owensville, Mis- 
souri is Fairview Farm, and many of 
the cattle are carrying this name.” 


1917 
LAUDERDALE ANGUS FARM 
W. A. Lauderdale 
Greenville, Tennessee 


My FATHER, H. H. Lauderdale became 
associated with cattle when he was a 
small boy. His uncle was a cattle buyer 
and trader and took my father along on 
his cattle ventures. He would help him 
drive the cattle from the place of pur- 
chase to his home as there was no other 
means of moving cattle at that time. 

Those experiences as a child possibly 
helped him get started in the cattle 
raising business which he enjoyed so 
much. Throughout the forty years which 
he lived and worked with Angus cattle, 
that was his main topic in conversation 
as he talked with his friends, He studied 
his cattle and knew each individual and 
its pedigree without any identification 
or tag on the animal. 

The history of our herd which has been 
in the same family for fifty-two years 
had its beginning about the year 1917 
when my father on a sixty-two acre farm 
in Greene County, Tennessee decided to 
begin raising Angus cattle. At that 
time Angus cattle in our community were 
practically unknown and not much en- 
couragement was given a person who 
undertook this venture. 

The decision to buy Angus cattle came 
about more or less by accident. In the 
fall of each year my father bought steer 
calves of mixed breeds and kept them 
through the winter. One year he hap- 
pened to get a black calf along with the 
others. All winter long he noticed the 
progress of this calf above that of the 
others and most noticeable was the fact 
that this particular calf was eating in a 
straw stack while the others did not 
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bother to eat this type of roughage. 
When sale time came, my father asked 
the buyer about Angus cattle. The 
buyer’s reply was that if he could get 
a load of Angus he would pay a penny 
per pound more for this type than the 
other types. 

From this statement my father de- 
cided it would be well to start in the 
Angus businezs. Around 1917 he bought 
five grade Angus heifers, For his first 
registered bull he went to Dr. Huggins, 
a breeder in the Angus business, and 
bought Prince 2d of French Broad, He 
proved to be such a good breeder that 
my father wanted to get into the regis- 
tered business. This bull was used on our 
farm until he was twelve years old, At 
this age the bull weighed 1800 pounds 
in range condition. This bull was sold 
to King Brothers in Afton, Tennessee 
and was used by them until he was six- 
teen years old. 

In a year or so after my father bought 
Prince 2d of French Broad, he went to a 
sale in Blunt County conducted by Mr. 
John S. Hitch, a pioneer Angus breeder. 
At this sale he bought four registered 
cows which was the actual beginning of 
our registered herd. 

In about 1930 we bought from John 
S. Hitch a heifer Blackbird Ballindalloch 
10th bred by A. D. Bradshaw, Smithshire, 
Illinois. This cow was one of our foun- 
dation females, She proved to be a very 
good breeder and many of our cattle are 
offspring from this good cow. 

We also purchased cattle from Profes- 
sor H. R. Duncan, Knoxville, Tennessee. 
An unusually good bull Sylvia Thickset 
3d was purchased from him in the early 
30’s. 

From these foundation animals we have 
built our herd to the present time. Each 
year we have about three-fourths of our 
steers placed in the choice group at the 
Angus feeder sale. 

Our cattle are kept in range condition 
more or less, They are on pasture during 
the summer and are fed hay and silage 
during the winter months, Our cattle 
more or less take care of themselves. 

We feel that we have produced some 
very good individuals in the past and are 
continuing to do so at the present, 

My father named his farm Redland 
Angus Farm soon after he began his 
registered herd. At that time farm names 
were very rare in this section of the 
country. Many of our earlier cattle had 
the Redland name attached to them. In 
recent years the farm name has been 
changed to Lauderdale Angus Farm, 

As for our family, we are few in 
number. I was the only child of my 
father and mother. My mother, Della 
Gammon Lauderdale is 83 years old and 
has lived with me and my wife, Leona 
Hutton Lauderdale since my father passed 
away in 1956. We have one daughter 
Barbara Ann, who is married to Carl 


Belcher. She is a teacher in the Greene 
County School System and my son-in-law 
farms and helps me with the cattle. 
They are the parents of a three-year-old 
daughter, Rebecca Ann. 

As I have said earlier, my father was 
very proud of his cattle and of the An- 
gus cattle as a vreed, On the back of 
a picture made around 1918 of his first 
five heifers, I found this little poem. I 
do not know the origin of it, It might 
have been something he copied from an 
old Aberdeen-Angus Journal, or it may 
have been something he made up, how- 
ever, it illustrates his idea about Angus 
cattle and an idea which has held true 
throughout the years.

1918 


HONEYCUTT ANGUS FARMS 
Jim & Kevin Honeycutt 
Blue Rapids, Kansas 


HoNEYCUTT’S ANGUS Farm was 
established April 5, 1918 when the late 
J. O. Honeycutt purchased six heifers 
from Wm. Palmer of Liberty, Nebraska. 
These heifers were herded home from 


horseback to Blue Rapids, Kansas, a 
distance of about thirty-five miles. This 
herd has been in continuous operation 
since that date and is located on the 
same farm south of Blue Rapids in Mar-. 
shall county. Today the herd numbers 
about one hundred cows and is being 
carried on by his two sons, Enos and 
Jim and a grandson Kevin. 

The first herd bull Mr. Honeycutt pur- 
chased was Black Bear of Liberty, also 
from the Palmer herd. In 1922 he pur- 
chased George 4th of Old Franklin from 
J. D. Martin of Lawrence, Kansas. In 
1924 he purchased another bull from Mr. 
Martin, Joe of Old Franklin. In 1928 he 
secured Pride O. from E. A. Latzke and 
Son of Junction City, Kansas. In the 
early 30’s he went to the M. K. Krotz 
herd at Odell, Nebraska and purchased 
Revolution Eston 10th and later Eline 
Envite and Revolution Epponian. 

Probably the greatest cow they ever 
owned, according to Jim Honeycutt, was 
a Krotz bred cow his father purchased in 
1935. She was Eline Esterola, sired by 
the great bull Blackcap Marshall 8th. She 
produced eight heifers in a row, and she 
lived to be twenty-one years of age. They 
kept all of her daughters in the herd and 
at one time about seventy-five percent of

the herd was directly related to this 
great female. 

Enos and Jim each started a herd of 
their own as 4-H projects. Jim started 
his herd from a daughter of this cow, 
Eline H. 8rd. Kevin’s first cow was the 
last daughter that Eline H. 3rd had. His 
herd was started when his father gave 
him Eline of Blue Rapids, on his first 
birthday. The agreement was that Kevin 
would keep all the heifers and his father 
to have all the bull calves for the care 
and feeding of his cattle until Kevin was 
old enough to help with the care of them 
and with the farm work. At the present 
time Kevin has twelve top cows in his own 
herd and has sold several at various as- 
sociation sales. He has won forty-seven 
championships and twenty-nine trophies 
in the five years he has been in 4-H 
work. 

The late J. O. Honeycutt joined the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Association on 
November 8, 1919. Enos, Jim and Kevin 
all hold memberships in the Angus As- 
sociation, Kevin joining in 1958. Mr. 
Honeycutt was one of the charter mem- 
bers of the Heart of America Associa- 
tion, a charter member of the Northeast 
Angus Association, which is twenty-five 
years old this year (1968). He belonged 
to the Mid-Continent Association at 
Junction City, Kansas, an Association 
that has since been dissolved. 

The Honeycutt’s also belong to the 
High Plains Angus Association at Ober- 
lin, Kansas; U. S. Center Angus Associa- 
tion at Smith Center as well as_ the 
Kansas State Angus Association. 

This was the only Registered Angus 
herd in Marshall county for nearly 
twenty-five years. At the time the herd 
was established Marshall county was one 
of the strongest Hereford territories in 
Kansas. Today there are about a dozen 
registered Angus herds in the county and 
several commercial herds. 

For a number of years the Marshall 
county fair showed all three beef breeds 
together. It was in either 1923 or 1924 
that the late Mr. Honeycutt led out a 
fourteen hundred pound Angus cow and 
beat the Hereford. The rules’ were 
changed and from then on each breed 
was exhibited individually and not in 
inter-breed competition. Honeycutt’s have 
had a number of champions at their state 
and other association shows and sales as 
well as many first place and top selling 
individuals. 

Enos and Jim were in 4-H work in the 
middle 30’s and early 40’s. They showed 
their calves at the Marshall County Fair; 
American Royal and the shows at St. 
Joseph, Missouri. The highlight of their 
showing experiences was showing the 
second place heavyweight steer at the 
1943 American Royal when Dean Bliz- 
zard was the judge. 

In their files they still have four of the 
original pedigrees and transfers for 
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Lady Craig of Liberty 2; Deloris of 
Liberty; Wanda of Liberty and Lady 
Craig of Liberty—the transfers were 
signed by Chas. Gray. They also have a 
sale catalog from the sale held by Mr. 
Wm. Palmer, March 10, 1919, Liberty, 
Nebraska. 

More recently they used Homeplace 
Hileenmere 600 and Kileenmere 45th as 
herd sires and at present their herd sire 
is M. Bardoliermere K. 6th 4268792, a 
bull from the Kansas State University 
herd. 


1918 
BROOKS HAVEN 
S. A. Brooks and Sons 
Ames, Iowa 


ON MARCH 1, in the year of 1900, 
Ss. A. (Bud) Brooks, his wife, Mabel, 
their three daughters, Eva, (Mrs. Henry 
Miller), Birdie (Mrs, Frank Kingsbury), 
Flossie (Mrs. Verne Kingsbury), and 
myself, Steve, moved to the home place, 
seven miles southwest of Ames. James 
Brooks was born a few years later and 
now resides on that farm, 

Until the spring of 1918, the cow herd 
consisted of 12 to 14 milk cows; red, 
spotted, brindle and what have you. The 
herd bull was a neighborhood affair, “I 
use your bull one year, and you use mine 
the next.” Dad made a practice of buy- 
ing steer calves from the small milk cow 
herds, generally at the age of one and a 
half or two years old, and fattening 
them for market. I remember my first 
trip to Chicago was with Dad, when he 
shipped two carloads of these fat steers, 
one load averaging 1775 pounds. Two of 
these steers weighed over 1900 pounds. 
The lighter load weighed 1585 pounds 
and topped the market at $9.75, a hun- 
dred: pounds, 

In the spring of 1918, a farmer and 
cattle feeder, William Taylor, who lived 
2 miles east of Ames on Highway 30, 
started having consignment sales or 
Market Day Sales, as they were called 
then. Anyone could bring any kind of 
livestock they wanted to sell. It was an 
all day affair, and I can still remember 
the big free dinner he served at noon. 

My dad and a neighbor, Jim Judge, 
drove a team and buggy to one of these 
sales and between them bought about 
150 head of cattle. The next day, Jim 
Judge, Jr. and I were sent after these 
cattle. Our equipment consisted of two 
cattle whips, two saddles and two of the 
best cattle cutting and driving ponies in 
the country. We drove this group of 
cattle through Ames, to the railroad 
stockyards, where they were sorted, 
some to be shipped to market and the 
others to be taken on home. In the 
group taken home were four purebred 
Angus (Ruth) heifers, sired by Baron 
Rosegay. These heifers had been con- 


signed by A. H. Banks of Ames and 
J. L. Snyder of Nevada. This family 
proved to be very successful for us and 
has sold into many out-of-state herds, as 
well as those in Iowa. 

More Angus cows were added to this 
herd and this became the start of a 
small bull business in the neighborhood. 
My dad supplying better bulls to the 
small milk cow herds, which in turn 
made better feeder calves for him to buy 
and ,feed out for market — a procedure 
he carried out until his death in 1938. 
The first bull we have a record of was 
Helen’s Monarch, a 2000 pound bull. He 
was a big rangy bull of about the type 
we are raising now. Other bulls used 
were: King Eventually, tred by Rosen- 
gift Stock Farms, Eldan’s Jr., bred by 
W. U. Harvey and Son, Blackbird Benz 
6th from the Blake herd, Black Emperor 
10th, sired by Revolution 50th and bred 
by Strathmore Farms, Oxford Eric Mere 
4th, bred by Berg & Son, Revolution 
Marshall 10th, sired by Revolution 81st 
also bred by Strathmore Farms, Eveno 
Eric, sired by Ericmere 67th and bred by 
Orr Bros, and Burgess 76th, sired by 
Revelation 11th, and bred by Glyn Mawr 
Farm, his dam was one of Milt Tudor’s 
famous Miss Burgess cows. 

In January of 1930 my wife, Lucille 
and I moved onto the farm where we 
now live. This place is a mile and a half 
from the home place and it is this farm 
that is known as Brooks Haven. Angus 
cattle have continuously been a part of 
our farm operation. 

We have purchased and used almost 
entirely Iowa bred bulls, including: 
Revolution Blue Boy 7th, bred by John- 
son Bros., Bandolier 126th of Wilton, 
bred by the Nobis Farms, Barry Boy G. 
2d, bred by Greiman and Sons, Bando- 
lier C. C. of O & R, bred by theO & R 
Farms, as well as many others, At the 
present time our herd sire is Eileenmere 
of D E R 105 from the Schlutz’s Da-Es- 
Ro Farms. “Middle of the Road” cattle 
have been a practical operation for us. 
We have all registered cattle on our 
farm with the exception of the steers in 
the feed lot, which are all from the cows 
of our own raising. The purpose of pur- 
chasing a son of Pageileenmere 10th was 
to shorten the legs, and now we have Ei- 
leenmere of D E R 105 to give the new 
“Mod” look to the present day steers in 
the feedlot. 

Five of our six children have shown 
both heifers and steers in the Boone 
County 4-H Fairs, with the competition 
proving to be both successful and grati- 
fying by receiving their share of awards 
and compensations over the years. Our 
son, Howard, had the Grand Champion 
Steer in 1941. Our daughter, Mary Lu, 
was the first recipient of the Boone 
County Beef Producers Award, for her 
all-around beef projects. She also had 
the Champion heifer in 1958, Bandolier 
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Boy with Angus calf is Howard Brooks holding halter of the Boone County 4-H Grand Champion 
Baby Beef.

Erma B 51. We, as a family, were in- 
volved with cattle and 4-H work from 
1935 to 1959. Each year holding its own 
place with the interest it created and 
the rewards for participation. In recent 
years our grandsons, Mike and Dennis 
Brooks, have show Angus cattle also. 
They have started herds of their own 
and their heifers have had Championship 
awards in Boone County. Their steers 
have been in the Blue Ribbon Classes 
each year. 

Lucille and I have both been active in 
the Angus Associations for many years. 
Lucille was a charter member of the 
Iowa Angus Auxiliary and has served as 
their State President. She has also 
served as the Ways and Means Chairman 
for the National Auxiliary. I have been 
active in the Iowa Angus Association 
and have served the Ames Association in 
all of its offices. 

Through the years Angus cattle have 
provided us with much pleasure and 
profit. Though we consider our opera- 
tion a modest one, the good friends and 
fellowship we have had, have to be con- 
sidered as a part of our way of life. 


1918 
SUNBEAM FARMS 
S. C. Fullerton III 
Miami, Oklahoma 


THE FIRST registered Aberdeen- 
Angus came to the Fullerton Farms in 
1918 with the purchase of three regis- 
tered heifers at the Oklahoma City Show 
and Sale. Later, in 1920, Judge Fullerton 
and Sam C. Fullerton, Jr., attended the 
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L. R. Kershaw Dispersion at Muskogee, 
Oklahoma with the intention of pur- 
chasing a good cow with a heifer calf at 
foot and bred back. When the sale was 
over they had purchased eleven head of 
cows for $11,000. Among these cows was 
the great matron Elmland Jessie 2, who 
was bred to Plowman, a great show bull 
of his day, who was sired by the 1911 In- 
ternational Grand Champion Kloman. 
The result of this mating was a frisky 
young calf named Playman of Sunbeam 
who was later to become the 1925 Inter- 
national Grand Champion. He was the 
first bull to interrupt the championship 
being won by the mighty Earl Marshall. 

In the early 1920’s the Fullertons pur- 
chased the herd of Berry and Redfield 
of Hurley, South Dakota, which included 
many outstanding producers, the most 
famous being Elsys Pride Elnor, 
grandam of Black Prince of Sunbeam, 
the International Champion. 

The first herd bull purchased by Sun- 
beam Farms in the early 1920’s was 
Eston of Elm Hill, sire of many good 
females as well as bulls. Two of his sons, 
Arney Peer of Sunbeam and Eston of 
Sunbeam, were used in the herd. Another 
son was Sunbeams Blue Ribbon, an In- 
ternational winner. A daughter, Estelle 
of Sunbeam 2, was Ist prize aged cow at 
the 1924 International, defeating in class 
the International Grand Champions of 
1922 and 1923, Pride Protest 6 and Black- 
bird Bertie. 

Other bulls used in the early history of 
the Fullerton herd were Proud Marshall 
of Sunbeam, a double bred Earl Marshall 
bull, Elban of Sunbeam and Quality Sun- 
beam 2. 


The next important sire to be used in 
the Sunbeam Herd was Black Peer of St. 
Albans, the 1934 International Grand 
Champion. “Black Peer” was purchased 
from St. Albans Farm in Missouri then 
managed by George Porteous, former 
manager at Sunbeam Farms. “Black 
Peer” was a great show bull but more im- 
portant he was royally bred. He was by 
Eric Revolution, full brother in blood to 
the International Champion, Revolution 
100. His dam was Blackcap Glencarnock 
8, of the Blackcap Bessie strain, and by 
Faultless Pass, an International Junior 
Champion. Due to his untimely death in 
1936, as the result of a nail lodging in 
his heart, “Black Peer” only sired two 
crops of calves at Sunbeam Farms. The 
most famous of these, of course, was 
Black Prince of Sunbeam, the 1938 In- 
ternational Grand Champion. At the 
same show with him were his first two 
sons, Bar Sunbeam 2 and Elgon Sun- 
beam, standing second in their respective 
classes Bar Sunbeam 2 was taken on the 
Treasure Island Show in San Francisco, 
where he defeated the calf that stood 
above him at Chicago. Elgon Sunbeam 
developed into the “model bull” and was 
Junior Champion at Chicago in 1939 and 
Grand Champion at Ft. Worth in early 
1940. 

The next prominent sire to be used in 
the Sunbeam Herd was Prince Sunbeam 
29, a son of “Black Prince”. Known as 
the “Two Million Dollar Sire,” the “29th” 
exercised a tremendous influence on the 
Angus breed. He sired six International 
Champions, was the grandsire of seven 
International Champions, and the great- 
grandsire of the 1953 International Jun- 
ior Champion bull and the 1st prize Get 
of Sire. More than 60% of all the top 
selling bulls sold at auction from 1946 
through 1952, were sired by Prince 
Sunbeam 29 or one of his sons. One of 
the “29th’s” first sons was Prince Eric 
of Sunbeam, “The Bull of the Century,” 
himself a sire of five International 
Champions. 

Another son of “Black Prince” used 
successfully was Prince Sunbeam 100. 
His dam, Barbara of Rosemere 100 was 
the International Grand Champion Cow 
in 1933. 

Other sons of the “29th” used with 
success were Prince Sunbeam 305 and 
Prince Sunbeam 400. 

As the “29th” grew older, it became 
necessary to find a top son to carry on 
in his place. That bull was to be Prince 
Esquire of Sunbeam, “The Breeders 
Choice.” “Esquire” was champion at 
Tulsa, Kansas City and Reserve Senior 
Champion at the 1952 International. His 
dam, Lonjac Erica 9, was a great cow 
and as the late John Brown used to say 
“great bulls always have great mothers.” 

It has always been the policy at Sun- 
beam Farms to find bulls to keep going 
on with that were out of outstanding out- 
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cross cows. Prince Sunbeam 971 was 
such a bull, and his dam, a great Karama 
cow by Imp. Prince of Rowley, was pur- 
chased from Ed. Jenkins, owner of Red 
Gate Farm. Grand Champion at Tulsa, 
Dallas and the American Royal in 1955, 
the “971st” was later purchased by Ker- 
Mac Angus Ranches, where he proved to 
be a great sire. 

Another important outcross sire was 
Prince of Red Gate 45 purchased by 
Angus Valley Farms and Sunbeam 
Farms in 1955. The “45th” was pur- 
chased just prior to the sale of the Sun- 
beam Herd in 1955 and several of his 
sons were retained for use on the heifers 
owned by Sam C. Fullerton, III and 
William T. Fullerton. 

In 1955, the great Sunbeam Herd was 
sold intact to Ralph L. Smith. This sale 
included all of the herd bulls as well as 
the cows. The only cattle retained in the 
herd were a small select group of ap- 
proximately sixty heifers owned by Sam 
C. Fullerton, III and William T. Fuller- 
ton. 

On these cows, in addition to the sons 
of Prince of Red Gate 45, several sons of 
Prince Sunbeam 971 were used success- 
fully. 

In the 1957 R.L.S. Dispersion, several 
top cows were repurchased by Sunbeam 
Farms. One of these cows, Barbara 80 of 
Sunbeam, a daughter of “Master Prince” 
the 1947 International Champion, was 
bred to Dor Macs Bardoliermere 38, a 
good breeding son of O. Bardoliermere 2, 
used in the R.L.S Herd. The calf, a bull, 
was named Sunbeams Bardoliermere and 
he left many good daughters in the 
Sunbeam Herd. 

In the Fall of 1959, Sam Fullerton, Jr., 
and his son made another trip to Ralph 
L. Smith Farms which resulted in the 
purchase of a select group of imported 
females. These matrons had formed the 
nucleus of the R.L.S. imported unit which 
was without peer during its time. 

Needing still another top bull to fit 
into the breeding program, a one-half 
interest in Imp. Prince Peter of Dalmeny 
was purchased from Essar Ranch in 
1960. Brought over from Scotland by 
Tom Slick, “Prince Peter” sired the top 
selling bull in both the 1959 and 1960 
Essar Ranch Bull Sales. His sire, Jungle 
Eric of Candacraig, was a great breeding 
bull in Scotland and appears in the pedi- 
grees of several of the more prominent 
imported sires used in America today. In 
the Sunbeam Herd the daughters of 
“Prince Peter” have proven to be very 
good producers. 

Late in the summer of 1961, a one-half 
interest in another young bull was pur- 
chased to use on the daughters of the 
domestic females in the expanding Sun- 
beam Herd. He was a son of Ermitre of 
Haymount, the 1960 International Grand 
Champion Bull. Ermitre 14 of Blue Sky 
was fitted and shown by Blue Sky Farm 
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and was a many times class winner, and 
Champion at several shows. An impres- 
sive bull, he is now the Senior Herd 
sire at Sunbeam Farms. 

Also in service at the present time as 
Junior Herd Sire are Ankonian Prece- 
dent, an outstanding young son of An- 
konian President purchased in_ the 
Ankony Dispersion, and Ermitre 36 S. B., 
a top show bull sired by Ermitre 14 of 
Blue Sky. The basic cow herd at Sunbeam 
Farms is composed of daughters of 
Ermitre 14 of Blue Sky; Imp. Prince 
Peter of Dalmeny; Sunbeams Bardolier- 
mere; Welcos Bardoliermere M 156 and 
Kileenmere 46. 

Sunbeam Farms consist of some 
sixteen hundred acres which are located 
in two separate farms. The old home 
place, located on the east edge of Miami, 
contains approximately eight hundred 
acres and the other farm is located ap- 
proximately three miles southwest of 
Miami. The cow herd numbers around 
two hundred and fifty head and repre- 
sents the breeding of many great bulls 
and females carefully mated over the 
years. 

The operation is under the manage- 


“ment of Sam C. Fullerton, III who is also 


a practicing Attorney in the city of 
Miami, also a member of the Board of 
Directors of the American-Angus Asso- 
ciation and past president of the Okla- 
homa Angus Association. Sam III is the 
third generation to serve on the Board 
of the National Association. The younger 
member of the firm, Bill Fullerton, is in 
Stanford University, Stanford, Calif- 
ornia. In charge of the day to day opera- 
tion is Jack Donnell who has been as- 
sociated with the Fullertons for many 
years. 


1918 
HALL’S HILL FARM 
Mr. & Mrs. Joe Hall 
Albion, Iowa 


HALL’s HILL FARM is located seven 
miles west of Albion in Marshall County, 
Iowa and was my parents’ farm, where 
I was born and have lived all my life. 
In 1918 I started my Angus herd by 
buying five bred heifers from the late 
G. E. Maxfield, who had a small pure- 
bred herd a few miles from our home, 
and I always felt rather proud that in 
later years he bought a herd bull from 
me, He passed away years ago and his 
herd was dispersed. Later I sold a full 
brother to his bull to his neighbor, W. 
A. Goecke, and the animals were in ad- 
joining pastures. 

We kept a few of the offspring from 
the Maxfield heifers and before long pur- 
chased two bred cows at an Iowa County 
sale. One was a Pinehurst Blackbird 
consigned by Henry Schmuecker and the 
other a Judy Blackcap from Pat Dono- 


noe’s herd. They produced well and we 
kept them almost all their lives. 

The first herd bull I remember was 
purchased at a State sale in Des Moines. 
Ray Plummer, Green Mountain, Iowa, the 
man who owned Black Engraver, and who 
was, I believe, president of the Iowa State 
Association at the time, and I went to 
the State Sale where I bought the grand 
champion bull, This was easier to do 
then than now, as I believe I paid $205 
for him. He was a very trim little bull, 
a Heatherbloom, bred by John I. Miller 
of Newton, Iowa. 

There was very little trucking done in 
those days and we had the bull shipped 
in a box car to my station, Minerva, 
Iowa and from there I led him around the 
road to our farm, one and one-half miles 
from the station. 

I remember that I sold the first bull 
calf out of the Judy Blackcap that I 
had purchased from Pat Donohoe, to J. 
R. Howard, who lived a few miles from 
us. Mr. Howard was the first national 
president of the Farm Bureau, This 
cow lived to be twenty years old, and at 
that age, when due to calve in a few days 
she got stuck in the mud in a ditch near 
the road. A passing neighbor drove in 
to tell me I had a “heifer” stuck in the 
mud, My hired man and I put a harness 
tug around her, pulled her onto a stone 
boat and thence to the barn, where that 
night she gave birth to a nice calf. 

Bulls we have used include Bar Eston 
2d by Eston of Quality, from the Hopley 
herd; Ben Joe of Ida from the Johnson 
Brothers’ herd; Burgess 202 by Burgess 
101 that I bought with his dam from 
Milt Tudor. I bought the top bull at a 
Wisconsin state sale, Hylawn General 
Blackbird, a grandson of General of 
Bordulac, two bulls from the Wilton 
herd and two purchased at the Kemp 
dispersion. 

Through the years we bought some 
very good cows when we had the chance 
and one big improvement was when we 
bought most of the older foundation cows 
at Eggland’s: dispersion, including two 
El Jon Evening Ericas from which we 
have a large number of very good Even- 
ing Ericas. Our McHenry Barbaras came 
from this herd also. 

Our herd consists of about 100 cows, 
Evening Erica, Blackcap Empress, Hart- 
ley Edella, Blackcap Bessie, McHenry and 
Judy Blackcap, Miss Burgess and Witch 
of Endor predominate. This herd is 
federally accredited T, B. free, certificate 
547736 and Brucellosis free, certificate 
C4365. 

Our present herd bulls are Bandolier 
400 of Wilton, by Bandolier 523 of Wil- 
ton; Black Baron C. M., by Black Baron 
of Barnoldby, the Perth Champion; and 
Bardolier 30 of K A F, by Hyland Bando- 
lier 458th. 

Through the years our selling of cattle, 
about 80% of the business, has been with 
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For YOUR records, the first 17 bull calves and first 16 heifer 
calves by JORUM, graded and performance tested under the 
direction of Cornell University beef extension personnel, had an 
overall average weaning weight of 478 pounds; an overall average 
adjusted daily gain of 2.02; and an overall average grade of 14.

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repeat customers, proving that treating 
buyers with respect and keeping one’s 
word about the cattle is rewarding. I 
always say to customers, “If anything 
is not satisfactory, don’t tell the other 
fellow—come back and tell me.” At 71 
years of age I am still caring for and 
enjoying my cattle with only occasional 
part-time help. 


No one knows the number of herds 
that were founded in America after 1879 
when our story of the Pioneer Herds be- 
gins. Each herd contributed to the prog- 
ress of the breed and deserves a place in 
the record. However, this book could only 
pay tribute to those herds that have been 
in continuous production for fifty or 
more years—and only then through 
the gracious cooperation of the present 
owners in supplying the pertinent infor- 
mation in these thumbnail sketches of 
each herd, 

The search for these Pioneer Herds 
was conducted over a period of nearly a 
year and every lead was followed in an 
attempt to obtain a story on every known 
herd that had been in continuous opera- 
tion over fifty years. 

I gratefully acknowledge the generous 
support of the men whose herds are rep- 
resented in the advertising columns of 
this book. These men have done much to 
promote the breed during the years their 
herds have been established. The infor- 
mation on their herds makes this book 
complete from the beginning of the breed 
in North America through the Interna- 
tional Exposition of 1968. The gap be- 
tween 1919 and 1969 is closed by the 
regular issues of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. 


Plato said, “We can easily forgive a 
child who is afraid of the dark; the real 
tragedy of life is when men are afraid of 
the light.” May we carry the torch ever 
onward to new heights so that someday 
someone may present to future breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle a history of a 
century of progress of our breed in 
America.

Oskaloosa, Iowa 


"THE WHITEDALE Angus Herd was 
established at Unionville, Missouri on 
January 1, 1919 by the father of the 
writer, T. E. White. Dad bought two 
yearling heifers from the Walter Gal- 
loupe herd at Unionville. These two 
heifers, of the Forbes Maggie family, 
were used by me in my _ supervised 
farming program as a student in Voca- 
tional Agriculture at the Unionville, 
Missouri High School. This modest be- 
ginning was the basis for an Angus 
herd that is now owned by the writer, 
my father having passed away in Novem- 
ber 1957. 


The size of the herd was never very 
large, consisting of not more than 30 
cows at any one time. Three factors 
were considered in selecting the herd 
sires and brood cows, namely: pedigree, 
performance, and individuality. For sev- 
eral years after the establishment of 
this herd, a lot of stress was given to 
families such as: Blackbird, Blackcap, 
Barbara, Enchantress Erica, Queen Moth- 
er, Ruby, Miss Burgess, Maid of 
Bummers and Juana Erica. 


From 1940 to 1960 we were fairly 
regular consignors to Northeast Missouri 
Angus Association Sales at Memphis, 
Missouri. In the spring sale of 1946 a 
yearling Juana, granddaughter of Revo- 
lution 100th topped the Memphis sale. 
That top price prevailed for about ten 
years. In 1948 a full brother of the 
above heifer was the top selling bull, 
at four years of age. This bull had 
previously been the high selling bull 
at the Putnam County Missouri Ex- 
tension Bull Sale. 


Considerable consideration was always 
given to the selection of a herd sire. Herd 


bulls have been secured from such herds 
as Rosemere Farms at Maquoketa, Iowa; 
M. J. O’Connor, Mount Ayr, Iowa; and 
Dr. George Laughlin, Kirksville, Mis- 
souri. 

The writer taught Vocational Agri- 
culture at Unionville part of the time 
during the existence of this herd, Some 
of his students took a very active part 
in feeding and showing the sale cattle 
at the county, district, and state sales. 
The names of two boys in particular 
come to my mind. Dr. Fon Onings, a 
practicing veterinarian at Unionville and 
Edward Tietsort, who became a prom- 
inent Angus breeder in the county and 
is also an Elementary Principal at 
Livonia, Missouri. 

After the passing of my dad in Novem- 
ber 1957, Mr. Wayne Robbins was a 
managing partner until 1960. From 1960 
until 1963 the herd was under the man- 
agement of Herbert Webb and Sons. At 
the present time the managing partner 
is an FFA boy of the Oskaloosa High 
School, Jerry Lennox. My mother has 
told people that the first word I ever 
spoke was “cow”. My deceased wife 
told our friends that the last word that 
I would ever say would be “cow”. All 
through the years the Angus cows have 
been good to us and are mighty good 
to me. Even though my position in this 
college keeps me very busy, I still have 
some time for my Angus cattle. 

The present breeding herd consists of 
14 cows of the following families: Rose- 
mere Barbara, McHenry Blackcap, War- 
dess, Witch of Endor, Blackbird, Juana, 
and Miss Burgess. The present herd sire 
is Blackbirdmere W S W 4 4592930, 
purchased from W. S. Wiseman at Union- 
ville, Missouri. This bull is sired by 
HKileenmere 1736th, by Eileenmere 1100th, 
by Eileenmere 1000th. On the sire’s side 
he is a grandson of Eileenmere 500th. 
On the dam’s side he is a grandson of 
Homeplace Eileenmere 268rd. 

Some other herd sires used are: Bell

G. O’Connor of Mount Ayr, Iowa; Ernest 
Blackcap, a grandson of Emulous, pur-

Rosemere Herd at Maquoketa, Iowa;
